Upon  taking  the  chair,  Mr.  Beatty  made  the  following  remarks  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Assembly  : 

I  trust  you  will  not  deem  it  the  affectation  of  a  sentiment  which  I  do  not  enter- 
tain, if  I  assure  you  that  seldom  before  in  my  life  have  I  approached  the  perform- 
ance of  any  duty  under  feelings  of  deeper  mistrust  than  that  which  devolves  upon 
me  as  the  presiding  officer  of  this  body. 

And,  if,  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  distinguished  position  which  your 
partiality  has  conferred  upon  me,  I  shall  at  any  time  fall  short  of  your  expectations, 
I  Lave  only  to  ask  at  your  hands  that  lenity  and  indulgence  which  is  always 
awarded  to  those  who  discharge  their  duties  to  the  best  of  their  abilities. 

In  my  seat  in  this  body  for  the  last  two  years.  I  have  endeavored  to  devote  my 
best  energies  faithfully  to  the  interests  of  a  generous  and  confiding  constituency, 
and  I  truest  that  experience  has  sufficiently  demonstrated  to  my  mind  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  representative  character ;  and,  this  last  crowning  act  of  your  favor,  I 
fear  far  exceeds  my  merits,  and  the  only  way  I  can  now  thank  you,  is  to  promise 
yon  that  I  shall  diligently  devote  myself  to  the  duties  of  the  post  you  have  as- 
signed me,  with  the  view  of  proving  myself  in  some  small  degree  worthy  of  it. 

It  may  not  be  amiss,  gentlemen,  at  the  commencement  of  a  new  session,  briefly 
to  allude  to  the  character  of  the  work  which  will  claim  our  services  and  honest 
consideration.  Perhaps  the  most  important  action  of  the  Legislature,  will  be  the 
election  of  two  gentlemen  to  represent  our  people  in  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States.  The  varied  and  responsible  duties  of,  and  the  immense  public  interests 
which  it  compasses,  it  is  to  be  hoped  will  clearly  exhibit  the  necessity  of  mature 
jadgment  and  sound  discretion  in  the  selection  of  those  who  are  to  represent  our 
State  in  the  Councils  of  the  Nation  for  the  next  four  and  six  years. 

The  indebtedness  of  the  State  largely  exceeds  the  amount  prescribed  in  the 
organic  law,  as  the  limit  beyond  which  the  Legislature  shall  not  go  without  the 
express  consent  of  the  people  at  the  ballot-box.  For  many  reasons,  however,  it 
seemd  true  that  the  amount  there  fixed  has  not  been  sufficient  to  meet  the  current 
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expenses  of  the  Govcniment,  and  former  Legislatures  have  created  a  debt  wliich  hi 
the  aggregate  oniouiitM  to  njorc  than  six  times  that  prescribed  in  the  Constitution 
of  the  State,  and  a  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Coort  declares  the  entire  ex- 
cess over  $800,000  unconstitutional  and  void.  It,  tbeFcfore,  seems  proper  that 
this  subject  should  receive  jour  early  consideration;  that  yon  should  device  Homo 
means  of  settling  this  vexed  qne&tioo,  and  bubuiitting  it  in  some  shape  for  the  ap- 
proval of  the  people.  In  short,  gentlemen,  it  devolves  upon  you  as  the  Represen- 
tatives of  the  people  to  determine  in  a  great  measure  how  far  the  honor  of  our 
State  shall  be  compromised  by  an  open  repudiation  of  her  liabilities. 

The  mining,  conjmercial,  and  a|;riculiural  interests  of  our  State,  also,  demand 
the  fostering  care  of  judicious  Icgi.slution.  And,  gentlemen,  in  the  excitement  of 
debate,  which  will  naturally  arise  out  of  the  consideration  of  these  and  other  sub- 
jects, I  am  sure,  I  shall  often  have  occasion  to  rely  upon  yonr  indnlgence  and  iirui 
support  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties  as  Speaker. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  allow  me  to  add  that  whatever  of  ability,  whatever  of 
energy  and  iSrmness,  whatever  of  honesty  I  may  possess,  I  here  pledge  them  all  to 
you  in  furtherance  of  the  objects  which  have  called  us  together.

ExBcirrrvE  Department.  ) 

January  1th,  1857.      ) 

FiUovhCilizens  of  the  Seriale  and  Assembly  : 

It  is  a  source  of  the  highest  gratulation  that  an  opportunity  of  communi- 
cating with  the  assembled  representaiives  of  the  people  is  again  presented. 
Under  all  circumstances,  and  at  any  time,  this  would  be  a  pleasing  and  a  grate- 
ful privilege,  but  the  momentous  events  which  have  transpired  since  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  last  Legislature,  invest  an  occasion  like  the  present  with  unusual 
importance.  The  year  just  closed  has  been  fruitful  of  incidents,  teeming  with 
equal  anxiety  and  interest,  to  the  Patriot,  the  Statesman  and  the  Legislator. 
Not  alone  with  us,  but  among  our  sister  States,  even  to  the  remotest  borders 
of  our  land,  there  has  been  exhibited  a  scene  of  turbulence  and  strife  without 
a  parallel  in  the  recorded  annals  of  our  nation. 

The  choice  of  the  people  in  the  recent  Presidential  contest  has  been  every 
where  proclaimed,  and  still  our  flag  floats  proudly  on  the  breeze,  with  not  a 
star  unsphered — the  emblem  of  that  Union,  which  through  all  emergency,  has 
ever  yet  been  cherished  and  maintained.  Let  us  then  congratulate  ourselves 
that  the  storm  has  passed  away,  and  that  the  elements  of  our  political  existence 
have  subsided  to  a  peaceful  calm.  May  such  a  destiny  attend  us  in  the  time  to 
come,  and  through  all  shocks  of  threatened  dissolution  may  the  fair  fabric  of 
our  government  still  survive. 

I  cannot  refrain  at  a  period  so  imposing,  from  expressing  the  most  profound 
gratitude  to  the  great  Ruler  of  nations  for  his  signal  deliverance  of  our  beloved 
Union  from  the  perils  which  impended,  and  his  providential  aid  in  frustrating 
the  designs  of  those  who  would  bury  iu  one  common  grave,  the  hopes,  the  hap- 
piness, the  welfare  of  our  country. 
.   In  our  own  State,  though  partial  interruptions  to  our  peace  have  oftentimes 
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occarred,  yet,  the  adTancement  of  the  general  prosperity  has  been  uniform  and 
certain.  Our  mines,  prolific  of  the  precioas  metals,  still  pour  forth  their  glit- 
tering treaanres  to  eilhaDce  the  general  wealth  ;  our  agricultural  produc- 
tions augmenting  in  variety,  and  yield  with  each  succeeding  year,  astonish  the 
world  by  their  exuberance,  and  render  rich  returns  to  the  labors  of  the  hns- 
baodman  ;  our  trade  and  commerce,  constantly  expanding,  magnify  our  influ- 
ence abroad  ;  our  manufactures,  growing  in  extent,  increase  our  home  facilities, 
and  furnish  an  inviting  field  for  the  laborer,  the  artizan,  and  the  mechanic. 
The  arts  and  sciences  are  rapidly  deyelopiiig  among  us.  Education,  morality, 
and  religion,  those  handmaids  of  free  government,  wait  on  the  steps  of  our 
prosperity,  and  scatter  richest  blessings  over  our  path.  Our  people,  multi- 
plying in  their  numbers,  are  becoming  far  more  permanent  and  contented  in  their 
habitations  and  pursuits.  The  salubrity  of  our  climate,  the  fertility  of  our  soil, 
the  abundant  resources  of  our  forests,  are  unsurpassed,  almost  unrivalled  in  any 
quarter  of  the  globe.  The  tone  of  our  society  is  steadily  acquiring  a  character 
and  elevation  which  would  impart  a  lustre  to  the  oldest  communities  of  our  Re- 
public. Even  those  interruptions  which  occasionally  happen,  only  serve  to 
demonstrate  the  solidity  and  strength  of  that  foundation  upon  which  the  great- 
ness of  our  government  is  reared — the  enterprise,  intelligence  and  virtue  of  the 
people.  Yet,  notwithstanding  this  enviable  state  of  public  advancement,  and 
the  gratifying  prospects  for  the  future  which  it  unfolds,  there  are  those  among 
US  who  seem  dissatisfied  with  our  condition  as  a  people.  ]Not  content  with  that 
gradual  and  healthful  progress  in  maturing  the  social,  political  and  moral 
commonwealth,  which  is  the  uniform  experience  of  all  organized  society — they 
are  disposed  to  seek  in  crude  experiments,  a  speedier  attainment  of  those  great 
ends  of  human  government.  Although  the  statistics  of  criminal  punishment 
among  us  afford  no  unfavorable  comparison  with  those  of  other  States,  yet  cer- 
tain reformers  have  arisen,  who  chafing  at  the  inefficiency  of  legal  sanctions,  in 
meting  out  condign  and  proper  punishment,  arrogantly  claim  the  high  prero- 
gative of  legislative  and  judicial  power  in  framing  laws  and  administering  the 
penalties  which  they  inflict.  Such  as  these,  are  unmindful  of  the  duties  which 
they  owe  to  society,  and  regardless  of  the  rights  and  privileges  which  the  Con- 
Btitntion  and  the  laws  secure  to.  all.  These  reflections  are  painful,  yet  their 
truthfulness  cannot  be  questioned. 

VIGILANCE  COMMITTEE, 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  events  have 
occurred  which,  from  their  extraordinary  character  and  disastrous  conse- 
quences, must  constitute  an  epoch  in  the  history  of  the  State; — events,  from  the 
very  contemplation  of  which,  all  lovers  of  good  order  and  constitutional  8upre« 
macy,  must  turn  with  mingled  feelings  of  sadness  and  regret. 

On  the  I6th  day  of  May  last, — serious  apprehensions  existing,  that  a 
forcible  attempt  would  be  made  to  wrest  from  the  custody  of  the  law,  a  prisoner 
confined  in  the  jail  of  San  Francisco  on  a  criminal  charge, — in  compliance  with 
the  request  of  the  Mayor  of  that  city,  I  proceeded  thither,  earnestly  hoping 
that  I  might  be  serviceable  in  allaying  the  prevailing  excitement  and  inducing 
obedience  to  the  mandates  of  the  law.  Upon  my  arrival,  I  learned  that  a 
Dumerons  body  of  citizens  under  the  name  of  '*  The  Vigilance  Committee,"  was 
secretly  organizing  for  the  purpose  of  rescuing  the  prisoner  and  inflicting  on 
him  summary  punishment. 

Conscious  that  it  was  my  duty,  as  Executive  of  the  State,  to  leave  unem- 
ployed no  honorable  means  of  securing  submission  to  the  law,  and  averting  a 
calamity  so  deplorable  as  the  collision  which  was  threatened,  I  proceeded  in  com- 
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pany  with  several  citizens  to  the  place  where  this  Committee  had  assembled,  and 
aunoonced  it  as  mj  purpose  to  communicate  with  them,  or  any  person  author- 
ized to  represent  them.  One  of  the  Committee  there^upon  presented  himself, 
whose  character  and  position  justified  implicit  confldence  in  his  claim  of  author- 
ity to  speak  on  their  behalf, — which  assurance  on  his  part  has  been  strength- 
ened by  the  conspicuous  station  he  subsequently  occupied  as  their  Presi- 
dent. 

During  the  interview  which  ensued,  it  was  distinctly  stated  that  the  object  of 
this  Committee  was  not  to  violate  the  law,  or  resist  its  legalized  authorities; 
but  rather  to  aid  the  officers  of  justice  in  preventing  the  escape  or  rescue  of 
the  prisoner;  and  that  they  did  not  contemplate  his  punishmeut  by  taking  the 
law  in  their  own  hands. 

So  loyal  were  the  sentiments  expressed,  and  so  positive  the  declarations  made 
of  their  designed  obedience  to  law  and  the  legitimate  authority,  that  I  could 
not  either  disbelieve  or  doubt  them.  On  the  faith  of  these  assurances,  arrange- 
ments were  then  made  which  it  was  anticipated  would,  whilst  tending  to  secure 
the  prisoner,  also  serve  to  calm  the  popular  excitement  and  vindicate  the  majesty 
of  law.  These  anticipations,  liowever,  were  but  brief  in  their  duration,  and 
scarce  a  day  had  passed  ere  the  delusion  was  apparent.  The  number  of  the 
Committee  multiplied  from  day  to  day,  and  incited  by  the  appeals  of  an  incen- 
diary press  to  deeds  of  violence,  soon  the  rallying  cry  was  **  Death  to  the  Pris- 
oner 1 "  The  military  organized  under  authority  of  the  State,  with  a  few 
noble  exceptions,  ingloriously  deserted  the  post  of  honor  and  of  duty,  and  either 
abandoned  their  arms  to  the  State,  or  yet  less  honorably,  carried  them  into  the 
ranks  of  the  Vigilance  Committee.  An  inconsiderable  number  of  the  military 
officers  sought  to  escape  the  responsibility  of  the  solemn  oath  they  had  assumed, 
by  ft  proffered  resignation  of  their  commissions,  whilst  others  wholly  dispensed 
with  this  formality,  and  swelled  the  ranks  of  those  who  were  defying  the  Con- 
stitution and  the  laws,  which  they  had  sworn  to  honor  and  maintain.  In  vain 
the  authority  of  the  Sheriff  was  strenuously  exercised  to  protect  the  jail — his 
orders  were  disregarded,  and  defiance  hurled  in  his  face  by  those  who  were  sum- 
moned to  the  duty,  whilst  the  defection  in  tlie  military  ranks,  left  but  a  meager 
dependence  on  their  aid.  Thus  situated,  with  but  a  handful  of  gallant  men, 
ready  if  need  be.  to  imperil  their  lives  in  the  performance  of  duty, — approached 
as  he  was  by  thousands  of  armed  men,  who  from  the  position  of  the  prison,  held 
complete  command  of  it,  it  became  evident  that  resistance  involved  the  destruction 
of  the  guard,  without  securing  the  safety  of  the  prisoners,  and  he  was  there- 
fore reluctantly  compelled  to  yitld  to  the  infuriated  multitude  the  victim  whom 
they  sought,  and  another  inmate  of  the  prison. 

A  few  days  later,  and  the  utter  disregard  of  the  civil  authorities  which  this 
Committee  exhibited,  was  more  openly  avowed  and  manifested  by  the  execution 
of  both  the  prisoners  whom  they  had  seized.  Neither  did  their  unlawful  pro- 
ceedings find  here  cessation.  So  alarmingly  increased  was  their  assumption  of 
power  and  resistance  of  the  law,  that  at  length,  on  the  third  day  of  June,  I  was 
notified  by  the  Sheriff  of  the  County,  that  criminal  process  in  his  hands  hafj  been 
forcibly  resisted,  and  the  power  of  the  county  was  not  sufficient  to  enforce  it, 
and  was  requested  to  invoke  the  military  power  of  the  State  to  his  aid. 

On  the  same  day  I  issued  a  proclamation  declaring  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  in  a  state  of  insurrection,  under  the  provisions  of  Sec.  48,  of  "  An 
Act  to  regulate  Proceedings  in  Crimiual  Cases,"  passed  May  1,  1851,  which 
reads  as  follows : 

"Section  48.  When  the  Governor  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  execution  of 
civil  or  criminal  process  has  been  forcibly  resisted  in  any  county,  by  bcdits  of 
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armed  men,  or  that  combinations  to  resist  the  exccntion  of  process  by  force 
exist  in  any  county,  and  that  the  power  of  the  county  has  been  exerted,  and  has 
not  been  sufficient  to  enable  the  o£&cer  havinp^  the  process  to  execute  it,  he  may 
on  the  application  of  the  officer,  or  of  the  District  Attorney,  or  County  Judge 
of  the  Connty,  by  proclamation,  to  be  published  in  such  newspaper  as  he  shall 
direct,  declare  the  county  to  be  in  a  state  of  insurrection,  and  may  order  into 
the  service  of  the  State  such  number  and  description  of  volunteer  or  uniform 
companies,  or  other  militia  of  the  State,  as  he  shall  deem  necessary,  to  serve 
for  such  term,  and  under  the  command  oi  such  officer  or  officers  as  he  shall 
direct." 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  by  the  law  just  quoted,  and  the  demand  made  by  the 
Sheriff,  that  my  duty  in  the  case  was  plainly  indicated,  and  the  issuance  of  the 
Proclamation,  under  the  existin«<  circumstances,  was  imperatively  demanded  at 
my  hands.  In  consequence  of  the  limited  snpply  in  the  State  Armory,  the  want 
of  arms,  wherewith  to  render  effective  a  military  force,  had  already  been  fore- 
seen, and  anticipating  the  probable  necessity  of  such  a  force,  I  had  a  personal 
interview  with  the  commander  of  the  United  States  Military  Pacific  Divi- 
sion (General  Wool)  on  the  31st  of  May,  and  procured  his  promise  to  furnish, 
on  my  requisition,  such  arms  and  ammunition  as  I  might  require,  so  soon  as  I 
issued  a  proclamation  of  insurrection.  In  accordance  with  such  understanding, 
application  was  made  to  that  officer  immediately  after  the  proclamation  had  been 
issued,  and  also  at  a  later  period, — both  of  which  applications,  for  reasons  to 
himself  best  understood,  were  peremptorily  refused, — and  the  only  arms  obtained 
from  that  source  were  a  small  number  ot  muskets,  to  which  the  State  was 
entitled,  under  the  Act  of  Congress  providing  for  a  general  distribution  of 
arms. 

In  the  meanwhile,  the  existence  of  the  Vigilance  Committee  continued,  and 
assumed  the  character  of  a  permanent  organization,  which  designed  not  only  to 
nsurp  the  control  of  legal  authority  iu  San  Francisco,  but,  as  indicated  by  the 
tone  of  the  press  under  its  special  patronage — the  inflammatory  addresses  of 
its  speakers — and  the  repeated  acts  of  aggression  against  the  most  sacred  cou- 
Btitutional  rights  of  the  citizen, — aimed  also  to  extend  its  power  to  the  sub- 
version of  the  State  authority;  and,  if  Federal  intervention  should  ensue,  the 
t?siablishment  of  a  government  entirely  independent  of  the  Union, 

In  this  alarming  condition  of  affairs,  I  deemed  the  aid  of  the  General  Govern- 
roent  necessary  to  our  protection,  so  far  at  least  as  rendering  assistance  in  arms 
and  am  munition  was  concerned.  To  convene  the  Legij<lature  in  extra  session 
would  involve  an  expenditure  which  the  condition  of  our  financial  affairs  could 
ill  afford;  and  furthermore,  the  time  consumed  in  assembling  that  body  and  the 
adoption  of  the  necessary  measures,  might  result  in  the  accomplishment  of  the 
very  evil  it  was  my  purpose  to  arrest.  Nor  did  I  deem  it  necessary 
that  application  should  be  made  by  the  Legislature  for  such  aid  as  the  State 
required,  at  least  in  arms  and  ammunition,  but  supposed  that  the  President,  on 
the  reqnest  of  the  Executive  of  the  State,  had  ample  power  to  direct  the  issuance 
of  arms  and  ammunition.  Entertaining  these  views  I  addressed  on  the  19th  of 
June,  a  communication  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  deputed  the 
Hon.  R.  Aug.  Thompson  and  Col.  F.  Forman,  as  Commissioners  to  present  it 
to  him,  and  endeavor  to  obtain  the  requisite  assistance.  This  application  proved 
unsuccessful,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  reply  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  enclosing  the 
opinion  of  the  Attorney  General,  as  well  as  the  Report  of  the  Commissioners. 

The  refusal  of  the  President  rendered  the  State  authorities  powerless  to  check 
this  usurpation,  and  for  a  time  the  Vigilance  Committee  held  an  undisputed  sway 
ID  San  i-'rancisco.     It  is  needless  to  recount  the  overt  4WJts  which  marked  the 
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period  of  their  rule.  The  seiznre  and  employment  of  State  arms — the  arrest 
and  imprisonment  of  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court — the  banishment  of  citizens 
^— the  daily  exhibition  of  bodies  of  armed  men  in  public  places,  to  intimidate  and 
compel  obedience  to  their  authority — these  constitute  but  few  of  the  extraordinary 
incidents  of  the  time.  To  arrest  the  treason  and  snppress  the  rebellion,  the 
State  was  powerless,  and  the  authorities  were  compelled  to  calmly  await  the 
ksue  of  events.  In  the  meantime,  the  Executive  Proclamation  remained  until 
the  3d  day  of  Novemlicr,  when  the  armed  forces  of  the  Vigilance  Committee 
having  been  disbanded  -the  State  arms  having  been  restored  to  their  proper 
custody,  and  the  Judicial  authority  of  the  County  of  San  Francisco  having 
notified  me  that  no  further  difficulty  existed  in  the  service  of  civil  or  criminal 
process— the  Proclamation  was  withdrawn — peace  restored  to  the  community — 
legitimate  authority  reinstated,  and  the  Constitution  and  Laws,  so  long  defied, 
again  recognized  and  regarded. 

I  have  deemed  it  not  improper  to  detail  the  more  important  incidents  of  this 
period,  and  without  regard  to  personal  considerations,  have  presented  an  authen- 
tic history  of  my  official  acts  in  this  connection,  in  the  conscious  belief,  not  less 
than  in  the  earnest  hope,  that  by  the  judgment  of  the  people  the  shafts  of  false- 
hood and  calumny  will  be  repelled,  and  the  course  of  your  Executive  triumph- 
antly vindicated  and  sustained.  In  ail  that  I  have  done  or  sought  to  do,  I 
heeded  not  the  plaudits  of  the  populace,  nor  feared  their  threats.  I  know  no 
higher  law  than  the  Constitution  of  my  country;  and  as  a  rule  of  action 
alike  incessant  and  inflexible,  the  observance  of  the  duties  it  enjoins,  will  ever  be 
paramount  in  my  regard  as  a  public  officer  and  private  citizen. 

INDIAN  AFFAIRS. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  not  been  exempt  from  difficulties  with  Indian 
tribes  in  different  portions  of  the  State,  more  especially  in  the  exposed  frontiers 
of  Siskiyou  and  Klamath  counties  in  the  North,  and  Tulare  in  the  South. 
Under  an  Act  of  the  last  Legislature  I  was  authorized  to  call  into  the  service 
of  the  State  a  company  of  mounted  men  for  the  protection  of  the  citizens  of 
Klamath  county.  Before  orders  were  issued  for  the  enrolment  of  such  company, 
intelligence  was  received  from  that  quarter,  which  led  me  to  infer  that  the 
United  States  troops  would  be  able  to  afford  all  requisite  protection,  but  iu 
order  to  provide  tor  any  contingent  need  which  might  arise,  I  dispatched  an 
agent  there,  clothed  with  discretionary  powers  to  authorize  the  raising  of  such 
troops  as  might  be  rendered  absolutely  necessary.  These  prudential  measures  I 
deemed  proper  to  adopt,  as  the  remote  distance  from  the  Seat  of  Government 
rendered  it  impossible  to  determine  the  exact  state  of  affairs,  and  it  was  important 
that  no  expenditures  should  be  incurred  by  the  State  which  could  possibly  be 
avoided.  The  result  was,  that  some  weeks  later  the  employment  of  a  volunteer 
force  became  indispensable  for  the  proper  security  of  the  people.  A  company 
of  mounted  men  was  enlisted  for  a  period  of  thirty  days,  at  the  end  of  which 
time  no  further  need  existing  for  their  services,  they  were  disbanded,  and  the 
expenses  of  the  expedition  paid,  leaving  a  large  portion  of  the  appropriation 
unexpended. 

Since  then  comparative  quiet  has  been  maintained  among  those  tribes.  In 
the  County  of  Siskiyou  more  prolonged  and  serious  difficulties  have  occurred. 
In  that  portion  of  the  State  the  Indians  are  numerous  and  warlike,  and  as  the 
nature  of  the  country  yields  them  almost  inaccessible  places  of  concealment  and 
retreat,  they  constitute  a  far  more  troublesome  and  formidable  enemy  than 
any  other  Indian  tribes  within  the  confines  or  upon  the  borders  of  our  Stato. 


Tlie  prevailing  ludian  war  in  Oregon  and  Washington  Territories  had  extended 
its  influence  to  oar  own  frontier,  and  at  length  these  tribes  became  open  and 
avowed  in  their  enmity  to  onr  people.  A  communication  from  Gen.  John 
Cosby,  commanding  6th  Division  Cal.  Militia,  of  date  r2th  June  last,  explained 
their  defenseless  condition.  I  communicated  to  Gen.  Wool  the  exposed  position 
of  those  frontier  settlements,  and  urged  on  him  the  necessity  of  sending  an 
additional  force  of  regular  troops  for  their  protection.  His  reply,  a  few 
days  after,  was  in  substance,  that  "  the  regular  troops  were  all  employed  in 
the  prosecution  of  the  Indian  war  in  Oregon  and  Washington  Territories. 
The  duty  then  devolved  on  the  State  authorities  to  render  that  protection  to  her 
citizens  which  the  General  Government  denied.  When  later  information  from 
the  Commander  of  that  Division  (Gen.  Cosby)  exhibited  the  utterly  helpless 
condition  of  the  whites  against  hostile  Indians,  without  the  aid  of  a  military 
force,  I  directed  him  "  to  employ  what  power  he  possessed  under  the  law  of 
this  State,  as  Commanding  Officer  of  that  Division,  in  affording  that  protec- 
tion to  the  people  which  their  need  required  **  He  took  the  field  in  person,  and 
wiih  the  volunteers  under  his  command,  after  several  severe  engagements  suc- 
ceeded at  length  in  compelling  the  hostile  tribes  in  that  quarter  to  sue  for  peace. 
lam  gratified  to  announce  that  the  energy  and  ability  with  which  the  campaign 
was  prosecuted  have  succeeded  in  restoring  more  peaceful  relations  with  those 
Indians  than  have  heretofore  existed,  and  from  the  disastrous  experience  obtained 
by  them  I  am  hopeful  that  those  amicable  relations  will  long  continue.  The 
reports  of  the  officer  in  command,  and  also  the  correspondence,  will  in  due  time 
be  transmitted. 

In  the  latter  part  of  April  last  much  alarm  was  manifested  by  the  people 
residing  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Indian  Reservation  on  the  Fresno,  at  their  indications 
of  hostility.  Dispatches  were  received  urging  the  employment  of  a  military 
force,  but  as  there  was  already  a  considerable  number  of  U.  S.  troops  in 
that  section,  I  did  not  deem  it  proper  to  comply ;  but  as  an  independent 
volunteer  company  was  already  organized  under  the  militia  law  of  the  State, 
I  furnished  them  with  the  requisite  arms  and  ammunition,  which  in  the  event  of 
bostiliTies  would  render  their  services  available.  After  this  the  application  for 
authority  to  raise  a  volunteer  force  for  this  .service  was  repeated,  but  so 
conflicting  were  the  reports  which  reached  me  that  I  determiued  to  dispatch 
Edward  F.  Beale,  Brigadier  General  First  Brigade  8d  Division,  (embracing 
the  scene  of  those  disturbances)  with  full  power  "to  adopt  such  measures  and 
policy  as  he  might  regard  necessary.''  Those  orders  were  issued  on  the  4th 
day  of  May,  and  it  is  exceedingly  gratifying  to  find  his  mission  attended  with 
with  such  agreeable  results.  He  employed  no  military  force,  but  instead,  formed 
treaties  of  peace  with  the  disaffected  tribes,  which  completely  restored  amica'ble 
relations,  and  thus  far  they  have  been  preserved.  Too  much  credit  cannot 
be  awarded  Gen.  Beale  for  the  eminently  valuable  services  be  rendered  the  State 
in  the  successful  prosecution  of  his  mission,  without  having  resorted  to  more 
hostile  measures. 

At  the  present  time  there  exists  a  state  of  peace  and  quietude  with  the  various 
Indian  tribes  in  our  State,  scarcely  known  since  the  formation  of  the  Govern- 
ment. This  is  gratifying  to  behold,  and  its  prolonged  continuance  will  greatly 
serve  to  facilitate  the  development  of  additional  sources  of  wealth  among  those 
unexplored  sections  which  are  inhabited  by  Indian  tribes,  whose  hostility  has 
hitherto  prevented  our  people  from  occupying.  Yet,  notwithstanding  these 
Kratifying  evidences,  I  am  apprehensive,  from  the  condition  of  the  Indians  in  this 
State,  and  the  policy  of  the  Government  in  their  management,  that  ere  long 
we  will  witness  a  renewal  of  those  hostilities  which  have  so  much  retarded 
4a 
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the  Bettlement  of  this  country,  and  that  we  shall  thns  alternate  from  peace  to 
war,  until  either  the  Indians  shall  have  been  exterminated,  or  some  other 
})0licy  adopted  by  the  Government.  The  system  which  has  been  adopted  by 
the  Federal  aathorities  for  the  California  Indians,  whilst  in  some  measure  it  may 
seem  exceedingly  humane — yet,  has  pioved  not  only  most  destructive  to  them, 
but,  of  incalculable  injury  to  us.  In  the  later  experience  of  the  General  Gov' 
ernment,  never  has  it  been  their  policy  or  practice,  to  establish  Indian  Reser- 
vations in  immediate  proximity  to  the  white  settlements,  or  within  the  limits 
of  a  sovereign  State.  The  reasons  are  obvious,  and  why  the  contrary  course 
should  be  adopted  here,  I  know  not.  So  long  as  the  Indians  remain  within  our 
borders,  whether  established  on  reservations  or  not,  must  we  expect  to  witness 
sudden  outbreaks  among  them,  in  the  end  involving  expenditures  of  treasure 
incalculable — the  destruction  of  human  life,  the  insecurity  of  property,  and  retard- 
ing the  growth  and  prosperity  of  our  State, — and  this  too  in  most  instances, 
probably,  where  the  aggressions  will  be  found  to  have  been  committed  by  our 
own  people.  No  laws  we  can  enact  will  effectually  prevent  those  wrongB, 
nor  their  continued  recurrence,  until  a  heme  has  been  furnished  our  Indians 
among  the  tribes  beyond  the  Sierra  Nevada.  The  present  policy  of  colonizing 
them  in  our  midst  was  commenced  under  Mr.  Fillmore's,  and  pursued  under  the 
present  Administration.  It  is  not  too  late  for  the  evil  lo  be  remedied.  It  ia 
true  this  cannot  be  accomplished  short  of  years — but  the  sooner  it  is  re« 
solved  on,  the  earlier  the  people  will  be  rid  of  this  great  grievance.  In  a  few 
months  a  new  Administration  will  assume  the  direction  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, and  to  that,  as  well  as  to  the  present  authorities,  let  the  voice  of  ther 
Legislature  be  addressed,  in  determined  remonstrance  against  the  present  system^ 
Snrely  onr  appeals  will  not  be  disregarded. 

FINANCES. 

At  no  former  period  of  our  history  has  the  time  existed  when  the  subject  of 
State  indebtedness  attracted  such  universal  attention  as  at  the  present  moment,  and 
a  like  degree  of  solicitude  been  manifested  in  the  public  niiud,  regarding  the  policy 
which  the  present  Legislature  will  pursue  in  relation  to  this  important  matter. 

An  examination  of  our  financial  condition  irresistibly  forces  upon  us  the  convic*^ 
tion  that  we  have  been  progre&sing  rapidly  towards  a  condition  of  bankruptcy  and 
ruin,  and  seemingly  without  making  an  eifort  to  arrest  the  downward  progress  of 
events.  From  year  to  year  the  expenditures  have  increased  far  in  advance  of  the  re- 
ceipt, sand  we  have  been  content  with  issuing  bonds  to  supply  the  dcGcit  without  inquir- 
ing whether  such  bonds  were  valid.  True,  at  times  the  illegality  of  such  acts  were 
questioned  and  doubted,  yet  those  doubts  and  inquiries  were  permitted  to  slumber, 
uutil  there  had  been  sent  forth  in  the  money  markets  of  the  world,  millions  of  our  se- 
curities, when  the  startling  discovery  is  made,  that  such  obligations  are  unauthorized, 
and  the  people  of  the  State  are  not  responsible  for  their  payment.  The  condition  to 
which  the  credit  of  the  State  is  reduced,  and  the  integrity  of  our  people  subjected, 
by  this  state  of  facts — with  all  the  present  and  future  wants  of  the  Government,  now 
devolve  on  you  most  responsible  labors,  and  the  exercise  of  cautious  deliberation,  in 
determining  the  course  of  policy  which  you  shall  adopt.  It  becomes  a  matter  of 
vast  moment  for  your  guidance  in  the  discharge  of  those,  dutic^j  that  an  accurate 
exhibit  be  presented  not  only  of  our  existing  indebtedness,  but  also  of  the  sources 
of  revenue  which  we  have  heretofore  relied  upon,  in  tho  administration  of  State 
aflairs.  By  such  an  examination  of  those  matters  as  renders  the  iiiibrnjation  relia- 
ble, I  am  enabled  to  present  you  with  a  statement  of  our  iiuanciul  condition  on  tho 
1st  day  of  the  present  month.

With  these  facts  before  us,  and  the  known  necessity  of  indicating  the  course 
to  be  pursued  in  relation  to  our  indebtedness,  the  question  now  arises,  what  shall 
be  adopted  with  reference  to  it  ?  Answering  as  your  Executive,  and  echoing 
the  sentiments  which  I  believe  are  entertained  by  those  whom  we  alike  repre- 
sent— the  people  of  the  State — I  would  say,  Pay  the  Debt, — by  those  means 
the  Constitution  of  the  Sta,t«r  prescribes.  Pass  an  Act,  at  the  present  session  of 
the  Legislature,  legalizing  the  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness,  permitting 
Controller's  Warrants  issued  after  the  1st  day  of  January  which  may  not  be 
redeemed  prior  to  Ist  of  July  next,  to  be  funded  under  the  Act  of  1856,  alike 
with  the  warrants  issued  prior  to  January,  1857;  and  a  law  embodying  those 
features,  present  to  the  people  for  their  ratification  or  rejection,  at  the  next 
General  Election. 

Yet  another  duty  devolves  on  yon,  in  the  preparation  of  such  an  Act,  as 
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will  effectually  remove  the  doubts  now  existinp^,  that  our  obligations  will  bo 
honorably  met.  The  means  of  payment  of  botli  principal  and  interest  of  the 
debt,  must  likewise  be  provided  in  the  law  thus  submitted  to  the  people. 

Proper  amendments  made  to  the  Revenue  Laws,  will  quite  double  the  amomit 
of  taxes  now  collected  on  real  and  personal  property.  A  careful  estimate  of  the 
returns  from  the  different  counties  of  the  State,  show  that  not  more  than  one-half 
the  assessments  are  collected.  This  can  be  remedied  by  the  adoption  of  more 
stringent  measures,  in  relation  to  the  collection  of  tax  on  personal  property;  also 
such  amendments  as  will  render  valid,  titles  acquired  on  tax  sales  of  real  estate, 
more  especially  the  latter. 

It  has  been  a  mooted  question,  whether,  in  fact,  the  State  has  authority  to 
tax  any  lands,  under  the  conditions  contained  in  the  Act  of  admission  into  the 
Union,  in  connection  with  the  law  of  Congress,  which  regards  all  lands  in  this 
State  as  public  domain,  until  such  title  is  confirmed  and  a  patent  issued.  Pro- 
ceeding upon  this  pretense,  many  of  the  largest  landholders  refuse  payment,  and 
actuated  by  the  same  fears,  no  person  can  be  induced  to  purchase  at  tax  sales. 
To  remove  the  doubt  which  may  exist  on  these  points,  I  would  suggest  that 
you  urge  upon  our  Senators  and  Representatives  at  the  present  session  of  Con- 
gress the  passage  of  an  Act  allowing  the  State  to  tax  all  such  land  claims, 
whether  patents  have  been  issued  or  not;  and  to  your  consideration,  furthermore, 
I  would  present  the  propriety  of  asking  a  like  privilege  of  taxing  any  and  all 
public  lands  within  this  State  which  may  be  occupied,  or  cultivated,  to  the  same 
degree  as  if  they  were  private  lands  ;  this  however,  on  such  conditions  as  shall 
not  serve  to  alienate  the  rights  of  the  General  Government.  There  would  be 
then  a  more  general  distribution  among  the  people  of  the  burthen  of  taxation,  which 
whilst  reducing  the  onerous  exactions  of  a  portion  of  the  people,  would  not  be 
exacting  more  from  those  thus  taxed  than  they  should  contribute  as  citizens 
of  the  same  State  towards  the  maintenance  of  Government. 

The  law  as  it  now  exists  renders  a  tax  deed  prima,  facie  evidence  that  nil  the 
requisites  of  the  Act  have  been  complied  with,  and  the  onus  of  establishing  a 
non-compliance  with  its  requirements  devolves  on  the  adverse  party. 

The  inattention  we  find  so  often  giveii  to  the  various  requisites  of  the  Inw,  by 
the  officers  charged  with  the  assessment  arjd  collection  of  revenue,  renders  this,  not 
a  difficult  matter.  The  result  is,  that  this  feature  of  the  law,  is  of  but  slight  aid 
in  securing  more  prompt  payment  of  taxes. 

I  would  recommend  the  adoption  in  substance,  of  the  following  amendment : 
Certificates  or  deeds,  of  real  estute,  sold  fur  taxes,  to  be  received  in  all  courts  as  cow- 
clusive  evidence  of  a  compliance  with  the  requisites  of  the  law,  regulating  the  assess- 
ment and  collection  of  revenue,  unless  the  claimant  shall  within  thirty  days  serve  a 
notice  that  he  will  contest  the  legality  of  such  sale — the  notice  to  be  filed  in  the 
County  Recorder's  Office.  It  is  proper  that  exceptions  of  a  beneficial  character 
be  made  in  favor  of  minors  interested  in  such  real  estate  Real  property  should 
likewise  be  assessed  by  minute  sub-divisions  of  quarter  sections  as  rapidly  as  the 
lauds  are  surveyed  by  authority  of  the  Government.  Large  land  claims  will  be 
60  reduced  to  small  quantities  that  it  will  be  within  the  power  of  those  persons 
limited  in  means,  to  purchase  at  such  sale,  whilst  now  it  is  quite  impossible  to  find 
an  individual  who  is  willing  to  bid  the  amount  of  taxes  on  an  extensive  land  claim. 

Another  amendment  I  am  confident  will  save  to  the  State  a  large  sum  of 
money,  both  in  the  diminution  of  expense,  and  increase  of  collection.  Allow  tho 
assessor  payment  for  his  services,  with  a  certain  percentage  on  the  amount  of  taxes 
collected.  As  it  now  is,  they  are  paid  a  per  diem  allowance,  at  rates,  which  at  the 
present  time  are  enormous.  Neither  have  they  that  especial  interest,  whilst  they 
arc  rewarded  with  a  daily  compeniiation,  in  securing  like  complete  assessments,  as 
if  paid  in  the  manner  proposed.  The  mode  of  payment  suggested  would  most 
effectually  remove  this  difficulty.     The  per  centage  should  increase  rather  than 
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dminish,  bat  at  puch  a  rate  as  will  only  secure  reasonable  compensation  for  tbc  per« 
vices  rendered.  The  s^ime  amendment  should  be  likewise  applied  to  the  collector 
of  taxes.  Thus,  both  the  assessor  and  collector  will  have  a  direct  interest  in  secur- 
ing the  largest  amount  of  revenue  and  prompt  payments. 

With  these  proposed  amendments  and  the  requisite  consent  from  the  General 
Government  to  levy  a  tax  on  public  lands,  the  property  tax  of  the  State  will  at  no 
distant  period  more  than  double  the  present  sum  realized.  In  fact  I  can  with  con- 
fidence predict  such  results  as  will  justity  us  in  relying  solely  on  the  tax  for  interest 
purposes  now  imposed  on  real  and  personal  property  as  the  means  of  paying  the 
interest  on  the  public  debt;  and,  also,  will  secure  a  Sinking  Fund,  which,  with  the 
additional  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  per  annum  I'rom  the  General  Fund  will  be 
able  to  meet  the  payment  of  interest  promptly,  and  atth«  maturity  of  each  succes- 
sive issue  of  our  Bonds  will  readily  furnish  the  means  of  liquidating  the  priuqipal 
uf  such  indebtedness. 

For  the  more  immediate  purposes  of  paying  the  expenses  of  government,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  assessment  of  8 1  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  of  taxable  property — 
realizing  but  $177,630— our  chief  dependence  has  heretofore  been  on  the  foreign 
miners'  tax,  poll  tax  and  licenses.  By  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  already 
suggested  we  would  be  able  to  derive  at  least  ^300,000  from  real  and  persimal 
property  tax.  The  receipts  from  poll  taxes,  although  but  about  $68,000,  would  by 
proper  care  in  enforcing  its  collection  realize  twice  that  amount.  The  law  in  rela- 
tion to  foreign  miners*  tax  should  be  so  modified  that  a  larger  proportion  of  it 
should  go  to  the  State.  As  it  now  is,  the  State  is  subjected  to  all  the  expenses  of 
blauks,  the  printing  and  clerical  force^  costing  a  large  amount,  yet  the  State  receives 
but  one-half  of  the  proceeds,  in  the  past  year  realizing  only  $  187,000.  The  State's 
resuurces  from  that  item  alone  should  be  increased  $50,000.  The  license  hws  ought 
to  be  so  amended  as  to  mixkt^  a  division  between  the  county  and  State,  on  each  class 
of  license  issued,  and  a  more  rigid  enforcement  of  those  laws  provided  for. 

As  it  now  exists  in  some  counties,  the  only  licenses  issued  are  those,  the  entire 
proceeds  of  which  are  paid  into  the  County  Treasury.  These  amendments  will 
add  $400,000  to  the  annual  income  of  the  State,  and  with  the  other  miscellaneous 
sourcea  of  increasing  revenue,  the  we  ean  confidently  rely  upon  receip^a  amounting 
to  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dolhirs  toward  the  support  of  the  State  Gov- 
ernment, exclusive  of  the  interest  tax.  Without  such  amendments,  or  other  means 
devised,  the  revenue,  inclusive  of  the  interest  on  our  Bonds,  will  not  in  the  ag- 
gregate exceed  that  sum. 

Another  source  of  revenue  has  been  frequently  resorted  to,  and  might  prove 
beneficial  in  this  State;  also  be  the  meaii.H  of  reuchiiig  a  class  of  citizens  who  con- 
tribute but  little  for  governmental  purposes.  I  refer  to  an  Income  Tax.  Such  an 
Act  hhould  exempt  a  certain  amount  from  taxation — say  $1000  per  annum.  All 
public  ofiicers  of  every  description,  State,  County  or  Municipal,  should  be  included 
in  its  provisions,  and  taxed,  in  proportion  to  the  salaries  they  receive,  at  a  rea- 
sonable rate;  such  a  law  would  not  be  unobjectionable,  whilst  it  would  secure  to 
the  State  a  handsome  addition  to  its  revenues. 

It  may  not  be  unadvised,  whilst  seeking  the  means  of  restoring  our  depreciated 
credit,  and  providing  for  a  just  and  economical  administratiou  of  Govern- 
ment on  a  cash  basis,  to  seek  such  sources  of  revenue  as  from  past  experience 
Blsewhere,  have  proved  available,  and  at  the  same  time,  not  burtnensome 
to  the  people.  But  a  single  State  of  the  Union,  so  far  as  I  am  advised,  has 
tested  the  experiment  of  a  "  Stamp  Tax,"  and  in  that  instance  the  imposi- 
tion of  stamp  duties,  but  trifling  in  amount,  has  yielded  to  its  Treasury  a  large  sum 
of  money.  1  would  therefore  submit  lor  your  consideration  the  propriety  of 
adopting  such  a  law  as  will  impose  a  stamp  on  all  bonds,  bills  of  exchange,  notes 
or  obligations,  (except  sight  checks,)  for  the  poymcut  of  money  for  sums  of 
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$100,  or  over,  with  a  graduated  scale  of  duties  in  proportion  to  the  amount, 
^'o  penalty  should  be  imposed  for  not  employing  the  stamp,  further  than  to 
prohibit  the  maintenance  of  any  action  on  such  instrument. 

A  law  framed  on  this  basis  would  unquestionably  yield  a  large  revenue,  and 
it  is  well  worih  the  experiment  of  testing  its  efficacy,  but  which,  if  found  seriously 
oppressive  or  objectionable,  it  can  be  repealed  by  the  succeeding  Legislature. 
In  the  adoption  of  such  an  Act,  the  time  when  the  same  would  take  eflect  ought 
to  be  sufficiently  deferred,  so  as  to  afford  ample  uotihcation  to  the  people  of 
the  existence  of  the  law. 

With  the  proposed  amendments  to  our  revenue  system,  there  can  be  no  ques- 
tion of  the  ability  of  the  State  to  promptly  meet  her  outstanding  obligations, 
and  pay  the  expenses  ef  the  State  Government,  with  the  exercise  of  proper 
economy  in  all  the  departments. 

The  amounts  requit^ite  for  this  purpose,  with  a  limited  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, need  not  exceed,  at  the  utmost,  seven  hundred  tboosand  dollars,  during 
the  present  year;  and  a  yet  greater  reduction  of  those  expenses,  when  a  cash 
fund  is  provided  for  their  payment. 

Whilst  making  the  foregoing  recommendations,  and  presenting  the  financial 
condition  of  the  State,  there  is  yet  another  source  from  whence  I  am  confident 
by  the  employment  of  judicious  measures  there  can  be  derived  a  sum  of  money 
nearly  equivalent  to  our  Funded  Debt.     I  allude  to  the 

CIVIL  FUND. 

Between  the  period  of  the  occupancy  of  California  by  the  United  States  Mil- 
itary Forces,  and  that  of  our  admission  as  a  State  into  the  Union,  a  large  sum 
of  money  was  collected  from  the  people  in  the  form  of  military  exactions,  and 
duties  Oil  imports,  which,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  amount  expended  in  the 
civil  administration  of  the  Government,  including  the  expenses  of  the  Conven- 
tion that  formed  the  Constitution,  found  its  way  into  the  treas^ury  of  the  United 
States.  This  is  what  has  usnally  been  denominated  the  **  Civil  Fund;"  to  the 
possession  of  which,  this  State  has  a  most  unquestionable  right.  The  attention 
of  our  Legislatures  has  been  repeatedly  called  to  it  by  my  predecessors,  and  those 
bodies  have  addressed  resolutions  of  instruction  to  our  Senators  and  Representa- 
tives urgmg  its  repayment  by  the  General  Government.  Thus  far,  no  advance 
has  been  made  towards  its  procurement,  although  earnest  efforts  have  been  em- 
ployed to  accomplish  it  in  both  Houses  of  Congress.  In  the  Reports  which 
have  come  under  my  observation,  having  relation  to  this  matter,  the  amount  of 
this  fund  is  great 'y  underrated  A  careful  examination  of  the  books  of  the 
Treasury  Department  at  Washington,  presents  the  following  as  a  correct  ex- 
hibit:— 

From  the  6th  of  August,  1848,  when  Col.  Mason  received  notice  of  the  treaty 
with  Mexico,  up  to  the  12th  November,  1849,  when  Col.  Collier,  took  office  as 
Collector  of  Customs,  at  San  Francisco,  there  was  received  as  Military  exac-

And  from  the  12th  November,  1849,  to  the  9th  September, 
1850,  when  California  was  admitted  into  the  Union,  there 
was  collected  the  further  sum  of  -  -  1,6C3,561  08

Tliis  entire  amount,  it  will  be  observed,  was  collected  prior  to  the  admipsion 
of  California  into  the  Union,  by  the  incongruous  elements  of  the  Civil  and  Mil- 
itary Government  then  exercising  authority  in  the  newly  acquired  Pacific  pos- 
sesions, and  when  that  Government  was  superseded  by  the  organization  of  the 
State,  and  it  was  recognized  as  a  member  of  the  Confederacy,  the  present  Gov- 
ernment became  the  legitimate  successor  of  the  former,  and  the  moneys  which 
had  been  collected  from  the  people,  and  were  unexpended  in  the  administration 
of  civil  affairs,  should  have  been  transferred  to  it.  That  large  sum  is  now  with- 
held from  us  in  utter  disregard  of  propriety  and  justice. 

The  right  of  California  to  this  fund  was  always  recognized  by  the  United 
States  officers  charged  with  its  collection  and  disbursement — by  the  Civil  and 
Military  Governor  of  the  Territory — and  I  may  add  by  the  action  of  the  Gen- 
eral Government  itself,  in  allowing  a  portion  of  the  amount  to  be  expended  in 
the  Civil  Administration  of  the  Territory.  To  the  numerous  applications 
which  have  been  made  for  the  repayment  of  this  fund,  the  reply  has  ever  been, 
"  An  Act  of  Congress  is  necessary  to  authorise  it." 

In  view,  therefore,  of  the  condition  in  which  the  subject  is  presented,  what  me^ 
sures  of  legislation  can  we  adopt  calculated  to  facilitate  this  allowance  by  Con- 
gress ?  As  has  already  been  shown,  our  funded  debt,  now  amounting  to  more  than 
three  millions  of  dollars,  has  been  steadily  increasing,  until  the  annual  payment 
of  interest,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  expenses  of  Government,  has  become  a 
serious  bnrden  to  the  people.  The  Bonds  upon  which  this  interest  has  act  umo- 
lated,  were  issued  for  want  of  this  very  fund,  and  they  are  but  its  representa- 
tives to  that  amount;  so  that  onr  creditors  at  home,  and  abroad,  have  a  right 
to  expect  the  application  of  it,  when  obtained,  to  the  redemption  of  their 
Bonds.  The  State  should,  therefore,  recognize  as  paramount,  the  right  of  our 
bondholders  to  this  fund,  and  so  legislate  as  to  secure  to  them  its  payment  to- 
wards the  liquidation  of  their  claims.  The  policy  I  would  then  suggest  is  this: 
Pass  an  Act  authorizing  payment  to  be  made  of  this  fund,  when  allowed  by 
Concrress,  on  our  Civil  Bonds.  Also,  authorise  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States  to  disburse  it  directly  to  the  holders  of  these  Bonds  in  rate- 
able proportion.  The  adoption  of  a  measure  of  this  character  will  do  more  to 
elevate  our  credit,  and  impress  the  world  with  the  belief  that  we  intend  to  pay 
oor  debts,  than  any  other  act  within  the  scope  of  your  authority.  Besides,  we 
thereby  not  only  incite  a  more  lively  interest  amongst  those  who  are  disposed  to 
acknowledge  the  justice  of  our  claim  against  the  Government,  but,  by  thus  mak- 
ing every  bondholder  personally  interested  In  the  success  of  the  application  to 
Congress,  we  combine  and  strengthen  influences  which  cannot  fail  to  prove  suc- 
cessful. Provision  should  also  be  made  for  the  appointment  of  a  Special  Agent, 
or  Agents,  with  a  moderate  salary,  whose  exclusive  business  should  be,  the 
prosecution  of  the  claim,  and  authentication  of  the  Bonds.  This  will  be  found 
necessary,  as  the  multiform  duties  of  our  Couf-ressional  delegation  will  not  per- 
mit them  to  give  that  special  attention  to  this  subject  which  its  importance 
demands — whilst,  consequently  they  also  will  render  ail  the  aid  their  time  allows. 
The  details  of  such  a  law,  as  a  matter  of  course,  must  be  left  to  your  wisdom 
and  better  understanding  of  the  subject.  When  you  have  passed  an  Act  of  this 
kind,  on  the  basis  of  its  merits,  do  not  fail  to  make  an  earnest  appeal  to  Coa- 
6a 
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grcss  for  the  simple  jiiatice  wc  demand,  and  I  do  not  doabt  that  in  the  end,  soe- 
cess  will  crown  oar  eiforts. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  the  recommendations  I  here  make,  embody  snbstan- 
tially  the  features  of  the  Act  passed  by  the  last  Legislature,  in  relation  to  our 
War  Debt,  and  the  result  of  this  experiment,  whereby  the  larger  portion  of 
that  debt  has  been  liquidated,  when  it  bad  been  denied  so  long  after  the  appro- 
priation made  by  Congress, — is  at  least  deserving  of  some  weight  in  the  consid- 
eration of  this  matter. 

NON-PAYMENT  OF  INTEREST. 

It  is  a  matter  of  extreme  regret  that  we  should  again  have  afforded  an  instance 
wherein  the  credit  and  honor  of  the  State  has  suffered  by  the  non-payment 
of  interest.  As  will  be  shown  by  the  letter  of  the  State  Treasurer,  accom- 
panying this,  he  mnde  provision  for  the  payment  of  the  July  interest  by  en- 
trusting Messrs.  Palmer,  Cook  &  Co.,  with  the  necessary  funds  long  before  the 
interest  matured,  but  from  some  unexplained  cause,  the  payment  was  not  met,  and 
the  credit  of  the  State  dishonored.  Bonds  were  taken  by  the  Treasurer  as  seca* 
rity  for  the  payment  of  this  interest,  which  are  believed  to  be  sufficient  to  secure  it, 
and  I  have  caused  suit  to  be  instituted  on  them  for  the  recovery  of  the  amount 
due  the  State — about  seventy-five  thousand  dollars.  It  is  hoped  that  a  like  calamity 
will  not  again  occur. 

WAR  DEBT. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  War  Debt,  under  the  provisions  of  ''  An  Act  con- 
cerning the  War  Debt  of  the  State,  and  providing  for  the  redemption  thereof," 
approved  April  19th,  1856,  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  have  discharged  their 
duties  with  fidelity  to  the  interests  of  the  people  they  represented  and  mo6t  agree- 
able resuhs  in  the  adjustment  of  that  indebtedness. 

The  Report  of  the  Commissioners  exhibiting  tbe  condition  of  this  debt  is  bere« 
with  transmitted.  As  has  been  before  shown  there  remains  the  sum  of  thirty- nine 
thousand  nine  hundred  dollars,  $89,900,  interest ;  $4,000,  of  the  Bonds 
issued  in  1854,  '5  and  '6,  which  were  not  embraced  within  the  terms  of  the  appro- 
priation made  by  Congress — also  warrants  for  which  Bonds  have  not  been  issued, 
amounting  to  thirteen  thousand  dollars  ($13,000,)  being  in  the  aggregate  fifty-six 
thousand  nine  hundred  dollars,  ($56,900  )  1  here  is  also  remaining,  interest 
due  on  the  Bonds  redeemed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  further  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  and  ninety-one  cents, 
($161,120  91.)  These  sums  aggregate,  two  hundred  and  eighteen  thousand  and 
twenty  dollars  and  ninety-seven  cents,  ($218,020  97,)  of  which,  but  thirty-nine 
thousand  nine  hundred  dollars,  ($39,900,)  bear  iuterest  Great  confidence  ia 
entertained,  that  Congress  will  at  the  present  session  pass  an  Act  recognizing  the 
remainder  of  the  debt  and  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  same.  If  this  is  not 
done,  tbe  State  must  make  provision  tor  its  payment,  as  an  act  of  justice  to  the 
holders  of  those  securities. 

The  duties  devolving  upon  the  Board  of  Commissioners  and  their  Secretary, 
Were  much  more  protracted  than  anticipated.  Their  services  were  valuable,  and  I 
would  suggest  that  an  additional  appropriation  of  a  reasonable  sum  be  made  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board.  As  will  be  seen  by  relereuce  to  the  Act,  no  compensation 
was  provided  for  one  of  the  Commissioners,  (Gen.  Denver,)  supposing  those  duties 
would  be  performed  by  him  during  his  attendance  as  a  member  of  Congress.  But 
that  this  indebtedness  might  be  adjusted  without  delay  Lc  remained  at  Washington 
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some  weeks  after  the  a4journincnt  of  Congress,  and  gave  his  undivided  attention  to 
the  ho&iness.  Undef  these  circumstances,  a  proper  allowance  should  be  made  him 
fur  those  extra  services. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  CONVENTION. 

The  subject  of  a  Convention  for  the  revision  of  the  entire  Constifution  of  the 
State,  is  one  which  has  at  different  periods  of  time  agitated  the  public  mind,  and 
forcible  arguments  adduced  in  favor  of  a  radical  change  in  that  instrument.  There 
can  be  DO  question  but  that  in  many  of  its  essential  features  great  advantages  would 
result  to  the  people  from  the  adoption  of  important  changes  which  cannot  be  done 
by  other  means  than  the  calling  of  a  Convention  for  the  pnrpose.  The  circum- 
stances which  existed  at  the  formation  of  the  present  Cjnstitntion,  and  the  changes 
which  have  since  occurred  in  the  population  of  the  State,  render  it  exceedingly 
proper  that  the  matter  should  be  presented  in  such  manner  as  at  least  to  afford' 
an  opportunity  of  discussing  proposed  amendments,  and  of  determining  by  the 
public  voice,  whether  they  desire  such  changes  in  our  organic  law  as  will  requirti 
tt  Convention.  One  of  the  most  serious  objections  which  in  the  past  time  has  been 
offsred  against  such  a  proposition,  was  the  fears  that  were  manifested  in  some  quar* 
ters,  that  a  Convention  might  form  a  Constitution,  and  supersede  the  present  one 
without  submitting  the  same  to  the  people  for  their  approval.  This  objection  has 
been  reraoyed  by  the  adoption  at  the  last  election  of  an  amendment  to  the  existing 
Constitution  which  requires  a  submission  to  the  people  of  such  instrument,  and 
the  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  before  the  same  can  be  effective.  As  a 
means  of  securing  reforms  in  our  State  government,  and  those  quite  as  desirable  in 
the  management  of  County  and  municipal  affairs,  I  regard  the  proposition  for  a 
Convention  for  this  purpose  as  one  of  great  importance,  and  worthy  of  your  serious 
consideration.  No  harm,  at  least  can  inure  from  the  passage  of  a  law  authorizing 
tliem  to  vote  on  the  proposition,  and  I  therefore  sincerely  trust  that  one  of  your 
legislative  enactments  will  be  the  submission  of  this  question  to  (he  voters  of  the 
State  for  their  determination. 

SWAMP  AND  OVERPLOWEB  LANDS. 

It  is  important  for  the  protection  of  our  citizens  who  have  purchased  the 
Swamp  Liands  of  the  State,  or  which  were  generally  recognized  as  such,  that  meas- 
ures be  adopted  to  secure  them  in  their  possession,  so  far  as  can  be,  consistently 
with  the  rights  possessed  under  the  Act  whereby  the  State  acquired  the  owner* 
ship  to  them.  The  construction  given  to  this  law,  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
letter  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  (hereunto  appended,) 
is  such  that  a  large  quantity  of  those  lands  sold  by  the  State  will  be  excluded 
from  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  Furthermore,  such  measures  should  be  en- 
acted as  will  provide  for  the  designation  of  the  Swamp  and  Overflowed  Lands 
belonging  to  the  State,  so  that  no  uncertainty  may  hereafter  exist,  and  the  pur- 
chaser be  assured  to  know  that  he  is  acquiring  such  a  title  as  will  not  be 
questioned. 

I  would  recommend  the  repeal  of  the  prohibitory  clause  in  relation  to  the 
sale  of  certain  Swamp  and  Overflowed  Lands,  and  authorize  those  previously 
reserved  from  sale,  to  be  disposed  of  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  just  to 
the  State,  and  those  persons  who  have  settled  upon  them.  No  benefit  can 
result  from  further  withholding  them  from  the  market. 
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SCHOOL  AND  OTHER  LANDS. 

Provision  should  be  made  by  law,  for  antbority  to  select,  on  behalf  of  the. 
State,  the  School  Lands,  University  Lands,  and  those  granted  for  the  erection 
of  Pablic  Buildings.     The  longer  this  is  postponed,  the  less  valuable  will  be  the 
public  lands^which  can  be  found  unoccupied.    Your  early  attention  to  this  sub- 
ject cannot  but  prove  advantageous  to  the  interests  of  those  you  represent. 

STATE  LIBRARY. 

The  Report  of  the  Secretary  of  State  will  exhibit  the  condition  and  prospects 
of  the  State  Library  in  a  flattering  light.  It  is  truly  gratifying  to  perceive  that 
we  are  rapidly  building  up  a  valuable  and  interesting  Library  for  the  uses  of  the 
present  and  rising  generations.  There  is  no  more  efficient  means  for  the 
advancement  of  a  people  in  intelligence  and  virtue,  than  a  rich  and  varied  col- 
lection of  literary  and  scientific  productions.  Independent  of  the  attractioa 
which  such  an  exhibition  presents  to  the  minds  of  men  as  an  inducement  to 
enter  upon  the  pursuit  of  knowledge,  it  affords  great  advantages  to  the  legislator, 
the  judge,  and  the  man  of  science,  in  the  consultation  of  authorities  on  any  subject 
requiring  investigation.  The  Library  Fund,  which  was  originated  in  1852,  out 
of  the  fees  collected  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  which  is  devoted 
exclusively  to  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  use  of  the  State,  is  fast  realizing 
the  anticipations  of  its  most  sanguine  advocates.  During  the  past  year  there 
was  collected  from  that  source  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars.  Should 
the  fund  continue  to  be  so  productive,  the  shelves  of  our  Library  will  soou 
present  a  numerous  and  choice  selection  of  works  scarcly  surpassed  in  the  Librae 
Ties  ot  the  older  Siates.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  Secretary's  Report  that  a 
catalogue  of  from  two  to  three  thousand  volumes,  in  addition  to  those  now  in 
the  Library,  was  ordered  by  him  some  months  since,  and  their  arrival  may  be 
expected  in  a  few  months.  The  books  so  ordered  are  standard  works  <»f  highest 
authority,  as  ar«  those  which  now  adorn  the  shelves  of  our  Library.  This 
numerous  collection  of  books  has  been  no  tax  upon  the  Treasury  of  the  State, 
and  will  not  be,  so  long  as  the  present  system  is  pursued. 

It  will  be  seen,  however,  that  although  there  is  a  rapid  increase  in  works  of  a 
general  character,  the  earlier  Laws  and  Judicial  Reports  of  our  own  State  have 
become  nearly  exhausted.  It  appears  that  the  Laws  of  1850,  185 J,  1852, 
1853,  and  the  Compiled  Laws,  have  become  so  scarce  as  to  preclude  the  possi- 
bility of  furnishing  the  Officers  and  Justices  of  the  Peace,  entitled  to  them,  with 
copies,  and  that  frequent  and  loud  complaints  are  made  in  different  portions  of 
the  State  for  want  of  them.  Under  such  a  state  of  things,  it  becomes  your  duty 
to  adopt  such  measures  as  will  supply  the  necessary  wants  of  the  State  in  this 
respect. 

INSANE  ASYLUM. 

An  appropriation  was  made  by  the  last  Legislature  for  the  erection  of  an  ad- 
ditional wing  to  the  Insane  Asylum. 

The  work  has  been  completed  in  accordance  with  the  design  of  the  law,  and 
now  presents  as  comfortable  a  home  for  that  unfortunate  class  of  our  people  as 
can  be  conveniently  provided  or  found  elsewhere.  This  charitable  institution, 
intended  to  relieve  the  sufferings  and  misfortunes  of  our  fellow-beings,  reflects 
creditably  on  the  beneficial  design  of  its  projectors,  and  sbould  be  supported  and 
cherished  by  the  State.    I  regret  to  say  serious  accusations  have  been  made 
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i^aiDst  tlie  former  Resident  Physician  in  coDncction  with  the  management  of  the 
instilntion,  and  it  is  alike  due  to  the  State  and  accused  party,  that  a  thorough 
investigation  be  h&d  in  relation  to  those  cimrges.  A  more  detailed  statement 
of  the  condition  and  necessities  of  the  institution  will  in  proper  time  be  presented 
to  you  in  the  Report  of  the  Resident  Physician  and  Trustees. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  LAWS. 

I  would  now  call  your  attention  to  certain  changes  and  Diodifications  for  the 
improFument  of  our  system  of  laws. 

ATTACHMEXT    ACT. 

The  Attachment  Act  of  1851  needs  material  modification.  By  its  provisions 
"  aa  attachment  may  issue  on  any  debt  due  by  express  or  implied  contract  made 
or  payable  in  this  State,  and  not  secured  by  mortgage  ''  I  am  confident  this  is 
the  onlj  State  where  an  Attachment  law  is  found  of  such  rigorous  provisions, 
and  certainly  no  peculiar  reasons  can  be  offered  why  it  should  exist  here.  A 
process  of  this  summary  character  should  only  be  issued  under  peculiar  circum- 
stances and  for  special  reasons — certainly  more  than  the  mere  fact  that  one  is 
indebted,  and  at  the  time  the  debt  becomes  due,  cannot  promptly  make  pay- 
ment. It  is  too  often  made  the  instrument  of  oppression,  as  it  can  readily  be 
employed  by  the  unrelenting  creditor;  and  instances  are  constantly  occurring 
where  by  its  operation  the  property  is  sacrificed,  business  destroyed,  and  credit 
ruined  by  the  priority  of  lien  obtained  by  some  creditor  more  vigilant  or  less 
indulgent  than  others.  Its  stringent  features  afford  every  inducement  to  employ 
it,  when  probably  the  debtor  is  in  a  condition  most  needing  lenity  from  his  cre- 
ditors. Again,  the  great  facility  with  which  a  debt  may  be  secured  under  this 
law,  begets  recklessness  in  the  trading  community  by  the  bestowal  of  their 
credit,  and  tends  to  render  more  numerous  the  failures  which  so  frequently  occur 
in  business,  and  by  which  the  public  in  the  end  are  generally  the  sufferers.  The 
present  law  also  constitutes  tempting  opportunity  for  collusion  between  parties, 
whereby  the  larger  portion  of  creditors  may  be  defrauded  of  their  just  dues. 
Indeed,  it  would  be  difficult  to  frame  a  law  which  combines  so  little  of  benefit 
to  either  the  debtor  or  creditor,  and  which  would  afford  equal  facilities  for  fraud 
aud  collusion,  as  does  the  present  Attachment  law,  and  so  manifestly  injurious 
has  been  its  operation,  that  public  sentiment  is  unquestionably  in  favor  of  radi* 
cal  changes  being  made  in  it.  I  would  recommeni  a  return  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Attachment  law  enacted  in  1850,  which  was  superseded  by  the 
present  Act.  By  its  provisions  an  attachment  could  issue  only  in  the  following 
class  of  cases  : 

"  1st.  That  the  defendant  has  absconded,  or  is  about  to  abscond,  from  this 
State,  or  that  he  is  concealed  therein  to  the  injury  of  his  creditors;  or, 

2d.  That  the  defendant  has  removed,  or  is  about  to  remove,  any  of  his  pro- 
perty oat  of  this  State,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors;  or, 

3d.  That  he  fraudulently  contracted  the  debt,  or  incurred  the  obligation, 
respecting  which  the  suit  is  brought;  or, 

4th.     That  the  defendant  is  a  non-resident  of  the  State;  or, 

5th.  Tiiat  the  defendant  has  fraudulently  conveyed,  disposed  of,  or  concealed 
his  property,  or  a  part  of  it,  or  is  about  fraudulently  to  convey,  dispose  of,  or 
conceal  the  same,  or  a  part  of  it,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors." 

The  law  should  also  permit  all  indebtedness  on  express  or  implied  contracts, 
whethir  executed  iu  the  State  or  out  of  it,  to  be  embraced  within  its  provisions. 
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INSOLVENT  LAW. 

Laws  for  the  benefit  nnd  protection  of  those  who  may  become  bankrupt,  with 
such  beDcficial  restrictions  provided,  as  will  effectnally  guard  against  reckie^snesa 
nnd  fraud,  will  be  of  no  positive  injarj  to  the  public,  and  yet  be  the  occasion  of 
conferring  incalculable  benefit  on  worthy  individuals;  but  the  present  law  for 
the  relief  of  insolvent  debtors,  provides  the  means  so  effectually  of  shielding  the 
dishonest  debtor,  and  defrauding  the  creditor,  that  I  do  not  hesitate  to  earnestly 
recommend  the  immediate  repeal  of  it — or  that  it  be  essentially  amended.  In 
the  following  particulars,  I  would  sngprest  amendments: 

The  application  to  be  made  by  publication  three  months  next  preceding  the 
time  of  filing  the  petition.  This  will  give  sufficient  notice  to  creditors,  also 
prevent  the  secresy  with  which  such  proceedings  may  now  be  conducted. 

Likewise  require  with  the  petition  of  the  insolvent,  to  be  filed  a  written  con- 
sent to  his  discharge,  from  a  number  of  his  creditors  representing  at  least  a 
moiety  of  his  indebtedness. 

Another  amendment  I  would  suggest  will  tend  materially  to  secure  the  proper 
disposition  of  funds  in  ^he  possession  of  public  officers,  that  is,  to  ex(jude  all 
persons  from  the  benefits  of  the  Act,  who  are  either  principal  or  surety,  on 
account  of  any  indebtedness  growing  out  of  any  bond  or  obligation  executed 
by  them  in  such  capacity. 

With  these  amendments,  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  few  fraudulent  applica- 
tions will  be  made,  and  that  no  person  can  then  obtain  a  discharge  from  his 
debts,  unless  properly  entitled  to  it. 

SOLE  TRADERS. 

In  this  connection  I  would  suggest  that  the  Act  of  1852,  authorizing  married 
women  to  transact  business  in  their  own  names  as  Sole  Traders,  be  so  amended 
as  to  prevent  a  collusion  between  husband  and  wife,  for  the  purpose  of  shielding 
property  justly  liable  to  the  debts  of  the  husband.  I  am  aware  of  the  necepsiiy 
and  importance  of  securinj?  to  the  provident,  industrious  wife,  the  proceeds  of 
her  earnings,  as  against  the  prodigality  and  recklessness  of  a  worthless  hus- 
band ;  and  reprard  the  object  for  which  the  law  was  passed  as  highly  laudable 
and  politic.  But  whilst  on  the  one  hand  the  wife  should  be  protected,  we  should, 
on  the  other,  be  careful  not  to  create  temptations  to  dishonesty  and  fraud  by 
loose  and  latitudinons  provisions  of  law  which  do  not  in  fact  express  the  true 
object  intended  by  the  Legislature.  To  subserve  the  benificent  purpose  for 
which  alone  an  Act  of  this  kind  should  exist,  and  at  the  same  time  to  prevent 
the  employment  of  means  obtained  from  the  husband,  I  would  suggest  that  the 
present  law  be  so  amended  as  to  restrict  the  wife  who  becomes  a  Sole  Trader  to 
the  conduct  of  such  business  as  is  suitable  for  her  sex;  also,  that  the  declaration 
made  by  her  shall  state  that  no  portion  of  the  means  employed  in  her  proposed 
business  was  derived,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  from  the  husband. 

HOMESTEAD  ACT. 

1  also  recommend  that  the  Act  passed  in  1851,  "to  exempt  the  Homestead, 
and  other  property,  from  forced  sale,  in  certain  cases,"  be  so  amended  as  to  re- 
quire the  property  claimed  as  a  Homestead  should  be  recorded  in  the  county 
where  situated,  and  occupied  as  the  usual  residence  of  the  family  of  the 
claimant.  A  provision  of  this  kind  would  give  greater  security  to  the  exemp- 
tion of  the  Homestead,  and  at  the  same  time  constitute  a  uotiUcation  to  cred- 
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itors  of  the  property  thns  exempted  from  execution.  There  is  no  law  existing 
upon  the  statute  book  of  our  State,  the  object  of  which  meets  with  my  moro 
earnest  approval,  nor  any  which  I  believe  more  conducive  to  the  permanent 
prosperity  and  improvement  of  the  country,  than  that  which  secures  to  the 
heads  of  families  a  home  and  a  freehold  upon  our  soil.  It  was  a  wise  provision 
of  our  Constitution  which  enjoined  on  the  Legislature  the  duty  of  passing  a  law 
for  the  protection  of  the  Homestead  from  forced  sale,  yet  by  such  law  it  should 
be  designated  as  the  Homestead  in  the  public  records,  and  appropriated  as  the 
dwelling  place  of  the  family, — the  use  for  which  the  Constitution  designed  it. 
By  such  means  the  Homestead  is  placed  beyond  the  reach  of  the  improvident 
husband  and  secured  to  the  fumily,  whilst  the  public  are  protected  against  fraud 
and  deception,  which  can  now  be  practised  under  the  law. 

DIVORCE. 

Our  statute  relative  to  Divorces  should  be  so  amended  as  to  require  that  in 
all  suits  for  this  purpose,  no  reference  of  the  case  can  be  made,  but  the  trial  be 
had  in  open  Court;  and  it  ought  furthermore  to  be  the  duty  of  the  District  Attor- 
ney of  the  County,  in  all  cases,  to  appear  fur  the  defense,  and  a  reasonable  fee 
allowed  him  in  case  of  defeating  the  application.  Such  provisions  would  have 
a  tendency  to  prevent  those  collusions  and  combinations  between  the  parties  which 
frequently  happen,  and  would  insure  a  more  thorough  investigation  of  the  case. 
It  is  the  true  policy  of  all  States  to  place  all  reasonable  obstacles  in  the  way  of 
the  dissolution  of  that  sacred  tie  which  is  at  once  the  bond  and  the  blessing  of 
society, — upon  the  purity  and  sanctity  of  which,  depend  the  good  order,  morals, 
and  happiness  of  the  human  family.  The  more  ditficnlt  it  is  made  to  dissolve 
the  marriage  relation,  the  greater  will  be  the  contentment  and  harmony  enjoyed 
under  it. 

INCORPORATION   OF    TOWNS    AND    CITIES. 

Quite  one-third  of  the  space  in  the  printed  volumes  of  our  statutes  is  devoted 
to  Special  Acts  of  Incorporation  for  Towns  and  Cities.  This  is  an  evil  designed 
to  be  remedied  by  the  general  Act  providing  for  incorporations  of  this  character, 
but  seems  either  from  inattention  or  the  insuflBciency  of  the  law,  to  have  been  re- 
sorted to  in  rare  instances.  To  obviate  the  necessity  of  expending  the  valuable  time 
of  the  Legislature  in  the  passage  of  similur  laws  in  the  future,  adopt  all  needful 
amendments  to  the  general  law  as  will  enable  the  authorities  of  any  town  or  city 
to  organize  under  it,  and  refuse  to  entertain  any  proposition  .requiring  a  special 
Act,  except  in  the  case  of  some  important  city  of  the  State.  By  such  action 
you  will  save  a  large  expense  to  the  State,  trouble  and  inconvenience  to  your- 
selves, and  relieve  the  statutes  of  much  superfluous  matter. 

landlord's  lien. 

An  Act  securing  to  landlords  a  lien  on  the  property  of  the  tenant  which  may 
be  on  his  premises,  lor  the  payment  of  rent,  would  doubtless  operate  beneficially 
to  both  parties— landlord  and  tenant.  The  absence  of  such  a  law  in  this  State, 
has  induced  a  custom  which  is  almost  universally  observed,  to  require  the  pre- 
payment of  rent — sometimes  operating  as  a  great  inconvenience  and  hardship — 
and  which  would  become  essentiuliy  changed  by  the  passage  of  the  measure 
here  recommended. 
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SURETIES   ON   OFFICIAL   AND   CTHEJR.   BONDS. 

Existing  laws  shoald  be  so  amended  as  to  authorize  any  person  baling  the 
opprova}  of  official  Bonds  or  recognizances,  to  examnie  under  oath,  parties 
who  may  be  offered  as  snrety,  toaching  their  property  and  indebtedness.  Also 
provide,  that  responsibility  on  any  outstanding  obligations,  whether  as  principal 
or  surety,  be  regarded  as  existing  indebtedness  of  such  person.  Such  provision 
should  be  sufficiently  comprehensive,  to  embrace  the  sureties  ou  bonds  of 
all  officers,  whether  State,  County,  or  Municipal. 

NOTARIES    PUBLIC. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  our  laws  since  the  orpranization  of  the  State  to  have 
Notaries  Public  appointed  by  the  Executive.  Believing  it  to  be  tlie  true  policy 
of  all  free  governments  to  curtail  as  ranch  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  speedy 
execution  of  the  laws,  the  influence  and  patronage  of  the  Executive  power,  and 
not  being  able  to  perceive  any  evils  that  could  possibly  flow  from  it,  I  am  clearly 
of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  wise  to  provide  for  the  election  of  these  Ofiicera 
by  the  people. 

ELECTION   LAWS. 

The  Act  of  1852,  relative  to  the  election  of  Presidential  Electors,  anthorizes 
the  County  Clerks  to  employ  special  ngents  to  convey  the  returns  to  the  Seat 
of  Government.  This  is  believed  to  be  an  unnecessary  expense  to  ihe  State, 
and  I  consequently  recommend  a  repeal  of  that  clause  of  the  law.  The  mail  is 
the  only  medium  through  which  Election  Returns  should  be  transmitted. 

I  also  recommend  that  the  General  Election  Law  be  so  altered  as  to  require 
the  Inspector  and  Judges  of  Election  to  make  their  returns  to  the  County  Clerk 
within  three  days  after  the  election,  and  the  County  Clerk  to  forward  a  certified 
statement  to  the  Secretary  of  State  within  ten  days  after  the  election. 

The  inconvenience  and  impolicy  of  allowing  an  indefinite  length  of  time  to 
the  County  Clerks  to  forward  the  Election  Returns  to  the  Secretary  of  State, 
was  clearly  evinced  in  the  late  election.  Kearly  one-fourth  of  the  County 
Clerks  failed  to  make  their  returns  in  time  to  exert  an  influence  in  the  result; 
and  had  the  contest  been  a  close  one,  this  failure  might  have  had  the  effect  of 
disfranchising  one-fourth  of  the  voters  of  the  State,  and  of  casting  the  vote  in 
opposition  to  the  wishes  of  a  large  majority  of  the  people.  The  possibility  of 
such  an  occurrence  is  greatly  to  be  deprecated,  and  should  be  guarded  agaiikst 
with  sedulous  anxiety. 

KEOISTRT   LAW. 

Whilst  the  elective  franchise  should  be  extended  to  all  persons  who  are  recog- 
nized by  the  Constitution  as  entitled  to  the  privilege,  yet  it  should  be  the  prov- 
ince of  the  law  to  guard  with  anxious  care  the  purity  of  the  ballot-box,  and 
preserve  the  rights  of  the  legal  voter  from  intrusion,  by  the  adoption  of  all 
needful  rules  and  regulations  which  will  effectually  prevent  frauds  or  illegal 
voting.  The  only  remedy  for  illegal  voting  now  found  in  the  laws  of  the  State 
is  the  infliction  of  a  fine.  It  is  evident  that  this  law  has  hitherto  failed  iu 
arresting  the  evil,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  frauds  perpetrated  at  the  ballot- 
box  and  by  illegal  voting,  have  iu  some  instances  contributed  materially  towards 
placing  men  in  offices  of  honor  and  trust  in  our  State.     To  check  these  evil^, 
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more  stringent  measures  must  be  enacted.  I  would  recommend  to  your  consid- 
eration the  propriety  of  so  amending  the  present  law  regulating  elections  as  to 
disqnalify  any  person  who  shall  be  conTicted  of  illegal  or  fraudulent  voting,  from 
holding  any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit,  and  forever  after  exercising  the 
elective  franchise.  Lflsewise  make  the  same  penalties  attach  to  the  commission 
t)f  fraods  in  counting  votes,  or  illegal  introduction  of  ballots.  And  that  the 
evidence  of  fraud  may  be  more  readily  obtained,  and  the  rights  of  the  legal 
voter  effectually  protected,  I  would  also  recommend  the  passage  of  au  Act 
made  applicable  to  the  principal  cities  and  towns  of  the  State,  to  provide 
for  the  Registry  of  Voters.  Ample  precaution  should  be  observed  in  the  pre- 
paration of  such  aa  Act,  that  the  rights  of  the  legal  voter  may  not  be 
Jeopardized 

DEPOSmONS  IN   CHANCSBT  CASES. 

As  the  law  now  stands,  the  deposition  of  a  witness  cannot  be  taken,  if  he 
reside  in  the  County  where  the  suit  is  prosecuted.  I  would  recommend  that 
the  law  be  so  amesded  that  in  all  cases  in  Chancery  the  testimony  may  be 
taken  by  deposition.  This  provision  would  be  more  consonant  with  the  char- 
acter of  equity  practice,  and  give  greater  precision  and  certainty  to  the  evidence. 

PUNISHMENT  OP   TOUTHPUL  OFFENDERS. 

Kumerotrs  instances  have  occurred,  where  boys  of  tender  years  have  been 
t5onvicted  of  offenses,  which  have  consigned  them  to  State  Prison.  Here  they 
are  necessarily  brought  in  contact  with  the  vicious  and  hardened  criminal,  and 
are  well  prepared,  upon  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  sentence,  to  go  forth  in 
the  world,  adepts  in  the  commission  of  crime  of  any  degree.  I  much  doubt  the 
propriety  of  criminal  laws,  which  would,  except  for  offenses  of  an  aggravated 
character,  affix  a  punishment  of  imprisonment  in  the  Penitentiary,  for  those  un- 
der sixteen  years  of  age. 

It  should  be  the  object  of  the  Legislature  to  make  provision  at  an  early  period, 
for  the  establishment  of  a  House  of  Refuge  for  the  wayward  and  criminal  youth 
of  our  State,  and  in  the  absence  of  such  an  institution,  I  would  urgently  recom- 
mend a  change  of  the  criminal  law,  so  as  to  substitute  imprisonment  for  such  in 
the  County  Jail,  instead  of  the  Penitentiary,  unless  for  some  high  crime. 

MISDEMEANOR. 

In  cases  of  Misdemeanor,  where  the  punishment  is  severe,  it  would  seem  good 
policy  to  have  the  trial  in  the  District  Court.  Inasmuch  as  our  Supreme  Court 
has  decided  that  the  District  Court  has  no  appellate  jurisdiction,  such  cases 
should  be  made  tranrferabte  from  the  Court  of  Sessions  to  the  District  Court 
for  trial.  It  frequently  occurs  that  cases  of  this  kind  arise,  which  are  as  im- 
portant, or  nearly  so,  as  felonies,  and  consequently  should  be  tried  by  a  Court 
of  higher  character  than  the  Court  of  Sessions,  and  in  whose  adjudication  the 
country  wilt  have  greater  confidence,  and  justice  he  more  likely  to  be  administered. 

For  more  extended  views  on  this  subject,  I  refer  you  to  the  Report  of  the 
Attorney-General. 

REGISTER  OP   DEATHS. 

There  exists  in  this  State,  from  the  peculiar  character  of  our  population,  pro- 
6a 
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bably  greater  need  for  the  adoption  of  sacb  means  as  will  secure  a  correct  regis* 
try  of  deaths,  than  any  other  State  of  the  Union.  Valuable  CTideuce  might  be 
thus  preserved,  and  correct  information  afforded,  of  the  death  of  persons,  which 
may,  in  after  time,  become  important  as  the  means  of  securing  the  proper  suc- 
cession to  estates.  Likewise,  such  registry  as  will  afford  facilities  for  obtaining 
correct  statistical  information  regarding  the  mortality,  and  thus  contrast  the 
bealthlnlness  of  our  climate  with  tliat  of  other  portions  of  the  United  States. 

STATE   PRISON. 

The  Act  •'  Creating  a  Boord  of  State  Prison  Commissioners,  and  defining 
their  duties,"  approved  21st  March,  1856,  under  which  a  contract  was  entered 
into  with  the  present  lessee,  practically  dispensed  with  the  need  of  State  Prison 
Directors,  elected  under  the  previous  law,  for  the  government  of  the  prison. 

So  apparent  was  it  that  tiie  services  of  those  officers  were  unnecessary,  that 
an  Act  passed  one  branch  of  the  last  Legislature  to  abolish  the  office,  but  the 
late  period  when  it  reached  the  other  House,  prevented  action  being  taken  on 
it,  so  that  at  the  present  time,  there  are,  by  existing  law,  two  Directors  at  a 
salary  each  of  thirty-five  hundred  dollars  per  year,  paid  out  of  the  public  Trea- 
sury for  duties  they  are  supposed  to  render,  but  which  can  without  serious 
detriment,  be  dispensed  with.  The  office  should  be  at  once  abolished,  and  the 
existing  law  so  amended  as  to  require  the  present  Board  of  Commissioners  to 
visit  and  inspect  the  Pri8on  at  least  once  a  month,  and  inquire  into  any  com- 
plaints which  may  be  made  regarding  its  management.  Under  the  present  law 
those  Commissioners  arc  simply  required  to  make  those  visits  "  from  time  to 
time/'  which  is  rather  indefinite  in  meaning.  If  the  Board  of  Directors  is  abol- 
ished, the  duty  of  more  frequent  visits,  than  have  hitherto  occurred  by  the  Com- 
missioners, will  become  necessary. 

By  the  law  now  in  force,  there  is  no  authority  given  to  require  a  report  or 
other  information  concerning  the  prison.  Information  of  a  character  absolutely 
iudispensable  to  the  proper  administration  of  the  laws,  at  times  may  be  neces- 
sary to  procure  from  the  books  of  the  Prison — an  instance  of  which  kind  has 
occurred  during  the  past  year,  but  as  there  was  no  authority  under  the  law  it 
was  not  furnished. 

I  would  further  urge  upon  the  Legislature  the  importance  of  procuring  a  suit- 
able site  for  an  additional  Prison,  more  central  and  accessible,  to  those  counties 
which  furnish  the  greater  number  of  State  Prison  convicts.  It  has  been  long 
conceded,  that  the  present  place  is  wholly  unsuitable  for  the  purpose,  and  it 
should  be  the  object  of  the  Legislature,  to  provide  a  location,  where  ultimately 
the  services  of  the  prisoners  will  be  of  most  value  to  the  State,  without  endan- 
gering the  interests  of  the  mechanical  and  laboring  population,  by  creating  a 
ruinous  competition.  This  is  rendered  the  more  important,  as  under  the  pres- 
ent contract,  the  Lessee  has  obligated  himself  to  erect  all  buildings  and  im- 
provements which  may  be  required  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  at  the 
present  location,  or  any  other  which  may  be  selected.  It  is  important  that  such 
improvements  as  are  made,  be  placed  where  they  will  be  most  valuable,  upon 
the  expiration  of  the  present  contract.  Likewise,  a  more  central  location,  will, 
in  the  expense  of  transporting  prisoners,  save  to  the  State  in  one  year,  quite 
enough  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  necessary  gi'ounds — the  only  expense  for  which 
the  State  would  be  liable  in  the  erection  of  an  additional  prison. 

PRI2TTIX0  ACT. 

The  Act  of  1854,  relative  to  State  Printing,  does  not  prescribe  the  time  within

vliich  the  State  Printer  is  required  to  deliver  the  Laws  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 
This  was  doobtle^  an  oversight  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature,  and  should  be 
corrected.  The  delay  in  printing  the^isession  Laws  has  become  a  subject  of  un- 
usual  complaint.  I  would  also  suggest  the  propriety  of  an  examination  being 
made  into  the  subject  of  State  Printing,  with  a  view  of  reducing  both  the  quan- 
tity ordered  and  price  paid.  A  large  amount  of  printing  has  heretofore  been 
required  by  the  Legislature,  and  withont  having  any  knowledge  of  the  matter 
ordered,  or  the  cost  of  it,  until  after  the  work  was  done.  Also,  frequently,  it 
occurs  that  the  same  documents  are  printed  by  the  order  of  both  Houses,  and 
the  larger  portion  of  which  are  delivered  about  the  period  of  adjournment,  and 
even  afterwards,  which  are  of  no  value  whatever.  I  am  confident,  that  the  cost 
of  the  public  printing  should  not  exceed  one  half  the  cost  of  the  past  year,  and 
with  proper  amendments  made  to  the  existing  law,  not  unjust  towards  the  public 
Printer;  with  due  precautions  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature,  it  will  not  ex* 
ceeJ  that  sum. 

BOARD   OF   EXAMINERS. 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  "  for  the  better  protection  of  the  State  Treasury,'' 
approved  April  IGtb,  1856,  the  examiners  named  in  the  law,  consisting  of  the 
Attoroej  General,  Secretary  of  State,  and  Governor,  with  the  Private  Secretary 
of  the  Governor  as  Secretary,  organized  the  Board  on  the  18th  day  of  April.  The 
duties  devolving  on  them  requiring  an  examination,  and  approval  of  all  claims, 
(except  the  palaries  fixed  by  law,)  againat  the  State,  before  the  Controller  could 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasury ;  also  imposing  the  duty  of  examining  the 
books  and  papers  in  the  office  of  Controlhr  and  Treasurer.  This  law  has  en- 
tailed a  large  amount  of  labor  on  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  at  times  the  per- 
formance of  exceedingly  unplea&ant  and  delicate  duties-^some  of  which  they  have 
found  impossible  to  perform  with  any  degree  of  satisfaction  to  themselves  or  benefit 
to  the  State.  The  following  exhibit  will  indicate  the  extent  and  character  of  the 
labors  which  have  devolved  on  the  Board  from  its  organization  to  the  l6t  of  Jan* 
uary,  1857.

The  objects  which  this  act  was  intended  to  attain,  and  the  general  features  of  it 
are  certainly  unobjectionable,  unless  it  be  the  additional  duties  which  it  entails  on 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  and  I  am  confident  the  interests  of  tho 
State  have  not,  neither  can  they  suffer,  when  demands  are  submitted  first,  for  tho 
approval  of  the  Board,  and  afterwards  of  the  Controller.  Tbey  are  then  sub- 
jected to  the  scrutinizing  examination  of  four  persons  instead  of  but  one,  as  the 
laws  previously  provided.  The  Controller,  after  the  Board  has  allowed  a  claim, 
possesses  the  authority  to  reject  or  reduce  it,  the  same  as  under  former  laws;  but 
can  not  draw  bis  warrant  for  an  amount  exceeding  the  allowance  of  the  Examiners. 

It  is  believed  but  few  instances  have  occurred,  where  claims  have  been  rejected, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  which  had  met  their  previous  approval. 

To  render,  however,  fully  effective  the  duties  impoaed  by  the  Act,  it  must  be  so 
amended  as  to  require  a  monthly  exhibit  from  the  Controller  of  all  warrants 
drawn,  specifically  indicating  the  purposes  for  which  drawn,  and  by  whom ;  also, 
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tbat  the  Treasarer  file  a  monthly  statement,  setting  forth  in  detail  the  amoantg  re^ 
oeived  and  paid  out  of  the  Treasury,  ou  what  account  and  to  whom,  and  the  amount 
of  cash  actually  in  the  Treasury ;  these  statements,  under  oath,  to  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Board  of  Examiners.  With  these  amendments  I  presume  no  difficulty 
will  exist  in  the  performance  of  the  entire  duties  devolf  ing  on  the  Board. 

MILITIA. 

Year  attention  is  called  to  the  report  herewith  presented  of  the  Qoartermaster 
and  Adjutant  Oeneral,  and  many  of  the  recommendations  therein  made,  are 
worthy  of  consideration.  The  laws  should  provide  for  a  more  thorough  and  effi- 
cient organization  of  the  military  of  the  State,  else  it  would  be  far  better  ta 
repeal  all  existing  laws  on  the  subject.  The  present  military  tax  imposed  by 
law,  more  from  the  inattention  giren  to  its  collection,  probably,  than  any  other 
cause,  has  failed  to  realize  a  sum  beyond  the  expense  of  the  blanks  famished  ta 
the  collectors.  More  efficient  measures  should  be  provided  for  its  collection,  if 
the  military  organization  is  to  be  maintained. 

MORTGAOES   ON   PERSONAL   PROPERTT. 

The  present  law  in  relation  to  mortgages  on  personal  property  is  attended 
with  great  io convenience  to  both  parties — mortgagor  and  mortgagee — so  far  as 
relates  to  certain  descriptions  of  property,  which  under  our  laws  are  regarded  as 
personal.  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  the  Act  be  so  amended  as  to  include 
in  its  provisions  mortgages  on  boats  and  vessels  navigating  the  walera  of  this 
State;  also,  Stocks  in  companies  incorporated  under  the  law  of  this  State — the 
mortgage  to  be  recorded  in  the  county  where  the  property  is  owned,  or  in  ease 
of  Stocks  in  incorporated  companies  in  the  county  in  which  the  principal  busi^ 
ness  is  transacted;  also,  in  the  latter  cases  requiring  a  notice  of  such  mortgage 
to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Company.  In  the  foreclosure  of 
such  mortgage  the  same  general  features  to  be  observed  in  the  law  as  are 
applicable  to  real  estate. 

PACIFIC  RAILROAD— WAGON  ROAD. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  General  Government  has  so  long  delayed 
necessary  action  on  a  subject  of  such  vast  importance  as  that  of  providing  for 
the  construction  of  a  railroad  connecting  the  extreme  portions  ot  her  Territorial 
possessions.  I  regard  it  of  essential  importance,  whether  viewed  in  the  charac- 
ter of  affording  enlarged  facilities  for  communication  between  people  inhabiting 
distant  portions  of  the  same  land — the  influence  to  be  exerted  upon  the  com- 
merce  of  the  world,  or  as  an  important  element  to  our  system  of  national 
defense,  that  the  aid  of  the  General  Government  be  given  to  this  noble  work. 
The  advantages  which  we  as  a  people  must  derive  from  its  construction  can  be 
inferred  from  that  universal  sentiment  of  approval  pervading  all  shades  of  politi- 
cal difference  in  the  State  on  this  subject.  There  are  none  who  doubt  the  power 
of  the  government  to  render  the  necessary  aid.  The  wisdom  of  such  policy  has 
been  long  conceded,  and  the  universal  sanction  of  the  people  only  awaits  the 
success  of  the  enterprise. 

That  we  may  succeed,  reliance  should  not  be  placed  on  past  effort,  neither  should 
we  be  deluded  by  the  flattering  hopes  that  are  now  presented,  but  again  letyi  or 
petition  go  forth  from  the  Legislative  Halls  in  behalf  of  the  wants,  hopes  and 
claims  of  California  in  the  success  of  this  road.    As  the  construction  of  a  railroad 
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mnst  neccssarilj  occupy  years  of  time,  the  more  immediate  r.nd  pressing  wantfl 
can  be  supplied  by  an  emigrant  road,  connecting  this  State  with  the  Yailey  of 
the  Mississippi.  Such  a  work,  with  suitable  military  posts  for  their  protection, 
wonld  induce  the  emigration  of  many  thousands  of  valuable  citizens  who  are  now 
deterred  by  the  perils  and  hardships  of  such  a  journey. 

It  woald  anqoestianably  be  more  advantageous  for  the  larger  portion  of  our 
population,  that  either  of  these  proposed  works  should  enter  our  country  at  somo 
central  point;  yet  this  is  a  matter  of  but  secondary  consideration,  and  should 
not  be  permitted  to  mar  the  success  of  the  enterprise. 

I  herewith  transmit  the  Keports  of  the  Controller,  Treasurer  and  Secretary  of 
State,  Quarter  Master  General  and  Attorney  General,  and  your  attention  is 
respectfully  invited  to  the  suggestions  made  therein.  The  Surveyor  General  and 
Superintendent  of  Publio  Instruction  have  furnished  no  reports.  I  also  trans- 
mit the  Report  of  the  Board  of  War  Debt  Commissioners,  in  which  they  present 
an  intereffting  and  detailed  exhibit  of  the  present  condition  of  that  class  of  our 
indebtedness. 


I  have  thus,  gentlemen,  in  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution, 
"communicated  to  you  the  condition  of  the  State,  and  recommended  such  matters  as 
I  deem  expedient/'  Should  these  suggestions  be  carried  into  effect,  by  your 
action,  I  entertain  the  firm  conviction  they  will  go  far  towards  relieving  the  State 
from  present  financial  embarrassment — perfecting  uur  system  of  laws,  and  sustaining 
our  character  at  home  and  abroad. 

If,  however,  you  should  differ  with  me  in  opinion  in  relation  to  the  measures 
necessary  to  be  adopted,  or  the  policy  to  be  pursued,  I  sincerely  trust  that  in 
your  wisdom  you  will  be  enabled  to  devise  some  efficient  means  of  attaining  the 
great  end  at  wiiich  we  all  should  aim — making  ample  provision  for  the  liquidation 
of  the  State  debt—the  maintenance  of  our  name  untarnished,  and  the  advancement 
of  the  general  welfare,  by  wise  and  wholesome  laws.  That  such  may  be  the  re^fult 
of  your  labor,  is  ray  earnest  prayer  and  most  ardent  hope.  Holding  myself  in 
readiness  to  second  all  your  constitutional  efforts  directed  to  these  objects,  I  commend 
you  and  the  interests  of  our  common  constituency  to  the  superintending  care  of  a 
wise  and  bountiful  Providence.

STATEMENT  OF  GEN.  W.  T.  SHERMAN 

Being  reqncsted,  I  make  the  following  statement,  being  my  recollection  of  ccr* 
tain  events  in  which  I  took  part: 

On  Friday  afternoon,  May  16,  Mayor  Van  Ness  called  on  me,  stating  that  ho 
had  a  telegraphic  dispatch  from  Governor  Johnson,  to  the  effect  that  ho  would  oomo 
to  the  city  that  night  in  the  Sacramento  boat,  and  being  unable  himself  to  go,  ho 
requested  me  to  meet  him  and  explain  to  him  the  condition  of  affairs  in  the  city. 

1  did  so  and  found  Captain  Garrison  and  Wm.  Neely  Johnson,  the  Governor'a 
brother ;  we  all  had  an  interview  at  the  International  Hotel,  when  it  was  agreed  to 
go  and  see  the  Jail ;  we  found  it  occupied  by  the  Sheriff,  his  deputies,  the  City 
Police,  and  the  posse  of  citizens  who  had  obeyed  the  Sheriff's  summons;  we  care- 
fully examined  the  premises  and  became  satisfied  from  the  form  of  the  building  it- 
self, the  commanding  ground  and  houses  all  round,  that  it  could  not  be  defended 
without  an  armed  force  capable  of  occupying  the  Jail  itself  and  many  houses  in  iU) 
vicinity. 

It  was  manifest  in  the  then  state  of  feeling,  that  it  was  utterly  impossible  to  ob- 
tain the  nece&sary  men  for  this  purpose,  and  that  to  save  bloodshed  and  consequent 
destruction  to  life  and  property,  that  a  collision  must,  if  possible  be  avoided. 

We  then  determined  to  have  an  interview  with  ihe  persons  who  were  known  to 
be  organizing  the  Vigilance  Committee.  For  this  purpose  we  proceeded  to  the 
Turn-Verein  Hall,  on  Bush  street,  where  the  committee  held  its  session,  and  were 
shown  into  the  bar-room  on  the  right  of  the  entrance,  when  the  President  of  that 
as«ociation  joined  us. 

^  Governor  Johnson  asked  him  what  were  the  purposes  of  the  body  of  people 
whom  he  represented  ?  He  first  answered,  **thcy  wanted  Casey."  Governor 
Johnson  said  "  that  could  not  be,  as  Casey  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Sheriff,  where 
he  belonged,  and  he  would  not  consent  to  his  surrender." 

Tbe  gentlemen  then  said  their  object  might  be  answered  if  they  could  be  assured 
that  Casey  would  not  be  removed.  This  the  Governor  was  willing  to  do,  and  after 
some  general  conversation  on  this  point  it  was  agreed  that  a  certain  number  of  the 
committee,  not  to  exceed  ten,  might  be  admitted  to  the  Jail,  provided  tbe  Sheriff 
consented,  and  provided  the  committee  would  pledge  their  honors  that  whilst  these 
men  were  in  the  Jail  they  should  act  under  the  orders  of  the  Sheriff,  to  assist  him 
in  keeping  Ca.sey  safe. 

The  President  of  the  association  then  assorted  that  their  purpose  was  not  to  vio- 
late the  law,  but  to  ensure  its  execution — they  were  in  no  haste  except  they  wanted 
no  unnecessary  delay — they  were  willing  to  wait  Mr.  King's  fate,  to  abide  au  indict- 
ment by  a  Grand  Jury,  a  fair  trial  and  a  speedy  execution  of  the  sentence. 

It  was  even  discussed  if  a  jury  could  be  found  here,  and  how  long  these  neces- 
sary formalities  would  take. 

Governor  Johnson  repeatedly  assured  the  President  that  ho  would  consent  to  no 
steps  that  would  be  in  violation  of  the  law,  which  he  was  sworn  to  execute.  The 
President  then  retired  to  consult  with  the  association  in  the  large  hall,  and  soon 
returned  with  six  other  gentlemen,  when  these  grounds  were  again  gone  over, 
and  the  same  general  conclusions  came  to,  Governor  Johnson  repeating  several 
times  his  desire  to  see  justice  done  in  the  premises,  but  that  it  miuit  be  in  conform- 
ity with  law.     The  following  agreement  was  then  made  : 

"  That  ten  or  less  of  their  men  should  be  admitted  in  the  Jail  to  act  as  a  guard 
under  the  direction  of  the  Sheriff,  that  no  oath  was  to  be  exacted  of  them,  but 
that  the  honor  of  the  committee  was  pledged  that  whilst  in  the  Jail,  they  bhould  do 
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notLing  inconsistent  with  tlicir  duties  as  an  auxiliary  guard,  tbat  if  any  change  of 
purpose  took  place,  reasonable  notice  should  be  given,  their  men  withdrawn  and 
the  Sheriff  left  in  as  good  position  as  at  that  time 

"  That  no  violence  bhould  be  attempted  until  Mr.  King's  fate  became  deter- 
mined, so  as  to  fix  the  crime  which  Casey  had  committed.'* 

When  these  points  were  agreed  on  we  returned  to  the  Jail,  when  the  Governor 
explained  them  to  the  Sheriff,  who  I  believe  consented,  at  all  events  at  two  o'clock 
that  night  ten  men  were  admitted,  several  gentlemen  of  the  Executive  Committee 
being  along,  who  assured  themselves  that  Casey  was  there,  and  who  were  as  I 
thought,  satisfied  therewith.  On  the  following  day,  Saturday,  Governor  Johnson 
again  called  for  me  to  accompany  him  to  the  committee  room  on  Front  street, 
when  we  again  had  an  interview  with  another  committee  of  three  persons,  only  on« 
of  whom  wa*s  present  the  night  before. 

Their  tone  and  expression  were  so  at  variance  with  the  previous  night  that  it  was 
evident  a  change  had  taken  place.  These  gentlemen  denied  almost  entirely  the 
substance  of  the  former  agreement  and  asserted  a  new  one  perfectly  inadmissible. 

There  being  a  dispute  as  to  the  facts,  it  was  nprrced  that  Captain  Garrison  should 
be  brought,  to  testify  to  that  agreement,  and  on  Saturday  afternoon  we  again  met 
the  committee  composed  again  of  new  members,  among  whom  was  the  President 
with  whom  most  of  the  conversation  of  Friday  night  was  held,  when  it  had  to  be 
conceded  that  reasonable  notice  of  an  intention  to  withdraw  their  men  was  stipu- 
lated for,  and  that  in  place  of  the  usual  oath  to  be  administered  to  the  guard  the 
Governor  was  to  rely  on  the  honor  of  the  committee,  but  it  whs  manifest  a  change 
of  purpose  had  taken  place,  so  that  the  committee  agreed  again  to  confer  with  their 
body  and  to  communicate  the  result  to  the  Governor  at  his  room  at  S^  o'clock. 

I  was  again  present  at  that  last  interview,  when  the  committee  simply  announced 
their  willingness  to  let  the  case  stand  as  it  was,  only  promising  to  give  notice  to  the 
Governor  of  their  intention  to  withdraw  their  men  before  actually  doing  it. 

I  understood  Governor  Johnson  to  act  as  he  did  from  confidence  in  the  private 
character  of  the  gentlemen  with  whom  our  conference  was  had,  and  moreover,  he 
Was  satisfied  tbat  it  was  idle  for  him  to  endeavor  to  procure  enough  force  to  guard 
the  Jail  successfully,  against  such  overwhelming  numbers,  and  such  unusual  public 
eentiment.

APPLICATION  OF  SHERIFF  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

San  Francisco,  June  2d,  1850. 
To  His  Excellency, 

J.  Neely  Johnson, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  California: 

Dear  Sir: — I  have  just  received  your  Telegraphic  Dispatch,  and  in  reply  have 
to  Bthte  that  on  Saturday  last  a  writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  was  placed  in  my  hands 
comntanding  me  to  take  the  body  of  '^William  Mulligan,''  who  it  was  represented 
was  detained  in  custody  by  a  body  of  armed  men  styling  themselves  the  "V^igi- 
lance  Committee,*'  and  bring  the  same  before  the  Hon.  D.  S.  Terry,  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  California,  forthwith:  that  I  attempted  to  execute 
said  writ,  but  was  resisted  in  doing  so  by  a  body  of  armed  men  and  the  power  of 
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the  county  is  inadequate  to  resist  the  armed  force,  and  that  there  is  a  combination 
here  to  resist  the  law,  which  cannot  be  put  down  without  exercising  the  military 
power  of  the  State.

PROCLAMATION. 

Executive  Department,  ) 

Sacramento,  Cal.,  July  8d,  1856.  J 

Whereas,  satisfactory  information  has  been  received  by  me  that  combinations  to 
resist  the  execution  of  legal  process  by  force  exist  in  the  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, in  this  State,  and  that  an  unlawful  organization,  styling  themselves  the  "Vi- 
gilance Committee,"  have  resisted  by  force  the  execution  of  criminal  process, 
and  that  the  power  of  said  county  has  been  exerted  and  has  not  been  sufficient  to 
enable  the  Sheiiff  of  said  county  to  execute  such  process;  now,  therefore,  I,  J. 
Neel\  Johnson.  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by  virtue  of  the  power 
vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  thereof,  do  hereby  declare  said  coun- 
ty of  SaD  Francisco  in  a  state  of  insurrection;  and  I  hereby  order  and  direct  all  of 
the  Volunteer  Military  Companies  of  the  county  of  San  Francisco;  also  all  persons 
subject  to  military  duty  within  said  county,  to  report  themselves  for  duty  immedi- 
ately, to  Major  General  W.  T.  Sherman,  Commanding  Second  Division  California 
Militia,  to  serve  in  the  performance  of  military  duty,  under  the  command  of  said 
Sherman,  until  disbanded  from  service  by  his  orders.  Also,  that  all  Volunteer 
Military  Companies  now  organizing,  or  which  may  be  organized  within  the  Third, 
Fourth  and  Fifth  Military  Divisions  of  this  State,  also,  all  persons  subject  to  military 
duty  in  said  military  divisions,  do  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  respond  to  and  obey 
the  orders  of  the  Governor  of  this  State,  or  said  Sherman,  for  the  performance  of 
military  duty  in  such  manner  and  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  directed  by 
the  Governor  of  this  State.  I  furthermore  order  and  direct,  that  all  associations, 
combinations  or  organizations  whatsoever,  existing  in  the  said  county  of  San 
Francisco,  or  elsewhere  in  this  State,  in  opposition  to,  or  in  violation  of  the  laws 
thereof^ — ^more  particularly  the  association  known  as  the  "Vigilance  Committee," 
of  San  Francisco,  do  dii^band,  and  each  and  every  individual  thereof  yield  obedi- 
ence to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  the  Courts  and  processes  of  the 
Courts,  and  all  legal  orders  of  the  officers  of  this  State,  and  of  the  county  of  San 
Francisco.

Sir  : — The  existence  of  an  unlawful  organization  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco 
io  this  State,  and  their  foieiblo  resistance  by  an  armed  body  of  men  of  a  legal  pro* 
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fxa  and  their  threats  of  continued  opposition  to  the  legally  constitntcd  authorities* 
<»mpcl  me  in  the  performance  of  a  duty  entailed  on  me  as  the  Governor  of  thi  s 
State  to  issue  the  Proclamation  herein  enclosed. 

I  regret  to  say  that  we  are  wholly  destitute  of  such  munitions  of  war,  as  are 
neeeasary  to  render  effective  the  military  force  called  into  the  service  of  the  State, 
and  our  entire  dependence  is  upon  you  to  obtain  them — otherwise  the  efforts  which 
are  being  made  to  maintain  the  law  will  prove  wholly  ineffectual. 

Therefore  I  would  a&k  of  you  to  furnish  on  the  order  of  Major  General  W.  T. 
Sherman,  sach  arms,  accoutrements  and  ammunition  as  he  may  require,  or  which 
may  be  ordered  by  me  hereafter — ^the  same  ^o  be  returned  or  deducted  from  the 
quota  of  arms  which  this  State  may  be  entitled  to  from  the  United  States  Gov* 
ernroent 

For  such  ammunition  as  may  be  issued  the  State  of  California  will  be  respon- 
sible for  its  payment.

Sir  : — As  the  Executive  of  the  State  of  California,  in  addition  to  the  represen- 
tations heretofore  made  you  in  person  and  official  communications,  I  would  beg 
leave  to  inform  jou  that  an  armed  body  are  now  in  existence  in  the  city  of  San 
Francieco  who  have  resisted  by  force  and  threats  the  service  of  a  writ  of  Jiabtas 
corf  Its  duly  issued  on  or  about  the  Slst  day  of  May,  1856,  by  one  of  the  Justices 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  and  sought  to  be  served  by  the  Sheriff  of  the 
county  of  San  Francisco,  of  which  I  bad  due  notice,  and  a  call  made  upon  me  for 
a  military  force  to  aid  said  officer  in  the  performance  of  his  official  duties. 

In  pursuance  of  the  power  vested  in  me  as  the  Executive  of  the  State,  I  did  on 
the  8d  day  of  the  present  month,  issue  my  Proclamation  declaring  "  the  county  of 
San  Francisco  in  a  state  of  insurrection, ''  and  called  upon  the  military  force  of  said 
county  to  organize  and  respond  to  such  demand  as  might  be  made  on  them  to  aid 
the  authorities  of  the  State  and  county  in  the  enforcement  of  their  legal  authority  ; 
also,  in  said  Proclamation  demanded  the  disbandment  of  such  illegal  organization 
or  association,  known  as  the  Vigilance  Committee,  and  that  they  render  due  obedi- 
ence to  the  laws;  which  demand  on  such  illegal  organization,  I  regret  to  say,  up  to 
the  present  time,  has  been  disregarded  and  disobeyed,  and  further  threats  of  vio- 
lence and  opposition  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  even  to  the  end  of 
7a 
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attempting  the  overthrow  of  the  State  Government  and  oreaUng  a  revolution  and 
civil  war,  have  been  and  are  now  made  by  such  organization. 

I  would  further  represent  that  it  is  now  manifest  that  the  power  of  the  militarj 
of  this  State  is  urgently  demanded  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Constitution  and 
Laws,  and  for  that  object,  a  military  force  is  now  in  course  of  organisation 
under  my  sanction  and  authority.  It  is  a  large  force  we  will  necessarily  have  to 
encounter  and  for  the  due  protection  and  maintenance  of  the  authority  of  the  Sate, 
I  now  request  of  you  a  sufficient  supply  of  arms,  accoutrements,  and  munitions  of 
war,  for  the  use  of  the  State  forces — and  I  guarantee  as  the  Executive  of  the  State, 
that  the  same  i^all  be  returned  or  paid  for.

GENERAL  WOOL'S  PROMISE  TO  FURNISH  ARMS  AND 
AMMUNITION. 

Sacramento,  Caufobnia,  October,  I'lth,  1856. 

Sir  : — Ordinarily  the  misrepresentations  conveyed  through  the  medium  of  the 
press,  whether  in  the  guise  of  editorials,  anonymous  scribblers,  or  letters  pub" 
luhed  by  permission,  I  have  remained  content  to  pass  unnoticed,  but  when  a 
deliberate  effort  is  made  to  qaestion  the  truthfulness  of  statements  made  by  me 
in  an  official  communication  of  the  character  to  which  you  allude  in  your  letter 
of  the  17th  ult.,  and  published  in  the  AUa  CcUifomia  of  the  20th,  and  coming 
from  one  whose  position  at  least  gives  more  than  ordinary  consequence  to  the 
merits  of  the  controversy,  I  am  constrained  from  a  sense  of  duty  I  owe  to  those 
I  represent,  more  than  to  myself  personally,  to  depart  from  the  observance  of 
this  rule  of  conduct  and  make  reply  to  it.  The  character  of  its  contents,  and 
circumstances  of  its  transmission  and  publication,  were  such  that  your  letter 
demanded  an  immediate  reply^  but  when  I  received  it,  (two  days  after  it  bears 
date,)  the  absence  of  a  gentleman  whose  testimony  I  desired,' with  which  to 
refresh  your  erring  recollection,  and  afterwards  my  own  absence,  has  necessarily 
deferred  an  answer  to  the  present  time. 

Now,  Sir,  I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  some  circumstances  connected 
with  our  interview  at  Benicia,  on  the  30th  and  31st  days  of  May,  and  the  tth 
of  June  last. 

In  the  evening  of  the  30th  May,  Gen.  W.  T.  Sherman,  Gen.  D.  F.  Doug- 
lass, my  brother,  and  myself,  met  you  at  your  lodgings  in  Benicia.  I  called 
your  attention  to  the  then  existing  state  of  affairs  in  San  Francisco,  and  advised 
you  that  '*  the  object  of  my  visit  was  to  confer  with  you  regarding  these  mat- 
ters, and  ascertain,  if  it  became  necessary  for  the  interiereoce  of  the  State 
authorities,  whether  assistance  could  be  obtained  from  you."    To  this  you  re- 
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plied, ''  I  have  bat  a  small  number  of  troops,  which  are  not  employed  in  distant 
parts  of  this  State  and  the  Territories  of  Washington  and  Oregon.''  I  said, 
**  We  do  not  want  men,  merely  arms  and  ammnnition — that  I  was  in  receipt  of 
a  letter  which  induced  me  to  beliere  the  next  steamer  would  bring  intelligence 
of  the  passage  of  a  bill  giving  to  the  State  8,000  stand  of  muskets,  and  what* 
ever  you  furnish  us,  can  be  deducted  from  such  quota  as  may  be  allowed  to  the 
State."  You  said,  **  under  ordinary  circumstances,  no  person  but  the  President 
can  order  arms  or  ammunition  to  be  issued  to  the  State  authorities;  but,  situs* 
ted  as  we  are  here,  so  far  removed  from  the  seat  of  Oo?erment,  I  don't  know 
but  a  Oeueral  of  Division  would  be  authoriaed  to  do  so." 

On  that  particular  point  but  little  more  was  said  during  the  erening.  My 
recollection  regarding  the  conversation  which  you  relate  couceming  Casey  and 
Cora,  and  my  intentions  towards  the  Vigilance  Committee,  are  widely  diverse 
from  yours.  I  know  that  the  language  or  sentiments  which  you  impute  lo  me 
I  did  not  use  either  there  or  elsewhere.  I  stated  most  distinctly  that  **  I  tcould 
interfere  whenever  officially  notified  of  the  existence  of  a  state  of  insurrection, 
in  the  manner  pointed  out  by  law."  '*  But  to  the  present  time  I  had  not  re* 
ceived  such  information  as  the  law  prescribed."  Neither  can  I  recal  to  recol* 
lection  on  that  memorable  occasion  the  suggestions  and  counsel  you  aver  you 
gave,  bat  instead  I  well  recollect  that  you  seemed  from  your  conversation,  the 
most  belligerent  individual  present,  and  you  fiul  suggest,  you  **  would  want  but 
an  inconsiderable  number  of  men  to  entirely  suppress  those  insurrectionary 
movements,'*  and  by  way  of  illustration,  cited  an  instance  in  which  '*  with  the 
aid  of  but  a  handful  of  troops  yon  quelled  the  mutiny  of  almost  an  entire  army." 
1  furthermore  do  recollect  that  our  attention  during  the  evening  was  principally 
given  to  your  recital  of  difficulties  with  the  authorities  of  Oregon  and  Washington 
Territories,  and  the  reading  of  an  elaborate  article  in  relation  to  those  matters 
which  yon  had  transmitted  for  publication  to  the  National  Intelligencer, 

At  that  time  the  period  was  not  anticipated  by  me  when  I  would  become  the 
subject  against  whom  you  should  indulge  your  notable  penchant  for  newspaper 
letter  writing. 

We  separated  for  the  night,  and  the  following  morning  the  gentlemen  named, 
and  myself,  in  compliance  with  your  invitation,  joined  you  at  the  quarters  of 
Captain  Jones,  (if  £  am  not  mistaken,)  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  the  arsenal. 
Whilst  there  you  invited  Gen.  Douglass  and  myself  to  take  a  walk.  In  our 
course  you  enquired,  ''  When  I  intended  issuing  a  proclamation."  My  reply 
was,  "  As  soon  as  I  receive  official  information  of  the  character  I  referred  to 
last  night,  which  I  expect  to  be  fnrnished  with  to^ay."  Said  you,  "That's 
right,  I  have  been  thinking  over  the  matter  since  our  conversation  last  night,  and 
have  concluded  to  furnish  you  such  arms  and  ammunition  you  may  want,  as  soon 
.as  you  issue  your  proclamation." 

In  your  company  we  proceeded  to  the  Arsenal  and  examined  the  different 
kinds  of  arms.  You  separated  from  us  there,  and  we  during  the  day  visited 
Mare  Island.  I  communicated  the  promise  you  had  made  me  to  Gen.  Sherman 
and  my  brother,  and  arranged  with  Gen.  Sherman,  in  the  event  of  the  necessity 
of  interference  on  the  part  of  the  State  authorities  I  would  make  the  requisition 
for  the  arms  and  ammunition,  through  him.  For  this  reason,  General  Sherman 
suggested  the  propriety  of  having  the  matter  fully  understood  between  us;  and, 
with  that  object,  whilst  at  the  wharf  awaiting  the  arrival  of  the  boat  in  the 
evening,  I  called  you  and  General  Sherman  aside,  and  remarked  to  you:  "  Now, 
General,  I  do  not  wish  any  misunderstanding  about  the  arms  and  ammunition 
which  you  have  promised  us  as  soon  as  I  issue  my  proclamation."  '*  I  wish  to 
know  whether  it  will  be  necessary  to  state  in  my  requisition  that  they  shall  be 
deducted  from  such  quota  as  may  be  granted  the  State  hereafter,  or  pledge  the 
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State  for  the  payment  of  sach  as  maj  not  be  retarned  ?  Yoa  replied:  "  "isetef 
mind;  when  yoa  want  them,  issue  your  reqaisitiou  on  me,  and  merely  state  that 
they  shall  be  deducted  from  the  quantity  which  the  State  may  be  allowed  by 
the  Government,  and  I  will  attend  to  it.''  I  left  for  Sacramento,  and  as  Qeo, 
Sherman  says,  "I  felt  no  doubt  at  ail  on  the  subject."  I  may  also  add,  then  I 
could  not  doubt  the  sincerity  of  your  intentions,  and  when,  a  week  later,  I  met 
you  at  the  same  place,  (Benicia.)  and  by  your  invitation,  with  other  gentlemen, 
visited  your  rooms,  and  in  their  presence  addressed  to  you  these  words  :  "  I 
regret  that  you  are  unwilling  to  furnish  the  arms  and  ammunition  you  promised 
me,''  and  heard  your  reply  :  "  When  I  mode  you  that  promise,  I  had  but  an 
imperfect  recollection  of  the  law;  but  when  I  received  your  requisition,  I  exam- 
ined the  subject  and  found  I  had  no  discretion — that  such  application  roust  be 
made  to  the  President,"  really  it  was  beyond  conjecture  that  yoa  would  ever 
deny  having  made  the  promise  at  the  personal  interview  I  allude  to  in  the  letter 
to  the  President.  After  the  statements  I  have  made,  if  you  should  longer  doubt 
the  error  into  which  your  memory  has  fallen,  I  would  beg  leave  to  commend 
to  your  attentive  perusal  the  accompanying  letters  of  Generals  Douglass  and 
Sherman  (so  much  of  the  latter  as  has  direct  reference  to  the  point  in  con^ 
troversy)  regarding  our  interview  on  the  dOth  and  Slst  of  May,  and  that  of  CoK 
Rowe,  establishing  the  fact  that  you  admitted  one  week  later  that  you  did 
make  the  promise. 

Let  me  ask  yon,  in  view  of  this  overwhelming  testimony,  is  it  not  sin^- 
lar  that  yoa  should  resort  to  the  questionable  expedient  you  have  adopted 
in  referriDg  me  to  your  letter  of  refusal,  dated  9th  of  June,  as  evidence  that 
you  did  not  make  the  promise  I  referred  to  as  occurring  in  our  personal  in- 
terview on  the  Slst  of  May — a  letter  written  by  you  two  days  after  our  last 
interview,  and  nine  days  after  the  time  I  allege  you  did  so  promise.  With  all 
due  respect  I  must  decline  such  proffered  evidence  as  disproving  my  assertions. 

Again  :  After  urging  your  denud,  you  singularly  suggest  "that  even  if  you  did 
promise  as  I  state,  I  ought  to  know  that  the  laws  would  prohibit  its  fulfillment, 
and  therefore  should  not  urge  you  to  violate  law  by  complying  with  the  promise." 
I  am  much  inclined  to  think  yon  would  have  regarded  in  no  friendly  sense,  even  an 
intimation  that  you  knew  not  the  duties  and  powers  conferred  on  you  by  law, 
and  am  in  truth  amazed  that  yoa  should  even  by  accident  have  admitted  yoa 
were  uninformed  on  these  points,  and  sought  instruction  elsewhere.  I  could 
but  regard  one  of  your  age  and  experience  in  your  profession,  clothed  by  his 
Government  with  such  responsibilities,  as  fully  competent  and  qualified  to  judge 
of  his  own  power  and  authority,  and  when  you  decided  that  yon  could  comply 
with  my  request,  most  assuredly  it  was  not  for  me  to  question  the  authority  you 
claimed  as  a  "General  of  Division."  I  did  svppose  you  would  have  acted  with 
more  prudence  than  even  to  ^omise  the  performance  of  acts  which  would  tran- 
scend your  legitimate  authority.  Those  points,  however,  have  ceased  to  be 
matters  of  controversy,  and  it  is  of  slight  moment  to  either  the  public  or  myself 
whether  it  was  "  an  examination  of  the  law,"  or  "  the  outside  influences"  to 
which  you  make  allusion,  that  controlled  your  subsequent  action  in  refusing  com- 
pliance with  the  promises  to  which  you  have  taken  exception. 

With  the  facts  I  have  stated,  and  the  corroborative  evidence  contained  in  letters 
accompanying  this,  I  leave  you  to  the  reflections  you  must  necessarily  experience 
by  the  uuibrtnnate  dilemma  in  which  voluntarily  you  have  placed  yourself.

Dear  Str  : — ^In  reply  to  your  communication  of  to-day,  I  have  the  honor  to 
state  that  I  believe  I  was  present  during  the  entire  period  of  the  interview  between 
General  Wool  and  yourself,  oo  the  evening  of  the  30th  of  May  last,  and  that  no 
soch  conversation  took  place  in  my  presence  during  that  interview,  as  related  by 
General  Wool  in  his  letter  of  the  17th  inst ,  published  in  the  A/ia  California, 

1  would  abio  state  in  reply  to  your  second  question,  that  Geoefal  Wool  did  in 
front  of  Captain  Jones*  quarters,  in  my  presence,  on  the  morning  of  tbe  Slst  day 
of  May  last,  distinctly  and  unqualifiedly  promise  you  upon  the  issuiince  of  your 
proclamation  declaring  San  Francisco  in  a  state  of  insurrection,  he  would  furnish 
you  with  all  the  arms  and  ammunition  that  you  might  need  for  the  sappression  of 
said  insurrection.  He  also  invited  you  and  suite  to  attend  him  to  the  arsenal  for 
the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  kind  of  arms  he  could  furnish  you.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  just  received  your  letter  of  yesterday,  and  in  c?oroplianco 
\rith  your  request  I  will  proceed  to  state  tbe  facts  and  conrersation  held  with 
General  Wool  at  Benicia  on  the  30th  and  31st  of  May  last.  During  the  afternoon 
of  May  30th,  I  received  a  telegraphic  despatch  from  yoa,  asking  me  to  meet  you 
at  Benicia  that  afternoon  ;  I  went  up  in  the  Sacramento  boat  in  company  with 
General  Douglass,  your  Secretary  of  State,  and  met  you  at  Benicia  that  night. 
We  were  in  General  Wool's  room,  when  you  premised  by  saying  to  the  General 
that  you  supposed  he  knew  what  was  going  on  at  San  Fraoci^co,  and  that  in  tho 
performance  of  your  duty  as  the  Execalivo  of  the  State,  you  miglit  be  called  on  to 
assist  the  civil  authorities  by  ordering  out  the  military,  and  you  asked  him  if  in 
that  event  you  could  depend  on  him  for  the  necessary  supply  of  arms  and  ammuni- 
tion. You  stated  you  had  letters  from  the  delegation  in  Congress  to  the  effecti 
that  in  all  probability  the  next  mail  would  bring  out  an  order  for  tho  U.  S.  officers 
to  turn  over  to  tbe  State  authorities  some  eight  thousand  muskettf,  and  that  what* 
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etet  yon  would  call  for  on  this  occasion,  could  be  deducted  from  that  number  or 
from  the  next  quota,  or  that  you  would  pledge  the  State  to  pay  for  what  was  not 
returned.  General  Wool's  reply  wus  nearly  in  these  words  :  '*  No  one  but  tho 
President  of  the  United  States  can  issue  arms  to  a  State  in  case  of  insurrection, 
but  here  in  California  we  are  so  far  away  from  the  President  that  a  General  of 
Division  might  assume  the  responsibility  in  certain  cases,  and  this  may  be  one/' 
After  this  a  general  conversation  ensued  as  to  the  necessity  of  issuing  a  proclama- 
tion and  of  making  a  direct  issue  ;  such  as  the  resistance  of  some  writ  in  the  hands 
of  the  Sheriff,  by  the  Vigilance  Committee. 

The  next  day,  by  invitation  of  General  Wool,  we  all  accompanied  him  to  the 
Arsenal,  and  whilst  there,  examined  the  returns  of  the  Arsenal  and  commented  on 
the  several  kinds  of  arms  on  hand.  I  am  not  certain  that  General  Wool  was 
with  us  at  the  time,  but  he  left  us  at  the  Arsenal.  Soon  after  you,  General  Doug- 
lass, your  brother,  and  I,  rode  over  to  the  Navy  Yard,  and  returned  to  the  hotel  at 
Benicia,  at  5  f*  m.  Soon  after,  the  time  approaching  for  the  arrival  of  the  boat, 
you  desiring  to  go  to  Sacramento,  and  I  to  San  Francisco,  General  Wool  accom* 
panied  us  to  the  wharf ;  whilst  there,  you  called  General  Wool  aside  with  me, 
when  you  said  :  "  Now,  General,  can  we  depend  on  you  for  these  arms,  in  case 
they  are  needed  ?"  General  Wool  replied  "  Yes  ;•* — when  you  added  :  "  In 
my  requisition  shall  I  state  that  they  are  to  be  deducted  from  the  next  quota  of  the 
State  ?" 

General  Wool  paid:  "  Never  mind;  when  you  want  tkear^ns  and  ammuni- 
tion,  send  yowr  requisition^  and  I  mil  attend  to  it."  We  parted.  /  felt  no 
doubt  at  all  an  tlie  su&;ect,  and  made  my  mind  perfectly  easy  on  that  score,  and 
was  perfectly  amazed  when,  on  tho  6th  of  June,  at  10|  A.  M.,  your  Aide-de* 
Camp,  Col.  Rowe,  brought  me  a  copy  of  your  communication  of  June  5th,  to 
Gen.  Wool,  with  a  verbal  message  to  the  effect  that  *'  the  General  was  afraid 
to  trust  arms  to  the  Militia  of  San  Francisco  in  the  then  state  of  feeling."  / 
could  not  believe  it,  and  asked  Col.  Rowe  to  keep  it  absolutely  a  secret  from  all 
save  yourself,  and  advised  him  to  return  forthwith  to  Sacramento,  and  to  follow 
up  this  matter  rapidly  to  a  conclusion. 

Hearing  nothing  further,  on  the  next  day  I  addressed  to  Gen.  Wool  a  letter, 
of  which  this  is  a  copy: 

General  John  E.  Wool,  U.  S.  Army, 

Commanding  Pacific  Division,  Benicia; 

My  Dear  General: — I  was  surprised  beyond  measure  to  hear  yesterday 
from  Col.  Rowe,  who  brought  me  a  copy  of  Governor  Johnson's  letter  to  yon, 
of  June  4th,  that  yon  expressed  a  determination  not  to  risk  the  issuance  of  arms 
to  the  Militia  of  this  State,  under  the  present  aspect  of  things,  after  your  assent 
to  the  Governor's  request  in  my  presence  to  Issue  such  arms  as  would  be  required 
in  the  present  emergency.  I  cannot  think  that  Col.  Rowe  could  have  got  the 
exact  meaning  of  your  reply.        *****

When  I  wrote  the  above  letter  I  did  not  suppose  General  Wool  denied  his 
promise  to  you.  *  *  #  # 

1  expected  an  answer  on  Saturday  morning  ;  It  did  not  come — but  in  the 
course  of  the  morning  I  received  a  copy  of  Gen.  Wool's  letter  to  you  of  June 
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5th.  That  day  I  receired  joar  dispatch  to  meet  yon  again  at  Benicia.  Reach* 
ing  that  place  before  you.  I  went  to  Gen.  Wool  and  heard  he  had  replied  to  my 
letter  too  late  for  the  Stockton  boat  the  night  before,  and  then  as  I  was  present 
he  gare  me  yerbally  to  understand  that  his  reply  to  my  letter  was  substantially 
the  same  as  his  to  yon.

Dear  Sir  : — Upon  my  return  yesterday,  after  a  short  absence  from  the  city, 
I  found  your  letter  of  the  19th  ult.,  requesting  me  to  state  my  recollection  of  the 
verbal  reply  made  to  me  by  Gen.  Wool  to  the  communication  handed  to  him  by 
myself  from  you  on  the  evening  of  June  4th  last ;  also  the  substance  of  a  con- 
versation had  between  yourself  and  Geu.  Wool  on  the  evening  of  the  7th  day 
of  the  same  month,  at  which  interview  I  was  present  In  reply  to  the  first  por- 
tion of  yoar  letter,  permit  me  to  state  that  the  answer  made  to  me  by  General 
Wool,  was  to  this  effect,  *' That  he  could  not  let  the  State  authorities  have  any 
arms  or  ammunition/'  giving  as  a  reason,  that,  ''  men  in  San  Francisco  could 
not  be  trusted  or  relied  upon/'  and,  that  "  it  was  not  safe  to  place  arms  iu 
tbetr  hands,  as  they  might  be  turned  against  the  authorities  themselves." 

The  conversation  to  which  I  allude,  had  on  the  evening  of  the  7th  June,  at 
Oen.  Wool's  quarters  at  Benicia,  which  was  quite  brief,  was  confined  principally 
to  the  issuance  of  arms  and  ammunition  for  the  purpose  of  quelling  the  then  ex- 
isting insurrection  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  in  reply  to  a 
remark  of  yours,  according  to  recollection,  these  words,  ^'  I  mnchr^ret  General, 
that  you  are  unwilling  to  fulfil  the  promise  you  made  me  last  week,  to  furnish  the 
inns  and  ammunition,"  Gen.  Wool  replied,  **  When  I  made  you  the  promise,  I 
luid  but  an  imperfect  recollection  of  the  law  applicable  to  such  a  case,  as  I  had 
no  occasion  to  examine  it  for  some  two  years."  During  the  difficulty  with  the 
'  French  Consul  at  San  Francisco,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  called  on  me  for  assist- 
ance, and  on  examination  of  the  law  I  found  I  had  no  authority  to  render  the 
assistance  he  required,  and  when  I  received  your  requisition  I  examined  the 
matter  and  found  I  had  no  discretion  in  the  premises,  but  the  authority  was 
vested  solely  in  the  President  of  the  United  States 

To  the  best  of  my  recollection,  this  is  the  substance  of  the  conversation  had  aft 
the  interview  referred  to.

On  behalf  of  this  State  I  propose  that  3'our  legitimate 
expenses  of  the  trip,  whilst  absent  on  this  business,  be  paid,  and  will  endeavor  to 
have  an  allowance  made  for  the  purpose  by  the  Legisllture.

Sir  :— You  are  hereby  deputed  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  California,  to  proceed 
by  the  most  rapid  means  of  conveyance  to  the  city  of  AVashiogton  and  make  appli* 
cation  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  for  the  use  and  service  of  such  arms 
and  ammunition,  together  with  the  aid  of  the  naval  and  military  forces  of  the 
United  States  as  may  be  required  by  the  Executive  of  this  State  io  the  suppression 
of  the  existing  insurrection  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  and  also  to  perform  gen*^ 
erally  such  duties  as  may  be  deemed  proper  and  necessary  in  the  prosecution  of 
such  mission. 

In  the  performance  of  this  duty  you  will  be  aided  by  Col.  F.  Forman,  of  thiscity, 
who  is  appointed  by  me  to  the  performance  of  similar  services.  I  will  transmit 
by  him  the  necessary  papers  relating  to  the  subject.  I  regret  to  say,  the  arrange- 
ments which  it  was  believed  could  be  perfected  whereby  a  sum  ( f  money  could  do 
placed  at  your  disposal,  have  proved  unsuccessful  thus  far,  and  reliance  will  have 
to  be  had  on  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  State  for  the  repayment  of  your  expenses ; 
also,  the  value  of  the  services  to  be  rendered  by  you  two  gentlemen.  I  will  write 
you  more  fully  my  views  to-morrow.

Sir: — ^la  view  of  tbe  existing  condition  of  affairs  in  the  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco  in  this  State,  I  am  constrained  to  call  upon  the  General  Govern- 
ment, through  tbe  intervention  of  jour  Excellency,  for  aid  and  assistance  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  laws  of  this  iState;  and  that  you  may  the  better  understand 
the  propriety  of  readily  granting  such  request,  1  would  beg  leave  to  present  a 
brief  recital  of  events  which  have  recently  transpired,  and  rendered  necessary 
such  application. 

As  early  as  the  16tb  of  May  last,  an  organization,  styling  themselves  the  Vi- 
gilance Committee,  was  formed  in  that  city,  secret  in  its  character,  and  to  the 
uninitiated,  its  purposes  unknown,  except  as  their  subsequent  acts  have  deve- 
loped themselves. 

Although  the  presumption  is,  that  the  organization  had  its  origin  in  the 
events  connected  with  the  shooting  of  Mr.  James  King  by  one  Casey,  on  the 
14th  of  the  same  month,  apprehensions  were  entertained,  from  the  incendiary 
appeals  of  the  press,  and  the  public  excitement,  that  an  attempt  would  be  made 
to  attack  the  jail  where  Casey  was  confined,  and  rescue  him  from  the  officers  o} 
the  law,  and  deal  out  summary  punishment  to  him; — in  fact,  an  effort  was  made 
80  to  do  by  a  mob  prior  to  this  organization,  but  was  resisted  successfully.  In 
the  meantime,  the  Mayor  had  called  on  the  military  forces  of  the  city,  number- 
ing some  ten  companies,  for  assistance, — the  Sheriff  did  his  utmost  to  obtain 
the  aid  of  a  posse  capable  of  resisting  an  anticipated  attack.  It  was  found  that 
the  response  in  both  cases  was  but  limited — not  more  than  fifty  or  sixty  of  the 
military  could  be  depended  on — several  companies  disbanded,  joined  the  Vigi- 
lance Committee,  forcibly  placed  in  the  possession  of  that  organization  arms  and 
accoutrements  (including  the  only  two  pieces  of  artillery  belonging  to  the  State) 
which  had  been  issued  to  them  as  volunteer  companies  by  the  State,  and  not 
one  in  ten  of  those  summoned  by  the  Sheriff  would  obty  his  call. 

It  seemed  as  if  a  panic  had  seized  upon  the  people,  and  the  fear  of  this  formi- 
dable organization  impelled  law-abiding  and  law-observing  citizens  generally  to 
shrink  from  the  responsibility  resting  on  them  as  citizens  owing  obedience  to  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  the  State. 

On  the  17th  of  the  month,  when  it  was  manifest  that  neither  a  military  or 
citizen  force  could  be  obtained  to  aid  the  Sheriff  in  defending  the  jail,  an  armed 
boily,  estimated  at  three  or  four  thousand,  marched  up  there,  and  demanded  the 
delivery  of  two  prisoners,  Casey  and  Cora. 

The  Sheriff  was  powerless — the  few  men  he  had  about  him  would  have  consti- 
tuted no  impediment  in  the  way  of  these  superior  numbers,  and  resistance  was 
aseless.     He  was  forced  to  give  up  the  prisoners. 

A  few  days  later,  this  same  body  of  men,  from  the  window  of  their  place  of 
meeting,  hung  the  two  men  referred  to.  Furthermore,  they  proceeded  to  arrest 
various  individuals,  search  the  houses  of  many  of  the  best  citizens  on  the  most 
frivolous  and  groundless  pretexts,  establishing  a  system  of  espionage  over  the 
conversation  and  movements  of  respectable  citizens,  male  and  female,  unknown 
to  the  laws  or  usages  of  a  republican  form  of  Government.  At  length,  for  one 
of  the  parties  arrested  by  order  of  this  self-constituted  tribunal,  on  proper  appli- 
cation being  made  to  one  of  the  Judges  of  our  Supreme  Court,  he  issued  a  writ 
of  habeas  corpus.  The  Sheriff  was  prevented  by  the  armed  resistance  of  this 
liody  of  men  from  serving  it,  and  a  few  days  later  the  i)any  from  whom  the  writ 
was  issued,  was,  in  company  with  several  other  citizens,  forcibly  transported,  by 
8a 
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different  modes  of  conTeyance  and  to  different  places — report  says,  China,  Aus- 
tralia, and  the  Sandwich  Islands.  In  the  meantime,  one  of  the  number  they 
bad  arrested,  and  whilst  in  their  custody,  learning  his  sentence  of  banishment 
from  the  country,  committed  suicide  in  the  cell  where  they  had  him  confined. 

On  the  third  day  of  the  present  month,  I  issued  a  proclamation,  (a  copy  of 
which  I  enclose  in  the  form  of  a  printed  slip,)  declaring  the  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco in  a  state  of  insurrection.  To  General  Wool  I  had,  previously,  in  a  per- 
sonal interview,  detailed  the  condition  of  affairs;  of  which  matters,  however,  he 
was  fully  informed  otherwise.  At  such  interview,  he  unhesitatingly  promised 
me,  OQ  the  representations  made  him  that  we  were  almost  wholly  destitute  of 
arms,  and  ammunition  we  had  none,  to  furnish,  on  my  requisition^  when  we 
wanted  them,  such  arinis  and  ammunition  as  we  desired,  within  one  or  two  days 
after  the  issuance  of  my  proclamation,  of  which  I  duly  notified  him.  I  made  a 
requisition  on  Gen.  Wool  for  certain  arms  and  ammunition,  to  be  furnished  Major 
Gen.  W.  T.  Sherman,  in  command  of  the  State  troops  at  San  Francisco. 

To  my  great  surprise  he  refused,  alleging  that  he  had  no  authority  so  to  do  in 
any  case.  That  the  necessities  of  the  case  were  of  such  an  urgent  character  as 
should  induce  a  compliance  with  my  request,  I  communicated  with  him  again — 
(a  copy  of  which  letter,  dated  June  7,  I  herewith  inclose.)  To  this,  his  reply 
was  as  before — a  peremptory  refusal  to  furnish  any  part  of  such  requisition.  In 
the  course  of  this  time,  the  Vigilance  Committee  continued  to  arm  themselves 
with  muskets,  a  large  quantity  of  which  they  early  procured — guns  of  various 
caliber,  ranging  from  6  to  32-pounders,  numbering  near  or  about  thirty  pieces — 
erected  fortifications  in  the  central  business  portion  of  the  city — proceeded  with 
the  trial  and  conviction  of  various  persons — and  now  have  in  their  custody  seve- 
ral citizens,  while  others  have  been  compelled  to  flee  for  protection  and  safety  to 
remote  parts  of  the  State. 

While  all  these  warlike  demonstrations  are  proceeding  with,  members  of  their 
organization,  on  the  streets  and  public  assemblages,  and  through  the  columns  of 
the  press,  controlled  and  directed  by  them,  the  most  violent  harangues  and 
inflammatory  appeals  are  indulged,  both  against  the  General  and  State  Govern- 
ments; and  at  least  one  of  their  organs,  comes  out  boldly  and  defiantly  against 
exiating  authority,  and  calls  upon  the  people  to  assemble  and  form  a  new  Gov- 
ernment. 

The  power  and  authority  of  the  State  is  set  at  naught.  These  unlawful  pro- 
ceedings cannot  be  arrested,  simply  because  we  are  destitute  of  arms  and  ammu- 
nition, whereby  to  equip  a  force  capable  of  coping  with  them,  which  it  is  now 
said  numbers  six  or  seven  thousand,  with  their  sympathizera  in  large  numbers 
outside. 

At  most,  we  have  not  muskets  and  rifles  more  than  sufficient  to  arm  six  hun- 
dred men; — ordnance  and  ammunition  we  have  none.  I  would  therefore  most 
urgently  ask,  that  you  will  transmit  orders  to  the  officer  who  is,  or  may  be, 
commanding  tlio  Pacific  Division,  to  issue  to  the  State  authorities,  on  the  requi- 
sition of  the  Executive,  such  arms  and  am^iuuition  as  mny  be  needed  for  the 
purpose  of  suppressing  the  existing  insurrection,  or  at  least  the  number  and 
quantity  specifitd  in  the  requisition  I  made  on  Gen.  Wool,  as  appears  in  the 
postscript  of  the  inclosed  copy  of  a  communication  to  him  of  June  7th. 

I  would  also  urge  the  importance  of  transmitting  such  orders  to  the  officer 
commanding  this  Department,  to  render  such  assistance  in  arms  and  ammunition 
at  any  future  period,  as  mny  be  required  by  the  Executive  of  the  State  for  the 
purpose  of  enforcing  obetlitnce  to  the  Constitution  and  Laws, — as  it  is  feared 
the  example  afforded  by  the  prcj^ent  organization  may  extend  its  influence  to 
other  localities, — in  all  probability  to  rtiiew  the  present  one  even  after  disband- 
ing their  forces. 
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In  conclttsion,  I  would  add,  without  the  aid  which  is  now  sought  at  the  hands 
of  the  General  Government,  the  State  authorities  can  no  longer  afford  protec- 
tion to  its  citizens,  or  punish  the  lawless  acts  this  body  of  men  have  been  guilty 
of ;  and  with  impunity  they  may,  and  doubtless  will,  proceed  with  their  acts  of 
agi^ression  and  disobedience  towards  the  Government,  as  will  ultimately  result 
in  its  entire  destruction. 

I  would  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  the  Hon.  R.  Augustus  Thompson,  recently 
U.  S.  Land  Commissiooer  for  this  State,  and  Col  F.  Forman,  now  the  Post* 
master  of  this  city,  who  are  deputed  by  me  to  lay  this  communicaf  ion  before 
yoar  Excellency, — for  a  more  detailed  and  minute  relation  of  these  affairs  than 
can  conveniently  be  embodied  in  a  written  communication. 

Your  earliest  possible  attention  to  this  matter  is  extremely  desirable.

REPLY  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OP  STATE  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES.

To  His  Excellency, 

J»  Neely  Johnson, 

Governor  of  California  : 

Sir  : — The  President  has  received  your  communication  of  the  19th  of  Jnne» 
representing  that  an  illegal  association  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  bad  overpow* 
ered  by  force,  public  authority  there,  and  requesting  the  aid  of  the  United  States 
to  enable  you  to  maintain  the  Government  and  enforce  the  laws  of  the  State. 

The  President  has  given  to  the  subject  the  most  careful  consideration.  He  is 
deeplj'  impressed  by  the  anomalous  condition  and  dangerous  tendency  of  afairs  in 
San  Francisco,  as  set  forth  in  your  letter,  and  is  prepared,  whenever  the  exigency 
arises  demanding  and  justifying  his  interposition,  to  render  assistance  to  suppress 
insurrection  against  tho  Government  of  a  State,  and  maintain  the  supremacy  of 
the  laws  in  the  mode  and  to  the  extent  of  the  authority  vested  in  him  by  the 
Constitution  and  acts  of  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

In  the  present  case,  serious  doubts  of  his  lawful  power  to  proceed  in  the  manner 
icdicated  by  you,  having  occurred  to  the  mind  of  the  President,  he  referred  the 
question  to  the  Attorney  General  for  advisement,  and  the  conclusions  submitted  by 
that  officer  have,  on  full  reflection,  been  decided  by  the  President  to  constitute 
obstacled  to  the  action  now  desired  of  the  General  Goverament,  The  report  of  the 
Attorney  General  is  enclosed  for  your  information. 

The  President  will  not  allow  himself  to  believe  that  the  prevalence  of  rash 
counsels  and  lawless  violence  still  continues  in  San  Francisco.  He  confidently 
trusts  that  the  citizens  of  California  who  have  suffered  themselves  to  be  betrayed, 
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by  whaieTer  inducements,  into  violations  of  tlic  public  peace  of  so  (Jangerotrs  fl 
character,  will  already  have  resumed  their  obedience  to  the  laws ;  and  that  hcreaf-' 
ter,  instead  of  aasuming  to  act  independently  of  the  constituted  authority,  they  will, 
as  good  citizens,  co-operate  with  it  in  the  earnest  endeavor  to  secure  a  prompt,  im- 
partial and  vigorous  administration  of  justice  in  the  only  way  in  which  the  life, 
property  and  rights  of  the  people  can  be  protected  effectually — that  is,  by  faithful 
conformity  with  the  Oonsstitulion  and  laws  of  the  State.

i     OPINION  OF  THE  U.  S.  ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

Attorney-General's  Office,  > 
July  19th,  1856.  f 

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  herewith,  conclosioDS  of  law  oo 
the  questions  presented  by  the  application  of  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Cal- 
ifornia, concerning  which  you  have  required  my  official  opinion. 

It  appears  by  the  representation  of  the  Governor,  and  by  other  documents 
communicated  on  the  subject,  that  on  tbe  16th  of  May  last,  there  was  formed^ 
in  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  a  voluBtary  association,  composed  of  persons 
whose  names  are  not  disclosed,  styling  themselves  a  *'  Vigilance  Committee," 
who  proceeded  to  organize  a  numerous  military  force  of  all  arms,  to  establish  a 
strongly  fortified  post  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  and  by  these  means  to  overawe 
and  supersede  tbe  city  and  county  officers,  and  to  usurp  the  local  authorities  of 
the  State. 

It  further  appears  that  the  professed  inducement  of  this  combination  and 
organization,  was  the  commission,  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  of  an  act  of 
individual  homicide;  that  the  so-called  Committee  overpowered  the  Sheriff, 
abstracted  from  the  prison  by  force  the  alleged  murderer,  and  also  another  per- 
son nnder  commitment  on  the  charge  of  murder,  and  took  the  lives  of  said  per^ 
sons  by  banging  them  publicly  without  law,  in  front  of  the  head-quarters  of  the 
association  in  San  Francisco. 

It  further  appears  that  the  Committee  thereafter  continued  to  assume  and 
exercise  a  summary  police-jurisdiction  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
— making  domiciliary  visits, — arresting  by  force  numerous  individuals, — sub- 
jecting the  same  to  imprisonment  or  deportation  without  law, — and,  at  the  date 
of  the  Governor's  representation,  the  19th  of  June  last,  still  holding  the  mili- 
tary possession  of  the  city,  with  daily  augmentation  of  armed  force,  and  with 
no  definite  indication  of  any  purpose  to  desist  from  the  usurped  exercise  of  the 
public  authority  of  the  State. 

It  further  appears  that  most  of  the  organized  companies  of  militia  in  the  city 
of  San  Francisco  uphold  the  proceedings  of  the  Committee,  and  yield  obedience 
to  its  orders,  in  preference  to,  and  in  open  disregard  of,  those  of  the  constituted 
military  authorities  of  the  State. 

It  does  not  appear  distinctly  how  far  this  outward  submission  of  the  inhabit- 
ants of  Sau  Francisco  to  the  assumed  authority  of  the  Committee  is  attributable 
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to  approbation  of  its  acts,  and  how  far  to  want  of  preparation  and  means  to 
withstand  it.  Nor  is  that  material  to  the  question  of  law  involved;  since,  what- 
ever may  be  the  local  opinion  regarding  the  Committee,  its  organization  and  its 
actJ?  do  not  the  l&ss  constitute  a  lawless  usurpation  of  the  powers  of  the  State. 

Thus,  it  appears  that,  independently  of  the  specific  acts  of  violation  of  law 
perpetrated  by  the  Committee,  there  is  peculiar  aggravation  of  illegality  in  its 
organizatioQ  and  action,  by  reason  of  the  secresy  of  its  direction,  its  demonstra* 
tive  ostentation  of  military  force,  the  excessive  disproportion  of  the  means  which 
it  employs  to  its  professed  ends,  and  the  duration  of  its  violent  power.  If  eir- 
cnmstances  are  snpposable  in  which  the  exertion  of  illegal  force  for  a  moment 
may  be  justified,  or,  at  least,  extenuated,  none  are  possible  which  suffice  to  war- 
rant the  permanent  substitution  of  such  force  in  the  place  of  constitutional  gov- 
ernment. 

It  also  requires  to  be  stated,  that,  while  the  so  called  Yigilance  Committee  is 
acting  in  nsni-pation  of  public  right,  and  assuming  to  punish,  at  its  mere  discre- 
tion, alleged  malefactors,  without  lawful  authority  and  in  contempt  of  the  estab- 
lished forms  of  justice,  while  its  illegal  power  is  rendered  still  more  objectionable 
by  rea^:on  of  its  anonymous,  secret,  and  irresponsible  constitntion ;  and  while  the 
good  which  it  may  have  done,  or  which  it  professes  to  aim  to  do,  in  the  punish- 
ment of  a  few  alleged  criminal  or  disorderly  persons,  is  altogether  incommensu- 
rate with  the  extraordinary  means  adopted  for  its  accomplishment;  and  while 
these  considerations  tend  to  subject  the  Committee  to  suspicion  of  unavowed 
ulterior  purposes,  still,  there  is  no  evidence  in  the  documents  referred,  or  in 
other  authentic  information,  that,  in  what  has  thus  occurred  at  San  Francisco, 
there  has  been  committed  or  threatened  any  act  of  resistance  or  obstruction  to 
the  Constitution,  laws,  or  ofScial  authority  of  the  United  States. 

But  the  incidents  in  question  exhibited  a  case  of  such  persistent  disturbance 
of  public  tranquility,  as  to  have  constrained  the  interposition  of  the  Governor 
of  the  State,  who,  on  the  8th  June,  issued  his  official  proclamation,  setting  forth 
the  existence  of  the  unlawful  combination,  calling  on  its  members  to  disband, 
and  summoning  to  arras  the  militia  of  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  restoring 
public  order,  and  of  enforcing  obedience  to  law  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

Upon  these  facts,  the  Governor  of  the  State  now  represents  to  you,  that  in- 
surrection exists  there,  and  prefers  the  following  requests: 

let.  That  you  will  transmit  orders  to  the  Officer  of  the  United  States,  com- 
manding the  Pacific  Division,  to  issue  to  the  State,  on  the  requisition  of  the 
Governor,  such  arms  and  ammunition  as  may  be  needed  for  the  object  of  sup- 
pressing the  said  insurrection. 

2nd.  That  you  will  transmit  orders  to  the  said  Commanding  Officer,  to  ren- 
der such  assistance  in  arms  and  ammunition,  at  any  future  time,  as  may  bo 
rfH)Qired  by  the  Governor,  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  obedience  to  the  Consti- 
tution and  Laws  of  the  State. 

Such,  specifically,  is  the  tenor  of  this  application;  and  the  question  is  of  your 
Constitutional  and  legal  power  in  the  premises. 

With  refereuoe  to  such  a  case  of  insurrection  in  a  State  against  the  Govern- 
ment thereof,  the  Constitution  declares  that  Congress  shall  have  power  *  to  pro- 
vide for  calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Union,  suppress 
insurrections,  and  repel  invasions.*  The  present  is  one  of  the  forms  of  the  second 
of  the  three  specified  emergencies;  namely,  insurrection  against,  not  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  but  that  of  a  State. 

I  do  not  perceive  in  the  Constitution  any  other  provision  of  specific  perti- 
nency; but  something  will  be  said  in  the  sequel  regarding  the  relation  of  Con- 
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gress  and  of  the  President,  in  such  a  case,  to  the  miiitarj  and  naval  forces  of 
the  United  States. 

As  to  the  clanse  of  the  Constitntion,  whieh  makes  it  the  dntj  of  the  Presi- 
dent,  '  to  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed,' — that,  it  is  apprehended 
refers  primarily  to  the  laws  of  the  Union,  and  to  those  of  a  State  or  Territory, 
only  in  the  contingency  when  the  case  of  iusarrcction  therein  is  presented  accord- 
ing to  the  Constitution  and  to  Acts  of  Congress. 

The  Congress  of  the  United  States  has  executed  that  clause  t}f  the  Constitn- 
tioD,  which  empowers  it '  to  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the 
laws  of  the  Union,  suppress  insurrections  and  repel  invasions;'  and,  also,  its  gen- 
eral power  in  the  same  relation  over  the  Federal  military  and  naval  forces,  by 
the  enactment  of  two  subsisting  laws,  the  material  parts  of  which  are  as  follows: 

The  Act  of  February  28th,  1795,  entitled,  An  Act  to  provide  for  calling  forth 
the  militia  for  the  purposes,  and  in  the  words  of  the  Constitution,  enacts  that, 
'  in  case  of  an  insurrection  in  any  State  against  the  Governmeut  thereof,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  President  of  the  United  States,  on  application  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  such  State,  or  of  the  Executive,  when  the  Legislature  cannot  be  con- 
vened, to  call  forth  such  number  of  the  militia  of  any  other  State,  or  States, 
as  may  be  applied  for,  as  he  may  judge  sufficient  to  suppress  such  insurrection.' 

And,  it  further  enacts,  '  that  whenever  it  may  be  necessary  in  the  judgment 
of  the  President,  to  use  the  military  force  hereby  directed  to  be  called  forth,  the 
President  shall  forthwith,  by  proclamation,  command  such  insurgents  to  disperse 
and  retire  peaceably  to  their  respective  abodes,  within  a  limited  time.'  (U.  S. 
Stat,  at  Large,  vol.  1.  p.  424.) 

The  Act  of  March  3,  1807,  entitled  an  Act  authorizing  the  employment  of  the 
land  and  naval  forces  of  the  United  States  in  case  of  insurrections,  provides : 

That  in  all  cases  of  insurrection  or  obstruction  to  the  laws,  either  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  any  individual  State  or  Territory,  where  it  is  lawful  for  the  President 
of  the  United  States  to  call  forth  the  militia  for  the  purpose  of  suppressing  such 
insurrection,  or  of  causing  the  laws  to  be  duly  executed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  him 
to  employ,  for  the  same  purposes,  any  part  of  the  land  or  naval  force  of  the  United 
States  as  shall  be  judged  necessary,  having  first  observed  all  the  prerequisites  of 
the  law  in  that  respect.  (U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  vol.  2,  p.  443.)  These  are 
the  only  subsisting  provisions  of  statute  material  to  the  subject  matter  of  inquiry. 

It  is  observable,  that  the  statute  does  not,  by  expression,  empower  the  President 
to  call  forth  the  militia  of  the  State  in  which  the  insurrection  exists,  but  only  upon 
the  application  of  such  State,  to  call  forth  the  militia  of  some  other  State  or  States. 
It  presumes,  of  course,  that  when  occasion  arises  the  militia  of  the  particular  State 
will  be  brought  into  action  by  its  own  Executive  and  Legislative  authority.  Luther 
V.  Borden,  7  Howard,  p  45. 

It  is  likewise  observable  that,  in  so  far  as  the  statute  goes  to  determine  the  point, 
the  President  is  only  to  be  moved  to  action  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  in  which, 
the  insurrection  exists,  or  of  the  Executive  of  such  State  when  the  Legislature 
cannot  be  convened. 

Now,  the  call  here  made  on  the  President,  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Califor- 
nia, is  not  according  to  the  conditions  of  the  statute,  for  it  is  made  by  the  Governor 
of  the  State,  not  by  its  Legislature,  and  made  by  him  without  any  allegation  that 
the  Legislature  could  not  be  convened. 

That  he  had  lawful  power  to  convene  the  Legislature  cannot  be  doubted,  for  it  is 
expressly  conferred  by  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  Art  6,  sec.  9. 

Moreover,  the  Governor  of  the  State  does  not  request  the  President  to  call  forth 
the  militia  of  some  other  State  or  States,  in  aid  of  his  authority;  nor  does  he  in 
terms  request  you  to  employ  for  that  purpose,  the  land  or  naval  force  of  the 
United  States,     On  the  other  hand,  there  is  no  room  for  question  here  as  to  legiti- 
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nacy  of  government  between  two  contendiDc  parties  in  the  same  State  or  Territory. 
If  there  were  it  would  be  for  you  to  determine  tliat  question  in  tho  first  instance,  as 
the  Supreme  Court  have  decided  in  the  case  of  the  political  controversy  which 
some  yftars  ago  agitated  the  State  of  Rhode  Island.  Luther  v,  Borden,  vbi  supra 
p.  43.  Bat  in  the  present  case  there  is  no  pretext  or  claim  whatever  that  the 
Vigilance  Comnaittee  is  the  government  of  the  State,  which  beyond  all  peradyen- 
tnre  has  its  lawful  representation  in  the  person  of  the  Governor. 

And  it  is  the  function  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  indubitably,  to 
decide  in  his  discretion  what  facts  existing  constitute  the  case  of  insurrection  con- 
templated bj  the  Constitution.  Martin  v.  Mott,  12  Wheaton,  29,  31.  Luther  t?. 
Borden,  ubi  supra,  p.  45. 

In  a  word,  the  present  case  seems  to  be  wholly  exempt  from  difficulties  of  a 
political  nature,  and  the  only  questions  involved  are  of  the  duty  and  power  of  the 
President  in  view  of  the  peculiarities  before  mentioned  in  the  tenor  of  the  applica- 
tion made  by  the  Governor  of  California.  Can  the  President  call  forth  the  militia 
of  ooe  State  for  the  purpose  of  suppressing  insurrection  in  another,  or  employ  tho 
land  and  naval  forces  of  the  United  States  for  the  same  purpose,  when  he  has  suffi- 
cient knowledge  of  the  fact  of  insurrection,  but  no  request  for  his  interposition  has 
b^n  made  in  due  conformity  with  the  conditions  of  the  statute  ? 

And.  supposing  the  emergency  of  insurrection  to  occur,  and  to  be  duly  brought 
to  his  knowledge,  can  he  furnish  to  the  public  authorities  of  the  State  in  which  the 
iosnrrection  exists  arms  and  munitions  of  war,  distinct  from,  and  not  in  the  hands 
of  officers  and  troops  of  the  United  States? 

I  feel  reluctant  to  go  beyond  the  actual  caf.o,  in  the  undertaking  to  pronounce 
rules  of  law  applicable  to  the  gravest  and  the  most  critical  of  all  the  emergencies 
possible  to  occur  in  the  relations  between  the  United  States  and  the  respective 
States  of  the  Union.  I  am  not  willing  to  say  that  circumstances  may  not  arise  in 
which  the  President  might  furnish  arms  without  furnishing  men  at  the  same  time, 
tinder  the  authority  of  the  Act  of  1807,  and  on  the  principle  that,  as  the  whole 
includes  all  its  parts,  so  the  furnishing  of  arms  alone  may  be  comprehended  in  the 
power  to  employ  all  the  land  and  naval  force  of  the  United  States.  I  am  not  less 
unwilling  to  assume  to  foresee  or  conceive  ail  the  possible  contingencies  of  such  a 
public  quesition,  and  to  presume,  by  conjectural  suppositions  in  anticipation  of  fact, 
to  exhaust  the  legal  conditions  of  the  power  of  the  General  Government  in  the 
premises. 

This,  however,  it  seems  safe  to  say,  that  the  application  of  this  high  power  of  the 
President  to  cases  of  doubtful  legal  condition  ought  to  be  reserved  for  circum- 
stances of  the  most  exigent  emergency,  such  as,  for  instance,  a  case  of  indisputable 
helium  flagrans  in  a  given  State,  and  in  which  all  the  constitutional  powers  of  the' 
State  shall  have  been  exerted  in  vain,  to  prevent  or  suppress  domestic  war,  and  in 
'which,  also,  imminent  or  extreme  public  di&'ister  can  be  averted  only  by  such  inter- 
position of  the  Federal  Government. 

I  do  not  perceive  such  circumstance^  of  superlative  exigency  in  the  present  case. 
There  is  obstruction  of  law  in  California,  but  not  actual  shock  of  arms  between  the 
ioi^urgents  and  the  State. 

Besides,  the  whole  constitutional  power  of  the  State  in  this  case  has  not  yet 
heen  exerted ;  for,  in  the  space  of  time  which  the  illegal  incidents  had  already  oo« 
cupied,  of  one  whole  month,  it  does  nut  appear  that  the  Governor  took  any  steps 
to  convene  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  although  that  remedy  might  have  been 
adopted,  and  have  had  its  effectual  application  to  the  evil,  long  before  any  such 
remedy  could  be  derived  from  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

The  legal  conbiderations  herein  submitted  apply  more  particularly  to  the  first  of 
the  two  requests  made  by  the  Governor,  namely,  that  for  the  supply  of  arms  and 
munitions  of  war  to  the  State  in  the  specific  present  emergency.     The  same  objeo- 
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lions,  with  others  of  a  more  serious  nature  which  it  is  unnecessary  to  diecuss  in 
detail,  apply  to  the  second  request-,  that  of  orders  for  the  supply  of  arms  and  am- 
rounitiou  "at  any  future  time,"  on  the  call  of  the  Governor.  It  is  obvious  that 
*hc  President  of  the  United  States  must  himself  determine  the  condition  of  actual 
or  apprehended  insurrection  in  a  State,  demanding  and  justifying  the  interposition 
of  the  military  force  of  the  United  States. 

In  regard  to  the  supply  of  arms  to  the  State,  it  is  taken  for  granted  by  me,  that, 
in  the  ordinary  course  of  its  administrative  action,  the  War  Department  had  deJiv- 
ercd  to  the  State  the  distributive  quantity  of  arms,  to  which  it  was  entitled  uuder 
standing  provisions  of  Acts  of  Congress. 

In  conclusion,  then,  permit  me  to  observe,  that,  without  presunnng  to  say  that 
there  may  not  be,  in  the  present  case,  some  act  of  moral  authority  competent  for 
you,  in  your  discretion,  to  perform,  still,  in  my  opinion,  the  circumstances  do  Dot 
afford  sufficient  legal  justification  for  acceding  to  the  actual  requests  of  the  Gover- 
iior  of  the  State  of  California.

REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS  THOMPSON  AND  FORMAX. 

The  undersigned,  deputed  by  virtue  of  your  letter  of  appointment  of  the  18th 
June  last,  "  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  California,  to  proceed  by  the  most  rapid 
means  to  the  City  of  Washington,  and  make  application  to  the  Pre^dent  of  the 
United  States  for  the  use  and  services  of  such  arms  and  ammunition,  together 
with  the  aid  of  the  naval  and  military  forces  of  the  United  States  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  Executive  of  the  State  in  the  suppression  of  the  (then)  existing- 
insurrection  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  have  the  honor  to  report,  That  in  pur- 
suance of  your  instructions,  they  sailed  from  San  Francisco  in  the  steamer  of  the 
20th  June,  and  proceeded  with  all  practicable  dispatch  to  the  city  of  Washington 
where  they  arrived  about  the  15th  of  the  following  mouth  of  July. 

They  lost  no  time  in  waiting  on  the  President,  and  laying  before  him  your 
communication  setting  fortii  the  unhdppy  and  alarming  state  of  affairs  existing 
•in  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  and  >oliciting  the  prompt  interposition  of  the  Fed- 
eral Government,  for  the  purpose  of  suppressing  the  insurrection  and  maintaining 
the  State  authorities  in  the  exercise  of  their  legitimate  functions.  They  did  not 
fail,  at  the  same  time,  anil  in  several  subsequent  interviews  with  the  President, 
to  urge  upon  that  functionary,  from  facts  in  their  own  knowledge,  the  alarming 
aspect  which  the  insurrectionary  movements  in  that  city  had  assumed,  and  the 
danger  which  was  to  be  apprehended,  in  addition  to  the  total  abrogation  of  the 
local  authorities,  of  the  entire  overthrow  oi  the  State  Government,  and  the  ulti- 
mate extinction  of  the  supremacy  of  the  Federal  Government  on  the  Pacilic 
coast.  These  considerations  did  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  received 
from  the  Federal  Executive  the  attention  which  their  importance  demanded. 
They  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  President  had  been  induced  by  the  misrep- 
resentations of  parties  actually  engaged  in  the  iusurrectiou,  or  those  who  sym- 
pathized with  them,  to  regard  the  matter  in  a  much  less  serious  light  than  was 
warranted  by  the  true  state  of  the  case,  and  that  the  treasonable  organization 
would,  by  a  voluntary  and  speedy  dissolution,  remove  all  grounds  of  appreheu- 
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Hon  on  that  score.  He,  however,  promptly,  on  the  receipt  of  jonr  commanica- 
tion,  referred  it  to  the  Attorney  General,  for  his  opinion  on  the  legal  and  con- 
Btitotional  questions  which  it  presented.  The  result  of  that  reference  yon  have 
already  received  in  the  commonication  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  nnder  date  of 
July  19th,  transmitting  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General,  and  the  decision 
of  the  President  on  the  subject. 

These  documents  would  have  been  forwarded  by  the  steamer  of  the  20th  July; 
but,  at  the  instance  of  the  undersigned,  they  were  withheld  until  after  the  arrival 
of  the  mail,  which  left  San  Francisco  on  the  5th  July.  That  arrival  bringing 
the  intelligence  that  the  insurgents  had  not  dispersed,  and  returned  to  their 
allegiance  to  the  laws,  as  it  was  represented  they  were  about  to  do;  but,  on  the 
contrary,  that  they  had  been  guilty  of  other  and  more  outrageous  acts  of  vio- 
lence and  bloodshed,  fully  justified  the  view  which  the  undersigned  had  taken  of 
the  subject,  and  went  very  far  to  disabuse  the  minds  of  the  President  and  his 
Cabinet  of  the  erroneous  impressions  they  had  received  in  relation  to  it.  While, 
therefore,  this  new  aspect  of  the  question  could  not  change  the  legal  conclusions 
to  which  the  President  had  arrived,  as  set  out  in  this  communication  above  re- 
ferred to,  it  nevertheless  led  to  the  issuing  of  stringent  orders  to  the  naval  and 
military  commanders  on  the  Pacific  coast,  which  would  have  rendered  effectual 
aid  to  the  State  Executive  in  its  efforts  to  suppress  the  insurrection,  had  not 
the  insorgeats,  by  a  timely  disbandment  and  dispersion,  superseded  the  necessity 
for  any  action  under  them. 

In  conclusion,  the  undersigned  would  remark,  that  although  they  may  have 
failed  in  accomplishing  immediately  the  purpose  of  their  mission,  in  consetjuence 
of  the  insufficiency  of  the  law  enacted  in  the  infancy  of  the  Republic  to  meet  a 
contingency  which  its  framers  could  never  have  anticipated,  we  have  the  satis- 
faction of  believing  that  it  contributed, in  no  unimportant  degree,  to  the  restora- 
tion of  order  in  the  infected  district.

received  satisfactory  information  that  the  causes  which  required  the  issuance  of  ther 
same,  no  longer  exist ',  therefore,  I  do  revc^  and  withdraw  said  proclamation.

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  QUARTERMASTER  GENERAL.  •

Sib  : — In  the  performance  of  your  duties  as  acting  paymaster,  and  the  issuancer 
of  certificates  to  such  persons  as  have  rendered  military  service  to  this  State  pend- 
ing the  insurrection  in  San  Francisco,  you  will  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of 
"  an  Act  concerning  the  organization  of  the  militia,  approved  April  25th,  1855  ;" 
also,  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  United  States,  so  far  as  the  same  apply  and 
are  recognized  in  the  Act  referred  to.  You  are  particularly  referred  to  section  22, 
of  said  Act.  Under  its  provisions  you  will  perceive  that  only  such  persons  as  aro 
called  into  service,  "  requiring  continued  service  for  the  space  of  more  than  one 
week,''  are  entitled  to  pay  from  the  State.  The  ooly  rule  that  can  be  established 
is,  to  issue  certificates  to  those  who  rendered  continued  service  to  the  State  more 
than  one  week.  Such  is  the  obvious  intent  and  purpose  of  the  law  ;  therefore,  tho 
mere  mustering  into  service  and  occasionally  drilling,  cannot  of  itself  constitute  a 
claim  for  compensation.  You,  of  course,  must  exercise  your  own  proper  judgment 
and  discrimination  in  these  matters  so  as  not  to  burthen  the  State  with  claims  that 
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UTS  not  ftilly  in  Aceordauee  with  fcbe  oonatructioe  Urns  given  to  the  law.    That  is  as 
far  as  I  am  williag  to  recognize  claims  for  military  service,  as  the  law  now  exists.

LETTER  IN  RELATION  TO  SWAMP  LANDS. 

General  Land  Office,  | 
May  9th,  1856.  \ 

To  His  Escellencj,  J.  Neely  Johnson, 

Governor  of  California,  Sacramento,  Cal. 

Sm  : — I  havo  the  honor  to  inclose  herewith  a  copy  of  a  letter  recently  received 
from  Charles  S.  Fair/Hz,  Esq.,  Regi^r  of  the  Land  Office  at  Marj^ville,  Califor* 
nia,  advising  me  of  the  coarse  of  action  now  being  pursned  by  county  agents  in 
portions  of  the  State  of  California,  relative  to  **  Swamp  and  Overflowed  Lands." 

Thib  letter  cx>itain8  the  first  intimation  received  at  this  office,  that  any  action 
was  bein^  taken  by  the  State  authorities  in  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  28th  Septem- 
ber, 1850,  and  I  would  respectfully  sngge^st  to  vour  Excellency  that  the  interests 
of  the  State  will  be  best  subserved,  andprivato  rights  be  better  protected,  by  some 
concert  of  action  between  the  State  autborities,  the  Surveyor-General,  and  this 
office,  in  the  matter. 

To  promote  this  harmonv  of  action,  I  would  suggest,  that,  before  perL^itting  the 
«ale  or  other  entry  of  any  lands  as  Swamp,  the  Government  should  be  advised  of 
the  selections,  in  order  that  such  information  may  be  had  as  will  prevent  innocent 
parties  being  allowed  to  acquire  rights  under  tho  General  Government,  which  being 
opposed  to  the  rights  of  those  claiming  under  the  State,  will  lead  to  endless  and 
tezatioas  litigation. 

This  suggestion  is  based  upon  experience  in  the  a^ustment  of  the  Swamp  and 
Overflowed  Land  question,  in  other  States,  and  is  deserving  of  your  most  serious 
consideration. 

It  is  highly  necessa^  that  I  should  thus  take  advantage  of  the  earliest  opportu- 
nity to  state  what  the  Government  understands  as  constituting  Swamp  and  Over- 
flowed Lands,"  within  tho  intent  and  meaning  of  the  Act  of  28th  September,  1850, 
and  on  this  point  I  would  remark,  that  the  law  itself  specifies  it  to  be  only  "  those 
fiwamp  and  Overflowed  Lands  rendered  thereby  unfit  for  cultivatioi:^.'' 

The  question  of  cultivation  has  been  carefully  examined,  and  we  have  long  since 
decided  that,  to  plaoe  the  land  without  the  purview  of  the  Act,  it  is  not  necessary 
for  the  cultivation  to  be  in  grain. 

It  was  not  the  design  of  Congress  to  grant  to  the  States  those  rich  prairie 
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meadows  where  crops  of  {^rass  may  be  cultivated  and  harvested,  «-haj  being 
regarded  as  much  a  staple  productioo  as  wheat  or  ooni. 

It  is  tme  there  is  difficulty  in  its  cultivation,  and  that  it  may  be  saooeasfully 
raised  and  harvested  where  grain  would  perish ;  yet,  the  fact  that  any  land  may  be 
cultivated  in  any  staple  production,  removes  it  from  the  operation  of  the  law, 
which  was  designed  to  grant  only  *such  lands  as,  in  their  natural  condition,  were 
**  unfit  for  cultivation  by  reason  of  Swamp  or  Overflow, — and  which,  io  be  made 
valuable,  would  need  the  artificial  aid  of  drains  or  embankments.'* 

I  should  be  happy  to  comumnicate  freely  with  you  upon  this  subject,  and  to 
establish  some  basis  for  the  adjustment  of  the  law,  by  means  of  which  we  may 
avoid  the  difficulties  that  have  been  encountered  elsewhere ;  and  I  should  esteem 
it  a  favor  to  be  furnished  with  copies  of  any  laws  passed  by  the  local  Legislature 
on  the  subject.

Palmer,  Cook  &  Co.  having 
failed  to  meet  the  payment  of  interest,  and  deeming  it  my  duty  to  protect  the  inter- 
est of  the  State  in  conformity  with  the  laws,  and  own  obligations,  consequently 
assumed  the  responsibility  of  placiog  sufficient  funds  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Wellrf, 
Fargo  &  Co. .  which  moneys,  I  am  creditably  informed  has  been  received  by  their 
house  in  New  York,  and  the  intercj^t  duly  paid.  I  would  also  represent  that 
Palmer,  Cook  &  Co.  have  not  refunded  the  amonnt  of  moneys  placed  in  their  hands, 
due  this  department,  and  that  in  consequence  thereof  nave  commenced  suit  against 
their  bondsmen,  which  is  being  prosecuted  with  all  due  promptness.  The  bonds 
beng  sufficient  and  ample,  I  am  satisfied  that  the  amount  due  the  State  will  b9 
promptly  paid  over  without  any  loss.

BILLS. 

Every  Bill  shall  be  introduced  by  giving  at  least  one  day's  notice,  or  by  leave  of 
two-thirds  of  the  House,  except  such  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  a  Committee,  in 
aooordance  with  a  rule  of  the  House. 

VII. 

Every  Bill  shall  receive  three  readings  previously  to  its  being  passed.  The 
Speaker  shall  give  notice  at  each  reading,  whether  it  be  the  first,  seoond,  or  third 
reading,  which  reading  shall  be  on  different  days,  unless  the  House  unanimously 
direct  otherwise.

Every 
such  decision  from  the  Chair  shall  be  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House  ;  but  no 
diacossion  of  a  question  of  order  shall  be  allowed  unless  an  appeal  be  taken  from 
the  decision  of  the  Chair.

When  two  or  moro  luembGra  rise  at  once,  the  Speaker  shall  name  the  member 
ivho  is  first  to  speak.

Every  member  when  he  speaks,  shall,  stand  in:*  in  his  place,  address,  "  Mr. 
Speaker,'*  and,  when  he  has  finished,  he  shall  sit  down.  No  member  shall  apeak 
more  than  twice  durino;  the  consideration  of  any  one  question,  on  the  same  day;

clusion of  others  who  have  not  spuken.

ber has  spoken,  or  other  business  has  intervened  after  the  words  spoken,  and  before 
exception  to  them  shall  have  been  taken. 

XL. 

Any  member  may  rise  to  explain  a  matter,  pcr?onal  to  himself,  with  leave  of  the 
Chair,  but  shall  not  discuss  a  question  in  such  explanation. 

XLI. 

If  a  question  pending  bo  lost  by  adjournment  of  the  House,  and  revived  on  the 
succeeding  day,  no  member  who  shall  have  spoken  on  the  preceding  day  shall  bo 
permitted  again  to  speak,  without  leave  of  two-thirds  of  the  House. 

XLII. 


MOTIONS,    ETC. 

No  motion  shall  be  debated,  until  the  same  be  seconded  and  distinctly  announced 
by  the  Speaker ;  and  it  fchall  be  reduced  to  writing  if  desired  by  the  Speaker  or 
any  member,  and  be  read  by  the  Clerk  before  the  same  shall  be  debated.  A  mo- 
tion may  be  withdrawn  at  any  lime  before  amendment  or  decision. 

XLIII. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  or  fix  the  time  to  which  the  House  will  adjourn,  shall  al- 
ways be  in  order,  and  be  decided  without  debate.  The  Clerk  shall  enter  on  the 
Journals  the  name  of  any  member  moving  an  adjournment  and  also  the  hour  at 
which  the  motion  was  made. 
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XLIV. 

TVhen  a  question  is  under  debate  or  before  the  TIouso  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived but  to  adjourn;  to  lie  on  the  table;  for  the  previous  question;  to  postpone 
to  a  day  certain;  to  commit  or  amend;  to  postpone  indefinitely;  which  several 
motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named,  but  the  first 
three  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  And  no  motion  to  postpone  to  a  day 
certain,  to  commit,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely,  being  decided,  shall  again  be  al- 
lowed on  tho  same  day  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  proceedings.  A  motion  to 
strike  out  the  enacting  clause  of  a  bill  or  resolution  shall  have  precedence  of  a 
motion  to  amend,  and  if  earned  shall  be  connidered  equivalent  to  its  rejection. 


XLV. 

The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form  :  "  Shall  tho  main  question  be  now 
put  ?"  and  its  effect  when  sustained  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present  shall 
be  to  put  an  end  to  all  debate  and  bring  the  House  to  a  vote  on  the  question  or 
questions  before  it. 

XLVI. 

All  incidental  questions  of  order,  arising  after  a  motion  is  made  for  the  pre- 
vious question,  and  pending  such,  shall  be  decided,  (whether  on  appeal  or  other- 
wise,^ without  debate. 

XLYII. 
The  previous  question  shall  only  be  put  when  demanded  by  three  members. 

XLYIII. 

When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  tho  same  shall  not  again  bo  introduced 
during  the  session. 

XLIX. 

Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question,  which  shall  be  divided  if  it 
comprehend  propositions  in  substance  so  distinct  that  one  being  taken  away  a  sub- 
stantive proposition  shall  remain  for  thf'^  decibion  of  the  House.  A  motion  to  strike 
oat  being  lost  shall  preclude  neither  amendment  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  in- 
sert. 


No  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  diflercnt  from  that  under  consideration 
shall  be  admitted  as  an  amendment.  No  bill  or  resolution  shall  at  any  time  be 
amended  by  annexing  thereto  or  incorporating  therewith  any  other  bill  or  rcsolu* 
tion  pending  before  the  House. 
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LI. 

A  proposition  to  print  an  extra  number  of  any  documents  or  other  matter  ehall 
lie  on  the  table  one  day  for  consideration,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  unanimoas 
consent  of  the  House. 

LII. 

No  bill  or  other  matter  shall  be  printed  without  first  being  specially  ordered  by 
the  House,  and  the  Serjeant-at-Arms  shall  be  required  to  certify  to  the  reception 
by  the  House  of  all  such  printed  matter,  and  the  quantity  before  payment  shall  be 
made  or  bills  audited. 

LHl. 

Maps  accompanying  documents,  shall  not  be  printed  under  the  general  order  to 
print,  without  the  special  direction  of  the  House. 

LIV. 
In  filling  up  blanks,  the  least  sum  and  shortest  time  shall  be  first  put. 

LV. 
All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

LVI. 

When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  except  petitions,  and  the  same  is  ob- 
jected to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  House,  without 
debate. 

LVII. 

When  a  question  on  a  motion,  or  on  the  final  reading  or  passage  of  a  bill  or  reso- 
lution, shall  have  been  decided  in  the  affirmative  or  in  the  negative,  it  shall  be  in 
order  for  any  member  of  the  majority,  to  move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof,  on 
the  same  day,  or  by  giving  notice  of  such  intention,  on  the  succeeding  day ;  and 
after  such  notice  being  given,  it  shall  not  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  move  a 
reconsideration  on  the  day  on  which  such  motion  or  question  shall  have  been  de- 
cided ;  and  such  motion  shall  take  precedence  of  all  other  questions,  except  a 
motion  to  adjourn. 

LYIII. 

In  all  cases  of  election  by  the  House,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  viva  voce, 

LIX. 

The  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  taken  when  called  for  by  throe  members  present, 
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tmi  every  member  within  tho  bar  of  the  House,  when  his  name  ia  called  sha11» 
(aoless  for  special  reasons  he  be  excascd,)  declare  openly  and  without  debate,  his 
vote.  In  taking  the  ayes  and  noes,  and  npon  call  of  the  House,  the  names  of  the 
members  shall  be  taken  alphabetically,  and  the  Clerk  shall  enter  on  the  journal 
the  names  of  those  demanding  the  ayes  and  noes, 

LX. 

No  member  or  other  person  shall  remain  by  the  Clerk's  table  while  the  ayes  and 
Boes  are  being  called,  or  while  the  votes  are  being  counted. 

LXI. 

No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  result  of  which  he  is  personally 
interested  or  involved. 

XLIL 

Upon  a  division  and  count  of  the  House  on  any  question,  no  person  without  the 
lor  shall  be  counted. 

XLIIL 

No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  explain  his  vote,  or  discuss  the  question,  while 
the  ayes  and  noes  are  being  called ;  and  no  member  shall  be  allowed  to  change  his 
Tote  after  the  vote  is  announced  from  the  Chair. 

LXIV. 

CALL  OF  HOUSE. 

Upon  a  call  of  the  Hou^e,  the  names  of  the  members  shall  be  called  over  by  the 
Clerk,  and  the  absentees  noted ;  after  which,  the  names  of  the  absentees  shall  again 
be  called  over.  The  doors  shall  then  be  shut,  and  those  for  whom  no  excuse,  or 
iBSufBcient  excuses  are  made,  may,  by  order  of  those  present,  be  taken  into  custody 
as  they  appear,  or  may  be  sent  for  and  taken  into  custody  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms, 
wherever  to  be  found,  or  by  special  messenger,  to  bo  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

LXV. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  House  shall  be  rescinded  or  changed  without  a 
vote  of  two-thirda  and  one  day's  notice  being  given  of  the  motion  therefore  ;  but 
a  rule  or  order  may  be  suspended  temporarily,  by  a  vote  of  two^thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present. 

LXVI. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House  without  the  leave 
lla 
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of  the  House,  except  in  case  of  sickness ;  and  if  any  member  <»•  officer  of  the  House 
absent  himself  witbont  leave,  bis  per  diem  shall  not  be  allowed  him  ;  bnt  no  mem^ 
ber  shall  obtain  leave  of  absenoe,  or  be  excused,  without  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
House. 

LXVII. 

No  persons,  except  Senators,  State  Officers  and  Ladies,  shall  be  admitted  within 
the  Bar  of  the  House,  except  by  special  invitation  on  the  part  of  some  member  ', 
but  a  majority  may  authorise  the  Speaker  to  have  the  House  cleared  of  all  such 
persons. 

LXVIIL 

No  smoking  shaU  be  allowed  within  the  Assembly  Chamber  during  the  session 
of  the  House. 

LXIX. 

The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  contained  in  Jefferson's  Manual,  shall  gov- 
ern the  House  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which  they  are  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Standing  Bules  and  Orders  of  the  House,  and  the  Joint  Rules 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Assembly. 

LXX. 

The  Assembly  Room  shall  not  be  used  for  any  public  or  private  business  other 
than  Legislative,  except  by  permission  of  the  House. 

LXXI. 

Witnesses  summoned  to  appear  before  the  House,  or  any  of  its  committees  shall 
be  paid  as  follows :  For  each  day  a  witness  shall  attend,  the  sum  of  two  dollars. 
For  each  mile  he  shall  travel  in  coming  to  and  going  from  the  place  of  examina- 
tion, ihe  sum  of  twenty-five  cents ;  but  nothing  shall  be  paid  for  traveling  homOt 
when  the  witness  has  been  summoned  at  the  place  of  trial.  No  mileage  shall  be 
paid  except  where  the  witness  has  actually  travelled  for  the  purpose  of  giving  testi- 
mony. 

LXXII. 

It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  or  members  to  protest  against  the  action  of 
the  House,  and  have  such  protest  entered  upon  the  minutes. 

LXXIIL 

AH  bills  reported  to  the  House  by  either  Standing  or  Special  Committees,  after 
receiving  their  second  readings,  shaU  be  placed  upon  a  general  file  to  be  kept  hj 
the  Clerk,  and  no  bill  shall  be  considered  by  the  House  until  the  regular  order  oF 
business  shall  have  been  gone  through,  and  then  bills  shall  be  taken  from  the  gen* 
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«Tal  file  and  acted  upon  in  \he  order  in  which  they  were  reported  unless  otherwise 
«peciallj  ordered  by  the  House.  The  Clerk  shall  post  in  a  conf^picaons  place  in 
the  Chamber  a  daily  statement  of  the  bills  on  the  general  file,  setting  forth  tho 
order  in  which  they  are  filed,  and  specifying  the  alterations  arising  from  the  dispo- 
sal of  business  each  day. 


JOINT  RULES  AND  OBDEES  OF  THE  SENATE  AND  ASSEMBLY.

In  evevy  case  of  an  amendment  of  a  bill  agreed  to  in  one  House,  and  dissented 
to  in  the  other,  if  either  House  shall  request  a  conference,  and  appoint  a  committee 
to  confer,  such  committee  shall,  at  a  convenient  hour  to  be  agreed  on  by  their 
Chairman,  meet  in  their  conference  chamber  and  state  to  each,  verbally  or  in  writ- 
ing, as  either  shall  choose,  the  reasons  of  their  respective  Houses  for  and  against 
the  amendment,  and  confer  freely  thereon. 

n. 

When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  either  House,  it  shall  be  announced  at  the 
door  by  the  Dooiveeper,  and  shall  be  respectfully  communicated  to  the  Chair  by 
the  person  by  wliom  it  may  be  sent. 

in. 

Hessaffes  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary,  Clerk,  or  by  such  persons  as  a  sense 
of  propriety  in  «ach  House  may  determine  to  be  proper. 

IV. 

While  bills  aro  on  their  passage  between  the  two  Houses,  they  shall  be  on  paper 
and  under  the  signature  of  the  Secretaiy  or  Clerk  of  each  House  respectively. 


After  a  bill  shall  have  pa&sed  both  Houses,  it  shaU  be  duly  enrolled  by  the 
Clerk  <^  the  Assembly,  or  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  as  the  bill  mav  have 
originated  in  the  one  or  the  other  House  before  it  shall  be  presented  to  tho  Gover- 
nor of  the  State. 

VL 

When  bills  are  enrolled  they  shall  be  examined  jointly  by  the  Enrollini^  Com- 
mittees  of  the  Senate  and  the  Assembly,  appointed  as  Standing  Conunittees  for 
that  purpose,  who  shall  carefully  compare  the  enrollment  with  the  engrossed  bill  as 
passed  in  the  two  Houses,  and  correcting  any  errors  that  ms^  be  discovered  in  the 
enrolled  bills,  make  their  report,  forthwith  to  their  respective  Houses. 

VII. 

After  examination  and  report,  each  bill  shall  bo  signed  in  the  respecdve  Hotises, 
first  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  then  by  the  President  of  the  Senate. 
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Tin. 

After  a  bill  shall  have  thus  been  signed  in  each  House,  it  shall  be  presented  by 
the  said  Committee  to  the  Governor  of  the  State,  for  his  approval,  (it  being  first 
indorsed  on  the  back  of  the  roll,  certifying  in  which  House  the  same  originated 
which  indorsement  shall  be  signed  by  the  Secretary  or  Clerk,  as  the  case  may  be, 
of  the  House  in  which  the  same  originated,)  and  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journals 
of  each  House.  The  said  Committee  shall  report  the  day  of  presentation  to  the 
Governor,  which  time  shall  also  be  carefully  entered  on  the  Journals  of  each 
House. 

IX. 

All  orders,  resolutions  and  votes,  which  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Governor  of 
the  State  for  his  approbation,  shall  also,  in  the  same  manner,  be  previously  enrol- 
led, examined  and  signed,  and  shall  be  presented  in  the  same  manner,  and  by  the 
same  committee,  as  provided  in  the  case  of  bills. 


When  the  Senate  and  Assembly  shall  judge  it  proper  to  make  a  joint  address  to 
the  Governor,  it  shall  be  presented  to  him  in  his  Audience  Chamber,  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate,  in  the  presence  of  the  Speaker  and  both  Houses. 

XI. 

When  a  Bill  or  Eesolution  which  shall  have  passed  in  one  House  is  rejected  by 
the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  House  in  which  the  same  shall  have 


xn. 

When  a  Bill  or  Resolution  which  has  been  passed  in  one  Honse  shall  be  rejected 
in  the  other,  it  shall  not  be  brought  in  during  the  same  session  without  a  notice  of 
five  days,  and  leave  of  two-thirds  of  that  House  in  which  it  shall  be  renewed. 

XIII. 

Each  House  shall  transmit  to  the  other  papers  on  which  any  Bill  or  B.e5olution 
shall  be  founded. 

XIV. 

After  each  House  shall  have  once  adhered  to  their  disagreement,  a  Bill  or  Res- 
olution  shall  be  lost. 

XV. 

No  Bill  or  Besolution  that  shall  have  passed  the  Assembly  and  Senate  shall  bo 
presented  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval  on  the  last  day  of' the  session. 
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XVI. 

No  approprxatioDS  of  monc^y,  for  any  purpose  whatever,  shall  be  made,  except 
byBiU. 

XVII. 

Each  House  may  order  the  printing  of  bills  introduced,  and  reports  of  its  own 
committees,  but  no  other  printing  shall  be  ordered  except  by  a  concurrent  resolu- 
tion passed  by  both  Houses. 

XVIII. 

There  shall  be  a  Joint  Standing  Committee  of  three  from  each  House  who 
shall  examine  all  matter  proposed  to  be  printed  by  concurrent  order,  and  shall, 
report  what  part  of  such  matter  it  is  needful  to  print. 

XIX. 

No  spirituous  liquors  shall  be  offered  for  salo  or  exhibited  within  the  Capital  or 
public  grounds  adjacent  thereto. 


The  House  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  Mr.  Moore  in  the 
chair. 

The  Eules  reported,  were  considered  and  amended. 

The  Committee  then  rose,  reported,  and  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  Kulcs 
and  were  discharged. 

The  amendment  was  concurred  in,  and  the  Rules  adopted. 

The  House  took  a  recess  of  ten  minutes. 

After  tho  expiration  of  ten  minutes  the  House  re-assembled,  and  the  Clerk  was 
directed  to  inform  the  Senate  that  the  House  was  now  ready  to  meet  the  Senate  in 
Joint  Convention. 

The  Sergeant-at-Arms  announced  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Senate. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  following  members  were  absent:

The  President  of  the  Senate  appointed  Mr.  MandeviUe  on  the  part  of  the  Senate, 
and  the  Speaker  appointed  Mr.  Moore  on  the  part  of  the  House,  as  Tellen. 
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Mr.  Merritt,  of  the  Senate,  offered  the  foliowing  resolation: 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  be  instmoted  to  request  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  to  transmit  to  this  Convention  the  original  returns  of  the  votes  mado 
to  his  office,  for,  and  against  the  Proposed  Amendments  to  the  Constitution. 

Adopted. 

The  Secretary  of  State  transmitted  the  returns  from  the  several  Districts  to  the 
Convention. 

Mr.  Ashley  of  the  Senate  moved  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  open  the 
returns,  and  the  Speaker  announce  them.

Mr.  Harrison  introdnoed  a  joint  resolution  relating  to  establishing  a  tri-wcekly 
mail  oommunioation  directly  between  San  Francisco  and  the  town  of  Petaluma,  in 
the  County  of  Sonoma,  and  from  the  latter  place  at  least  a  weekly  mail  via  Santa 
Rosa,  Russian  River,  Ukiah,  Albion  and  Mendocino  Mills  to  Humboldt  and 
Trinity, 

Read  first  and  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Federal  Relations. 
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The  Chair  anDOUDoed  as  Joint  Committee  on  part  of  the  Hoaae  to  Tint  the  la- 
sane  Asylum,  Messrs.  Hamm,  Miles  of  Sierra,  and  Moore. 

The  Honse  resolved  itself  into  Committee  of  the  Whole.* 

Mr.  Moore  in  the  chair. 

Considered,  rose  and  reported  back  the  Qovernor's  measage  with  the  following 
resolution: 

Resolved,  That  so  mnch  of  the  Oovemor's  Message  as  relates  to  "  amendments 
of  the  Constitution'*  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary;  that  portion 
whiuh  refers  to  ''Finance  and  the  War  Debt"  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means;  and  that  which  refers  to  "Swamp  and  School  Lands''  to  the  Committee 
OD  Public  Lands. 

Go  motion,  the  committee  was  discharged  and  the  resolution  adopted. 

Mr.  Hall  made  the  following  majority  report  from  the  Judiciary  Commit«;ee: 

Mr,  SpecJcer: 

The  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Assembly  resolution 
in  relation  to  the  election  of  Trutstees  and  Physicians  to  the  Insane  Asylum  at 
Stockton,  respectfully  report: 

The  Committee  have  given  the  subject  that  careful  investigation  demanded  by 
its  importance,  and  have  arrived  at  u  conclusion  favorable  to  the  adoption  of  the 
resolution,  after  a  full  and  considerate  examination  of  the  Constitution  and  laws, 
as  well  as  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  which  give  a  clear  and  satisfactory 
solution  of  the  only  legal  question  which  is  embraced  in  the  resolution. 

It  has  been  our  object  to  ascertain  whether  there  is  such  a  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  Physician  to  the  Asylum  as  will  authorise  legislative  action  as  well  as  the  mode 
prescribed  by  law,  if  any,  by  which  such  vacancies  may  bo  filled.  Section  12  of 
the  Act  of  1853,  "  to  establish  a  State  Insane  Asylum,  provides  that  "  if  any  va- 
cancy shall  occur  in  tho  office  of  Resident  or  Assistant  Physician,  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  teim  by  appointment  of  the  Governor."  By  vir- 
tue of  this  section  the  Governor  commissioned  the  present  Resident  Physician  to 
succeed  Dr.  Reid  for  the  full  term  of  two  years. 

We  give  the  following  reasons  why  the  action  of  the  Governor  is  illegal,  and 
to  show  that  such  a  vacancy  now  exists,  according  to  the  intendments  of  the 
law,  as  requires  to  be  filled  in  the  manner  contemplated  by  the  resolution.  It  is 
not  a  part  of  our  inquiry  to  ascertain  the  validity  of  the  arguments  advanced  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  *'The  People  vs.  Reid,"  by  which  the 
Sapreme  Judicial  tribunal  decided  that  the  defendant  held  the  office  of  Resident 
Physician  to  the  Asylum  as  a  '*  mere  locum  tenens^*'  and  sustained  the  present . 
appointee  of  the  Governor. 

This  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  is  based  upon  section  6  of  Art.  11,  and 
sec  8  of  Art.  5  of  the  Constitution,  and  goes  no  further  than  to  endorse  the 
mode  of  appointment  by  which  the  present  incumbent  was  commissioned.  In 
fact  if  any  opinion  can  be  adduced  from  a  rather  loose  and  vague  exposition  of 
the  Constitution  this  decision  is  expressly  adverse  to  the  present  incumbent,  and 
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fayora  the  opinion  that  while  the  appointment  was  made  in  the  manner  provided 
by  law,  the  term  of  office  necessarily  expires  with  the  present  session  of  the 
Legislature. 

A  strict  and  reasonable  interpretation  of  section  8,  Art.  5  of  the  Constitution 
makes  this  conclusion  inevitable.  The  section  reads  :  '^Wben  any  office  shall 
from  any  cause  become  vacant,  and  no  mode  be  provided  by  the  Constitution  and 
Laws  for  filling  such  vacancy  the  Governor  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancy 
by  granting  a  commission,  which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  session  of 
the  Legislature,  or  at  the  next  election  by  the  people." 

Now,  the  statute  of  '53,  under  which  the  Governor  acted  prescribed  the  mode 
of  filling  the  vacancy  to  be  by  appoiptment  of  the  Governor — so  far  the  action 
of  the  Governor  was  legal  and  proper,  but  his  error  was  in  commissioning  the 
officer  for  a  full  term  of  two  years.  The  article  of  the  Constitution  is  too  plain 
to  admit  of  doubt  or  variety  of  opinion,  and  clearly  sustains  the  reasoning  that 
the  commission  of  the  present  Resident  Physician  must  expire  at  the  end  of  the 
present  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  that  such  a  vacancy  exists  in  contempla- 
tion as  warrants  the  adoption  of  the  resolution. 

It  has  been  argued  that  the  words  ''unexpired  term"  necessarily  make  the 
commission  run  for  two  years,  the  term  prescribed  by  law.  We  answer  to  this, 
that  there  was  a  vacancy  at  the  time  of  the  date  of  the  commission — that  Dr. 
Reid  held  the  office  as  a  locum  tenens — that  no  person  had  been  commissioned 
for  this  term,  and  therefore  no  such  vacancy  could  have  existed  as  authorized  the 
Governor  to  fill  for  an  unexpired  term — in  a  word,  no  term  having  been  begun.

Mr.  McKune  made  the  following  minority  report  from  the  Judiciary  Committee: 

Mr.  Speaker : 

This  minority  report  from  the  Judiciary  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
Assembly  resolution,  in  relation  to  the  election  of  Trustee?  and  Physicians  to  the 
Stockton  Insane  Asylum,  reppectfully  represent  that  the  undersigned  has  exam- 
ined the  snbjeet  with  such  cure  as  the  limited  time  allowed  would  permit,  with  a 
view  to  ascertain  whether  any  vacancies  will  exist  in  such  offices  at  the  close  of  the 
present  session  of  this  Legislature,  under  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State. 

The  constitutional  provisions  touching  the  matters  involved  in  this  inquiry,  are 
contained  in  section  8,  article  6,  wherein  it  is  provided  "  when  any  office  shall, 
from  any  cause,  become  vacant,  a?id  no  mode  is  provided  in  the  constitution  and 
laws  for  filling  such  vacancy,  the  Governor  shall  have  power  to  fill  snch  vacancy, 
by  granting  a  commission,  which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the 
Legislature,  or  at  the  next  election  by  the  people;"  and  in  section  6  of  article  11, 
wherein  it  is  provided  that  "  all  officers  whose  election  or  appointment  is  not  pro- 
vided for  by  the  constitution,  and  all  officers  whose  offices  may  hereafter  be  cre- 
ated by  law,  shall  be  elected  by  the  people  or  appointed,  as  the  Legislature  may 
direct."  May  17th,  1853,  the  Legislature  passed  an  Act  '*  to  establish  an  Asy- 
lum for  the  Insane,  at  Stockton."

The  adiDioistration  of  snch  Anyliiin  was  oon6ded  to  a  Board  of  Trustees,  five 
in  namber,  to  be  cbosen  by  the  Legisiatare,  and  by  the  terms  of  the  Act,  the 
Legislature  was  required  to  elect  a  Resideot  Physician  and  an  Assistant  Physician, 
and  their  terms  of  office  were  fixed  at  two  years. 

By  the  regular  course  of  law  the  Physicians  and  Trustees  should  have  been 
elected  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  fiut  no  such  election  took  place. 
The  Physician  and  Trustees  elected  in   1854,  held  over,  and  the  Governor  ap* 

pointed  and  commissioned  ■         — ,   Resident  Physician,   and  as 

assistant. 

A  snit  was  brought  at  the  instance  of  snch  iippointee,  soon  after  their  appoint- 
ment, against  Robert  K.  Reid,  the  Resident  Physician  holding  over,  to  oust  him 
from  his  office,  and  to  admit  and  install  said  Langdon  therein,  and  the  Supreme 
Court  ousted  the  former  Physician  and  held  that  the  appointments  by  the  Governor 
were  valid. 

A  motion  is  now  made  for  the  passage  of  a  joint  resolution,  calling  together  a 
Joint  Convention  to  elect  Physicians  and  Trustees  on  the  hypothesis  that  a  vaoanoy 
will  exist  in  those  offices  at  the  close  of  the  session  of  this  Legislature.  Will  such 
a  vacancy  exist?  This,  it  is  evident,  will  depend  upon  the  construction  to  be 
giren  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  under  which  such  officers  hold. 
^  We  lay  down  this  proposition  under  Section  eight,  article  five  of  the  Constitu- 
doD,  that  a  statute  may  provide  a  mode  for  filling  a  vacancy  in  any  office  where  the 
Constitution  does  not  make  such  provision;  otherwise  the  words  **  and  laws  "  used 
io  the  artiele  would  have  no  operation.  Those  words  evidently  mean  that  the  law- 
making power  may  provide  a  mode  for  filling  such  office. 

If  the  appointment  made  by  the  Governor  dependjd  upon  such  article  of  the 
Constitution,  (Sec.  5,  Art.  8,)  then  evidently,  if  the  election  were  by  the  Lcffis- 
lature,  he  could  only  fill  such  office  till  the  close  of  the  session  of  this  body.  But 
the  power  of  the  Governor  to  appoint  Physician  and  Trustees  for  the  Insane  Asy- 
lum is  derived  not  from  the  Constitution,  but  from  the  act  creating  the  Asylum. 
Section  twelve  of  that  act,  provides  that  "  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office 
of  Resident  or  Assistant  Physician,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  for  the  nnezpired 
term  by  appointment  of  the  Governor."  By  the  act,  a  term  is  fixed  at  two  years, 
and  the  mode  of  filling  any  vacancy  is  prescribed  by  law.  Now  unless  this  clause 
in  the  act  be  unconstitutional,  it  is  binding  and  must  be  obeyed. 

The  offices  in  controversy  are  not  created  by  the  Constitution,  they  are  the  crea- 
tions of  the  statute.  The  rights,  powers  and  duties  of  Physicians,  all  are  de- 
fined by  statute;  and  the  Constitution,  (Sec.  6,  Art.  11,)  has  provided  for  such 
cases,  that  when  the  office  is  not  a  constitutional  one  the  same  shall  be  filled  by 
"  election  by  the  people  or  by  appointment,  as  the  Legislature  may  direct." 

In  this  matter,  the  Legislature  has  directed  that  the  terms  of  Physicians  shall  be 
two  years  in  duration,  and  when  a  vacancy  shall  occur,  that  the  Governor  shall  ap- 
point for  the  unexpired  term, — thus  by  the  plain  letter  of  the  Constitution 
and  statute.     But  we  are  not  left  wholly  to  such  lights  for  our  guidance. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  had  this  matter  before  them  in  the  case  of  ''  The  People 
vs,  Reid."  The  defendant  refused  to  surrender  the  office  of  Resident  Physician 
of  the  Asylnm  to  the  appointee  of  the  Governor.  • 

The  Legislature  had  failed  to  elect  at  a  proper  time.  If  they  had  elected  it  is 
evident  that  the  person  elected  would  have  held  his  office  for  the  term  of  two 
years — constituting  one  entire  term  of  office.  The  Supreme  Court  decided  that 
a  vacancy  did  exist,  and  that  the  Governor's  appointment  was  valid  The  ap- 
pointment by  the  Governor  was  for  the  unexpired  term  in  the  terms  of  the  law, 
not  for  a  part  of  the  term,  nor  until  the  close  of  the  session  of  the  Legislature 
then  next  ensuing. 

The  decision  referred  to  fally  sustains  these  views;  and  it  is  difficult  to  see

bow  the  Snpreme  Coart,  withoat  overniliDg  their  decision  io  '^Tfae  People  vs. 
Keid,"  coald  hold  an  election  at  this  time  valid.  The  law  is  radically  wrong. 
The  appointing  power  is  too  extensive,  and  as  it  now  stands  defeats  the  right  to 
elect;  and  we  recororoeud  ao  amendment  which  will  give  the  power  to  the  Liegis- 
latore  to  elect,  and  which  will  confine  the  appointing  power  to  a  term  not  ex* 
tending  beyond  the  session  of  tlfe  Legislature  next  after  the  exercise  of  the  ap- 
pointing power. 

Bot  while  the  law  remains  unaltered,  we  hold  that  the  Legislatare  having 
failed  to  elect  at  a  proper  time,  the  law  has  cast  the  duty  of  filling  the  office 
upon  the  Governor,  and  that  ^ucb  appointment  has  the  same  effect  as  to  the 
residue  of  the  term  as  though  the  Legislature  had  elected.

Mr.  Speaker: 

The  Engrosssing  Committee  ha^e  examined  and  found  correctly  engrossed  As- 
sembly Bill  No.  1,  an  Act  relative  to  appropriating  money* for  postage  and  ex- 
press purpoees  during  the  present  session  of.  the  Legislature.

On  motion,  Assembly  Bill  No.  1,  an  Act  relative  to  appropriating  money  for 
postage  and  express  purposes  during  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature,  waa 
read  a  third  time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Hall  gave  notice  that  he  would  at  an  early  day  introduce  a  bill  for  an  Act 
to  amend  an  act  entitled  ''an  Act  prescribing  the  mode  of  appointing  auctioneers 
and  defining  their  duties,"  passed  April  22,  1850. 

The  following  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education: 


Sixth  Ann:tal  Report  op  the  Superintendent  op  Public  Instruction. 

To  the  Senate  and  Assembly  of  the  State  of  California  : 

The  framers  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California,  in  following  the  na- 
tional behest  of  the  country,  made  liberal  and  careful  provision  for  the  education  of 
her  citizens.  They  reouired  the  Legislature  to  ''  encourage  by  all  suitable  means, 
the  promotion  of  intellectual,  scientific,  moral  and  agricultural  improvement." 
To  accomplish  this,  they  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  representatives  of  the  people, 

First.  Five  hundred  thousand  acres  of  public  lands,  granted  by  Congress  for 
parposes  of  internal  improvement,  but  diverted  by  the  Constitution  to  tne  use  of 
schools. 

Second*  All  escheated  estates. 

Third.  The  sixteenth  and  thirty-sixth  sections  of  public  lands  subsequently 
granted  by  Congress,  being  the  one  eighteenth  portion  of  all  the  soil  of  California, 
in  yaloe  not  less  than  six  millions  of  dollars,  if  realized  within  a  reasonable  time. 
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These  are  devoted  as  a  perpetual  fund,  to  be  "  iaviolablj  appropriated  to  the  snp- 
port  of  comtnoD  schools  throughout  the  State.*' 

Fourth.  Lands  granted  by  Congress  for  the  use  of  a  University,  with  the 
directory  provision  that  "  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislatare,  as  soon  as  may 
be,  to  provide  effectual  means  tor  the  improvement  and  permanent  security  of  the 
funds  of  said  University." 

We  are  pow  in  the  eighth  year  since  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution,  and  we 
may  profitably,  perhaps,  take  a  brief  review  of  the  fulfilment  of  its  provision  in 
respect  to  edncation. 

At  the  first  session  of  the  Legislature,  after  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution, 
(1850)  provision  was  made  for  the  election  of  a  Superintendent  by  the  people. 
At  the  second  session,  (1851 )  an  Act  was  passed  in  relation  to  Common  Schools, 
which  contained  provisions  for  the  government  to  procure  a  survey  of  the  school 
lands,  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable — that  it  should  be  the  duty  of  the  Sor* 
veyor  employed  to  lay  off  all  the  school  lands  in  the  agricultural  regions  into 
lots  not  exceeding  80,  nor  less  than  40  acres,  with  provision  for  city  lots,  Ac. — 
that  the  Surveyor  sBall  furnish  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  with  a 
schedule  of  his  survey,  and  deposit  a  similar  copy  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State.  And  that  all  or  any  portion  of  the  school  lands  within  any  county  may  be 
sold  at  anction  to  the  highest  bidder,  upon  an  order  from  the  Court  of  Sessions, 
upon  an  order  from  the  Court  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  for  that 
purpose.  That  the  order  shall  be  preceded  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  legal  voters 
of  such  county  in  favor  of  the  sale  at  the  annual  county  election. 

The  proceeds  were  diiected  to  be  paid  to  the  County  Treasurer,  and  by  him  to 
the  State  Treasurer,  and  be  credited  to  the  State  School  Fund.  This  Act  applied, 
then,  to  the  donation  of  500,000  acres  only,  and  not  to  subsequent  donations  made 
by  Congress;  and  under  this  Act  no  survey  or  sale  was  made. 

The  Act  was  repealed  by  the  session  of  1852,  and  the  now  existing  provii^iona 
for  the  sale  of  503,000  acres  enacted;  resulting  in  the  sale  by  School  Land  War- 
rants  of  233,120  acres,  producing  the  existing  fund  of  $466,'240,  received  from 
that  source  up  to  the  present  time,  upon  which  is  semi-annually  drawn  three  and 
a-half  per  centum  of  interest,  and  disbursed  to  the  schools  of  the  State.  By  this 
latter  Act,  the  Superintendent  was  divested  of  all  power  in  the  premises. 

No  apportionment  of  the  School  Fund  was  authorized  till  the  1st  of  January,  1 854, 
when  I  distributed  to  fifty  one  schools  57  teachers  and  10,953  pupils  resident, 
$53,511  11.  The  session  of  1854,  provided  that  one-fourth  of  the  net  receipts 
into  the  State  Treasury  from  poll  tax,  be  placed  in  the  Common  School  Fund. 
This,  with  the  interest  above  named,  now  constitutes  the  only  revenue  of  any  im- 
portance to  the  State  School  Fund. 

On  the  first  of  January,  1855,  there  was  paid  from  the  State  Treasury 
$38,087  62,  on  the  first  of  July,  1855,  and  first  of  January,  1856,  $52,827  81; 
and  on  the  first  of  July,  1856,  and  first  of  January,  1857,  $83,106  17;  making 
a  total  of  $227,532  71  paid  from  the  State  Treasury  for  the  support  of  tho  schools 
of  the  State  during  my  term  of  office. 

A  grave  question  arises,  under  the  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  whether 
all  the  State  scrip  or  Controller's  warrants  received  as  provided  by  the  act  of  1852 
for  School  Land  Warrants,  have  that  value  as  a  State  indebtedness,  that  is  pre- 
sented on  their  face.  That  most  of  them  were  legally  issued,  there  can  be  little 
question ;  but  as  they  are  required  to  take  the  character  of  the  bonds  of  the  civil 
funded  debt  of  the  State,  issued  without  other  scrutiny  of  value  than  that  apparent 
on  the  face  of  the  warrant,  it  appears  to  me  that  if  the  Legislature  fail  to  provide 
means  of  such  a  character  as  will  meet  the  approval  of  the  people,  to  change  the 
existing  equitable  into  a  constitutional  Indebtedness  of  the  State,  that  this  School 
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Fund,  though  provided  by  the  Oonstitation  to  be  inviolate,  will  be  serloasl j  jcop- 
ftrdixed  if  not  totally  lost. 

The  prudent  and  economical  disposition  of  Legislative  aotion,  and  a  jast  and 
proud  contempt  of  the  charge  of  repudiation,  upon  the  most  enterprising  people  of 
the  globe,  forbid  the  anticipation  of  any  such  calamity  to  the  schools. 

The  act  of  the  session  of  1855,  in  respect  to  school  lands,  has  been  thus  far  but 
a  dead  letter,  and  requires  material  amendment  if  not  entire  change.  It  is  totally 
short  of  the  necessities  of  the  case.  In  a  circular  to  County  Superintendents,  iis- 
sned  on  the  first  of  July  last,  I  remarked:  **  It  is  important,  where  the  United 
States  surveys  permit  it,  to  register  the  school  lands  within  and  belonging  to  your 
eonnty,  their  situation  and  probable  value,  bearing  in  mind  that  where  the  I6ih  or 
Sikh  sections  of  each  township  of  thirty-six  sections,  or  either  of  them,  was  settled 
upon  before  United  States  survey,  that  we  are  entitled  to  select  instead  of  them, 
from  any  unappropriated  lands  within  the  land  district.  The  act  of  Congress  doed 
not  confine  us  to  the  township  or  adjoining  township,  as  provided  by  the  act  of  our 
Legiilature.  Where  you  can  adcertaiu  the  state  ot  the  school  lands  within  your 
eounty,  you  will  report  the  same  to  this  office.'' 

The  fullowing  is  the  only  response  received  in  relation  to  this  subject,  whilst 
every  county  in  ihe  State  should  be  aroused  to  a  like  appreciation  of  its  impor- 


BuGKSPORT,  Humboldt  Co.,  November  20,  1856. 

Bon.  Paul  K,  ffubbs.  State  SupH  of  Public  Instruction  ; 

Dbab  Sir.  :  In  some  of  your  communications  to  me,  I  am  requested  to  furnish 
you  information  in  regard  to  the  character  and  value  of  the  sixteenth  and  thirty- 
sixth  sectipns  of  surveyed  lands  in  our  county.  I  have  taken  some  trouble  to  ao- 
eomplish  this,  and  send  the  following  : 

We  have  in  this  county  eight  townships  surveyed,  giving  sixteen  sections  for 
common  school  purposes.  Of  these  sixteen  sections,  two  and  a-half  are  claimed, 
and  of  course  they  will  have  to  be  re-located.  Five  and  a-half  are  comparatively 
worthless,  lying  far  in  the  red  woods,  partly  in  the  ocean,  on  marshes,  or  on  high, 
bald  moantains.  For  many  years  they  may  be  considered  worth  nothing.  But 
eight  sections  are  very  good  lands,  embracing  a  variety  of  pasturage,  tillage,  and 
timber,  and  some  fine  lumbering  opportunities  ;  and  what  is  a  little  more  remark- 
able for  the  country,  one  section,  which  is  very  accessible  to  the  bay  anJ  ocean,  it 
being  distant  loss  than  five  miles,  has  a  very  large  ledge  of  granite  upon  it,  wliich 
has  never  been  worked  nor  properly  tested. 

Taking  the  last  named  eight  sections  together,  my  own  judgment  is  that  they 
are  worth  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  and  that  if  a  law  were  passed 
authorizing  some  proper  officer,  in  the  county  to  manage  them  for  school  purposes, 
as  pertaining  to  the  county,  that  the  whole  eight  sections,  and  two  and  a-half  more 
to  be  re-located,  may  be  caEily  made  within  a  reasonable  time  to  net  the  average 
of  one  dollar  and  twenty  five  cents  per  acre,  for  school  purposes.  This  would  make 
the  sum  of  eight  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy  five  dollars  as  a  county 
•ebool  fund,  the  interest  of  which  would  be*cight  hundred  and  thirty-seven  dollars 
and  fifiy  cents  per  annum,  to  be  expended  in  the  county  for  school  purposes,  in 
addition  to  the  present  sources  of  school  revenue.  Should  the  State  Superintendent 
recommend  the  passage  of  a  law  for  the  disposition  of  these  school  lauds,  permit 
me  to  suggest 

1st.  That  the  proceeds  go  not  into  the  S^tate  School  Fund.    Nor, 

2d.  That  Townships  be  authorized  to  manage  the  two  sections  located  in 
each;  but, 
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3cl.  That  eacb  Conoty  should  be  fally  aathorized  to  mtftiage  the  two  Rections 
of  each  Township  for  school  purposes  among  themseWes,  under  some  general 
provision  of  law  securing  the  perpetuity  of  the  fund,  and  expending  only  the 
interest.  From  past  experience  and  obseivation,  I  feel  quite  sure  that  thisplao 
will  inspire  more  wholesome  emulation  on  the  subject  than  any  other  disposition 
that  can  be  made  of  them. 

The  above  estimate,  you  will  perceive,  contemplates  only  eight  Townships  at 
present  surveyed.  How  many  more  will  hereafter  be  surveyed  I  am  unable  to 
state  with  accuracy.  We  have  large  portions  that  will  not  be  surveyed  for  half 
a  century.  But  from  a  tolerably  accurate  knowledge  of  the  topography  of  the 
County,  I  think  myself  safe  in  estimating  that  in  a  very  brief  lapse  of  time' 
about  twenty-five  Townships  will  be  surveyed  in  this  County.  Thus  I  can 
satisfactorily  see,  that  a  County  School  Fund  of  over  $20,000  may  be  secured 
even  in  this  County,  and  probably  some  Counties  in  the  State  will  more  than 
treble  it.  This  is  a  great  interest  to  be  cared  for,  involving  the  progressive 
educational  advantages  of  our  whole  State,  and  I  trust  the  State  Superintend- 
ent will  not  see  it  hazarded.

This  is  truly  a  very  important  matter.  I  take  the  liberty  of  giving  a  short 
extract  from  my  previous  report  on  this,  and  other  subjects  of  pressing  uecessityi 
for  consideration: 

"  AH  the  lands  within  our  boundary  have  been,  by  Act  of  Congress,  virtually 
declared  public  domain,  subject  to  confirmation  of  grunts  made  by  the  Mexican 
Government  to  the  several  claimants  under  inchoate  titles.  The  Act  of  Con- 
gress in  relation  to  survey  and  pre-emption,  (March  8d,  1853.)  provides  that 
two  sections  of  every  thirty-six,  when  surveyed,  be  set  apart  for  the  school  pn^ 
poses  of  the  Township.  That  where  the  sixteenth  or  thirty-sixth  section  has 
been  settled  upon  before  survey,  or  taken  by  private  claims,"  other  lands  shall 
be  selected  by  the  proper  authorities  ol  the  State  in  lieu  thereof,  agreeably  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  the  20th  May,  1826,  entitled 
"An  Act  to  appropriate  Lands  for  the  support  of  Schools  in  certain  Town- 
ships and  fractional  Townships  not  before  provided  for,  and  which  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  approval  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior."  The  Act  of  May  20th, 
1826,  requires  the  selections  in  lieu  of  the  sixteenth  and  thirty-sixth  section,  or 
fractional  Townships,  to  be  made  from  '*  any  unappropriated  public  lands  within 
the  land  district  where  the  Township  for  which  any  laud  may  be  selected  may 
be  situated." 

I  respe^^tfully  recommend  that  so  mnch  of  (he  act  of  the  session  of  1855  as  limits 
the  selections  in  lieu  of  the  16^.h  or  86th  sections  and  of  fractional  townships  to 
be  made  from  the  township  or  adjoining  township,  be  repealed,  and  that  the  iimi* 
tation  be  applied  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  Congre^,  to  any  unappropriated 
public  land  within  the  land  district.  The  selections  may  then  chance  to  be  made 
from  lands  of  value  instead  of  taking  the  worthless  land  that  remains  unoccupied 
in  the  township  or  adjoining  township. 

With  regard  to  the  proper  legislation  in  respect  to  the  disposition  of  the  township 
school  lands,  I  respectfully  refer  to  the  various  acts  of  Congress  quoted  in  my  last 
annual  report,  (Doc.  4,  Assembly  Journal,  1855,)  and  to  the  proposed  changes  in 
the  law  hereinafter  named. 
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I  respeotiiilly  recommend  thit  all  tho  school  property  in  lands  or  otherwise,  be 
placed  under  the  immediate  charge  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  with  proper 
powers  and  restrictions  in  respect  to  Felection  and  disposition  of  such  as  do  not  be- 
long to  the  township;  and  that  the  township  school  lands  be  placed  under  charge 
of  the  township  Trustees  or  Commissioners  elected,  one  in  each  year,  to  serve  three 
years,  in  the  manner  proposed  in  the  last  annual  report  from  this  Department, 
placing  upon  the  Trustees  such  restrictions,  and  clothing  them  with  such  powers  as 
a  body  corporate  may  best  exercise  to  the  advantage  of  the  schools. 

The  experience  of  the  last  two  years  in  respect  to  the  school  property,  hns 
strongly  confirmed  me  in  tho  opinion  I  had  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Legislature 
of  1854,  a  part  of  which  is  immediately  applicable  and  here  quoted  from  Doo.  6, 
Assembly  Journal  1854: 

"  The  interest  only  of  the  School  Fund  can  be  used,  and  hence  I  suggest  that 
the  settlers  on  the  16th  and  36th  sections  who  chooso  to  decline  tho  exercise  of  their 
pre-emption  rights  with  the  United  S>;ates  Government,  be  permit  ed  with  consent 
of  the  township  School  Commission,  to  file  their  bonds  to  the  township  with  lien 

upon  the  lands,  providing  for  the  payment  of  $1  25  per  acre  after years, 

and  paying  in  advance  each  year  the  interest  upon  the  same  at  the  rate  of  tjo  per 
cent  per  annum,  to  the  proper  officer  for  township  school  purposes." 

Thus,  if  the  whole  of  the  school  land  in  each  township  of  36  sections  be  settled 
upon,  they  would  produce  to  the  township  (six  miles  square)  the  annual  interest 
(00  best  security)  of  $160  on  $1,600  of  capital. 

Each  township  of  six  miles  square  may  be  expected  to  maintain  a  school,  and 
this  sum,  though  small,  would  be  senaiibly  felt  in  tiie  rural  districts  of  t'le  State , 
being  applied  only  to  cases  when  the  town  School  Commissioners  deem  it  prefer* 
able  to  loonting  elsewhere  their  two  sections.  It  must  be  borne  always  in  mind 
that  the  16th  and  36th  sections  belong  peculiarly  to  purposes  of  education  within 
the  township,  and  cannot  properly  go  to  tho  State  fund.  An  act  to  regulate  the 
manner  of  proceeding  in  this  relation  becomes  imperatively  necessary.  It  may  be 
expected  that  tho  people  of  the  township  immediately  interested,  will,  bettor  than 
anybody  else,  husband  the  small  means  provided,  and  they  should  be  sustained  by 
the  necessary  enactments  of  law. 

Provisions  should  be  made  in  every  township  now  established  and  in  every  town- 
ship of  six  miles  square,  as  soon  as  surveyed,  not  only  for  the  election  of  Soliool 
Commtssioners,  but  also  for  the  levying  of  such  rates  of  taxation  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  to  support  one  or  more  schools  free  of  charge  to  all  children  within  the 
township.  This  should  be  made  imperative,  and  in  the  event  of  any  township  fail- 
ing to  take  such  action,  it  should  be  made  the  duty  of  the  County  Supervisors  to 
fix  the  rate  of  taxation  for  school  purposes  within  the  township  so  neglecting  the 
duty. 

An  Act  amendatory  to  the  existing  law,  comprising  the  above  named,  as  well  as 
an  amendment  providing  that  the  school  moneys  shall  be  distributed  in  proportion 
to  the  average  attendance,  instead  of  the  number  resident,  I  deem  of  pressing  im- 
portance to  the  success  of  the  system.  Under  existing  law  it  is  made  the  interest 
of  the  schools  established  within  a  district  to  prevent  the  establishment  of  others 
to  share  the  funds. 

The  inquiry,  what  shall  be  dotie  in  respect  to  the  remaining  268,820  acres  of  the 
500.000,  1  should  answer  in  this  way.  I  would  suggest  that  the  Act  of  1852,  for 
the  di$(po6ition  of  these  lands  be  so  modified  as  to  reduce  the  price  to  one  dollar 

and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  payable  within years,  to  all  actual  settlors, 

payment  to  be  secured  to  the  school  fund  ;  and  the  failure  to  pay  ten  per  cent,  per 
annum  interest  in  advance  to  the  County  Treasurer  of  the  county  wherein  the  land 
may  be  situated  and  the  forwarding  of  tho  Treasurer's  duplicate  receipt  therefor  to 
the  Controller  of  the  State,  to  be  charged  against  him,  should  work  a  forfeiture,  and 
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subject  the  land  to  sale  for  the  use  of  the  school  fund,  to  the  highest  bidder.    I 

would  further  suggest  that  parties  locating,  and  not  occupying,  should  pay 

dollars  per  acre,  in  cash  or  State  securities,  or  within years  ;  and  that  upon 

the  payment  of  the  interest  of  ten  per  cent.,  one  year  in  advance,  or  cai^h  or  State 
securities,  they  receive 'certificates  of  ownership,  entitling  them  to  register,  as  the 
agents  of  the  State,  and  providing  therein  for  a  forfeiture  of  title  by  uon-paymeDt 
of  the  subsequent  annual  interest,  in  advance,  as  before  suggested. 

The  School  Fund  remains  an  aggregate  of  about  the  same  amount  as  it  was  three 
years  since.  The  insignificance  of  the  income  from  this  amount,  when  divided 
among  forty-two  counties  containing  over  four  hundred  school  districts  when  prop- 
erly organized,  is  calculated  to  retard,  if  not  to  prostrate,  the  whole  system  of 
education.  Nothing  has  prevented  this  long  ago  but  the  active  and  able  manner 
in  which  County  Superintendents,  Trustees  and  Teachers  of  Schoolci,  aided  by 
other  good  citizens,  have  discharged  their  thankless  dutie&  Not  the  slightest 
amount  of  taxation  is  asked  at  your  hands,  but  we  ask  from  you  who  hold  the 
power,  to  transfer  so  much  as  of  right  belongs  to  the  township  to  the  people  of  the 
townships.  The  income  from  the  sale  of  the  lands  in  each  township,  as  elsewhere 
expressed,  would  be  of  infinite  service  to  the  people  resident,  who  beyond  all  others, 
are  most  capable  of  husbanding  the  proceeds. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  to — 

1st.  Legislate  the  school  property  of  the  township  into  active  ownership  of  the 
people  of  the  township,  who  alone,  under  the  act  of  Congress,  can  receive  the  pro- 
<;eeds  of  the  sales  of  the  township  school  lands.  The  16tb  and  36th  sections. 
(  2d.  To  abk  from  Congress  the  privilege  for  the  people  resident  within  the  town- 
ships not  sectioned,  and  which  probably  never  will  be,  to  locate  their  two  sections 
in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  the  location  of  those  falling  npon  adjudicated 
Mexican  grants,  viz:  Upon  any  other  public  and  unappropriated  lands  within  the 
land  district. 

3d.  To  amend  the  Act  ot  May  7,  1855,  by  providing  for  selection  from  other 
land  "  within  the  land  district"  as  provided  by  Congress  already;  or  what  would 
be  much  better,  to  provide  a  new,  more  practical  and  less  complicated  law  sys- 
tem, iucludiugthe  grant  to  the  people  of  the  township  of  their  own  lands;  dispense 
with  all  redundancy  of  officers;  simplify  and  economize  the  expenditure,  as  recom- 
mended from  the  department  in  every  annual  report  made  during  my  term. 

4th.  To  create  the  University  and  provide  by  the  sale  of  the  lands  devoted  to  it 
and  by  all  other  necessary  means  for  its  maintenance.  That  it  be  the  great  High 
School  to  the  Public  Schools  of  our  State,  embracing  the  usual  collegiate  studies 
with  a  school  for  Agriculture,  where  the  cultivation  of  the  soil  may  be  learned  prac- 
tically and  scientifically,  and  be  made  a  sustaining  power  to  the  University.  It 
would  be  unworthy  of  tho  great  State  of  the  Pacltio  border  not  to  have  her  owa 
own  Military  School,  which  may  be  made  a  self-sustaining  institution  under  proper 
management  of  the  regents  of  the  University.  Tho  physical  powers  may  thus 
through  the  exercises  of  the  Agricultural  and  the  Military  Schools,  be  made  to 
keep  pace  with  the  mental  labor  of  the  student. 

5th.  To  encourage,  as  far  as  possli)le,  by  legislative  aid,  the  creation  and 
maintenance  of  colleges  of  learning  everywhere  within  the  State.  There  is  no 
better  criterion  of  the  prosperity  of  a  State,  of  the  devotion  of  her  people  to 
law  and  to  the  proper  administration  of  law,  than  the  success  or  decline  oi  her 
schools. 

MANAGEMENT  OP  THE  SCHOOLS. 

I  recommend  a  legislative  requirement  that  the  same  elenientary  books  be 
used  iu  each  school.     Oar  schools  have  been  made  the  receptacle  of  the  cast  off 
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Atlantic  pubfications  too  long,  and  measures  of  a  more  energetic  character 
most  be  pnrsaed  to  check  this  intolerable  tax  npon  the  young  and  vigorous 
intellect.  The  books  should  be  carefallj  decided  upon  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent, and  no  school  recognized  as  a  public  sohool  that  failed,  without  good 
reason,  to  use  the  books  designated.  Within  a  few  years  past,  the  newly 
adopted  publications  in  etymology,  grammar  apd  geography  especially,  surpass 
all  precedent,  and  afford  to  the  young  pupil  a  great  release  from  his  former 
maze  of  research.  Especial  care  is  also  requisite  in  Trustee  supervision  that 
no  improper  pobiication  be  introduced. 

Daring  the  late  contest  for  the  Presidency,  I  received  a  package  of  poblica- 
tions,  ifiade  under  the  patronage  of  a  distinguished  Board  of  Education,  and 
intended  in  part  for  the  use  of  schools.  They  were  so  partisan  and  sectional  in 
character,  that  I  found  it  my  duty  to  reply  to  the  gentlemanly  communication 
accompanying  them,  and  to  utter  the  opinion  that  any  such  action  was  dan- 
serous  to  the  great  object  of  educating  the  young  men  and  young  women  of  the 
Kepublic.  I  very  much  fear  that  the  redundancy  of  a  spirit  to  override  the 
great  Charter  of  the  Union  of  the  States,  so  superabundantly  developed  in  the 
late  political  contest,  has  been  produced,  in  great  degree,  by  early  training  in 
some  of  the  schools,  to  false  views  of  the  Oonstitutton  of  our  country,  and  of  the 
halNts  and  customs  of  a  large  portion  of  oor  people. 

The  responsibility  and  influence  of  a  teacher  is  far  greater  than  a  super- 
ficial knowledge  of  the  subject  of  education  (possessfed  even  sometimes  by  per- 
sons in  high  position)  credits  him.  It  is  a  great  fault  for  htm  to  impose  upon 
those  under  his  charge,  and  who  receive  his  admonitions  with  lasting  impress 
upon  the  mind,  his  own  peculiar  bias,  whether  it  relate  to  religion  or  to  the 
politics  of  the  country.  Whenever  this  assumes  a  phase  of  defiance  to  the  Con- 
stitntion  of  the  nation,  does  violence  to  the  truth  of  history,  and  is  directly  or 
indirectly  sustained  by  his  superior  ofiScers,  it  will  be  found  to  be  the  creation  of 
a  sentiment  dangerous  to  the  country,  worse  than  ignorance  multiplied,  and  it 
will  sink  the  pubii^  school  system  into  deserved  desecration. 

It  is  gratifying  to  believe  that  California  is  entirely  free  from  the  exercise  of 
any  such  baneful  influence.  Everywhere  throughout  this  State  the  teachers  of 
the  public  schools,  and  the  school  officers,  have  acted  under  a  deep  impression 
of  their  responsibility,  and  with  eminent  success  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 
From  twenty  schools  with  3,814  children  resident,  as  reported  from  this  Depart- 
ment on  the  11th  of  April,  1853,  they  have  increased  to  816  schools,  with  411 
teachers,  and  26,160  children  resident  as  shown  in  this  report.  The  average  daily 
attendance  has  increased  nearly  fifty  per  cent,  during  the  past  year.  Whilst  I 
feel,  in  common  with  all  true  friends  of  education  in  California,  a  just  measure 
of  gratification  at  this  result,  and  leave  in  the  hands  of  an  able  successor  the 
future  of  this  arduous  work,  I  must  again  reiterate  the  necessity  to  muntain 
in  the  purity  of  its  design  this  great  lever  that  will  move  for  weal  or  woe  the 
future  destiny  of  our  State.  Spurn  from  you  whatever  may  present  that  wars 
upon  the  health  of  the  public  mind,  whether  it  be  in  sectarianism  or  partisan 
politics,  and  most  of  all  that  specious  sophistry  that  tends  to  the  dismemberment 
of  the  Kepublic,  and  our  consequent  humiliation  before  the  civilized  world. 

In  reviewing  our  material  for  hope  of  the  future  of  our  country,  we  may  Well 
take  a  momentary  glance,  not  only  at  the  past  history  of  the  language  that  now 
moves  the  machinery  of  our  government,  and  enunciates  her  progress  in  scientific 
research,  but  also  of  that  of  the  great  Caucasian  race  of  man — a  race  that  has 
towered  over  all  other  races,  in  the  science  of  government,  in  psychological  know- 
ledge, and  in  the  arts  that  lessen  physical  toil,  and  increase  the  products  of  the 
land,  and  of  the  waters  of  the  earth. 

The  "  Faderland"  of  our  race,  where  three  thousand  years  ago,  great  battles 
16a 
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were  decided  by  mnscular  streDgth  alone,  has  recently  been  the  weltering  theatre 
of  the  most  scientific  conflict  for  victory  ap  yet  assayed  by  man. 

Oar  forefathers,  and  the  early  parents  of  onr  language,  were  of  the  rude,  unciv- 
ilised hordes  that  successively,  in  periods  of  many  centuries  apart,  migrated  from 
the  Black  sea  border,  to  the  cold  and  stern  countries  of  the  north  and  east  of 
Europe  ;  and  founded  in  more  Juxuriant  climates,  the  Grecian  and  the  Roman 
Republic. 

The  varied  climates  into  which  they  passed  had  a  corresponding  effect  upon 
their  language,  their  manners  and  their  laws.  Comparatively  soon  after  the  deluge 
they  peopled  the  waste  wilds  of  a  country  now  claiming  to  be  the  mistress  of  the 
seas,  and  gave  to  Britain  the  Gomerian  or  Celtic  tongue — other  to  the  Itncient 
British,  the  aucient  Gallic,  and  to  the  Highland  Scotch,  the  Welch,  and  the  Irish 
of  the  present  day. 

At  a  much  later  period,  the  emigration  of  the  Gk)thic  tribes  from  the  same  east, 
seven  centuries  before  the  Christian  era,  peopled  Germany  and  Holland,  and  Swe- 
den and  Norway.  The  Gothic  mother  to  the  Saxon  tongue,  grown  harsh  in  tone, 
and  monosyllabic  in  character  to  accord  with  the  habitudes  of  the  north,  is  parent 
to  nearly  all  the  modem  languages  of  Europe. 

The  same  Caucasian  man,  originally  emigrating  from  the  Black  or  the  Caspian 
Sea  border,  made  for  many  centuries  Britain  the  great  battlefield  of  the  race,  and 
finally  gave  to  us,  through  our  Pilgrim  Fathers  and  the  settlers  in  the  South,  the 
Anglo-Saxon,  now  modified  into  modem  English,  language.  At  this  time  it  is 
more  purely  spoken  by  the  masses  of  our  own  than  any  other  country  on  the  earth. 
It  is  emphatically  the  great  language  of  the  earth.  It  bears  every  where  the  songs 
of  freedom  and  the  principles  of  good  government.  It  is  carried  on  the  wings  of  a 
holy  &ith,  teaching  the  great  responsibilities  of  man  towards  man,  with  his  higher 
duty  to  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe. 

In  this  young  and  thriving  State  of  the  **  Model  Republic,"  the  energies  of 
good  men  in  every  town  and  precinct  have  been  unceasingly  directed  to  the  dissem- 
ination of  the  knowledge  among  the  masses  of  the  people.  To^build  up  by  a  pro- 
per education  of  the  young,  a  great  barrier  of  security  and  of  safety  against  future 
attacks  npou  the  integrity  of  the  law,  and  against  mal-administration  of  the 
government.  Success  beyond  their  sanguine  hopes,  has  crowned  their  endeavors 
thus  far.  Education  is  with  the  force  of  sublimity,  carrying  with  it  the  richest 
developments  of  scientific  research  that  has  yet  blessed  mankind.  '  Onr  share  in 
its  great  progressive  destiny  must  not  be  marred  by  lack  of  duty  performed,  nor 
by  any  halt  in  the  onward  movement,  till  the  hope  of  all  good  men  be  finally 
consummated. 

To  that  end  the  recommendations  from  this  Department  are  the  resnlt  of 
much  anxious,  and  careful  attention,  and  the  hope  is  indulged  that  they  may 
meet  your  approbation.

Assembly  Bill  No.  16,  an  Act  to  fix  the  salary  of  the  County  Judge  of  the 
County  of  Contra  Costa,  and  to  repeal  in  part  **  an  Act  to  fix  the  compensation  of 
County  Judges  and  Associate  Justices  of  the  Courts  of  Sessions/'  passed  May  11, 
1853,  was  considered  engrossed,  read  third  time  and  passed. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  19,  an  Act  to  fi:^  the  compensation  of  the  District  Attorney 
of  Contra  Costa  County,  was  considered  engrossed,  read  a  third  time  and  passed. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  Senate: 

Senate  Chamber,  January  15,  1857. 
Mr.  Speaker: 

I  am  directed  to  inform  the  Assembly  that  the  Senate  have  passed  Assembly 
Bill  No.  1,  entitled  "  an  Act  appropriating  moneys  for  postage  and  express  pur- 
poses during  the  present  session  of  the  LegisUture,  with  amendments,  and  ask  the 
concurrence  of  the  Assembly  thereto. 

Also,  that  they  have  concurred  in  the  Assembly  resolution  making  the  Special 
Committee  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  appointed  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  arte- 
sure  in  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer,  a  Joint  Committee.

Assembly  bill  No.  1,  "  an  Act  to  appropriate  money  for  postage  purposes  during 
the  present  session  of  the  LegisUiture. 

Senate  amendments  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Hale  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read,  and  240  copies  ordered 
printed. 
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To  ike  Senate  and  Assembly  : 

Tne  Joint  Committee  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  appointed  to  examine  and 
ascertain  the  amount  of  coin  and  treasure  now  in  the  State  Treasury,  and  sob- 
ject  to  the  order  of  the  Treasurer  of  State,  submit  the  foUowirg  report : 

The  Committee,  by  actual  count,  have  ascertained  that  there  is  now  in  the 
Treasury,  in  gold  and  silver  coin,  $120,937.50,  and  $9,230.45  in  gold  dust. 
The  Committee  haye  extended  their  labor  and  inquiry  into  a  full  examination  of 
the  business  of  the  Treasurer,  and  the  condition  of  his  department,  and  herewith 
report  tabular  statements  from  the  Treasurer,  containing  the  aggregate  amount 
of  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  State  Treasury,  from  the  first  day  of  January, 
1856,  to  the  l3th  day  of  January,  1857,  inclusive  ;  also,  a  statement  of  the  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  from  the  first  day  of  January,  185*7,  to  the  13th  day  of 
Jaouary,  1857. 

These  statements  show  that  within  the  above  mentioned  dates  $1,322,591.89 
have  been  received  into  the  Treasury,  while  the  expenditures  amount  to 
$1,192,148.24.  The  statements  exhibit  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  on  the  first 
day  of  January,  1857.  of  $202,605.25,  and  that  $107,265  27  has  since  been  re- 
ceived, making  the  sum  total  of  $309,870.50  in  the  Treasury  up  to  the  date  of 
January  18th,  1857. 

Froai  this  sum  there  has  been  paid  to  the  school  fund  $31,272  45,  and  to  the 
geoeral  fund  $24,490  40  for  Controller's  warrants  redeemed,  also  $124,000  to 
provide  for  the  interest  due  in  July,  1857,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  on 
the  13th  day  of  January,  1857,  as  above  stated,  in  money  and  gold  dust,  of 
$180,107  65. 

In  the  annual  message  of  the  Governor  transmitted  to  the  present  Legisla- 
ture, it  is  stated  that  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1857,  there  was  on  hand  a 
balance  in  favor  of  the  Treasury  of  $212,404  27.  The  present  tabular  state- 
ments show  that  in  fact  the  balance  in  favor  of  the  Treasury  on  the  1st  of  Jan- 
nary.  1857,  was  $202,605  28. 

This  incongruity  is  accounted  for  by  the  neglect  of  the  clerk  in  his  report  to 
the  Governor  to  charge  $9,000  for  Sute  Prison  bonds  redeemed;  and  $798  99  ' 
for  a  school  warrant  paid  to  Mariposa  County. 

These  amounts  deducted  from  the  aggregate  sum  contained  in  the  message 
correspoDds  with  the  statements  herewith  reported,  and  agrees  with  the  esti- 
mates exhibiting  $130,107  65  to  be  the  actual  amount  on  hand  on  the  1st  day 
of  January,  1857. 

The  oommittee  would  respectfully  call  attention  to  the  existence  of  a  suit  now 
pending  in  the  Sixth  Judicial  District  Court,  wherein  the  plaintiffs,  Myer  &  Co., 
have  sued  out  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  State  Treasurer  from  paying  out  any 
moneys  in  bis  hands,  except  under  the  mandate  of  the  Court. 

The  committee  is  informed  that  said  suit  is  being  prosecuted  by  Attorney  Gen- 
eral Wallace,  to  secure  the  payment  of  salaries  of  District  Judges,  prior  to  the  1st 
of  January,  1857.  An  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  has  been  submitted  to 
the  committee,  advising  the  Treasurer  "  not  to  pay  any  money  out  of  the  Treasuiy, 
under  any  circumstances  whatever,  except  by  order  of  the  Legisbture,  or  the  man- 
date of  the  Supreme  Court." 

To  these  causes  we  must  ascribe  the  present  difficulty  in  obtaining  money  upon 
Controller's  warrants,  and  these  causes  are  assigned  by  the  Treasurer  as  a  reason 
for  declining  to  pay  out  any  funds  now  in  his  hands. 

The  committee  would  recommend  immediate  attention  to  this  subject,  and  sug* 

rthat  some  means  be  devised  lor  the  removal  of  said  injunction,  and  relief  of 
fhndfl  DOW  in  the  Treasury. 
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It  is  a  matter  of  surprise,  however,  that  so  large  a  sam  as  $130,107  should  be 
effectually  tied  up,  aud  the  whole  fioauoial  operations  of  the  eoverumeDt  checked, 
because  of  the  suit  at  law,  whcreiu  the  entire  aniount  involved  is  only  some  twelve 
thousand  dollars. 

As  it  has  incidentally  come  to  our  knowledge  in  the  discharge  of  these  duties, 
that  the  Treasurer  has  already  taken  from  the  General  Fand  $124,000,  to  provide 
for  the  interest  due  in  July  next,  it  has  occurred  to  us  as  a  matter  of  extreme  im- 
portance^ that  a  law  be  immediately  enacted  prescribing  the  duty  of  this  officer  in 
like  cases,  and  defining  the  time  when,  and  the  manner  in  which  he  shall  transmit 
the  fundf  necessary  to  meet  the  accruing  interest  debt  of  the  State.  This  sugges- 
tion is  made  because  of  the  great  difficulty  heretofore  experienced,  and  the  dis- 
credit that  has  been  thrown  upon  our  national  character. 

That  the  Treasurer  should  make  timely  provision  to  secure  the  payment  of  the 
interest  debt  to  become  due  in  July  next,  is  creditable  to  his  zeal  to  sustain  our 
national  integrity  abroad,  but  affords  profound  reasons  for  regre^tfaat  he  shonld 
be  induced  to  deprive  the  State  of  so  large  a  sum  for  a  period  of  at  least  four 
months,  and  expose  an  unnecessary  expense  for  exchanges  at  a  time  of  great 
financial  embarrassment. 

A  crisis  has  arrived  in  our  financial  history  when  the  question  of  repudiatfon 
and  the  maintenance  of  our  character  for  honor  and  respectability  in  the  rank  of 
nations  must  necessarily  be  determined  by  the  action  of  the  present  Legislatnre, 
and  the  timely  provision  made  by  the  Treasurer  to  meet  the  demands  of  foreign 
creditors,  will  doubtless  tend  to  suspend  public  opinion  and  give  opgortunity  for 
wholesome  and  wise  legislation. 

We  submit  herewith,  the  statements  of  the  Treasurer  and  earnestly  repeat  the 
above  recommendations.

The  Committee  make  this  recommendation  for  the  reason  that  there  is  a  gene- 
ral law  under  the  provisions  of  which  the  beneficiaries  in  the  bill  can  attain 
their  object  so  far  as  the  right  to  construct  the  toll  bridge  in  question  is  con- 
cerned, without  the  aid  of  the  Legislature,  and  without  the  necessity  of  encum- 
bering the  Statute  book  with  a  special  act  in  their  behalf.  By  an  act  of  the 
Legislature  passed  April  28th,  1855,  concerning  public  ferries  and  toll  bridges, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  each  county  are  empowered  to  establish  either, 
across  the  rivers,  creeks,  &c.,  bounding  or  within  their  respective  counties. 

The  Committee  regard  this  act  as  being  liberal  enough  in  its  provisions  to  se- 
cnre  the  construction  of  bridges  and  ferries  where  they  may  be  necessary  and 
the  public  good  requires  them,  and  they  know  of  no  good  reason  why  the  gran- 
tees under  this  bill  should  not  follow  the  course  pointed  out  by  that  act  and  pro- 
cure their  license  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Tuolumne  county. 

A  serious  constitutional  objection  has  been  raised  to  this  bill,  and  it  is  claimed 
by  some  that  it  is  inhibited  by  Sec.  31  of  Art.  4  of  the  Constitution,  on  account 
of  its  granting  privileges  and  powers  by  a  special  act.  Without  intimating  a 
decided  opinion  npon  this  question,  the  Committee  feel  called  upon  to  express 
their  entire  disapprobation  of  special  legislation,  or  the  granting  or  confirming  of 
rights,  privileges,  and  franchises  upon  individuals  or  companies  by  a  special  Act  of 
the  Legislature,  whed  there  is  a  pkin  and  easy  method  provided  in  general  laws 
for  the  attainment  of  the  object.

Mr.  Tnman  introduced  a  bill  for  an  Act  prc^osing  the  following  amendments 
to  the  Constitution  : 

The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California  at  its  eighth  session,  commenced  the 
5th  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1857,  proposes  as  amendments  to  the  present  Con- 
stitution of  this  State  the  following  : 

Amendment  1.  Section  one  of  Article  six  of  the  Constitution,  is  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows  :  Section  Ist.  The  Judicial  power  of  this  State  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Supreme  Court,  in  District  Courts,  and  in  Justices  of  the  Peace, 
The  Legislature  may  also  establish  such  municipal  and  other  inferior  Courts  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary. 
# 

Amend.  2.  Section  six  of  Article  six,  is  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 
Section  6th.  The  District  Courts  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  in  law  and 
equity,  in  all  civil  cases  where  the  fimount  in  dispute  exceeds  four  hundred  dol- 
lars, exclusive  of  interest  In  all  criminal  cases  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and 
in  all  issues  of  fact  joined  in  the  Probate  Court,  their  jurisdiction  shall  be  nn- 
limited. 

Amend.  3.  Section  eight  of  Article  six,  is  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 
Section  8th.  There  shall  be  elected  in  each  of  the  organized  counties  of  this 
State,  a  Board  of  Supervisors,  to  consist  of  from  three  to  five  members,  (as  the 
Legislature  may  direct,)  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  two  years.  The  said 
Board  shall  have  charge  of  all  county  business,  and  shall  choose  one  of  their 
number  as  Chairman  of  said  Board  of  Supervisors,  who  shall  perform  the  duties 
of  Surrogate,  or  Probate  Judge  of  the  county,  (unless  the  Probate  business 
shall  be  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  Legislature,)  and  perform  such  other 
duties,  and  act  under  such  penalties  as  the  Legislature  may  from  time  to  time  re- 
quire. 

Amend.  4.  Section  nine  of  Article  six,  is  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 
Section  9th.  The  District  Court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  in  all  cases 
arising  in  Justices'  Courts,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law. 
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Ahend.  5.  Section  foarteen  of  Article  six,  is  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
Section  14  th.  The  Legislature  shall  determine  the  number  of  Justices  of  the 
Peace  to  be  elected  in  each  county,  city,  town,  and  incorporated  village  of  the 
Stiite,  and  fix,  by  law,  their  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities. 

Akend.  6.  Section  fifteen  of  Article  six,  is  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 
'  Section  15th.  The  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  Judges  of  the  District 
Court,  shall  severally,  at  stated  times,  during  their  continuances  in  ofiGice,  receive 
for  their  services  a  compensation,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Treasury,  which  shall  not 
be  increased  or  diminished,  during  the  term  for  which  they  shall  have  been  elected. 
The  Judges  of  any  inferior  Courts  created  by  the  Legislature,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  Article,  shall  severally,  at  stated 
times,  receive  for  their  services  a  compensation,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  County 
Treasury  of  their  respective  counties,  which  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished, 
during  the  term  for  which  they  shall  have  been  elected. 

Read  first  and  second  times  an^S  referred  to  Judiciary  Committee. 

Mr.  Swoczy  introduced  a  bill  for  an  Act  containing  the  followiug  proposed 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  this  State  : 

The  People  of  the  Stale  of  Ccdifomia,  representti  in  Senate  and  Asse7nbly^ 
do  jpTopose  to  amend  Article  Six  of  xke  State  Constitution,  so  that  said 
Article  shall  read  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  Judicial  power  of  this  State  shall  be  vested  in  a  Court  of  Ap- 
peals, in  Circuit  Courts,  in  Courts  of  Common  Pleas,  and  in  Courts  of  Justices  of 
the  Peace.  The  Legislature  may  also  estabjish  such  municipal  and  other  inferior 
Courts,  of  limited  original  jurisdiction,  within  any  incorporated  city,  town  or 
village,  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

SfiG.  2.  The  Legislature  shall  determine  the  number  of  Justices  of  the  Peace 
to  be  elected  in  each  county  and  town  of  the  State,  and  define  the  limits  of  their 
local  jurisdiction,  and  fix  by  law  their  powers,  duties  and  responsibility.  It  shall 
provide  for  the  granting  of  new  trials  by  them,  and  determine  in  what  cases  ap- 
peals may  be  made  from  the  Courts  held  by  them,  to  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas, 
and  the  mode  of  taking  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  The  Courts  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  in 
all  civil  cases  within  their  respective  limits,  where  the  amount  in  dispute  does  not 
exceed  two  hundred  dolkrs,  exclusive  of  interest.  And  in  all  cases  of  petit  lar- 
ceny, of  assault  and  battery,  not  charged  to  have  been  committed  upon  a  public 
officer  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  or  with  intent  to  kill  ;  and  of  all  breaches  of 
the  peace,  riots,  aflrays,  commissions  of  a  wilful  injury  to  property,  and  of  all  mis- 
demeanors punishable  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprison- 
ment in  a  county  jail  not  exceeding  three  months,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment, they  shall  have  the  power  to  try  the  same,  with  or  without  a  jury  of  six 
good  and  lawful  men,  at  the  option  of  the  person  accused. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  elected  in  each  of  the  organized  counties  of  this  State, 
one  County  Judge,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years.  He 
shall  hold  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  and  perform  the  duties  of  Surrogate  or 
Probate  Judge.    The  County  Judge  shall  hold  at  the  same  terms  of  the  Court  of 
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CommoD  Pleas,  the  Oyer  and  TermiDer,  for  the  trial  of  all  oriminal  cases  not  other- 
wise provided  for  in  this  Constitation,  and  he  shall  perform  such  other  jadidal 
duties  as  may  he  required  by  law. 

Sec.  5.  The  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  shall  be  held  in  each  county  of  this  State, 
by  the  County  Judge  thereof ;  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  or  of  the  disability,  absenoe, 
sickness,  interest  or  inability  of  the  County  Judge,  by  the  County  Judge  of  an  ad- 
joining county. 

Sbc.  6 .  The  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  shall  have  original  jurisdiction,  in  law 
and  equity,  in  all  civil  cases  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  this  Constitution  ;  and 
shall  try  all  issues  of  facts  joined  in  the  Probate  Courts. 

Sso.  7.  The  first  Legislature  convened  afler  the  adoption  of  this  Article  shall 
divide  the  State  by  counties  into  nine  Judicial  Districts,  to  be  as  equally  appor- 
tioned as  practicable,  and  subject  to  such  alterations  by  the  Legislature  from  time 
to  time,  as  the  public  good  may  require  ;  for  efch  of  which  Districts  a  Circuit 
Jadge  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  their  respective  Districts,  who 
shall  hold  £is  office  for  the  term  of  nine  years  from  the  first  day  of  January  next 
after  his  election  ;  protnded,  that  the  first  Legislature  convened  after  the  first  elec- 
tion under  this  section,  shall,  by  a  joint  vote  of  both  Houses  classify  them,  that 
one  ttall  go  out  of  office  every  year  ;  and  provided  further,  that  the  first  terms 
of  said  Circuit  Judges  shall  expire  according  to  such  classification. 

Sec.  8.  The  Circuit  Courts  shall  have  exclusive  appellate  jurisdiction  in  all 
cases  of  appeals,  or  review,  from  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  the  Oyer  and 
Terminer,  and  the  Probate  Courts.  And  each  of  the  Circuit  Judges  shall  hold 
in  each  County,  in  their  respective  districts,  a  Circuit  Court,  for  the  hearing  of 
such  appeals,  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  or  of  the  disability,  absence,  sickness, 
interest  or  inability  of  any  of  said  Judges,  then  such  Courts  may  be  held  by  the 
Judge  of  another  District.  And  the  said  Courts,  and  the  Judges  thereof,  shall 
have  power  to  issue  all  writs  and  processes  necessary  to  the  exercise  of  their 
appellate  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  9.  The  Court  of  Appeals  shall  consist  of  a  Chief  Justice  and  eight 
Associate  Judges,  and  shall  be  composed  of  the  Circuit  Judges,  any  seven  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  Circuit  Judge  allotted  the  full  term  of 
nine  years,  by  the  classification  of  the  Legislature,  herein  provided,  shall  be  the 
Chief  Justice  ;  after  which  the  senior  Judge  in  commission  shall  be  the  Chief 
Justice. 

Sec.  10.  The  Court  of  Appeals  shall  have  exclusive  appellate  jurisdiction 
in  all  cases  of  appeal  and  review  from  the  Circuit  Courts,  and  shall  have 
power  to  affirm,  reverse,  or  modify  any  judgment,  decree,  order  or  decision 
appealed  from,  or  brought  before  them  for  review,  and  remand  the  cause  or  pro- 
ceeding to  the  proper  Court,  with  instruction,  or  for  a  new  trial ;  but  no 
decision  shall  be  given  by  said  Court  unless  concurred  in  by  five  Judges  other 
than  the  Judge  who  decided  the  case  upon  the  Circuit.  And  the  said  Court, 
the  Chief  Justice,  and  each  of  the  Judges  thereof,  shall  have  power  to  issue  all 
writs  and  processes  necessary  to  the  exercise  of  their  appellate  jurisdiction. 

Seo.  11.  The  Court  of  Appeals,  the  Circuit  Courts,  and  the  Courts  of  Com- 
mon Pleas,  and  each  of  the  Judges  of  said  Courts,  shall  have  power  to  issue 
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writs  of  Habeas  Corpus,  at  the  instance  of  any  person  held  in  aetaal  custody, 
t         unless  when  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  invasion  the  public  safety  may  require  the 
suspension  of  the  privilege  of  said  writ. 

Sec.  12.  The  Legislature  shall,  by  law,  fix  the  times  and  places  of  holding 
the  terms  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  the  Circuit  Courts,  and  the  Courts  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  ;  provided,  there  shall  not  be  less  than  three  terms  of  the  Court  of 
Appeals,  and  of  each  of  the  Circuit  Courts,  held  in  each  year  ;  and  provided, 
further,  that  the  terms  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  shall  not  be  so  fixed  as  to  be 
held  at  the  same  time  of  the  terms  of  the  Circuit  Court. 

Sec.  13.  Tribunals  for  Conciliation  may  be  established,  with  such  powers 
and  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  ;  but  such  Tribunals  shall  have  no 
power  to  render  judgment  to  be  obligatory  on  the  parties,  except  they  volunta- 
rily  submit  their  matters  in  difference,  and  agree  to  abide  the  judgment,  or  assent 
thereto  in  the  presence  of  such  Tribunal,  in  such  oases  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
law. 

Sec.  14.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  the  speedy  publication  of  all 
statute  laws,  and  of  such  judicial  decisions  as  it  may  deem  proper  ;  and  all  laws 
and  judicial  decisions  shall  be  free  for  publication  by  any  person. 

Sec.  1 5.  No  judicisrl  officer,  for  whom  a  salary  is  herein  provided,  shall 
receive,  to  his  own  use,  any  fees  or  perquisites  of  office. 

Sec.  16.  The  Chief  Justice  and  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  shall  each, 
at  stated  times,  receive  as  a  compensation,  annually,  for  their  services  as  such 
officers,  and  as  Judges  of  the  Circuit  Courts,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury.  The  County  Judges  shall  also  severally, 
at  stated  times,  receive  as  a  compensation,  annually,  for  their  services,  the  sum 
of  three  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  County  Treasuries  of  their  re- 
spective counties.  The  compensation  of  said  Judges,  or  any  of  them,  may  be 
increased  or  diminished  by  law  ;  provided,  they  shall  not  be  increased  or  dimin- 
ished during  the  term  for  which  they  shall  have  been  elected. 

Sec.  it.  The  Circuit  Judges  and  the  County  Judges  shall  be  ineligible  to 
any  other  office  during  the  term  for  which  they  shall  have  respectively  been 
elected. 

Sec,  18.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  the  election,  by  the  people,  of  a 
Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  and  County  Clerks,  District  Attorneys,  Sheriffs, 
Coroners,  and  other  necessary  officers  ;  and  shall  fix  by  law  their  liability,  duties 
and  compensation.  The  County  Clerks  shall  be,  ez  officio,  Clerks  of  the  Cu*cuit 
Courts,  Courts  of  Common  Pleas,  the  Oyer  and  Terminer,  and  the  Probate 
Courts,  in  their  respective  Counties. 

Sec.  19.  The  Circuit  Courts  shall  hear  and  determine  cases  upon  the  original 
papers  in  the  cause,  without  any  transcript  thereof. 

Sec.  20.  The  Courts  shall  not  charge  juries  with  respect  to  matters  of  fact, 
but  may  state  the  testimony  and  declare  the  law.

Sec.  21.  The  style  of  all  processes  shall  be  "  The  People  of  the  State  of 
California  ;"  and  all  prosecatioos  shall  be  condacted  in  the  name  and  by  the 
anthority  of  the  same.

Mr.  Speaker: 

The  Committee  on  Public  Expenditures  and  Accounts,  whose  duty  it  is  made 
to  examine  into  the  condition  of  the  public  offices  of  this  State,  and  report  from 
time  to  time  to  the  House  the  result  of  their  investigation,  do  respectfully  sub- 
mit at  present  the  following  report  with  respect  to  the  State  Treasury  Office  : 

The  Committee,  finding  that  there  was  much  uneasiness  of  the  public  mind  in 
relation  to  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  this  department  of  the  govern- 
ment, set  about  an  examination  of  the  books  and  papers  in  that  office,  with  the 
object  of  ascertaining  the  tme  condition  of  the  State  finances,  and  the  mode  of 
conducting  the  business  thereof.  From  that  examiniition  they  found  that  the 
footing  of  their  books  tallied  with  the  reports  that  have  heretofore  been  made 
by  the  Select  Committee  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  as  to  the  receipts  and 
expenditures,  and  the  amount  of  treasure  on  hand  ;  that  the  amount  of  receipts 
into  the  State  Treasury  from  the  1st  day  of  January,  1856,  up  to  the  24th  day 
of  January,  1857,  inclusive,  was  $1,028,565  90,  and  the  aggregate  amount  of 
expenditures  up  to  thelSth  day  of  January,  1857,  was  $1,614,092  77. 

The  Committee,  from  actual  count  on  that  day,  found  the  amount  of  funds  in 
the  Treasury  to  be  $141,080  52. 
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The  Committee  find  that  of  the  foregoing  amoant  of  receipts  paid  into  the 
State  Treasury,  the  sum  of  $179,765  71  purports  to  have  been  received  in  Con- 
troller's warrants  and  Treasurer's  certificates,  issued  for  balances  upon  warrants 
presented  for  funding  from  the  County  Treasurers  of  this  State^  leaving  the 
balance  of dollars  to  have  been  paid  in  cash. 

The  Committee  find  that  the  total  amount  of  warrants  redeemed  from  the  Ist 
day  of  January,  A.  D.  1856,  up  to  and  inclusive  of  the  24th  day  of  January, 
A.  D.  1857,  to  be  $1,438,807  66  ;  that  of  that  amount  $985,000  was  funded  ;  ' 
$453,807  66  was  paid  in  cash  by  the  Treaaurer  ;  $177,204  74  paid  in  for  taxes 
collected  by  the  County  Treasurers,  and  $11,847  14  cancelled  by  the  Treasu- 
rer's certificates  of  balances  upon  funding. 

That  of  the  amount  of  certificates  so  issued  the  sum  of  $7,109  07  were 
funded,  and  $1,960  97  were  paid  in  to  the  Treasurer  for  taxes  collected  by  the 
County  Treasurers,  leaving  a  balance  of  $2,777  10  of  certificates  outstanding 
and  to  have  been  received  for  swamp  lands.  Hereto  annexed  will  be  found  a 
monthly  statement  of  the  amount  of  warrants  redeemed  otherwise  than  by  fund- 
ing, and  showing  the  funds  they  were  drawn  upon. 

The  committee  found  in  the  Treasurer's  office  warrants  to  the  amount  of  $10,000 
drawn  in  favor  of  the  lessee  of  the  State  prison,  on  the  3d  day  of  January,  1857, 
and  endorsed  by  the  State  Treasurer,  as  presented  for  payment,  and  not  paid  for 
the  want  of  funds,  on  the  5th  of  Januarv,  A.  D.  1857,  and  registered  on  that  day. 
But  upon  examining  the  books  of  the  Treasurer,  they  found  that  the  said  warrants 
were  charged  as  paid  by  the  Treasurer  on  the  3d  of  January,  the  day  of  their 
issuance.  Discovering  this  discrepancy,  the  committee  called  the  attention  of  the 
department  to  the  same,  when  it  was  explained  as  a  mis-date  of  the  entry,  and  ao 
corrected,  leaving  the  endorsement  not  paid  for  the  want  of  funds,  as  made  of  the 
5th  of  January,  and  the  payment  of  the  same  warrants  on  that  day.  Upon  this 
point  your  committee  will  not  further  enlarge.

The  Committee,  haying  discovered  this  substitution  of  other  warrants  in  lieu 
of  those  presented  by  Mr.  Ashley  to  the  State  Treasurer,  instituted  an  examina- 
tion of  the  redeemed  warrants  in  the  State  Treasurer's  office,  for  the  purpose, 
among  other  things,  to  ascertain  whether  the  warrants  so  presented  by  Mr.  Ash- 
ley, and  unfunded,  were  still  in  that  office.  Upon  that  examination  it  was  found 
that  warrants  No.  8530,  3846,  3189,  3277,  2401,  2143,  1868,  1272,  1120,  981 
and  863,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $2,220,  being  the  same  warrants  presented 
by  Mr.  Ashley  for  funding,  had  been  paid  in  by  the  County  Treasurer  of  San 
Francisco  County  on  the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1856,  to  the  Treasurer  of 
State,  as  having  been  received  by  him  for  taxes  collected  in  San  Francisco 
County,  but  how  the  same  should  have  got  out  of  the  Treasurer's  office  the 
Committee  are  unable  to  ascertain. 

Upon  this  state  of  facts  your  Committee  would  make  no  reflections,  but  leave 
every  member  of  this  House  to  draw  such  conclusions  as  bis  judgment  may  dic- 
tate. The  reason  for  your  Committee  doing  so  is,  that  the  facts  are  presented 
as  fully  in  this  report  as  they  were  made  to  appear  to  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  cannot  drop  this  branch  of  the  subject  without  urging  upon 
the  Legislature  the  importance  of  adopting  some  method  to  guard  against  pub- 
lic officers  speculating  with  the  public  moneys  in  the  purchase,  exchange  and 
QBe  of  CoDtrollev's  warrants.

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The  Committee  have  not  found,  in  their  examination,  any  facts  that  warrant 
the  belief  that  any  of  the  collecting,  receiving  or  disbursing  officers  of  the  pub- 
lic revenue  have  so  converted  any  of  the  funds  that  have  come  into  their  hands, 
but  they  find  the  pubh'c  sentiment  so  fkr  inclined  to  such  a  belief  that  it  is  pro- 
ducing dissatisfaction,^  distrust  and  a  want  of  confidence  among  the  people  in 
the  government.  Such  a  condition  of  things  is  to  be  regretted,  for  when  a 
people  like  ours,  oppressed  by  taxation,  saddled  with  an  enormous,  improvident 
and  unconstitutional  debt,  and  just  verging  upon  repudiation,  shall  become  dis- 
trustful of  the  government  they  have  so  largely  contributed  to  support  by  every 
means  of  taxation,  from  the  want  of  proper  checks  and  guards  upon  the  officers 
of  government,  then  may  we  expect  to  behold  a  diminution  to  our  increasing 
population,  and  a  check  to  our  growing  prosperity.  This  want  of  confidence 
will  unhinge  and  render  unstable  all  classes  of  business,  and  destroy  every  hope 
we  cherish  of  ere  long  witnessing  a  system  of  internal  improvements  carried  on 
within  this  State  by  the  capital  of  citizens  of  our  own  and  other  States.  How- 
ever wrong  public  opinion  may  be,  the  examination  that  the  Committee  have 
made  does  not  disclose  a  state  of  facts  wholly  free  from  suspicion  in  some  quar- 
ter. The  fact  that  some  of  the  remote  cc unties  should  have  paid  the  State 
Treasurer,  as  funds  collected  of  their  citizens  for  taxes.  Controller's  warrants 
for  large  amounts  issued  to  State  officers  residing  at  a  great  distance  from  them, 
is  calculated  to  arouse  suspicion  and  distrust.  Instances  of  this  character 
appear  in  the  counties  of  Amador,  El  Dorado  and  Sierra,  but  whether  the  war- 
rants were  so  paid  in  to  the  County  Treasurers  of  those  counties,  your  Com- 
mittee have  not  the  means  of  knowing. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  would  recommend  the  passage  of  a  law  re- 
quiring all  taxes  and  licenses  to  be  paid  in  to  the  collecting  officers,  and  to  the 
County  and  State  Treasurers,  exclusively  in  the  legal  currency  of  the  United 
States.

Mr.  Brent  from  Special  Committee,  made  the  following  report: 

Mr,  Speaker: 

The  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  tbe  investigation  of  tbe  manner 
and  mode  in  which  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  the  better  protec- 
tion of  tbe  State  Treasury,  approved  April  16tb,  1856,  have  been  carried  out  and 
obeyed,  beg  leavo  to  submit  the  following  report  for  tbe  consideration  of  the 
Assembly  : 

Immediately  after  their  appointment,  tbe  members  of  tbe  committee  or^nized 
and  proceeded  to  investigate  tbe  subject  matter  referred  to  them,  by  taking  tbe 
depositions  of  His  Excellency,  Governor  Johnson,  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  D. 
P,  Douglass,  of  tbe  Attorney  General,  William  T.  Wiillaoe,  of  the  Treasurer  of 
State,  Senry  Bates,  of  the  Controller  of  State,  G.  W.  Whitman,  and  of  Mr. 
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Willis,  a  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  Controlleri  all  of  which  depositions  are  annexed 
to  this  report. 

Upon  the  face  of  the  Act  for  the  better  protection  of  the  State  Treasury,  two 
leading  objects  are  apparent,  viz  : 

1st.  The  counting  of  the  money  in  the  vaults  of  the  Treasury,  for  the  purpose 
of  ascertaining  if  the  amount  which  of  right  should  be  there  was  actually  in  the 
possessioD  of  the  Treasurer. 

2d  The  restraining  the  Controller  from  drawing  bis  warrants  upon  the  Treas- 
urer, for  any  cause  whatever,  except  for  salaries  of  officers,  without  the  previous 
approviU  of  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

For  the  purpose  of  making  the  count  of  the  money  in  the  State  Treasury  ac- 
cording to  the  spirit  and  letter  of  the  law,  it  was  necessary  for  the  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers to  have  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  amount  of  money  which  should  of 
right  be  in  the  Treasury,  and  to  whut  particular  fund  it  belonged,  and  this  infer-, 
mation  could  only  be  obtained  from  the  office  of  the  Controller. 

It  is  clearly  established  by  the  depositions  that  Mr.  Whitman,  the  Controller, 
considered  himself  personally  aggrieved  by  the  passage  of  the  Act  in  question, 
and  that  he  regarded  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  in  endeavoring  to 
carry  out  the  will  of  the  Legislature  in  establishing  guards  around  the  Treasury, 
as  a  personal  affront  upon  himself.  The  evidence  further  shows  that,  actuated 
by  these  motives,  the  Controller  deliberately  and  wilfully  adopted  a  line  of  con- 
duct that  rendered  inoperative  the  first  object  of  the  law  as  described  above. 

The  three  officers  who  constituted  the  Board  of  Examiners  filled  high  and 
responsible  positions  in  the  State  government,  the  official  duties  of  which  neces- 
sarily demanded  the  greater  portion  of  their  time.  The  Controller  himself  de- 
clares that  between  two  and  three  weeks  would  have  been  needed  for  the  Board 
personally  to  have  made  an  accurate  examination  and  statement  of  his  books  ; 
hence,  it  is  evident  that  it  was  impossible  for  the  officers  composing  the  Board 
to  have  given  that  time  monthly  to  this  examination,  and  at  the  same  time  dis- 
charge the  other  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  law. 

The  law  requires  the  Board  of  Examiners  to  count  the  money  in  the  various 
funds,  and  the  only  place  where  the  Board  could  obtain  information  as  to  the 
"amount  of  monej^in  the  various  funds"  was  in  the  Controller's  office. 

Anticipating  that  the  Board  would  necessarily  seek  this  investigation,  and 
fearing  that  he  himself  might  be  absent  when  application  should  be  made,  the 
Controller  gave  the  extraordinary  instructions  to  his  clerks  that  they  should  only 
permit  the  Board  personally  to  examine  such  books  and  papers  in  his  office  as 
might  be  desired,  but  that  they  should  refuse  to  answer  any  questions  of,  or 
afford  any  information  to,  said  Board  ;  and  in  case  they  violated  his  instructions, 
he  further  notified  them  that  he  would  dismiss  them  from  his  employment.  Upon 
or  about  the  14th  of  May  last  the  Board  did  apply  to  the  Controller's  office  for 
the  information,  when  it  was  withheld,  in  obedience  to  Mr.  Whitman's  instruc- 
tions. 

When  it  is  considered  that  the  Legislature,  in  the  exercise  of  its  discretion, 
had  endeavored  more  carefully  to  guard  the  Treasury,  and  that  the  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers were  faithfully  carrying  out  that  endeavor,  and  when  i^  is  further  con-  • 
sidered  that  the  clerks  thus  forbidden  to  furnish  information  legally  demanded 
Were  paid  out  of  the  pnbHc  treasury  for  the  purpose  of  serving  the  State,  the

grave  and  important  natare  of  the  inatmctions  given  to  them  by  the  Controller 
can  readily  be  perceived. 

It  is  farther  shown  by  the  evidence  that  after  the  Board  had  been  refused 
this  information,  that  then  his  Excellency,  Governor  Johnson,  officially,  in  a 
written  communication,  demanded  this  information  in  virtae  of  his  office  as  Gov- 
ernor, and  that  thongh  promised,  the  said  information  was  never  furnished. 

Not  only  is  it  apparent  that  said  information  was  necessary  for  the  pnr]308e  of 
connting  the  money,  but  also  it  was  essential  as  a  preliminary  to  enable  the  Board 
to  examine  the  books  of  the  Treasurer,  because  absolutely  no  knowledge  could 
be  obtained  by  a  bare  reference  to  the  Treasurer's  books  unless  the  balances 
therein  could  be  compared  with  the  balances  charged  against  him  on  the  books 
of  the  Controller. 

It  has  been  stated  before  that  the  second  leading  object  of  the  law  was  to 
prevent  the  Controller  from  drawing  his  warrants  in  any  case  whatever  except 
*  for  the  salaries  of  officers  without  the  previous  approval  of  the  Board.  The 
Committtee  is  constrained  to  say  that,  in  its  opinion,  this  object  of  the  law  has  been 
defeated  by  the  Controller  having  drawn  his  warrants  without  the  previous  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  upon  account  of  the  State  Prison  contract  for  about  ninety 
thousand  dollars,  and  upon  account  of  the  School  Fund  for  large  amounts,  all  of 
which  is,  in  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  a  violation  of  the  Act. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  unanimously  report  that  G.  W.  Whitman,  Con- 
troller of  State,  has  wilfully  violated  the  spirit  and  letter  of  the  *'  Act  for  the  bet- 
ter protection  of  the  State  Treasury,"  approved  April  16th,  1856,  in  refusing 
proper  information  to  the  Board  of  Examiners  whereby  the  duties  thereof  could  be 
discharged,  and  in  drawing  warrants  on  the  State  Treasury  without  the  previous 
approval  of  said  Board,  and  that  in  virtue  of  said  actings  and  doings  the  said  G. 
W.  Whitman,  Controller,  has  been  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  in  office,  according  to 
the  tenor  and  effect  of  section  13  of  an  Act  entitled  ''aa  Act  concerning  the  office 
of  Controller,''  passed  January  19th,  1856.

Sir  :  I  have  this  morning  read  in  the  Democratic  State  Journal  a  report  of 
the  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  *'  an  investigation  of  the  manner  and 
mode  in  which  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled  '  an  Act  for  the  better  protection 
of  the  State  Treasury,'  approved  April  16th,  1856,  have  been  carried  out,'*  which 
report  was  rendered  to  the  honorable  body  over  ^ich  you  presided  on  Saturday 
la&t. 
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In  the  report  I  conceive  that  great  iojastice  and  injory  have  been  done  me,  and 
as  I  am  sufficientlj  well  acqaainted  with  the  members  of  the  committee  to  know 
that  the  opinions  as  evidenced  in  their  report,  have  been  drawn  from  the  testimony 
adduced  before  them,  I  can  only  conclude  that  the  testimony  has  either  been  of 
snch  a  nature  as  to  withhold  from  the  committee  the  main  facts  of  the  case,  or  has 
been  rendered  in  snch  a  manner  by  some  person  or  persons  appearing  before  them 
as  to  place  me  in  a  wrong  position  with  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  and  the 
public.  My  object  in  addressing  you  this  communication  is  that  the  honorable, 
the  Legislative  of  California,  may  have  an  opportunity  of  knowing  the  true  state 
of  the  case,  and  in  order  to  have  a  full  and  complete  understanding  of  the  whole 
matter,  I  ask  in  justice  to  myself  and  as  a  personal  favor,  that  the  following  re- 
quest be  complied  with  : 

I  wish  (if  in  accordance  with  the  views  of  the  Legislature)  that  the  whole  matter 
contained  in  or  treated  on  in  the  aforementioned  report  be  investigated  in  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole,  that  the  honorable  gentlemen  composing  the  Board  of  Exam- 
iners and  myself  be  summoned  to  appear  biafore  you,  and  that  each  so  summoned, 
do  make  hia  statement  upon  oath,  and  each  to  have  the  privilege  of  propounding 
questions  and  cross-examining,  and  also  that  each  be  allowed  to  introduce  testi- 
mony, and  each  to  be  heard  in  his  own  defense. 

I  feel  that  in  the  report  as  rendered,  the  greatest  injustice  has  been  done  me. 
I  know  of  no  other  method  to  vindicate  myself  than  the  one  proposed.  I  ask 
your  honorable  body  not  to  condemn  me  unheard.  I  desire  and  hope  for  a  public 
investigation,  and  feel  that  should  my  request  be  denied,  that  I  shall  be  debarred 
from  one  ^'eat  privilege  of  an  American  citizen — that  of  being  heard  in  my  own 
defense.  Justice  is  all  that  I  ask  at  your  hands,  nor  do  I  wish  or  expect  anything 
but  that.

Mr.   Speaker; 

The  Committee  on  Intemal  Improvements,  to  whom  wad  referred  Assembly  bill 
No.  4,  an  Act  to  encourage  the  construction  of  a  railroad  and  telegraph  line  from 
the  Bay  of  San  Francisco  to  the  eastern  line  of  the  Sate  with  branches  thereto, 
have  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  and  submit  the  following  report : 

The  advantages  which  would  result  from  the  construction  of  a  railroad  from  the 
Bay  of  San  Francisco  to  the  eastern  line  of  the  State,  to  connect  with  the  contemplated 
great  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Raibroad,  with  branches  as  proposed  in  this  bill,  are  too  ob- 
vious to  admit  even  of  a  doubt.  The  accomplishment  of  such  a  project  is  earnestly  do- 
sired  by  all  who  have  the  prosperity  and  interest  of  California  at  heart.  The  only 
question  is,  how  is  it  to  be  accomplished,  and  what  legislation  is  necessary  on  the 
part  of  this  State  to  secure  the  sure  and  speedy  attainment  of  the  object.  The 
bill  submitted  to  our  consideration  has  therefore  commanded  our  closest  attention  ; 
but  after  mature  and  deliberate  consideration,  notwithstanding  the  paramount  ne- 
cessity of  the  object  in  view,  and  the  great  desire  wo  have  to  see  it  accomplished, 
aware  as  we  are  of  the  benefits  which  would  result  from  it  to  our  State,  as  well  as 
to  the  whole  Union,  we  have  arrrived  at  (he  conclusion  that  the  passage  of  an  Act 
even  more  perfect  and  guarded  in  its  provisions  than  this  one  would  be  premature, 
and  that  the  passage  of  this  bill  especially,  would  be  exceedingly  unwise. 

Since  the  acquisition  of  California  by  the  United  States,  we  have  never  had 
better  reason  to  believe  that  Congress  will,  without  further  delay,  pass  an  Act  for 
the  construction  of  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Kailroad  than  we  have  at  the  present 
time.  It  is  not  improbable  that  at  this  very  moment  the  bill  has  passed,  if  not  the 
necessity  of  such  an  Act  is  so  urgent  and  imperative,,  it  is  so  urgent  and  indispen- 
sable to  the  welfare  of  the  whole  country,  east  and  west,  north  and  south,  that  we 
can  confidently  look  to  its  early  passage. 

The  objection  urged  in  Congress,  on  the  pretended  unconstitutionality  of  such 
an  Act,  on  which  its  enemies  have  hitherto  based  their  opposition,  has  b&n  entirely 
and  satisfactorily  removed  by  the  late  letter  of  Mr.  Buchanan  on  the  subject,  in 
which  he  shows  conclusively  that  the  work  is  one  of  necessity  for  national  defense, 
Ac,  and  pledges  his  administration  to  its  constraction.  More  than  this,  the  almost 
unanimous  voice  of  the  American  people  is  in  favor  of  it. 

With  these  assurances  and  valid  reasons  for  believing  that  at  an  early  day  Con- 
gress wUl  provide  for  the  construction  of  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Railroad,  we  are  of 
opinion  that  it  would  be  impolitic,  injurious,  and  premature  to  provide,  at  present, 
for  the  construction  of  the  proposed  railroad  in  this  State. 

It  is  obviously  the  meaning  and  intent  of  this  bill  to  relinquish  to  the  successful 
bidders,  under  the  third  section,  the  lands  which  hereafter  may  be  donated  by  Con- 
gress to  the  State  of  California  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  her  in  the  construction  of 
railroads  within  her  limits.  The  extent  and  quality  of  the  lands  expected  to  be 
^nted  by  Congress  cannot  be  arrived  at  at  present,  and  the  Committee  would  ask, 
is  it  wise  and  prudent  thus  to  barter  or  gamble  away  the  rights  in  expectancy  of 
the  State,  before  we  can  have  even  a  glimmering  conception  of  their  value  ?  There 
is  no  rule  or  data  bv  or  from  which  we  can  arrive  at  a  reasonably  correct  estimate 
of  the  value  of  the  bonuses  and  privileges  contemplated  to  be  granted  by  this  bill. 
It  is  not  without  the  range  of  probability  that  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
will  donate  to  this  State  theentire  body  of  the  public  domain  within  her  limits  for 
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this  purpose  and  others,  and  we  cherish  the  hypothesis  that  its  bounty  will  be  too 
mnnificent  to  be  thns  unwittingly  disposed  of. 

There. is  no  doubt  but  that  Congress  will  provide  liberally  for  the  oonstruotion  of 
railroads  through  our  State,  but  it  is  extremely  doubtful  whether  it  will  show  the 
same  liberality  if  the  benefits  to  be  acquired  by  such  donations  shall  have  been  dis- 
posed of  by  the  State  in  advance. 

Until  the  survey  shall  have  been  made  and  the  route  of  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific 
Bailroad  determined  on,  it  will  be  impossible  to  say  where  the  point  of  intersection 
of  said  road  with  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  this  State  will  be,  and  until  this  is 
decided,  it  will  be  difficult  to  locate  the  line  on  this  side,  with  the  certainty  of  meet« 
ing  the  one  from  the  other  side ;  indeed,  without  concert  of  action  the  two  points 
may  be  hundreds  of  miles  apart. 

Persons  or  corporations  bidding  as  provided  for  in  section  2,  would  be  acting 
blindly,  for  they  would  know  neiUier  the  location,  quality  or  quantity  of  the  lands 
to  be  obtained,  and  under  the  circumstances  no  sane  person  would  give  anything 
like  the  full  value  of  the  land  and  of  the  other  privileges  to  be  acauired.  Section 
8  grants  and  relinqubhes  to  the  party  or  parties  to  whom  the  bid  shall  be  awarded, 
the  alternate  sections  of  Swamp  and  Overfiowed  Lands  owned  or  claimed  by  this 
State  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Congress  in  fiivor  of  Arkansas,  passed  September  28th, 
1850 — the  distance  of  two  miles  in  width  on  either  side  of  the  proposed  line  of  roads. 
The  Act  of  Congress  above  mentioned,  provides  that  the  money  received  from  the 
sale  of  Swamp  and  Overfiowed  Lands  shall  be  exclusively  appropriated  towards 
reclaiming  said  lands,  and  therefore  they  cannot  be  given  away  in  this  manner,  nor 
appropriated  to  any  other  purpose. 

For  these  reasons  we- believe  the  bill  before  us  to  be  not  only  premature,  but  that 
it  is  not  calculated  to  subserve  the  object  for  which  it  was  submitted  to  the  House, 
viz  :  the  true  interest  of  our  State,  and  that  therefore  it  should  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned, and  so  we  recommend.

The  Treaty  of  Peace,  Friendship,  Limits  and  Settlement  between  the  United 
States  of  America  and  the  Republic  of  Mexico,  Article  8th.  Mexicans  now  estab- 
lished in  territories  previously  belonging  to  Mexico,  and  which  remain  for  the 
future  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  as  defined  by  the  present  treaty,  shall 
be  ^e  to  continue  where  they  now  reside,  or  to  remove  &t  any  time  to  the  Mexi- 
can Republic,  retaining  the  property  which  they  possessed  in  the  said  territories,  or 
disposing  thereof,  and  removing  the  proceeds  wherever  they  pleased,  without  their 
being  subjected  on  this  account  to  any  contribution  or  charge  whatever.  Those 
who  shall  prefer  to  remain  in  the  said  territory  may  either  retain  the  title  and  right 
of  Mexican  citizens  or  acquire  those  of  citizens  of  the  United  States.  But  they 
shall  be  under  the  obligation  to  make  their  election  within  one  year  from  the  date 
of  the  exchange  of  ratifications  of  this  treaty,  and  those  who  shall  remain  in  the 
said  territories  after  the  expiration  of  that  year,  without  bavin?  declared  their  in- 
tention to  retain  the  character  of  Mexicans,  shall  be  considered  to  have  elected  to 
become  citizens  of  the  United  States.  It  appearing  in  evidence  before  your  Com- 
mittee that  General  Castro,  father  of  Stephen  Castro,  did  give  the  proper  notice  of 
his  intentions  to  remain  as  a  Mexican  citizen  within  the  proper  time,  therefore  the 
said  Stephen  Castro  being  a  minor  at  the  time,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee, 
Stephen  Castro  is  not  entitled  to  enjoy  the  rights  of  a  citizen  of  the  United  States.

I  have  this  day  approved  an  Act  relating  to  the  Thirteenth  Judicial  District, 
and  to  define  the  time  of  holding  the  Courts  in  said  District.

Mr.  Speaker: 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  Assembly  bill  No.  32,  creating  an  ad- 
ditional Senatorial  District,  to  be  composed  of  the  counties  of  Klamath  and  Siski- 
you, have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave,  most  respectfully,  to 
submit  the  following  report : 

The  object  of  this  bill  is  simply  to  divide,  as  near  as  may  be,  the  present  12th 
Senatorial  District,  giving  thereto  two  Senators  in  the  place  of  one.  The  only  ob- 
jection which  has  or  can  be  nrged  to  the  passage  of  this  bill  is  that  the  Legislature 
at  its  present  session  has  no  constitutional  power  to  increase  our  representation. 
Our  Constitution  provides,  in  Section  28th  of  Article  4th,  that  the  **  enumeration 
of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State  shall  be  taken  under  the  direction  of  the  Legisla- 
ture in  the  years  1852  and  1855,  and  at  thp  end  of  every  ten  years  thereafter,  and 
these,  together  with  the  census  that  may  be  taken  under  the  direction  of  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  in  the  year  1850,  and  every  subsequent  ten  years,  shall 
serve  as  the  basis  of  representation  in  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature."  The  suc- 
ceeding section  of  the  Constitution  provides  that  the  Legislature  shall  fix  the  num- 
ber of  Representatives  and  Senators  ht  the  first  session  after  the  enumeration  pro- 
vided for  shall  be  made,  and  that  the  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  be  appor- 
tioned among  the  counties  according  to  the  number  of  white  inhabitants.  The 
Constitution  also,  in  Section  6th  of  Article  4th,  provides  that  the  number  of 
Senators  shall  not  be  less  than  one  third,  nor  more  than  one  half  the  number  of 
the  members  of  the  Assembly.  From  the  first  provision  of  the  Constitution  re- 
ferred to,  it  will  be  perceived  that  the  Legislature  is  as  forcibly  required  to  cause 
tho  census  to  be  taken  in  1855  as  it  is  required  in  apportioning  the  representation 
at  any  time  to  use  the  census  as  a  basis.  Now,  has  the  Legislature,  by  refusing  to 
cause  the  census  to  be  taken  as  required  by  constitutional  provision,  the  right  to 
evado  or  override  the  spirit  and  intention  of  that  instrument  ?    It  may  be  urged 
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Ibftt  a  oenfltts^ll  he  taken  in  1860,  under  Ibe  directioQ  of  Congress.  We,  m  a 
^t&te,  have  no  rj^bl  toiegislerte  with  a  view  to  prospective  legielation  bjour  Fed^ 
eral  Oongrese.  Ocir  Constitution  ovght,  and  does  ampfy  provide  for  our  necessi- 
ties when  its  provisions  are  strictljr  regarded.  The  people,  in  adopting  the  Con- 
stitution, never  intended  to  |^e  in  the  power  of  the  Legtfdature  the  means  of  de- 
priving them  of  the  most  saercd  of  all  rights — equal  representation  ;  and  jet  the 
Legislature,  by  a  dereliotion  of  duty — a  fsflare  to  provide  for  the  taking  l^e  een- 
aus — exercises  this  power  directly.  Admitting  then,  a  proper  and  aocurate  census 
to  have  been  taken  in  1852,  and  an  appropriate  apportionment  made  thereon  in 
1853 — the  Legislature  having  virtually  disregarded  the  very  letter  of  the  Consti- 
tution by  failing  to  provide  for  a  census  in  1855 — ^for  the  purpose  of  reotifying 
this  gross  error,  and  relieving  as  far  as  possible  a  poopte  whose  dearest  right  has 
been  outraged,  and  meting  to  them  a  representation  to  which  they  are  justly  en- 
titled, it  becomes  our  duty  to  examine  the  merits  of  this  proposed  enaetment,  and 
lor  tbat  purpose  to  examine  into  'the  census  of  1863,  nnd  the  action  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  1853  thereon.  By  reference  to  the  census  of  1852,  we  find  that  it  is  so  . 
far  from  being  perfect,  that  ^om  at  least  one  of  the  most  populous  counties  in  the 
State  (Bl  Dorado)  there  was  no  return  whatever,  and  that  the  Legislature  in  fix- 
ing the  representation  of  this  county,  approximated  from  the  vote  polled  in  1852, 
and  allowed  her  an  appropriate  representation.  We  also  find  that  in  1852  the 
12tb  Senatorial  District  was  composed  of  three  counties,  to  wit :  Trinity,  Kla- 
math and  Siskiyou;  and  that  the  census  taken  in  those  counties  was  very  imperfect, 
as  will  appear  by  these  figures — official  returns  : 

Cenras  of  ISfiS.      Vote  of  1858 

Trinity *. 1164  146T 

Klamath ^ 530  427 

Siskiyou 2240  951 

These  counties  arc  all  mining  counties  with  similar  population — 

Making  the  aggegate  census • 4534 

Making  the  aggregate  vote 2845 

And  the  difierence  only « 1689 

From  this  it  appears  that  the  vote  was  nearly  as  large  as  the  census.  Now  take 
the  vote  of  the  whole  State  for  the  year  1852,  divide  it  by  the  aggregate  vote  of 
those  counties,  and  you  will  find  that^  the  12th  Senatorial  District  at  that  time 
polled  one  twenty-sixth  of  the  vote  of  the  State,  whereas  she  has  but  one  thirty- 
third  representation  in  the  Senate,  showing  a  large  fraction  not  provided  with  a 
representation.  Again,  we  find  that  this  District,  with  a  population  of  4,534,  waa 
allowed  one  Senator,  *  whilst  had  the  Legislature  approximated  from  tho  vote, 
as  was  done  in  the  county  of  El  Dorado,  the  population  would  more  than  double 
the  census  taken,  and  the  District  would  have  had  apportioned  to  it  two  Senators 
in  the  place  of  one.  With  the  census  compared  with  the  vote  of  the  year  1852  as 
a  basis,  with  the  constitutional  provision  to  have  our  Senate  composed  of  half  the 
number  of  the  Assembly,  this  l2th  Senatorial  District  is,  and  was  in  1853,  entitled 
to  two  Senators. 

We  now  oome  to  the  fact?  as  they  exist.  The  Twelfth  District  is  composed  of 
the  counties  of  Trinity,  Klamath,  Siskiyou  and  Humboldt.  A  new  county  is  being 
created  at  this  sesrdon  out  of  the  Territory  of  Klamath,  which  will  necessarily  fall 
in  this  District.  All  these. counties  are,  strictly  speaking,  mining  counties.  It  ia 
a  ktunrnlitt  Unfc  the  greater  portion  of  the  foreign  popuktion  of  the  State  is  to  be 
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found  ID  the  mining  oonnties.  Information  as  to  what  portion  of  the  foreign  popo- 
lation  is  in  those  counties  may  be  bad  by  examining  the  returns  of  the  foreign 
miners'  licenses  sold  therein.  From  these  fiicts  we  reasonably  conclude  that  the 
proportion  of  the  population  t#  the  vote  is  as  great,  if  not  greater  in  these  counties 
than  in  the  others  settled  up  with  families.  At  the  recent  election,  the  counties 
composing  this  District  cast  a  vote  in  the  aggregate  amounting  to  about  nine  thou- 
sand ;  then  estimating  the  whole  vote  of  the  State  at  one  hundred  and  oight  thoo- 
sand,  as  per  the  official  returns,  this  District  polls  one-twelfth  of  the  whole  vote  of 
the  State,  and  if  our  position  is  correct,  that  the  proportion  of  population  is  as 
great  in  these  as  other  counties,  this  District  would  be  now,  under  a  fair  appordon- 
ment,  entitled  to  one-twelfth  of  the  whole  number  of  Senators;  so  population  entitled 
to  three  Senators  and  seven  Representatives,  have  at  this  time  but  one  Senator  and 
four  Representatives.  It  is  not  proposed  to  increase  the  number  of  Representa- 
tives, but  simply  to  allow  one  more  Senator. 

A  substitute  has  been  prepared  by  your  Committee  which  effects  the  object 
without  at  all  mentioning  the  other  Senatorial  DiRtricts  or  the  counties  of  the  State. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  in  conclusion,  as  a  matter  of  right  and  justice— ia 
perfect  accordance  with  the  spirit,  and  violating  no  letter  of  the  Constitution — ^re- 
commend the  passage  of  the  substitute  herewith  submitted.

From  the  best  information  your  Committee  have  been  able  to  obtain,  they  find 
that  Humboldt  Bay,  near  its  shores,  is  shallow,  and  that  any  deposits  of  saw-dust, 
or  other  matter,  thrown  into  the  Bay,  tends  to  obstruct  navigation,  that  there  are 
numerous  saw-mills  on  the  shores  of  the  Bay,  and  that  the  owners  are  in  the  habit 
of  throwing  their  saw-dust,  slabs,  cuttings  and  other  refuse  of  Uieir  mills  into  the 
Bay,  thus  filling  up  the  Bay,  so  that  unl<»6s  prevented  by  law,  free  navigation  of 
the  Bay  will  be  materially  injured.  The  bill  presented  is  intended  to  prevent  such 
aetion  on  the  part  of  mill  owners,  and  we  report  the  bill  back  without  amendments, 
and  recommend  its  passage.

Mr,  Speaker: 

Tbe  Select  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  tbe  investigation  .of  the  facts  con- 
nected with  the  alleged  remittance  to  New  York  of  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty-four  thousand  dollars,  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  semi-annual  inter- 
est due  upon  the  funded  civil  debt  of  the  State,  fiilling  due  on  the  first  day  of  July 
next,  with  instructions  to  inquire  into  the  subject  of  the  &i]ure  on  the  part  of  the 
State  to  pay  the  interest  which  was  due  upon  the  same  debt  upon  the  first  day  of 
July  last,  ask  leave  to  make  the  following  report : 

In  a  matter  of  so  much  importance  to  the  State,  and  of  such  grave  import  to  tne 
parties  concerned,  the  committee  have  been  careful  to  take  the  testimony  of  all 
persons  from  whom  they  supposed  information  could  be  9btained,  and  to  base  their 
reflections  upon  the  facts  then  furnished,  unwilling  to  trust  to  their  own  suspioioni^ 
or  even  to  their  own  judgment,  for  safe  guidance  in  searching  out  the  information  and 
in  developing  the  facts  most  desirable  to  know  for  the  purposes  of  tbe  investigation. 

As  early  as  December,  1855,  before  the  Treasurer  entered  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office,  be  made  a  contract  with  the  Express  and  Banking  House  of  Wells, 
Fargo  &  Co.,  to  receive  and  pay  the  semi-annual  interest  upon  the  bonds  for  the 
civil  debt  of  the  State,  upon  the  1st  days  of  July  and  January  of  each  year  du- 
ring bis  term  of  office.  Under  former  State  Treasurers  these  payments  bad  been 
made  by  the  Banking  House  of  Palmer,  Cook  &  Co.  The  new  Treasurer,  when 
about  to  assume  the  duties  of  his  trust,  it  is  presumed,  partook  df  the  distrust 
which  was  generally  felt  towards  these  defaulting  agents.  The  defalcation  in  July, 
1854,  by  wnich  tbe  credit  and  character  of  the  State  was  first  shaken,  and  whidi 
was  wrought  solely  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  speculative  vultures  to  feed  upon 
State  credit,  had  received  too  broad  and  general  reprobation  not  to  convince  him 
that  it  was  advisable  to  cast  off  the  faithless  agents  by  whom  his  predecessor  had 
been  deceived.  Had  the  new  contract  been  faiSifuUy  carried  out  by  the  Treasurer^ 
when  the  time  for  its  performance  arrived,  new  calamities  to  State  character  and 
name  would  have  been  presented,  and  what  is  of  great,  though  not  equal  conse- 
quence, great  losses  of  money  from  the  Treasury  would  not  have  happened.    It  is 
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easier  for  the  State  to  repair  tbe  loss  of  a  few  pcores  of  thousands,  than  to  regain 
the  position  ]ost  by  the  impeachment  of  her  credit.  A  State  debt  not  being  col- 
lectable by  process  of  law  is  therefore  a  debt  of  honor. 

But,  as  the  sequel  will  show,  the  Treasurer,  from  a  &tal  proclivity  to  unite  his 
fortunes  and  that  of  the  trust  confided  to  him  with  the  house  of  Palmer,  Cook  & 
Co.,  was  found  about  the  1st  of  April,  1866,  beseeching  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  to 
release  him  from  his  contract  with  them,  so  far  as  it  related  to  the  July  interest 
then  next  accruing,  and  gave  as  a  reason  for  such  request  that  he  was  unable  to 
comply  with  the  contract,  inasmuch  as  Palmer,  Cook  &  Co.  had  cUready  forwarded 
about  fifty  thousand  dollars  of  the  funds  designed  for  that  purpose  to  New  York. 
That  Palmer,  Cook  k  Co.  should  thus  early  have  gotten  possession  of  the  public 
funds,  may  seem  surprising  to  some,  but  not  to  such  as  have  studied  the  intimacy 
between  that  concern  and  the  State  Treasury  for  tbe  past  four  years. 

In  order  that  no  repetition  of  this  failure  should  occur  on  the  part  of  the  Trea- 
surer, Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  soon  after  demanded  that  their  contract,  which  hitherto 
had  been  a  verbal  one,  should  be  reduced  to  writing.  Accordingly,  on  the  15th 
day  of  April,  1856,  a  written  contract  was  entered  into  between  the  Treasurer  of 
State  and  Louis  McLane,  Jr.,  agent  of  said  bouse,  by  which  this  former  agreed  to 
furnish  the  money,  and  the  latter  agreed  to  pay  the  interest  for  the  remainder  of 
the  Treasurer's  official  term,  excepting,  of  course,  the  then  ensuing  July  interest, 
a  copy  of  which  contract  is  annexed  hereto. 

That  Palmer,  Cook  k  Co.  had  failed  again  in  paying  the  July  interest  was  not 
positively  known  in  California  until  the  arrival  of  the  steamer,  about  the  first  of 
August.  Then  the  Treasurer  had  recourse  to  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  with  whom  an 
arrangement  was  speedily  made  to  pay  the  same  as  soon  thereafter  as  circumstances 
would  permit,  and  the  money  withdrawn  from  the  Treasury  for  that  purpose. 
Nothing  has  ever  been  realized  from  Palmer,  Cook  &  Co.,  except  the  sum  of  fifteen 
housand  dollars,  by  means  of  a  draft  drawn  by  them  upon  New  York,  and  made 
use  of  by  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co  ,  in  paying  the  interest  in  pursuance  of  the  before 
mentioned  arrangement.  The  balance  due  from  them  at  the  present  time  to  the  Trea- 
surer is  seventy-three  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty  dollars,  with  legal  interest  for 
thp  space  of  ten  months.  They  have  used  this  large  amount  of  the  public  money 
ii^  that  length  of  time  in  their  banking  business  and  other  speculations,  without  en- 
countering any  overt  act  of  remonstrance  or  prosecution  from  the  public  authorities, 
until  about  the  first  of  January  last.  With  a  consideration  for  the  interests  of  the 
defaulters  quite  inconsistent  with  a  proper  regard  for  the  interests  of  the  State,  the 
Treasurer  permitted  them  to  go  unmolested,  so  far  as  any  coercive  means  were  con- 
cerned, until  the  last  of  September,  when  the  bonds  or  contracts  were  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Governor,  wbo  employed  Attorneys  to  bring  suit  against  them  and 
their  sureties. 

The  suit  cannot  be  brought  to  trial  for  some  months  hence.  Tbe  defendants  have 
given  notice  of  their  intention  to  defend,  and  if  the  technicalities  of  the  law,  always 
so  potent  when  used  in  behalf  of  great  offenders,  should  be  evercome  and  judg- 
ment obtained,  it  is  exceedingly  doubtful  whether  any  money  could  be  realized  upon 
execution. 

This  large  amount  of  money  is,  therefore,  lost  to  the  State,  and  the  Treasurer  is, 
in  every  view  of  the  case,  a  de&ulter  to  that  amount.  That  it  may  be  recovered,  is 
most  devoutly  to  be  wished  ;  but  the  possibility  of  such  recovery  does  not  in  the 
least  degree  afiect  or  change  the  position  of  the  Treasurer,  as  a  defaulter  for  that 
amount.  We  do  not  acknowledge  the  idea  that,  because  an  officer  has  given  hia 
official  bond,  upon  the  prosecution  of  which  something  may  be  recovered,  he  escapes 
the  liabilities  and  penalties  of  a  defaulter,  when  the  money  is  missing  from  tbe 
Treasury  and  cannot  be  produced  upon  demand.  Nor  can  the  State  be  turned  off 
with  the  bond  or  contract  which  the  Treasurer  receipted  from  Palmer,  Cook  &  Co.,

as  tt  was  not  an  official  act — said  bonds  never  having  been  presented  to  and  approved 
by  the  Governor,  as  required  bj  law.  Had  the  Treasurer,  before  makiog  any 
arrangement  with  them,  submitted  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  from  them  to  the 
Governor,  and  obtained  his  approval,  and  loss  had  then  occurred,  he  and  his  sureties 
flight  have  escaped  the  responsibility  ;  but,  having  violated  the  law  in  this  respect, 
the  payment  to  Palmer,  Cook  &  Co.  became  his  own  private  act,  outside  of  the  line 
of  his  official  duty. 

By  following  the  history  of  the  Treasury  transactions,  with  regard  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  semi-annual  interest,  we  are  brought  to  the  other  and  principal  object 
of  inquiry,  to  wit  :  The  alleged  remittance  to  New  York  to  meet  the  July  interest 
for  the  jcar  1857.  Tho  January  interest  for  the  present  year  was  remitted  through 
Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  in  pursuance  of  the  before  mentioned  contract  with  them,  on 
the  5th  day  of  November  last.  By  the  recent  arrival  of  the  steamer,  intelligence 
is  received  that  the  demands  of  our  creditors  were  promptly  met  by  that  house, 
sixty-five  thousand  dollars  having  been  paid  upon  coupons  for  interest  before  the 
sailing  of  the  istcamer  of  the  5th  of  January. 

On  the  31st  day  of  December  last  the  State  Treasurer  applied  to  the  house  of 
Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  through  Mr.  McNeil,  their  cashier  at  Sacramento,  to  make 
arrangements  to  meet  the  July  interest.  Mr.  McLane,  the  chief  agent  of  that  firm, 
and  the  Treasurer,  went  to  San  Francisco  on  the  same  day  for  the  purpose,  as  was 
understood  by  the  former,  to  make  such  arrangements.  On  the  following  day,  Mr. 
E.  A.  Howe,  late  a  clerk  in  the  Treasurer's  ofQce,  but  then  President  of  the  Pacific 
Express  Co.,  accompanied  by  the  Treasurer,  had  an  interview  with  Mr.  McLane. 
The  Treasurer,  however,  took  no  part  in  the  conversation,  but  remained  within  view, 
but  out  of  hearing  of  the  parties.  Mr.  Howe  desired  Mr.  McLane  to  give  bond 
and  surety  to  pay  the  interest  without  receiving  the  money.  This  proposition  was 
declined.  Mr.  E^we  urged  its  acceptance,  promising  to  furnish  collateral  securi- 
ties upon  which  the  money  could  be  realized  in  thirty  days.  But  Mr.  McLane 
declined  the  offer  peremptorily,  but  signified  his  readiness  to  furnish  a  sufficient 
bond  at  any  time  upon  receiving  the  money.  Upon  this  he  was  informed  that  the 
Pacific  Express  Co.  would  give  a  bond.  Mr.  McLane  then  claimed  that  he  should 
insist  upon  compliance  with  the  Treasurer's  contract  with  him,  to  which  Mr.  Kowe 
replied  by  assuring  him  that  it  would  be  all  right,  and  that  when  tho  time  arrived 
for  forwarding  the  money,  it  should  be  forwarded  by  the  house  of  Wells,  Fargo  & 
Co.,  and  the  business  transacted  in  pursuance  of  the  contract. 

Two  days  after  tho  Treasurer  made  the  contract  with  Mr.  Kowe,  as  President  of 
the  Pacific  Express,  as  will  appear  by  reference  to  a  copy  thereof  hereto  annexed. 

It  was  publicly  announced  about  the  middle  of  January  that  the  money  had  been 
actually  forwarded  to  New  York  by  the  Pacific  Express  Co,  by  the  steamer  of 
the  5th,  and  Mr.  Eowe  informed  various  persons,  among  them  the  Governor  and 
the  Attorney  General,  that  such  was  the  fact.  Many  reasons  were  given  to  the 
public  for  this  remarkable  activity,  some  of  which  were  not  very  complimentary  to 
the  character  of  the  Legislature,  but  were  quite  commendatory  of  the  financial 
abilities  and  political  sagacity  of  the  Treasurer.  He  was  applauded  as  being  the 
guardian  of  the  honor  ot  the  State  in  having  determined  to  assume  the  responsibility 
of  paying  the  interest  due  next  July,  and  by  the  same  stroke  of  policy  saving  the 
money  from  the  anticipated  extravagance  of  the  incoming  Legislature  by  the  sup- 
posed precaution  of  transferring  the  same  from  the  vaults  of  the  Treasury  to  the 
city  of  New  York. 

But  an  examination  of  the  facts  developed  by  the  testimony  herewith  submitted 
must  convince  the  most  charitable  mind  that  an  unmitigated  fraud  was  attempted, 
and  in  fact  has  been  successful.  That  Mr.  Rowe  has  leceived  the  sum  of  $124,000 
from  the  Treasury  is  sufficiently  true,  but  that  it  was  paid  to  him  on  the  3d  day  of 
January,  in  the  manner  represented  by  the  Treasurer,  must  be  regarded  as  very 
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doubtful.  Mr.  Bowe  says  it  was  paid  to  him  at  the  Treasurer's  oiBce  on  that  day 
in  coin,  by  the  Treasurer  in  person,  when  no  witness  was  present,  and  refuses  to 
give  the  committee  any  information  of  the  place  to  which  he  removed  the  same,  or 
how  or  in  what  manner  he  disposed  of  so  large  a  sum.  The  Treasurer  substantiaUy 
affirms  the  same  statement,  except  that  he  states  that  either  Mr.  Bunker  or  MV. 
Rhodes  was  present,  but  it  is  disaffirmed  by  the  fact  that  neither  of  the  clerks^  in 
the  office  ever  witnessed  such  payment,  though  one  of  them  was  in  the  office  during 
the  business  hours  of  that  day,  and  by  the  fiict  that  it  was  entered  in  the  cash 
book  as  having  been  paid  to  Wells,  Fargo  &  Go.  on  the  10th  of  January.  The 
book-keeper,'  Mr.  Rhodes,  remembers  seeing  the  Treasurer  paying  Mr.  Rowe  some 
money  about  that  date,  but  had  no  reason  for  supposing  that  it  had  any  connection 
with  the  alleged  interest  remittance,  as  is  abundantly  evidenced  by  his  own  state- 
ment to  that  effect,  and  by  the  fact  that  when  on  the  10th  he  made  the  entry  in 
tl^e  cash  book  to  Wells,  Fargo  &  Go.  he  had  received  no  intimation  that  a  new  fis- 
cal agent  had  been  employed.  It  is  further  disaffirmed  by  the  fact  that  Mr.  Rowe, 
during  the  space  of  about  one  month  immediately  previous  thereto,  deposited  about 
$48,000  at  the  office  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Go ,  and  is  unable  to  account  how  or  where 
he  obtained  the  money.  His  account  with  that  office  from  the  29th  of  August  to 
the  24th  day  of  December,  shows  a  deposit  account  in  his  favor  of  about  $182,000; 
and  from  the  5th  to  the  17th  of  January  of  about  $70,000.  Transcripts  of  these 
accounts  from  the  books  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Go  are  hereto  annexed. 

Upon  this  branch  of  the  subject,  the  committee  deem  it  unnecessary  to  comment 
at  length.  But  one  conclusion  can  be  drawn  from  the  testimony,  and  that  is,  that 
the  Ist  day  of  January  found  the  Treasurer  with  a  larjre  deficit  in  his  vaults,  and 
that  this  desperate  expedient  of  employing  the  Pacific  Express  was  adopted  to  ac- 
count for  such  deficiency,  and  the  various  reasons  suggested  for  such  premature  ao- 
tion  were  but  designed  to  screen  the  transaction  from  suspicion.  It  was  the  only 
alternative,  after  the  refusal  of  Mr.  McLane,  which  presented  itself,  and  was  em- 
braced from  necessity.  The  dangerous  proximity  of  the  Legislature  required  either 
a  return  to  the  vaults  of  the  absent  funds,  or  something  which  would  represent 
them. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  the  outset  of  the  in(}uiry,  the  impression  was 
studiously  sought  to  be  created  that  the  house  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Go.  had  under- 
taken the  payment  of  the  money ,  and  a  Legislative  committee  appointed  to  exam- 
ine the  affairs  in  the  Treasury  made  their  report  under  that  impression.  The 
clerk  who  made  the  entry  upon  the  cash  book,  as  before  stated,  made  the  same 
upon  the  authority  of  a  memorandum  in  the  hand  writing  of  Mr.  Rowe,  who 
seemed  to  be  of  equal  authority  in  the  office  as  the  Treasurer  himself.  That  entry 
was  not  changed  until  after  the  publication  in  the  newspapers  of  a  copy  of  the  bond 
given  by  the  Pacific  Express  Company  to  the  Treasurer,  and  then  the  words 
•'  Wells,  Fargo  &  Go.,'*  were  erased,  and  the  words  Pacific  "  Express'*  written 
over  the  same.  It  is  evident  that  the  Treasurer  and  Mr  Rowe  were  both  desirous 
that  such  impression  should  be  created,  as  it  would  be  calculated  to  allay  suspicion, 
and,  at  least,  preserve  confidence  as  to  the  safety  of  the  funds,  leaving  the  single 
point  of  the  propriety  of  the  premature  payment  to  be  defended. 

Mr.  Rowe  has  been  rigidly  examined  by  the  committee,  in  regard  to  the  large 
sums  of  money  used  by  him  for  the  last  four  or  five  months,  and  particularly  the 
amounts  deposited  with  Wells,  Far^  &  Go.  in  December  and  January.  He  gen- 
erally drew  out  as  &st  as  he  deposited,  so  that  no  large  balance  appeared  to  his 
credit  for  more  than  a  few  days.  But  his  memory  does  not  enable  him  to  state 
firom  whence  any  of  the  money  came  or  whither  it  went.  This  nngular  lack  of  a 
very  useful  faeuHy,  and  the  private  nature  of  his  financial  operations,  are  the  only 
causes  aasiffued  by  the  new  fiscd  agent  for  not  furnishing  the  committee  with  a  sat- 
Isfiietory  solution  of  a  question  which  naturally  presents  itself,  to  wit :  How  a  clerk

in  the  Treamrer's  office,  with  no  Ibrtnne  and  no  credit,  became  pofisessed  of  snch 
large  BQina  of  money,  and  gained  snch  an  influence  over  hia  employer  as  to  induce 
him  to  violate  his  official  contract  with  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  and  confer  on  himself 
a  trust  which  no  faithful  officer  would  confide  to  any  but  the  most  responsible  char- 
aoter? 

The  act  was  the  private  act  of  the  Treasurer,  the  bond  never  bavins  been  sul- 
viitted  for  approval  to  the  Governor.  The  amount  of  $124,000  was  about  $8,000 
more  than  was  needful  to  pay  the  interest,  and  the  additional  three  ^er  cent,  for 
exchange  was  entirely  gratuitous.  Any  responsible  banker  would  have  famished 
it  at  ninety  days  at  par. 

We  are,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the  Treasurer  is  a  defaulter  in  the  fbrther 
sum  of  $134,000,  which  makes,  with  the  sum  of  YS.SSO  before  mentioned,  together 
with  legal  interest,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  round  numbers. 

The  disoouraging  oonviction  is  forced  upon  us  that  the  July  interest  will  not  be 
paid  unless  the  Legislature  depends  upon  some  other  means  than  the  ability  or  faith 
uf  those  to  whom  Uie  Treasurer  has  trusted.  It  is  with  much  reluctance  that  the 
oommittee  express  this  opinion  ;  but  it  is  better  to  know  the  worst  and  prepare  to 
meet  it,  than  to  conceal  from  our  minds  unpleasant  reflections,  and  procrastinate 
our  effiirts  to  provide  against  future,  but  oertain  evils. 

The  evidence,  upon  another  subject  of  inquiry  which  engaged  the  attention  of 
the  committee,  confirms  the  truth  of  the  opinion  that  the  money  in  the  vaults  of  the 
Treasury  has  been  used  outside  for  purposes  of  private  speculation.  When  a  com- 
mittee  d  both  Houses  of  the  Legis&ture,  on  the  Idth  of  January,  found  by  actual 
count,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars  in  the  office,  it  appears 
thai  the  Treasurer  was  indebted  to  the  lacdness  and  exertions  of  his  friends,  and 
especially  to  Mr.  Rowe,  for  facilities  to  enable  him  to  pass  through  that  ordeal. 
On  the  morning  of  the  18th,  he  borrowed,  for  a  few  days,  $5,000  of  John  M. 
Bhodes,  a  banker  of  this  city,  which  he  placed  in  the  office  of  Wells,  Fargo  A  Go*, 
to  the  credit  of  Mr.  Rowe.  Upon  the  credit  of  a  verbal  promise  of  Mr.  Rowe 
Ihat  he  would  furnish  the  draft  of  the  Treasurer  upon  Wells,  Fargo  A  Co.  for 
$20,000,  Mr.  McNeil,  Cashier  of  that  house  in  this  city,  upon  the  same  day,  placed 
that  amount  to  the  credit  of  Mr.  Rowe,  who  ordered  the  amount  of  $25,000  to  be 
Bent  to  the  Treasurer's  office,  which  was  done  some  time  during  the  fore  part  of  the 
day,  (the  18th.)  Mr.  Rowe  obtained  from  other  sources  about  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars more,  and  drew  the  same  from  the  bank  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  the  same  day, 
bit  it  does  not  appear  what  was  done  with  this  latter  sum.  Mr.  Rowe  declines  to 
explain  what  use  he  made  of  it,  which  leaves  it  but  reasonable  to  suppose  that  it 
also  focdid  its  way  to  the  State  Treasury  on  that  day.  The  sum  of  $25,000  is 
proved  to  have  b^  delivered  at  the  Treasurer's  office  and  remained  there  about 
four  days,  when  it  was  returned  to  the  persons  from  whom  it  was  obtained.  The 
draft  which  Mr.  Rowe  promised  Mr.  McNeil,  and  upon  which  the  $20,000  was 
obtained,  was  given  to  him  on  the  15th  for  the  sum  of  $15,000  only,  was  sent 
to  San  Francisco^  and  there  protested  by  Mr.  MoLane,  but  it  served  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  was  intended,  and  nothing  has  been  heard  of  it  sinoe.  The  at- 
tempts of  Mr.  Rowe  and  the  Treasurer  to  explain  these  facts  are  exceedingly  lame. 
Their  e&rts  to  extricate  themselves  from  the  unfortunate  dilemma  in  miieh  the 
proofs  place  them,  excite  emotions  of  pity,  so  strong  as  to  overcome  any  feelings  of 
indignation  which  the  fraudulent  nature  of  the  transaction  are  calculated  to  produce. 

The  Treasurer  says  that  he  borrowed  the  $5,000  of  Mr.  Rhodes  to  accommodate 
the  wants  of  Mr.  Riowe,  who  states  that  the  sum  of  $85,000  was  required  for  his 
private  uses  that  day,  and  that  Mr.  McNeil  misunderstood  his  oraer,  and  sent 
$25,000  to  the  Treasurer's  offiee  by  mistake  ;  that  he  was  present  when  the  money 
arrived,  but  that  he  did  not  correct  the  error  by  sending  it  thence  to  the  private 
destination  for  which  he  had  intended  it,  from  the  fact  that  it  had  been  discovered

that  he  did  not  need  it  for  that  purpose,  and  allowed  it  to  remain  with  the  Treasu- 
rer, as  heing  a  safe  plaoe  of  deposit  But  how  he  oame  to  make  use  of  the  Treasu- 
rer's official  draft  to  raise  $20,000  for  his  private  uses,  he  does  not  attempt  to 
explain. 

When  it  is  rememhered  that  on  the  3d  of  January  he  claims  to  have  received 
$124,000  in  cash,  which  sum,  the  evidence  shows,  could  not  have  been  sent  to  New 
York,  it  is  remarkable  that  he  should  have  been  compelled  to  resort  to  such  active 
and  ingenious  financial  manoeuvers  in  order  to  assist  the  Treasurer  in  being  pre- 
pared to  meet  the  count  on  the  13th.  The  whole  transaction  shows  the  truth  of 
the  adage  that  necessity  is  the  mother  of  invention.  It  is  worthy  of  remark,  also, 
that  the  application  of  Mr.  Rowe  to  Mr.  McLane  on  the  1st  of  January  created 
strong  suspicions  in  the  mind  of  that  gentlcfman.  He  gave  orders  to  Mr.  McNeil, 
cashier  of  the  Sacramento  office,  not  to  allow  him  to  overdraw  his  aocount.  And 
when  Mr.  McNeil  asked  Mr.  McLane  if  he  might  not  let  Mr.  Bates  have  money 
to  make  a  count,  his  reply  was  in  the  negative,  saying  that  Mr.  Bates  might  meet 
his  count  the  best  way  he  could.  At  this  time  Mr.  Kowe  frequently  applied  to  Mr. 
McNeil  for  loans,  and  though  he  does  not  know  that  the  money  was  wanted 
for  the  Treasurer,  and  does  not  remember  that  he  used  the  word  "count"  in  his 
request,  it  is  quite  probable  that  Mr.  McLane's  memory  is  the  best  on  that  point 
— aod  quite  improbable  that  the  nature  of  the  request  should  have  been  misunder- 
stood. 

The  committee  having  been  unsuccessful  in  obtaining  information  from  Mr. 
Bowe,  as  to  how  or  in  what  manner  he  disposed  of  this  large  amount  of  money,  are 
compelled  to  form,  from  circumstantial  evidence,  their  conclusions,  in  regard  to  it 
Mr.  Howe,  in  substance,  admits  that  having  given  bond  to  pay  the  interest,  the 
money  became,  in  his  view,  his  own  private  property,  and  he  accordingly  used  it  as 
such.  The  only  parties  with  whom  he  appears  to  have  had  any  large  businere 
transactions,  are  Palmer,  Cook  &  Co.,  and  his  intervention  in  their  behalf  in  the 
matter  of  the  affiiirs  of  Adams  &  Co.,  as  described  by  himself,  afibrds  reason  to 
believe,  that  a  good  portion  of  the  money  has  been  sunk  in  speculations  in  connec- 
tion with  that  bankrupt  concern. 

The  committee  regret  to  say  that  they  are  unable  to  throw  any  light  upon  the 
whereabouts  of  the  large  amount  of  funds  committed  to  Mr.  Rowe,  on  account  of 
his  obstinacy  in  refusing  to  answer  questions  deemed  to  be  proper  and  necessary. 

The  12th  section  of  the  Funding  Act  of  1852,  the  11th  section  of  the  Funding 
Act  of  1855,  and  the  llth  section  of  the  Funding  Act  of  1856,  are  identical  in 
langaage,  and  read  as  follows  : 

**  The  Treasurer  of  State  having  occasion  to  employ  or  trust  any  persoA  or  per- 
sons in  or  about  the  businesd  devolved  upon  him  by  the  provisons  of  this  Act,  siiall 
take  for  his  own  security  and  for  the  secarity  of  the  State,  such  security  by  bond 
and  mortgage,  or  otherwise,  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Governor,  which  bonds 
and  mortgages  so  approved  by  the  governor,  upon  default  of  the  obligor  or  mort- 
gagor, may  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  obligee  or  mortgagee  for  his  own  use 
or  for  the  State.'' 

We  are  therefore  of  the  opinion,  and  so  charge  the  fact  to  be,  that  the  Treas- 
urer of  State  is  guilty  of  malfeasance  in  office  in  the  violation  of  the  above  statutes, 
in  the  payments  to  Palmer,  Cook  &  Co.,  and  to  the  Pacific  Express,  without  first 
having  obtained  the  approval  of  the  Governor  to  the  bonds  or  obligations  taken 
from  those  parties  respectively. 

We  further  find  the  fact  to  be,  and  sd  report,  that  the  Treasurer  of  State  is 
^Ity  of  a  felony,  accordioff  to  the  provisisions  of  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  concern- 
ing  the  Sute  and  County  Treasurers,  approved  May  7th,  1855.  for  having  drawn 
his  official  draft  for  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  upon  Wells,  Fargo  k  Co., 
and  delivering  the  same  to  E.  A.  Rowe,  for  his  individual  use,  and  for  having,  at 
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variotis  times,  permitted  moneys  belonging  to  the  State  to  be  nsed  by  the  said 
E.  A.  Rowe. 

The  evidence  of  the  witnesses  examined  is  herewith  sabmittcd.  Each  witness 
W5S  sworn  in  the  presence  of  the  committee,  and  his  testimony  carefally  read  oyer 
and  signed  by  him. 

To  the  testimony  thns  taken  the  committee  invite  carefbl  attentioa,  as  many  facts 
will  be  found  therein  bearing  upon  the  subjects  of  investigation,  t*)  which  direct 
reference  oonld  not  be  made,  withoat  making  the  report  unnecessarily  voluminous. 

Subsequently  to  the  appointment  of  the  committee,  they  were  instructed  by  res- 
olution to  inquire  into  the  subject  of  the  payment  of  Controller's  warrants  into  the 
State  Treasury,  instead  of  cadbi.  At  about  the  same  time  a  joint  committee  of  the 
House  was  appointed  for  the  same  purpose,  to  whom  the  committee  have  transferred 
such  evidence  as  they  have  received  upon  that  subject. 

All  of  which  is  respectfullpr  submitted,  and  the  committee  ask  leave  to  be  dis- 
charged from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

EVIDENCE,   ETC. 

Louis  McLane,  Jr.,  being  duly  sworn,  states  : 

That  he  resides  in  San  F.rancisco,  and  has  the  control  on  the  Pacific  of  the  Bank- 
ing and  Express  business  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  That  as  agent  of  Wells,  Fargo 
&  Co.  I  have  a  written  contract  with  Dr.  Bates,  State  Treasurer,  whereby  Wells, 
Fargo  &  Co  were  constituted  the  fiscal  agents  of  the  State  of  California  during  the 
term  of  oflSce  of  the  said  Bates,  as  State  Treasurer,  to  pay  the  interest  of  the 
State  indebtedness  in  New  York.  That,  under  that  contract,  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co. 
paid  the  Interest  falling  due  in  July,  1856,  and  forwarded  the  money  to  pay  the 
mterest  fiilling  due  in  January,  1K57,  in  due  time  to  meet  said  interest.  That 
under  said  contract,  when  the  Treasurer  famished  mi3  the  funds  to  pay  said  interest, 
I  was  to  give  him  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  to  secure  its  payment.  I  gave  him 
such  bonds  in  the  two  instances  spoken  of,  and  stood  ready  to  give  him  such  bond 
at  any  time  npon  his  furnishing  me  the  money  to  pay  the  interest  fulling  due  in 
July,  1857. 

The  payment  here  of  the  money  by  the  1st  of  May,  1857,  would  have  been  in 
ample  time  to  meet  the  interest  falling  due  in  New  York  in  July,  1857.  I  would 
have  been  willing,  if  requested,  to  have  received  the  money  ninety  days  before  the 
interest  fell  due,  and  have  remitted  it  free  of  exchange. 

Question — Has  the  Treasurer,  or  any  one  on  his  behalf,  made  application  to  you 
to  give  bond  to  pay  the  interest  in  July,  1857  ? 

Answer — Yes  ;  the  Treasurer  made  application  to  me  to  give  such  bond.  I  tol(} 
him  that  I  could  only  give  bond  upon  the  actual  receipt  of  money.  Mr.  Rowe  was 
present  when  the  Treasurer  made  the  application. 

Q — At  what  time,  and  where  was  this  application  made  ?• 

A — It  was  made  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1857,  in  San  Francisco  ;  upon  re- 
flection, the  application  made  to  me  in  San  Francisco  was  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Rowe 
on  behalf  of  the  Treasurer.  But  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1856,  the  Treasu- 
rer made  the  same  proposition  to  Mr.  McNeil,  our  Cashier  in  Sacramento,  saying 


he  was  ready  to  pay  the  money  if  I  would  famish  the  bond,  as  I  trnderatood  from 
Mr.  McNeil.  I  accordingly  went  to  San  Franciaco  on  the  31st  of  December,  for 
the  purpose  of  giving  such  bond,  and  the  Treasurer  went  with  me. 

Q — ^Why,  when  yon  and  the  Treasurer  went  to  San  Francisco  for  that  purpose, 
did  you  not  give  such  bond  7 

A — I  was  prefMsred  to  give  the  bond,  but  the  money  was  not  forthcoming.  Mr. 
Bowe  said  if  I  wonld  give  the  bond  he  would  furnish  the  money  in  tlurtj  days-* 
or  rather,  he  said  he  could  give  me  ooUateral  securities,  upon  which  the  money 
could  be  realized  in  thirty  days. 

Q — Did  he  tell  you  what  kind  of  character  of  secureties  he  would  give  ? 

A — He  did  not,  for  I  declined  to  take  anything  but  the  money. 

Q — Did  Mr.  Rowe  say  to  yon  that  he  could  make  8a<^  an  arrangement  with  the 
Pacific  Express? 

A — He  said  that,  as  President  of  the  Pacific  Bzpreas,  he  could  furnish  a  good 
bond. 

Q — Did  the  Treasurer  or  Mr.  Rowc  give  yon  any  reason  for  wanting  the  bond 
in  advance  of  the  payment  of  the  money  to  you  ? 

A — They  did  not ;  the  conversation  in  San  Francisco  was  between  Mr.  Rowe 
and  myself;  the  Treasurer  was  standing  within  ten  or  fifteen  feet,  but  took  no 
part  in  the  conversation,  and  -probably  did  not  hear  it. 

Q — Did  you  ask  Mr.  Rowe  why  he  wanted  the  bond  before  he  paid  the  money  ? 

A — I  did  not ;  for  there  could  be  but  one  conclusion  to  be  drawn  from  such  a 
proposition — that  is,  that  they  had  not  the  money, 

Q — Who,  so  far  as  you  know  or  believe,  compose  the  Pacific  Express  Oo.  ? 

A — Mr.  Rowe  owns  and  composes  the  Company  ;  the  Directors  do  not  really 
own  any  interest  in  the  Company. 

Q — What  connection,  if  any,  exists  between  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  and  the  Pacific 
Express  Co.  ? 

A — In  the  Banking  business  there  is  no  connection  whatever ;  the  Pacific  Ex- 
press Co.  are  not  Bankers;  nor  do  they  deal  in  exchange;  the  only  connection 
between  the  two  companies  in  the  Express  business  is  an  understanding  and  agree- 
ment as  to  freights.  I  desire  to  say,  furthermore,  that  when  Mr.  Rowe  told  me  in 
San  Francisco  tnat  he  would  give  his  bond  for  the  Pacific  Express  Co.,  I  told  him 
that  under  my  contract  I  should  insist  that  the  interest  be  paid  through  the  house 
of  Wells,  Fargo  k  Co.,  be  said  that  would  all  be  right,  and  that  the  interest  should 
bejoaid  through  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co. 

Q — When  did  Mr.  Rowe  become  the  owner  and  take  charge  of  the  Pacific  Ex- 
press Co.  ? 

A — He  must  have  owned  it  in  July  or  August ;  my  arrangement  with  him  as 
to  freights  was  made  in  September. 

Q — Has  Mr.  Rowe  kept  an  account  with  you  in  San  Francisco  7 

A — He  has  not. 

Q — Has  the  house  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  within  your  knowledge,  furnished 
the  State  Treasurer  with  any  coin  for  the  purpose  of  being  coQnted  as  so  much 
in  the  Treasury? 

A — None  has  been  famished  within  my  knowledge  ;  Mr.  McNeil,  the  Cashier 
of  the  house  in  Sacramento,  asked  me  if  he  might  furnish  the  Treasurer  for 
that  purpose  in  the  event  the  Treasurer  requested  it,  but  I  forbid  him  to  furnish 
the  Treasurer  with  any  coin  for  any  such  purpose  ;  I  told  McNeil  just  to  let 
Dr.  Bates  to  provide  for  his  counts  in  the  best  way  he  could. 

LOUIS  MoLANE,  Jb. 
John  M.  Rhodes  being  sworn,  states  : 
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That  he  resides  in  the  city  of  Sacramento,  and  is  a  linker  by  occupation;  that 
he  is  acqaainted  mth  Dr.  Bates,  the  State  Treasurer,  and  E.  A.  Bowe,  the  Presi- 
ident  of  the  Pacific  Express  Company. 

Q — ^Did  yon  since  the  first  day  of  January,  185*7,  furnish  the  State  Treasurer 
ivith  any  money  ?    If  so,  when,  and  how  much  ? 

A — About  ten  days  ago  I  loaned  Henry  Bates,  who  is  the  State  Treasurer,  five 
thousand  dollars  ;  it  was  either  Monday  or  Tuesday,  the  12th  or  13th  January, 
1857. 

Q — ^Did  Dr.  Bates  himself  apply  to  you  for  this  money,  or  did  some  one  for 
him? 

A — He  applied  to  me  himself ;  I  think  his  application  was  made  on  the  previ- 
ous Saturday. 

Q — Did  he  ask  for  a  greater  sum  than  $5,000  ? 

A — ^He  asked  for  five  or  six  thousand  dollars.  • 

Q — How  was  it  delivered  to  him  ? 

A — At  his  request  I  put  the  money  in  a  bag,  and  sent  it  to  Wells,  Fargo  &, 
Co 's  Banking  House,  marked  H.  or  Henry  Bates. 

Q — ^What  reason  did  he  give  you  for  asking  this  loan  ? 

A — I  don't  think  he  assigned  any  reason. 

Q — Did  he  state  for  what  length  of  time  he  would  want  the  money  ? 

A — ^He  said  he  wanted  it  for  a  few  days ;  some  three  or  four  days  afterwards 
he  returned  the  money;  the  money  was  returned  in  gold  coin;  I  do  not  think  it 
was  in  the  same  bag. 

Q — At  what  time  of  the  day  was  it  that  you  sent  this  money  into  Welk,  Fargo 
&  Co.  for  Dr.  Bates  7 

A — ^It  was  in  the  forenoon. 

Q— Is  there  any  other  circumstances  within  your  knowledge  material  for  this 
Committee  to  know  ? 

A — ^I  cannot  think  of  any.

After  conversing  with  my  clerk,  I  wish  to  correct  my  statement  in  this,  that  the 
hag  was  not  marked  as  I  supposed,  but  the  money  was  put  into  a  bag  which  was 
brought  into  my  office  by  a  young  man  whom  I  took  to  be  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.'s 
messenger;  Dr.  Bates  came  with  him.

Louis  McLane,  Jr.,  being  recalled: 

Q — Tou  stated  in  your  former  examination  that  Mr.  Rowe  told  you  that,  not- 
withstanding he  should  give  a  bond  for  the  Pacific  Express  Company,  that  yet  the 
interest  should  be  paid  through  the  house  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  Now  has  Mr. 
Bowe  up  to  this  day,  the  24th  of  January,  1 857,  made  any  arrangements  with  you 
for  the  payment  q{  the  money  ? 

A — He  has  not;  no  arrangement  has  been  made  with  me  in  relation  to  it.

A.  B.  McNiEL  being  sworn,  states: 

That  he  resides  in  the  city  of  Sacramento,  and  is  cashier  of  the  Banking  House 
of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  in  said  city. 

Q — What  amount  of  money  on  your  books  stood  to  the  credit  of  E.  A.  Bowe, 
from  January  5th  to  the  15tb,  inclusive  ?  and  how  did  his  account  stand  during 
that  period  ? 
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A — On  the  5th  January,  1857,  he  deposited  $15,9T8  3T,  and  on  same  day 
checked  ont  $2,676  84 ;  on  the  9th  deposited  $2,000,  on  the  13th  deposited 
$28,000;  hetween  the  5th  and  13th,  he  drew  out  $8,983  83;  on  the  13th  he 
drew  ont  $35,280;  ou  the  14th  he  deposited  $1,725,  and  the  same  day  drew  out 
$8,363  60;  on  the  15th  he  deposited  $22,930  80.  also,  $110;  on  the  same  day  he 
drew  $20,000,  leaving  a  halance  in  his  favor  on  the  15th,  of  $439  96;  on  the  17th 
he  deposited  $5,000,  and  from  the  17th  to  the  22d  inclusive,  he  drew  out  $3,970, 
leaving  a  balance  on  the  22d  of  $1,469  96  in  his  fiivor. 

Q — Was  the  $35,280  drawn  on  the  13th,  drawn  on  one  check,  or  on  more? 

A — It  was  drawn  I  think  on  four  checks;  one  was  for  $20,000,  one  for  $5,000, 
a  third  for  $9,000,  and  the  fourth  for  $1,280;  I  will  furnish  you  with  a  copy  of  his 
account  as  found  on  the  books. 

Q — By  whom  were  these  checks  presented? 

A-^he  three  large  checks  were  presented  hy  Mr.  Rowe  ;  I  do  not  recollect  as 
to  the  smaller  one. 

Q — What  was  done  with  this  money  when  drawn  on  the  13th  ? 
'  A — It  was  sent  in  a  wagon  to  the  Treasurer's  office. 

Q — Whose  wagon  was  it,  and  who  procured  the  wagon  ? 

A — ^I  procured  the  wagon ;  Mr.  Rowe  told  me  to  send  it  to  him  at  the  Treasur- 
er's office;  I  would  have  sent  it  by  our  own  wagon,  but  it  was  not  there  at  the  time. 

Q — Was  it  sent  up  in  one  parcel,  or  in  different  parcels  ? 

A — I  think  $25,000  went  up  at  one  time,  but  as  to  the  balance  I  am  not  certain 
whether  Mr.  Rowe  came  and  got  it,  or  not. 

Upon  further  reflection  I  desire  to  correct  my  statement  as  follows  :  I  stated 
that  on  the  18th,  Mr.  Rowe  deposited  $28,000.  In  fact  he  only  deposited  $8,000, 
and  promised  to  furnish  a  draft  on  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co ,  of  New  lork,  for  $20,000, 
and  I  gave  him  the  credit  for  $28,000,  that  ho  might  draw  against  it.  The 
$35,000  drawn  on  that  day  was  in  coin;  the  draft  was  subsequently  signed  by  Dr. 
Bates,  and  sent  by  me  to  San  Francisco,  to  Mr.  McLane,  who  returned  it,  being 
dissatisfied  with  it.  The  draft  when  drawn  was  only  for  $15,000,  and  to  make  up 
the  deficiency  between  that  and  the  credit  of  $20,000,  which- 1  gave  him,  he  owed 
me  $5,000;  on  the  17th  he  paid  me  $20,000,  and  I  gave  him  credit  for  only 
$5,000,  the  balance  being  in  payment  of  the  draft. 

Q — Where  did  the  $i^,000  paid  you  on  the  17th  come  from,  and  how  was  it 
conveyed  to  your  office  ? 

^A — Mr.  Rowe  brought  the  money  there;  he  brought  it  in  person;  I  don't  know 
where  it  can^e  from;  Mr.  Rochester  counted  the  money. 

Q— Who  brought  in  the  $15,978  37,  depoRited  on  the  5th  of  January  ? 

A — I  don't  know  ;  Mr.  Rowe  I  suppose  deposited  it. 

Q — ^When  you  sent  the  draft  drawn  by  Dr.  Bates  to  McLane,  did  McLane  ad- 
mit that  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  owed  Dr.  Bates  that  or  any  other  amount  ? 

A — Mr.  McLane  did  not  admit  the  correctness  of  account  claimed  by  Dr.  Bates, 
and  further  contended  that  even  if  it  was  owing.  Dr.  Bates  had  no  right  to  draw 
upon  it, — but  that  it  should  go  to  his  credit  on  the  July  interest  of  1857  ;  but  said 
if  he  would  make  out  a  correct  statement,  that  he  would  pay  whatever  was  actually 
due,  rather  thau  have  any  contention  about  it.  When  I  reoeived  McLane's  letter, 
I  required  the  money  I  had  advanced  upon  the  draft  to  be  repaid  to  me  which  was 
due  on  the  17th.  The  account  claimed  by  Dr.  Bates,  and  upon  which  that  draft 
was  drawn,  has  never  been  settled,  but  stands  open  now. 

Q — Did  Dr.  Bates  on  or  about  the  31st  of  December,  1856,  have  any  conversa- 
tion with  you  about  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  giving  a  bond  to  pay  the  interest  due  in 
July.  1857,  in  New  York? 

A — On  the  day  named.  Dr.  Bates  came  to  me  and  and  asked  me  if  Wells,  Fargo 
&  Co.  would  give  a  bond  to  pay  the  interest  in  July,  1857,  giving  me  to  understand 
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that  if  they  would,  he  would  pay  over  the  money.  I  told  him  I  supposed  they 
would,  hut  that  BIcLane  was  in  town,  and  I  would  ask  him.  I  Baw  Mr.  McLane, 
and  told  him  what  Dr.  Bates  had  said,  and  he  agreed  to  give  the  'bond  if  Bates 
would  pay  him  the  money.  I  told  Dr;  Bates  that  I  had  seen  McLane,  and  that 
he  was  willing  to  give  the  necessary  hond,  and  as  they  were  going  down  on  the 
same  boat,  they  could  arrange  it.  I  knew  nothing  farther  about  it,  until  a  feVdays 
afterwards.  Mr.  McLane  wrote  to  me  that  they  wanted  him  to  give  the  hood 
without  receiving  the  money,  upon  their  giving  him  collateral  security.  He  wrote 
that  he  would  not,  in  any  event,  give  the  ^nd  unless  he  received  the  money, 
much  less  upon  collaterals,  as  was  proposed.  What  those  collaterals  were,  I  do 
not  know. 

Q — Did  Mr.  Howe,  about  the  13th  of  January,  1857,  appl^  to  you  to  lend 
him  money  ? 

A — Both  before  and  after  the  13th  of  January,  1857,  M.  Rowe  several  times 
asked  me  if  we  would  loim  him  some  money.  I  told  him  we  could  not  do  so, 
under  my  instructions  from  Mr.  McLane.  He  did  not  name  any  amount  that  he 
wanted. 

A.  B.  McNEIL. 
Wm.  B.  Rochester,  being  sworn,  staies — 

That  he  resides  in  Sacramento  City,  and  is  agent  in  said  city  for  Wells,  Fargo 
A  Co. 

Q — Did  you,  between  the  1st  and  15th  of  January,  1857,  borrow  of  B.  P. 
Hastings  $15,000,  of  which  $10,000,  or  any  portion,  was  in  California  tens  ? 

A — I  did  not  borrow  of  Mr.  Hastings  any  money  of  the  kind  or  amount  alluded 
to;  I  applied  to  Mr.  Hastings  for  $15,000  in  small  coin,  $10,000  in  tens,  and 
$5,000  in  fives;  he  let  me  have  the  money,  and  I  returned  it  to  him  in  larger 
coin  as  soon  as  I  could  count  it  and  put  it  up,  on  the  same  day;  a  portion  of  the 
money  thus  obtained  from  him  was  in  California  tens,  not  quite  $10,000,  however. 

Q — What  became  of  these  California  tens,  and  at  what  rate  did  you  take  them 
from  Hastings  ? 

A—  I  took  them  from  Hastings  at  $9  85  each ;  they  were  put  into  our  tray  and 
paid  out ;  a  portion  of  them  were  paid  at  par  to  E.  A.  Rowe,  on  his  check,  but 
how  many  I  do  not  recollect ;  he  had  previously  deposited  some  California  coin 
with  us  at  par,  upon  which  we  lost,  and  I  think  we  got  even  on  this  transaction. 

Q — On  what  day  was  this  coin  paid  on  Mr.  Rowe*s  check  ? 

A — It  was  paid,  I  presume,  on  the  13th  day  of  January,  1857,  when  Mr. 
Rowe  drew  out  the  $35,000  from  our  house. 

Q — ^Were  any  of  these  sums  paid  out  here  to  any  other  person  than  Mr.  Rowe? 

A — ^I  think  not ;  some  of  them  were  sent  below. 

Q— How  much  of  the  $35,000  paid  on  the  18th  January,  1857,  on  Mr.  Rowe's 
check,  was  paid  in  California  tens? 

A — I  think  there  must  have  been  some  six  thousand  or  seven  thousand  dollars 
of  it  in  California  tens. 

WM.  B.  ROCHESTER. 

A.  Q.  Richardson  being  sworn,  states: 

That  he  resides  in  Sacramento  city,  and  is  the  Agent  of  the  Pacific  Express 
Company.  » 

Q — Who  composes  the  Pacific  Express  Company  ? 
A — I  am  unable  to  say. 

Q — How  long  have  you  been  in  thffr  employ  as  Agent  ? 
34a 
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A — Bbee  Hay  or  Jane  last ;  and  sinoe  that  time  have  had  oharge  of  the  office 
in  Sacramento. 

Q— Do  the  Pacific  Express  Gompanj  keep  a  set  of  books  which  would  show  all 
the  transactions  of  this  office  ? 

± — ^The  books  of  the  entire  Express  are  kept  in  San  Francisco ;  Henry  Norton 
as  Cashier  has  charge  of  the  books ;  Mr.  Rowe  is  President  of  the  Pacific  Express 
Company. 

Q — ^Do  yon  know  whether  or  not  the  State  Treasurer  has  at  any  time  paid  to 
the  Pacific  Express  Company  1 124,000,  or  any  other  sum,  for  the  purpose  of  being 
transported  to  New  York  ? 

A — I  have  no  knowledge  of  any  such  payment. 

Q — Would  you  not,  from  your  position  as  Agent,  have  known  it  if  any  such 
payment  had  been  made  ? 

A — Not  necessarily;  I  do  not  give  my  attention  to  the  details  of  office  business. 

Q — ^What  clerk  in  the  office  would  have  known  if  any  such  payment  had  been 
made? 

A — Mr.  Palmer,  who  is  now  in  the  United  States  Marshal's  office  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, most  probably. 

Q — Do  you  keep  deposit  accounts  with  any  person  at  this  office  ? 

A — ^We  do  not. 

Q — Are  you  one  of  the  bondsmen  on  the  bond  given  by  the  Pacific  Express  to 
the  State  Treasurer  ? 

A — ^I  am. 

Q — At  whose  instance  did  you  go  on  the  bond  ? 

A— At  Mr.  Rowe's. 

Q — ^At  whose  instance  did  Jas.  Haworth  go  on  the  bond  ? 

A — At  mine  and  Mr.  Howe's. 

Q-— Did  yon  tell  Mr.  Haworth  that  the  money  had  been  paid  to  the  Pacific  Ex- 
press Compauy? 

A — 1  did  not. 

Q — What  conversation  took  place  between  you  and  Mr.  Rowe,  about  this  inter- 
est money  at  the  time  yon  sigued  this  bond,  or  at  any  time  previous  thereto  ? 

A—- Some  months  ago  while  I  supposed  I  would  be  interested  in  the  Pacific  Ex- 
press Company,  I  asked  Mr.  Rowe  if  the  Pacific  Express  Company  could  not  get 
the  job  of  transporting  this  money,  instead  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  He  told  me 
he  thought  it  could  be  arranged.  We  had  occasional  conversations  about  it  prior 
to  October,  when  I  gave  up,  for  the  time,  the  hope  of  being  connected  with  the 
Company.  I  do  not  know  whether  I  signed  the  bond  on  the  8d  of  January,  1857, 
or  not.  It  was  not  before  the  1st  and  not  later  than  the  5th.  Mr.  Rowe  did  not 
tell  me  whether  the  money  had  been  paid  to  the  company  or  not.  I  can  ascertain 
whether  the  way-bills  from  this  office  show  whether  the  money  passed  through  the 
office  or  not.  If  Uie  money  passed  through  this  office  in  the  regular  business  of 
the  office,  the  way-bills  ought  to  show  it. 

Q — Do  you  know  who  has  owned  the  controlling  interest  in  the  Pacific  Express 
Company  since  November  last  ? 

A — I  do  not  know  positively. 

Q — Who  exercised  the  controlling  interest  ? 

A — Bir.  Norton.  The  Superintendent,  in  a  matter  of  this  kind,  has  absolute 
control.  In  all  my  business  operations  I  have  consulted  Mr.  Rowe,  Mr,  McLane, 
and  Mr.  Norton. 

Q — Does  Mr.  Norton  hold  his  appointment  at  the  pleasure  of  the  President  of 
the  Companv? 


A — I  think  not — I  Uiink  he  had  the  po#er  delegated  to  him  for  a  few  months 
from  the  President. 
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Q — ^Who  are  the  Directors  or  Trustees  of  the  Company  ? 

A — I  do  not  know ;  the  only  parties  whom  I  have  known  to  meet  for  business, 
which  was  when  Mr.  Norton  was  appointed,  were  Mr.  McNiel.  Mr.  Brigham  and 
Mr.  Rowe.  » 

Q — Were  you  present  when  Mr.  Rowe  was  elected  President  ? 

A — My  impression  is  I  was,  but  I  do  not  recollect  who  were  present  at  the 
time. 

Q — ^Bo  you  know  whether  Joseph  C.  Palmer  has  had  any  connection  with  the 
Pacific  Express  Company  ? 

A — Not  since  I  have  had  anything  to  do  with  it. 

Q — Do  you  know  of  Mr.  Howe  obtaining  any  money  from  the  State  Treasury 
on  or  about  the  13th  bstant  ? 

A — I  do  not. 

Q — Do  you  know  of  his  obtaining  money  about  that  time  from  any  other  person? 

A— I  do  not ;  on  or  about  the  13th  of  January,  I  deposited  for  him  with  Wells, 
Fargo  &  Co.,  $3,000 — money  which  sometime  previously  had  been  borrowed  of 
him. 

Q — ^Is  there  any  other  connection  between  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  and  the  Pacific 
Express  Company,  except  an  arrangement  as  to  freights,  etc.? 

A — There  is  no  connection  between  them  in  the  Banking  business,  as  far  as  I 
know. 

[Signed.]  A.  O.  RICHARDSON. 

Edwin  A.  Rowe,  being  sworn,  states — 

That  he  resides  in  the  city  of  Sacramento. 

Q — What  is  your  occupation  ? 

A — I  am  President  of  the  Pacific  Express  Co.,  and  have  been  since  the  1st 
December,  1856  ;  I  became  connected  with  the  Pacific  Express  Company  on  or 
about  the  1st  June,  1856  ;  from  the  1st  January,  1856,  until  the  1st  December, 
1856, 1  was  a  clerk  in  the  State  Treasurer's  office  ;  I  acted  as  cashier  of  said 
office. 

Q — Have  you,  as  President  of  the  Pacific  Express  Company,  assumed  to  pay 
the  interest  falling  due  in  July  next,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  on  the  bonds  of  the 
State  of  California  ? 

A — I  have. 

Q. — Have  you  received  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  $124,000,  to  pay  said 
interest  ? 

A  —Yes,  I  have  received  that  sum  fof  that  purpose. 

Q — At  what  time,  and  in  what  manner,  was  the  payment  of  tha^  sum  made 
to  you  ? 

A — It  was  paid  to  me  all  at  one  time,  on  the  3d  of  January,  1857. 

Q — ^Was  it  paid  in  this  city  ? 

A — It  was. 

Q — State  at  what  place  the  money  was  delivered  to  you  ? 

A — At  the  Treasurer's  office  in  this  city. 

Q — ^Was  the  money  paid  to  you  in  coin  ? 

A — ^It  was  all  paid  to  me  in  coin. 

Q — ^Did  you  remove  it  from  the  office  on  that  day  ;  and  if  you  removed  it  from 
the  office,  to  what  place  did  you  carry  it  ? 

A — ^I  removed  it  from  the  office  on  that  day,  but  to  what  place  I  carried  it  I 
decline  to  inform  you,  because  I  do  not  wish  to  expose  my  business;  I  farther  state, 
that  having  given  bond  for  it,  I  thought  I  had  a  right  to  do  with  it  as  I  pleased. 
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Q— Did  you  deposit  it  with  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co  ? 

A — I  did  not. 

Q — Did  jou  deposit  it  with  any  other  Banking  house  in  the  city  ? 
■       A — I  decline  answering  this  question  for  the  same  reasons. 

Q_^Have  you  kept  an  open  deposit  account  with  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  for  two 
months  past  ? 

A — I  have. 

Q — Have  you  had  a  deposit  account  there  since  the  5th  inst.,  amonntiog  to 
StO,000. 

A — I  have. 

Q — Have  you  had  a  deposit  account  with  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  between  Septem- 
ber 1st,  1856,  to  December  31st,  of  same  year,  amounting  to  about  $180,000  7 

A — I  have  such  an  account  to  about  that  amount,  commencing  some  time  in 
the  summer,  August  29th,  1856. 

Q — Have  you,  up  to  this  time,  forwarded  to  New  York  the  $124,000  paid  to 
you  by  the  Treasurer  ? 

A — ^I  decline  answering  this  question,  for  the  reasons  before  given. 

Q — ^If  yon  had  sent  that  money,  would  the  admission  of  the  fact  operate  inju- 
riously to  your  business  7 

A — It  might  with  some  parties. 

Q — Have  you  loaned  any  of  that  money  to  any  person  7 

A — I  decline  answering  upon  the  same  grounds. 

Q — Did  the  State  Treasurer  apply  to  you,  or  you  to  him,  to  pay  this  interest  ? 

A — I  solicited  it-  I  spoke  to  him  about  it  in  November  or  December  last.  From 
about  the  20th  of  December  until  the  arrangement  was  completed,  1  had  firequent 
conversations  with  the  Treasurer  about  it. 

Q — Who  was  present  in  the  Treasurer's  office  when  this  money  was  paid  yon  ? 

A — ^I  don't  recollect  any  one  being  there  except  Dr.  Bates. 

Q — Was  it  during  business  hours  7 

A — It  was  in  the  afternoon,  but  as  business  hours  dose  at  two  o'clock,  I  cannot 
say  whether  it  was  in  business  hours  or  not. 

Q — Was  it  before  or  after  dark  7 

A — It  was  in  the  day  time. 

Q— Who  assisted  you  in  removing  this  money  from  the  office  ? 

A — I  decline  answering  for  the  same  reasons. 

Q — Did  you  remove  it  before  or  after  banking  hours  ? 

A — I  cannot  say  whether  it  was  before  or  after. 

Q— *>Was  it  carried  away  in  a  wagon  or  otherwise  ? 

A — I  decline  to  answer. 

Q — Did  you  owe  Dr.  Bates,  the  Stat^  Treasurer,  either  as  an  individual  or  9l» 
Treasurei,  any  amount  of  money  on  the  3d  of  January  inst  ? 

A — No  amount  that  I  know  of  at  all. 

Q — Have  you  owed  him  anything  between  that  time  and  the  present  ? 

A — Yes,  I  have  owed  him  since  that  time.     . 

Q — At  what  dates  and  in  what  amounts  ? 

A — On  the  13th  inst,  he  loaned  me  $5,000,  that  I  needed. 

Q — Do  you  know  where  he  got  that  money  ? 

A — I  think  ho  borrowed  it  from  John  M.  Rhodes. 

Q — Have  you  repaid  him  the  $5,000,  and  when  ? 

A — ^I  repaid  it  some  three  or  four  days  afterwards ;  this  loan  was  made  by  him 
to  me  as  an  individual,  and  not  as  Treasurer. 

t  Q.^Did  you,  on  the  Idth  inst.^  send  or  cause  to  be  sent  to  the  State  Treasurer's 
office,  from  twenty  to>  thirty^five  thouaand  dollars,  or  any  other  amount  of  money 
hwhatever  ? 
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A — ^No  sir,  I  ordered  $3.5,000  to  be  sent  to  my  offioe — meaning  tbe  Pacific 
Express  Offioe— Mr.  McNiel,  through  design  or  mistake,  sent  it  to  the  offioe  of  tbe 
State  Treasurer. 

Q — When  did  yon  first  disoover  the  error  1 

A — I  happened  to  be  in  the  Treasurer's  office  at  tbe  time  the  money  came  up 
there. 

Q — ^Wben  did  you  remove  it  from  the  Treasurer's  office  ? 

A — I  did  not  remove  it  for  several  days ;  I  calculated  to  want  to  use  the  money 
on  that  day,  but  not  needing  it  that  day,  I  left  it  there  as  a  safe  place.  That  no 
improper  inferences  may  be  drawn  from  this  fact,  I  will  further  state,  that  thia 
money  was  not  counted  by  the  Committee  of  the  Legislature,  who  counted  the 
money  in  tbe  Treasurer's  <^ce  on  the  following  day.  It  lay  there  in  bags,  and 
was  not  opened  by  any  one  until  after  that  count  was  closed;  I  was  there  all  the 
time  the  Committee  were  making  the  count,  and  I  know  that  it  was  not  counted. 

Q — Where  did  you  remove  it  to  when  it  was  finally  removed  ? 

A — ^I  deposited  with  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co. 

Q — Did  you  toll  Mr.  McNeil  about  the  mistake  he  had  made  ? 

A — Yes ;  I  told  him  he  had  sent  the  money  to  the  Treasurer's  offioe  instead  of 
my  office. 

Q — Are  we  to  believe,  from  jour  answers  to  a  previous  question,  tJbat  you  look 
upon  this  money,  (the  $124,000,)  since  the  execution  of  your  bonds,  as  your  pri- 
vate p^perty,  until  such  time  as  it  is  necessary  to  be  used  in  New  York  ? 

A — I  do ;  until  it  is  necessary  to  pay  the  coupons  in  New  York. 

Q — Do  you  design  sending  to  New  York  the  sum  of  $124,000,  previous  to  the 
Ist  May  next  ? 

A — I  design  to  pay  this  money  in  New  York,  on  the  first  of  May  next,  further, 
it  has  been  sent  on ;  at  what  time  it  was  or  shall  be  sent,  I  decline  to  answer. 

Q — Did  Dr.  Bates  owe  you  any  money  between  the  1st  day  of  July,  1856,  aad 
the  present  time  ? 

A — No  sir. 

Q — Did  you  about  the  last  of  December,  1856,  or  the  Ist  of  January,  1857, 
appty  to  Louis  McLane,  Jr.,  to  give  a  bond  to  the  Treasurer  to  pay  this  July 
interest  ? 

A — I  did ;  Dr.  Bates  was  not  by,  but  within  hearing  distance. 

Q — Did  you  propose  to  him  to  give  the  bond  then,  and  you  pay  the  money  widi- 
in  thirty  days  ?     State  what  your  conversation  was. 

A — J  asked  him  if  he  would  give  a  bond  without  receiving  the  money ;  he  said 
he  would  not. 

Q — Did  you  ask  him  to  give  the  bond  if  you  would  give  him  collaterals  upon 
which  he  could  raise  the  money  in  thirty  days. 

A — ^I  did  not;  I  have  no  recollection  of  making  any  such  proposition ;  after 
he  declined  giving  the  bonds  without  the  money,  I  told  him  I  would  give  the  bond 
for  the  Pacific  Express  Co.,  but  told  him  that  his  house  might  have  the  credit  of 
paying  the  money  in  New  York ;  that  is,  might  pay  the  coupons  in  New  York; 
this  was  in  San  Francisco,  on  the  first'  day  of  January  instant;  my  object  in 
this  was  to  get  the  profit  of  the  business,  and  I  was  willing  to  let  him  have  the  glory. 

Q— What  was  the  profit  ? 

A — ^I  do  not  know  yet. 

Q — ^What  was  your  object  in  taking  a  deed  from  M.  G.  Reed  for  certain  real 
estate  in  San  Francisco  some  time  in  December  last  ?  * 

A — ^The  object  of  it  was  to  bring  about  a  settlement  of  Palmer,  Cook  &  Oo., 
and  others'  claims  against  Henry  M.  Naglee,  Receiver  of  Adams  &  Ca,  so  as  to 
enable  them  to  discharge  the  mortgage  which  Naglee  held  on  the  property,  and 
thus  enable  Palmer,  C^k  &  Co.,  by  a  sale  of  the  property,  to  raise  the  means  of 
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paying  the  State  tbe  money  deposited  with  them  to  pay  .the  interest  in  Jaly,  1856; 
my  position  was  that  of  mediator  between  Palmer,  Cook  &  Co.,  and  Henry  M. 
Naelee  and  others. 

Q — It  appears  from  the  transcript  of  yonr  account  with  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  now 
before  ns,  that  on  the  18th  day  of  January  instant  you  drew  from  them  $35,280, 
of  which  sum  you  say  $25,000  was  sent  to  the  Treasurer's  office  by  mistake  ;  what 
did  you  do  with  the  other  $10,280  on  that  day  ? 

A — I  decline  to  answer. 

Q— With  a  credit  of  over  $35,000  with  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  on  that  day,  and 
only  expecting  to  need  $25,000,  which  yon  ordered  sent  to  yonr  office,  why  did 
you  borrow  the  further  sum  of  $5,000,  from  Dr.  Bates  f 

A — I  decline  to  answer  any  question  touching  my  private  business. 

Q— Whether  or  not,  $20,000  of  the  $35,280,  drawn  by  you  on  the  13th,  was 
furnished  to  your  credit  by  Dr.  Bates  ? 

A— Dr.  Bates  claimed  a  drawback  on  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  for  amount  paid  them 
over  and  above  the  amount  of  interest  due  ;  he  wanted  me  to  settle  it  for  him  ;  he 
accordingly  drew  bis  draft  on  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  which  was  delivered  to  the 
Cashier  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co ,  here,  who  placed  it  to^my  credit ;  this  draft  was 
not  recognised  by  the  agent  at  San  Francisco,  but  was  returned  here,  and  charged 
back  to  me  on  the  15th ;  I  returned  the  money  for  this  draft  to  Wells,  Fargo 
&Co. 

Q — On  the  17th  of  January  instant,  you  deposited  with  Wells,  Fargo  A  Co., 
$20,000  ;  what  money  was  that  ? 

A— As  I  have  stated,  $25,000  was  sent  to  the  Treasurer's  office  by  mistake; 
out  of  that  money,  I  paid  back  Dr.  Bates  the  $5,000,  and  the  remaining  $20,000, 
I  deposited  with  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  which  is  the  same  that  is  credited  to  me  on 
the  17th. 

Q— Were  you  here,  or  in  San  Francisco,  on  the  30th  of  December  ? 

A — I  don't  recollect,  I  was  in  San  Francisco  on  the  31st  inst.,  but  whether  I 
went  down  on  the  night  before  or  not,  I  do  not  recollect. 

Q — ^It  appeals  from  your  account  with  Wells,  Fargo  &,  Co.,  that  daring  the 
month  of  December  last  you  made  three  deposits,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to 
$36,630.50.    Where  did  that  money  come  from  ? 

A — ^From  various  sources ;  I  do  not  remember  any  of  them. 

Q — ^It  appears  from  the  same  account,  that  during  the  same  period  you  drew 
out  $27,171.74.     Where  did  that  money  go  to  7 

A — ^I  decline  answering,  because  I  can't  recollect. 

Q — Don*t  you  recollect  what  you  did  with  the  $15,000  drawn  out  on  the  30th 
of  December  ? 

A — I  decline  answering  the  question. 

QKOn  the  4th  of  November,  1856,  you  deposited  with  them  $117,862,  and 
on  the  same  day,  checked  out  $120,000.     What  was  the  money  for  ? 

A — To  pay  the  interest  due  in  January,  1857.  The  house  here  gave  me  a  check 
on  San  Francisco,  and  that  check  was  exchanged  for  the  bond  given  by  Wells, 
Fargo  &  Co.,  on  the  5th  of  November,  to  pay  that  interest. 

(^Who  compose  the  Pacific  Express  Company  ? 

A — The  title  of  most  of  the  stock  rests  in  me.  There  are  other  parties  who 
have  purchased  an  interest  in  the  company,  but  the  stock  has  not  been  transferred 
to  them.    Their  names  I  do  not  feel  at  liberty  to  disoloee. 

Q — ^Wh6  are  Uie  directors  of  the  company  ? 

A — I  am  the  sole  director. 

Q — From  whom  did  you  purchase  your  interest  ? 

A — Of  different  stockholders  scattered  all  over  the  country. 

Q — ^Name  such  as  yon  recollect  ? 
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A — Mr.  Charles  and  Mr.  Lambert.  I  don't  recollect  whether  I  ptirohased  of 
Mr.  Bowman  or  not^ — most  of  it  I  think  from  Mr.  Lambert.  Mr.  Norton  is  Saper- 
intendent,  and  was  appointed  by  me.  I  did  not  purchase  anj  of  the  stock  of 
Joseph  G.  Palmer, — ^neither  has  he  any  interest  in  the  company  at  the  present 
time. 

Q — Did  you  ever  tell  Ooy.  Johnson  that  this  $124,000  had  been  sent  to  New 
York  by  the  steamer  of  the  5th  January  ? 

A — I  had  a  conversation  with  the  (jovernor,  from  which  he  mi^ht  possibly  have 
drawn  that  conclusion,  but  I  did  not  intend  to  make  that  impression  upon  lum — ^I 
did  not  tell  him  I  had  sent  it,  or  that  I  had  not. 

Q — Did  you  know  anything  about  the  application  for  an  injunction  restraining 
you  from  sending  on  this  money  ? 

A — ^I  know  nothing  more  than  that  such  an  injunction  was  served  upon  one  of 
the  clerks  below,  who  sent  it  to  me. 

Q— Did  the  service  of  that  injunction  prevent  the  money  from  being  sent  on  the 
20th  inst.? 

A — ^It  might  have  prevented  had  I  intended  to  have  made  the  shipment  that 
day. 

Q — Did  you  ever  ask  any  person,  who  had  been  examined  by  this  committee, 
whether  he  had  told  the  committee  what  you  had  done  with  the  money  7 

A — I  don't  recollect  of  askins  any  person  that  question. 

Q — Did  you  never  ask  Louis  McLane,  Jr.,  that  question  ? 

A — I  don't  think  I  did — ^I  had  some  conversation  with  him  about  it,  but  I  am 
not  positive  whether  I  did  or  not.  The  conversation  was  a  short,  hasty  one,  just 
before  he  went  to  San  Francisco,  on  Saturday  last.  . 

B.  A.  ROWE. 

Being  recalled.  ^ 

Q — Do  any  of  those  persons  who  signed  the  bond  given  by  you  for  the  payment 
of  thi?  money,  know  where  this  money  is,  or  any  part  thereof  ? 

A — I  decline  answering  for  reasons  heretofore  given.  

B.  A.  ROWE. 

Henbt  Norton  being  sworn,  states  : 

That  he  resides  in  San  Francisco,  and  is  Superintendent  and  Cashier  of  the 
Pacific  Express. 

Q — ^Who  composes  the  Pacific  Express  Co.,  and  who  are  its  directors,  trustees 
or  managers  ? 

A — ^E.  A.  Rowe  is  President ;  I  do  not  know  whether  there  are  any  directors 
at  this  time  or  not ;  I  do  not  know  any  other  person  as  a  stockholder  in  the  Com- 
pany except  Mr.  Rowe  ;  I  have  heard  that  Mr.  Brigham  was  a  stockholder,  but 
do  not  know  the  fact ;  I  keep  the  books  of  the  Company,  but  they  do  not  show 
who  are  interested. 

Q — Has  the  Pacific  Express  Co.,  since  the  first  of  January,  1857,  remitted  to 
New  Tork  the  $124,000  said  to  have  been  paid  to  them  by  the  Treasurer  of  State? 

A — Not  that  I  know  of. 

Q — Could  that  money  have  been  sent  through  the  Pacific  Express  without  your 
knowledge  ? 

A — It  could  not  have  gone  into  our  office  without  my  knowledge  ;  the  Pacific 
Company  do  not  send  an  Express  to  the  Atlantic  States  ;  we  connect  at  San  Fran- 
cisco with  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Express ;  it  might  possibly  have  been  sent 
through  that  office  without  my  knowledge  ;  Mr.  E.  W.  l^cy  has  charge  of  that 
office,  and  if  it  passed  through  there  he  must  have  known  it.

Q^^Hare  you  any  knowledge  of  where  that  lAeney  is,  or  are  there  any  oiroam* 
ataxioes  within  your  knowledge  that  would  lead  you  to  belioTe  that  you  know  where 
it  is  ?    If  80,  please  state  them. 

A — I  do  not  know  where  it  is,  nor  do  I  know  anything  about  it,  except  that  I 
have  heard  Mr.  Rowe  say  that  he  had  it. 

Q — Has  the  money  ever  been  in  your  office? 

A — Not  within  my  knowledge 

Q — Have  you  known  of  Mr.  Bowe  sending  this  or  any  other  large  amount  of 
money  to  San  Francisco  since  the  first  of  January  ? 

A — ^I  have  not, 

Q — How  long  have  you  been  Agent  and  Superintendent  of  the  Paeifio  Expreasf 

A — I  have  been  Cashier  sinoe  September,  but  did  not  receive  my  appointment 
as  Superintendent  till  December. 

Q — It  appears  from  the  aeoount  of  Mr.  Rowe,  with  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  diat 
Mr.  Bowe  deposited  with  them  on  the  4th  of  December,  $10,000  ;  on  the  22d  of 
December,  $14,381.74,  and  on  the  24th  of  December,  $12,248.76;  did  these  sums, 
or  either,  or  any  of  them,  come  from  San  Francisco,  or  pass  through  your  office  ? 

A — Not  that  I  know  of;  I  would  have  known  it  most  probably. 

Q — Are  not  the  acoounts  of  all  the  offices  kept  at  San  Francisco  ?  and  are  not 
all  the  way  bills  sent  and  kept  there  ? 

A — They  are.  At  the  end  of  each  month  all  way  bills  are  sent  there,  each 
office  keeping  a  copy  of  those  issued  from,  or  received  at. 

Q-— It  appears  from  the  same  account,  that  Mr.  Rowe  on  the  27th  of  December, 
drew  out  $9,000,  and  on  the  80th,  $15,000  ;  were  these  sums,  or  either  of  them 
sent  to  San  Francisco  ? 

A — They  were  not,  so  far  as  I  know  ;  there  might  have  been  some  money  sent 
on  those  days,  but  no  such  sums  as  those  mentioned,  were  received  at  my  office,  by 
me  or  with  my  knowledge. 

Q— Do  you  know  the  parties  whose  names  appear  as  securities  on  the  bond  given 
by  the  Pacific  Express  to  the  State  Treasorer  1  Are  you  acquainted  with  their 
pecuniary  condition  ? 

A — ^I  know  all  of  them  except  Archibald  Woods,  J.  C.  Stebbins  and  S.  Hey- 
denfeldt,  but  I  do  not  know  their  pecuniary  condition. 

Q — Have  the  Pacific  Express  Company  any  office  in  the  city  of  New  York,  or 
do  they  do  any  business  in  New  York  ? 

A — If  they  have  any  office  in  New  York,  I  do  not  know  it ;  the  business  of  the 
Paeifio  Express  in  the  Eastern  States  is  attended  to,  and  transacted  by  the  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  Express  Company. 

H.  NORTON. 

James  Haworth,  being  sworn,  states  that  he  resides  in  Sacramento,  and  is  the 
President  of  the  California  Stage  Company, 

Q — Did  you  sien,  as  security,  the  bond  given  to  the  State  Treasurer  by  the 
Pacific  Express,  dated  the  3d  January,  1857  ? 

A — I  signed  a  bond  as  security  for  the  Pacific  Express  to  the  State  Treasurer. 

Q — At  whose  request  did  you  sign  said  bond  ? 

A — I  was  spoken  to  by  A:  G.  Richardson  and  B.  A.  Rowe,  upon  the  subject- 
^  Q — What  did  Mr.  Rowe  and  Mr.  Richardson,  or  either  of  Uiem,  tell  you  in  rela- 
tion to  the  money  which  this  bond  was  intended  to  secure  ? 

A — ^They  told  me  they  wanted  me  to  sign  the  bond,  to  enable  them  to  get.  ikAa 
money  to  carry  through  to  New  York  to  pay  the  interest  falling  due  in  July  next 
They  said  they  would  like  to  pay  the  interest  in  New  York,  as  it  would  give  char- 
acter to  their  Express.  Having  known  Mr.  Richardson  a  long  time,  and  feeling 
an  interest  in  the  Express,  I  signed  the  bond. 
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Q^ — Did  thej,.or  either  of  them,  give  you  any  secnrity  of  any  kind  whatever,  to 
secure  you  against  loss  ? 

A — No  sir.  . 

Q — Did  they  promise  you  any  ? 

A — They  did  not. 

Q — Do  you  know  where  this  money,  or  any  portion  of  it  has  been  kept  since  the 
3d  of  January,  instant  7 

A — I  do  not. 

Q — Since  this  subject  has  been  agitated,  have  you  not  as  security  felt  sufficiently  < 
interested  in  the  matter  to  enquire  of  Mr.  Rowe  what  he  had  done  with  the  money? 

A — I  have. 

Q— What  did  he  tell  you  had  been  done  with  it  ? 

A — He  did  not  tell  me  what  had  been  done  with  it,  but  assured  me  everything 
would  be  to  my  satisfaction  when  this  committee  has  finished  their  investigation. 

Q — Did  you  rest  satisfied  with  this  assurance,  or  did  you  ask  any  further  par- 
ticulars? 

A — I  was  to  have  another  interview  with  him  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days. 

Q — ^Wbat  reason  did  he  give  for  withholding  information  until  the  committee 
had  closed  this  investigation  ? 

A — He  said  the  committee  had  not  yet  thoroughly  investigated  the  matter. 

Q — Is  that  the  only  reason  he  gave  you  for  not  giving  you  full  information  at 
that  time  ? 

A- — I  believe  it  is. 

Q — Dp  you  know  who  compose  the  Pacific  Express  Con?pany  ? 

A — ^I  do  not.  I  do  not  positively  know  of  any  one  owning  stock  in  the  com- 
pany ezoept  Mr.  Bowe. 

Q — Not  knowing  who  composed  the  company,  did  you  deem  them  sufficiently, 
safe  to  justify  you  in  signing  this  bond,  to  enable  them  to  get  this  money  six  months 
before  it  would  be  needed  in  New  York  ? 

A — If  it  was  in  accordance  with  law  to  have  sent  this  money  on  six  months  in 
advance,  I  had  confidence  enough  in  them  to  have  signed  this  bond.  If  I  had 
known  or  thought  it  was  not  in  accordance  with  law  to  have  sent  this  money  on  so 
soon,  I  should  not  have  agned  the  bond, — not  from  any  want  of  confidence  in  the 
company,  but  because  I  would  not  aid  or  countenance  anything  illegal 

Q — Would  you  have  signed  the  bond  if  you  had  known  the  money  was  to  have 
been  used  here  for  some  months  before  being  forwarded  ? 

A — ^I  would  not. 

JAS.  HAWORTH. 

E.  W.  Tract  being  sworn,  states : 

That  he  re>ides  in  San  Francisco,  and  is  the  agent  of  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific 
Express. 

Q— Do  you  know  who  composed  the  Pacific  Express  Company  ? 

A — I  do  not  know  certainly. 

Q — Do  the  Pacific  and.  Atlantic  Express  attend  to  the  business  qf  the  Pacific 
Express,  in  tbo  Eastern  States  ? 

A — They  do;  the  two  con^panies  connect  at:  San  ^ancisco. 

Q — Has  the  Pacific  Express,  or  E.  A.  Rowe,  since  the  first  of  January,  1857, 
forwarded  $124,000,  or  any  other  large  sum  of  money  to  New  York  ? 

A — Not  within  my  knowledge. 

Q — If  such  sum  had  been  forwarded  through  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Express, 
would  you  not  necessarily  have  known  the  fact  ? 

A — It  might  possibly  have  been  done  without  my  knowledge,  but  it  is  not  pro- 
bable ;  it  is  a  bare  possibility;  I  feel  satisfied  it  was  not  sent  in  coin  through  the 
33a 
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Express,  and  yet  oould  not  swear  positively  that  it  was  not  done ;  it  might  have 
h^en  sent  in  exchange,  and  I  not  know  it,  bat  not  very  well  in  coin,  dust  or  bars. 

E.  W.  TRACY. 

Dr.  Henby  Bates,  being  first  sworn,  states : 

That  he  resides  in  Sacramento  city,  and  is  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  California. 

Q — What  portion  of  the  time  since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature  and  the  first  of  Jnly,  1856,  were  yon  absent  from  this  city  ? 

A — I  was  in  Shasta  one  week  immediately  after  the  adjournment ;  at  Napa 
Springs  three  weeks,  and  in  San  Francisco  nearly  every  week  after  hearing  of  the 
non-payment  of  the  interest  in  July,  1866 — say  from  the  1st  of  August,  I  was 
there  probably  a  third  of  the  time  after  that  news  came.  The  balance  of  the  time, 
here. 

Q — State  the  names  of  the  clerks  employed  in  the  Treasury  ? 

A — Mr.  Bunker,  Mr.  Rhodes,  and  Mr.  Bowe.  Mr.  Bowe  was  there  till  about 
the  middle  of  November. 

Q — After  Mr.  Bowe  left,  did  he  have  any  of  his  private  funds  in  your  office! 

A — About  a  week  ago,  I  was  told  that  he  had  funds  there.  He  told  me  him- 
self. He  said  some  money  had  been  sent  there  by  mistake.  If  he  had  any 
other  funds  there,  I  do  not  know  it.  Ho  did  not  state  how  much  had  been  sent 
there. 

Q — Did  you  learn  that  this  money  of  Mr.  Bowe's  was  in  your  office  while  it 
was  there  or  after  it  had  been  removed  ? 

A — ^I  saw  some  money  there  lying  about  in  a  carpet  sack,  and  inquired  whose  it 
was  and  what  it  was  for,  and  Mr.  Rowe  said  it  was  his.  He  told  me  it  was  sent 
there  by  mistake. 

Q— What  day  was  this? 

A — It  was  the  same  day  the  first  committee  counted  the  money  in  the 
Treasury. 

Q — How  much  do  you  suppose  was  in  that  carpet  sack  ? 

A — ^I  have  no  idea.  I  did  not  handle  it  at  all.  Nor  do  I  know  that  it  was 
handled.    The  carpet  sack  was  not  opened  while  it  was  there,  to  my  knowledge. 

Q — Do  you  know  how  long  it  remained  there,  and  how  it  was  taken  away  ? 

A — I  think  it  was  sent  away  the  same  day,  or  the  day  after.  I  do  not  know 
how  it  was  sent. 

Q — Did  you,  on  or  about  the  time  of  that  count,  lend  Mr.  Bowe  any  money  ? 

A — About  the  time  of  that  count,  I  forget  the  day,  I  loaned  Mr.  Ilowe  $5,000; 
this  money  he  returned  to  me  a  day  or  two  afterward. 

Q — When  did  he  pay  you  this  money  ? 

A — When  he  borrowed  the  money  he  requested  to  have  it  sent  to  Wells,  Fargo 
&  Co.,  to  his  credit,  which  was  done,  and  that  was  a  part  of  the  money  which  was 
sent  to  my  office  by  mistake;  when  he  found  it  was  there,  he  told  me  he  did  not 
need  it,  and  paid  it  to  me  out  of  the  money  in  the  carpet-sack;  he  told  me  I 
might  take  it  out,  but  I  do  not  recollect  whether  I  or  Mr.  Bunker  took  it  out  ;  it 
was  taken  out  of  the  sack  and  paid  to  Mr.  Rhodes'  clerk  or  some  boy  who  came 
there  with  my  note;  I  had  bonrowed  this  money  of  John  M.  Rhodes  for  Mr.  Bowe 
and  had  given  my  note  for  it. 

Q — When  he  applied  to  you  for  this  money  did  you  inquire  of  him,  or  did  he 
inform  you,  what  he  wanted  with  it  ? 

A — No,  sir. 

Q — ^Did  you  take  his  note  for  it  ? 

A — ^I  did  not. 
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Q — ^Did  yon,  at  or  about  the  same  time,  lend  Mr.  Rowe  joor  draft,  as  Trea- 
surer, on  the  house  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Go  ? 

A — ^I  did  not. 

Q — Did  yon  draw  a  draft  about  that  time  for  $15,000  or  $20,000,  on  the  house 
of  Wells.  Fargo  &  Co  ? 

A — I  drew  a  draft  on  the  house,  which  was  protested  ;  I  do  not  recollect  the 
amount;  I  was  told  the  interest  money  was  overpaid;  I  knew  nothing  about  it,  but 
told  Mr.  Howe  to  settle  the  matter;  he  had  been  cashier,  and  knew  more  about  it 
than  I  did  ;  I  do  not  know  whether  it  was  the  January  or  July  interest,  nor  how 
we  came  to  overpay  it,  in  fact;  it  was  left  to  my  clerks,  and  I  supposed  it  was  all 
right;  I  think  I  delivered  this  draft  to  Mr.  McNiel;  this  was  done  at  Rowe's  in- 
stance; he  told  me  that  the  interest  was  overpaid,  and  I  told  him  to  have  it  settled. 

Q — Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  McNiel  cashed  this  draft  f 

A — ^I  do  not. 

Q — Has  this  draft  ever  been  returned  to  you  ? 

A — It  has  not.  .• 

Q — Did  Mr.  Eowe  ever  inform  you  that  he  had  drawn  the  money  on  this  draft  ? 

A — He  never  did ;  I  asked  him  if  he  had  settled  it,  and  he  said  it  was  in  pro- 
gress of  settlement 

Q — Have  you  pid  to  Mr.  Bowe  the  money  to  pay  the  next  July  interest  in  New 
Tork  ?     If  you  oave,  state  how  much  you  paid  him,  and  when,  and  how  paid. 

A — I  have  paid  him  the  money  for  that  purpose  ;  I  paid  him  $124,000  on  the 
3d  of  January,  1857;  it  was  paid  at  the  Treasurer's  office  in  thb  city,  in  coin,  all 
in  one  payment. 

Q — Who  was  present  when  thb  payment  was  made  ? 

A — I  think  Mr.  Bunker,  or  Mr.  Rhodes,  were  present ;  I  am  not  positive, 
however. 

Q — Are  you  certain  that  either  of  them  were  present  ? 

A — I  thiok  one  of  them  was  there,  but  am  not  certain  which  one. 

Q— What  time  of  the  day  was  it  ? 

A — ^It  was  sometime  in  the  afternoon. 

Q — How  did  Mr.  Rowe  take  the  money  away  from  the  office  ? 

A — I  do  not  know  ;  I  suppose  he  took  it  away  in  an  express  wagon. 

Q — ^Did  any  one  assist  him  in  carrying  it  away  ? 

A — ^I  do  not  know  ;  as  soon  as  the  money  was  counted  and  put  in  bags,  I  went 
to  dinner,  and  left  him  there  with  some  other  gentlemen  ;  by  some  other  gentle- 
men, I  mean  either  Mr.  Rhodes  or  Mr.  Bunker ;  there  was  no  other  person  with 
liim  that  I  recollect ;  I  did  not  see  any  express  wagon  there  when  I  went  to  din- 
ner; I  did  not  return  to  the  office  that  afternoon. 

Q — Did  he  deliver  you  the  bond  executed  in  full  on  that  day  ? 

A— He  did. 

Q — Had  you  seen  the  bond  before  ? 

A — ^I  had  not;  he  told  me  what  he  would  get  on  the  bond  if  I  accepted  his  prop- 
oritions. 

Q — ^Did  he  tell  you  he  would  send  it  on  by  the  steamer  of  the  5th,  or  at  any 
other  given  time  ? 

A — ^He  did  not ;  there  was  no  understanding  between  us  as  to  the  time  when 
the  money  should  be  sent. 

Q — ^W  hen  he  proposed  to  you  to  take  this  money  for  you,  did  he  not  fix  any 
time  when  he  would  probably  start  it  ? 

A — He  did  not ;  nothing  was  even  said  between  us  about  the  time  of  starting 
the  money. 

Q — Did  you  superintend  the  counting  ? 

A— I  diii. 

36a 
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Q — How  much  coin  rettiained  in  the  office  after  this  was  paid  ? 

A— I  do  not  know;  there  was  the  balance  of  $203,000  or  $212,000,  after  de- 
ducting this  from  it. 

Q — Since  that  time  hare  you  ever  inquired  of  Mr.  Rowe  what  he  had  done  with 
this  money  ? 

A — I  have,  and  he  said  he  had  made  provisions  to  pay  it  in  New  York  I  also 
asked  him  if  he  had  shipped  the.  money.  He  said  that  was  his  business  if  I  was 
satisfied  with  the  bonds  he  had  given.  I  told  him  I  was  satisfied  with  the  bond, 
I  have  asked  him  probably  twenty  times  if  he  was  sure  it  would  be  paid,  and  he 
said  he  was.  I  did  not  ask  him  what  kind  of  arrangements  he  had  made  for  its 
payment. 

Q — Do  you  know  where  that  money  is,  or  any  part  of  it  ? 

A — I  do  not. 

Q — State  the  reason  why  you  entered  into  this  arrangement  with  Mr.  Rowe  at 
£0  early  a  day  ? 

*  A — What  the  non-payment  of  the  Jnly  interest  occurred  there  was  a  great  talk 
about  it — then  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  that  the  debt  was  unconstitu- 
tional, I  hardly  knew  how  to  act  until  I  got  advice.  I  advised  with  the  Controller, 
and  several  gentlemen  in  San  Francisco,  with  Dr.  McMeans,  and  I  think  with 
Judge  Heydenfeldt,  as  to  the  propriety  of  paying  the  money  early — one  of  my 
strongest  reasons  was,  the  precedent  established  two  years  ago,  when  all  the  moneys 
in  the  Qeneral  Fnnd  was  consumed  by  the  bill  paying  the  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature. I  presumed  such  might  have  been  the  case  this  winter,  and  wanted  to  guard 
against  it.  My  great  wish  was  to  protect  the  honor  of  the  State,  and  as  there  was 
no  law  fixing  the  time  when  the  money  should  be  sent,  I  concladed  I  had  a  right 
to  send  it,  and  I  did  so. 

Q:— Did  this  $1,000  bill  take  any  money  out  of  the  General  Fund  ? 

A — I  think  it  did.  When  I  come  into  office  there  was  nothing  in  the  Sinking 
Fnnd,  and  I  was  told  it  had  been  used  in  payment  of  interest. 

Q — What  proportion  of  the  revenue  of  the  fiscal  year  remains  unpaid  ? 

A — I  cannot  tell  accurately  without  looking  at  my  books.  All  the  smaller  south- 
ern counties  have  settled,  the  larger  counties  have  not.  The  smaller  counties  settle 
semi-annually,  nine  of  the  large  counties  quarterly.  There  has  been  no  settlement 
with  San  Francisco  since  about  October  last.  The  receipts  this  year  will  run  less, 
I  think,  than  they  did  last  year.  I  should  think  that  there  should  be  yet  paid  in 
during  the  January  settlement,  $160,000,  but  this  is  conjecture. 

Q — You  have  stated  that  one  of  your  reasons  for  sending  this  money  so  soon 
was  the  recollection  of  the  $1,000  bill ;  did  you  not  recollect  3iat  the  law  requires 
all  warrants,  after  the  firdt  of  January,  to  be  paid  in  cash  ? 

A — I  was  aware  that  such  was  the  law  ;  the  law  also  says  I  shall  take  from  the 
general  fund,  if  there  is  not  enough  in  the  interest  fund  to  pay  the  interest. 

Q — If  you  had  waited  until  the  first  of  May,  would  not  the  interest  fund  have 
been  sufficient  to  have  paid  this  interest  ? 

A — No  sir ;  it  would  not. 

Q — Why  did  you  transfer  the  agency  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  in  New 
York  from  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  to  the  Pacific  Express  Co.? 

A — Mr.  Howe  asked  me  if  I  was  willing  to  let  him  have  the  paying  of  this  in- 
terest ;  I  told  him  I  had  no  objections,  if  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  were  satined,  so  long 
as  I  had  proper  bonds  for  my  protection,  I  did  not  care  who  paid  it. 

Q — Did  you  receive  any  assurance  from  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  yourself  that  they 
would  be  satisfied  with  this  arrangement  ? 

A — Mr.  Rowe  told  me  he  had  talked  with  Mr  McLane  and  he  was  satisfied ;  I 
never  talked  with  Mr.  McLane  upon  the  subject,  to  the  best  of  my  recollection. 

Q — Did  you  or  not  apply  to  Mr.  McNeil  in  this  city  on  the  31st  of  December 
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last,  to  know  if  Wella,  Fargo  &  Co.  would  give  bond  for  the  payment  of  the  July 
iDterest  ? 

A — I  think  not ;  I  have  no  recollection  of  it;  I  should  not  have  been  apt  to  have 
gone  to  him  about  a  bond. 

Q — Did  you  or  not,  on  the  3 1st  of  December  last,  go  to  San  Francisco  on  the 
same  boat  with  Mr.  McLane  ? 

A — He  was  on  the  same  boat,  but  I  did  not  see  him  till  I  went  to  the  supper 
table  ;  I  came  back  the  next  day,  and  Mr.  Howe  came  with  me. 

Q— Had  Mr.  Rowe  procured  any  of  his  bondsmen  at  that  time  ? 

A — ^I  think  he  had  procured  all  of  the  bondsmen  then,  except  Archy  WooJs. 

Q — When  did  he  get  Archy  Woods'  name  on  the  bond  ? 

A — I  don't  know  on  what  day  ;  it  was  on  the  bond  when  he  gave  it  to  me  on 
the  3d. 

Q — State  what  you  know  of  the  bondsmen  on  the  bood  given  by  the  Pacific  Ex- 
press? 

A — Arch*d  Woods  is  the  father-in-law  of  James  M.  Estell,  and  I  have  been 
told  is  worth  $160,000  ;  A.  O.  Richardson  is  agent  of  the  Pacific  Express  office 
in  this  city,  and  is  said  to  be  worth  about  $12,000  ;  James  Haworth  is  President 
of  the  California  Stage  Company  ;  Solomon  Heydenfeldt,  late  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court ;  James  C.  Stebbins,  former  Senator  from  Yuba ;  C.  C.  Bowman,  of  San 
Francisco,  interested  in  ditch  stock  ;  D.  Brigbam,  formerly  of  the  Pacific  Express. 

Q — Have  you  any  personal  knowledge  of  the  condition  of  those  gentlemen  ? 

A — I  have  no  personal  knowledge,  but  have  been  told  by  many  persons  that  it 
was  a  first  rate  bond. 

Q — ^Whether  prior  to  the  1st  of  January  last,  you  let  Mr.  Rowe  have  any  money 
to  any  amount  ? 

A — No  sir. 

Q — Whether  since  the  1st  of  January  last,  you  applied  to  Major  Graham,  or 
any  other  person,  to  borrow  money  with  the  one  exception  you  have  heretofore 
named  ? 

A — I  have  not. 

Q — ^Whether  you  have  heard  from  Mr.  Rowe,  that  he  applied  to  Mr.  McLane 
to  give  a  bond  to  pay  the  July  interest  ? 

A — I  do  not  know  whether  Mr.  Howe  applied  to  him  to  give  such  bond  or  not. 
He  never  told  me  that  he  had. 

Q — Were  you  a  party  to,  or  were  you  ^cognizant  of  the  arrangement  by  which 
M.  G.  Reid,  in  December  last,  conveyed  to  Mr.  Rowe  certain  real  estate  in  San 
Francisco  ? 

A — I  was  not    I  never  heard  of  it  until  I  saw  a  mention  of  it  in  the  papers. 

Q — Did  you,  in  an  examination  before  the  Senate  Committee,  tell  said  commit- 
tee that  you  presumed  the  $124,000  had  gone  by  the  steamer  of  the  5th  of  Janu- 
ary, but  that  you  had  no  personal  knowledge  of  the  fact  7 

A — I  did.     I  told  them  that  I  would  not  swear  that  it  did. 

Q — What  were  your  reasons  for  presuming  that  it  had  been  sent  at  that  time  ? 

A — I  had  no  particular  reason  for  supposing  so ;  I  thought  it  would  be  as  con- 
venient to  send  it  at  that  time  as  at  any  other.  Mr.  Rowe  never  gave  me  any 
reason  to  believe  that  it  had  been  sent  by  that  steamer. 

Q — S^tOt  the  reasons  why  you  did  not  sooner  take  legal  steps  to  collect  the 
money  paid  to  Palmer,  Cook  &,Co.  to  pay  the  interest  falling  due  in  July,  1856? 

A — They  were,  by  the  term  of  their  bond,  entitled  to  four  months  before  I 
could  commence  suit.  When  that  time  expired,  I  applied  to  them  for  the  money, 
and  told  them  I  would  sue  on  the  bond.  Palmer  told  me  that  he  had  satisfied  bis 
bondsmon  am)  that  they  would  confess  judgment,  but  urged  me  to  wait  until  the 
arrival  of  the  next  steamer,  as  he  expected  to  receive  funds  by  her.    I  asked  the 
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advice  of  the  Attorney  General,  and  he  advised  me  to  wait,  as  thej  promised  so 
fair.  It  went  on  in  this  way  until  about  the  middle  of  December,  when  I  asked 
the  advice  of  the  Governor.  He  told  me  to  wait  a  few  days,  and  he  would  take 
the  bond  and  have  suit  brought  on  it.  He  called  on  me  for  the  bond  about  the 
30th  or  Slst  of  December.  He  took  the  bond,  and  employed  Edwards  & 
English  to  bring  the  suit. 

Q — How  often  did  the  Board  of  Examiners  examine  and  count  the  money  in 
your  office  since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Legislature  ? 

X — ^The  Governor  called  by  himself  once,  and  a  week  or  two  afterward  the 
Secretary  of  State  and  Attorney  General  called;  these  were  the  only  times  any  of 
them  have  been  there  ;  the  Governor  called  on  the  16th  of  May  last;  the  others 
about  two  weeks  afterward. 

Q — ^Do  you  know  the  reason  why  they  did  not  count  the  money  in  your  office 
ofkener  ? 

A — I  do  not ;  I  told  them  they  were  welcome  to  come  at  any  time,  and  I  would 
afford  them  every  {iacility  in  my  power. 

HENRY  BATES. 

Da.  Henry  Bates,  recalled  : 

Q — By  the  provisions  of  the  different  Funding  Acts  you  are  required  to  take 
from  such  agents  as  yon  may  employ,  bond  and  security,  which  bond  shall  be  sub* 
mitted  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval ;  did  you  ever  submit  to  the  Governor, 
for  his  approval,  the  bonds  taken  by  you  from  Palmer,  Cook  &  Co.,  Wells, 
Fargo  &  Co.,  and  the  Pacific  Express,  or  either  of  them  ?  If  you  did  not,  please 
state  the  reasons  why  you  did  not. 

A — I  did  not,  for  the  reason  that  I  did  not  know  of  the  existence  of  the  law 
until  the  Governor  spoke  to  me  about  it. 

HENRY  BATES. 

Frederick  R.  Bdnker  being  sworn,  states  that  he  resides  in  Sacramento,  and 
is  a  clerk  in  the  Treasurer's  office,  and  has  been  in  said  office  for  about  18  months 
— I  am  general  clerk,  neither  book-keeper  or  cashier. 

Q — State  what  you  know  in  regard  to  the  payment  by  the  State  Treasurer  to 
Mr.  Rowe  of  $124,000  in  January  instant  ? 

A — ^That  transaction  occurred  during  my  absence,  I  did  not  know  anything 
about  it  at  the  time,  I  was  out  of  town  from  the  27th  of  December  last  to  the  4th 
of  January  inst.  I  learned  that  such  a  payment  was  to  be  made  to  Mr.  Rowe  be- 
fore it  was  made.  I  learned  it  in  San  Francisco  about  the  Slst  of  December  last, 
from  Col.  Rowe. 

Q — Were  you  the  clerk  who  made  the  entries  in  the  books  in  relation  to  that 
payment  ? 

A — I  was  not ;  I  arranged  the  account  however  ;  I  never  made  any  entries  on 
the  book,  but  once,  since  Dr.  Bates  assumed  the  office. 

Q — Was  Mr.  Rowe  frequently  in  the  Treasurer's  office,  after  he  ceased  to  be 
cashier  or  clerk  in  the  Treasurer's  office  ? 

A — He  was  frequently  in  the  office.  There  was  some  unfinished  business  when 
he  left  to  the  explanation  of  which  his  presence  was  frequently  necessary. 

Q — When  was  the  coin  in  the  Treasurer's  office  counted  last  preceding  the  1st 
January,  1857  f 

A — ^I  do  not  know  ;  I  have  never  had  anything  to  do  with  the  money.  I  have 
never  seen  it  counted,  or  known  it  to  be  counted.  It  was  not  within  my  line  of 
duty. 
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Q — ^Were  joa  in  the  office  from  the  12th  to  the  Itth  of  January,  instant  ? 
A — I  was,  generally. 

Q — Did  you  within  that  period  see  a  bag  or  carpet  sack  containing  coin  lying  in 
the  office  ? 
A — I  did  not. 

F.  K.  BUNKER. 

James  M-  Rhodes  being  sworn,  states: 

That  he  resides  in  Sacramento,  and  is  clerk  and  book-keeper  in  the  State  Trea- 
surer's office;  I  have  been  in  that  position  since  January,  1856. 

Q — State  what  you  know  personally  of  the  payment  of  $124,000,  by  the  State 
Treasurer  to  Mr.  Rowe  on  the  3d  of  January,  1857. 

A — I  know  very  little  personally,  owing  to  sickness  in  my  family;  I  have  been 
absent  from  the  office  a  gpod  deal  since  November  last ;  all  I  know  of  it  is  that  the 
amounts  were  presented  to  me  for  entry  on  the  books  ;  I  found  a  memorandum  of 
the  amounts  on  the  spindle,  placed  there  during  my  absence  from  the  office,  and  I 
made  from  that  memorandum  the  necessary  entries  in  my  books. 

Q — ^Were  you  present  when  this  money  was  paid? 

A — I  do  not  know  whether  I  was  or  not  ;  I  was  in  the  office  upon  one  occasion, 
in  the  early  part  of  January,  when  Dr.  Bates  and  Mr.  Rowe  were  counting  some 
money  but  whether  that  money,  or  for  what  purpose  they  were  counting  it,  I  do  not 
know. 

Q — ^Did  Mr.  Rowe  carry  away  from  the  office  the  money  you  saw  them  count- 
ing ? 

A — ^I  do  not  know. 

Q — Is  your  knowledge  of  the  amount  of  coin  in  the  Treasurer's  office  derived 
from  an  actual  count  of  the  money,  or  from  your  books  ? 

A — From  my  books,  and  not  from  counting  the  coin. 

Q — Were  you  in  the  office  on  the  day  when  the  first  count  of  the  money  in  the 
Treasurer's  office  was  made  by  the  Legislative  Committee  ? 

A — I  was  in  the  office  on  that  day,  but  perhaps  not  all  the  time  during  office 
hours,  of  that  day. 

Q — Did  you  on  that  day  see  any  money  in  the  office  in  a  carpet  bag  ? 

A — I  did  not ;  1  saw  tone  except  what  was  in^Mgs,  near  the  doer  of  the  vault, 
and  which  had  been  set  there  to  enable  the  committee  to  count  it. 

Q — Under  what  date  does  the  entry  of  the  sending  of  this  money  to  New  York 
appear  in  your  cash  book  ? 

A — Under  date  of  the  10th  of  January,  1851.  The  original  entry  stated 
that  the  money  was  remitted  by  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  Their  names  were  subse- 
quently erased,  and  the  Pacific  Express  Co.  inserted  in  their  stead.  The  reason 
of  this  was,  that  in  the  memorandum  which  I  found  on  the  spindle,  it  was  not 
stated  by  whom  the  money  had  been  remitted,  and  as  two  remittances  had  been 
made  by  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  I  supposed  of  course  that  this  had  been,  and  knew 
DO  better  at  the  time  the  entry  was  made  on  the  books;  when  I  subsequently 
learned  that  it  had  been  sent  by  the  Pacific  Express,  the  names  of  Wells,  Fargo 
Si  Co.  were  erased  and  their  names  inserted.  At  the  time  I  saw  Dr.  Bates  and 
Mr.  Rowe  counting  money,  I  did  not  know  that  it  was  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
interest,  or  that  the  Pacific  Express  Co.  would  be  the  agents. 

Q — ^When  did  you  first  find  this  memorandum  on  your  spindle? 

A — I  suppose  it  was  on  the  lOth  of  January,  the  date  under  which  it  was  enter- 
ed in  the  books.  There  was  no  date  on  the  memorandum.  It  might  have  been  on 
the  spindle  several  days. 
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Q— Did  yon  know  that  this  interest  money  had  been  remitted  nntil  you  found 
this  memorandum  on  your  spindle  ? 

A — I  did  not.  This  memorandum,  I  think,  was  in  the  hand  writing  of  Mr. 
Rowe. 

Q — Was  Mr.  Eowe  in  the  office  on  the  day  of  the  first  count  ? 

A — I  do  not  recollect  of  seeing  him  on  that  day,  though  he  might  have  been  in 
the  office. 

Q — Who  keeps  the  keys  of  the  vault  in  the  Treasurer's  office  ? 

A — Mr.  Bunker  and  Dr.  Bates,  have  had  the  keys  since  Mr.  Rowe  left  the 
office. 

Q — ^Who  had  the  keys  during  the  absence  of  Mr.  Bunker  from  the  27th  of  De- 
cember to  the  4th  January  ? 

A — I  must  have  had  them  part  of  the  time.  I  think  Mr.  Rowe  had  them  when 
this  money  was  paid. 

J.  M.  RHODES. 

J.  Neely  Johnson  being  sworn,  states  that  he  resides  in  Sacramento,  and  is 
.the  Governor  of  the  State  of  California. 

Q — Have  you  or  not  inquired  of  Mr.  Rowe  whether  he  had  sent  on  to  New 
York  the $124,000,  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  State  bonds  due  in  July  next? 

A — As  Governor  of  the  State,  and  in  discharge  of  what  I  believed  to  be  my 
duty,  I  called  on  Mr.  Rowe  to  know  whether  or  not  he  had  forwarded  that  money 
— ^this  was  about  the  10th  or  12th  of  the  present  month.  In  the  reply  to  my  ques- 
tion, I  am  quite  confident  that  Col.  Rowe  told  me  the  money  was  forwarded  by  the 
steamer  of  the  5th  of  January,  inst. 

J.  NEELY  JOHNSON. 

Henry  M.  Nagleb  being  sworn.,  states  that  he  resides  in  San  Francisco. 

Q — ^Were  you  cognizant  of  or  a  party  to  the  arrangement  whereby  M.  G.  Reed, 
in  December  last,  conveyed  to  B.  A.  Rowe  certain  real  estate  in  San  Francisoo — 
please  state  all  you  know  in  relation  to  that  transaction  ? 

A — I  was  not  a  party  to  that  arrangement,  nor  was  I  cognizant  of  it  until  about 
the  end  of  December  or  beginning  of  January  last,  Mr.  Rowe  called  upon  me  to 
advise  me  that  Mr.  Reed  had  m%de  a  transfer  to  him  of  the  title  to  certain  property 
on  Pacific  street,  comprising  some  three  fifty  vara  lots  which  had  been  previously 
mortgaged  to  me  as  Receiver  of  Adams  &  Co.,  to  secure  a  certificate  of  deposit  of 
Palmer,  Cook  &  Co.,  of  $100,000.  He  desired  to  make  some  arrangement  with 
me  by  which  I  shall  release  this  mortgage,  and  proposed  to  substitute  other  securi- 
ties instead  of  the  mortgage.  The  securities  proposed  were  the  evidences  of  in- 
debtedness of  Adams  &  Co.,  from  which  he  had  received  from  Palmer,  Cook  &  Co. 
Mr.  Rowe  was  excedingly  anxious  to  induce  me  to  make  this  arrangement,  and 
had  sent  several  friends  to  me  previously,  to  induce  me  to  listen,  if  possible,  favor- 
ably to  his  proposition.  He  stated  that  Palmer,  Cook  &  Co.  owed  a  large  amount 
of  money,  and  among  other  things  mentioned  the  indebtedness  due  from  them  to 
the  State,  and  further  said  that  if  I  would  release  the  mortgage  they  could  realise 
from  $100,000  to  $150,000  on  the  property.  I  positively  declined  the  proposed 
arrangement.  I  consented,  however,  to  endorse  upon  this  mortgage,  suoh  propor- 
tion of  any  dividend  which  might  be  declared  by  the  Court,  aa  the  indebtedneas  of 
Adams  &  Co.,  in  his  hand  would  be  entitled  to. 

HENRY  M.  NAGLEE. 
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Louis  McLanb,  Jr.,  being  recalled,  states  : 

Q — After  the  close  of  yoar  examiDation  by  this  committee  on  the  24th  instant, 
did  joa  have  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Rowe  as  to  the  character  of  the  testimony 
given  by  yon  ?    If  you  did,  please  state  that  conversation. 

A — Mr.  Rowe  asked  me  what  mj  testimony  had  been  before  the  committee  ; 
the  substance  of  which  I  related  to  him  and  told  him  that  the  committee  would 
compel  him  to  show  what  he  had  done  with  the  money ;  he  said  that  he  would  not 
answer  any  question  as  to  the  manner  in  which  he  had  received  that  money  or 
what  he  had  done  with  it ;  that  he  would  tell  them  that  he  had  given  a  bond,  and 
refose  to  answer  any  other  qaestion  concerning  it. 

Q — Had  you  a  subsisting  contract  with  the  State  Treasurer,  whereby  you  were 
to  pay  the  interest  falling  dae  in  New  York  upon  the  indebtedness  of  this  State 
during  his  term  of  office  7  If  so,  state  the  circumstances  leading  to  and  attending 
the  execution  of  that  contract. 

A — In  December,  1855,  and  before  Dr.  Bates  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  1  had  a  verbal  contract  with  him  that  all  the  interest  falling  due  in  New 
York  upon  the  indebtedness  of  this  State,  during  his  term  of  office,  should  be 
paid  through  the  house  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Go.  Some  time  in  March  or  April, 
1856,  Dr.  Bates  applied  to  me  to  release  him  from  so  ranch  of  that  contract  as 
applied  to  the  interest  falling  due  in  July,  1856,  stating  that  Palmer,  Cook  &  Co. 
had  already  remitted  $50,000  of  that  interest,  and  he  thought  it  due  to  them  to 
jet  them  pay  it  in  New  York;  I  assented  to  that,  and  then  had  our  contract  re- 
duced to  writing,  which  contract  is  here  submitted  to  the  committee  and  a  copy 
thereof  taken  by  them  ;  whether  Dr.  Bates  has  a  copy  of  that  contract  I  do  not 
know,  though  I  think  it  probable  he  has. 

•  (^-—Was  the  Pacific  Express  Co.,  with  its  good  will,  fixtures,  &c.,  ever  oflered. 
to  you  by  Mr.  Brigham,  a  former  superintendent  7    If  so,  state  at  what  price. 

A — In  April  or  May  last,  Mr.  Brigham  offered  to  sell  to  me  the  Pacific  Ex- 
press Co.,  for  $10,000;  some  time  in  July  or  Augnst,  afterward,  he  offered  it  to 
me  for  $15,000;  the  difference  in  the  price  asked  on  the  two  occasions  arose  from 
the  fact  that  between  the  two  offers  some  personal  property  had  been  added  to  the 
stock  of  the  Company,  increasing  it  in  value. 

LOUIS  McLANE,  Jb. 

A.  B.  McNiBL,  being  recalled,  testifies  as  follows  : 

Q — Mr.  Howe  informs  the  committee  that  the  money  sent  by  you  to  the  State 
Treasurer's  office  on  the  I3th  of  January,  instant,  by  bis  order,  was  sent  there  in- ' 
stead  of  the  office  of  the  Pacific  Express  Co.,  by  design  or  mistake  on  your  part. 
State  whether  you  could  have  mistaken  his  order  in  this  respect  ? 

A — I  understood  him  to  order  me  to  send  it  to  the  State  Treasurer's  office.  He 
may  not  have  used  the  words  '*  State  Treasurer,"  but  he  saaid  nothing  about  the 
Pacific  Express  office.  If  be  had  wanted  it  at  the  Pacific  Express,  he  would  have 
sent  in  for  it,  as  that  office  is  on  the  same  street,  four  doors  distant.  The  Treasu- 
rer's office  is  distant  six  blocks.  I  cannot  remember  now  the  exact  words  he  made 
use  of,  but  the  language  he  did  use,  dearly  gave  me  to  understand  that  he  wanted 
It  at  the  Treasurer's  office.  I  certainly  had  no  desire  to  injure  Dr.  Bates. 
Twenty  thousand  dollars,  as  I  have  before  stated,  of  the  money  was  obtained  by 
Mr.  Itowe  of  me,  upon  the  credit  of  Dr.  Bates'  draft,  as  State  Treasurer,  upon 
Wells.  Fargo  &  Co.,  of  New  York,  to  be  drawn  afterwards. 

Q — When,  if  ever,  did  Mr.  Rowe  inform  you  that  you  had  made  this  mistake  ? 

A~-I  think  it  was  about  Wednesday  last.    It  was  after  be  had  been  examined 
3(5a 


by  this  eommiitee.    That  was  the  first  I  had  ever  heard  from  any  sooroe  that  there 
was  a  mistake. 

Q — ^Where  is  the  banking  house  of  John  M.  Rhodes  situated  7 

A — On  Second  street,  in  the  same  building  with,  the  Paoifio  Express  office. 

Q— Are  the  accounts  furnished  by  you  to  the  committee,  of  E.  A.  Bowe  with 
Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  correct  transcripts  from  your  books  ? 

A — They  are. 

A.  B.  McNIEL. 

Wk.  T.  Wallacb,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposeth  and  saith  : 

That  he  is  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  GaUfomia. 

Q — When  did  you  first  hear  of  the  alleged  payment  of  the  sum  of  $124,000 
to  the  Pacific  Express  Company,  how  did  yon  hear  it,  and  what  stops,  if  any,  did 
yon  take  thereupon  ? 

A — ^I  first  hoard  of  it  on  the  19th  day  of  January,  from  J.  W.  Quimby,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Legislature,  at  San  Jose,  who  informed  me  that  the  sum  had  been 
turned  over  by  the  Treasurer  to  the  Paoifio  Express  Company,  or  Wells,  Fargo  & 
Co.,  he  did  not  know  which  ;  he  said  he  thought  it  ought  to  be  stopped,  and  I  re- 
plied I  thought  so  too,  and  that  it  was  a  fraud  upon  the  State;  I  then  immediately 
telegraphed  to  J.  B.  Crockett,  Esq.,  of  San  Francisco,  requesting  him  to  obtain 
an  injunction,  in  my  name,  from  some  Court  at  San  Francisco,  and  to  prevent  the 
shipment  of  the  money  at  all  hazards  ;  the  steamer  would  sail  on  the  next  day, 
(the  20th,)  and  it  was  impossible  for  me  to  be  at  San  Francisco  in  time  to  par- 
ticipate personally  in  the  matter  ;  I  received  in  about  two  hours,  from  Mr.  Crock- 
ett, a  dispatch,  stating  that  he  would  attend  to  it ;  I  was  afterward  informed  bj 
lim  that  the  injunction  had  been  issued  from  the  12th  District  Court,  and  had 
been  served  before  the  steamer  left ;  this  was  the  first  and  only  intimation  that  I 
ever  received  from  any  quarter  that  a  shipment  of  money  to  meet  the  interest  on 
the  State  debt  was  in  contemplation. 

Q — Were  you  at  Sacramento  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  session  of  the 
Legislature,  and  if  so,  when  did  you  leave  for  San  Jose,  and  what  conversation,  if 
any,  did  you  have  with  the  State  Treasurer  in  relation  to  the  public  funds  ? 

A — I  was  here  about  tbo  time  of  the  openiog  of  the  present  session  of  the  Leg- 
islature ;  I  do  not  remember  the  precise  day  ;  while  I  was  here  J.  Neely  Johnson, 
Esq.,  handed  me  a  letter  from  the  State  Treasurer,  requesting  my  opinion  upon 
the  propriety  of  making  payment  of  warrants,  or  of  some  transaction  in  the  Treas- 
ury, involving  the  payment  of  money  ;  in  answer  to  the  communication,  I  delivered 
'  to  the  Treasurer  on  the  same  day  after,  my  written  opinion,  advising  him  not  to 
pay  any  money  out  of  the  Treasury  for  any  purpose,  except  by  order  of  the  Leg- 
islature, or  the  mandate  of  the  Supreme  Court.  At  the  time  of  handing  him  thu 
opinion,  or  shortly  afterwards,  I  remarked  to  him  that  my  opinion  was  a  very  short 
one,  but  I  thought  it  was  effective,  and  that  under  the  circumstances,  it  was  the 
only  safe  advice  which  I  could  give  him ;  he  replied  in  substance,  that  he  thought 
it  was  the  safest  plan  for  him  to  pursue,  and  that  he  would  follow  my  advice. 

Q — Did  Mr.  E.  A.  Rowe  ever  inform  you  that  he  had  forwarded  the  money  to 
New  York  on  the  steamer  of  the  5th  of  January,  and  if  so,  when  did  he  so  inform 
you  ? 

A-  Some  time  during  the  past  week,  I  had  a  conversation  with  Mr.  E.  A. 
Rowe  in  front  of  the  office  of  Wells,  Fargo  k  Co.,  in  Sacramento,  in  relation  to 
the  injunction  which  had  been  issued  against  the  Pacific  Express  Company.  Mr. 
Bowe  stated  that  the  writ  had  been  served  on  one  of  the  clerks  of  the  Company 
only,  at  San  Franoisoo,  and  intimated  that  such  a  service  was  ineffectual  in  law.    I 
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nnderstood  him  tlien  to  state  in  addition,  in  support  of  the  propositioD,  that  the 
serYtce  had  heeo  ineffeetaal,  that  it  was  made  too  late,  and  that  the  money  had  been 
shipped  by  the  steamer  on  the  5th  of  January  ;  but  I  hare  a  very  strong  impres- 
sion that  he  stated  so  to  mo  in  so  many  words,  and  I  am  oertain  that  the  impres- 
sion I  received  from  the  eoiwersation  was  that  the  money  had  been  so  shipped  on 
the  5th  January.

COPT  OF  THE  AGREEMENT  BETWEEN  WELLS,  FARGO  &  CO. 

AND  DR.  BATES. 

IRtferred  to  in  the  Testimony  of  Louis  McLane,  Jr.] 

,  This  agreement,  made  at  San  Francisco,  in  the  State  of  California,  on  the 
fifteenth  day  of  April,  A..D.  1856,  by  and  between  Henry  Bates,  Treasurer  of 
the  State  of  California,  party  of  the  first  part;  and  Wells,  Fargo  Sf  Co,,  (acting 
by  their  Agent,  Louis  McLane,  Jr.,)  parties  of  the  second  part,  witnesseth  :  That 
the  party  of  the  first  part,  in  order  to  make  arrangements  for  the  payment  of  the 
interest  to  become  doe  upon  the  debts  of  the  State  of  California  already  funded,  or 
which  may  be  funded  during  his  term  of  office  as  State  Treasurer,  and  in  consider- 
ation of  the  boreioafter  mentioned  undertakings  of  the  parties  of  the  second  part, 
hereby  agrees  with  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  to  place  in  their  Banking  house 
in  Sacramento,  ail  moneys  received  by  him  during  his  term  of  office,  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  that  may  become  due  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January, 
A.  D.  1857,  on  said  debts  of  the  State,  whether  already  funded,  or  to  be  funded 
after  the  date  thereof,  so  soon  as  said  moneys,  or  any  portion  thereof,  may  from 
time  to  time  be  received  by  him. 

And  further;  the  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pay  to  the  parties  of  the  second 
part  the  actual  cost  of  freight  and  insurance,  from  Sacramento  to  New  York,  upon 
all  moneys  which  may  be  paid  in  New  Tork  by  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  on 
account  of  any  interest  to  become  doe  on  or  after  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D. 
1857,  on  any  of  the  funded  debts  of  the  State  of  California  which  already  exist  or 
may  be  created  during  the  term  of  office  of  the  party  of  the  first  part :  And  futher, 
to  pay  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  interest,  at  the  rate  per  month  which  is 
paid  by  the  general  banking  customers  of  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  upon  any 
earn  or  rams  of  money  which  they  may  advance  for  the  payment  of  said  interest  on 
aaid  funded  debts,  over  and  above  the  amount  received  from  the  party  of  the  first 
part. 

And  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  in  the  consideration  of  the  above  under- 
takings and  agreements  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  agree  promptly  or  suficiently 
so  to  be  in  season  to  meet  the  payment  of  the  interest  when  they  fall  due  on  the 
said  funded  debts,  to  remit  to  their  banking  house  in  New  Tork  the  moneys  placed  in 
their  Banking  house  at  Sacramento  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  as  above  agreed, 
and  faithfully  to  apply  the  same  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  upon  the  said  funded 
debts  of  the  State  of  California. 

And  they  further  agree,  upon  demand  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  when  money 
18  placed  in  their  Banking  house  at  Sacramento,  as  above  agreed,  to  give  good  and 
sufficient  bonds  that  the  same  shall  thus  be  remitted  to  New  York,  and  faithflolly 
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applied  to  the  payment  of  said  ioterest    This  agreement  to  embrace  the  entire  pe- 
riod that  the  party  of  the  first  part  holds  hb  said  office  as  Treasurer.

JUr.  Speaker: 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  and  Assembly  Bills  concerning 
Swamp  and  Overflowed  Lands,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  report  them 
back,  with  a  substitute,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  substitute.  Bills  of  a 
similar  character  heretofore  acted  upon  are  radically  changed  by  the  substitute. 
The  Swamp  and  Overflowed  Lands  of  the  State  are  held  in  trust  for  their  reclama- 
tion. This  trust,  like  all  ether  trusty  estates,  should  be  sacred,  and  applied  only 
for  that  object. 

Accordingly,  we  recommend  that  the  money  received  from  sales  shall  go  imme- 
diately to  reclaim  the  lands.  The  absorption  of  the  public  debt  may  l^  highly 
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desirable  to  holders  of  Scrip,  and  indeed  to  all  tax-iuiTert,  bat  we  think  k  better  to 
apply  the  money  at  onoe  to  reclaim  the  lands.  We  have  accordingly  provided  in 
the  substitnte  that  the  money  shall  not  be  diverted  from  what  we  conceive  to  be  its 
legitimate  object  We  have  changed  the  law  in  several  other  respects,  which  will 
appear  in  the  substitute.

To  the  Honorable,  the  House  of  AssenMy : 

Gentlemen  : — Tour  resolution  of  the  9th  inst.  was  received  by  me  with  equal 
surprise  and  regret ;  surprise  that  you  should  have  adopted  a  course  of  procedure 
so  summitry  ;  regret  that  you  should  have  tendered  me  the  favor  of  a  defense 
without  the  substance.  If  the  popular  brancb  of  this  government,  yielding  to  a 
temporary  clamor  demands  a  victimi  I  am  ready  to  be  sacrificed;  if  they  desire  to 
do  me  justice,  they  will  grant  a  proper  hearing  to  my  cause. 

The  imputation  conveyed  by  their  authority  to  me  to  make  a  ''  respectful  arga- 
ipent'^  is  refuted  by  my  uniform  deportment  in  my  official  and  personal  relations  ; 
the  time  allowed  for  such  an  argument  is  so  brief  as  to  render  its  preparation  per- 
fectly impracticable. 

To  impeach  a  State  officer  is  a  proceeding  so  grave  and  momentous  that  it 
should  not  be  resorted  to  without  giving  the  accused  an  ample  opportunity  for  his 
defense.  No  such  opportunity  has  been  extended  me.  Without  a  crime,  I  have 
been  hunted  and  pursued  from  Court  to  Council,  and  my  reputation  overwhelmed 
with  calumny  and  undeserved  reproach. 

I  am  called  upon  to  answer  to  "questions  of  law,"  without  a  lawyer's  aid,  and  to 
respond  to  evidence  now  pending,  when  the  very  reading  of  that  evidence  has  been 
denied  me.  Tet  while  I  request  the  privilege  of  counsel,  I  am  perfectly  willing,  if 
this  should  be  refused,  to  answer  any  and  all  questions  that  your  Honorable  l^y 
may  submit  without  a  solitary  reservation  and  under  the  sanctity  of  an  oath.  I 
seek  to  conceal  no  act  of  mine— to  stifle  no  investigation  into  my  official  conduct. 
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If  it  be  yoar  pleasure  to  grant  me  a  hearing,  mj  necessities  require  the  postpone- 
ment of  your  contemplated  action,  as  the  decision  of  the  District  Court  renders  mj 
immediate  departure  for  San  Francisco  imperative. 

Since  jou  have  granted  me  the  privilege  of  argument  upon  questions  of  law,  I 
earnestly  request  I  may  be  heard  by  counsel ;  to  deny  this  would  be  adding  another 
injury  to  the  evib  which  prejudice  and  calumny  have  inflicted  on  my  name. 

Occupied  as  I  am  with  official  duties,  embroiled  in  harrassing  and  embittered 
liUgation,  vexed  with  the  temporary  persecutions  of  the  press,  I  cannot  but  deem 
the  time  allotted  me  ungenerously  brief,  quite  ineffectual,  indeed,  for  the  purposes 
of  either  explanation  or  defense. 

With  the  most  entire  respect  for  your  Honorable  body,  and  hoping  you  will  not 
yield  to  that  outside  pressure  which  the  ingenuity  and  malice  of  those  who  wish  me 
ill  are  seeking  to  apply,  and  solemnly  protesting  my  utter  innocence  of  the  offences 
charged,  I  solicit  at  your  hands  both  the  privilege  of  counsel  and  the  postponement 
of  your  action  to  a  further  day.

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  47,  accom- 
panied with  petition,  &c.,  of  Richard  Cole,  asking  for  compensation  for  translating 
the  Laws  into  Chinese,  under  an  Act  passed  in  1853,  has  had  the  same  under  con- 
sideration, report  the  same  back,  and  recommend  its  passage.

Senate  Bill  No.  47,  an  Act  for  the  relief  of  Robert  Cole,  after  being  considered 
b  Committee  of  the  whole  House,  Mr.  Whipple  in  the  Chair,  was  read  a  third  time 
and  passed. 
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Mr.  Hall  made  the  following  report : 

JSfr.  Speaker: 

Yonr  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  Na  62,  for  an  Act  to  au- 
thorize the  Board  of  Saperviaon  to  levy  a  apeoial  tax  in  and  for  the  coaotj  cf 
Marin,  having  had  the  same  under  consideration,  beg  leave  to  report  that  there  is 
already  «an  Act  to  authorise  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  county  to  levy  a  tax 
of  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  on  all  property  within  the  county  for  building  a  Gooii 
House  and  Jail. 

The  biU  under  consideration  proposes  to  re-enact  the  law  of  1855,  with  a  clause 
added  to  this  effect :  That  the  money  collected  shall  be  applied  to  the  buildiog  d 
a  County  Jail  and  Court  House,  or  the  construction  and  building  of  roads  and 
bridges.  The  effect  of  this  amendment  would  be  to  allow  the  SoperviMrs,  onder 
the  guise  of  a  special  Court  House  tax  to  collect  money  and  disburse  the  same  for 
roads  and  bridges.  The  operation  of  the  conjunction  ''or''  requires  that  the  money 
should  be  applied  to  only  one  of  these  objects. 

The  law,  as  it  now  stands,  provides  for  a  roai  tax,  and  your  committee  are  of 
the  opinion  that  the  bill  should  be  indefinitely  postponed.  They  recommend  ac- 
cordingly.

In  obedience  to  the  instructions  of  the  Assembly,  Mr.  Whitman,  the  Controller 
of  State,  was  notified  that  the  Committee  was  ready  to  examine  such  witnesses  as 
he  might  desire,  and  accordingly  Mr.  Whitman  gave  the  names  of  certain  parties 
whose  depositions  he  wished  to  be  taken.  In  obedience  to  such  request  these  parties 
were  duly  examined  by  the  Committee  in  presence  of  Mr.  Whitman,  who  asked 
each  questions  as  he  tbonght  proper. 

The  depositions  of  Messrs.  Yaughan,  Redding,  Ball,  Schenck,  and  Willis,  and 
of  His  Excellency,  Governor  Johnson,  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  D.  F.  Douglass, 
were  taken  by  the  Committee,  and  are  herewith  submitted. 

Your  Committee  further  unanimously  report  that  by  said  depositions  no  new 
facts  have  been  shown  which  in  the  least  change  the  conclusions  heretofore  arrived 
at,  and  by  it  reprted  on  to  the  Assembly. 

Tour  Committee  beg  leave  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of 
the  subject  matter  of  their  investigation.

Gov.  Johnson: — ^I  stated  in  my  former  examination  that  Mrs.  and  Miss  Whit- 
man were  present  when  we  entered  the  Controller's  office,  but  at  the  suggestion  of 
the  Committee  of  the  Assembly  no  mention  was  made^  in  the  statement  of  the  fact. 
About  the  6th  or  7th  of  June,  1856,  the  previous  unpleasant  relations  existing 
after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  between  Col.  Whitman  and  myself  up  to  that  time, 
ceased  and  have  been  of  the  most  agreeable  character  since.  When  I  gave  my 
statement  the  other  day  I  did  not  recollect  that  I  had  transmitted  a  second  written 
communication  to  the  Controller's  office,  similar  to  the  one  before  spoken  of,  dated 
on  or  about  the  4th  May  last.  Upon  examination  of  papers  in  my  office  since,  I 
find  I  did  on  the  28th  of  May,  transmit  a  communication  to  the  Controller's  office, 
requesting  certain  information  therein  designated.  This  was  delivered  to  Mr. 
Hughson,  clerk  in  the  Controller's  office,  and  he  replied  thereto  by  communication. 

This  correspondence  is  herewith  submitted.  But  the  information  sought  was 
never  furnished  me  until  in  the  annual  report,  as  before  stated,  and  apecific  infor 
mation  given  me,  about  the  1st  of  January,  of  the  present  year.

Sib  : — In  answer  to  your  communication  of  the  28th  instant,  requesting  a  state- 
ment from  this  office  of  the  amount  of  funds  in  the  State  Treasury,  &c.,  Ac.,  I  have 
Uie  honor  to  state  that,  it  is  impossible  for  me  at  this  time  to  furnish  the  desired 
mformation,  from  the  fact  that  I  have  no  knowledge  of  the  dibbursements  made 
by  the  Treasurer  of  State  during  the  present  month,  having  received  no  report 
from  that  office  since  the  30th  day  of  April,  1856. 

The  Treasurer  being  required  by  law  to  report  to  this  office,  monthly  the  opera* 
tions  of  the  Treasury,  his  report  for  the  month  of  May,  will  doubtless  be  received 
on  the  last  day  of  the  month.  Upon  the  receipt  of  the  same,  I  will  immediately 
transmit  to  your  Excellency  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  several  funds. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  Controller's  Warrants  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer 
from  the  first  day  of  January  to  the  28th  day  of  May,  1856,  and  also,  of  the  unex- 
pended balances.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Special  Committee,  upon  the  "Act  for  the  better  protection 
of  the  State  Treasury,'^  approved  April  16th,  1866,  held  on  the  7th  February, 
2g57 — present,  of  committee,  Brent,  ratrick,  Hume  and  Watkins. 

G.  W.  Whitman,  Controller,  having  notified  the  said  Committee  that  he  wished 
the  depositions  of  Messrs.  Ball,  Willis,  Schenck,  Vaughn  and  Reddiug  to  be  taken, 
the  Committee  issued  subpoenas  for  their  attendance,  and  the  said  Controller,  ap- 
pearing before  the  Committee,  requested  that  Edward  G.  Yaughan  should  be  first 
examined. 

Edwabd  O.  Vaughn,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  as  follows  : 

I  am  a  clerk  in  the  Controller's  office  ;  have  been  since  Col.  Whitman  has  taken 
the  office  ;  have  kept  the  books  up  to  about  the  first  of  January  last — that  is  the 
Ledger,  Journal  and  Abstract  Books,  containing  the  amount  of  scrip  drawn,  money 
received  by  the  Treasurer,  and  all  other  matters  of  that  nature.  Since  which  time, 
I  have  attended  to  the  Auditing  department,  and  settling  with  County  Treasurers. 
38a 
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Mr.  HnghflDn  attended  to  ibe  businees  previously.  I  would  say  that  it  has  been  . 
my  course  ever  since  I  have  kept  the  books,  as  well  as  directed  by  Col.  Whitman, 
to  endeavor  to  keep  every  day's  work  up,  and  in  doing  so,  I  have  worked  much  at 
nights  and  Sundays,  and  they  never  have  been  behind-hand,  exeept  a  day  or  two 
during  the  sitting  of  the  L^slature,  or  unless  I* was  absent ;  and  I  believe  that 
any  one,  whether  book-keeper  or  not,  might  know  the  balances  in  each  fund  within 
.  the  space  of  perhaps  one-half  hour.  The  Ledger  and  Abstract  Book,  both  have 
indexes  accompanyipg  them,  and  have  never  been  from  the  books.  There  are, 
perhaps,  twelve  or  thirteen  diiTcrent  funds  in  the  Ledger,  under  the  head  of 
''Funds  f  the  page  is  ffiven  of  the  different  funds,  in  the  index. 

By  adding  up  two  columns  and  subtracting  one  from  the  other,  the  amount  in 
the  fund  is  ascertained.  There  are  but  twelve  days  in  the  year,  which  days  are 
when  we  receive  the  State  Treasurer's  Reports,  that  we  can  know  what  amount  of 
money  is  in  the  State  Treasury.  The  reason  of  this  is,  that  the  Treasurer  does,  by 
law,  pay  out  money  without  the  Controller  issuing  his  warrants.  (The  twelve  days 
spoken  of,  are  once  a  month. ) 

The  Treasurer  peya  out  interest  money  and  the  Military  Fund,  without  the  Con- 
troller's warrants.  We  have  no  knowledge  of  any  warrant  being  paid  by  the  State 
Treasurer  until  the  monthly  report  is  furnished  us.  Owing  to  the  great  hurry  in 
the  Treasurer's  office,  as  stated  to  us  by  the  Treasurer's  clerk,  and  our  own  obser- 
vation in  issuing  bonds,  as  the  Funding  Act  had  passed  in  April,  1856,  we  received 
no  State  Treasurer's  reports  for  the  months  of  April  and  May,  until  about  the  first 
of  June  or  latter  part  of  May.  At  any  time  prior  to  the  25th  of  May  last,  it 
would  bo  impossible  for  us  to  arrive  at  the  amount  of  money  in  the  Treasury,  any 
nearer  than  the  Treasurer's  account  or  report  for  the  month  of  Mar6h. 

By  comparing  the  Treasurer's  monthly  report  with  our  books,  we  can  arrive  at 
the  amount  of  money  there  should  be  in  the  Treasury  on  any  named  day.  previous 
to  the  reception  of  the  report.  On  any  day  we  can  tell  what  money  has  been  paid 
into  the  Treasury,  but  cannot  tell  the  amount  which  has  been  paid  out  till  the 
Treasurer's  report  is  received.  If  I  desired  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  money  in 
the  Treasury  at  any  given  time,  I  should  go  to  the  Treasurer's  books,  as  it  could 
not  be  ascertained  from  the  Controller's  office  except  as  before  stated.  I  under- 
stand that  the  Board  of  Military  Auditors  draw  upon  I  he  Military  Fund  ;  that  is, 
they  have  done  so  heretofore. 

I  have  always  understood  there  was  a  statute  authorizing  the  Treasurer  to  pay 
the  interest  money  out  without  the  Controller's  warrant. 

About  the  middle  of  May,  Gov.  Johnson,  Gren.  Douglass  and  Attorney  General 
Wallace  came  to  the  Controller's  office  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  books  re- 
quired by  them  as  a  Board  of  Examiners,  and  Mr.  Hughson  informed  them  that 
Col.  Whitman's  orders  were  that  if  they  should  come  in  his  absenoe,  to  show  them 
all  the  books,  papers  and  vouchers  that  were  in  the  office,  which  they  might  call 
for,  but  let  them  make  their  own  examination,  as  the  law  contemplated  such  es- 
amination.  That  the  books  before  spoken  of  were  all  lying  on  the  desk,  to  which 
their  attention  was  called  ;  they  (the  Examiners^  did  not,  to  my  knowledge,  as^ 
for  any  papers  ;  there  never  has  been  anything  kept  in  the  safe,  save  and  except 
blank  Controller's  warrants,  up  to  the  first  of  January,  1857.  Col.  Whitman  bas 
frequently  told  Mr.  Hughson  and  myself  to  be  very  careful  in  keeping  the  safe  at  all 
times  locked,  except  when  using  it.  That  there  were  in  the  office,  when  the  Board 
of  Examiners  came,  Mr.  Hughson,  Henry  Whitman  and  Mr.  Sohenck,  (being  a 
clerk  in  the  office,)  and  two  ladies,  Mrs.  and  Miss  Whitman  ;  and,  as  is  my  usual 
custom  when  in  the  presence  of  ladies,  I  put  on  my  coat.  I  was  there  about 
half  an  hour  duriog  the  time  the  Board  were  there,  and  the  ladies  wished  me  to 
accompany  them  in  town  ;  I  objected,  as  perhaps  I  might  be  needed;  that  I  would 
wait  a  while  longer;  and  upon  being  again  asked,  I  did  accompany  the  ladies.  I 
heard  nothing  on  the  part  of  the  clerks  discourteous  to  the  Board ;  Col.  Whitman's 
orders  to  the  clerks  were  to  treat  them  oourtcously  and  gentlemanly. 
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I  haye  repeatedly  heard  Gol.  Whitman  say  that  he  was  ready  and  willing  at  any 
and  all  times,  to  have  his  hooifs  examined,  as  he  believed  they  were  all  right,  and 
had  a  set  of  clerks  who  understood  their  diifierent  departments.  The  feature  rf 
the  law  appointing  a  Board  df  Examiners,  that  Col.  Whitman  particularly  objected 
to,  was  in  auditing  accounts,  as  he  considered  that  reflected  upon  his  character. 
Since  January  last  I  have  occupied  the  ])08ition  that  Mr.  Hughson  previously  oeou- 
pied.  Besides  the  Ledger,  Journal  and  the  Abstract  Books,  there  is  the  book  in 
which  the  Bonds  issued  are  registered,  the  book  in  which  redeemed  Scrip  is  i[effi8' 
tered,  the  book  containing  aooount  of  Warrants  drawn,  Receipt  Book  for  War* 
rants  issued.  Order  Book,  containing  orders  to  Treasurer,  Receipt  Book  of  Foreign 
Miners'  License,  and  many  others. 

For  anything  I  know,  and  to  all  appearance.  Col.  Whitman,  Qov.  Johnson  and 
Gen.  Douglass  have  been  on  friendly  terms;  Governor  Johnson  often  comes  into 
the  office,  Qen.  Douglass  frequently,  and  Col.  Whitman  much  in  Gen.  Douglass' 
office. 

(Mr.  Vaughn  produced  a  report,  and  says:) 

This  is  the  original  and  only  report  received  from  the  Treasurer  for  the  month  of 
April  last. 

I  observe  that  this  is  not  signed  or  certified  by  the  State  Treasurer.  I  oannot 
say  whether  it  is  usual  for  the  Treasurer  to  sign  his  report  or  not.  This  report 
was  handed  to  Controller's  office  by  a  clerk  of  the  Treasurer,  and  is  regarded  and 
acted  upon  as  his  report. 

I  think  I  told  the  Board  of  Examiners,  while  they  were  in  the  office,  there  were  " 
the  books,  that  contained  the  accounts.     I  did  not  designate  the  books,  but  there 
lay  the  Ledger,   Journal  and  Abstract  Book.     I  can'i  say  that  I  told  them  that 
those  books  contained  all  the  accounts,  but  I  think  some  one  did. 

Q — Did  youi  or  any  of  the  clerks  in  the  Controller's  office,  inform  the  Board  of 
Examiners  that  the  information  of  the  entire  business  of  the  office  could  be  pro- 
cured from  three  certain  books  in  the  office  ? 

A — It  strikes  me  that  they  were  so  informed  ;  Gen.  Douglass  and  Henry  Whit- 
man were  in  conversation,  and  was  in  conversation  with  the  ladies ;  I  stepped  into 
an  adjoining  room  three  or  four  times,  while  the  Board  was  in  the  office.  Gen, 
DoQglass  frequently  comes  into  the  office  and  looks  over  the  books  himself.  I  can't 
say  positivelyi  but  think  Gen.  Douglass  knew  on  the  day  they  come  to  examine  the 
books  from  which  the  information  could  be  had,  which  they  desired — ^I  think  so 
because  I  think  any  one  could  find  out  the  fact  without  being  informed.  I  should 
think  that  any  one,  without  the  assistaoce  of  the  clerks,  could  go  into  the  Control- 
ler's office  and  ascertain  the  general  balances  from  the  books.

E.  G.  Yauohk,  examined : 

I  think  I  lefc  the  Controller's  office  in  company  with  the  ladies,  while  a  portion 
of  the  Board  of  Examiners  were  yet  in  the  office.  Gov.  Johnson  I  think  was  there 
writing  a  letter  ;  don't  recollect  why  the  Governor  was  writing  or  the  cause  of  it, 
but  simply  that  it  was  a  communication  to  the  Controller's  office. 

Questions  by  the  Governor  : 

About  the  3d  of  January  I  recollect  of  the  Governor  being  in  the  office,  and  our 
examining  tlie  stubble  book  to  ascertain  the  Controller's  Warrants  received  by  Uie 
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Treasarers  for  taxes  ;  so  far  as  we  could  tell  from  onr  books  we  aseertamed  the 
Dumber  to  be  two  or  three  items.  I  have  do  knowledge  of  the  amount  of  the  war- 
rants ordered  to  be  received  by  the  State  Trea<^rer  ;  it  strikes  me  one  was  from 
San  Francisco  County  ;  the  amount  I  don't  recollect ;  the  aggregate  amount  of 
these  warrants  ascertained  from  the  stubble  book  amounted  to  but  a  few  thousand, 
perhaps  not  to  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars ;  I  told  the  Governor  then  I  knew  of 
no  other  books  from  which  we  could  ascertain  the  amounts  received  ;  there  is  not 
any  other  book  that  would  show  the  authorization  to  the  State  Treasurer  to  receive 
warrants  in  payment  of  taxes ;  I  recollect  the  Oovemor  said  it  was  angular  there 
was  no  other  account  in  the  office  by  which  it  could  be  told.  I  then  remarked  that 
the  fact  was,  the  book  did  not  seem  to  have  been  kept  very  correct,  but  I  would 
see  that  it  was  strictly  attended  to  hereaf^r. 

Q — Did  I  not  desire  vou  to  give  me  information  as  to  how  much  money  there 
was  in  the  Treasury  on  Uiis  same  day,*  and  to  assist  me  in  making  these  examina- 
tions ? 

A — You  did ;  I  endeavored  to  give  what  information  I  could,  but  there  was  one 
entry,  I  do  not  now  recollect  whether  I  could  or  could  not  explain. 

Q— Did  you  explain  this  item  of  $31,300  ? 

A — I  do  not  recollect ;  think  I  gave  some  better  information,  and  referred  to 
Mr.  Willis,  who  had  made  the  entry,  and  could  better  explain  it. 

Q — Was,  or  was  not,  a  full  explanation  of  that  item  neceftiary  to  a  full  under- 
standing of  the  amount  in  the  Treasury  ? 

A — ^I  think  it  was,  but  cannot  say  ;  there  are  no  other  authorizations  from  which 
to  ascertain  the  amounts  received  in  warrants  by  Treasurer  for  taxes,  than  the 
stubble.

Cornelius  Scbenck,  on  the  part  of  CoL  Whitman,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes 
and  says  : 

I  came  into  the  Controller's  office  as  a  clerk  about  the  5th  or  6th  of  May  last;  I 
was  present  in  the  Controller's  office  obont  the  middle  of  May,  when  Gov  Johnson, 
Oen'ls  Douglass  and  Wallace  came  here  to  examine  the  books.  I  was  there  until 
they  left  the  office — ^they  came  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  examination  of  the 
books  as  I  understood  it.  Mr.  Hughson  stated  to  them  in  substanoe  that  they 
were  at  liberty  to  do  so  ;  the  books  were  shown  them  upon  the  desk,  where  they 
usually  lay  during  the  day — the  three  principal  books  that  were  necessary  for  the 
examination  ;  my  understanding  was  they  wanted  to  examine  certain  acoounta. 
M.  Hughson  also  named  that  Col.  WhitiSan  was  absent,  and  was  his  wish  for  them 
to  call  when  he  was  present ;  at  this  time  Mr.  Hughson,  Henry  Whitman,  Mr. 
Yanghnand  myself  (clerks)  were  in  the  office  ;  there  were  Mrs.  and  Miss  Whit- 
man.    Mr.  Yaughn  went  out  with  the  ladies,  or  immediately  after  them. 

I  am  not  certain  whether  Mr.  Henry  Whitman  left  or  not ;  my  best  impression 
is  that  he  did  not ;  I  heard  no  application  made  for  any  papers ;  GoTernor  John- 
son wrote  a  communication  and  banded  to  Mr.  Hughson,  stating  that  he  asked  that 
information  as  the  Execntive.  The  information  meant  was  the  subject  of  the  com- 
munication— which  it  was  I  don't  know.  I  am  now  book-keeper  in  the  Controller's 
office  ;  have  been  since  the  1st  of  January.  The  Ledger  and  Journal  show  the 
moneys  that  go  into  the  State  Treasury.  The  Abstract  Book  contains  the  appro- 
priations and  the  different  contingent  funds;  for  instance,  an  appropriation  is  made 
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fixr  the  OoTernor^B  ailary»  we  enter  this  ftmouot  in  the  Abstract  Book,  and  when 
any  is  drawn  an  entry  is  made  upon  the  Jonrnal  ;  from  thence,  of  course  a  chai^ 
IB  made  of  his  monthly  salary,  and  transferred  to  the  Ledger  ;  the  books  are  very 
simple  when  nnderstood.  I  think  Gen.  Douglass  said  he  ought  to  have  a  book- 
keeper to  look  over  the  aoconnts. 

I  think  Mr.  Haghson  replied  that  Controller  Whitman  instructed  him  to  lay  the 
books  before  them,  as  near  as  I  recollect.  It  was  in  reply,  or  when  something  was 
said  about  the  book-keeper,  when  Mr.  Hughson  said  he  was  simply  obeying  orders. 
I  don't  recollect  of  the  Governor  saying  that  if  Mr.  Whitman  was  there  he  would 
hudly  refuse  assistance ;  it  might  have  been  in  reply  to  a  remark  of  this  kind  that 
Mr.  Hughson  said  he  was  obeying  orders.  I  was  new  in  the  office,  and  did  not 
expect  to  be  called  on  again  about  this ;  saw  the  Governor  hand  Mr.  Hughson  a 
written  communication  ;  don't  recollect  of  the  Governor  reading  it  aloud  ;  never 
saw  the  communication  ;  I  was  engaged  at  first,  but  gave  more  attention  to  the 
dose  of  the  interview.  I  think  I  recollect  .something  of  an  inquiry  as  to  amount  of 
money  in  the  Treasury,  from  the  books  and  vouchers  in  the  office ;  don't  recollect 
^tinctly  the  reply  of  Mr.  Hughson ;  the  substance  was,  that  his  instructions  were 
to  show  them  the  books  and  papers  they  might  call  for,  that  they  might  make  the 
examination  for  themselves.  It  was  after  the  Governor  wrote  the  communication. 
I  snppose  Mr.  Hughson  was  the  head  clerk  at  this  time;  I  looked  to  him  as  the  head 
of  the  office.  Mr.  Vaughn  was  the  book-keeper  at  that  time.  Each  clerk  has  his  dis- 
tinct department  in  the  office  Col.  Whitman  never,  to  my  knowledge,  gave  any  one 
supervision  over  the  entire  office.  It  would  depend  on  the  kind  of  information  a 
wanted,  to  whom  one  should  apply.  Mr.  Hughson  did  not  particularly  direct  the 
affairs  of  the  office  ;  with  relation  to  the  books,  Mr.  Vaughn  had  the  entire  control. 
Any  information  from  the  books  was  acquired  from  Mr.  Vaughn.  Mr.  Hughson 
frequently  enquired  of  him  for  information  from  the  books.  Mr.  Hughson  did  the 
most  of  the  talking  on  the  part  of  the  Controller's  office,  at  the  time  referred  to.

That  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  his  former  statement,  he  wished  added  thereto 
''op  to  the  time  menUoned  in  the  first  paragraph  of  my  statement,  when  Col  Whit- 
man and  myself  had  a  conversation,  since  that  time  we  have  been  friendly." 

When  we  visited  the  Controller's  Moe  no  books  were  pointed  out  to  me  as  oon* 
taining  the  desired  information,  nor  was  any  books  specifically  pointed  out  to  any 
of  us  as  containing  this  information.  The  books  generally  were  pointed  out  to  us. 
I  considered  Mr.  Hughson  the  principal  person  in  the  office;  he  apparently  acting 
as  the  Chief  Clerk  and  spokesman  on  that  occasion.  I  may  have  spoken  to  Mr. 
Vaughn  and  to  Mr.  H.  Whitman  that  day  in  the  office.  I  stated  on  my  former 
examination  that  Mrs.  and  Miss  Whitman  were  present  in  the  office  when  we  went 
there,  but,  upon  suggestion  of  the  Committee  of  the  Assembly,  the  mention  of  the 
kdies  was  not  plac^in  the  statement.

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B.  B.  Redding,  sworn,  and  ezamiDed  on  the  part  of  Col.  Whitman,  deposes 
and  says: 

My  original  bnsiness  is  book-keeptng  ;  I  have  been  in  the  Controller's  office 
npon  matters  of  business  as  often,  I  should  suppose,  as  once  a  week  during  the 
past  three  years;  I  have  been  often  interested  in  a  knowledge  of  a  balance  that  may 
be  in  different  funds  ;  I  always  received  the  information,  or  frequently,  when  tho 
clerks  were  busy,  have  been  requested  to  ascertain  for  myself ;  1  have  thus  ascer- 
tained, by  an  examination  of  the  books,  a  number  of  times  ;  the  mode  of  ascertain^ 
ing  the  amount  remaining  in  different  appropriations  was  simply  to  seek  first  from 
the  index  the  page  of  the  ledger,  and  then  add  the  debit  and  credit  columns,  sub- 
tract one  from  the  other,  and  the  balance  was  the  amount  sought  for.  If  all  the 
accounts  are  kept  in  the  same  manner  as  the  accounts  of  the  appropriations  are 
kept,  I  could  as  readily  ascertain  the  balance  in  these  funds;  in  my  opinion  there 
should  be  nothing  mare  mysterious  or  complicated  in  keeping  the  books  of  the 
State  than  those  of  any  ordinary  mercantile  house;  if  none  of  the  aooounts  extend 
beyond  a  page  of  the  ledger  each,  any  accountant  could  ascertain  the  balance  of 
the  twelve  or  thirteen  different  funds  in  two  or  three  hours;  but  if  a  book-keeper 
had  to  investigate  thoroughly  each  different  transaction  of  the  Controller's  depart- 
ment, it  would  probably  take  weeks  or  months.  I  did  not  examine  the  vouchers 
for  the  accounts  I  examined  of  the  appropripriations,  merely  ascertaining  the 
amount  by  the  chaises  on  the  ledger;  I  cannot  tell  who  first  showed  me  the  l^ger: 
I  cannot  tell  who  first  showed  me  the  ledger;  I  think  that  Covington  first  directed 
me  to  it,  in  BelFs  time  as  Controller  ;  on  one  occasion  Mr.  Willis  and  I  added  up 
the  amount  drawn  against  the  printing  appropriation  ;  of  late,  the  information  has 
been  given  me  by  Mr.  Schenck.

Committee  met  the  9th  February,  1857,  at  3  o'clock  P.  M. — Present,  Messrs. 
Brent,  Burch,  Hume  and  Patrick. 

N.  A.  Hh  Ball,  being  duly  sworn  on  the  part  of  Col.  Whitman,  deposes  and 
says : 

I  am  at  accountant — ^that  is,  not  to  keep  a  set  of  books,  but  to  examine  and  set- 
tle np  complicated  and  difficult  accounts.  I  have  been  employed  to  examine  the 
books  of  Br.  MoMeans,  tho  Treasurer  of  State,  which  involved  an  examination  of 
U&e  books  in  the  Controller's  office ;  this  latter  office  was  the  place  where  I  first 
went  to  get  the  evidence  to  base  an  examination  of  the  Treasnrerer's  aocounta. 
The  books  of  the  Controller's  office  are  no  more  oomplictted  than  those  of  an  or- 
dinary mercantile  firm,  the  method  of  keeping  them  is  much  the  same ;  any  persoa 
of  business  capacity,  could  ascertain  and  refer  to  any  account  from  the  index,, 
which  is  always  kept  with  the  ledger,  provided  the  index  be  written  up ;  the  pro- 
cess to  ascertain  the  balance  in  any  particular  fund,  is  simply  to  foot  up  the  debt 
and  credit  of  that  fund  upon  the  ledger  account,  provided  it  was  posted  up.  To  go 
through  this  process,  a  knowledge  of  the  simplest  rules  of  addition  and  subtraction, 
is  on^  required.  It  would  take  a  person  familiar  with  figures  and  footing  up  fig-* 
ures,  no  more  than  an  hour  to  foot  up  twelve  or  thirteen  funds  of  a  page  each,  as  an 
average. 

From  my  knowledge  of  the  Controller's  and  Treasurer's  offices,  if  I  desired  to 
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ftscertain  tlie  amoant  of  cash  tbere  should  be  iti  the  vanlts  or  hands  of  the  State 
Treasarer,  I  should  examine  the  Controller's  books  and  papers  to  asoertain  the 
amoant  paid  into  the  Treamirj,  and  should  examine  the  Treasurer's  vouchers  for 
disbursements.  To  examine  the  Touohers  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  term  of  one 
month,  it  would  take  about  a  week's  time,  provided  the  business  had  not  materially 
increased  witllin  the  last  t#o  years,  and  provided  the  vouchers  are  kept  separately, 
and  the  entries  are  made  specifically.  It  would  take  no  longer  to  foot  up  the  debit 
and  credit  sides  of  the  different  funds  on  the  Treasurer's  books  than  on  the  Con- 
troller's, provided  the  same  entries  are  made  in  each.  I  would  not  undertake  to? 
day,  to  examine  the  entries  in  the  Controller's  office,  of  moneys  paid  into  the 
Treasury,  and  compare  the  vouchers  therefor,  and  to  examine  the  entries  in  Treas- 
urer's office  of  moneys  paid  out,  and  compare  the  vouchers  therefor,  and  agree  to 
do  the  same  in  a  less  time  than  two  months.  I  was  near  three  months  examining 
Dr.  McMeans'  books,  and  for  two  weeks  of  the  time  I  had  an  assistant.  If  three 
persons,  strangers  to  the  office,  and  the  way  the  books  and  accounts  are  kept,  and 
the  proper  entries  to  be  made  thereon,  were  to  attempt  an  examination  of  the  books, 
vouching  for  the  pnrpose  of  ascertaining  the  amoant  in  the  Treasury — ^without  any 
aid  or  assistance,  they  would  find  it  would  take  some  time  to  do  it,  and  difficult; 
they  would  not  be  able  to  do  it  at  all  if  they  knew  notlunz  about  books,  without 
assistance.  I  mean  by  this  only  so  fiir  as  the  Controller's  books  will  show  what 
should  be  on  hand  in  the  Treasury,  which  is,  what  has  been  paid  in,  the  amounts 
paid  out  by  the  Treasurer  are  reported  by  him  to  the  Controller  and  the  State 
Treasurer's  account  credited  to  the  amount  so  reported.  The  vouchers  consist  of 
Controller's  orders  and  Treusurer's  receipts  and  reporta

The  following  report  of  Joint  Committee  was  received  and  referred  to  Committee 
of  the  Whole. 

Afn  JPresideni  and  Mr.  Speaker: 

The  joint  committee  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  appointed  to  ascertain  what 
amonnt  of  revenue  was  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  for  the  year  preceding  Jan- 
nary  Ist,  1857;  what  proportion  of  the  same  was  in  coin  and  in  gold  dust ;  also, 
what  amount  in  Controller's  warrants  were  so  received,  and  in  case  Controller's 
warrants  were  substituted  for  cash,  by  whom  and  by  what  authority,  make  the  fbl- 
kwing  r^rt : 

The  committee  have  examined  many  witnesses  who  would  most  probably  have 
knowledge  of  such  facts  ;  there  remain  others  who  reside  a  ^reat  distance  from 
the  capitol,  who  might  throw  more  light  upon  the  subject,  but  it  is  deemed  impor- 
tant to  communicate  so  &r  as  their  examination  has  gone  at  this  time. 

The  committee  find  the  following  facts: 

First, — The  whole  amount  received  into  the  Treasury  for  the  year  preceding 
January,  1857,  in  coin,  in  gold  dust,  and  in  Controller's  warrants,  as  follows  :

The  coantiea  paying  in  said  warrants  and  cob  and  gold  dust,  and  the  prq)or* 
tions  of  the  same  will  appear  by  the  tabular  statement  herewith  presented,  as  fur- 
nished the  committee  by  the  State  Treasurer. 

Second, — ^That  the  Controller's  warrants  were  received  in  payment  of  reyenue 
becansc  of  a  published  opinion  of  the  Attorney  Qeneral  that  they  could  be  legally 
received  for  a  portion  of  the  revenue. 

Third, — That  of  the  whole  amount  of  Controller's  warrants  paid  in  ibr  revenue, 
not  one-tenth  was  paid  in  by  the.  people  ;  that  about  $140,000  of  Controller's  war- 
rants were  substituted  for  cash,  by  the  money  paid  by  the  tax-payers. 

Fourth. — That  while  the  committee  have  no  means  of  knowing  the  exact  amount 
substituted  by  the  County  Treasurers,  they  believe  it  would  not  rtxcced  $10,000. 

Fifth. — That  the  remainder  of  the  warrants  so  paid  in,  amounting  to  ^bout 
$130,000,  were  subistituted  for  speculation  by  the  connivance  and  express  direction 
of  one  Hughnon,  a  regularly  employed  clerk  in  the  Controller's  office. 

Sixth. — That  Controller's  warrants  were  worth  at  an  average  about  70  cents  on 
the  dollar,  and  that  the  State,  by  means  of  such  wrongful  acts,  was  debarred  of 
near  $40,000. 

Seventh. — That  there  is  no  evidence  before  the  committee  Ihat  the  State  Trea- 
surer or  Controller  of  State  had  any  knowledge  of  such  frauds. 

Eighth, — That  assuming  there  was  such  ignorance  of  the  transactions  of  the 
Controller's  office  for  a  period  of  several  mout}^,  the  Controller  was  guilty  of  negli- 
gence for  not  exercising  that  supervision  over  his  office,  by  means  of  which  he 
might  have  detected  the  frauds  which  were  being  perpetrated  by  his  clerk. 

Ninth. — That  assuming  that  the  State  Treasurer  was  ignorant  of  the  frauds 
which  were  being  committed,  that  he  ala>  did  not  exorcise  that;  general  supervision 
over  his  office  which  the  law  requires,  and  by  means  of  which  said  frauds  might 
have  been  detected. 

Tenth, — That  the  manner  of  keeping  the  books  and  papers  in  the  Treasurer's 
office  is  such,  that  it  is  not  possible  to  understand  from  them,  who  in  person  made 
the  different  statements,  nor  could  the  State  Treasurer  or  his  employees  give  such 
information,  but  that  in  some  instances  the  Treasurer  of  State  gave  his  receipt  to 
County  Treasurers  on  receiving  only  certificates  of  deposit  from  the  banking  house 
of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  which  the  committee  consider  higbly  reprehensible,  and 
contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  statute,  passed  in  1855,  concerning  State  and  County 
Treasurers. 

It  came  within  the  knowledge  of  the  committee  during  this  investigation,  that 
the  proper  manner  in  which  County  Treasurer's  payments  should  be  made,  is  as 
follows:  The  County  Treasurer  presents  to  the  Controller  of  State  the  abstiaot  of 
the  Auditor  of  his  county,  which  shows  simply  the  amount  of  funds  paid  him  by 
the  CoUeetors.  The  Controller  then  makes  out  an  order  to  the  State  Treasurer 
directing  him  to  receive  from  the  county  officer  the  amount  of  funds  named  in  the 
County  Auditors's  abstract,  and  directing  him  further  to  place  to  the  credit  of  the 
General  Funds,  Interest  Tax  Funds  of  1852,  State  Prison  Interest  Fund,  Hospi- 
tal Fund,  Insane  Fund,  &c,  &c.,  which  sums  of  said  total  amount  paid  in  by  the 
County  Treasurer  as  is  in  accordance  with  law.  With  the  Controller's  order  the 
County  Treasurer  repairs  to  the  State  Treasury  and  upon  presenting  the  same  witn 
the  funds  therein  specified,  to  the  Treasurer  thereof,  gets  from  that  officer  a  receipt, 
which,  upon  presentation  to  the  Controller,  entitles  him  to  an  acquittance  froa»  tnat 
officer.     We  find,  however,  that  during  the  time  Mr.  Hughson  officiated  as  Audit- 
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ing  clerk 'of  the  Controller's  office,  be  was  in  the  habit  of  giTing  Couatj  Treasar- 
ers  or  their  agents,  orders  from  the  Controller  directing  the  State  Treasurer  to  re* 
oeive  the  amount  of  funds  named  in  the  County  Auditor's  abstract,  without,  in 
said  order,  specifying  its  proper  apportionment  among  the  various  "  funds,*'  reserv- 
iDg  the  performance  of  that  duty  for  a  time  of  more  leisure.  And  we  find  that 
the  State  Treasurer  was  in  the  habit  of  giving  the  County  Treasurer  a  receipt 
upon  this  incomplete  Controller's  order,  while  the  funds  which  said  order  directed 
him  to  receive  were  yet  in  the  hands  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  The  Controller's 
Auditing  clerk  thus  having  an  opportunity,  after  th3  County  Treasurer  had  re- 
ceived his  final  acquittance,  and  before  the  State  Treasnrer  could  know  whether 
the  amount  called  for  in  the  Controller's  order  was  in  cash  or  Controller's  war- 
rants, of  filling  up  the  blanks  in  said  Controller's  order  to  j>uit  his  own  schemes, 
could  and  did  defraud  the  State  to  a  large  amount. 

Eleventh. — While  the  ooannittee  are  not  prepared  to  say  that  the  acts  or  con- 
duct of  the  State  Treasurer  or  of  the  Controller  of  State  amount  to  a  mifidemeanor 
in  office,  yet  it  is  submitted  that  each  of  said  officers  is  liable  upon  his  official  bond 
for  the  acts  of  his  employees,  whereby  the  State  has  been  deprived  of  any  portion 
of  her  revenue,  and  while  there  is  no  direct  testimoqy  showing  that  the  employees 
of  the  State  Treasurer  were  cognizant  of  the  frauds,  or  participated  in  such,  the 
testimony  is  conclusive  that  the  State  suffered  much  loss  in  the  substitution  of  Con- 
troller's warrants  for  cash  by  the  connivance  and  express  directions  of  said  Hugh- 
son,  who,  your  committee  is  informed  and  believes  has  left  the  State,  for  the  par- 
pose  of  avoiding  investigation  of  this  character. 

For  the  correctness  of  the  foregoing  propositions  your  committee  rely  mainly 
upon  the  testimony  herewith  filed,  and  partly  upon  &ct8  coming  within  their  own 
observations,  in  the  prosecution  of  their  duties. 

Some  testimony  was  taken  relative  to  collateral  subjects  during  this  investigation, 
which  were  left  to  be  investigated  by  the  Assembly  Committee  appointed  to  inves- 
tigate such  matters. 

To  the  extent  that  County  Treasurers  have  snbstftnted  Controller's  warrants  for 
cash,  in  making  their  settlements  with  the  State,  it  is  submitted  that  they  are  liable, 
upon  their  official  bonds,  to  the  extent  that  the  State  has  snfTered  loss  thereby. 

For  the  correctness  of  the  foregoing  positions  the  committee  rely  mainly  upon 
the  testimony  herewith  filed,  and  partly  upon  facta  coming  within  their  own  observa- 
tions, which  cannot  be  further  specified  without  making  their  report  unnecessarily 
voluminous. 

The  oommitteo  recommend  the  passage  uf  the  following  joint  resolution  relative 
to  fratids  Bpon  the  revenue  of  the  State  : 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  Assembly  concurring^  That  the  Attorney  General  be 
instmcted  to  institute  suits  in  all  cases  of  frauds  upon  the  revenue  of  the  State,  by 
reason  of  the  substitution  of  Controller's  warrants  for  money  in-  the  payment  of 
taxes,  when,  in  his  opinion,  the  law  arising  upon  the  facts  may  enable  the  State  to 
reeover  judgments.

Articles  exhibited  by  the  Assembly  of  the  State  of  •Calif ornia  in  the  name  of 
themselves  and  of  all  the  people  of  said  State,  against  Henry  Bates,  Treasurer 
of  State,  in  maintenance  and  support  of  their  impeachment  against  him  for 
misdemeamors  in  office. 

Article  1st.  That  the  said  Henry  Bates,  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  California, 
on  or  about  the  12th  of  April,  A.  D.,  1856,  in  said  State,  having  occasion  to  em- 
ploy and  trust  persons  other  than  himself,  in  and  about  the  business  of  transmitting 

to  New  York  the  amount  of  eighty-eight  thousand  five  hundred  and — 

the  interest  money  there  to  become  due  on  the  let  day  of  July,  1856,  and  payable 
in  said  city  upon  bonds  of  said  State,  issued  under  and  in  pursuance  of  the  provi* 
sions  of  the  various  Funding  Acts  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  said  State,  did 
deliver  to  Joseph  C.  Palmer,  George  W.  Wright,  Charles  W.  Cook,  and  Edward 
Jones,  then  doing  business  in  the  firm  name  of  Palmer,  Cook  &  Co.,  the  sum  of 
—  dollars — moneys  of  said  State — ^and  the  said  Henry  Bates,  Treasurer  afore- 
said, unmindful  of  the  solemn  duties  of  his  station,  and  that  he  held  the  same  by 
the'  Constitution  of  this  State,  liable  to  impeachment  and  removal  from  office,  by 
color  of  his  said  office,  with  intention  wrongfully,  unjustly  and  unlawfully,  to  pay 
out  and  trust  the  moneys  of  said  State  with  the  said  Palmer,  Cook  &  Co.,  and  did 


not  take  for  his  own  security  or  for  the  security  of  said  State  any  security  by  bond» 
mortgage,  or  otherwise,  approved  by  the  Governor  of  said  State,  and  the  said 
Palmer,  Cook  &  Co.,  having  received  such  moneys  without  giving  such  bond,  did 
not  transmit  said  moneys  to  New  York,  and  did  not  pay  the  said  interest  so  falling 
due  in  that  city — ^but  did  retain  and  keep  the  entire  of  said  sum  of  moneys — did 
apply  the  same  to  their  own  use,  whereby  the  same  became  were  and  are  wholly 
lost  to  said  State  and  the  people  thereof. 

Article  2d.  The  said  Henry  Bates,  while  acting  as  such  State  Treasurer,  did 
purchase,  sell  and  receive,  and  connive  at,  and  assist  other  persons  to  sell,  purchase, 
sell  and  receive  to  his  and  their  own  use  and  bene6t,  and  to  the  use  and  benefit  of 
other  persons,  State  Warrants,  Controller's  Warrants,  State  Scrip,  and  other  evi- 
dences of  indebtedness  of  said  State,  and  with  the  coin  and  bullion  of  the  State. 

Article  3d.  The  said  Henry  Bates,  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  California,  at 
divers  times  in  the  year  A.  D.  1856,  by  color  of  his  office,  wilfully  and  knowingly, 
without  the  authority  of  law  and  against  the  express  provisions  of  the  statute  in  such 
cases  made  and  provided,  and  contriving  and  intending  to  cheat  and  defraud  the 
Treasury  of  said  State,  and  combining  with  one  W  S.  Hughson,  one  E.  A.  Eowe, 
and  others,  for  that  purpose,  did  receive  from  the  County  Treasurers  of  the  counties 
of  San  Francisco,  Amador,  Yolo,  El  Dorado,  Sierra,  Sacramento  and  Yuba,  largo 
ambunts  of  money  and  bullion,  property  of  said  State,  and  did  then  and  there  ap- 

Sropriate  to  his  own  use  and  behoof  large  amounts  of  said  money  and  bullion,  and 
id  then  and  there,  by  color  of  his  office  aforesaid,  and  contrary  to  law,  substitute 
in  the  placs  and  stead  of  said  money  and  bullion,  Controller's  Warrants,  and  there- 
upon redeemed  such  Controller's  Warrants  contrary  to  law. 

Specification  1st.     On  or  about  the  24th  day  of  July,  1856,  he  received  of  and 

from ,  Treasurer  of  the  county  of  Amador,  in  cash  and  bullion, 

$10,467.79,  and  then  and  there  substituted  Controller's  Warrants  in  place  and 
giead  of  such  cash  and  bullion. 

Specification  2d.      On  or  about  the  1st  day  of  July,  1856,  he  received  of  and 

from ,  Treasurerer  of  the  county  of  San  Francisco,  in  cash  and  bullion; 

$12,417  22;  and  on  or  about  the  30th  day  of  October,  in  the  same  year,  he  re- 
ceived of  and  from  the  Treasurer  of  said  county  of  San  Francisco,  in  cash  and 
bullion,  $15,113  52,  and  then  and  at  each  of  those  times,  appropriated  such  sums 
(o  his  own  use,  and  substituted  in  their  pUce  and  stead  Controller's  warrants  in 
the  Treasury  of  this-  State. 

Specification  3d.     On  or  about  the  31st  day  of  July,  1856,  he  received  of  and 

from ,  Treasurer  of  Yolo  county,  in  cash  and  bullion,  $300  00,  and 

then  and  there  appropriated  the  same  to  his  own  use,  and  substituted  in  the  Trea- 
sury of  this  State  in  place  and  stead  of  such  cash  and  bullion,  Controller's  warrants.

Bates,  Treasurer  of  State,  as  aforesaid,  received  of  and  from ,  Treasurer

State,  and  then  and  there  appropriated  the  same  to  his  own  use,  and  then  and 
there  substituted  in  the  Treasury  of  this  State  in  the  place  and  stead  of  such  cash 
and  bullion,  Controller's  warrants. 

Specification  5th.  On  or  about  the  18th  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1856,  he  re-

The  said  Henry  Bates,  while  acting  ta  Treasorer  of  State,  at 
divers  times  in  the  year  A.  D.  1856,  by  oobr  of  his  office,  wilfully  and  knowingly, 
without  the  authority  of  law,  and  against  the  express  provisions  of  the  statute  in 
such  case  made  and  provided,  and  contriving  and  intending  to  cheat  and  defrand 
the  Treasury  of  said  State,  and  combining  with  one  W.  S.  Hughson,  one  E.  A. 
Bowe  and  others  for  that  purpose,  did  permit,  allow  and  assist  the  said  E.  A.  Boin 
to  purchase  to  his  own  use  and  benefit,  and  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  Rowe 
and  Hughson,  State  warrants  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  against  the  said 
State,  and  for  his  own  benefit  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  Bowe  and  Hughson,  at 
divers  times  and  at  the  dates  mentioned  in  Article  three,  herewith  presented,  did 
permit,  allow  and  asssist  the  said  Rowe  and  Hughson  to  substitute  such  State  war- 
rants and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  for  (»sh  in  his  office  of  State  Treasurer. 

Article  5th.  And  whereas,  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  on  the  23d  day  of 
April,  1855,  did  enact  that  all  public  moneys  which  may  be  at  any  time  on  hand 
in  the  Treasury,  should  after  the  passage  of  such  Act,  be  kept  in  the  fire-proof 
vault  in  the  building  now  occupied  by  the  Capitol  of  this  State,  and  that  none  of 
the  public  moneys  should  after  said  23d  day  of  April,  be  deposited  with  any  indi- 
vidual copartnership  or  corporation.

Article  6th  That  the  said  Henry  Brtes,  in  and  during  the  year  1856,  did  re- 
ceive from  the  various  County  Treasurers  of  the  different  counties  in  this  State,  lai^ 
sums  of  moneys,  and  did  not  place  the  same  in  the  vaults  of  the  Treasury,  but  by 
color  of  his  office,  knowingly  and  willfully,  disregarding  his  duties  as  Treasurer,  did 
deposit  the  same  with  the  banking  firm  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  and  did  permit  and 
assist  the  said  E.  A.  Bowe  to  use  and  loan  out  large  sums  of  moneys  of  said  State, 
to  divers  parties  to  this  Assembly  unknown,  and  did  permit  and  assist  the  said 
Bowe  to  lay  out  and  expend  large  sums  of  such  moneys  m  buying  and  selling  gold 
dust,  Controller's  Warrants  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  said  State,  for 
the  use,  benefit  and  profit  of  the  said  Bates  and  Bowe,  and  in  disregard  of  his  duties 
as  Treasurer. 

Article  7th.  The  said  Henry  Bates,  at  the  State  of  California,  on  or  about  the 
15th  of  January,  1857,  by  color  of  his  office,  willfully  and  knowingly,  without  the 
authority  of  law,  and  against  the  express  letter  of  the  statute  in  such  case  made  and 
provided,  and  contriving  and  intending  to  cheat  and  defraud  the  Treasury  of  said 
State,  and  the  people  thereof,  and  for  that  purpose  combining  with  said  E.  A.  Rowe, 
did  draw  his  official  draft  and  order  as  such  Treasurer,  for  the  sum  of  $15,000,  on 
the  banking  firm  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co,  and  did  deliver  the  same  to  said  E.  A. 
Rowe,  with  intent  to  permit,  allow  and  assist  the  said  Bowe  to  draw  the  money  on 
such  draft,  and  use  the  same  for  his  own  use  and  benefit,  and  for  the  benefit  of  said 
Bates,  and  the  said  Bowe,  did  then  and  there  draw  said  sum  of  money  by  means 
of  said  draft,  and  did  use  the  same  to  and  for  his  own  private  use  and  purpose, 
with  the  advice,  consent  and  approbation  of  said  Bates. 

Article  8th.  That  the  said  Henry  Bates,  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  by  color  of 
his  office,  having  permitted  large  amounts  of  money  of  said  State,  to  be  used  and 
disbursed  contrary  to  law,  and  tor  his  own  private  purposes,  and  for  the  use  and 
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benefit  of  himself  and  otfaere,  thus  creating  a  large  deficiency  of  money  in  the  Trea- 
oury,  and  believing  and  fearing  that  the  money  in  the  Treasury  would  be  ascertained 
and  counted  by  a  oommittee  of  the  Assembly  of  this  State,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
cealing such  lack  of  money  in  the  Treasury,  wilHully  and  knowingly,  on  or  about 
the  13th  day  of  January,  1857,  did  promise  the  agent  of  said  banking  firm  of 
Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  at  the  oity  of  Saeramento,  to  draw  his  official  draft  in  favor 
of  such  firm  for  $20,000,  and  then  and  there  upon  such  promise  did  obtain  of  the 
said  WeHs,  Fargo  &  Co.,  the  said  suin  of  $20,000,  and  did  take  the  same  to  the 
Taults  of  the  Treasury,  with  the  intent  to  have  the  same  used,  and  to  exhibit  the 
svne  as  moneya  belonging  to  the  said  State,  and  did  exhibit  the  same  as  moneys  of 
the  State  at  divers  times,  to  a  committee  of  said  Assembly,  authorized  and  required 
to  count  and  aacertaio  the  amount  of  money  in  the  Treasury. 

That  said  moneys  were  transferred  from  the  banking  house  of  said  Wells,  Far^ 
ft  Co.  to  the  vaults  of  the  Treasury,  in  coin  of  the  Unitod  States  $12,500,  and  m 
Califbmia  ten  dollar  pieces,  which  latter  coin  were  of  value  in  the  money  market 
25  cents  less  than  ten  dollars  on.  each  piece,  and  that  said  $20,000  were  returned 
by  said  Treasurer  to  the  banking  firm  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  on  or  about  the  ITth 
day  of  January,  185t,  in  coin  of  the  United  States* 

Article  9.  That  on  or  about  the  month  of  July  or  August,  A.  D.,  1856,  the 
said  Henry  Bates,  as  State  Treasurer,  received,  as  it  was  his  duty  as  such  offi- 
cer, from  one  David  B.  Ashley,  Controller's  Warrants,

wickedly  and  corruptly  refuse  and  neglect  to  make  the  said  record  thereof,  required 
by  said  funding  act,  and  in  lieu  thereof  did  wickedly  and  corruptly  make  such  en- 
dorsement upon  and  record  concerning  the  said  warrants  so  substittted  in  lieu  of

vantage and  profit,  and  to  the  advantage  and  profit  of  ^he  other  persons  so  collud- 
ing with  him  cause  the  said  warrants  so  presented  by  the  said  David  R.  Ashley  for 
funding  to  be  paid,  redeemed  and  liquidated  out  of  the  coin  and  bullion  belonging 
to  said  State,  in  the  said  Treasurer's  office,  and  in  manner  otherwise  than  as  pro- 
vided by  law,  and  in  direct  violation  of  the  provisions  of  said  funding  act.

*reasarer  at  various  times  between  the  aforementioned  dates  knowingly,  wilfully 
and  corruptly,  with  the  design  of  defrauding  the  people  of  this  Stete  of  the  U!<e  of 
the  moneys  in  the  Treasury,  deposited  and  permit  to  be  deposited  the  same  to  the 
credit  of  E.  A.  Ruwe,  at  the  banking  house  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co ,  contrary  to 
the  statute  in  such  case  made  and  provided,  whereby  the  said  E.  A.  Rowe  was 
enabled  to  use,  and  did  use  said  moneys  for  his  private  uses,  and  the  same  thereby 
became  lost  to  the  vase  of  the  State. 

Article  llth.  And  the  said  Henry  Bates,  unmindful  of  the  solemn  duties  of 
his  station,  did  at  some  time  prior  to  about  the  13th  day  of  January,  1857,  permit 
the  sum  of  about  $25,000  to  be  taken  from  the  Treasurv,  and  upon  that  day  (he 
deficiency  created  thereby  was  concealed  from  the  knowledge  of  a  Committee  of 
the  House  of  Assembly  by  substituting  moneys  in  lieu  thereof  which  did  not  belong 
to  the  State,  but  which  were  counted  there,  and  by  the  said  Treasurer  represented 
as  moneys  belonging  to  the  State,  whereby  the  L^isktnre  and  the  people  were 
deceived  and  misioformed  as  to  the  true  condition  of  the  Treasury  at  that  time. 

And  the  Assembly  by  protestation  saving  to  themselves  the  liberty  of  exhibiting 

aft  any  time  hereafter  any  further  articles  or  other  accusation  or  impeachment 

ag^nst-the  said  Henry  Bates,  and  also  of  replying  to  his  answerp  which  he  shall 

make  unto  the  Articles  herein  preferred  against  him^  and  of  offering  proof  to  the 
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same,  and  every  part  thereof,  and  to  all  and  eyery  other  articles,  acousation  or  im- 
peachment  which  shall  be  exhibited  by  them  as  the  case  shall  require,  do  demand 
the  said  Henry  Bates  may  be  put  to  answer  the  misdemeanors  in  office  herein 
charged  against  him,  and  that  such  proceedings,  examinations,  trials,  and  judgments 
mi^  be  thenaupoQ  had  and  given  as  may  be  aooordiug  to  law  and  jastice.

Resolved^  by  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  that  in  our  opinion,  article  8th  of  the 
Constitution  is  directory  merely  and  is  a  precaution  of  the  fhimers  of  that  instru- 
ment wisely  made  to  avoid  the  danger  and  calamity  of  a  prodigal  and  extravagant 
government. 

Resolved^  That  the  bonds  and  other  evidences  of  debt  issued  by  legislative  au- 
thority and  acknowledged  against  this  State  have  been  given  in  harmony  with  the 
spirit  of  the  Constitution,  while  our  national  honor  in  addition  to  legal  and  moral 
obligations  is  pledged  for  the  faithful  application  of  all  securities  of  whatever  nature 
given  and  pledged  for  the  payment  or  liquidation  of  such  bonds  and  indebtedness.

Mr.  Speaker: 

The  Committee  on  Federal  Relations,  to  whom  was  referred  Assembly  Joint 
Resolutions  No.  4,  in  relation  to  a  Pacific  Railroad,  have  had  the  same  under  con- 
sideration, and  directed  me  to  report  the  same  back  to  the  House,  and  recommend 
their  passage. 

In  returning  the  resolutions  to  the  Assembly,  the  Committee  respectfully  snbmit 
that  they  can  but  deem  it  a  duty  of  the  Legif)lature  to  render  no  act  of  the  sepsfon 
more  poffitive  than  one  to  instruct  onr  Senators  and  request  our  Representatives 
to  be  earnest  and  indefatigahle  in  urging  the  necessity  and  policy  of  extending  aid 
for  the  construction  of  a  railway  to  the  Pacific. 

In  whatever  light  we  may  view  this  measure  it  is  impossible  to  question  its  im- 
portance. The  results  of  its  consummation  are  not  to  be  estimated,  except  in  the 
grandest  and  most  general  sense.  None  can  charge  that  the  citizens  of  California 
are  unanimous  in  asking  for  the  commencement  and  completion  of  a  work  of  such 
magnitude  because  of  any  exclusive  benefit  anticipated  ;  but  all  readily  agree  that 
the  project  embraces  advantages  which  belong  to  the  confederacy  and  to  the  world's 
commerce.  It  is  a  matter  in  which  each  species  of  enterprise  and  progress  is  inter- 
ested beyond  even  a  wise  ability  to  calculate. 

It  seems  that  a  more  auspicious  period  could  not  arrive  for  devising  energetic 
means  whereby  an  unrivalled  improvement  may  be  accomplished  than  now.  The 
country  is  in  the  best  attitude  of  peace,  the  national  finances  are  in  a  condition 
admitting  of  no  complaint,  increase  of  revenue  and  expansion  of  power  are  its  first 
features,  and  the  genius  of  the  people  aims  at  mighty  and  wonderful  successes,  in- 
dependent of  solid  utility. 

A  new  administration  will  soon  reveal  its  policy,  and  it  is  not  to  be  doubted  bat 
what  it  wisely  and  liberally  intends  to  join  and  assist  advancement  rather  than  re- 
tard an  onward  tendency.  Without  presuming  to  offer  suggestions  may  we  not 
confidently  indulge  iu  the  opinion  that  those  measures  which  manifestly  promise 
profit  to  the  country  at  large,  will  meet  with  a  degree  of  encouragement  surpassing 
the  past  and  the  present. 

We  cannot,  then,  perceive  what  hindrance  exists  to  a  plan  by  the  General  Qo?- 
emment  that  shall  extend  immediate  constitutional  assistance  toward  building  a 
railroad  from  the  Mississippi  Yalley  to  some  point  within  the  State  of  Califorma. 
li  is  not  asked  that  Congress  make  the  work  strictlj  a  govoraoMntal  undertaking, 
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bnt  the  bestowal  of  prompt  and  liberal  aid  either  id  the  shape  of  monej  or  land,  is 
reqaired  to  insure  expeditioasly,  the  coDsammatioD  of  sach  a  gigantio  scheme,  whieh 
in  its  illimitable  grandeur  will  remain  oue  of  the  noblest  of  all  the  a^es. 

In  looking  abroad  over  the  Bepublic,  the  citizen  beholds  with  pleasurable 
emotions  its  vastness,  and  contemplates  with  profound  admiration  its  capacity  for 
every  superior  triumph  in  the  golden  fields  of  enlightenment,  and  views  with 
patriotic  pride  the  institutions  that  strengthen  the  Union  ;  but  he  is  not  made  insen- 
able  to  what  should  be,  by  seeing  what  is  and  has  been.  He  knows  that  every 
commercial  step  forward  extends  the  area  of  States — adds  to  our  resources  and 
improves  the  condition  of  industrial  pursuits  wherein  lies  the  process  of  universal 
prosperity.  Who  is  unwilling  to  advocate  a  measure  which  offers  what  must  inevi* 
tably  result  in  benefit  to  himself  while  it  promotes  the  general  welfare  ? 

This  is  an  interrogatory  propounded  by  every  resident  of  the  Pacific  coast,  and 
as  a  reciprocal  response  comes  from  the  masses  throughout  the  nation,  will  states- 
men delay  action  and  thus  impede  a  realization  of  our  greatest  hope  ?  The  propo- 
sition to  build  a  railroad  to  this  coast  has  long  been  a  leading  point  of  public  dia- 
cussion.  The  considerations  which  should  induce  its  adoption  have  been  stated  fa 
everv  quarter,  and  appeals  have  been  earnestly  made  to  Congress. 

The  people  of  California  have  repeatedly  endeavored  in  every  just,  reasonable 
and  respectful  manner,  to  impress  upon  the  General  Government  the  necessity  and 
importance  of  an  enterprise  which  pball  not  only  enhance  every  interest  of  a  com- 
monwealth stored  full  of  incomparable  resources,  but  has  in  view  the  almost  imme- 
diate benefit  of  our  entire  national  domain,  and  a  direct  tendency  towards  an  increase 
of  revenue. 

It  has  been  shown  that  a  new  and  prolific  commerce  with  the  richest  countries 
will  follow  ;  that  tbe  vast  unoccupied  space  lying  between  the  Mississippi  Valley 
and  the  confines  of  California  will  secure  every  facility  for  becoming  populous  and 
flourishing  States,  and  that  enormous  postal  expenditure  now  required  by  oar 
isolation,  will  be  lessened  to  a  degree  of  itself  to  demand  a  new  line  of  policy  and  a 
fiivnrable  consideration  of  the  Railroad  project 

The  claims  of  California,  though  often  set  forth  in  plain  facts  and  indisputable 
mathematical  deductions,  never  cease  to  possess  an  unmistakable  force,  connected 
as  they  are,  with  the  remoteness  of  our  situation,  and  the  multitude  of  inconvenien- 
ces and  social  trials  which  are  begetting  instability  and  discontent  among  our  people. 
All  have  become  separated  from  tbe  cherished  associations  of  earlier  homes,  and  we 
seem  to  be  beyond  tbe  boundaries  and  influence  of  the  Union  in  whose  expanding 
glories  we  have  a  pride  not  less  than  our  patriotic  devotion  to  the  Constitution  and 
every  principle  and  institution  which  adorn  the  confederacy. 

We  are  not  wont  to  be  boastlul,  but  maintain  that  California  has  advanced  pros- 
perity in  every  portion  of  the  country,  and  contributed  munificently  to  tbe  treasuries 
of  the  world;  and  that  within  her  soil  are  yet  hundreds  of  millions  ready  to  be 
be  gathered,  and  to  float  away,  enriching  others,  not  ourselves.  Her  inexhaustible 
mines  of  gold  must  continue  to  attract  mankind,  but  will  not  serve  to  check  our 
growing  misfortunes  until  we  are  more  nearly  allied  by  a  grand  highway  to  States 
which  are  now  only  our  distant  kindred. 

We  need  but  tbe  one  true  means  of  communication  and  our  future  will  be  secure, 
while  in  bringing  around  this  wise,  achievement  of  progress,  the  General  Govern* 
ment  will  through  any  aid  it  may  lend,  bo  providing  for  the  "common  defense"  and 
the  '^general  wel&re."

Assembly  Bill  for  relief  of  E.  H.  Bums,  reported  above  by  Committee  oti 
Olaima,  was  read  first  and  second  times  and  ordered  on  file. 
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Mr.  McKane  made  the  foIIowiDg  report : 

Mr.  Speaker  I 

^  Tour  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  Aasemblj  Bill  No.  125,  for  an  Act 
•amendatory  of  an  Act  to  establish  Pilots  and  Pilot  Regulations  for  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco,  beg  leave  to  report  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  re- 
port the  bill  back  to  the  Assembly  with  a  substitute,  and  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  substitute.  The  substitute  proper  is  the  same  as  the  Act  of  1854,  on  the 
same  subject,  with  amendments,  with  the  following  particulars  : 

1st.     Section  seven  is  amended  by  confining  the  number  of  Pilots  to  24. 

2d.  Section  eight  is  amended  by  requiring  that  applicants  for  license  for  Pilots 
shall  in  addition  to  the  qualifications  now  requisite  have  served  one  year  as  an  ap- 
prentice on  board  a  pi16t  boat  on  the  bar  of  San  Francisco,  or  shall  have  commanded 
for  two  years  a  square  rigged  vessel  in  and  out  of  the  Harbor  of  San  Francisco.  It 
also  changes  the  law  in  his  license,  which  now  expire  at  the  end  of  the  year  from  its 
date.     The  change  proposes  to  continue  his  license  during  good  behavior. 

8d.     Section  sixteen  is  amended  by  changing  the  provisions  as  follows  : 

Provided^  that  the  Pilot  is  required  to  remain  on  board  twenty-four  hours  before 
proceeding  to  sea. 

4th.    Section  twenty-nine  is  amended  by  reducing  the  rate  of  pilotage  as  follows: 

Vessels  under  twelve  feet  draft,  six  dollars  per  foot;  from  twelve  to  fourteen  feet, 
eight  dollars  per  foot;  from  fourteen  feet  upwards,  ten  dollars  per  foot ;  vessels  in 
the  whaling  trade  twenty-five  cents  per  foot ;  men  of-war,  twelve  dollars  per  foot — 
reducing  the  rates  two  dollars  per  foot. 

5th.  The  last  amendment  requires  vessels  trading  to  and  from  Oregon  and 
Washington  Territories  to  pay  pilotage,  whilst  the  law  as  it  now  stands  exempts 
such  vessels.

The  Committee  added  the  following  three  Articles  to  the  Articles  of  Impeach- 
ment against  Henry  Bates,  State  Treasurer  : 

Article  12.  That  the  said  Henry  Bates,  Treasurer  of  State,  on  or  about  the 
3d  day  of  January,  185T,  falsely  pretending  that  it  was  then  expedient  and  neoes- 
sary  to  remit  to  the  city  of  New  York  a  large  sum  of  money,  to  wit :  the  sum  of 
$124,000,  in  order  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  semi-annual  interest  upon  the 
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civil  funded  debt  of  the  State,  and  coBtriyiog  and  intending  to  cheat  and  defraud 
the  people,  did  pay  over  to  E.  A.  Rowe,  President  of  the  Pacific  Express,  the 
aforesaid  sum  of  $124,000  out  of  the  moneys  in  the  Treasury,  and  did  knowingly, 
wilfully  and  corruptly  pay  the  same  over  as  aforesaid  without  first  taking  the  bonds 
or  security  required  by  law,  and  without  obtaining  the  approval  of  the  Governor 
thereto,  as  by  law  he  was  bound  to  do ;  and  the  funds  created  and  set  aside  by  law 
jfor  the  payment  of  said  interest  being  then  insufficient  to  make  said  sum  of  $124,000, 
he,  the  said  Treasurer,  did  unlawfully,  corrnptly,  and  wilfully,  with  the  design  of 
obstructing  the  operation  of  certain  laws  made  for  the  well-being  of  the  State,  and 
for  the  economical  disbursement  of  public  moneys  take  out  of  the  General  Fund  of 
the  Treasury,  which  was  set  aside  by  law  to  pay  the  current  expenses  of  the  govern- 
ment, a  large  sum  of  money,  to  wit :  the  sum  of  about  $60,000,  wdbereby  the  State 
was  deprived  of  the  use '  of  the  last  named  sum,  and  the  same,  together  with  the 
remainder  of  the  said  sum  of  $124,000  was  plabed  in  the  possession  of  said  E.  A. 
Bowe,  and  was  by  him  used  for  his  own  private  benefit. 

Article  13.  That  the  said  Henry  Bates,  unmindful  of  the  duties  of  his  office, 
did  wilfully  and  knowingly  neglect  to  obey  the  injunctions  of  an  Act  entitled  an 
Act  supplementary  to  an  Act  to  fund  the  debt  of  the  State,  pa<»ed  May  4th,  1852, 
in  this,  to  wit :  that  while  he  was  in  office  as  such  Treasurer,  there  exbted  a  large 
surplus  of  money,  to  wit :  a  sum  amounting  to  more  than  $10,000  in  the  Inter^ 
and  Sinking  Funds,  created  by  law  for  the  redemption  of  the  bonds  issued  in  pur- 
suance of  the  Funding  Act  of  April  29th,  1851,  over  and  above  the  amount  neces- 
sary for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  that  he,  said  Bates,  Treasu- 
rer as  aforesaid,  did  knowingly  and  wilfully  neglect  to  apply,  according  to  law,  the 
said  surplus  to  the  redemption  of  said  bonds,  by  reason  whereof  the  said  surplos 
has  accumulated  to  a  large  sum,  to  wit :  the  sum  of  about  $60,000,  and  remains 
in  the  Treasury,  and  said  bonds,  or  a  portion  of  them  remain  unredeemed. 

Article  14.  That  the  said  Henry  Bates,  Treasufer  of  State,  prior  to  the  3d  day 
of  January,  1857,  having  permitted  large  sums  of  money  at  various  times  to  be 
withdrawn  from  the  Treasury,  as  hereinbefore  charged,  contrary  to  law,  by  one  B. 
A.  Eowe,  with  the  intent  and  design  on  the  part  of  said  Treasurer,  that  said  funds 
might  be  used  to  his  own  benefit  and  the  benefit  of  said  E.  A.  Eowe,  did  fraudu- 
lently, and  with  the  intent  to  deceive  the  people  of  the  State,  and  to  cover  up  and 
conceal  the  deficiencies  then  actually  existing  in  the  Treasury  by  reason  of  the 
aforenamed  abstraction  of  moneys,  did  then,  to  wit :  on  the  3d  day  of  January 
aforesaid,  pretend  to  pay  to  the  said  E.  A.  Rovve,  as  President  of  the  Pacific  Ex- 
press, the  said  sum  of  $124,000,  and  contract  with  him  to  pay  certain  interest 
moneys  to  become  due  on  the  part  of  the  State,  when  in  truth  and  in  fact  no  such 
payment  was  made.

Mr,  Speaker  : 

The  Committee  on  Mines  and  Mining  Interests,  to  whom  was  referred  Assembly 
Bill  No.  94,  an  Act  in  relation  to  mining  partnerships,  have  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  and  have  directed  me  to  make  the  following  report : 

Tonr  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  injudicious  and  inexpedient  at  any 
time  for  the  Legislature  to  interfere  by  special  enactmeot  in  the  regulation  of  mining 
affairs. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  tbat  it  is  the  universal  wish  of  the  miners  to  be  let  alone 
by  the  Legislature,  and  to  be  allowed  to  regulate  their  own  affairs  in  their  own  way, 
so  far  as  relates  to  the  working,  acquiring  and  disposing  of  ckims. 

We  believe  the  policy  of  previous  Legislatures  in  refraining  from  legislating  for 
the  miners  to  be  a  wise  one;  and  our  experience  teaches  us  that  it  would  be  unwise 
for  this  or  any  future  Legislature  to  make  innovations  upon  this  custom  which 
meets  with  the  approbation  of  the  entire  mining  population. 

Once  open  the  way  and  allow  this  bill,  or  any  of  a  similar  nature  to  pass,  and 
we  have  no  knowledge  when  or  where  the  practice  will  cease.  Our  statutes  in  a 
few  years  will  be  encumbered  with  special  Acts,  applying  exclusively  to  the  mines 
and  mining  interests,  which  will  cause  a  vast  deal  of  intricate  and  expensive  litiga- 
tion, which  would  not  otherwise  occnr. 

Section  621  of  the  Practice  Act  (which  is  the  only  section  in  statutes  applying 
to  the  mine|)  reads  as  follows  : 

In  actions  respecting  mining  claims,  proof  shall  be  admitted  of  the  oustoma, 
usages,  or  regulations  established  and  in  force  at  the  bar,  or  diggings,  embracing 
such  claims,  and  such  customs,  usages  or  regulations  when  not  in  conflict  with  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  shall  govern  the  decision  of  the  action. 

Your  (committee  are  of  the  opinion  tbat  the  above  mentioned  section  implies  the 
right  of  the  miners  to  incorporate  in  their  by  laws  and  regulations  the  same  pro- 
visions that  are  contained  in  the  bill  under  consideration  ;  for  if  the  bill  itself  is 
not  in  conflict  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  its  principles  and  provi- 
sions will  be  legal  and  binding  when  incorporated  in  the  by-kws  of  any  mining  dis- 
trict ( f  this  State. 

Taking  this  view  of  the  matter,  your  committee  believe  that  it  is  inexpedient 
and  unnecessary  for  the  Legislature  to  interfere  in  altering  or  establishing  any 
mining  rule  or  regulations  where  it  can  possibly  be  avoided,  and  would  recommend 
the  indefinite  postponement  of  the  bill.

The  unfinifihed  business  of  yesterday,  Assembly  bill  No.  106,  an  Act  to  create 
a  State  Police,  was  taken  up  and  indefinitely  postponed. 

Mr.  Steele  introduced  a  bill  for  an  Act  appropriating  money  for  the  payment  of 
C.  D.  Semple  for  services  rendered  in  surveying  for  the  State. 

Read  first  and  second  times,  and  referred  to  Committee  on  Claims. 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  Surveyor  General,  which 
was  read,  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Steele,  the  usual  number  of  copies  were  ordered 
printed.

Hon.  E.  T.  Beatty,  Speaker  of  Assembly: 

Sir: — The  Assembly  resolution  passed  yesterday,  calling  on  the  Surveyor  Gen- 
eral for  all  the  information  in  his  possession  in  relation  to  the  survey,  segregation, 
plats,  &c. ,  of  all  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  within  this  State  is  jast  received. — 
It  is  impossible  for  any  ooe  in  the  State,  in  the  present  condition  of  the  surveys,  to 
give  definite  information  of  more  than  small  and  definite  tracts. 

The  surveys  made  under  the  Swamp  Land  Act  are  ordered  by  this  office,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  general  system  of  U.  S.  Public  Land  Surveys,  bnt  in  most 
instances  no  lines  of  segregation  or  of  subdivision  having  been  determined  by  the 
officers  of  the  General  Government,  the  surveys  are  made  in  the  original  for  the 
individual  locator,  following  what  will  be  the  lines  of  U.  S.  Surveys,  if  ever  made. 
In  some  cases,  where  there  is  a  marked  line  of  distinction  between  high  and  arable 
lands  and  tule  swamps,  or  bodies  of  water,  the  township  and  other  lines  have  been 
drawn  ;  yet  even  these  have  in  various  instances  been  the  subject  of  dispute  as  to 
their  determination  of  the  true  lines  of  separation  between  the  land  meant  to  be 
donated  to  Congress  and  the  U.  S.  public  domain. 

There  are  in  possession  of  this  office  four  hundred  and  twenty-seven  U.S.  Town- 
.  ship  Plats,  which  were  procured  from  the  U.  S.  Surveyor  General,  under  the  Act 
to  provide  for  the  selection  of  lands  donated  for  public  schools  and  public  buildings. 
But  a  few  of  these  show  any  lines  of  segregation,  the  great  body  of  the  laud  being 
returned  as  dry,  although  in  many  of  the  surveys  returned  to  this  office,  and  ap- 
proved by  nie,  the  lands  are  clearly  proven  to  be  swamp  and  overflowed,  in  the 
meaning  of  the  Act,  by  incontestable  evidence  yet  returned  as  dry  by  the  U.  8. 
Surveyor.  The  State  authorities  are  instructed  to  advance,  and  the  U.  S.  officer  to 
receive  evidence  of  the  true  character  of  the  land  to  correct  such  errors. 

To  insure  full  information,  I  have  called  on  the  Surveyors  to  make  me  full  re  - 
porte  of  the  lands  in  their  several  counties ;  but  having  no  controlling  power  to 
enforce  the  demand,  the  information  has  not  been  obtained.  The  U.  S.  Plats  are 
good  as  far  as  they  go  ;  but  the  small  appropriations  for  this  office  have  prevented 
Sbe  obtaining  of  more,  and  they  afford  but  partial  knowledge. 

During  the  year  1855  there  were  located  under  the  Act  124  surveys  in  five 
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connties  for  30,198.68  acres,  and  in  the  year  1856,  108  surveys  in  sixteen  coun- 
ties for  146,279.38  acres,  besides  a  preliminary  survey  of  17,500  acres  in  Sacra- 
mento County,  and  a  survey  not  yet  returned  of  32,000  acres  in  Sau  Joaquin 
County,  with  5,000  acres  of  informal  returnn,  make  a  total  of  227,000  acres  sur- 
veyed. In  reference  to  the  state  of  the  lands,  the  kind  of  testimony  required  by 
this  office  as  to  their  character,  the  necessity  for  their  segregation,  &c.,  I  refer  the 
Assembly  to  my  Annual  Report  of  1856,  in  the  Articles  on  Swamp  and  Ovef* 
flowed  Lands  and  their  Reclamation,  in  the  article  on  Internal  Improvements,  and 
the  instructions  to  Surveyors  for  the  surveys  of  these  lands,  issued  by  me  under  the 
Act,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereby  enclosed.

Mr,  Speaker : 

Your  Committee  of  Conference,  to  which  was  referred  the  disagreement  between 
the  Senate  and  Assembly,  relative  to  the  civil  appropriation  bill,  bog  leave  to  sub- 
mit the  following  separate  report  in  addition  to  the  joint  report  made  by  the  Joint 
Committee  of  Conference. 

In  estimating  for  the  appropriations  for  the  expenses  of  the  Legislature,  the  Com* 
46a 
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mittee  of  Ways  and  Means  of  the  Assembly  had  only  asked  for  an  appropriation 
for  the  pay  of  members  up  to  the  20th  of  March  next,  conceiving  that  that  day 
was  sufficiently  remote,  particularly  when  it  was  considered  that  early  in  tbo  ses- 
sion the  Absembly  had  spread  npon  its  record  a  resolation  designating  the  4th  of 
March  as  the  period  when  the  Legislature  should  adjourn.  The  Assembly  concur- 
red in  the  estimate,  and  passed  the  bill,  appropriating  up  to  the  20th  of  March. 

Though  a  long  period  of  time  has  passed  since  the  Assembly  transmitted  its  joint 
resolution  to  the  Senate,  iSxing  a  day  for  adjournment,  yet  the  only  indication  of 
the  views  of  the  Senate  upon  this  subject,  as  for  as  manifested  to  this  House,  was 
contained  in  the  substitute  appropriation  bill  sent  to  the  Assembly,  wherein  the 
Senate  asked  for  an  appropriation  up  to  the  20th  of  April.  Upon  a, reference  to 
this  substitute  bill  to  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  of  the  Assembly,  it  was 
unanimously  reported  back,  with  a  recommendation  that  it  be  disagreed  to.  When 
the  Joint  Committee  of  Conference  ihet  the  Assembly  Committee  urged  the  re- 
duction of  the  Legislative  appropriation  to  the  original  amount  fixed  by  the  Honse, 
upon  many  grounds,  and  amongst  others,  upon  the  ground  that  to  appropriate  for 
the  pay  of  members  to  the  20th  April  would  seem  to  indicate  a  foregone  conpln- 
sion  that  the  session  would  last  that  long,  and  that  therefore  the  Assembly  Com- 
mittee would  not  agree  to  this  appropriation,  whereupon  the  Senate  Committee  re- 
luctantly consented  to  reduce  the  estimate  to  the  6th  of  April,  and  in  a  spirit  of 
compromise,  though  reluctantly,  your  Committee  concurred  with  them . 

The  Senate  Committee  further  insisted  on  keeping  out  of  this  bill  an  appropria- 
tion for  the  State  Prison,  and  your  Committee  not  wishing  to  cauae  a  failure  of  the 
means  to  carry  on  the  government,  upon  that  account,  consented  to  the  views  of  the 
Senate.  But  your  Committee  deem  it  due  to  themselves,  and  to  this  Assembly,  • 
to  state  in  the  most  authentic  form,  that  in  their  consenting  to  the  views  of  the  Sen- 
ate, it  is  not  proposed  in  any  manner  to  endorse  the  construction  of  the  Act, 
authorizing  the  leasing  of  tho  State  Prison,  contended  for  by  some,  that  said  Act 
by  itself  contained  a  sufficient  appropriation  of  money  to  authorize  the  payment  of 
the  ^tate  Prison  Lessee,  during  the  term  of  his  lease,  without  any  further  action  of 
the  Legislature,  but  that  your  Committee  believe  that  no  money  can  be  drawn 
upon  said  contract,  after  one  year  from  its  execution,  withont  a  specific  appropria- 
tion by  this  Legislature.

Tour  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  AaaemUy  Bill  No.  60,  having  had  the 
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same  under  consideration,  beg  leave  to  report  a  sabstitnte,  and  recommend  its  paa- 
«ge. 

The  substitute  proposes  to  require  parties  running  saw  logs  in  any  of  the  riyera 
of  this  State,  between  July  first  and  March  first  of  any  year,  to  pay  any  and  all 
damages  done  to  mining  interests  during  that  time,  but  the  owners  of  saw  logs  shall 
have  the  right  to  float  their  logs  on  such  streams  from  March  first  to  July  first. 

The  interest  of  lumbermon  are  increasing  each  year,  and  the  only  mode  of  reach- 
ing the  immense  growth  of  timber  high  up  in  the  Sierra  Nevada  mountains,  and 
transporting  it  to  the  valley,  is  by  floating  the  logs  down  the  numerous  streams. 

The  interest  of  the  State  demand  that  these  streams  should  be  made  highways 
during  certain  seasons  of  the  year,  when  logs  can  most  readily  be  floated.  We 
think  the  best  season  of  the  year  has  been  selected  in  the  bill  for  that  purpose. 
But  while  the  interest  of  the  lumbermen  require  such  action  there  are  other  inter- 
eatB  to  be  consulted. 

The  waters  of  those  streams  are  diverted  from  their  channels  into  numerous 
ditches,  supplying  the  various  mining  localities  with  water.  The  water  is  thrown 
into  these  ditches  by  means  of  dams,  and  in  some  instances  water  wheels  are  con- 
structed in  such  a  manner  that  saw  logs  floating  on  the  streams  may  destroy  such 
works. 

Where  these  two  great  interests  conflict  we  cannot  proceed  too  cautiously  in  our 
legislation.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  bill  is  drawn  with  a  due  regard  for  the 
interests  of  all.  The  State  at  large  demands  that  we  should  produce  our  own  lum- 
ber, and  at  a  cheap  price ;  and  the  State  is  equally  interested  in  fostering  the 
mining  interests.  , 

We  recommend  that  the  bill  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Mines  and  Mining 
Interests,  with  iosti-uctions  to  report  the  bill  back,  with  their  opinions  on  its  merits, 
on  Monday  next.

Mr,  Speaker: 

Tbe  Committee  on  Commerce  and  Navigation,  to  whom  was  referred  Assembly  • 
bill  No.  28,  for  an  Act  authorizing  tbe  construction  of  a  bridge  across  the  Sacra- 
mento river  between  the  city  of  Sacramento  and  town  of  Washington,  beg  leave  to 
report.  » 

The  wants  of  the  traveling  public  require  a  bridge  at  the  point  named  in  the 
bill.  The  counties  of  Sonoma,  Napa,  Solano  and  Yolo  are  rapidly  increasing  in 
population,  agricultural  and  commercial  importance.     The   surplus  products  of 
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these  counties  are  mostly  sold  in  the  mines.  With  the  present  obstractions  to 
travel  the  farmers  of  Sonoma,  Napa  and  the  south  part  of  Solano,  transmit  pro- 
duce by  water  to  Sacramento,  San  Francisco  or  Stockton,  while  the  farmers  of  the 
northern  part  of  Solano  and  the  entire  of  Yolo  are  now  compelled  to  pass  the  Sacra- 
mento in  ferry  boats,  involving  much  loss  of  time  and  great  inconvenience.  The 
owners  of  the  present  ferry  at  Sacramento  are  the  present  applicants  for  the  privi- 
lege of  building  a  bridge.  Tbey  are  willing  to  construct  it  in  one  year,  with  a 
draw  of  sufficient  width  for  all  purposes  of  navigation,  and  the  substitute  now  re- 
ported provides  for  such  draw,  and  so  fully  guards  the  interests  of  all  parties,  that 
we  recommend  that  the  substitute  be  passed.  It  is  objected  that  such  a  bridge 
might  obstruct  navigation.  At  the  first  view  this  may  appear  to  be  the  case,  but 
such  is  not  the  fact,  as  very  few  vessels  pass  Sacramento  without  unloading.  In- 
deed the  trade  from  the  south  is  mainly  distributed  at  Sacramento,  and  steamboats 
and  other  water  craft  trading  above  that  city  receive  their  lading  at  Sacramento. 

It  is  proposed  to  extend  the  bridge  from  the  foot  of  I  street  across  the  river. 
Between  the  bridge  and  the  R  street  levee  extends  a  line  of  leveo  for  discharging 
freights,  of  3,760  feet,  and  cargoes  can  be  discharged  below  the  railroad  to  an  in- 
definite extent;  above  the  bridge  would  be  440  feet  of  publio  levee,  and  three 
times  that  amount  of  levee  in  private  lands. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  for  all  purposes  of  commerce  and  navigation  a  bridge 
would  be  little  or  no  obstruction.  The  trade  from  below  would  find  ample  levee 
accommodation  below  the  bridge,  and  that  from  above  north  of  the  bridge,  while 
the  facilities  for  travel  by  land  will  be  greatly  increased.  - 

We  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  substitute  bill  herewith  submitted.

W.  Whitman,  Controller  of  the  State  of  California,  for  misdemeanors  in  office,  re- 
spectfiitlj  submit,  in  accordance  with  the  instruction  of  the  Assembly,  the  accom- 
panying Articles  of  Impeachment  and  Specifications  against  6.  W.  Whitman,  Con- 
troller of  State.

Articles  Exhibited  by  the  Assembly  of  the  State  of  California,  at  the  Eighth 
Session  thereof,  in  the  name  of  themselves  and  of  the  People  of  the  State  of 
California,  against  G.  W.  Whitman,  Controller  of  the  said  State,  in 
maintenance  and  support  of  their  Impeachment  of  him  for  misdemeanor 
in  office. 

Article  1.  That  G.  W.  Whitman,  Controller  of  the  State  of  California,  in  the 
month  of  May,  in  the  year  1856,  at  said  State,  unmindful  of  the  high  trust  and  con- 
fidence reposed  in  him  by  the  people  of  said  State,  wilfully  and  knowingly,  by  color 
of  his  office,  without  authority  of  law,  and  contrary  to  the  thirteenth  section  of  an 
Act  entitled  an  Act  concerning  the  office  of  Controller,  passed  January  the  19th, 
1850,  did  then  and  there  give  to  one  W.  S.  Hughson  and  others,  then  and  there 
being  clerks  in  said  Controller's  office,  and  in  the  employ  of  the  said  State,  certain 
instructions,  to  the  effect  and  in  substance  that  he,  the  said  Hughson,  or  they,  the 
said  clerks,  should  not  give  to  the  Board  of  Examiners  appointed  by  an  Act  to 
provide  for  the  better  protection  of  the  State  Treasury,  approved  April  16th,  1856, 
any  assistance  in  making  the  examination  of  his  (said  Controller's)  books,  required 
by  said  last  mentioned  Act,  nor  should  he,  the  said  Hughson,  nor  they,  the  said 
other  clerks,  furnish  to  said  Board  of  Examiners  the  information  sought  and  re- 
quired by  the  examination  aforesaid,  and  the  said  G.  W.  Whitman  did  then  and 
there,  in  a  manner  not  authorized  by  law,  wilfully  and  knowingly  threaten  him,  the 
said  Hughson,  and  them,  the  said  other  dorks,  that  should  he  or  they  disregard  his 
said  instructions,  he,  the  said  Whitman,  would  discharge  him,  the  said  Hughson,  or 
them,  the  said  other  clerks,  from  said  Controller's  office.

F.  McCauley  have  had  the  same  under  consideration  and  in  view 
of  the  action  of  the  Senate,  which  looks  to  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  affairs 
of  the  State  Prison,  for  the  year  1855,  and  believing  that  this  claim  is  merito- 
rious, they  respectfully  recommend  the  passage  of  the  bill.

Mr.  Rogers  laid  before  the  House  the  following  report  and  evidence  : 

Mr.  Speaker:  ^ 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  confided  the  investigations  concerning  the  State 
Prison,  beg  leave  to  report : 

Five  of  our  members,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Rogers,  Shnler,  Edwards,  Jessup, 
and  McKune,  were  directed  by  resolution  of  this  Assembly  to  proceed  to  the 
State  Prison  at  Point  San  Quentin,  and  make^  personal  examination  into  the 
affairs  of  our  Penitentiary,  with  full  power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers  and 
to  administer  oaths. 

That,  sub-committee,  on  the  27th  day  of  January  last,  proceeded  to  make  their 
investigations.  They  found  the  Prison  under  the  control  of  James  M.  Estell 
under  a  contract  dated  March  26th,  1856,  with  R.  M.  Anderson,  G.  W.  Whit- 
man and  Henry  Bates,  Board  of  State  Prison  Commissioners,  and  a  supplemen- 
tary agreement  made  April  3d,  same  year,  between  same  parties. 

The  Act  of  1856,  (session  laws,  p.  48,)  under  which  that  contract  was  mjide, 
provides  for  the  making  of  such  contract  and  authorizes  the  Commissioners  to 
pledge  the  State  to  pay  a  price  for  keepipg  the  prisoners,  not  exceeding  $15,000 
per  month  ;  the  Act  also  appropriates  the  sum  of  $15,000  per  month,  or  such 
sum  per  month  less  than  that  amount,  in  accordance  f  ith  the  contract  to  be 
made  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners. 

By  the  terms  of  the  contract,  the  State  Prison  property,  consisting  of  thirty- 
six  acres  of  land,  prison,  and  houses,  and  all  improvements — also,  all  shipping, 
vessels,  boats,  fixtures,  implements,  tools,  furniture,  stock,  and  all  other  property 
of  the  State  connected  with  the  Prison,  with  the  labor  of  the  prisoners,  were 
farmed  out  to  Mr.  Estell  for  the  term  of  five  years;  and  the  Commissioners 
agreed,  on  behalf  of  the  State,  to  pay  $10,000  per  month  for  the  safe-keeping  of 
the  prisoners,  in  addition  to  the  lease  of  said  property. 
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By  the  Act  referred  to,  the  Board  of  Commissionen  were  required  to  perform 
certain  daties  ia  attending  to  the  Police  of  the  Prison.  They  were  required  to 
visit  the  Prison  from  time  to  time,  and  examine  into  its  government,  and  from 
personal  observation  and  conference  with  the  Directors,  to  change,  alter,  or 
abolish  sach  rales  and  regulations,  as  in  their  judgment,  might  be  found  neces- 
sary. 

The  State  Prison  Directors  were  required  by  law  to  give  their  daily  attention 
to  the  enforcement  of  such  rules  and  regulations. 

The  Lessee  of  the  Prison,  by  the  terms  of  the  contract,  agreed  to  receive  and 
take  charge  of  all  convicts  confined  in  the  Pnson  at  the  date  of  his  contract,  or 
any  other  State  Prison  which  may  be  established,  and  also  to  receive  and  take 
charge  of  all  who  might  be  convicted  and  sentenced  or  committed  to  imprison- 
ment in  the  State  Prison  during  the  said  term  of  five  years,  and  that  he  would 
safely  keep  the  said  convicts,  as  required  by  law,  in  said  Prison  or  Prisons,  for 
the  said  term  of  five  years,  at  his  own  cost  and  expense. 

He  further  agreed  to  establish  and  erect  such  buildings,  prisons,  and  walls, 
and  make  other  improvements  on  the  State  Prison  grounds,  or  those  purchased 
by  the  State  for  that  purpose,  as  would  conduce  to  the  safety  and  convenience 
of  properly  keeping,  securing,  working,  clothing,  feeding  and  medical  attend- 
ance for  the  State  convicts  witiiout  cost  to  the  State;  and  he  further  agreed  to 
furnish  the  State  Prison  Directors  with  fuel  and  provisions  when  necessarily  re- 
siding at  the  Prison. 

CONDITION   or  THE   FRISON   GROUNDS. 

By  referring  to  the  report  on  State  Prison  by  Joint  Committee  of  Senate  and 
Assembly,  printed  and  bound  with  appendix  to  Assembly  Journal  for  1856,  it 
will  be  seen  that  a  title  to  a  portion  of  the  Prison  grounds  was  in  dispute  at  the 
time  that  report  was  made.  Your  committee  have  not  ascertained  that  any 
steps  have  been  taken  by  the  State  to  clear  up  the  clouds  upon  the  title  men- 
tioned in  that  report,  and  the  matter  will  claim  your  further  attention. 

The  selection  of  Point  San  Quentin  as  a  site  for  the  State  Prison,  although  it 
has  some  natural  advantages,  was,  in  our  opinion,  ill  advised.  The  situation  of 
the  Prison  upon  a  point  of  land  surrounded  by  water,  may  enable  fewer  men  to 
gnard  the  prisoners  scattered  over  a  large  surface  than  if  situated  further  in  the 
interior,  but  practically  but  little  benefit  is  derived  from  such  location.  The 
County  of  Marin  is  thinly  settled,  and  but  little  aid  can  be  derived  from  citizens 
in  case  of  an  emeute.  The  immediate  vicinity  of  the  Prison  is  so  uneven  that 
persons  outside  the  walls  can  readily  secrete  themselves,  and  at  no  great  distances 
are  hills  covered  with  chapparal.  If  a  prisoner  escape  to  those  hills,  he  may 
secrete  himself  for  any  length  of  time  and  escape  at  his  leisure 

The  Prison  is  neither  located  on  any  great  thoroughfare  of  the  State  nor  in  a 
central  position,  and  the  consequence  is,  that  there  is  much  more  difficulty  and 
expense  transmitting  prisoners  than  would  exist  at  San  Francisco  or  Sacramento. 
Sheriffs  taking  prisoners  to  San  Quentin  from  the  northern  counties  are  compelled 
usually  to  stay  at  San  Francisco  one  night,  and  then  run  the  risk  of  getting  a 
boat  to  proceed  to  San  Quentin  the  next  day;  in  the  meantime,  in  addition  to 
the  expense,  there  is  additional  difficulty  in  securely  keeping  the  prisoners. 

But  the  expense  of  building  the  Prison  at  that  point  having  been  incurred,  it 
would  be  impracticable  at  this  time  to  remove  it  The  north  wall  of  the  Prison 
is  202.06  yards  long;  the  east  wall  is  497;  the  south  wall  224  04,  and  the  west 
wall  is  493.03;  and  it  appears  to  be  sufficient  for  all  purposes  of  a  prison  wall. 

The  Prison  building  contains  in  the  second  story  forty-eight  cells  for  close 

confinement*  of  prisoners.    The  cells  are  — •  by feet  in  the  clear,  and  are 

now  fitted  up  for  sleeping  apartments,  four  beds  in  one  cell.    The  building  itself 
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is  tlirty  feet  wide  from  north  to  south,  and  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  feet  long 
from  east  to  west  The  room  of  the  turnkey  is  in  the  first  story,  in  east  end  of 
the  baildinp:,  and  the  residue  of  the  first  story  is  occupied  by  a  single  room  one 
hundred  and  sixty  feet  long,  with  beds  for  two  hundred  and  twenty  eight  men. 
The  entrance  to  the  cells  in  the  second  story  is  from  the  balcony,  and  the  num- 
ber of  cells  is  not  sufficient  to  accommodate  the  number  of  persons  who  should 
be  confined  in  cells.  There  should  be  an  additional  building  erected  of  at  least 
the  capacity  of  the  one  above  described,  to  accommodate  the  prisoners  with 
suitable  quarters.  The  building  should  be  so  constructed  that  the  entrance  to 
the  cells  should  be  from  a  hall,  as  that  can  be  more  readily  guarded  than  a 
balcony. 

The  Committee  have  no  means  of  knowing  how  much  grading  has  been  done 
within  the  walls  of  the  Prison  during  the  last  year,  but  they  have  every  reason 
to  believe  that  improvements  in  that  respect  have  been  made  to  a  large  amount, 
and  that  in  a  few  months  the  grading  will  be  completed. 

There  are  at  present  large  amounts  of  lumber  lying  loose  about  the  Prison 
yard,  thus  giving  facilities  for  scaling  the  walls,  which  should  be  removed,  and 
.thus  ehanccs  of  escape  avoided. 

The  Lessee  has,  within  the  last  year,  under  hi|  contract,  commenced  the  con- 
struction of  a  wharf,  about  four  hundred  yards  east  of  the  Prison,  which,  when 
completed,  will  enable  steamboats,  at  all  stages  of  the  tide,  by  going  about  a 
mile  and  a  half  out  of  their  course  to  and  from  San  Francisco,  to  land  and  dis- 
charge their  freights.  This  is  rendered  necessary,  when  we  consider  that  at  this 
time,  and  as  the  wharfs  at  the  prison  are  now  located,  vessels  of  any  considera- 
ble draft  can  only  pass  the  bars  at  high  tides. 

The  Lessee  has  also  commenced,  and  has  now  nearly  finished  two  ranges  of 
work-shops,  more  particularly  described  in  Exhibit  No.  1,  herewith  submitted. 

These  work-shops  should  have  been  erected  long  since,  and  the  prisoners 
should  have  been  required  to  work  within  the  walls.  There  are  several  build- 
ings outside  the  prison  walls  now  in  use  as  ofiBces,  store-houses,  bakery,  eating 
apartments  ;  a  portion  of  them  arc  on  lands  not  the  property  of  the  State,  but 
are  in  constant  use  as  prison  property. 

CONDITION    OF  PRISONEBS. 

The  sub-committee  mentioned,  on  the  29th  day  of  January  proceeded  to  make 
their  examination  of  the  prisoners. 

The  Lessee  placed  at  their  divsposal  the  officers  of  the  Prison,  who  called  into 
the  Prison  yard  all  the  prisoners  whose  attendance  could  be  readily  secured. 
The  Committee  had  provided  for  use  a  list  of  all  the  prisoners  who,  according  to 
the  books  of  the  Prison,  should  be  present.  Each  prisoner,  as  his  name  was 
called,  passed  from  the  circle  in  which  he  was  standing,  in  view  of  the  Commit- 
tee. The  Committee  found  present  at  the  Prison  and  Island  459  convicts,  the 
names  of  whom  are  herewith  submitted  in  Exhibit  No.  2.  These  men  were,  in 
general,  sufficiently  well  clothed  for  pleasant  weather,  but  for  stormy  weather 
there  should  have  been  additional  clothing.  There  was  a  want  of  shoes  among 
some  of  the  convicts,  and  the  Lessee  should  be  compelled,  by  rules,  to  furnish 
additional  supplies  of  clothing,  so  that  prisoners  at  all  times,  at  least  during  win- 
ter, should  have  shoes  None,  or  at  least  but  few,  of  the  convicts  were  fur- 
nished with  socks.  At  this  season  of  the  year,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Commit- 
tee, each  prisoner  should  be  furnished  with  a  change  of  clothing,  including  socks, 
and  more  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  convicts  by  requiring 
them  to  change  their  clothing.  The  ten  convicts  said  to  be  on  the  Ranches,  we 
did  not  see,  and  the  two  at  San  Rafael  were  not  seen  by  the  Committee.  There 
were  six  prisoners  not  found  at  the  Prison  and  not  accounted  for  by  the  officerg 
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of  the  Prison.  Their  names  are  shown  in  Exhibit  No.  2.  We  have  no  means 
of  knowing  where  these  prisoners  are,  or  what  they  are  employed  about,  except 
the  convict  Esparza. 

The  labor  of  the  prisoners  has  been  employed  during  the  year  last  past,  mostly 
in  improving  the  Prison  grounds  and  in  making  bricks. 

Bricks  are  made  outside  the  Prison  walls,  and-  the  convicts  while  at  work  are 
under  guards,  who  watch  their  movements,  and  prevent  escapes,  and  about  T,OoO,000 
of  bricks  have  been  made  at  the  Prison  during  the  past  year. 

The  convicts  not  found  at  the  Prison  were  of  four  classes  : 

1st.     Those  at  Marin  Island  quarrying  stone. 

2d.  Those  working  on  ranches  occupied  by  the  Les.see,  from  one  to  three  miles 
distant  from  the  Prison 

3d.     Those  on  board  boats  of  the  Lessee. 

4th.     Those  allowed  to  work  for  citizens  at  San  Raphael. 

The  names  of  those  convicts  thus  engaged  are  shown  in  Exhibit  No.  2. 

The  said  sub-committee  examined  the  provisions  used  in  feeding  the  prisoners, 
and  report  that  the  flour  used  is  of  coarse  quality,  but  sweet  and  well  adapted  to 
the  use  of  prisoners.  The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  beans  used.  We  examined 
the  hams  and  bacon  used,  and  consider  the  lot  on  hand  as  unsuitable  for  provision- 
ing the  Prison.  Some  of  the  pieces  were  in  the  last  stages  of  decomposition* 
These  were  thrown  aside,  and  the  better  quality  only  used,  but  the  rules  of  the 
Prison  should  require  the  use  of  uncondemncd  meat.  For  the  quality  of  the  hams 
used  for  the  last  month  see  Exhibit  No.  3,  being  the  deposition  of  E.  H.  Pomeroy, 
Commissioner  of  the  Prison,  see  also  the  exhibits  annexed  to  same  deposition  for 
a  copy  of  the  issue  sheets,  for  the  months  of  October,  November,  December  and 
January  last.  While  cattle  could  be  readily  procured,  fresh  beef  was  used,  but 
later  in  the  season  ham  was  substituted. 

The  witnf^ss  states  that  he  heard  no  complaints  of  the  quality,  but  did  as  to  the 
quantity  of  beef  distributed. 

THE   *'TRUSTT   SYSTEM.'' 

In  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Stafe  Prison  of  California,  a  system  of  favoritism 
has  obtained,  not  known  in  any  other  country,  commonly  called  the  "trusty  system." 

The  depositions  of  E.  II.  Pomeroy,  (exhibit  No.  3,)  George  W.  Wells,  (exhibit 
No.  4,)  C.  E.  Meridith,  (exhibit  No.  6,^  deposition  of  William  Pursley,  (exhibit 
No.  6,)  and  Wm.  FI.  Woodcock,  (exhibit  No.  7,)  herewith  submitted,  show  the 
workings  of  the  system  as  now  practised.  It  was  probably  inaugurated  immedi- 
ately after  our  State  Prison  had  existence  by  the  present  Lessee,  and  has  been 
continued  ever  since.  It  consists  in  granting  certain  of  the  prisoners  special  privi- 
leges. Such  are  permitted  to  sleep  outside  the  prison  walls  ;  they  need  not  be 
present  at  roll  call ;  they  are  not  confined  within  the  guard  lines  ;  they  are  per- 
mitted and  selected  to  man  the  boats  and  and  go  to  different  parts  of  the  State  ; 
they  are  used  to  work  on  ranches,  not  under  guard,  at  a  distance  from  the  prison, 
and  not  watched  by  the  officers  ;  some  are  allowed  to  work  as  servants  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  prison,  others  have  been  allowed  to  go  to  San  Francisco  unattended. 

A  list  of  these  "Trusties"  is  annexed  to  the  deposition  of  E.  H.  Pomeroy,  in 
exhibit  No.  2. 

One  of  those  **Tru8ties,"  Francisco  Esparza,  convicted  for  grand  larceny,  we 
could  not  find  at  the  prison.  The  committee  were  informed  at  the  prison  that  he 
was  at  the  Island  ;  at  the  Island,  that  he  was  on  the  boat,  and  we  were  unable 
either  to  find  him  or  to  get  any  information  at  the  prison  where  he  was.  We  made 
inquiry  of  General  Estell  as  to  his  whereabouts,  aud  he  did  not  know  there  was 
finch  a  person. 

The  deposition  of  Hon.  Martin  B.  Cook,  herewith  submitted,  throws  some 
light  on  the  subject,  which  illustrates  the  working  of  the  "  Trusty  System." 
49a 
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The  93d  section  of  the  Act  of  1850,  concerning  Crimea  and  pnnishmenta, 
(Compiled  Laws,  657.)  reads,  ''  and  if  anj  person  or  persons  shall  set  at  liberty 
or  rescue  any  person  who  shall  have  been  foand  gntlty  or  convicted  of  crime,  the 
panishment  of  which  is  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison,  or  in  prison,  the  person 
80  offending,  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  sentenced  to  the  same  panishment 
that  would  have  been  inflicted  on  the  person  so  set  at  liberty  or  rescued. 

By  common  law,  any  person  guilty  of  ''an  escape,"  was  punishable,  and  an 
escape  was  defined  to  be  the  deliverance  of  a  person  who  is  lawfully  imprisoned, 
out  of  prison  before  such  person  is  entitled  to  such  deliverance  by  law.  He  that 
aids,  assists,  or  counsels  any  one  to  aid  or  assist  a  convict  to  escape,  would  be 
guilty  uDder  the  law  of  such  escape. 

Even  in  civil  cases,  the  defendant  arrested  must  be  held  in  corporal  bondage; 
"  duress  of  imprisonment  ^  has  a  technical  meaning,  and  any  privilege  extended 
by  the  keeper  which  avoids  that  duress  will  constitute  an  escape. 

It  was  decided  in  2d  of  Mason's  Reports,  486,  that  when  the  keeper  of  a 
prison  made  use  of  the  prisoners  confined  for  debt,  as  turnkey,  and  trusted  him 
with  the  keys,  he  was  guilty  of  a  constructive  escape. 

The  judgment  against  a  party  convicted,  is,  that  he  be  imprisoned  in  the  State 
Prison.  It  is  not  sufficient  to  satisfy  that  judgment  that  he  be  attached  to  the 
establishment  of  the  Prison  for  the  mere  accommodation  of  the  Directors  or 
Lessee.  Prisoners  are  not  sent  there  for  the  purpose  of  working  merely,  or  at- 
tending to  domestic  duties  in  private  families,  or  for  the  purpose  of  acting  as 
clerks,  turnkeys  and  general  servants  about  the  establishment,  free  of  that  per- 
sonal restraint  inseparable  from  the  idea  of  imprisonment. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  law  required  a  radi- 
cal change  in  the  management  of  the  Prison  in  this  regard.  The  Directors  who 
had  charge  of  the  Prison  before  the  Lessee  took  possession  under  his  preseut 
lease,  disregarding  the  law  in  the  premises,  neglected  to  keep  prisoners  in  cus- 
tody, but  permitted  them  to  go  at  large,  on  trust;  and  the  extent  to  which  the 
system  has  been  carried  under  the  lease,  has^  been  a  cause  of  serious  alarm  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Prison.  It  is  to  be  regretted  the  trusty  system  was  ever  inaagn- 
rated,  as  it  destroys  the  objects  to  be  attained  by  imprisonment;  a  general  sys- 
tem of  favoritism  is  kept  up;  and  this  depends  upon  the  will,  not  of  the  Judge 
giving  sentence,  nor  on  the  law  or  the  offence  committed  by  the  convict,  but 
upon  the  will  of  the  Lessee;  and  thus  far  no  check  has  been  interposed. 

Had  the  Grand  Jury  of  the  county  of  Marin  indicted  all  persons  guilty  of  per- 
mitting prisoners  to  escape,  the  system  would  long  since  have  ceased  to  exist. 
It  was  their  clear  duty  so  to  do;  the  fact  that  large  numbers  of  prisoners  have 
been  turned  loose  on  the  community  by  permission  of  the  officer  of  the  Prison, 
is  undoubted;  and  for  each  instance  the  officer  so  doing,  is  guilty  of  a  violation 
of  the  criminal  laws,  and  liable  to  indictment. 

In  addition  to  the  criminal  aspect  of  the  trusty  system,  the  present  Lessee,  in 
the  contract  under  which  he  holds  the  Prison  agreed  to  receive  and  take  charge 
of  all  the  convicts,  and  safely  keep  them  in  the  Frison.  It  is  submitted,  that 
keeping  them  on  ranches,  in  private  dwellings,  or  as  sailors  on  board  of  boats,  is 
not  keeping  them  in  prison  according  to  his  contract.  These  are  clear  breaches 
of  contract,  but  on  the  question  how  far  the  Lessee  is  liable  on  his  bond,  we  do 
not  express  an  opinion.  The  bond  is  signed  by  J.  M.  Estell,  Frank  Denver,  B. 
H.  Munson,  H.  S.  Brown.  J.  W.  McCorkle,  and  J.  C.  Davis,  and  is  in  the  penal 
sum  of  $200,000,  conditioned  that  the  Lessee  would  keep  and  perform,  all  and 
singular,  the  covenants  and  agreements  on  his  part,  to  be  done,  kept,  and  per- 
formed, mentioned  in  the  said  lease. 

It  may  however,  be  proper  to  remark,  that  the  law  provides  no  measure  of 
damages  to  be  recovered  on  such  bond  where  prisoners  are  allowed  to  escape. 

These  remarks  are  submitted  on  the  hypothesis  that  the  contract  of  lease  is 
valid  and  binding  on  the  State  and  Lessee. 
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The  contract  was  entered  into  witboat  advertising  for  competition,  the  Com- 
miasioners  pursuing  their  duties  under  the  law,  made  the  contract,  and  a  ques- 
tion now  arises  under  the  circumstances,  what  course  shall  be  taken  by  the  State 
in  the  further  management  of  the  Prison.  From  the  foregoiug  considerations, 
together  with  others  submitted  under  the  head  **  Idiscellaneons,"  in  this  Report, 
jour  Committee  are  of  opinion  the  present  Lessee  is  an  unsuitable  person  to  in- 
trust with  the  management  of  a  penitentiary.  With  a  view  to  ascertain  the 
exact  rights  of  the  Lessee  under  his  contract,  your  Committee  addressed  a  letter 
to  the  Hon.  Attorney  General  of  the  State,  asking  his  opinion  upon  the  validi^ 
of  such  contract.  The  reply  of  the  Attorney  General  is  herewith  submitted,  as 
Exhibit  No.  8..  The  opinion,  it  will  be  seen,  goes  to  the  extent  of  declaring 
said  lease  void,  and  that  no  rights  are  vested  under  it  in  the  Lessee. 

Your  Committee  are  not  disposed  to  argue  the  questions  connected  with  the 
constitutionality  of  the  law  under  which  the  lease  was  executed.  Nothing,  how- 
ever, can  be  clearer  than  that  if  the  law  referred  to  was  unconstitutional,  no 
rights  could  vest  under  it,  and  any  disposition  the  Legislature  chooses  to  make 
concerning  the  Prison,  would  not  interfere  with  a  vested  right. 

laSCBLLANSOUS. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners,  by  the  3d  section  of  the  law  of  1856,  were  re- 
quired to  make,  alter,  amend,  and  cause  to  be  observed,  such  rules  as  they  might 
deem  proper.  For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  what  rules  had  been  made,  and 
how  the  Commissioners  had  attended  to  their  duties,  under  the  laws,  your  com- 
mittee addressed  a  letter  to  the  Hon.  R.  M.  Anderson.  President  of  the  Board, 
containing  certain  inquiries.  His  reply  is  herewith  submitted,  marked  exhibit 
No  9.  By  such  communication,  we  learn  that  the  Commissioners  adopted  the 
oM  rules  in  force  at  the  time  the  commission  was  established.  These  rules  are 
twelve  in  number.  They  relate  exclusively  to  the  management  of  the  prisoners 
by  the  guard.  The  rules  do  not  go  to  the  extent  of  applying  any  remedy  to  the 
existing  evils  complained  of.  We  are  of  the  opinion,  that  it  the  Commissioners 
had  established  wholesome  rules,  and  had  attended  to  their  enforcement,  there 
would  now  be  less  to  complain  of.  The  rules  are  such  as  the  Lessee  himself  would 
have  made  for  the  management  of  his  employees;  none  of  them  seem  to  have 
been  made  to  require  the  Lessee  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  law. 
The  quality  and  quantity  of  food — the  clothing  of  the  prisoners,  and  their  dis- 
cipline, are  not  touched  by  the  rules.  By  them  the  trusty  system  might  have 
been  abolished.  The  prisoners  could  have  been  kept  in  prison,  and  other  abuses 
could  have  been  corrected.  In  thus  neglecting  a  clear  duty,  the  Commissioners 
deserve  censure.  They  can  scarcely  be  viewed  in  any  other  light  than  as  guilty 
of  negligence  bordering  on  criminality.  The  State  confided  to  them  a  sacred 
trust.  The  Lessee  does  not  occupy  his  position  as  an  officer,  he  is  supposed  to 
act  from  pecuniary  motives;  not  so  with  the  Directors,  they  receive  a  salary, 
and  are  sworn  officers  of  the  law.  We  had  a  right  to  expect  of  them  that  they 
would  use  the  power  confided  to  them,  and  stand  between  the  Lessee,  the  pris- 
oners and  the  State,  and  see  exact  justike  done.  Instead  of  a  faithful  dischaige 
of  their  duties,  they  have  totally  disregarded  the  requirements  of  the  law;  have 
neglected  to  make  needful  rules  governmg  the  prison,  when  in  them  was  confided 
the  only  power  capable  of  remedying  the  evil  complamed  of,  and  have  quietly  rested, 
permitting  the  contiouance  of  prison  discipline,  di^raceful  alike  to  the  State  and 
the  parties  whose  duty  it  was  to  remedy  the  same. 

By  the  law  the  directors  are  required  to  attend  to  the  enforcement  of  rules 
eatablished  by  the  Commissioners.  If  the  Commissioners  had  established  strict 
prison  discipline,  and  the  Directors  had  attended  to  the  enforcement  of  such  rules, 
their  offices  would  not  have  been  of  a  sineoure  character,  and  the  sakries  paid  to 
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those  officers  Tronld  not  have  been  paid  in  vain.     But  as  the  matter  now  stands^  a 
those  officers  have  been  of  very  little  benefit  to  the  State. 

We  submit  herewith  a  communication  from  A.  Bell,  Esq.,  State  Prison  Direc- 
tor, marked  "Exhibit  No.  10,**  containing  matter  worthy  of  note,  and  in  extenua- 
tion of  his  official  conduct,  we  have  found  him  ever  ready  to  give  us  any  information 
in  his  power  concerning  the  Prison.  This  remark  applies  to  Mr.  McKenzie,  and 
all  others  connected  with  the  Prison. 

The  committee  have  taken  some  testimony,  designing  to  show  an  arrangement 
by  which  a  large  amount  of  provisions  and  clothing  were  purchased  by  the  State 
while  the  law  under  which  the  lease  was  made  was  passing  the  Legislature,  which 
clothing  and  provisions  were  delivered  over  to  the  Lessee  and  used  by  him. 

The  evidence  referred  to  is  contained  in  the  depositions  of  Robert  Haly,  A.  M. 
Hays,  and  J.  F.  McCauley.  The  note  referred  to  by  McCauley  was  drawn  by 
Estell  and  Woods  in  favor  of  A.  M.  Hays,  witnessed  by  W.  B.  Farwell,  for  $5,000, 
dated  San  Francisco,  May,  payable  on  or  before  November  Ist,  1856. 

We  were  unable  to  come  to  any  conclusion  as  to  the  subject  matter  by  reason  of 
the  refusal  of  Mr.  Hays  to  answer  our  question,  and  we  merely  submit  the  depoo- 
tions. 

On  the  nth  instant  the  Governor  addressed  a  letter  to  Mr.  Edwards,  one  of 
your  committee,  who  was  then  in  San  Francisco,  which  letter  is  herewith  submit- 
ted, Mr.  Edwards  accordingly  went  to  the  Prison  on  the  18th,  and  made  hia 
examination,  according  to  the  request  of  the  Governor.  He  found  many  of  the 
prisoners,  probably  one-fourth,  in  a  condition  bordering  on  destitution  ;  about  one 
hundred  of  them  without  shoes,  and,  as  a  general  thing,  the  remainder  very  badly 
shod,  and  unless  supplies  shall  be  very  soon  furnished  very  few  will  have  shoes. 

A  majority  of  the  prisoners  had  not  sufficient  clothing  for  comfort  in  summer, 
and  from  their  general  filthy  appearance  he  judged  there  was  not  clothing  sufficient 
for  change. 

On  examination  of  the  bedding  there  was  evidently  insufficient  for  purposes  of 
comfort. 

On  examination  of  the  provisions,  Mr.  Edwards  found  the  quality  such  as  no 
human  being  should  be  required  to  eat — consisting  mostly  of  rusty  mackerel  and 
brown  bread.  He  was  informed  by  the  Superintendent  that  once  a  day  small 
rations  of  corned  beef  were  distributed.  The  quantity  was  very  small,  not  sufficient 
to  last  beyond  the  21st  inst. 

The  depositions  of  J.  G.  Gordon  and  C.  A.  Conner,  J,  H.  Harris,  H.  R.  John- 
son, John  Morton,  John  Henry,  herewith  submitted,  show  that  there  is  positive 
suffering  at  the  prison  for  want  of  necessary  supplies,  and  common  humanity  would 
dictate  that  an  immediate  change  should  be  made  in  the  management. 

CONCLUSION   OF   FACT. 

That  the  contract  under  which  the  present  Lessee  holds  the  State  Prison  is  void. 

That  the  contract  is  not  as  favorable  to  the  State  as  can  *be  made. 

That  the  prisoners  have  not  been  sufficiently  well  clad  or  fed  during  the  year  last 
past. 

That  the  Commissioners  have  neglected  their  duties,  and  the  Directors'  offices 
have  been  of  little  use  iu  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Prison. 

That  the  Lessee  has  used  the  labor  of  the  prisoners  mainly  in  making  bricks 
for  sale  during  the  past  season. 

That  this  has  been  done  to  the  neglect  of  building  suitable  quarters,  at  an 
early  day,  inside  the  prison  walls,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  prisoners. 

That  the  former  Directors,  the  present  Directors  and  Lessee  of  the  State 
Prison,  have  been  guilty  of  gross  negligence  and  positive  criminality  in  permit- 
ting convicts  to  go  at  large  contrary  to  law.

Dess,  but  having  no. favorites. 

4th«  That  a  correct  account  of  all  moneys  taken  from  prisoners  be  noted  in 
a  book  and  accounted  for  when  the  prisoner  is  discharged,  and  that  no  prisoner 
be  allowed  to  give  any  money  to  any  attache  of  the  Prison;  also,  that  no  con- 
vict shonld  be  discharged  without  giving  him  some  small  amount  of  money,  suffi- 
cient to  meet  his  immediate  necessities. 

5th.    The  entire  books  to  be  kept  by  freemen. 

6th.     The  establishment  of  a  hospital. 

1th.    The  State  Prison  to  be  made  reformatory  as  well  as  disciplinary. 

8th.    The  convicts,  without  distinction,  to  be  dressed  in  {Trison  uniform. 

9th.     An  ordinary  citizen's  dress  to  be  given  discharged  convicts, 
loth.     Insane  prisoners  to  be  sent  to  tlie  Insane  Asylum. 
nth.    The  law  forbidding  the  sale  of  liquor  within  two  miles  of  the  Prison 
should  be  rigidly  enforced. 

In  conclusion,  a  majority  of  your  committee,  composed  of  Messrs.  Rogers, 
Edwards,  Holden,  Jessup,  Anderson  and  McKune,  recommend  the  passage  of 
an  Act  herewith  submitted.  A  minority,  composed  of  Messrs,  Shuler  and  Liv- 
ermore,  sign  this  report  without  making  any  recommendation.

Deposition  of  E.  H.  Pohebot,  taken  before  the  Committee  of  the  Assembly  on 
State  Prison,  January  29/A,  1851. 

£.  H.  PoMEROT,  on  his  oath,  says  he  has  been  connected  with  the  State  Prison 
at  San  Qnentin,  since  abont  the  1th  of  February,  1856,  as  gnard,  till  aboot  the 
month  of  Jnne,  then  as  store-keeper  for  eighteen  days,  after  that  as  Lieutenant  of 
the  gnard  till  about  the  month  of  October;  I  was  then  made  an  agent  for  Gen, 
Estcll  ontside  the  prison,  and  acted  in  that  capacity  till  abont  the  24th  of  Decem- 
ber, and  I  have  been  acting  as  Commissary  since  the  Ist  day  of  January,  1851. 
When  I  first  came  to  the  prison  a  system  of  management  called  familiarly  the 
"  trusty  system,'^  by  which  certain  convicts  were  allowed  privileges  not  extended 
to  others  existed.  These  privileges  consist  in  allowing  those  prisoners  to  sleep  oot 
dde  the  prison  walls — to  go  to  difTerent  parts  of  the  country  on  their  parole,  or 
rather  on  the  permission  of  the  officers  of  the  prison.  I  believe  General  Estell 
Qsnallj  gives  the  orders  directing  that  certain  persons,  prisoners,  be  made  *  trus- 
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ties/  and  such  persona  are  then  used  to  go  on  errands,  to  work  on  ranches,  to 
cook  for  the  guard,  to  act  as  sailors,  or  io  any  capacity  demanded  by  the  wants 
of  the  prison.  I  have  examined  the  schedule  hereto  annexed,  containing  the 
names  of  the  different  convicts  now  considered  on  the  list  of  ^'  trusties,"  with  the 
memoranda  therein  noted,  and  believe  it  to  be  correct — ^I  recognize  them  all  as 
"  trasties,"  except  Esparza,  whom  I  do  not  recognize.  These  men  are  not  re- 
tained in  custody  by  duress  of  imprisonment,  but  remain  upon  their  word. 
Since  I  have  acted  as  Commissary,  I  have  attended  to  the  distribution  of  food 
to  the  prisoners.  I  feed  about  four  hundred  and  eighty  prisoners  each  day — 
their  usual  food  during  the  month  of  January,  1857,  has  been — 

Ham 14  lbs.  each  day  per  man.

A  copy  of  the  issue  sheets  for  each  day  for  the  month  of  November  and  Decem- 
ber, 1856,  and  the  month  of  January  to  date,  1857,  is  hereby  annexed,  marked 
"  B."  1  issue  the  food  to  the  cooks  and  bakers,  and  see  that  the  entire  qaan- 
tity  issued  is  properly  prepared  and  distributed  to  the  prisoners.  In  addition  to 
the  above  food,  1  have  often  given  the  prisoners  cabbage  cooked  in  the  form  of 
greens,  and  served  up  with  vinegar,  shown  also  in  the  schedule;  occasionally 
mackerel  is  served  up  in  the  morning  instead  of  ham,  shown  also  in  the  schedule 
for  the  month  of  January,  and  the  books  show  that  the  mackerel  was  issued  be- 
fore I  became  Commissary,  but  I  cannot  tell  how  or  when  they  were  served. 
The  general  food  for  the  prisoners  during  the  summer  months  was  fresh  beef  of 
good  quality,  late  in  the  fall  corned  beef  was  substituted  for  fresh.  I  have  heard 
no  complaint  as  to  quality  of  the  beef,  but  I  have  beard  frequent  complaints  as 
to  the  quantity.  I  know  from  statistics  the  quantity  of  food  usually  distribated 
in  other  prisons,  but  1  cannot  tell  what  amount  would  be  necessary,  unless  I 
could  also  know  the  kind  of  food  distributed.  The  kind  of  food  distributed  here 
is  entirely  different  from  that  distributed  at  the  prison  at  Auburn,  New  York, 
with  which  I  am  most  acquainted.  There  they  vary  the  kinds  and  qualities, 
sometimes  feeding  the  coarser  and  then  the  finer;  sometimes  giving  conserves 
with  the  coarser  food,  and  interspersing  the  finer  with  the  coarser.  I  do  not 
believe  that  any  steady  diet  of  the  coarser  food  will  keep  prisoners  in  good  con- 
dition. Here,  for  the  last  month,  there  has  been  little  variation  in  the  kind  of 
food,  and  the  quality  of  hams  has  been  inferior.  I  have  shown  you  to-day  a  fair 
sample  of  what  has  been  used  for  food  at  the  prison  for  the  last  month.  The 
flour  is  not  of  the  finest,  but  is  generally  sweet  and  unexceptionable.  The  beans 
are  of  Chili  growth,  and  good  quality.  The  prisoners  complain  of  a  want  of 
blankets,  and  I  believe  that  the  want  of  such  night  covering  must  cause  much 
discomfort,  and  believe  there  should  be  an  additional  supply  not  only  of  blankets, 
but  of  shoes,  as  some  of  the  prisoners  are  entirely  without  shoes,  and  none  of 
the  prisoners  are  supplied  with  socks.  The  prisoners  as  a  general  thing,  have 
had  no  tea  or  coffee  issued  to  them,  some  few  who  have  had  hard  jobs  to  do 
have  been  excepted,  and  none  but  the  sick  and  a  few  "  trusties  "  had  sqgar. 

?uestion8  by  Gen.  Estell. 
believe  the  system  of  *'  trusties  "  was  continued  under  Qeq.  Estell  as  it  was 
under  the  State,  but  I  do  not  know  when  it  was  commenced.

Obobgb  W.  Wells  being  daly  sworn  before  the  Committee,  deposes  as  fol- 
loFs: 

Held  position  of  Captain  of  Guard  for  thirteen  months;  has  been  employed 
in  prison  two  and  one-half  years.  Daring  the  control  of  the  Directors  of  the 
State,  there  were  employed  on  an  average  from  35  to  40  overseers  and  guards. 
His  duties  as  Captain  of  Guard  is  to  see  to  the  safe  keeping  of  convicts,  to  di- 
vide and  prevent  connivance  for  escape,  and  keep  them  employed.  There  are 
now  employed  for  boating  stone,  bricks,  &c.,  the  following: 

Sloop  Marin,  70  tons  freight.  Captain  and  Mate,  and  three  or  four  convict 
sailors — more  employed  baling,  nnder  a  guard.  Sloop  Pike  County,  about  70 
tons — same  number.  Schooner  Mariposa,  condemned.  Three  masted  schooner 
Estell,  about  150  tons;  crew  free,  Captain  and  Mate,  and  six  convicts. 

The  vessels  have  been  employed  as  follows: 

Estell,  in  carrying  brick  at  Mare  Island. 

Convicts  employed  on  vessels  are  short  timed  men — two,  three  and  four  months 
to  serve,  and  are  locked  under  hatches. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Captain  of  Guard  to  see  them  all  locked  at  night  and 
morning,  and  should  any  escape  during  the  day  he  is  immediately  notified.  Fa- 
▼ors  are  shown  to  some  that  are  not  to  others — depends  on  the  conduct  of 
convicts.  I  have  made  on  my  responsibility  trusties.  The  Superintendent  and 
Gen.  Estell  have  also.  Have  a  list  of  trusties  at  my  office;  permit  them  occa- 
sionally to  leave;  in  one  case,  contrary  to  Estell's  orders,  on  my  own  responsi- 
bility, but  in  company  with  two  or  three  employees. 

James  O'Niel  was  killed  in  May  or  June,  1856,  at  an  insurrection  on  Marin 
Island,  by  one  of  the  guards  named  Tucker.  Some  twelve  or  fifteen  were  in- 
terested in  the  insurrection;  were  working  in  the  lower  stone  quarry.  O'Niel 
knocked  one  of  the  guard  down  and  took  his  arms,  then  shot  J.  W.  Hardy,  one 
of  the  guards,  through  the  window,  where  they  were  dining;  fired  some  four  or 
five  shots,  only  one  effeotive,  wonnding  Hardy. 

Gen.  Estell  has  three  ranches  worked  by  convict  labor;  furthest,  two  and  one 
quarter  miles;  the  others  about  one  mile  each;  should  suppose  about  eighty 
acres  in  all;  generally  work  from  ten  to  fifteen  trusties  on  the  ranches,  reliable 
men  in  short  service,  under  the  superintendence  of  free  men,  without  guards; 
they  sleep  at  the  ranches;  seldom  or  ever  come  to  the  Prison,  except  to  bring 
vegetables  and  provisions;  names— Graham,  Johnson,  (Texas  Jack)  Dooley, 
Oilman,  Patten. 

One  Ah  Mun,  convict,  Is  at  San  Hafael,  as  servant  for  McKenzie.  Duval, 
convict,  is  now  employed  as  laborer  or  family  servant,  with  Mr.  Henry,  at  San 
Rafael.  No  compensation  to  Lessee,  to  my  knowledge.  Francisco  Esparsa,  a 
convict,  I  cannot  recollect  where  he  is  by  that  name. 

xacjLFKa. 
David  Pearson  was  boilding  Dr.  Harris'  house  at  San  Rafael  and  escaped; 
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was  eatrasted  without  guard  over  night.  Men  were  sent  in  search  on  the  differ- 
ent routes,  notifying  inhabitants  for  fifteen  miles;  and  at  Saucelito,  Theodore 
Haddlestone,  tUias  Indiana,  escaped  from  the  Kentucky  Farm,  daring  dinner- 
time,  in  the  brush;  were  three  guards  there  at  the  time;  the  table  was  near  the 
brush;  guards  were  John  Gery,  (here,)  Williamson,  (died  on  Pike  County,)  and 
Young,  now  in  Oregon.  Thomas  Moore  and  C.  W.  Watson,  must  have  stowed 
away  about  the  brick  yard,  and  escaped  from  there  during  the  morning;  did  not 
know  it  until  roll-call  at  night.  They  had  been  employed  the  day  previous  on 
Kentucky  Farm,  with  Huddlestone,  and  were  said  to  be  unable  to  work  the 
next  day.  Supposing  they  had  stowed  away,  I  kept  the  guard  out  two  nights. 
(No  memorandum  is  made  on  the  Prison  books  of  the  manner  of  their  escape.) 
It  is  generally  understood  through  the  country  that  a  reward  of  $50  to  flOO  is 
paid  by  the  Lessee  for  recapture  of  convicts. 

Ah  Gue  escaped  from  schooner  Mariposa,  at  San  Francisco.  George  Lee 
was  Captain;  cannot  recollect  any  report  from  him  of  the  details,  and  no  further 
memorandum  on  books. 

William  Freeman  escaped  from  Kentucky  farm  while  hay  making.  Henry 
King,  alias  Dick  Turpin,  also  escaped  same  time  and  was  retaken.  No  guard 
there  at  the  time.  Freeman  was  seen  at  the  Prison  the  night  previous,  but  was 
expected  to  go  out  to  the  farm  again.  Freeman  had  been  on  the  ranch  not  to 
exceed  ten  days  without  guard;  was  within  about  one  month  of  expiration  of 
time  of  commitment.  P.  L.  Escaravache  escaped  from  sloop  Pike  County,  at 
Napa  Captain  Morgan  report^  the  vessel  as  lying  near  the  wharf :  a  disturb- 
ance at  a  public  house  on  the  wharf  drew  the  attention  of  those  on  board,  and 
prisoner  availed  himself  of  the  opportunity  to  secrete  or  escape.  There  was  a 
guard  on  board.     All  efforts  to  find  him  were  fruitless. 

Edward  Manley,  escaped  from  San  Rafael,  was  a  carpenter  or  bricklayer,  and 
worked  on  Dr.  Harris'  house;  escaped  from  the  guard  house  about  4  P.  M  ;  was 
not  a  trusty,  and  was  locked  up  in  prison  nightly.  Search  was  made  as  usual, 
without  effect. 

C.  G.  Smith,  escaped  from  Kentucky  Farm,  think  he  was  a  trusty,  was  press- 
ing or  baling  hay.  There  were  others  on  the  ranch  at  the  time.  He  escaped 
during  the  night.  I  was  made  aware  of  it  the  following  morning.  Robert  Pat- 
terson  escaped  the  same  day;  went  together.  He  was  employed  by  Captain 
Van  Baoegan.  at  Cor te  Madeira;  was  a  trusty,  had  three  or  four  months  to  stay; 
had  been  in  the  employ  of  Ranegan  for  two  or  three  weeks  without  compensa- 
iioo  to  Lessee  or  convict. 

William  Miller  escaped  singularly;  I  was  absent  at  the  time;  he  was  seen 
just  previous  to  bell  ringing  for  evening,  and  must  have  secreted  himself.  He 
was  a  notorious  scoundrel,  and  I  endeavored  to  carefully  guard  him ;  was  seen 
inside  of  guard  line,  near  the  stable;  had  been  employed  working  on  one  of  the 
boats  in  the  ship  yard;  kept  guard  for  two  or  three  consecutive  nights,  but  did 
not  succeed  in  capturing  him. 

Frank  Ewing  escaped  by  concealment  in  the  yard  in  the  same  manner  as  Mil- 
ler. An  arch  was  found  in  a  large  brick  kiln  some  time  after  the  escape,  in 
which  it  is  supposed  they  secreted  themselves.  They  made  the  arch  for  this 
purpose  when  building  the  kiln.     Ewing  was  locked  up  nightly  in  Prison. 

Frederick  Speigler,  escaped  from  the  Mariposa,  Captain  Norton;  was  at  San 
Francisco  unloading  brick;  don't  recollect  whether  he  was  a  trusty;  think  there 
was  a  guard  on  board;  don't  recollect  the  details,  and  no  further  memorandum 
on  books. 

0.  Thurman,  escaped  from  John  Gray,  guard,  while  cutting  timber  for  ship 
building,  across  the  Bay,  on  the  Reed  Ranch.  Three  or  four  men  were  in  search 
of  him  for  two  days,  unsuccessfully. 

Some  five  or  six  convicts  were  taken  daily  from  the  Prison  and  returned  each 
evening,  and  were  locked  up  under  charge  of  Gray, 
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W.  Silyerthorne  and  D.  D.  Pierson,  escaped  at  San  Rafael,  when  employed  as 
masons  on  Dr.  Harris'  hoase;  were  trasties,  and  not  in  charge  of  a  guard;  thej 
were  allowed  to  stop  over  night  at  San  Rafael,  and  was  informed  that  they  had 
been  drinking  and  carousing.  Unless  liqaor  had  been  furnished  them  they  would 
not  ha?e  left. 

Daniel  Mills,  escaped  from  John  Gray,  in  the  same  piece  and  manner  as 
Thurman;  he  was  catting  timber  at  the  Reed  Ranch;  he  was  locked  up  withia 
the  walls  nightly. 

Francisco  A  bano,  Jose  Somerano,  Ramon  Miramontez,  Juan  Qonz  alls  and 
Juan  Flores  escaped  by  overpowering  and  disarming  the  guard  on  a  scow  golDg 
for  red  wood  to  burn  kiln.  Fred.  W.  Russell  was  the  only  guard  on  the  scow; 
the  scow  was  near  the  mouth  of  a  creek;  they  landed  and  escaped.  Baldwin, 
one  of  the  guards,  had  previously  landed.    They  were  lockup  prisoners. 

Thomas  Bowen,  escaped  from  sloop  Pike  County,  at  San  Francisco,  Captain 
Johnson,  loading  sand  for  Prison. 

Ah  See  and  Ah  Save,  escaped  same  time  and  place.  Captain  Johnson  agreed 
to  guard  prisoners  while  the  guard  went  on  some  business;  he  neglected* to  pay 
proper  attention,  and  they  escaped.  Neither  of  the  three  prisoners  were  trusties. 
This  was  their  second  or  third  trip. 

Thomas  O'Brien  and  Michael  Geiger  escaped  from  the  schooner  Mariposa  at 
San  Francisco,  unloadiug  brick;  do  not  recollect  the  circumstances,  and  no  fur- 
ther report  on  books. 

George  Iloward,  escaped  from  the  guard-house;  was  a  waiter  in  the  dining- 
room;  was  a  trusty,  and  allowed  to  sleep  out;  ran  ofiT  during  the  night. 

Cecilia  Males,  escaped  by  secreting  himself  in  the  brick-yard;  was  employed 
in  loading  boats;  was  locked  up  nightly  inside  the  waifs. 

William  Smith,  escaped  while  cutting  timber  on  the  Beed  Ranch,  for  building 
purposes  of  Prison;  was  under  guard  at  the  time;  was  locked  up  nightly. 

Andrew  Fentze  escaped;  think  he  stowed  away  in  an  unburnt  kiln  on  the 
Point;  kept  guard  for  two  nights  on  the  kiln. 

John  Gordon  (colored,)  escaped  from  schooner  Estell;  was  a  trusty  on  board 
as  Cook  ;  escaped  at  San  Francisco  ;  term  of  service  had  nearly  expired. 

Juan  Castillo  escaped  from  scow  ;  were  loading  wood  up  Corte  Madera 
creek  ;  there  were  eight  men  in  the  gang,  under  charge  of  two  guards;  Castillo 
and  the  others  had  been  employed  for  several  days  at  that  business  ;  were  re- 
turned and  locked  up  nightly. 

Mark  Achong  and  Te  Yon  escaped  from  sloop  Pike  County,  at  San  Fran- 
cisco ;  H.  Bristol  was  on  gnard;  a  large  number  of  Chinamen  were  employed 
in  that  vacinity,  at  Humboldt  wharf,  cutting  up  vessels,  and  he  could  not  desig- 
nate them  after  they  got  mixed  with  the  others. 

M.  S.  Worrell,  Hiram  Welsh,  King  W.  Folsom  and  M.  0.  Holstein  escaped 
from  Camp  across  the  Bay,  just  back  of  Corte  Madera,  while  cutting  timber  for 
G.  W.  Wood,  (lessee  of  the  saddlers  ;)  they  were  all  short  time  men,  under 
Wood's  control,  and  escaped  during  the  night ;  were  all  trusties,  and  had  no 
gnard  ;  they  were  ca?iping  over  there  for  five  or  six  days. 

Louis  Bromard  and  Jesus  Espinosa  escaped  by  concea4ment  somewhere  within 
the  limits  of  the  Prison  guard  ;  were  locked  up  regularly  nightly  ;  never  could 
ascertain  definitely  how  they  escaped. 

Charles  Mitchell  escaped  from  guards  Watson  and  Safferty,  about  one  and  a 
half  miles  from  Prison  ;  Mitchell  apd  another  prisoner  were  engaged  in  building 
a  chimney  for  Watson ;  both  attempted  to  escape  ;  Mitchell  was  successful, 
while  the  other  was  wounded  and  returned. 

Ramon  Ramiel  and  Cyrus  Dibbler  escaped  at  meal-time  at  the  wood-pile  on 
Corte  Madera  creek  ;  were  employed  in  scowing  wood  ;  managed  to  get  around 
the  wood  pile  and  escape  in  the  bushes  ;  Rockwell  and  Tisdale  were  the  guards; 
the  prisoners  were  regularly  locked  up  at  night. 
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PDNISHIIENT. 


I  have  the  inflicting  of  all  pnuishment ;  I  use  a  raw-hide  or  leather  strap  ; 
any  violation  of  Prison  discipline,  such  as  attempts  to  escape,  insarrections. 
stealing,  using  oflfensive  language,  fighting,  unnecessary  noise,  disorderly  or 
vicious  conduct,  render  them  liable  ;  do  not  recollect  ever  giving  over  one  hun- 
dred lashes  at  one  time  ;  ranging  from  five  up.  No  other  person  employed  in 
Prison  is  permitted  to  inflict  any  punishment,  except  during  my  absence,  when  I 
deputize  some  oue  ;  but  the  business  is  generally  laid  over  until  my  return. 

CLOTHING. 

For  the  post  eight  or  nine  mouths  I  have  issued  all  the  clothing  to  prisoners  ; 
they  are  as  well  clothed  at  present  as  at  any  time  since  I  have  been  here  ;  I 
think  the  pri^ners  sufficiently  clad  at  present  for  comfort,  with  the  exception  of 
shoes.  At  the  time  Estell  took  the  Prison  there  was  a  quantity  of  shirts  and 
pants,  since  which  he  has  purchased  and  h:id  manufactured  here  such  as  are  at 
present  worn  ;  I  think  each  prisoner  has  a  weekly  change  of  clothing,  but  am 
not  positive  as  to  ^the  pas.  four  weeks.  Mr.  Gordon  has  had  control  of  that 
department ,  considers  it  almost  indispensable  to  have  a  uniform  style  of  cloth- 
ing, snch  as  is  worn  by  convicts  in  most  all  the  Eastern  States.  There  is  no 
established  rule  making  it  compulsory  for  prisoners  to  wash  or  change  clothing 
weekly  ;  consequently  some  are  qnite  filthy. 

Complaints  have  been  made  of  the  scarcity  of  blankets  ;  the  condition  of 
snch  ns  they  have  is  tolerably  good.  There  is  sufficient  number  of  mattrasses 
at  present ;  when  a  deficiency  arises,  we  manufacture  them  from  the  material 
on  hand.  Men  are  deputed  to  cleanse  the  prison  and  cells  daily,  and  purify  as 
often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  The  ventilation  of  the  lower  room  is  ample; 
of  the  upper,  fully  sufficient  to  preserve  the  health  of  occupants,  either  in  winter 
or  summer.     Occasionally  they  have  tea  or  coflTee,  but  it  is  not  usual.

EXHIBIT 'NO.  6 

C.  E.  Mbrb3)ith:  Was  commissary  or  store-keeper  from  January  1st,  1856, 
and  remained  three  days  in  the  employment  of  the  pr^'.sent  Lessee,  Estell.  On 
the  l»t  of  January,  1856,  we  found  the  prisoners  without  clothing  or  bedding,  and 
extremely  filthy.  We  immediately  procured  the  articles  needed,  and  burnt  such 
as  were  then  used  by  prisoners.  The  articles  furnished  at  the  time  by  the  Direc- 
tors, were  good,  substantial  and  comfort  ible  woolen  clothing  and  bedding,  also 
boots  and  shoes,  two  suits  being  furnishi^d  each  prisoner.  Alter  the  issue  of  two 
suits  each,  such  as  were  employed  in  service  requiring  more,  we  furnished  from 
the  same  invoice.  On  the  hist  month,  say  March,  another  invoice  of  clothing 
was  received  from  Gift,  a  small  portion  only  of  which  was  given  to  the  prisoners 
by  the  Directors,  and  balance,  consisting  of  300  or  400  pair  of  pants,  100  pair 
of  blankets,  etc ,  which,  together  with  the  balance  of  previous  or  first  lot,  were 
delivered  to  the  present  Tjcssee.  W.  L.  Smith,  then  Warden,  took  an  inventory 
of  all  property  delivered  to  present  Les<;ee.  During  my  stay  at  the  Prison  un- 
der the  Directors,  the  provisions  and  clothing  furnished  were  ample,  and  of  good 
quality  generally,  with  few  exceptions,  and  very  few  complaints  were  made  by 
guards  or  others  using  the  same.  About  the  Isi  of  August,  I  was  again  em- 
ployed by  Oeu.  Estell,  as  guard  on  post,  which  position  I  occupied  for  two 
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months,  and  then  resigned.  I  was  informed  by  Estell,  on  the  sloop  Ida,  on  mj 
passage  from  Marjn  to  San  Francisco,  if  I  would  return  I  could  hare  the  poai- 
tion  he  intended  for  me,  which  was  the  Superintendent  of  the  yard.  I  returned 
and  held  this  position  for  one  month.  A  diflBcnIty  occurred  between  me  and  an 
overseer  about  the  employment  of  two  convicts,  (Mr.  Hull,)  about  that  time, 
which  was  reported  to  Estell.  The  consequences  were,  that  I  handed  in  my 
resignation  to  the  clerk  during  the  absence  of  Estell;  on  his  arrival,  at  my  re- 
quest, he  accepted  the  same,  and  I  left;  when  I  returned,  about  August  Ist,  the 
prisoners  were  then  wearing  the  same  clothing  purchased  by  the  State,  after 
which  Estell  bought  some  blue  and  white  cotton  goods,  which  were  manufactured 
by  the  prisoners  into  shirts  and  pants.  He  also  purchased  a  small  quantity  of 
very  inferior  shoes,  which  is  the  total  of  all  clothing  purchased  during  the  time 
I  was  there.  The  prisoners  generally  during  the  latter  part  of  my  term  were 
very  poorly  clothed,  in  some  cases  with  scarcely  sufficient. to  hide  their  naked- 
ness; some  few  were  furnished  by  their  friends  with  the  necessary  ciSthing. 

Messrs.  Graham  and  Pomeroy,  through  the  clerk,  Mr.  Backus,  were  the  par- 
ties who  ordered  the  provisions,  the  quantity  of  which  was  very  limited,  being 
not  sufficient  for  men  confined,  without  employment,  and  nearly  all  were  actively 
employed,  producing  murmuring  and  discontent  among  both  employees  and  pria- 
oners,  several  of  which  employees  left,  stating  that  to  be  the  cause.  Neither 
sugar  or  coffee  was  given  to  prisoners  during  my  stay,  nor  for  a  portion  of  the 
time  to  the  employees.  One  Spanish  beef,  averaging  850  pounds,  was  killed 
daily;  the  best  portion  of  which  was  sent  to  San  Francisco,  to  Graham  and  Es- 
tell, and  sold  or  gave  away  to  other  parties  at  San  Rafael  and  the  vicinity  of  the 
prison.  The  prisoners  would  come  to  me  frequently  after  finishing  their  tasks  at 
the  brick  yards,  and  beg  to  be  allowed  to  go  into  the  corral  and  get  the  offal, 
which  being  permitted,  they  would  devour  the  same,  and  in  some  cases  without 
being  cooked.  From  seeing  the  quantity  set  at  the  table,  and  the  voracity  with 
which  they  devoured  the  offal,  I  am  able  to  state  they  were  not  half  fed.  At 
one  time  there  were  a  large  quantity  of  damaged  hams  arrived  from  San  Fran- 
cisco, which  were  so  poor  and  injurious  to  the  health,  that  Dr.  Lockwood,  a 
prison  doctor,  (convict  deputy,)  stated  to  me  that  they  were  poisonous,  and 
unless  Estell  gave  the  prisoners  fresh  meat,  or  a  change,  he  would  kill  all  the 
prisoners;  that  at  that  time  there  were  forty  on  the  sick  list,  and  two  deaths;  a 
large  portion  of  the  same  was  eaten  by  the  prisoners  and  the  balance  thrown  to 
the  hogs,  and  not  being  eaten  by  them,  were  collected  and  burned. 

The  treatment  of  a  female  convict  in  extremely  delicate  health,  by  the  Soper* 
intendent,  Mr.  Graham,  has  already  been  published,  and  which  for  crnelty  is 
unparalleled. 

Estell  employed  about  2€  or  25  guards,  whilst  the  Directors  had  from  35  to 
40.  More  of  the  convicts  were  employed  at  various  occupations  outside  and 
away  from  the  Prison  during  the  reign  of  Estell  than  when  under  the  Directors, 
consequently  the  necessity  of  more  guards  to  prevent  escapes,  which  were  almort 
daily.  Paddy  Martin,  sentenced  from  San  Francisco,  for  rape,  for  seven  years, 
lived  on  the  outside  of  the  Prison  grounds,  and  never  had  a  key  turned  on  him 
whilst  I  was  there,  to  my  knowledge.  His  wife  occasionally  called  to  see  him, 
and  stayed  two  or  three  days.  During  the  last  two  months  I  was  there  he  lived 
in  San  Francisco,  having  left  in  company  with  Estell,  on  same  boat.  Whilst  I 
was  in  San  Francisco  (two  months  afterward.)  he  eithei^gave  himself  up  or  was 
confined  in  that  County  Jail. 

Rodman  Backus,  and  some  twenty  others,  termed  "  trusties,"  lived  outside 
the  Prison  walls  entirely,  and  were  never  under  lock  and  key  during  my  employ. 
A  large  number  of  the  escaped  are  persons  termed  *^  trusties,"  so  appointed  by 
Estell  and  head  agent.  One  man,  sent  from  El  Dorado,  for  mole  stealing,  (can- 
not recollect  his  name,)  was  never  looked  up,  and  next  day  after  arrival  wai 


sent  in  s  gong  across  tbe  Bay  to  cnt  timber,  bj  order  of  Bsrtell,  and  escaped. 
The  gang  wad  oomposed  of  six  or  eight  '^  trasties/'  and  had  no  guard  vrith 
them.  One  of  the  conTtcts  returned  next  morning  and  gave  information  of  his 
escape.  The  prisoners  were  employed  during  the  winter  months,  while  under  the 
Directory,  in  grading  the  yard  inside  of  walls  and  digging  out  clay  for  brick 
making,  and  when  ^tell  took  possession  everything  was  in  readiness,  (tools  in- 
cluded,) and  in  complete  order  for  a  remunerative  spring  business.  When  I  left, 
about  the  Ist  November,  there  had  been  very  few  additfbos  to  the  necessary 
implements. 

I  went  there  about  the  first  of  December,  1856,  in  charge  of  three  prisoners, 
two  from  Trinity  and  one  from  El  Dorado.  I  found  the  same  State's  clothing, 
or  what  there  were  left  of  same,  on  the  prisoners,  some  without  either  boots  or 
shoes.  I  arrived  after  dark,  and  could  find  no  free  men  there  to  receipt  for 
prisoners.  A  man  by  the  name  of  Howard,  convict  from  San  Francisco,  signed 
the  name  of  Esteli,  and  Wells,  Captain  of  Quard,  on  the  receipt.  The  next 
morning  I  made  inquiry  who  were  the  officers,  and  ascertained  that  Howard  was 
Assistant  Captain  of  Guard,  McLean  was  acting  as  Superintendent,  and  Qalla- 

fher  as  Commissary,  Backus  a  clerk,  all  of  whom  were  convicts,  and,  except 
toward,  slept  outside  the  walls.

EXHIBIT  NO.  6.  / 

WiLUAM  PuRSLST,  of  Marysvillc,  being  duly  sworn  by  the  Committee,  deposes: 

Was  employed  by  General  Esteli  for  about  two  months  as  Superintendent  of 
brick  makiLg,  commencing  on  April  27,  1856;  was  also  living  in  the  vicinity  for 
about  two  months,  and  was  at  the  Prison  nearly  every  day  dnring  the  four  months. 
When  I  first  went  to  the  Prison,  the  prisoners  were  well  supplied  with  clothing, 
blankets,  &c.  Prior  to  my  leaving,  'the  men  became  destitute,  in  some  cases 
being  compelled  to  use  and  make  up  clothing  from  old  flour  sacks,  &c.  To  my 
knowledge  there  was  no  clothing  brought  there,  or  any  famished  dnring  my  stay. 
The  reason  my  attention  was  drawn  more  particularly  to  these  facts,  was  owing 
to  my  application  to  the  Store  Keeper,  Mr.  Henry,  for  flour  sacks  for  use,  and 
who  informed  me  that  they  had  been  all  used  as  above  stated,  and  that  several  of 
the  best  working  men  were  confined  solely  for  the  reason  that  they  had  neither 
clothing  or  material  to  manufacture  them.  For  about  three  weeks  prior  to  the 
time  I  left,  the  prisoners  were  fed  on  bad  bacon  only,  which  is  said  to  have 
caused  sickness,  and  in  one  case  death.     The  bacon  was  actually  offensive. 

I  know  several  escapes  during  my  term,  some  of  whom  were  recaptured.  I 
hiire  frequently  seen  prisoners  termed  "trusties,^'  in  San  Francisco,  walking  the 
streets  without  guard.  McLean,  sent  from  Sacramento  city,  for  grand  larceny, 
for,  I  think,  ten  years,  was  employed  ^s  an  Overseer  of  a  gang  of  convicts  outside 
of  the  walls,  and  I  was  informed  by  one  of  the  guard,  that  at  the  time  of  being 
shot  by  Gallagher,  a  convict,  he  was  allowed  to  sleep  outside  the  walls.  Paddy 
Martin,  from  San  Francisco,  was  never  confined,  and  occupied  a  small  brick 
building,  farnished  him  by  Esteli  ;  and  the  general  report  in  Marin  was  that  he 
paid  Esteli  $3  per  day  for  his  time.  His  family  were  allowed  to  visit  him  at 
any  land  all 'times.    I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  were  manufactured  during  the 
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past  season  by  convict  labor  about  1,000,000  bricks,  which,  at  $t  per  thonnnd, 
wonld  pay  for  keeping  and  clothing  convicts,  and  all  other  expenses  of  ih« 
prison,  dnring  the  brick  making  season — of  about  six  months.

Wm.  H.  Woodcock,  of  Marysville,  being  duly  sworn  before  the  Committee, 
deposes : 

About  the  middle  of  last  July,  I  arrested,  in  my  capacity  as  Police  officer,  at 
Marysville,  a  man  convict  of  grand  larceny  at  Coloma,  by  the  name  of  Edward 
Phelps,  aticLS  Dick  Turpin,  who  I  knew  had  escaped  from  Marin  State 
Prison.  I  confined  him  in  the  stationhonse  for  about  a  week  or  ten  days,  and 
could  have  arrested  him  before  had  I  thonght  it  necessary.  On  the  day  of  his 
arrest  I  wrote  to  Gen.  Estell,  directing  the  lette'r  to  *'6en.  Estell,  Lessee 
State  Prison,  State  of  California/'  stating  the  fact  of  his  arrest,  description, 
&c.  Not  receiving  any  answer  to  same,  I  wrot^  to  some  of  my  acquaintances 
at  San  Francisco,  who  informed  roe  that  I  would  not  be  paid  the  expense  of 
keeping  and  returning  said  prisoner,  and  I  released  him.  Since  that  time  I  have 
seen  several  other  escaped  convicts,  but  I  could  not  pay  the  expense  of  retura- 
ing  them  from  my  own  resources.

Hon.  O.  H.  Rogers.  Chairman  State  Prison  Committee: 

Sir: — I  have  received  your  note  of  yesterday  in  relation  to  my  understanding 
of  the  effect  of  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  (in  the  case  of  The  People 
ez  rel.  v.  Johnson  Noles,)  upon  the  State  Prison  contract  entered  into  under  the 
law  of  1856. 

In  answer  to  your  inquiries,  I  desire  to  state,  that  in  my  opinion  it  necessarily 
results  from  the  decision  in  that  case,  that  the  law  of  1856,  appropriating,  as  it 
does,  large  sums  of  money  to  the  Lessee  of  the  State  Prison,  is  unconstitutional 
and  void ;  that  the  contract  entered  into  under  that  law  is  also  void,  and  that 
under  said  contract  the  Lessee  has  no  vested  rights  whatever.  If  the  law  itself 
is  a  nullity,  the  contract  entered  into  under  that  law  is  also  a  nallity  and  ie  void; 
and  a  void  contract  cannot  vest  any  rights  in  either  of  the  parties  to  it.

Hon.  Richard  M.  Jbssup,  of  the  Special  Committee  of  the  Assembly  on  State 
FrisoD: 

Dear  Sir: — Yoar  commanication  of  the  10th,  on  behalf  of  the  above-named 
Committee,  requesting  answers  to  the  several  interrogatories  therein  contained, 
relative  to  the  Act  of  March,  1856,  creating  a  Board  of  State  Prison  Commis- 
sioners, and  defining  their  dnties,  has  been  duly  received,  and  1  beg  leave  to  an- 
swer your  several  interrogatories  as  follows: 

Interrogatory  \st, — In  regard  to  the  first  inquiry,  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners adopted  in  June  Isst  the  old  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Directors,  then 
in  force  at  the  State  Prison,  and  conspicuously  posted,  which  have  not  been 
altered  or  amended  since;  |b  copy  of  which  I  am  unable  to  furnish. 

Interrogatory  2d, — In  regard  to  your  second  inquiry,  I  beg  leave  to  say  that 
I. have  no  personal  knowledge  as  to  the  daily  attention  given  by  the  Directors  to 
the  enforcement  of  said  rules  and  regulations,  and  have  never  been  officially  in- 
formed of  any  delinquency  on  their  part,  or  delinquency  on  the  part  of  the  Les- 
see. I  received  but  one  letter  from  any  of  the  Directors,  which  was  from  Mr. 
Alex.  Bell ;  the  contents  of  which  are  not  distinctly  remembered,  but  I  think 
referred  solely  to  the  subject  of  rules  and  r^ulations. 

Interrogatory  3^. — Section  5th  of  said  Act  requires  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners to  visit  the  Prison  from  time  to  time,  &c.,  fixing  no  definite  period,  there- 
by rendering  several  efforts  made  by  myself  to  visit  the  Prison,  in  company  with 
the  other  Commissioners,  ineffectual,  by  reason  of  the  distance  of  my  residence 
from  theirs,  and  non-conformity  of  their  business  engagements  with  mine  ;  though 
Col.  Whitman,  one  of  the  Commissioners,  has  informed  me  from  time  to  time 
that  he  had  made  visits  to  the  Prison  in  accordance  with  the  law,  and  found  all 
things  right.  The  Commissioners,  as  a  Board,  have  made  but  one  visit  to  the 
Prison,  which  was  in  the  latter  part  of  March  or  first  of  April,  1856. 

Interrogatory  4th, — I  have  received  the  sum  of  $260  80,  in  Controller's  war- 
rants, under  the  above  Act,  and  an  Act  approved  April  19tfa,  1856,  to  pay  the 
Lieut.  Governor  for  services  as  member  of  the  Board  of  State  Prison  Commis- 
sioners ;  and  know  of  no  sum  received  by  the  other  Commissioners.

To  the  Hon.  Committee  on  State  Prison,  from  Assembly,  State  of  California : 

(j^ENTLEMBN  : — lu  compliauce  with  a  request  from  your  Committee,  I  submit 
to  your  consideration  the  following  facts  connected  with  the  management  of  the 
State  Prison  for  the  past  year,  viz  : 

After  entering  upon  the  duties  as  one  of  the  Directors  of  the  institution  above 
referred  to,  I  opened  a  correspondence  as  Director  and  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  with  the  then  '*  Inspectors  of  the  State  Prison,"  namely  :  His 
Excellency  Gov.  Johnson,  Hon.  David  F.  Douglas,  and  Hon.  O.  W.  Whitman, 
all  of  which  I  have  heretofore  submitted  to  your  inspection,  believing  it  im^or- 
62a 
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tant  as  testimony  to  justiiy  me  in  the  conrse  I  hare  pnrsned  in  the  small  share  I 
have. had  in  the  management  of  the  Prison  np  to  the  present  time. 

As  jou  will  fiod  from  the  correspondence  the  facts  referred  to,  I  deem  it  un- 
necessary to  recapitnlate  the  same,  consequently  I  will  gi?e  yon  in  a  few  words 
the  history. 

Gen.  J.  M.  Estell  took  possession  on  the  29th  of  March,  A.  D.  1856,  as  Les- 
see, and  before  taking  possession  he  had  supplied,  by  A.  M.  Hay,  five  thousand 
dollars  in  provisions,  and  is  now  justly  indebted  to  the  State  in  that  sum.  H^ 
has,  to  my  knowledge,  since  he  has  had  charge  of  the  Prison,  turned  loose  on 
the  community  in  San  Francisco  a  horde  of  convicts  ;  also,  in  the  county  of  Ma- 
rin the  same  has  been  done,  and  in  place  of  his  carrying  ont  the  spirit  and  in- 
tent of  the  law,  the  contrary  has  been  the  fact.  In  regard  to  the  number  of 
escapes  I  need  not  refer,  presuming  you  have  examined  his  books,  which  I  bad 
DO  right  to  do  under  the  law. 

When  the  Lessee  took  possession  he  claimed,  under  the  contract  made  with 
the  Gammissioners,  the  right  to  possession  of  all  property,  consisting  of  hogs, 
horses,  cows,  oxen,  machinery,  provisions,  &c„  belonging  to  the  State.  At  the 
State  Prison  included,  was  as  above  referred  to,  not  only  the  quantity  purchased 
and  supplied  him  at  or  after  the  time  of  his  making  the  contract,  but  also  a  lai^ 
quantity  on  hand  at  the  Prison,  (£.  Meredith  will  testify  as  Commissary,)  all  of 
which  should  have  been  charged  to  said  Lessee,  in  Justice  to  the  State  ;  but  as 
you  will  notice  from  the  correspondence  with  Commissioners  who  let  the  contract, 
I  have  been  unable  notwithstanding  all  my  efforts  to  once  see  the  contract,  nor  do 
I  officially  know  there  to  be  one  in  existence.  The  Commissioners  gave  possession 
to  the  Lessee  without  even  notifying  the  Board  of  Directors  that  they  were  au- 
thorized by  law  to  do  so,  and  have  never  furnished  me  with  the  slightest  informa- 
tion as  to  any  rule  or  law  that  should  govern  my  course  as  a  Director.  Immediately 
upon  the  Lessee  taking  possession,  I  was  given  to  understand  both  by  him  and  bis 
agent,  that  I  must  give  possession  of  the  rooms  I  occupied,  one  as  an  office  and 
the  other  as  a  bed  room,  which  was  accordingly  done,  as  I  understood  the  State 
had  leased  him  all  the  property,  reserving  nothing  for  the  Directors  on  which  to 
either  subsist  or  live,  not  even  a  house  to  cover  them — he  saying  that  when  I  was 
at  the  Prison  1  coul'i  be  his  guest.  My  position  after  being  elected  by  the  people 
T  thought  should  have  at  least  protected  me  from  insult  and  humiliation,  bat  I 
regret  to  say  to  your  Honorable  Committee  that  such  was  not  the  case. 

While  looking  on  and  protesting  against  the  villainy  being  perpetrated  on  the 
State  I  have  not  had  even  the  consolation  to  know  that  1  could  prove  v^hat  I  could 
swear  to,  and  knew  to  be  the  facts.  In  connection  with  this  matter  permit  me  to 
refer  to  the  testimony  of  one  Will.  Hicks  Graham,  who  swore  to  the  reason  why  I 
bad  to  leave  the  Prison,  and  that  it  was  because  I  had  a  large  family  to  feed, 
etc.  This  may  be  the  reason,  but  such  was  not  indicated  to  me  by  Oen.  Estell ; 
so  far  from  it,  both  him  and  his  agent  knew  that  I  bought  my  own  provisions  and 
was  no  tax  to  him  further  than  a  small  quantity  of  miserable  poor  beef,  such  as  was 
not  in  my  opinion,  even  suitable  for  any  human  being,  and  I  called  the  attention 
of  the  agent  to  this  fact,  who  was  aware  of  the  whole  matter.  •  In  fact  the  object 
to  be  attained  was  simply  to  get  rid  of  my  supervision,  and  this  they  succeeded 
in  doing.  In  regard  to  the  note  given  to  A.  M.  Hay,  I  personally  know  noticing; 
the  evidence  is  before  you  from  which  to  draw  your  own  conclusion. 

Should  the  Legislature  determine  to  abolish  the  office  of  "State  Prison  Piree- 
tor,"  I  should  certainly  suggest  respectfully  to  your  Honorable  body,  torecommend 
the  fiaasage  of  a  law  to  give  some  one  the  right  to  control,  to  some  extent,  the 
management  of  the  institution  while  farmed  out.  The  Honorable  Attorney  Oeo- 
eral,  together  with  eminent  counsel,  have  unqualifiedly  assured  me  that  the  U^ 
giving  the  right  to  lease  or  farm  out  the  Prison  as  done,  was  unconstitutional. 
Mfssrs.  Jas.  Baldwin  and  Gov.  Foote,  Crittenden,  and  others,  are  the  cooosel 
alluded  to;  this,  however,  you  have  already  inveat^j^ated,  no  doubt. 
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As  I  before  remarked,  od  the  29th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1856,  said  Lessee 
took  possession,  and  on  the  30th  of  the  same  month,  drew  his  warrants  for 
$10,000,  and  I  presame  has  continued  to  draw  in  advance  the  same  amount  every 
mouth  op  to  the  present  time  ,  and  in  addition  to  this,  had  supplied  him  some- 
thing near  $10,000  worth  of  supplies,  together  with  a  large  amount  of  perishable 
property,  such  as  horses,  hogs,  oxen,  carts,  mules,  cows,  machiuery,  vessels  and 
rigging,  all  of  which  will  be  entirely  consumed  ere  this  contract  ceases. 

As  soon  as  the  law  was  passed,  the  contract  was  given  to  the  present  Lessee; 
and  even  before  it  was  known  that  the  Commissioners  had  received  their  appoint- 
mentSy  I  heard  the  Lessee  make  a  bet  that  he  then  had  the  contract,  the  other 
party  saying  that  "I  would  give  the  amount  to  know  that  you  had  it,"  (meaning 
the  contract.) 

Permit  me,  gentlemen,  to  again  refer  to  charges  that  may  be  or  have  been 
made  against  me  for  neglect  of  duty.  I  have  only  to  refer  you  to  circumstances 
as  before  stated,  and  also  to  the  following  named  gentlemen:  the  Hon.  Attor- 
ney General,  Kichard  Roman,  Hon.  J.  J.  Kendrick,  Assembly;  Elobert  Haley, 
Esq.,  and  J.  F.  McCauley,  to  satisfy  your  Honorable  Committee  that  I  have 
done  all  an  honorable  man  could  have  done  under  the  circumstances.  Whatever 
pecauiary  embarrassments  the  course  pursued  by  these  parties  have  entailed 
upon  me,  do  not  compare  with  the  humiliation  I  have  been  compelled,  as  a  pub- 
lic officer,  to  submit  to;  and  allow  me  to  say,  in  this  connection,  that  I  am  sat- 
isfied that  the  plan  to  defraud  the  State  was  conceived  in  fraud  and  brought 
forth  in  iniquity,  long  since;  and  I  hope  by  patient  investigation  upon  your  part, 
and  the  little  assistance  I  can  render  you,  you  will  ere  long  be  able  to  ferret  oat 
the  guilty  parties,  and  consign  them  to  the  fate  they  so  richly  merit. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  allow  me  to  state  to  you  my  opinion  in  regard  to 
the  present  system  and  management  of  the  Prison,  I  regard  it  as  a  disgrace  to 
the  State,  which  in  any  other  country  would  not  be  permitted  to  exist.  From 
the  day  that  the  Lessee  took  possession,  his  whole  object  seems  to  have  been  to 
keep  secret  his  management.  Situated  upon  an  almost  isolated  point,  far  from 
the  public  gaze,  he  and  his  employees  have  been  known  to  do  acts  heretofore  un- 
heard of  in  a  civilized  community,  and  when  it  was  known,  and  a  committee  sent 
to  investigate  his  management,  I  presume  he  made  his  arrangements  accordingly. 
I  have  myself  seen  convicts  stalking  through  the  streets  of  San  Francisco  in 
broQght  daylight,  without  even  the  right  to  interfere.  I  have  been  cognizant 
of  the  fact  that  large  numbers  have  escaped,  and  no  reward  has  been  offered  by 
Lessee  or  the  Commissioners,  and  no  effort  made  to  protect  the  citizens  of  the 
State  from  their  depredations. 
I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  above,  and  remain  your  ob't  serv't.

Permit  me  to  add  to  the  foregoing,  some  reasons  why  I  feel  anxious  that  there 
should  be  some  one  to  supervise  the  acts  of  the  Lessee,  (he  having  the  right 
under  the  law  to  re-lease  to  other  parties.)  Under  the  existing  law,  it  is  a  well 
known  fact  that,  where  there  are  so  many  employees  hired  at  a  small  month^ 
salary,  some  may  be  on  giMrd  or  in  employ,  who  might  be  willing,  tor  a  consid- 
eration, even  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Lessee,  to  permit  them  to  escape— 
these  escapes  have  been  and  will  continue  to  be  a  sore  curse  upon  our  Staie, 
particularly  to  the  counties  of  Monterey,  San  Luis  Obispo,  Santa  Barbara, 
Talare,  San  Bernardiuo,  San  Diego  and  Los  Angeles,  and  in  order  to  protect 
the  interest  and  lives  of  the  citizens  of  these  counties,  I  respectfully  ask  of  your 
Honorable  Committee  to  recommend  the  passage  of  some  law  calcnlated  to 
cheek  this  evU  as  it  exists;  and  permit  me  to  state  to  yoar  Hoaorable  Comaiit- 
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tee,  that  in  my  opinion,  if  the  present  system  abore  referred  to  had  not  been 
adopted,  the  lives  and  property  ot  many  valuable  citizens  would  have  been  saved 
to  the  State.  You,  gentlemen,  no  doubt  recollect  the  geographical  position  of 
the  southern  counties,  particularly  San  Diego,  Los  Angeles,  and  San  BernardiDO. 
Exposed  as  they  have  been,  not  only  to  the  ravages  of  a  horde  of  robbers, 
thieves  and  murderers,  who  have  been  headed  by  escaped  convicts,  but  the  pecu- 
liar locality  has  invited  all  renegades;  and  to  add  to  this,  is  the  misfortune  of 
having  had  no  rain  for  nearly  twelve  months  past,  Los  Angeles  and  San  Diego 
counties  have  been  made  the  receptacle  of  two-thirds  of  the  villains  who  had  left 
the  Northern  portion  of  the  State,  and  as  my  home  has  been  in  the  lower  coan- 
try,  I  desire,  in  the  discharge  of  my  dnties,  to  particularly  direct  your  atteDtioo 
to  this  matter.

Has  heard  that  a  note  for  $5,000,  drawn  by  J.  M.  Estell,  was  given  to  A.  M. 
Hay,  and  by  him  turned  over  to  McKenzie,  afterward  discounted  by  J.  F.  Mc- 
Cauley.  McKenzie  told  me  that  Le  had  received  the  note  from  Hay  after  it 
was  discounted  by  McCauley.  Does  not  know  what  the  note  was  given  for,  and 
declines  giving  the  conversation  between  him  and  McKenzie,  owing  to  its  being 
of  a  strictly  confidential  and  private  nature.  This  conversation  took  place  while 
I  was  in  Sacramento — during  the  session  of  the  Legislature — endeavoring  to 
prevent  the  passage  of  a  bill  abolishing  the  State  Prison  Directors.  In  a  con- 
versation with  J.  M.  Estell,  I  succeeded  in  persuading  him  to  withdraw  his  ob- 
jections to  its  passage.

I  was 
reimbursed  for  the  use  and  face  of  same  to  my  satisfaction  by  the  party  to  whom 
I  loaned  it;  don't  know  whether  it  was  paid  at  maturity.

J.  F.  McGaulst,  being  doly  sworn  before  the  Oommittee,  deposes  as  follows  : 
I  resided  in  San  Francidco  from  January  Ist  to  February  5tb,  1866,  tben  left 
for  the  Eastern  States.  I  furnished  beef  for  the  Prison  at  Marin  from  January 
Ist  to  March  29th,  inclusive  ;  when  absent,  it  was  furnished  by  my  agent,  Mr. 
Jas.  S.  Thuston,  according  to  a  contract  with  the  Directors  now  on  file  in  the 
Controller's  office.  The  beef  was  killed  at  San  Francisco,  and  owing  to  calms 
and  hot  weather,  on  one  occasion  it  spoiled  on  the  passage  to  Marin,  which  re- 
sulted in  the  correspondence  between  Director  Bell  and  myself,  as  shown  in  his 
letters.  There  was  an  appropriation  for  the  Prison,  passed  by  the  Legislature 
February  14th,  1866,  of  $16,000.  I  did  not  receive  any  portion  of  that  appro- 
priation, and  I  have  recently  ascertained  that  it  was  not  intended  for  previous 
indebtedness,  but  for  future  contingencies.  I  received  a  portion  of  an  appro- 
priation made  by  Legislature  April  tth,  1856,  of  $82,000,  but  do  not  recollect 
amount  so  received  ;  think  it  was  about  one-half  of  my  account.  I  hold  a  note, 
(shown,)  drawn  by  J.  M.  Estell  and  Archibald  Woods  for  $5,000,  payable 
November  1,  1856.  I  advanced  money  on  this  note  at  the  request  of  McKen- 
zie,  in  San  Francisco.  Mr.  Bell  and  the  other  Directors  did  not  agree  on  mat- 
ters pertaining  directly  to  the  control  and  management  of  the  State  Prison, 
Complaints  were  made  by  Bell  about  the  quantity  and  quality  of  provisions, 
clothing,  &c.,  which  irritated  the  other  contractors.  So  far  as  my  knowledge 
extends,  Mr.  Bell  has  conducted  and  managed  his  duties,  as  State  Prison  Direc- 
tor, honestly  and  fairly.

Leonard  Smith,  resident  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  being  duly  sworn,  de- 
poses : 

Was  Deputy  Warden  of  State  Prison  at  San  Quentin  from  January  1,  1866, 
to  April  1,  1866  ;  during  that  time  the  provisions  were  furnished  by  F.  F.  Mc* 
Eenzie,  Warden.  Bacon  was  of  a  poor  quality,  and  condemned  by  a  commit- 
tee appointed,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Knox,  Haralson,  Brooks  and  Stocker.  The 
flour  was  of  second  quality,  but  sweet.  The  fresh  beef  was  of  good  quality. 
Coffee  was  served  twice  each  day.  A  large  quantity  of  beans  (say  26,000  lbs.) 
were  condemned  by  the  above  Committee  of  four.  There  was  a  large  quantity 
of  clothing  and  provisions  on  hand,  which  were  paid  for  by  the  State  at  the 
time  Estell  took  charge.  Everything  was  in  readiness  for  the  commencement  of 
the  Spring  labor  of  convicts  to  be  remunerative.  Gen.  Estell  took  possession  of 
all  the  buildings,  furniture,  bedding,  &c.,  belonging  to  the  State,  and  occupied 
by  the  Directors.  I  have  seen  quite  a  large  number  of  prisoners  in  San  Fran- 
cisco since  the  present  Lessee  took  possession — on  Montgomery  street,  at  the 
hotels,  and  other  places,  without  any  guard.

That  he  is  acquainted  with  Gen.  Estell,  Lessee  of  the  State  Prison  ;  that  he 
(witness)  resides  in  Sonoma  county  ;  that  he  is  acquainted  with  one  Francisco 
Esparze,  who  was  convicted  in  the  summer  of  1855,  in  the  Court  of  Sessions  of 
the  county  of  Sonoma,  of  the  offense  of  grand  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  impris- 
onment in  the  State  Prison  for  a  term  of  two  and  a  half  years.  Witness,  oq 
the  evening  of  the  26tb  day  of  January,  1857i  was  at  the  International  Hotel 
In  San  Francisco,  and  the  said  Francisco  came  into  said  hotel  and  had  a  conver- 
sation with  witness  about  his  imprisonment,  during  which  the  said  Francisco  in- 
formed deponent  that  he  had  been  living  in  San  Francisco  with  Gen.  Estell  for 
more  than  two  months  last  past ;  that  be  desired  deponent  to  get  a  pardon  from 
the  Governor  for  the  offense,  as  he  did  not  wish  to  remain  under  the  disability  of 
a  convicted  felon  ;  that  he  did  not  have  much  to  do  at  Gen.  Esteirs.  Depo- 
nent says  that  said  Francisco  at  said  interview  was  well  dressed,  having  nothing 
about  him  to  indicate  that  he  was  a  convicted  felon.  Said  Francisco,  on  his 
trial  in  Sonoma  county,  pleaded  guilty  to  the  indictment  on  which  he  was  sen- 
tenced. Said  Francisco  requested  to  see  deponent  this  evening,  (Jan.  27th,)  at 
the  International,  and  said  he  could  and  would  call  at  six  o'clock,  P.  M.

Wm.  Hioks  Graham,  being  sworn  before  the  Committee,  deposes  as  follows: 

I  took  charge  of  the  State  Prison  on  the  28th  or  29th  of  March,  as  Saperin- 
tendent;  remained  in  that  capacity  until  about  October  8th,  1856;  the  evening 
I  took  charge,  Messrs.  Bell,  McEenzie  and  Wilson,  Directors,  were  present,  and 
an  inventory  taken,  by  their  order,  a  copy  of  which  is  now  on  file  in  the  Coo* 
troUer's  office.  Under  the  law  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  to  pre- 
scribe the  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Prison;  I  accordiaglj 
desired  Col.  Whitman  to  furnish  such  copy  of  rules  and  regulations,  and  was  told 
to  go  on  and  govern  under  same  rules  as  established  by  the  Directors,  and  I 
believe  my  discipline  was  the  same  as  carried  out  by  them.  When  I  took 
charge,  neither  money  nor  valuables  belonging  to  prisoners  were  handed  over  to 
me,  which  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Warden  or  his  deputy  to  give  to  his  succes- 
sor in  office.  Gen.  Estell  was  desirous  that  Col.  Bell  should  leave  the  Prison, 
for  the  reason  that  he  objected  to  the  support  of  Bell's  family,  but  was  willing  to 
afford  room  and  subsistence  for  Bell  himself.  Since  the  8ih  of  October,  I  have 
IMSted  in  San  Francisco  as  the  agent  of  Gen.  Estell.  During  my  term  of  office 
as  Superintendent,  the  average  quality  and  quantity  of  food  for  prisoners  was 
eqaal  to  that  of  laborers  generally  throughout  the  State  of  California.

John  C.  Gobdon,  being  duly  sworn,  says  : 

Have  been  acting  Superintendent  of  the  State  Prison  since  the  21st  day  of 
December,  1856.    I  acted  as  Saperintendent  of  the  State  Prison  for  the  State 
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of  Missouri,  for  aboat  13  years,  ending  in  the  fall  of  1853.  One  of  the  first 
objects  in  a  State  Prison  is  to  separate  the  prisoners,  and  prevent  commonieatioD. 
I  have  fonnd  it  impracticable  to  separate  here  the  prisoners,  and  there  has  not 
been  accommodations  in  prison  rooms  to  allow  all  the  prisoners  to  «]eep  inside 
the  walls  with  comfort.  In  mj  opinion  the  locality  here  is  net  saitable,  and  I 
think  it  would  be  better  to  divide  the  prisoners  and  have  separate  localities. 
There  are  a  great  many  prisoners  out  of  clothing  for  winter — they  lack  shirts. 
They  ought  to  have  enough  for  a  change.  I  am  of  opinion  the  class  of  prisoners 
will  not  allow  of  extensive  manufacturing.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  natural 
aversion  of  the  prisoners  will  be  such  that  there  should  be  branches.  I  think  a 
large  portion  of  the  prisoners  could  be  best  worked  at  cutting  stone  and  making 
brick.  I  have  been  here  a  little  over  a  month,  and  never  was  here  before.  I 
have  not  been  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  working  of  the  prisoners  to  know 
where  they  could  be  removed  advantageously  or  not.  These  are  new  erode 
opinions  formed  hastily,  having  been  here  but  a  short  time.

John  0.  Gordon,  Superintendent  California  State  Prison,  upon  oath: 

I  believe  that  under  ordinary  circumstances  there  are  a  sufficient  nnmber  of 
guards  to  safely  keep  the  prisoners;  I  do  not  know  that  they  are  sworn  to  a 
faithful  performance  of  duty;  I  have  been  told  that  they  were  not  sworn.  I  do 
not  know  of  ray  personal  knowledge  whether  they  are  promptly  paid  or  not,  but 
•many  of  the  employees  have  told  me  they  could  not  get  their  pay  as  it  was  pro- 
mised them,  and  talked  of  leaving  in  consequence  of  the  difficulty  they  bad  in 
getting  their  pay. 

I  believe  the  employees  have  had  reason  to  find  fault  with  the  food  furnished 
them,  or  rather,  that  the  proper  supply  of  some  necessary  articles  of  food  were 
not  furnished.  I  do  not  think  the  prisoners  are  now  being  furnished  with  a  suffi<- 
ciency  of  good  wholesome  food.  This  state  of  partial  want  has  existed  for  sev- 
eral days,  and  has  caused  me  much  anxiety.  Their  food  during  this  time  has 
been  light  rations  of  bread  and  mackerel  or  corned  beef.  It  is  not  customary 
to  furnish  the  convicts  with  either  tea  or  coffee — except  in  sickness.  There  is  a 
deficiency  in  clothing.  Among  the  first  of  my  orders  upon  the  Lessee,  I  named 
the  articles  of  shirts,  shoes  and  blankets,  and  I  since  urged  the  Lessee  to  farnish 
them,  but  he.  has  not  as  yet  attended  to  this  request.  There  has  not  been  a 
change  of  clothing  for  all  the  prisoners  since  I  came,  and  it  is  impossible  to  keep 
the  men  firee  from  filth,  unless  they  are  provided  with  a  full  change.  It  is  not 
customary  to  furnish  the  convicts  with  coats,  still  I  think  it  would  be  advisable 
to  furnish  them.  For  the  want  of  clothing  I  have  thought  it  advisable  to  keep 
some  of  the  convicts  in  their  cells,  or  in  the  long  room,  in  bad  weather,  while  in 
good  weather  I  set  them  at  breaking  stone.  Unless  food  and  clothing  are  far- 
nished  at  once  to  meet  the  present  urgent  wants  of  the  institution,  I  shall,  as 
Superintendent  of  the  Prison,  be  compelled  to  resort  to  means  to  keep  the  pris- 
oners, that  might  compromise  the  dignity  of  the  State.  At  this  time  there  is 
not  more  than  light  rations,  that  may  last  until  Saturday  night,  2l8t  February, 
and  I  may  be  compelled  to  keep  the  prisoners  in  close  confinement  because  of 
the  dissatisfaction  arising  from  the  want  of  full  supplies.

JoBN  £.  Morton,  apon  oath,  says: 

I  have  been  an  attache  to  the  California  State  Prison  since  January,  1856. 
As  far  as  I  know,  under  the  Directory,  I  believe  there  was  no  cause  of  com- 
plaint in  reference  to  food  or  clothing.  I  think  printed  rules  and  regulations 
were  in  the  possession  of  the  officers  and  guards,  pointing  out  the  duties  of  each 
officer.  The  "Trusty"  system  was  practiced  under  the  Directory  of  1856. 
I  think  there  was  an  abundance  of  clothing  and  food  on  hand  at  the  time  the 
present  Lessee  took  possession  of  the  Prison;  I  do  not  think  there  is  a  sufficiency 
of  clothing  at  the  present  time  to  protect  them  from  the  inclemency  of  the  win- 
ter, at  least  of  shoes.  For  the  last'  month,  I  think,  as  a  general  thing,  the  pris- 
oners have  been  well  fed,  although  for  the  last  ten  or  twelve  days  there  has  been 
at  times  a  scarcity;  it  is  not  customary  to  give  them  tea  or  coffee.  For  the  last 
three  months,  I  think  escapes  have  been  less  frequent,  and  I  think  there  has 
been  a  change  in  the  general  management  of  the  institution  for  the  better;  there 
are  not  so  many  trusties  now  as  formerly,  and  less  favoritism.  I  have  heard 
general  complaint  on  account  of  the  Lessee  not  complying  i^ith  the  contract 
which  calls  for  monthly  payment  of  salaries.  I  think  at  times  the  general  table 
has  not  been  supplied  with  variety  of  food  necessary  to  satisfy  the  wants  of  la- 
boring men;  I  have  heard  general  complaint  in  reference  to  the  food  famished 
the  employees  at  times.  I  have  never  sent  an  order  to  the  Lessee  that  was  not 
paid,  although  1  have  asked  for  money  and  did  not  receive  it,  owing,  as  the  Les- 
see said,  to  his  not  having  the  means.

Henry  R  Johnson,  upon  oath,  says: 

I  have  resided  here  since  the  1st  of  January,  1856,  since  which  time  I  have 
been  an  attache  of  the  State  Prison;  I  was  sworn  to  the  faithfal  performance 
of  my  duty,  as  a  guard,  upon  my  accepting  the  office  under  Gen.  James  M. 
Estell,  Lessee  of  the  Prison.  I  do  not  know  that  printed  rules- or  regulations 
have  ever  been  distributed  among  the  employees;  I  cannot,  of  my  personal 
knowledge,  say  whether  the  prisoners  were  properly  fed  or  not;  I  believe  the 
prisoners  were  well  clad  under  the  Directory  of  1856;  I  heard  no  complaint 
made  of  the  want  of  food  or  clothing  under  that  Directory;  at  the  time  I  visited 
the  prisoners'  tables  I  think  therS  was  a  sufficiency  of  wholesome  food;  this 
visit  was  about  three  weeks  since.  Some  of  the  employees  find  much  fault  with 
the  Lessee's  plan  of  paying  the  guard;  for  myself,  1  am  satisfied  that  the  Gene- 
ral will  pay.  There  have  been  but  few  escapes  for  the  last  few  months.  I  do 
not  know  that  there  has  been  any  marked  change  in  the  management  of  the 
Prison  recently;  still,  less  men  are  allowed  to  sleep  out.  In  reference  to  escapes 
I  wish  to  state,  that  in  the  event  of  an  escape,  the  most  diligent  efforts  are  made 
to  capture  the  fugitives;  I  have  known  several  hundred  dollars  to  be  paid  as 
rewards  for  the  capture  of  those  escaping.

EXHIBIT  NO.  22. 

Joseph  0.  Connor,  employee  of  the  State  Prison,  being  sworn,  deposes  and 
says  : 

I  have  been  here  nearly  three  years  ;  I  was  here  anderthe  Directors  for  1856, 
and  under  their  admiuistration  the  prisoners  were  well  fed  and  clothed. 

Do  you  think  the  prisoners  are  as  well  fed  under  Oen.  Estell  as  under  the 
Directors  ? 

During  the  summer  I  think  they  were  quite  as  well  fed  under  Gen.  EstcU  as 
at  any  prerious  time  ;  during  the  last  two  months  they  have  not  been  as  well 
fed,  either  in  point  of  quality  or  quantity.  The  quality  of  their  food  is  not  good, 
but  in  point  of  quantity  I  think  it  sufficient  for  the  amount  of  labor  they  perform. 

Do  yon  think  Mr.  Pomeroy  has  used  the  necessary  effort  as  Commissary  to 
procure  supplies  for  the  prisoners,  both  food  and  clothing  7 

I  do.  He  has^nsed,  I  believe,  all  due  diligence  to  have  the  prisoners  well  fed 
and  clothed,  as  far  as  the  same  has  come  under  my  knowledge. 

Has  there  been  as  many  escapes  within  the  past  two  or  three  months  as  here- 
tofore ? 

There  has  not.  I  believe  Mr.  Gordon,  the  present  agent,  is  well  qnalified  to 
manage  and  direct  the  affairs  of  the  Prison.  He  is  almost  daily  making  some 
change  for  the  better,  and  has  now  got  nearly  all  the  prisoners  sleeping  within 
the  walls. 

Do  yon  know  whether  under  the  Directors  for  1856  they  were  in  the  habit  of 
swearing  in  the  guards  and  employees  of  the  Prison  ? 

They  were.  I  do  not  know  whether  it  has  been  practised  under  the  present 
Lessee. 

Do  you  know  whether  the  guards  and  other  employees  are  paid  promptly  ? 

I  understand  from  them  they  are  not,  and  there  is  some  complaint  in  regard 
to  it.

They  are  good,  substantial  buildings,  as  far  as  completed. 

Why  have  those  buildings  not  been  completed  ? 

For  want  of  material. 

Have  you  heard  any  complaint  of  too  many  prisoners  being  crowded  into  their 
cells,  or  rooms  ? 

I  have  heard  the  Doctor  complain  ;  I  have  heard  him  complain  frequently, 
and  be  has  often  urged  the  necessity  of  one  hospital  department.  The  long-room 
is  147  feet  long  by  22  feet  6  inches  wide.  The  number  of  prisoners  sleeping  in 
the  long-room  averages  230.  The  entire  size  of  the  present  Prison  is  180  feet 
by  28.

San  Quentin,  February  20th,  1857. 
Dr.  H.  Harris,  Resident  Physician  at  the  State  Prison,  apoD  oath  says: 
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I  do  not  think  the  food  and  clothing  provided  for  those  now  in  coDfinemetft 
here  is  snch  as  thej  shoold  have  to  insare  health;  not  less  than  fifty,  and  proba- 
blj  seveiitj-fiye,  are  entirely  destitute  of  shoes,  and  the  clothing  and  bedding  of 
the  convicts  are  entirely  inadequate  to  their  wants,  and  this  want  will  necessarily 
beget  ill  health  and  want  of  cleanliness. 

I  do  not  know  that  the  officers  and  attaches  acting  under  J.  M.  Estell,  lessee, 
are  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties, — under  the  "  Directory," 
they  were. 

I  do  not  believe  that  the  officers  and  guards  are  regularly  paid  their  monthly . 
salaries.    I  do  know  that  I  have  not  been  paid,  and  that  this  failure  to  pay  on 
the  part  of  the  Lessee  has  occasioned  me  much  embarrassment. 

I  have  never  seen  a  set  of  rules  or  regulations,  written  or  printed,  issued  under 
the  Lessee  for  the  government  of  the  institution.  I  have  known  instances  of 
inhumanity  arising  from  the  petulance  of  convict  overseers  that  might  not  have 
occurred  had  there  been  rules  and  regulations  defining  the  duties  of  the  different 
officers.  I  look  upon  the  mode  of  punishment  here  as  being  in  every  way  repul- 
sive to  humanity. 

I  with  great  pleasure  state  that  I  believe  the  present  Superintendent,  J.  G. 
Gordon,  has  done  as  well  for  the  institution  as  it  would  have  been  possible  for 
any  man  to  have  done  under  like  circumstances.  I  believe  him  to  be  in  every 
way  qualified — the  proper  means  being  placed  at  his  disposal — to  conduct  this 
institution  in  a  manner  calculated  to  reflect  credit  upon  himself,  and  do  honor  to 
the  State. 

To  the  question — "  Do  you  believe  that  the  Superintendent  and  officers  gene- 
rally, notwithstanding  the  discouraging  circumstances  by  which  they  are  sur- 
rounded, are  determined  to  safely  keep  and  humanely  treat  the  prisoners  con- 
fined to  their  care  ?  " — I  answer,  I  do.

EXHIBIT  NO.  26. 

To  the  Hon.  Committee  on  State  Prison  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  hand  to  year  Committee  a  snmmary  statement  of  occur- 
rences at  the  State  Prison  since  the  leasing  of  the  same  to  the  present  Lessee, 
the  Hon.  J.  M.  Estell.  On  the  29th  of  March,  1856,  the  said  Lessee  took  pos- 
session of  all  the  property  belonging  to  the  State  at  the  place  where  the  Prison 
is  located,  (San  Qaentin,)  and  has  since  that  time  exercised  fnll  control  over  the 
same. 

The  law  creating  a  Board  of  Directors  gave  to  that  Board  the  right  to  the 
use  of  snitable  buildings  for  themselves,  and  also  for  ofBces,  provisions,  and 
everything  necessary  for  the  proper  discharge  of  their  dnties.  But  the  Legisla- 
ture, it  is  to  be  presumed,  overlooked  this,  as  the  Lessee  has,  from  the  date 
above  mentioned,  claimed,  and  still  claims,  under  his  contract,  whether  justly  or 
not  it  is  for  your  Committee  to  determine,  the  exclusive  custody,  control,  and 
management,  of  all  the  property  and  appurtenances  of  the  said  Prison,  without 
regard  to  the  rights  or  privileges  which  the  said  Board  of  Directors  supposed  to 
have  been  secured  to  them  by  law. 

On  several  occasions  I  solicited,  in  writing,  the  State  Prison  Commissioners  to 
furnish  the  Directors  with  a  copy  of  the  contract  entered  into  with  the  Lessee. 
This  has  never  been  complied  with,  although  a  full  knowledge  of  the  contents  of 
that  document  was  and  is  essential  to  the  Directors  in  the  performance  of  the 
duties  assigned  them,  as  the  law  expressly  charges  upon  the  Directors  to  see 
that  the  said  contract  is  carried  out. 

Under  these  cu^cumstances,  I  wrote  to  the  Hon.  At^pmey  General  to  advise 
me  in  the  premises.  His  reply  I  submit  to  you.  In  his  communication  he  stated 
that  he  was  unable  to  obtain  a  copy  of  the  contract,  and,  further,  verbally  in- 
formed me  that  he  was  satisfied  that  the  law  under  which  the  Lessee  had  pos- 
session was  unconstitutional,  and  that  I  was  acting  properly  in  not  interfering 
with  the  Lessee,  until  the  matter  should  be  decided,  particularly  as  it  was  impos- 
sible to  ascertain,  without  some  investigation,  or  legal  procedure,  what  rights 
and  duties  the  Directors  had  during  the  existence  of  said  contract.  This,  to- 
gether with  other  circumstances,  which  I  will  communicate  to  you,  will,  I  trust, 
gentlemen,  satisfactorily  account  to  you  for  the  course  I  have  hitherto  pursued  iu 
regard  to  the  management  of  the  Prison  affairs,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned. 

If  it  is  your  intention  to  inquire  into  matters  that  occurred  prior  to  the  pos- 
session of  the  present  Lessee,  I  have  some  information  that  may  be  of  service. 

In  the  first  place,  I  can  show  by  the  books  that  the  State,  prior  to  that  time, 
had  paid  for  a  much  larger  quantity  of  provisions,  &c.,  say  100  per  cent,  more, 
than  could  have  been  consumed  by  the  prisoners  and  employees. 

Second.    A  large  amount  of  supplies  was  purchased  by  the  Warden  a  few 
•days  prior  to  the  time  the  said  Lessee  took  possession,  which  supplies  were  taken 
by  the  Lessee,  but  charged  to  and  paid  for  by  the  State  at  a  cost  oi  several 
thousand  dollars. 

I  can  further  show  that  the  Lessee  gave  his  note  to  A.  M.  Hay  for  $5,000, 
which  note  was  given  as  a  compromise  between  the  Lessee,  Wilson  and  McKen- 
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zie — ^the  two  latter  agreeing  to  aid  in  the  passage  of  a  bill  for  leasing  the  Prison 
and  prisoners,  which  shoald  innre  to  the  benefit  of  the  Lessee. 

The  note  above  allnded  to  was  at  last  advices  in  the  hands  of  one  McCanlej. 
I  think  it  can  be  shown,  also,  that  Estell  paid  $5,000  more  to  another  party  for 
his  services  in  the  premises. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  fact  above  stated,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  the 
books  kept  by  the  book-keeper  daring  the  months  of  January,  February  and 
March,  1856  ;  said  books  now  being  in  possession  of  the  Warden. 

All  of  which  I  respectfully  submit.

John  Hbmrt,  sworn  before  the  Committee,  says  he  acted  as  Commissary  for 
Oen.  Estell,  at  the  Prison,  from  13th  day  of  June,  1856,  to  21st  December  fol- 
lowing. During  that  time,  with  a  few  exceptions,  the  prisoners  were  fed  plenty 
of  coarse  food.  During  a  part  of  that  time,  a  part  of  the  clothing  of  the  priso- 
ners was  poor,  all  the  clothing,  except  shoes,  were  what  might  be  termed  medium 
good  clothing.  At  one  time,  some  200  pairs  of  shoes  came  over  to  the  Prison, 
which  were  distributed.  This  was  the  only  number  of  shoes  of  any  consider- 
able quantity  I  recollect  of.  With  this  exception,  the  prisoners  were  supplied 
from  shoes  on  hand  when  I  went  there,  and  such  as  the  prisoners  bro%ht  to  the 
Prison.  At  times,  a  good  many  of  the  prisoners  were  entirety  without  shoes, 
and  I  infer  from  the  number  distributed,  that  there  must  have  been  many  with- 
out shoes. 

From  my  own  observations,  and  from  the  reports  of  those  in  charge  of  the 
Prison,  the  prisoners  have  not  beeti  so  well  supplied  with  food  since,  as  during 
my  stay  at  the  Prison.  I  have  been  receiving  the  food  for  my  family  from  the 
store-house  of  the  Prison,  and  have  often  been  at  San  Quentin  during  that  time. 

I  inferred  from  a  letter  I  received  from  my  family  at  San  Rafael,  2}  miles 
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from  the  Prison,  dated  Feb.  21st  or  23d,  that  there  had  been  no  arrivals  of 
fresh  provisions  recently,  and  up  to  that  date.  T  knew  of  a  package  of  what  I 
supposed  to  be  beef,  and  a  few  sacks  of  flour,  sent  to  the  Prison  on  the  19th 
inst. 

I  have  not  been  familiar  with  the  management  of  any  other  State  Prison,  bat 
I  have  a  pretty  good  idea  of  business  generally.  The  general  system  of  punish- 
ment of  prisoners  at  the  Prison  is  with  a  rod  or  strap.  The  Captain  of  the 
guard,  before  the  present  Superintendent  was  employed,  used  generally  a  raw 
hide;  since  that,  Mr.  Gordon  has  used  a  strap.  I  have  generally  avoided  seeing 
the  punishment,  but  have  sometimes  seen  the  infliction.

The  Sacramento  Delegation,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  73,  for  an 
Act  concerning  delinquent  taxes,  having  had  the  same  under  consideration,  beg 
leave  to  report,  that  in  thv  coanty  of  Sacramento  there  are  about  $209,200  of 
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taxes  doe  the  State  and  Gonnty  on  levies  since  1853,  which  taxes  are  unpaid. 
Of  this  amount  abont  |50,9uO  are  due  the  State. 

These  taxes  are  mainly  delinquent,  because  there  existed  no  power  in  the 
Sheriff  to  re-advertise  for  sales  of  taxes ,  when  no  sales  were  effected  at  the  time 
mentioned  in  the  adyertisement  of  the  Sheriff. 

The  bill  under  consideration  purposes  to  give  the  Sheriff  now  the  authority  to 
collect  such  taxes  in  each  county  in  the  State.  The  bill  was  referred  to  your 
committee,  with  a  view  to  make  the  provisions  applicable  to  Sacramento  County 
only. 

An  objection  is  made  that  payments  are  allowed  to  be  made,  as  to  such  taxes, 
in  State  and  County  warrants. 

The  answers  to  this  objection  are — Ist,  It  will  be  more  difficult  to  collect 
delinquent  taxes  than  for  the  current  year,  and  unless  some  such  mode  is  adopt- 
ed, much  less  will  be  collected  than  if  payments  may  be  made  in  warrants,  and 
2d,  That  as  to  the  County  of  Sacramento,  the  passage  of  this  law  will  place  her 
finances  nearly  if  not  quite  on  a  cash  basis,  thus  making  little  difference  whether 
received  in  cash  or  warrants. 

We  have  made  some  alterations  in  the  Senate  bill,  such  as  preventing  the  re- 
ception of  State  Prison  warrants,  and  allowing  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  All 
of  which  will  be  found  in  the  substitute  herewith  presented.

Whilst  returning  this  Act  for  the  further  consideration  of  your  honorable 
body,  I  would  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  the  Committee  on  Enroll- 
ment, giving  a  more  thorough  examination  to  all  bills  coming  under  their  super- 
vision, than  seems  to  have  been  observed  in  the  present  instance,  whereby  much 
difficulty  in  the  coLstrnction  of  laws  will  be  avoided,  and  the  executive  released 
of  a  most  disagreeable  duty.

Resolved,  That  in  order  to  comply  with  Article  Eighth  of  the  Constitution, 
the  mazimnm  limit  of  the  debt  of  the  State  having  been  attained,  we  should 
pass  such  Acts  as  will  aeoomplish  the  following  objects  : 

FizBt.    A  reduction  of  the  expenses  of  the  Oovernment  within  its  iaoome. 

Second.  That  no  warrant  shall  be  drawn  on  the  Treasury,  nnlessy  at  the 
time,  there  shall  be  money  in  the  fund  drawn  against  to  meet  the  payment  of 
the  same. 

Third.  That  no  oCcer  shall  have  power  to  employ,  any  person  for  Govern- 
ment service  involving  any  expense  ;  and  no  expense  for  any  purpose  shall  be 
incurred  unless  the  means  shall  first  be  provided  by  law  to  defray  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  with  a  view  to  ascertain  in  what  manner  our  expenses  can  be 
retrenched,  we  hereby  instruct  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  to  collate 
and  exhibit  the  expenses  of  the  State  for  the  past  year,  in  such  form  as  will  ena- 
ble us  to  judge  what  expenditures  can  be  dispensed  with.

Mr,  Speaker: 

A  mworiij  of  yonr  Committee,  to  whom  was  relBrrecl  Assembly  bill  No.  145, 
for  the  abolition  of  the  office  of  Private  Clerk  to  the  Scfjpreme  Justices,  report : 

That  haying  had  the  same  under  consideration,  th^y  dissent  from  the  majority 
in  their  inews.  We  beliere  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  snch  an  office  ;  that 
while  it  may  be  convenient  for  the  Judges  to  have  a  private  clerk,  it  does  not  fall 
within  the  rale  we  shoald  lay  down  in  matters  of  this  kind,  that  it  is  not  neces- 
sary. The  Justices  are  compelled  to  write  their  opinions  themselves,  originally, 
and  the  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court  can  as  well  copy  them  from  the  manuscript 
as  a  private  secretary  ;  and  we  recommend  the  passage  of  the  bill.

Mr.  McKane  made  the  following  minority  report  from  Judiciary  Committee : 

Mr.  Speaker: 

A  minority  of  your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  Assembly  bill  No.  T2, 
for  an  Act  amendatory  of  an  Act  for  the  Protection  of  Settlers,  and  to  quiet 
land  titles,  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  bill  proposes  to  amend  the  Act  of  1856 
in  two  particulars. 

First.  It  more  clearly  provides  that  the  titles  to  land  derived  from  imperfect 
Spanish  grants,  shall  be  deemed  to  accrue  when  the  patent  shall  issue  to  the 
grantee. 

Second.  In  all  cases  where  a  defendant  shall  have  been  ousted  from  posses- 
sion of  lands  by  a  party  claiming  a  title,  when  it  shall  afterwards  be  ascertained 
that  the  grant  under  which  the  plaintiff  claims  does  not  include  the  land  in  con- 
troversy, the  defendant  may  have  his  action  for  possession  and  damages. 

The  first  of  their  provision  Is  amended  necessarily  by  recent  decisions  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  indicating  an  intention  to  give  imperfect  grants  the  full  force  of 
perfect  titles,  and  the  second  is  necessary,  because  in  very  many  instances,  by 
soperior  influence  on  the  part  of  a  plaintiff,  he  succeeds  in  ousting  a  defendant, 
when  in  truth  he  had  no  title,  and  the  amendmeot  only  proposes  to  re-instate  a 
defendant  when  he  has  been  thus  wrongfully  ousted.

Tour  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  to  whom  was  referred  Asseml^ly  bill 
No.  71,  concerning  the  Militia,  have  examined  the  same,  and  beg  leave  to  re- 
port  the  accompanying  substitute,  and  recommend  its  passage. 

Tour  Committee  believe  that  a  well  organized  Militia  is  indispensable  to  Cal- 
ifornia. That  the  peace  and  good  order  of  society,  the  proper  and  energetic 
administration  of  our  laws — the  perpetuation  of  our  free  government  and  Insti- 
tutions— our  strength  and  importance  as  a  nation,  depend  in  a  groat  measure  in 
a  well  regulated  Militia.  That  the  policy  of  our  National  Government,  the 
laws  of  Congress,  the  constitution  of  our  State,  and  the  safety  and  security  of 
our  persons  and  property,  require  It.  Tour  Committee  find  that  In  most  of  our 
States,  whose  councils  are  presided  over  by  statesmen  of  many  years  ezperi«ice, 
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that  even  Id  the  most  peaoefal  times,  renewed  and  coDtioaed  efforts  are  being 
made  to  keep  np  an  effective  State  Militia.  It  is  recognized  as  the  bulwark  of 
oar  liberties.  A  well  regulated  State  Militia,  is  to  the  State  what  the  Military 
School  at  West  Point  is  to  the  army — ^it  is  this  which  fits  the  enterprising  young 
men  of  our  country  to  prepare  the  masses  of  our  people  for  great  national  emer- 
gencies. Abolish  the  Militia  of  the  nation,  and  you  deprive  ns  of  what  is  uni- 
versally admitted  to  be  the  very  foundation  of  our  military  power. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  California  would  be  remiss  in  a  great  important 
duty  to  ^6  Oenerml  Ooveroment,  and  to  her  sister  States,  did  she  fail  to  foster 
and  encourage  a  proper  military  organization.  With  the  present  extended  means 
of  communication  between  us  and  the  seat  of  our  National  Government,  common 
prudence  would  dictate  that  more  than  ordinary  preparation  should  be  made  to 
protect  this  coast,  in  anticipation  of  any  sudden  descent  upon  it  by  a  hostile 
force,  and  while  Congress  are  now  considering  the  necessity  of  supplying  us  by 
special  appropriation  with  arms,  to  the  value  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  it 
would  seem  most  meet  that  we  should  endeavor  to  rectify  such  imperfections  as 
have  been  developed  in  our  Militia  system,  and  prepare  the  hardy  population  of 
the  State  for  defence  against  an  enemy. 

Furthermore,  the  condition  of  affairs  in  California  at  the  present  time,  and  the 
turbulent  violation  of  the  public  peace  that  has  occurred  of  late  in  our  midst, 
should  require  the  Legislature  to  perfect  the  Militia  of  the  State  in  every  essen- 
tial particular,  that  hereafter  a  prompt  and  faithful  obedience  to  the  laws  may 
be  enforced  if  necessary. 

The  substitute  recommended,  simply  proposes  to  improve  our  system^and 
render  it  effective.

Mr.  ITamm  made  the  following  report : 

Mr,  Speaker: 

The  Joint  Special  Committee  from  the  Hospital  Committee  of  the  Senate  and 
Assembly,  to  whom  was  assigned  the  duty  of  visiting  and  examining  the  condi- 
tion of  the  State  Insane  Asylum,  located  at  Stockton,  respectfully  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  report : 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  joint  resolution  of  both  branches 
of  the  Legislature,  your  Committee  visited  the  city  of  Stockton,  and  immediately 
proceeded  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned  them. 

We  found  the  Asylum  buildings,  outbuildings  and  grounds  in  a  g^ood  condition, 
every  department  being  well  attended  to  and  in  perfect  order.  The  buildings, 
which  present  a  fine  exterior,  are  within  neat,  clean  and  well  ventilated  ;  die 
grounds  and  walks  conveniently  arranged,  and  all  having  the  appearance  of 
being  regularly  cared  for,  and  conducive  to  some  amelioration  in  the  condition 
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of  the  unfortunate  inmates  of  the  Asylum,  who  are  the  objects  of  the  State's 
charity. 

In  Tisiting  the  respectiye  wards  we  found  one  hundred  and  eighty  patients, 
afflicted  with  all  the  different  phases  of  insanity,  but  in  as  comfortable  a  condi- 
tion as  good  care  and  attention  would  render  them  and  their  unfortunate  malady 
would  allow.  The  medical  department  appeared  to  be  well  conducted,  and  the 
patients  to  be  treated  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Your  Committee  observed  that  the  manner  of  heating  the  building  was  very 
defectlTc,  being  not  only  very  inconyenient,  but  much  more  expensive  than  the 
modes  in  use  in  the  older  States  in  public  buildings  of  this  kind,  but  it  is  also  a 
source  of  danger  to  the  building  and  the  lives  of  the  inmates.  We  would  there- 
fore recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  procuriog  a 
suitable  apparatus  for  heating  the  Asylum  buildings,  which  will  produce  an  even 
temperature  throughout,  and  remedy  the  defects  above  alluded  to,  and  that  the 
Trustees  be  authorized  to  purchase  the  same. 

in  visiting  the  grounds  of  the  institution  we  were  ^pleased  to  find  that  a  smaD 
portion  thereof  hid  been  placed  under  cultivation,  and  your  Committee  are  of 
the  opinion  that  a  certain  class  of  patients  might  be  employed  in  such  a  manner, 
working  lightly  for  a  few  hours  at  a  time,  so  as  to  prove  highly  beneficial  to 
themselves. 

In  regard  to  the  financial  affairs  of  the  institution  we  beg  leave  to  refer  yea 
to  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the  Resident  Physician,  Dr.  Langdon,  touching 
upon  that  subject,  and  also  the  suggestions  of  that  officer  in  regard  to  the  neces- 
sary appropriations  of  the  present -year.  Your  Committee,  in  accordance  with 
the  requirementsof  the  joint  resolution,  also  made  an  ezaminatiou  of  the  afiTairs 
of  the  Asylum  whilst  under  the  management  of  the  late  Resident  Physician, 
Dr.  Reid,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  medical  and  financial  affairs  of  the 
institution,  whilst  under  his  superiuteudeifece,  were  conducted  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  reflect  great  credit  upon  that  gentleman. 

After  having  made  an  examination  of  the  Asylum  buildings  and  grounds,  of 
the  condition  of  the  patients  of  the  different  wards,  and  of  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  Institution,  your  Committee  received  a  special  communication  from 
the  present  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Asylum,  calling  our  attention  to  that  por- 
tion of  the  Qovernor's  last  annual  message,  transmitted  to  the  present  Legislsr 
ture,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  grave  charges  had  been  made  against  the 
late  Resident  Physician,  Dr.  R.  K.  Reid.  This  communication  also  set  forth 
that  those  charges  bad  been  specified  and  preferred  against  Dr.  Reid  by  Dr. 
Langdon,  the  present  Resident  Physician,  and  laid  before  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
who  requested  us  to  proceed  to  an  investigation  of  the  same.  Your  Committee, 
therefore,  in  accordance  with  this  request,  and  deeming  it  their  duty  so  to  do, 
entered  into  an  examination  of  the  charges  so  preferr^,  and  devoted  several 
days  to  a  thorough  and  minute  investigation  of  the  same,  during  which  time  a 
large  number  of  witnesses  were  examined.  But  after  a  thorough  and  miovte 
investigation  of  all  the  charges  preferred,  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  evidence  adduced  was  insufficient  to  sustain  the  charges  herein  referred  to.

This  amount  being  deducted  from  the  receipts  as  above,  leaves 

abalanceof $110,048  61 

which  ought  to  have  been  in  the  Treasury  on  the  day  of  the  resignation  of  the 
late  Treasurer.  But  by  a  careful  count  on  that  day  of  the  money  then  in  the 
vaults  of  the  Treasury,  the  Committee  found  only  the  sum  of  $75,888  25,  as 
heretofore  reported.  This  sum  has,  however,  been  increased  by  twenty  dollars, 
since  found  in  a  bag  in  the  vault,  supposed  to*  have  been  empty.  The  actual 
balance,  therefore,  in  the  Treasury  on  the  day  of  the  late  Treasurer's  resignation 
was  $75,908  25,  showing  a  deficiency  since  the  1st  of  January,  unaccounted  for, 
of  $34,140  31. 
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The  Committee  regret  to  st^te,  tbattbe  two  bags  of  gold  dost  reported  hereto- 
fore as  containing  $9,230  45,  and  alleged  by  the  late  Treasurer  to  have  been  sent 
to  the  Mint  for  coinage,  were  foand,  apon  investigation,  to  have  been  delivered, 
as  per  receipt,  to  Messrs.  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  on  Jannarj  31st,  1857,  aod 
$9,000  advanced  thereon  to  the  late  Treasurer  the  same  day,  which  latter  saro  ia 
probably  the  iiill  valne  of  the  gold  dust,  and  it  may  therefore  be  considered  an 
entire  loss  to  the  Treaisary. 

The  Committee,  in  the  process  of  their  investigations,  have  discovered  that  the 
following  Counties  are  delinquent  in  their  payments  into  the  State  Treasury, 
having  failed  to  make  the  settlements  required  by  law  with  the  Controller  of 
State,  viz :  Calaveras,  Colusi,  Humboldt,  Klamath,  Sonoma,  San  Mateo,  Sierra, 
Stanislaus,  and  Trinity. 

It  will  be  difficult  to  make  cash  payments  at  the  Treasury,  and  continoe  the 
same  for  any  length  of  time,  unless  the  County  Treasurers  are  held  to  a  strict 
accountability,  and  more  promptitude  in  their  payments.  To  insure  this  desira- 
ble end,  it  would  seem  advisable  that  the  laws  in  relation  to  the  collectloa  aod 
payment  of  the  State's  taxes  into  the  State  Treasury  should  be  so  amended  as  to 
make  them  more  stringent  by  additional  penalties  in  the  event  of  a  failure  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  law.  This,  iu  the  opinion  of  your  Committee, 
would  not  only  secure  greater  fidelity  in  the  collection  and  payment  of  the  public 
revenues,  but  would  insure  more  efficiency  and  economy  in  the  Controller's  aud 
Treasurer's  department. 

The  Committee  having  directed  the  keys  of  the  vault  of  the  Treasury,  toge- 
ther with  the  money  remaining  on  hand  in  the  Treasury  on  the  day  of  the  late 
Treasurer's  resignation,  to  be  delivered  the  present  Treasurer,  it  wag  accordingly 
done  on  the  24th  ult.,  and  his  receipt  herewith  appended,  will  show  that  there 
was  placed  in  his  hands  the  sum  of  $75,908  25,  viz:

The  above  amount  has  thus  been  distributed  among  the  several  funds  as  co^ 
rectly  as  the  means  at  the  command  of  the  committee  would  enable  them  to 
make.  If  upon  a  final  settlement  of  the  accounts  and  books  of  the  late  Treasu- 
rer, any  error  in  this  connection  should  be  discovered,  it  can  easily  be  corrected. 
The  Committee  have  also  directed  me  to  report  that  on  the  28th  ult.,  there 
was  in  the  Treasury  the  sum  of  $92,807  80,  which  sum  was  made  up  by  the 
addition  of  the  amount  of  money  received  by  the  present  Treasurer  since  he  took 
possession  of  the  office,  to  the  amount  of  money  left  in  the  vault  by  the  late 
Treasurer,  which  with  prompt  payments  by  the  delinquent  County  Treasurers, 
and  the  ordinary  monthly  receipts  into  the  Treasury  will,  it  is  believed,  enable 
the  present  Treasurer  to  maintain  cash  payments. 
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In  conclasion,  upon  the  review  of  all  the  circumstances  attending  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Treasarj  department  by  thd  late  Treasurer,  the  Committee 
would  respeotfullj  suggest  the  propriety  of  taking  immediate  action  by  institat- 
ing  suits  on  the  bond  of  the  late  Treasurer,  not  only  for  the  sum  of  $124,000, 
illegally  abstracted  by  him  from  the  Treasury,  and  deposited  with  the  Pacific 
Express  Company,  but  for  the  further  sum  of  $34,140  81,  the  default  made  Man- 
ifest by  the  recent  examination  of  the  iiccoants  and  books  of  his  bffice  since  the 
Ist  of  Jontiary  last.  Accompanying  this  report,  is  a  statement  from  the  Treasn- 
'  rer  of  the  condition  of  the  Treasury  on  the  close  of  the  day  of  the  28th  ult,  to 
which  the  committee  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Asseimbly,  as 
furnishing- by  its  beauty,  shnplicity  and  perspicuity,  satisfactory  etidenc6  of  the 
future  correct  adnrinistratioti  of  the  Treasury  department  by  tbe  preeent  in- 
cumbent. 

Your  Committee  are  now  engaged  in  the  examination  of  the  accouttts  and 
books  of  the  late  Treasurer,  prior  to  January  1st,  1867,  and  will  report  from 
time  to  time  the  result  of  the  examtnation.

Sacramento,  March  3d,  1857.  ) 

To  the  Asse?ndlp  of  California : 

This  day  I  have  approved  an  Act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Marysrille. 
Whilst  announcing  its  approval  I  deem  it  my  duty  again  to  call  the  attention  of 
jour  Honorable  body  to  the  flagrant  and  inexcusable  errors  which  so  frequently 
occur  in  the  Assembly  enrolled  bills.  In  the  present  Act  there  are  numerous 
omissions  which  may  tend  to  seriously  embarass  the  city  government  in  giving  it 
a  proper  construction.    Also,  words  are  introduced  and  transposed,  evidently 
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foreign  to  the  original  bill,  and  the  design  and  purpose  of  the  law.  Superadded 
to  these  objections,  the  Act  is  sadly  defectlTe  in  its  orthography,  and  hot  little  or 
no  heed  has  been  given  to  its  panctaation.  For  the  particulars  of  the  foregoing 
objections,  I  refer  joa  to  an  examination  of  the  enrolled  bill. 

It  was  my  design  to  have  returned  it  for  the  further  consideration  of  your  Hon- 
orable body,  but  nt  the  urgent  solicitation  of  a  portion  of  the  delegation  from 
Yuba  County,  who  in  consequence  of  the  near  approach  of  the  Municipal 
Election,  were  fearful  that  sufficient  time  would  not  elapse  tn  which  to  make  the 
necessary  amendments  that  might  be  afterwards  attended  to,  I  gave  approval 
to  the  Act.

Assembly  Bill  No.  28,  an  Act  authorizing  the  construction  of  a  bridge  across 
the  Sacramento  River,  between  the  city  of  Sacramento,  in  the  county  ^  Sacra^^ 
mento,  and  the  town  of  Washington,  m  the  county  of  Yolo,  was  made  the  special 
order  for  Wednesday  next  at  12  o'clock  M. 

Mr.  Ilolden  made  the  following  report  : 

Mr.  Speaker: 

The  undersigned,  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Commerce  and  NavigaMoa, 
to  which  was  referred  Assembly  Bill  No.  29,  have  given  the  same  that  careftil 
investigation  the  importance  of  the  subject  demands,  and  find  by  the  common 
law  that  no  person  could  erect  a  bridge  or  ferry  either  toll  or  ft'ee,  so  near 
another  bridge  or  ferry  established  by  competent  authority,  and  bound  by  law 
to  keep  crafts  and  attendants,  and  to  cross  persons  applying  for  a  passage,  and 
offering  tp  pay  the  regular  toU,  as  to  diminish  the  profits  of  the  regularly  estab- 
lished bridge  or  ferry — for  if  rival  establishments  were  permitted  to  be  erected 
ami  take  tolls,  it  would  render  the  person  bound  by  law  to  keep  his  ferry  in 
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proper  repairi  auable  to  do  that  which  the  law  requires  him  under  bonds  to  do, 
an  inconsistency  which  common  law  never  tolerates.  The  statute  laws  now  in 
force  upon  this  subject,  recognize  the  same  clear  and  just  principle,  and  hence, 
only  restrict  the  extent  of  the  ferry  franchise  by  preventing  a  ferry  or  bridge, 
either  toll  or  free,  from  being  erected  either  one  mile  above  or  below  a  regularly 
established  ferry.  This  bill,  No.  — .  seeks  to  take  away  this  restriction  now  on 
our  statute  book,  and  hence,  the  only  protection  the  ferryman  has  which  amoonts 
to  a  defence  of  his  franchise — the  policy  of  such  proceeding  is  extremely  doubt- 
ful, even  admitting  that  we  had  the  right,  by  giving  protection  to  the  ferryman, 
the  Legislature  has  the  right  to  demand  the  performance  of  certain  acts  upon 
the  part  of  the  ferryman — such  as  that  he  keeps  the  proper  kind  of  boats  and 
attendants — that  he  will  cross  all  Government  expressmen  and  messages  free  of 
toll — that  he  will  give  passage  to  all  persons  wishing  to  cross,  on  their  tender- 
ing the  toll  allowed  by  law,  and  that  he  shall  pay  all  damages  which  any  person 
may  sustain,  by  reason  of  the  ferryman's  neglect  so  to  do.  Now  this  the  Legisla- 
ture would  not  have  the  right  to  do,  if  it  gives  him  no  protection,  simply  because 
it  would  be  requiring  something  for  nothing,  the  evils  resulting  from  which, 
would  be,  that  messengers  and  expressmen  might  be  unable  to  cross  our  nu- 
merous streams,  or  go  many  miles  around,  and  even  then,  it  would  depend  upon 
the  whim  or  caprice  of  the  ferryman,  by  means  of  which,  public  business  of  mo- 
mentous importance  might  be  greatly  hindered  or  delayed;  and  so  with  the 
travelling  community — business  of  the  utmost  importance  might  be  thwarted  by 
the  ferryman,  and  he  the  ferryman,  be  benefitted  by  his  refusal.  But  even  ad- 
mitting that  policy  did  not  require  this  protection,  has  this  Legislatore  the  right 
to  so  legislate,  as  to  decrease  the  value  of  this  franchise?  or  in  other  words — is 
not  this  exclusive  property  acquired  under  a  contract  ? 

The  statute  says,  that  when  a  proper  person  to  keep  a  ferry  applies  for  a 
license,  and  has  performed  the  requirements  of  the  law,  he  shall  have  cettain 
privileges;  and  when  his  license  expires,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  give 
him  the  preference  over  all  other  persons.  Hence,  there  is  an  implied  contioTi- 
ous  contract  on  the  part  of  the  State,  that  so  long  as  he  keeps  his  ferry  ac- 
cording to  law,  the  law  will  protect  him  in  his  franchise.  Kent  says,  3d  vol, 
pa^  565,  the  franchise  contain  *'  an  implied  covenant  on  the  part  of  the  Gov- 
ernment not  to  invade  the  rights  vested,  and  on  the  part  of  the  grantee,  to  exe- 
cute the  conditions  and  duties  prescribed  in  the  grant."  Same  vol.,  page  5$6, 
''An  estate  in  such  a  franchise,  and  an  estate  in  land,  rests  upon  the  same  prin- 
ciple,  being  equally  grants  of  a  right  or  privilege,^'  then  if  there  is  an  implied 
covenant  on  the  part  of  Government,  this  Legislature  cannot  certainly  pass  any 
law  by  which  property,  or  a  right  acquired  under,  and  by  iovttation  of  that 
law.  Article  Ist,  section  sixteen,  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  declares  iu 
plain  terms  that  the  Legislature  shall  pass  no  law,  impairing  the  obligation  of 
contract,  yet  the  passage  of  this  bill  would  be  not  only  an  impairing,  but  a  plain, 
open,  and  palpable  violation  of  the  whole  contract.  Again,  if  the  grantee  to  a 
ferry  franchise  takes  a  similar  estate  to  that  of  a  grantee  to  a  tract  of  land,  it  is 
equally  plain,  that  we  cannot  legislate  so  as  to  divest  his  right— for  we  could 
not  for  a  moment  hold  the  doctrine  as  true,  that  land  purchased,  and  a  title  ac- 
quired under  and  by  virtue  of  legislative  enactments,  can  by  any  subsequent 
enactments  be  defeated.  Therefore  we  conclude,  firstly--^tbat  soojKi  policy 
would  not  dictate  the  passage  of  the  bill;  and  secondly — that  this  Legislatore 
has  not  th^e  constitutional  right  to  pass  the  bill  into  an  Act,  and  hence  recom- 
mend ita  iudefinite  postponement,  and  ask  to  be  discharged  from  a  further  con- 
sideration of  the  subject.

The  present  County  Seat  is  located  on  the  border  of  the  county,  making  it 
necessary  for  a  large  portion  of  the  citizens  of  the  count/  to  travel  from  forty  to 
fifty  miles  to  transact  their  county  business,  and  your  Committee  would  more 
particularly  call  the  attention  of  the  House  to  the  inconvenience,  from  the  fact 
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that  the  present  Goaotj  Seat  is  separated  from  the  most  popnloas  and  wealthy 
portions  of  the  coantj  by  a  strip  of  tale  from  two  to  six  miles  miles  wide,  across 
which  there  is  bat  one  road,  and  that  nearly  impassable  dnriog  six  months  of  the 
year.

I  herewith  return,  without  approval,  to  your  honorable  body,  in  which  the 
same  originated,  an  Act  to  reincorporate  the  city  of  ^an  Jose. 
63a 
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Witboat  enameratiDg  other  objections  apparent  on  the  face  of  this  Act.  it  will 
be  fonnd  that  section  seven  is  in  direct  conflict  with  the  Constitution  of  the 
State.    The  section  referred  to  reads  as  follows  : 

Sec.  7.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trastees  the  said  Board  shall 
appoint  a  competent  person  to  fill  the  office,  and  perform  the  duties  of  Assessor, 
and  receive  proposals  for  collecting  the  taxes  and  licenses  from  time  to  time  in 
said  city,  and  award  the  office  of  Collector  to  the  person  who,  together  with 
being  competent,  shall  propose  to  do  the  duties  of  City  Collector  for  the  smallest 
per  cent,  upon  the  moneys  to  be  collected. 

It  will  be  thus  seen  that  the  selection  of  Assessor  and  Collector  of  City  Taxes 
is  devolved  upon  the  Board  of  Trustees,  whilst  the  latt^  part  of  section  thirteeD, 
article  eleven  of  the  Constitution,  provides  that  such  officers  shall  be  elected  by 
the  qualified  electors,  in  which  the  property  taxed  for  town  purposes  is  situated. 
In  view  of  these  objections  I  have  returned  the  Act,  that  you  may  give  it  sach 
further  consideration  as  may  be  deemed  jMroper.

Mr.  Brent  made  the  following  report,  of  which  960  copies  were  ordered 
printed : 

Mr,  Speaker : 

The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  to  which  was  referred  Assembly  bill 
No.  — ,  **  An  Act  imposing  certain  Stamp  Duties,"  and  No.  187,  "  An  Act  to 
provide  for  the  issuing  of  Licenses  to  Passenger  Brokers,"  having  had  the  same 
under  consideration,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: — 

The  first  great  principle  which  should  guide  a  State  in  the  management  of  its 
finances,  directs  that  a  system  should  be  adopted  whereby  the  ordinary  annual 
expenditures  should  not  exceed  the  ordinary  annual  revenue;  and  any  Govern- 
ment carried  on  in  practical  contravention  of  this  principle,  is  either  defective  in 
its  organization,  or  perverted  in  its  administration. 

Hence,  when  it  is  considered  that  since  her  existence  as  a  State,  California 
has  been  governed  in  systematic  violation  of  the  principle  stated  above,  we  can 
find  no  rational  cause  to  be  surprised  at  the  humiliating  position  of  our  Treasury 
at  present,  however  much  of  astonishment  we  may  feel  that  a  system  so  radically 
defective  should  ever  have  beei\  tolerated  by  an  enlightened  people. 
*  The  following  table  exhibits  the  annual  expenditure,  the  annual  revenue,  and 
the  annual  deficit,  in  each  fiscal  year:

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The  eighth  fiscal  year  will  not  termloate  antil  the  I  at  July  next,  and  hence 
no  accurate  amoonts  can  be  stated,  bnt  it  is  believed  that  the  deficit  will  be 
about  half  a  million  of  dollars,  thas  forming  during  an  existence  of  eight  years, 
an  aggregate  deficit  in  round  figures  of  three  millions  and  a  half  of  dollars. 

Immense  as  this  sum  total  is,  it  does  not  yet  express  the  real  discrepancy  be- 
tween the  annual  interest  and  the  annual  expense.  During  these  years  we  hare 
derived  immense  sums  of  money  from  the  sale  of  property  belonging  to  the  State, 
the  proceeds  of  which  were  used  to  defray  the  ordinary  expenses  of  Government. 
Thus,  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  fiscal  years,  the  sales  of  lots  in  San  Francisco  amounted 
to  over  six  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  altogether  from  other  extra- 
ordinary sources,  about  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars,  forming  thus  an  aggre- 
gate of  nine  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  have  been  obtained  from  sources 
other  than  those  of  legitimate  revenue;  thus  swelling  the  sum  total  of  the  dif- 
ference between  ordinary  revenue  and  ordinary  expenditure,  up  to  the  1st  July 
next,  to  the  startling  magnitude  of  four  millions  four  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Your  committee  therefore  submit  the  following  statement  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Assembly,  viz:  tliat  carrying  into  effect  every  reasonable  proposition 
to  reduce  the  expenditures  of  government,  cutting  off  and  trimming  away  every 
expense  not  absolutely  necessary,  and  putting  the  appropriations  made  by  this 
Legislature,  and  to  be  made  by  the  next,  over  which  of  gcourse  we  can  exerdse 
no  control,  at  a  point  lower  than  they  have  been  for  the  last  four  fiscal  years, 
yet  a  deficit  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  will  exist  at  the  expiration  of 
the  ninth  fiscal  year.  When  it  is  considered  that  this  deficit  wiU  exist,  although 
we  withhold  appropriation  from  every  object  of  internal  improvement,  from 
every  institution  of  charity  except  an  Insane  Asylum, — which  humanity  forbids 
us  to  abandon — and  when  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  it  to  that  figure,  it  is  con- 
sidered that  we  must  necessarily  disregard  that  provision,  (Sec.  2,  Art.  9,)  of 
the  Constitution  of  our  State,  which  declares  that  "  the  Legislature  shall  en- 
courage  by  all  suitable  means,  the  promotion  of  intellectual,  scientific,  moral  and 
agricultural  improvement,"  it  will  readily  be  seen  that  the  great  objects  of  gov- 
ernment are  not  realized,  and  the  great  trusts  delegated  to  the  legislative  de^ 
partment  not  efficiently  performed. 

But  it  is  not  reasonable  to  suppose  that  we  will  be  able  to  digest  all  the 
measures  of  reform  and  retrenchment  that  may  be  suggested,  notwithstanding 
that  we  may  ardently  desire  their  passages,  and  even  put  into  action  the  most 
important  one;  nor  is  it  to  be  believed  that  both  this  and  the  succeeding  Legis- 
lature will  be  inclined  to  altogether  ignore  the  great  interests  of  governmental 
improvement  and  amelioration  which  exist  outside  of  appropriations  for  the  pay 
of  State  officers,  and  for  public  printing,  or  for  the  support  of  State  Prison  con- 
victs; but  that  neither  considering  the  pressing  need  in  which  every  moral  and 
material  interest  of  the  State  finds  itself,  we,  or  our  successors,  may  be  indoced 
to  depart  from  that  circumscribed  and  restricted  sphere,  where  we  must  neces- 
sarily remain  if  we  wish  the  deficit  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  And  if  this  should  be  so,  how  possible,  nay,  how  probable  that  ' 
this  sum  will  exceed  even  a  half  a  million. 

What,  then,  i»  to  be  done  7  We  require  for  the  absolutely  necessary  expenses 
of  government,  an  additional  revenue  of  at  least  three  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars— we  must  have  this  additional  revenue,  or  we  fail  to  provide  ways  and 
means  for  our  government;  we  do  an  injustice  to  the  people  of  the  State  by  re- 
quiring them  to  submit  to  a  system  which  violates  in  practice  common  sense 
and  common  honesty.  Are  we  to  shrink  from  the  responsibility  of  raising  more 
revenue  because  our  constituents  are  unwilling  to  contribute  what  is  necessary 
to  establish  an  efficient  government?  Your  committee  believe  that  the  generous 
people  of  this  State  will  approve  of  any  law  which  is  necessary  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  honor  of  the  State,  or  the  efficient  maintenance  of  its  government 
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Assuming,  therefore,  as  an  admitted  proposition,  that  an  additional  revenae, 
eqnal  at  least  to  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  must  be  proYided,  jonr  com- 
mittee will  proceed  to  point  out  what  property  should,  in  their  opinion,  receive 
this  necessary  burden. 

The  State  is  now  paying  upon  the  assessed  value  of  its  real  and  personal  pro- 
perty, the  sum  of  seventy  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars,  over  and  above  the  tax, 
far  exceeding  this  sum,  which  is  collected  for  county  purposes.  It  is  suggested 
that  our  farmers  are  not  altogether  a  prosperous  class  ;  uupropitious  skies  have, 
for  the  last  two  years,  denied  them  abundant  supplies  of  water,  while  low  and 
ruinous  prices  have  ill  repaid  their  labor.  The  burdens  that  now  rest  upon  them, 
the  difficulties  that  encompass  them  relative  to  the  titles  of  their  homesteads, 
the  importance  of  fostering  them  as  the  great  element  from  which  must  proceed 
the  permanent  advancement  of  our  State,  forbids  your  committee  from  asking 
an  increase  of  taxation  upon  real  estate.  For  reasons  equally  cogent,  it  is 
deemed  inexpedient  to  recommend  an  increase  of  taxation  upon  that  class  of 
personal  property  which  is  actually  assessed  in  the  various  counties,  because  it  is 
believed  that  it  is  now  sufficiently  burdened. 

Under  these  circumstances,  your  committee  have  been  induced  to  direct  their 
attention  to  the  inquiry,  whether  there  is  any  property  at  present  that  escapes 
taxation  ;  and  the  result  of  their  investigation  clearly  establishes  the  fact  that 
the  most  valuable  and  productive  species  of  property  in  the  State  almost  entirely 
escapes  taxauon. 

It  is  well  known  that  certain  classes  of  property  in  San  Francisco  are  heavily 
burdened  with  taxation  ;  indeed,  it  may  safely  be  said  that  the  aggregate  per 
cent,  of  taxes  levied  for  State  and  municipal  purposes  is  so  great  as  seriously  to 
impair  the  value  of  real  and  personal  property. 

Under  an  accurate  system  adopted  by  the  Assessor  of  San  Francisco  county, 
whereby  the  whole  of  the  land  in  the  county  is  divided  into  block  districts, 
which  are  also  delineated  on  a  general  block  map,  not  one  inch  of  land  or  im- 
provements escapes  taxation,  and  hence  we  have  the  aggregate  value  of  real 
estate  assessed  in  that  county  returned  as  equal  to  $26,173,284,  which  is  be* 
lieved  to  be  a  fair  and  just  return. 

But  your  committee  are  constrained  to  report  that  the  assessment  of  the  per- 
sonal property  of  that  city  is  not  at  all  satisfactory. 

Beyond  all  question  San  Francisco  is  the  most  magnificent  and  wealthy  city 
upon  the  Pacific  coast ;  splendid  mansions  are  adorned  with  the  richest  furni- 
ture ;  sumptuous  equipage,  valuable  plate  and  numerous  jewels  bespeak  a  gene- 
ral extravagance  and  general  wealth.  Her  stores  are  filled  with  the  most  ex- 
pensive goods,  while  her  warehouses  contain  the  supplies  for  not  only  this  State, 
but  for  the  Territories  of  Washington  and  Oregon,  and  for  a  portion  of  Mexico. 

The  Custom-House  statistics  of  the  port  of  San  Francisco  iurthermore  exhibit 
the  fact  that  there  are  owned  in  that  port  six  hundred  and  twenty-seven  vessela 
of  all  classes,  of  an  aggregate  tonnage  of  1 2,65 5  tons. 

The  whole  aggregate  value  of  personal  property  returned  on  the  assessment 
roll  of  that  county  amounts  to  only  $4,184,970. 

It  would  not  be  nnreafonable  to  say  that  the  value  of  the  fhmiture,  horses 
and  carriages,  plate  and  jewels,  goods  and  merchandise  owned  by  retail  dealers  ; 
capital  invested  in  manufactories  and  wharves,  and  the  shipping,  foreign  and  do- 
mestic, owned  in  that  city,  largely  exceeds  $3,000,000.  If  this  be  so,  audit 
cannot  be  successfully  controverted,  then  it  will  be  perceived  that  the  capital  or 
money  employed  in  banking,  in  purchasing  gold  dust,  in  loans  and  discounts,  in 
insurance,  in  stocks,  and  in  wholesale  merchandise,  escapes  every  species  of  taxa- 
tion, except  in  the  inconsiderable  form  of  licenses. 

When  we  look  upon  the  immense  cash  capital  needed  in  San  Francisco  to 
carry  on  the  banking  business  of  diis  coast,  when  we  regard  the  great  demand 
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for  money  which  has  caused  the  surplas  capital  from  the  Atlantic  States  and 
from  Europe  to  seek  investment  and  occupation  here  ;  while,  at  the  same  time, 
constant  additions  were  and  are  being  made  to  our  own  domestic  metallic  wealth 
by  the  rich  harvest  of  oar  mines,  we  may  form  a  faint  idea  of  its  gross  amoant. 
The  export  of  gold  from  this  State  is  nearly  equal  to  one  fourth  of  the  export 
trade  of  the  whole  Union.  It  is  interesting  and  instructing  to  look  into  the 
causes  which  induce  this  great  export  of  gold.  We  necessarily  are  dependent 
upon  other  countries  for  the  clothes  we  wear,  for  many  of  the  provisions,  such 
as  pork,  sugar,  coffee,  tea,  Ac,  that  we  eat,  for  our  wines,  and  for  the  various 
laxuries  which  civilized  life  have  almost  made  necessaries.  Without  having  suf- 
ficient data  for  accurately  estimating  the  amount  we  pay  for  these  imports,  we 
are  able  to  estimate  very  nearly  exactly  the  bare  cost  of  transporting  them  here. 
The  freight  earned  by  steamers  and  vessels  of  all  classes  arriving  iu  San  Fran- 
cisco from  ports  outside  of  the  State  is  upward  of  five  millions  of  dollars.  This  . 
immense  sum  of  money  is  principally  made  by  non-residents,  is  collected  by  them 
in  this  State,  and  is  remitted  out  of  it  in  the  form  of  bills  of  exchange,  without 
contributing  one  cent  toward  the  expenses  of  Government.  The  high  rates  of 
interest  paid  in  this  State  many  years  ago  attracted  millions  of  French,  German 
and  English  capital  here,  nearly  all  of  which  is  employed  iu  loaning  in  the  city 
of  San  Francisco,  in  connection  with  a  large  amount  of  domestic  capital. 

From  the  best  data  that  can  be  procured,  your  committee  believe  that  there 
is  over  twenty-five  millions  of  dollars  employed  in  banking  and  loaning  iu  San 
Francisco.  This  estimate  is  lower  than  that  of  many  well  informed  parties.  In 
the  deposition  taken  by  your  committee  of  James  W.  Stillman,  who  has  been 
Assessor  of  that  county  for  the  past  three  years,  he  estimates  the  amoant  of 
capital  exclusively  employed  in  loans  at  thirty  millions,  and  other  information 
obtained  by  your  committee  induces  the  belief  that  their  estimate  is  extremely 
moderate.  Upwards  of  twenty  millions  of  this  amount  may  safely  be  estimated 
to  be  foreign  capital,  the  profits  of  which  are  monthly  remitted  abroad.  Esti- 
mating those  profits  at  two  per  cent,  per  month,  and  we  have  a  monthly  ship- 
ment of  fonr  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  an  annual  drain  of  four  millions  eight 
hundred  thousand,  not  one  cent  of  which  contribntes  to  support  the  govern- 
ment. 

It  was  before  remarked  that  the  committee  would  be  unable  to  accurately  fix 
the  amount  of  goods,  wines,  merchandise  and  provisions,  annually  imported  into 
this  State,  and  sold  for  cash  in  San  Francisco  for  general  use. 

The  course  of  trade  is  this:  the  Atlantic  or  foreign  merchant,  upon  his  own 
account,  freights  a  clipper  with  a  cargo  of  general  merchandise,  and  consigns  it 
to  some  commission  house  in  San  Francisco.  Upon  her  arrival  the  cargo  is 
disposed  of  in  San  Francisco;  the  cash  proceeds  there  received  are  from  time 
to  time  sent  to  the  shipper  abroad  in  form  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange.  It  would 
not  be  an  extravagant  estimate  to  say  that  nearly  thirty  millioDS  of  dollars 
annually  take  this  course,  and  after  being  realized  in  this  State,  are  sent  abroad 
without  paying  one  cent  of  taxes  toward  supporting  the  burdens  of  our  govern- 
ment. The  Legislature  of  1854  endeavored  to  reach  this  immense  amount  of 
money,  and  make  it  contribute  a  just  proportion  toward  defraying  the  expenses 
of  government  by  means  of  a  tax  on  consigned  goods;  but  that  object  has 
totally  failed,  as  ^e  discover  by .  the  returns  of  last  year  that  only  fifteen  thon- 
sand  dollars  were  realized  from  that  source. 

Again,  the  amount  of  money  that  is  paid  and  realized  in  San  Francisco  for  the 
purchase  of  passenger  tickets  to  places  abroad,  is  iipmeuse,  and  cannot  be  less, 
annually,  than  two  millions  and  a  half — the  whole  of  which  escapes  taxation. 
Of  the  amount,  it  may  be  estimated  that  the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company 
receive  the  monthly  sum  of  $150,000. 

By  a  decision  of  the  Federal  Supreme  Court, -it  appears  that  this  State  has 
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no  power  to  tax  the  steamsbips  of  this  rich  company.  Bat  jonr  committee  were 
indnced  to  inquire  what  amount  of  other  personal  property  this  company,  receiv- 
ing the  protection  of  our  laws  and  the  benefits  of  our  commerce,  returns  to  the 
Assessor  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  answer  was — not  one  cent. 

No  greater  evidence  can  be  presented  that  the  lour  millions  returned  as  the 
value  of  the  personal  property  of  San  Francisco  is  incorrect,  when  it  is  cdnsid- 
ered  that  Sacramento  returns  $3,600,090,  or  only  about  $500,000  less  than  San 
Francisco. 

The  remarks  that  your  committee  have  made  concerning  capital  employed  in 
banking  and  loaning  in  San  Francisco,  equally  apply  to  other  portions  of  the 
State.  It  may  be  safely  asserted,  that  in  no  county  have  the  Assessors  been 
able  to  discover  the  amount  of  capital  employed  by  money  lenders,  and  the  in- 
stance of  San  Francisco  is  dwelt  on  for  the  reason  that  this  fact  is  so  glaringly 
shown.  The  way  in  which  the  immense  amount  of  money  escapes  the  Assessor 
18  this: — ^It  is  estimated  that  from  twelve  to  fifteen  millions  of  dollars  are  loaned 
in  San  Francisco  upon  personal  securities,  such  as  scrip,  public  bonds,  invoices, 
warehouse  receipts,  upon  indorsements,  &c.  No  record  is  made  of  this;  and  of 
course  the  Assessor  can  only  know  of  the  transaction  through  the  parties  inter- 
ested in  withholding  from  him  the  knowledge,  and  hence  this  amount  escapes 
taxation.  Again,  by  this  revenue  law,  a  person  is  permitted  to  deduct  from 
the  amount  of  solvent  debts  due  him,  the  amount  which  he  himself  may  owe  to 
third  parties.  Thus  one  of  the  largest  foreign  firms  of  San  Francisco,  which 
loans  over  two  millions  of  French  capita],  only  returns  $30,000  personal  prop- 
erty to  the  Assessor,  and  might  allege  as  a  reason  that  they  owe  in  France  one 
million  nine  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  doliars,  and  thus  this  immense  sum 
escapes  taxation.  Again,  instead  of  taking  mortgages  on  real  estate,  the  money 
lenders  of  San  Francisco  have  adopted,  for  a  great  part,  the  plan  of  loaning 
their  money  on  real  estate  and  securing  the  same  by  wha^  seems  a  deed  absolute 
on  its  face,  conditioned  simply  to  re-convey,  upon  a  certain  sum  of  money  being 
repaid.  Though  in  a  court  of  equity  there  might  be  found  no  difficulty  in  con- 
struing instruments  of  that  character  to  be  mortgages,  yet  the  Assessor  is  unable 
to  distinguish,  and  hence,  large  sums  of  money  thus  escape  taxation. 

As  before  stated,  your  committee  find  that  these  remarks  upon  the  classes  of 
personal  property  escaping  taxation,  apply  to  nearly  all  the  counties  in  the  State, 
and  that  San  Francisco  is  only  selected  by  way  of  illustration,  as  we  have  more 
positive  data  there  than  in  any  other  place. 

Your  committee  conclude  this  portion  of  its  report  by  saying  that,  in  its 
opinion,  after  the  most  careful  examination,  it  is  believed  that  over  sixty  millions 
of  personal  property  annually  escape  taxation,  and  that  of  this  amount  over 
forty  millions  are  annually  exported  from  and  lost  forever  to  the  State. 

Nor  have  prior  Legislatures  been  uninformed  in  this  matter — many  expedients 
have  been  resorted  to  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  State  to  obtain  that  pop* 
tion  of  her  dues  from  property  escaping  taxation  within  her  borders,  which  jus- 
tice to  other  classes  of  property  heavily  taxed  demanded.  Ingenious  license 
laws,  taxes  on  consigned  goods  and  on  auction  sales  have  been  enacted,  and  been 
enacted  in  vain. 

Now  we  require  over  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  additional  revenue  to 
carry  on  our  Government,  and  wo  have  sixty  millions  of  property  which  escapes 
taxation;  is  it  not  just,  is  it  not  right,  that  we  should  impose  this  burthen  upon 
this  rich  and  untouched  source  of  wealth  ? 

It  is  conceived  that  we  have  no  other  course  of  action,  and  that  every  senti- 
ment of  justice  requires  us  so  to  act,  that  the  impositions  of  government  may  be 
equally  distributed  among  those  who  equally  receive  its  benefits. 

It  is  the  deliberate  opinion  of  your  Committee,  that  the  only  way  to  reach 
64a 
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this  untaxed  property  is  through  stamp  duties  imposed  on  papers  and  instru- 
ments in  writing. 

It  is  admitted  that  there  is  a  great  prejudice  amongst  Americans  against  the 
name  of  a  Stamp  Act,  growing  out  of  the  reminiscences  of  our  colonial  connec- 
tion with  Great  Britain,  but  an  examination  into  the  principle  upon  which  a 
Stamp  Act  is  based,  will  show  this  to  be  a  mere  prejudice,  nothing  more. 

The  first  Stamp  Act  ever  passed,  of  which  we  have  any  account,  owes  its  ex- 
istence  to  the  patriotic  impulses  of  the  Dutch  Provinces,  struggling  for  independ- 
ence against  the  Spanish. crown.  Great  Britain  has  for  a  long  period  taxed  her 
own  subjectSt  is  now  drawing  a  revenue  of  about  $30,000,000  from  her  stamp 
duties,  and  it  is  not  reasonable  to  suppose  that,  if  the  justice  of  the  tax  were 
not  apparent,  the  commercial,  banking,  and  mercantile  classes  of  that  rich 
country  would  submit  to  it. 

It  is  true  that  our  fathers  opposed  the  imposition  of  a  stamp  duty  whilst  yet 
Colonies,  but  the  ground  of  that  resistance  was  not  the  injustice  or  inequality  of 
the  tax,  but  was  only  the  assertion  of  the  great  principle  that  taxation  and  rep- 
resentation should  go  together.  The  English  Parliament  recognising  somewhat 
the  justice  of  this  opposition,  repealed  this  Stamp  Act  many  years  anterior  to 
the  Revolution. 

But  no  greater  proof  can  be  found  that  our  revolutionary  fathers  did  not  look 
upon  a  Stamp  Act  as  anti-republican,  or  in  any  way  unjust,  is  afforded  by  the 
fact,  that  in  1797,  and  again  in  1813,  the  Federal  Congress  passed  Stamp  Acts, 
from  the  provisions  of  which  most  of  the  sections  of  our  proposed  bill  are  bor- 
rowed; yet,  in  those  years,  when  the  Fathers  of  the  Republic  were  still  in  their 
vigor,  we  hear  of  no  opposition  to  this  class  of  taxation  as  unfit  to  be  submitted 
to  by  a  free  people. 

In  1844,  the  State  of  Maryland  was  borne  down  and  oppressed  by  the  hea- 
viest rates  of  taxation,  yet  her  revenue  was  inadequate  to  meet  her  expenses, 
and  to  pay  the  interest  on  her  public  debt.  In  this  emergency,  a  Stamp  Act  was 
imposed,  and  her  treasury  became  full  and  overflowing.  The  debt  is  in  rapid 
process  of  liquidation — the  last  report  of  her  financial  affairs  exhibits  a  cash  ba- 
lance of  over  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  her  treasury. 

As  this  tax  drew  revenue  from  that  source  most  able  to  bear  it,  not  only  on 
account  of  the  species  of  property  taxed  being  eminently  productive,  but  also 
because  it  eomparatively  escaped  taxation  otherwise,  it  was  cheerfully  and  readily 
paid.  We  have  never  heard  that  the  commerce  of  that  State  was  in  any  way 
injuriously  affected,  or  that  her  citizens  considered  themselves  as  outraged  by 
unequal  and  unjust  taxation. 

It  is  believed  that,  with  the  exception  of  our  own  country,  no  civilized  govern- 
ment does  not  derive  immense  revenues  from  stamp  duties.  It  cannot  be  denied, 
that  the  operation  of  this  tax  is  eminently  just.  An  inhabitant  of  this  State 
possesses  in  his  safe  a  million  of  dollars;  while  there,  it  is  unproductive — nay,  on 
the  contrary,  exposes  him  to  expense  and  anxiety  in  guarding  it.  He  loans  it 
out — it  becomes  of  increased  value,  and  produces  him  an  income.  His  only  se- 
curity is  a  piece  of  paper,  upon  which  is  written  his  contract.  If  he  be  not  able 
to  enforce  his  contract — if  he  have  no  confidence  in  his  ability  to  force  his  debtor 
to  comply  with  that  which  is  written  upon  what  was  before  a  valueless  paper, 
now  become  the  equivalent  of  his  fortune,  he  still  would  have  kept  his  money 
locked  up  and  unproductive. 

The  State,  with  all  its  machinery  of  government,  with  its  judicial  and  execu- 
tive officers,  with  its  system  and  code  of  laws,  stands  by  ready  to  enforce  and 
protect  this  contract.  To  do  this,  every  power  the  government  possesses  will  be 
exercised;  even  if  its  civil  power  be  exhausted,  it  then  pledges  its  militia  to  make 
good  and  guaranty  this  contract.  It  is  the  knowledge  of  this  willingness  on  the 
part  of  the  State — it  is  the  fact  of  the  facility  with  which  the  creditor  may  use 
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all  the  appliaDces  of  her  gOTerDment  to  protect  himself,  that  enables  him  to  thns 
make  his  barren  capital  alike  prodactiye  and  alike  secure.  Is  it  not  right,  is  it 
not  jost,  that  he  sbonid  contribnte  something  toward  the  snpport  of  that  goTem- 
ment  which  thns  protects  him,  and  makes  his  capital  available  ?  If  he  object  to 
the  payment  of  this  tax,  let  him  still  gnard  his  money  locked  np,  and  he  will  es- 
cape it;  bnt  if  he  wishes  to  enjoy  the  benefits,  let  him  submit  to  the  bnrthens  of 
gOTernrnent  And  this  holds  good  of  every  other  transaction  where  rights  are 
secured  by  written  contracts. 

Again,  the  Stamp  Act  is  no  tax  upon  labor,  bnt  simply  affects  capital.  Take 
the  case  of  the  farmer,  the  miner,  the  day  laborer — what  dealings  has  he  with 
paper  ?  He  pursues  his  allotted  labor,  obtains  and  spends  its  fruits,  without 
being  touched  by  this  tax. 

Sad  experience  has  demonstrated  to  us  the  evils  arising  from  an  extensive 
credit  system.  We  have  seen  terrible  revulsions  follow  great  prosperity.  We 
should,  as  legislators,  discourage  this  fallacious  system,  and  it  is  submitted  that 
this  Stamp  Act,  by  taxing  the  instruments  of  credit,  aim  a  direct  blow  at  the 
credit  system  itself,  and  will  possess  a  powerful  influence  to  reduce  things  to  a 
cash  basis. 

The  proposed  Stamp  Act  will  not  affect  indiscriminately  all  the  instruments 
used  in  ordinary  business.  The  principle  upon  which  the  duty  is  imposed  is  this: 
to  tax  an  instrument  or  writing  by  means  whereof  capital  is  rendered  productive. 
Thus  the  capital  employed  in  a  foreign  bill  of  exchange  is  productive  by  reason 
of  the  exchange,  or  in  a  policy  of  insurance  by  reason  of  the  premiumror  in  a 
promissory  note  by  reason  of  the  interest  earned  on  the  credit  granted;  but  as 
in  a  bare  deposit  of  money  for  safekeeping  merely,  no  interest  or  profits  accrue, 
it  has  been  deemed  proper  to  exempt  certificates  of  deposite  payable  on  demand, 
aod  sight  checks,  from  the  stamp  duties.  Nor  was  it  considered  convenient  to 
impose  a  duty  on  all  the  thousand  little  due  bills  and  promissory  notes  under 
fifty  dollars  which  the  laboring  man  so  frequently  needs  for  the  securing  or  ad- 
vancement of  the  fruits  of  his  industry,  and  hence  they  have  been  exempted. 

Tour  Committee  have,  in  some  important  particulars,  amended  the  original 
Act,  particularly  in  providing  that  but  one  stamp  shall  be  impressed,  and  that 
the  work  of  impressing  that  stamp  shall  be  let  out  by  contract. 

Your  Committee  would  thqjpefore  report  back  the  Stamp  Act  as  amended,  and 
the  Pissenger-broker  License  Act,  and  respectfully  recommend  the  passage  of 
both.

Assembly  bill  No.  148,  an  Act  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  indebtedness  due 
from  the  County  of  Napa  to  the  county  of  Solano,  and  provide  for  the  payment 
of  the  same,  was  laid  on  the  table. 
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Assembly  bill  No.  215,  an  Act  to  grant  to  certain  parties  the  right  of  laying 
a  Railroad  track  along  certain  streets  within  the  city  and  coonty  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, was  taken  np,  and  the  rales  being  suspended,  it  was  considered  engrossed, 
read  third  time  and  passed. 

Senate  bill  No.  118,  an  Act  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Cala- 
yeras  County,  to  levy  a  special  tax  to  redeem  Coonty  warrants,  was  reii!d  third 
time  and  passed.

IN  ASSEMBLY. 

Tuesday,  March  10,  1857, 

Hoase  met  at  10  o'clock  A.  M. 

The  Speaker  in  the  Chair. 

Roll  called.    Mr.  Jessup  was  absent. 

The  journal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  approved.

Assembly  bill  No.  57,  an  Act  supplementary  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to 
provide  for  the  Indigent  Sick  in  the  counties  of  this  State,  approved  April  11th, 
1855,  was  taken  from  the  table,  amended,  and  ordered  engrossed. 

The  House  went  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  Mr.  Moore  in  the  chur,  to 
consider  Assembly  bill  No.  166,  an  Act  impo^ng  certain  Stamp  Duties. 
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After  amending  the  bill,  the  Committee  rose,  reported,  and  were  discharged. 

The  amendments  made  by  Committee  were  concarred  in,  and  the  bill  was  laid 
on  the  table. 

Mr.  Estell  laid  the  following  commnnication  before  the  Honse  : 

To  the  Senate  and  Assembly  of  the  State  of  California  ; 

Gentlemen: 

It  becomes  my  dnty  as  Lessee  of  the  State  Prison  of  this  State,  to  make 
known  to  yon  the  condition  of  that  institution,  and  ask  for  immediate  relief. 

I  wonid  have  done  so  before,  bat  had  reason  to  believe  the  monthly  issae  of 
Controller's  warrants  wonld  be  given  me,  which  having  been  withheld,  has  caused 
the  greatest  distress. 

I  need  hardly  inform  the  Legislature,  that  the  largest  amount  of  the  appro- 
priation which  I  have  realized  since  I  took  the  contract,  has  been  expended  on 
improvements  on  the  prison  grounds,  in  wharves,  grading,  buildings,  &c.,  which 
the  State  Prison  Committee  have  just  said  **  should  have  been  constructed  long 
since,''  thus  showing  the  absolute  necessity  for  this  work. 

I  make  this  statement,  in  order  to  show  that  the  money  I  have  received  has 
been  properly  spent,  and  for  improvements  that  were  absolutely  necessary. 

Li  connection  with  the  above,  it  is  my  duty  to  say,  that  instead  of  receiving 
ten  thousand  dollars,  in  accordance  with  the  contract,  I  'Was  required  to  accept 
bonds  payable  in  twenty  years — since  which  time,  they  have  been  pronounced 
unconstitutional. 

Being  compelled  to  hypothecate  these  bonds,  in  order  to  raise  money  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  the  improvements,  and  at  the  same  time  to  feed,  clothe,  and 
guard  the  convicts,  I  gradually  found  myself  surrounded  with  great  pecuniary 
difficulties,  arising  from  demands  made  by  the  depreciation  of  the  bonds,  and 
the  heavy  interest  I  was  forced  to  pay  for  the  use  of  the  money,  which  was  two 
and  a  half  and  three  per  cent,  pbr  month,  and  which  obligations  are  still  owing. 

Following  these  troubles,  the  Attorney-General  gave  it  as  his  opinion,  that 
the  contract  I  had  made  with  the  State  was  unconstitutional.  This  was  "  the 
last  grain  of  sand."  It  was  published  from  the  center  to  the  circumference  of 
;the  State,  and  the  credit  of  the  institution  was  wholly  prostrated.  Prostrated 
too,  at  a  time  when  I  was  just  congratulating  myself  that  the  heavy  expenses 
connected  with  the  improvements  I  was  about  finishing,  would  place  me  in  a 
condition  to  hire  out  most  of  the  convicts,  and  I  would  begin  to  recover  from 
the  heavy  outlay  so  necessary  at  the  commencement  of  a  large  contract  like  this. 

In  addition  to  this  loss  with  the  State,  given  to  my  credit  by  the  opinion  of 
the  Attorney-General,  (which  opinion  I  must  do  him  the  justice  to  say  he  has 
nearly  or  quite  abandoned,)  I  find  the  Board  of  Examiners  have  refused  to  pay 
the  account  for  the  support  of  the  Prison,  due  as  per  contract  on  the  last  day  of 
February. 

Under  the  circumstances,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  inform  your  honorable  body, 
that  the  officers,  guards,  and  convicts,  are  all  in  a  suffering  condition,  and  on- 
less  immediate  relief  is  afforded  by  the  State,  I  cannot  answer  for  the  result. 

The  expenses  of  the  Prison  are  about  $300  per  day.  The  debt  incurred 
since  the  last  day  of  February,  about  |3,000,  which  I  have  promised  should  be 
paid  out  of  the  first  money  obtained.  It  will  take  $6,000  to  snpport  the  insti- 
tution to  the  last  day  of  this  month.  The  warrants  must  be  sold  for  what  they 
will  bring,  as  the  Board  of  Examiners  exhausted  the  last  dollar  belonging  to 
the  General  Fund,  by  ordering  over  $16,000  paid  the  contractor  for  buildings 
connected  with  the  State  Asylum  at  Stockton. 
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In  passing  a  bill  for  the  relief  of  the  State  Prison,  I  do  not  wish  it  worded  in 
snch  a  manner  as  to  have  a  bearing  on  the  contract  made  between  the  State  and 
myself*  bnt  entirely  independent  of  it,  with  the  liberty  on  the  part  of  the  State 
to  credit  it  on  that  contract,  or  refuse,  at  her  own  option. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  call  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Legislature  to 
this  important  subjeet.  so  that  immediate  relief  can  be  affbrded  to  the  convicts 
who  have  been  confined  by  order  of  the  State,  and  who  are  consequently  unable 
to  procure  it  for  themselves.

The  Committee  on  Federal  Relations,  to  which  was  referred  the  memorial  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Odd  Fellows  and  Masonic  Hospital,  established  in  Sacra- 
mento city,  September,  1849,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  after 
having  carefully  examined  the  memorial  above  referred  to,  find,  from  the  facts 
set  forth  therein,  that  the  claim  is  just  and  proper;  therefore,  the  Committee 
have  directed  me  to  report  the  following  resolutions,  and  recommend  their 
passage:

"  Therefore  it  is  resolved^  adjudged  and  decreed  by  the  Senate,  that  said 
Henry  Bates  be  forever  disqualified  from  holding  any  office  of  trust,  honor  or 
profit  under  the  State  of  California  "

Mr  Watkins  made  the  following  report,  of  which  240  copes  were  ordered 
printed: 
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Mr,  Speaker: 

The  Select  Committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  lessee  of  the  State  Prison, 
and  to  ascertain  and  report  to  this  Assembly  the  terms  upon  which  he  will  sur- 
render his  contract  with  the  State,  respectfully  report: 

That  they  have  not  confined  themseWes  strictly  to  the  duties  imposed  upon 
them,  but  have  extended  their  inquiries  to  various  subjects  connected  with  the 
State  Prison  and  its  management,  its  expenses,  and  the  profits,  if  any,  to  be  de- 
rived from  it.  This  yonr  committee  deemed  necessary  to  enable  them  to  arrive 
at  any  satisfactory  conclusion  in  their  own  minds,  as  to  what  sum,  if  any,  the 
lessee  would  be  entitled  to  demand  of  the  State  upon  relinquishing  his  contract. 

The  contract  by  which  the  lessee  holds  the  State  Prison,  was  made  on  the 
26th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1856.  In  that  contrict  it  is  recited  as  a  part  of  the 
consideration  upon  which  it  was  based,  that  the  lessee  should  release  to  the 
State  all  claims,  legal  or  equitable,  which  he  had  against  the  State,  growing  out 
of  his  connection  with  the  State  Prison.  Also,  that  he  shonld  cause  to  be  re- 
leased to  the  State  a  claim  of  forty-eight  thousand  eight  hundred  dolars,  ($48,- 
800,)  which  Archibald  Woods  held  against  the  State,  for  property  purchased  of 
him  by  the  State  Prison  Directors  and  other  State  officers.  Also,  a  claim  of 
two  millions  and  two  hundred  thousand  bricks,  purchased  of  him  by  the  State 
Prison  Directors,  and  used  in  the  construction  of  the  State  Prison  walls,  which, 
at  ten  dollars  per  thousand,  the  price  agreed  to  be  paid  for  them,  would  amount 
to  twenty-two  thousand  dollars,  ($22,000.) 

It  would  thus  appear  that  the  lessee  paid  to  the  State,  the  sum  of  seventy 
thousand  eight  hundred  dollars,  in  consideration  of  the  contract  entered  into  be- 
tween him  and  the  State  on  the  26th  of  March,  A.  D.  1856. 

The  lessee,  since  the  date  of  the  said  contract,  has  made  improvements  in  and 
about  the  said  Prison,  to  the  amount  of  seventy-seven  thousand  three  hundred 
and  sixty-four  dollars,  ($77,364,)  as  per  Estimates  11,  12,  13  and  14,  furnished 
by  Mr.  B.  H,  Pomeroy,  and  the  letter  of  S.  P.  Kimball,  and  certified  toby 
Messrs.  O'Conner,  Johnson  and  Norton,  which  are  herewith  annexed  and  made 
a  part  of  this  report. 

Upon  the  best  estimate  we  can  make  from  data  before  us,  it  has  cost  the  lessee 
about  six  thousand  dollars  ($6,000)  per  month,  to  feed,  clothe,  and  guard  the 
prisoners,  making  for  twelve  months  seventy-two  thousand  dollars,  constituting 
therefore  an  aggregate  expenditure,  in  the  consideration  paid  by  him  for  contract, 
and  in  improvements,  guarding,  clothing,  and  feeding  the  prisoners,  of  two  hun- 
dred and  twenty  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-four  dollars  ($220,164.)  He 
has  received  from  the  State  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000)  in  cash,  and 
likewise  $35,000  for  sale  of  brick,  and  $90,000  in  scrip,  making  in  the  aggregate 
one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($150,000.) 

The  lessee  desires,  as  he  alleges,  to  keep  the  State  prison,  and  to  continue  his 
contract,  in  preference  to  any  other  course ;  but  if  the  State  prefer  to  vacate  the 
contract,  then  he  is  Willing  to  relinquish  all  rights  under  it,  and  deliver  up  to  the 
State  the  possession  of  the  prisoners,  and  all  of  the  property  connected  with  the 
State  prison,  including  that  received  by  him  from  the  State  under  his  contract  of 
the  26th  da^  of  March,  1866,  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
paid  in  such  manner  as  may  be  agreed  upon— out  of  which  is  to  be  retained  a  sum 
equal  to  the  amount  due  to  those  employed  by  said  lessee  in  superintending  and 
guarding  the  prison,  subject  to  their  order  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  or  a 
commission  established  to  settle  their  several  accounts. 

In  order  that  the  Legislature  may  act  advisedly  in  this  matter,  we  have  deemed 
it  proper  to  ascertain  and  report  the  following  facts : 

There  were  in  the  State  Prison  on  the  19th  day  of  March,  1857,  four  hundred 
and  eighty-three  (483)  convicts,  and  under  the  operation  of  our  present  criminal 
laws,  the  number  will  gradually  but  steadily  be  increased. 
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To  goard,  feed  and  clothe  properly  this  Dumber  of  prisooers,  will  require  in 
eaah  about  six  thousand  sereo  hundred  dollars  ($6,tOO)  per  mouth,  as  fellows  :

With  some  additions  to  the  improvements,  buildings,  &c.  now  ou  the  grounds, 
the  lessee  is  of  the  opinion  the  the  prisoners  could  be  hired  to  responsible  me- 
chanics, to  be  worked  within  the  Prison  limits,  so  as  to  yield  a  monthly  income 
of  eleven  thousand  three  hundred  and  ten  dollars,  ($11,310)  as  follows  :

Assuming,  then,  that  the  opinion  of  the  lessee  is  correct,  with  an  energetic, 
honest  and  faithfnl  Superintendent,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  in  a  short  time 
the  State  would  not  only  be  relieved  from  all  expense  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
prisoners,  but  derive  a  steady  income  from  their  labor. 

Upon  consulting  with  Mr.  E.  H.  Pomeroy,  a  gentleman  who  seems  well  versed 
in  Prison  discipline  and  management,  he  advances  with  confidence  the  opinion, 
that  within  three  months  of  the  completion  of  the  shops,  four  hundred  prisoners 
might  be  farmed  out  at  a  price  equaling  fifty  cents  per  day  for  each  man, — 
thus  yielding  to  the  State  a  monthly  income  of  about  six  thousand  dollars. 

Taking,  then,  $6,700  as  tho  cost  of  keeping  up  the  State  Prison,  if  the  opift- 
ion  of  the  lessee  proves  to  be  correct,  the  institution  would  pay  $4,610  per 
month  profit.  If,  however,  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Pomeroy  be  correct,  then  there 
would  be  a  deficiency  of  $700  per  month.  In  either  event,  the  State  would  be 
relieved  of  a  burthen  which  is  now  seriously  felt. 

That  four  hundred  prisoners  could  be  hired  out  at  sums  varying  from  fifty 
cents  to  one  dollar  per  day,  is  placed  beyond  a  doubt  by  the  fact  that  the  present 
lessee  has  entered  into  contracts  of  this  character  to  some  extent,  and  would 
have  no  difficulty,  as  he  states,  in  increasing  the  number  so  hired  to  four  hundred 
or  upwards. 

To  effect  an  arrangement  of  this  sort,  however,  it  would  be  necessary  to  com- 
plete the  workshops  now  in  process  of  erection. 

In  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Pomeroy,  this  would  require  an  outside  expenditure  of 
not  exceeding  $6,000,  and  perhaps  not  over  $3,500. 

It  will  thus  be  seen,  that  if  these  estimates  are  correct,  and  the  Committee 
have  no  reason  to  doubt  their  correctness,  by  an  expenditure  of  not  over  $6,000 
the  State  Prison  can  be  made,  under  faithful  management,  self-supporting,  at 
least,  if  it  does  not  yield  large  profits  to  the  lessee  or  person  entitled  to  receive 
the  same. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  it  is  necessary,  for  the  proper  accommoda* 
tion  of  the  prisoners,  that  another  story  should  be  added  to  the  present  Prison 
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boilding;  withiD  the  Prison  wails  there  are  only  sleeping  accommodationB  for 
436  prisoners — of  these,  196  sleep  in  cells,  fonr  in  each  cell,  and  240  in  one  large 
room.  This  ought  not  to  be  permitted;  bat  at  present  there  is  no  remedy,  anless 
another  story  be  added  to  the  Prison,  and  the  space  aboTe  the  workshops  be 
converted  into  a  dormitory,  which,  thoogh  not  as  secnre  as  cells,  would  be  com- 
paratively secure,  inasmuch  as  it  is  entirely  within  the  limits  of  the  present  Prison 
walls. 

Should  the  lessee  retain  the  Prison  under  his  contract,  he  should  be  required 
at  once  to  erect  the  necessary  improvements  in  buildings  and  cells,  for  comfort- 
ably lodging  and  securely  keeping  the  prisoners,  as  provided  in  his  contract. 
Should  the  State  resume  the  control  of  the  Prison,  or  lease  it  to  some  other  per- 
son, it  is  no  less  imperative  that  immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  cause  the 
necessary  improvements  to  be  made. 

The  rapid  and  steady  increase  of  the  convicts  at  the  present  State  Prison — 
already  inadequate  to  the  accommodation  of  the  prisoners  now  confined  there- 
together  with  the  inappropriate  selection  of  that  site  for  the  object,  suggests  the 
propriety  of  making  a  new  location  for  a  Sta  e  Prison,  where,  until  the  finances 
of  the  State  shall  be  in  a  condition  to  meet  the  expenditures  of  erecting  permar 
nent  buildings,  temporary  enclosures,  buildings  and  fixtures,  might  be  made  for 
confining  and  securing  in  future  all  those  convicts  who  shall  have  been  sentenced 
for  terms  of  two  years  and  under. 

With  this  view,  the  neighborhood  of  Folsom  is  considered  a  proper  location, 
as  affording  all  the  facilities  for  the  profitable  employment  of  the  prisoners  in 
quarrying  stone,  and  preparing  it  for  the  erection  of  the  State  Capitol,  perma- 
nent Prison  buildings,  and  for  other  purposes,  so  as  to  defray  at  least  a  portion 
of  the  expenses  necessary  in  managing,  working,  feeding  and  clothing  them.

In  answer  to  question  fourteen :  Not  having  seen  contracts,  I  can  only  answer 
that  I  have  conversed  with  Messrs.  Swain  &  Co.,  who  would  be  glad  to  work 
fifty  men,  if  they  can  get  them  for  a  few  months  at  a  low  rate.  Th^ir  contract 
with  Estell  was  to  take  all  the  shoemakers  at  50  cents  per  day,  each,  for  the 
-  first  three  months;  75  cents,  each,  for  the  second  three  months;  and  $1,  each, 
for  four  years  and  six  months  thereafter. 

Messrs.  Green  &  Melvin  will  take  from  100  to  200  men  at  50  cents,  each,  per 
day  for  the  first  three  months;  75  cents  for  the  second  three  months,  and  $1  50 
per  day,  each,  for  four  years  and  six  months  thereafter.

Mr.  Clark  made  the  following  report,  which  was  ordered  printed  with  the 
majority  report  of  yesterday: 
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Mr.  Speaker  : 

The  uDdersigned,  one  of  said  committee,  is  constrained  to  dissent  from  so  mach 
of  the  majority  report  as  charges  the  Lessee  with  $35,000  proceeds  of  sales  of 
brick. 

The  majority,  in  stating  the  accoants  of  the  Lessee  with  the  State,  charge 
him  with  this  amount  as  though  he  had  received  it  from  the  State,  whereas  the 
sam  so  charged  to  him  was  receiyed  from  the  sale  of  bricks  manafactored  by 
himself. 

By  the  terms  of  his  contract  with  the  State,  the  Lessee  was  entitled  absolately 
to  the  labor  of  the  convicts.  These  bricks  were  the  prodact  of  that  labor,  and 
I  cannot,  therefore,  perceive  the  grounds  upon  which  he  is  charged  with  this 
sum. 

In  the  remaining  portion  of  that  report  I  cheerfully  concur.

Mr.  Larue  made  the  following  report : 

Mr,  Speaker: 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  Assembly 
Bill  No.  221,  an  Act  to  ^mend  an  Act  concerning  Corporations,  passed  April 
22, 1850;  and  also  Assembly  Bill  No.  222.  an  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  an 
Act  to  provide  for  the  formation  of  Corporations  for  certain  purposes,  approved 
April  14th,  1853,  respectfully  report  that  in  the  early  period  of  the  history  of 
the  State,  the  great  natural  highways  that  intersect  it  from  north  to  south,  were 
to  a  limited  extent  only  provided  with  the  means  of  transportation  by  steam, 
and  great  inconvenience,  loss  of  time,  and  expense,  were  incurred  by  those  whose 
business  made  it  necessary  to  have  frequent  intercourse  with  remote  points,  situ- 
ated on  the  banks  of  our  navigable  streams.  The  traveling  public,  those  seek- 
ing business  localities,  agricultural  lands,  mining  claims,  and  parties  traveling  for 
pleasure,  amusement,  instruction,  curiosity,  or  from  any  other  motive,  were  all 
alike  impressed  with  the  importance  of  bringing  about,  in  some  suitable  and 
proper  manner,  an  improvement  in  the  steam  communication  upon  the  principal 
navigable  rivers  of  the  State.  The  great  obstacle  in  the  way  of  producing  this 
important  and  desirable  result,  was  the  want  of  adequate  capital,  in  such  a  con- 
centrated form  as  to  be  available  for  the  purpose.  To  remedy  the  evil,  legisla- 
tive interposition  was  invoked,  and  not  invoked  in  vain.  As  early  as  the  year 
1850,  there  was  placed  upon  the  statute  book  "An  Act  concerning  Corpora- 
tions,''  passed  April  22d,  1850.  Chapter  9,  of  that  Act,  points  out  the  manner 
in  which  "  Steam  Navigation  Companies  "  may  be  formed. 

Thus  it  is  apparent  that  the  Legislature,  at  that  early  period,  were  impressed 
with  the  importance  of  encouraging  the  formation  of  those  companies  as  a  means 
of  improving  the  intercourse  between  different  commercial  points  situated  upon 
oar  navigable  rivers;  and  although  it  may  not  be  in  entire  accordance  with  jus- 
tice and  fairness  to  attribute  the  improved  condition  of  the  travel  and  transpor* 
tation  by  steam  on  the  navigable  rivers  of  the  State,  to  the  various  enactments 
of  the  Legislature  to  facilitate  and  control  the  operations  of  associated  capital, 
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jei  it  is  bat  just  and  fair,  in  the  opiDion  of  the  andersigned,  to  ascribe  moch  of 
the  rapidity,  regDlarity,  order  and  elegance  which  are  the  characteristics  of  the 
steam  naTigation  of  the  present  time,  as  compared  with  that  of  oar  early  his- 
tory, to  those  causes. 

It  is  trae,  indeed,  that  complaints  are  constantly  made.  Evils,  inconveniencies 
and  outrages,  fancied  or  real,  are  frequently  charged.  It  would  be  strange, 
indeed,  if  it  were  not  so.  We  haye  in  a  measure  forgotten  the  enormous  charges, 
the  rough  fare  and  the  rude  treatment  of  the  past,  but  feel  seriously  and  keenly, 
notwithstanding  all  the  attendant  comforts  and  accommodations,  the  reduced 
exactions  of  the  present,  and  seek  some  justifiable  means  to  escape  from  their 
severity.  How  can  it  be  done?  The  advocates  of  the  bills  under  consideration 
propose  to  accomplish  the  object  by  fixing  a  tariff  of  rates  for  passives  and 
freight  that  shall  be  uniform  on  all  the  navigable  waters  of  the  State,  irrespec- 
tive of  the  cost  and  expense  that  may  attend  the  navigation  of  any  one  route  as 
compared  to  any  other,  and  irrespective  also  of  the  length  of  any  one  route  as 
compared  to  any  other. 

Here  the  undersigned  beg  leave  to  refer  to  an  opinion  of  the  present  Attorney 
General,  furnished  at  a  request  of  the  committee  of  the  Assembly  of  1856,  and 
which  is  published  in  the  Journal  of  that  year,  at  page  735,  in  which  he  very  forci- 
bly and  conclusively  argues  the  unconstitutionality  of  the  measures  then  proposed 
to  be  enacted,  and  which  were  similar  to  those  now  under  consideration ;  and  which 
opinion  the  undersigned  desire  may  be  read  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

Waiving  further  comments  on  the  constitutionality  of  the  proposed  amend- 
ments, the  undersigned  will  proceed  to  give  some  additional  reasons  which  pre- 
sent themselves  to  their  minds  why  the  amendments  ought  not  to  be  adopted. 
Before  doing  so,  however,  they  desire  to  premise  that  anything  in  the  form  of 
monopoly,  whether  in  steamboat  navigation  or  in  any  other  branch  of  bnsiuess, 
trade  or  occupation,  is  repugnant  to  their  sense  of  right,  and  that  they  would  as 
promptly  take  any  and  all  measures  consistent  with  a  prudent,  cautious,  just  and 
honorable  discharge  of  their  duties  as  legislators  to  correct  any  evil  of  that 
kind,  as  the  most  enthusiastic  advocates  of  the  leveling  principle  in  this  House 
or  elsewhere. 

There  are  several  steamboat  routes  in  this  State  that  are  but  of  a  few  miles  in 
extent,  and  several  others  of  a  like  kind  that  are  projected;  all,  or  nearly  all  of 
which  are  carried  on  or  predicated  upon  the  aid  of  associated  capital  under  the 
provisions  of  the  statutes  of  the  State.  Let  us  inquire  into  the  effect  of  the 
amepdmeuts  proposed  upon  one  of  those  routes  ;  and  for  that  purpose  we  will 
select  the  route  between  the  city  of  San  Francisco  and  Oakland;  being  about  eight 
miles  in  length,  and  one  of  the  most  important  and  most  frequented  routes  in  the 
State ;  carrying,  also,  from  shore  to  shore,  across  the  bay  of  San  Francisco,  large 
quantities  of  freight,  on  which  the  charge  per  ton  is,  at  the  present  time,  under 
the  influence  of  an  active  competition  with  numerous  sail  vessels  that  find  it  con- 
venient, when  not  otherwise  employed,  to  skip  over  the  bay  to  procure  a  freight, 
reduced  down  to  the  price  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  ton. 

By  the  rates  proposed  in  the  amendatory  bUls,  three  and  one-half  cents  per 
ton  per  mile,  for  eight  miles,  would  give  twenty-eight  cents  for  loading,  dis- 
charging and  transporting  a  ton  of  freight;  being  less  than  one-fifth  of  the 
amount  at  present  paid  for  the  performance  of  the  same  service  by  sailing  ves- 
sels. Other  short  routes  might  be  selected,  where  the  flagrant  injustice  of  the 
proposed  amendments  would  be  still  more  strikingly  illustrated.  Other  routes, 
too,  upon  the  upper  waters  of  our  streams,  where  the  expense  and  risk  are  tvo 
or  three  times  greater  than  on  the  Bay  and  lower  rivers,  are  all  made  to  fed 
the  effect  of  one  uniform  rate.  Surely,  the  advocates  of  these  amendments  can- 
not fail  to  see,  iu  their  adoption,  the  indefinite  suspension  of  all  those  projects  of 
steam  communication  between  the  city  of  San  Francisco  and  those  points  on  the 
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Bay  coDtigaons  thereto,  if  not,  indeed,  the  entire  annihilation  of  those  routes 
already  established,  to  which  the  inhabitants  of  that  portion  of  the  State  have 
looked  forward  with  so  mach  hope  and  anxiety  as  a  means  of  their  own  pros- 
perity and  the  development  of  the  wealth,  prosperity  and  resources  of  that  por- 
tion of  the  State.  Surely,  they  cannot  fail  to  see,  in  their  adoption,  the  sudden 
check  that  will  be  put  upon  the  improvement  and  prosperity  of  the  up-river 
towns  and  adjacent  country. 

Do  they  desire  all  these  results  ?  Are  they  willing  to  assume,  boldly,  the  re- 
sponsibility of  making  a  retrograde  movement  in  steamboat  navigation,  by  say- 
ing, in  effect,  to  the  people  of  California,  we  will  no  longer  afiford  encourage- 
ment to  the  employment  of  associated  capital  to  compete  with  and  to  stimulate 
the  corporations  already  in  existence  to  faithful  and  energetic  efforts  to  meet  the 
public  wants  and  gratify  public  expectations  ?  If  they  are,  let  them  advocate 
the  passage  of  these  amendments. 

The  undersigned  entertain  different  views  of  public  policy.  They  recommend 
that  every  reasonable  encouragement  be  given  to  the  employment  of  capital  for 
the  purpose  of  competing  with  the  present  so-called  monopoly,  in  order  that  the 
navigation  of  our  natural  highways  may  be  stimulated  to  their  utmost  capacity 
to  meet  the  present  and  prospective  wants  and  convenience,  for  a  short  period, 
of  our  increasing  commerce  and  population.  Soon,  very  soon,  succeeding  legis- 
latures will  be  called  on  to  furnish  additional  means  of  intercourse  between  the 
great  commercial,  agricultural  and  mining  interests  of  the  State.  And  when 
the  march  of  improvement  shall  have  placed  upon  the  rails  the  majestic  locomo- 
tive, with  its  attendant  train,  as  they  speed  from  city  to  city  on  their  way  to  the 
metropolis  of  the  Pacific,  the  jealousies,  rivalries,  animosities  and  resentments 
that  have,  unconsciously  to  their  authors,  given  rise  to  the  bills  that  are  the  sub- 
ject of  this  report,  will  have  been  forgotten,  or,  if  remembered,  remembered  only 
as  the  follies  of  the  past. 

Entertaining  these  opinions,  the  undersigned  respectfully  but  earnestly  recom- 
mend the  indefinite  postponement  of  both  the  bills  named  in  the  commencement 
of  this  report.

The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  having  had  under  consideration  Assem- 
bly bill  No.  292,  an  Act  to  extend  the  time  of  collecting  Taxes  in  the  county  of 
San  Mateo,  would  respectfully  report  the  same  back  with  an  amendment  thereto, 
and  recommend  its  passage  as  amended.

Mr.  Watkins  made  the  following  report,  which  was  ordered  printed: 

Mr.  Speaker: 

The  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Expenditures  haying  concluded  their  exami- 
nation of  the  Treasurer's  Office  as  fully  as  the  limited  time  allowed  them  for 
investigation,  and  a  due  performance  of  their  duties  would  permit,  respectfully 
submit  to  this  House  a  further  report  in  respect  to  the  condition  of  that  office. 

Your  committee  fiuding  the  affairs  of  the  Treasurer's  office  in  a  very  deranged 
and  unsatisfactory  condition,  and  having  discovered  evidences  of  gross  neglect 
and  misconduct  iu  the  business  of  the  office  as  heretofore  reported  by  them  to 
this  House,  conceived  it  to  be  their  duty,  as  far  as  possible,  to  ascertain  the 
true  state  and  condition  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  that  department.  In 
making  such  investigation,  the  labors  of  your  committee  have  been  most  arduous, 
as  the  impeachment  and  resignation  of  the  late  Treasurer,  and  the  consequent 
confusion  of  the  business  of  that  office,  deprived  them  of  the  information  and  aid 
of  that  officer  and  his  attaches,  who  were  familiar  and  conversant  with  the 
Tarious  parts  of  the  business  of  the  office,  and  might  hare  rendered  much  inform- 
ation and  assistance  to  facilitate  the  inyestigation  of  your  committee. 

It  appears  that  January  3d,  1856,  the  sum  of  $80,149  01  was  paid  over  o 
Dr.  Bates  by  his  predecessor.  Dr.  McMeans,  in  cash;  (that  is  admitted  by  Dr. 
Bates.)  The  general  fund  at  that  time  being  overdrawn,  Dr.  Bates  entered  ou 
his  book  the  balances  as  they  stood  to  the  credit  of  the  several  funds  on  the  first 
day  of  January,  1856,  amounting  to  $62,t24  01,  and  charges  of  $32,575,  amount 
expended  by  the  late  Treasurer,  as  per  vouchers  in  his  hands.  As  moneys  wera 
receiyed  from  the  County  Treasurers  thereafter,  the  general  fund  was  made 
whole.  The  amount  of  $31,300,  paid  Selover  &  Sinton,  is  included  in  the 
$32,575,  beforementioned,  and  is  the  amount  heretofore  reported  by  your  com- 
mittee as  still  standing  charged  upon  the  Controller's  books  against  the  State 
Treasurer,  making  the  accounts  of  the  two  officers  to  differ  to  that  extent.  The 
Controller  has  added  to  that  amount  the  deficiency  of  $48,369  92,  in  accounts 
of  Henry  Bates,  and  opened  new  accounts  with  the  present  Treasurer,  crediting 
the  yariotts  funds  vrith  the  apportionment  of  $75,908  25,  cash  on  hand,  made  by 
your  coomiittee. 
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We  further  report,  that  the  School,  Hospital,  and  Military  FaDds,  were  en- 
tered to  the  folIowiDj^  accouQts,  on  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Bates,  viz :

The  amount  appropriated  to  these  funds  by  your  Committee,  of  the  cash  on

The  other  funds  credited  by  your  committee  have  since  been  transferred  to 
the  General  Fund  by  Act  of  the  Tjegislature.  there  only  remains  to  be  done,  to 
regulate  the  accounts  up  to  this  time,  an  order  of  the  Controller  to  the  Treas- 
urer to  transfer  from  the  General  Fund  to  the  credit,  respectively,  of  the  funds 
specified,  the  amount  set  fortlt.  This,  your  committee  recommend,  that  the 
objects  for  which  the  funds  were  created  be  not  interfered  with.  The  order  to 
be  drawn  whenever  there  is  sufficient  money  in  the  Treasury  to  authorize  it.

&  Co ,  the  sum  of  $9,000  in  cash,  by  letter,  from  the  agent  of  Wells.  Eargo  & 
Co.;  we  learn  it  was  assayed  and  yielded  only  $8,187  46. 

From  the  investigation  made  by  your  Committee,  they  find  by  statement^ of 
the  Controller,  that  on  the  Slst  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1855,  there  were  Con- 
troller's warrants  outstanding  to  the  amount  of  $543,508  11  ;  that  there  were 
issued  from  the  first  day  of  January,  1856,  up  to  the  11th  day  of  February,  1857,

Your 
Committee  will  state  the  discrepancies  mentioned,  between  their  finding  and  the 
report  of  the  Controller,  arise  from  his  statements  being  from  data  furnished 
them  by  the  Treasurer.

la  examining  the  Treasurer's  Department,  your  committee  find  a  roll  of  bonds 
prepared  to  be  used  under  the  Funding  Act  of  1856,  signed  by  the  Governor 
and  Controller,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $41,000,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  your 
committee,  should  be  destroyed.  There  are  also  numerous  uncancelled  War- 
'  rants,  which  should  be  disposed  of,  so  as  to  avoid  all  chances  of  their  re-issuance 
hj  any  one — many  of  them  unindorsed.  There  are  likewise  several  books  in  the 
office  which  have  been  neglected,  and  which  should  be  brought  up  and  posted, 
as  also  a  thorough  revision  of  the  papers  in  the  office,  so  as  to  bring  the  accounts 
oat  of  the  confusion  caused  by  neglect  above  stated.    These  remarks  apply  as 
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well  to  the  term  of  McMeans  as  to  that  of  Bates.  The  acconnts  of  the  former 
beiDg  ia  the  hands  of  a  committee  of  this  House,  for  examination  at  the  present 
time,  year  committee  make  no  recommendation  respecting  them.  An  examina- 
tion of  the  work  necessary  to  be  done  will  exhibit  its  necessity:  To  write  up  the 
registry  of  Bonds  issued  and  redeemed,  the  registry  of  Warrants  issued  and 
redeemed,  to  open  accounts  current  with  the  State  agents  for  three  years  past, 
and  enter  up  coupons  paid  and  returned,  and  to  settle  the  accounts  of  foreigu 
miners'  license  for  the  same  time. 

Your  committee  deem  it  both  expedient  and  necessary  that  a  committee  of 
two  of  this  House  be  appointed,  with  powers  to  have  this  work  performed  under 
their  direction  and  supervision.  Such  committee  will  require  a  competent  and 
able  accountant,  and  after  everything  has  been  brought  up  and  recorded,  it  will 
take  but  a  small  portion  of  their  time  to  examine  its  correctness,  and  from  it 
make  up  their  report  to  the  next  Legislature. 

The  present  condition  of  the  Treasurer's  office  is  satisfactory.  The  books  and 
accounts  are  kept  in  a  neat,  plain  and  comprehensive  manner.  They  exhibit, 
on  the  first  of  the  present  month,  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  amounting  to  the

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  Assembly  bill  No.  305,  having  had 
the  same  under  consideration,  beg  leave  to  report  the  same  back,  and  recom- 
mend its  passage,  without  amendment.

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Mr.  Hunt  made  the  following  report : 

Mr.  Speaker: 

The  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  to  whom  was  re-committed  Assembly  bill 
No.  71,  an  Act  amendatory  of  and  supplementary  to  an  Act  concerning  the  Or- 
ganization of  the  Militia,  passed  April  25th,  1855,  with  special  instrnctions, 
herewith  report  the  substitnte,  in  accordance  with  the  order  of  the  Hoose* 
Yoar  Committee,  however,  deem  it  a  duty  incnmbent  upon  them  to  make  the 
following  recommendation  in  regard  to  the  bills  under  consideration,  viz :  to 
strike  out  of  Section  twenty-one  of  the  original  bill  the  words  "  have  or,"  in 
second  line,  and  that  the  same  be  adopted  by  the  House. 

Your  committee  believes  that  no  State  in  the  Union  60  much  requires  an 
effective  military  organization  as  California;  that  none  has  such  turbulent  and 
discordant  elements  in  her  population — that  no  State  is  so  isolated  and  exposed — 
and  we  believe  it  a  duty  as  important  as  any  which  devolves  upon  the  Legisla- 
ture, to  foster  and  encourage  a  militia  organization. 

Tour  committee  are  gratified  to  report  that  no  branch  of  the  State  Govern- 
ment has  been  more  economically  administered  than  the  Military  Department, — 
the  aggregate  amount  paid  out  of  the  Military  Fund  during  the  past  year,  ex- 
clusive of  the  amount  for  printing,  being  between  four  and  five  hundred  dollars 
only. 

Your  committee  are  also  well  convinced  that,  by  the  adoption  of  the  substi- 
tute, not  one  dollar  can  be  saved  to  the  State,  for  the  reason  that  the  Secretary 
of  State,  if  required  to  perform  the  duties  of  Adjutant-General,  would  need 
additional  clerical  assistance,  and  while  the  salary  of  the  Adjutant-General  ia 
»iiow  fixed  at  $2,000  per  annum,  the  pay  of  a  Clerk  is  $3,240. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  original  bill  be  amended  as 
above  and  passed.

Warrants — allowance  of  which  indulgence  this  Assembly  refused,  upon  the 
ground  that  it  would  be  offering  a  reward  to  the  dilatory  taxpayer. 

The  Assembly  then  passed  the  present  bill  applicable  to  the  counties  of  Sac- 
ramento and  Sutter,  permitting  delinquent  taxes  due  the  State  to  be  paid  in 
cash  and  those  due  the  counties  to  be  paid  in  evidences  of  the  indebtedness  of 
those  counties. 

The  Senate  have  amended  this  bill  so  as  to  make  it  general  in  its  operations. 
Your  committee  respectfully  recommend  that  the  principle  of  these  amendments 
be  concurred  in ;  but  would  further  report  that  the  Eepresentatives  of  several 
counties  wish  to  have  the  bill  so  amended  that  the  delinquent  taxes  due  their 
counties  should  be  only  payable  in  cash,  and  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for 
this  exemption  your  committee  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Assembly 
disagree  to  the  Senate  amendments,  and  ask  a  Committee  of  Free  Conference 
for  the  purpose  of  making  the  contemplated  exemptions.

Mr.  Burch  introduced  a  bill  for  an  Act  supplementary  to  an  Act  entitled  an 
Act  concerning  the  Eighth,  Ninth  and  Fifteenth  Judicial' Districts  of  this  State, 
and  the  Judges  thereof. 

Read  first  and  second  time,  and  the  rules  being  suspended,  the  bill  was  con 
sidered  engrossed,  read  third  time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Blake  introduced  a  bill  for  an  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to 
regulate  the  settlement  of  the  Estates  of  Deceased  Persons,  passed  May  1, 185l| 
and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof. 

Read  first  and  second  time  and  referred  to  Judiciary  Committee. 
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Mr.  Graves  introdaced  a  bill  for  an  Act  for  the  relief  of  David  F.  NewsoD. 
Read  first  and  second  time  and  referred  to  San  Luis  Obispo  Delegation. 

Mr.  Seawell  introdaced  a  bill  for  an  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  an  Act 
concerning  Eoads  and  Highways,  approved  April  28th,  1855. 

Bead  first  and  second  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Internal  Im- 
provements. 

Mr.  Coil  gave  notice  that  he  would  on  to-morrow  introduce  a  bill  fixing  the 
time  of  holding  the  several  Courts  authorized  to  be  held  by  the  County  Judge 
of  the  county  of  Sierra,  and  to  change  the  manner  of  summoning  a  Jury  for  the 
County  Court  of  said  county. 

Mr.  Miles  of  Sierra  reported  as  follows  : 

Mr.  Speaker : 

The  Committee  on  Education,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  petitions  con- 
cerning the  observance  of  the  Sabbath  day,  with  instructions  from  this  House,  to 
report  a  bill  in  conformity  with  the  wishers  of  the  petitioners,  having  had  the 
same  under  consideration^  respectfully  report  the  accompanying  bill. 

MILES  of  Sierra,  Chairman. 

The  bill  for  an  Act  defining  the  Christian  Sabbath,  and  providing  for  observ- 
ing the  same,  was  read  first  and  second  times,  and  referred  to  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee. 

Mr,  Graves  verbally  reported  Senate  bill  No.  172,  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to 
grant  the  right  to  construct  a  Turnpike  Road  between  the  Town  of  Columbia 
and  the  City  of  Sonora,  in  the  County  of  Tuolumne. 

Referred  to  Tuolumne  Delegation. 

Mr.  Stevenson  verbally  reported  and  recommended  the  passage  of  Assembly 
joint  resolutions  No.  8,  in  relation  to  extending  pre-emption  privileges  to  Settlers 
upon  the  Public  Lands  in  the  State  of  California. 

Mr.  Whipple  made  the  following  report : 

Mr.  Speaker: 

The  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs,  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the 
Governor's  Message  on  that  subject,  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  report. : 

That  we  have  had  this  matter  under  consideration,  together  with  the  Execu- 
tive information  and  suggestions  thereupon. 

After  mature  deliberation,  your  Committee  are  unable  to  agree  with  his  Ex- 
cellency in  his  suggestions  that  the  present  policy  of  gathering  the  Indians  into 
Reservations  within  the  limits  of  our  State  should  be  abandoned. 

Along  the  western  frontiers  of  the  Atlantic  States,  the  process  of  commingling 
and  affiliating  the  more  civilized  tribes,  and  steadily  pressing  them  forward  in 
advance  of  the  march  of  civilization  into  the  territories  of  the  more  formidable 
and  savage  nations  beyond  the  borders,  (where  all  those  tribes  and  nations  live 
by  the  chase,  and  have  the  same  general  habits,)  has  rendered  the  policy  of  the 
Government  on  that  side  of  the  mountains  reasonable  and  proper. 

But  your  Committee  deem  that  physical  circumstances  on  the  Pacific  slope, 
render  the  adoption  of  the  same  policy  in  this  State  incompatible  ,with  the  con- 
dition of  the  Indians  within  its  limits. 
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The  high  plains  and  naked  mountain  wastes,  extendinp^  from  the  eastern  boun- 
dary of  oar  State  to  the  western  base  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  are  inhabited 
by  roving  bands  of  monnted  savages,  who  maintain  a  precarious  existence,  mm]j 
by  the  chase,  whilst  the  tribes  along  the  coast,  and  most  of  those  in  the  interior 
of  the  State,  are  much  beneath  them  both  physically  and  intellectoallj ;  they 
feed  upon  the  fishy  yield  of  the  ocean,  or  the  worms  and  crickets  of  the  interior; 
they  are  unaccustomed  to  the  management  of  the  horse,  and  are  in  every  way 
incapable  of  procuring  a  subsistence  if  placed  in  competition  with  their  more 
active  and  daring  neighbors. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  to  remove  the  Indians  from  the  State,  and 
force  them  into  the  territory  beyond  the  Sierras,  were  little  better  or  more  hu- 
mane than  at  once  to  doom  them  to  extermination,  and  could  be  accomplished 
only  by  an  immense  sacrifice  of  human  life,  and  at  the  expense  of  millions  of 
dollars. 

It  is  very  certain  that  the  rapid  peopHng  of  the  West,  and  particularly  the 
establishment  of  our  indomitable  race  along  this  western  line  of  the  Continent, 
must  soon  solve  the  vexed  problem:  Shall  the  Indian  be  exterminated?  Or 
has  he,  too,  a  destiny  to  fulfil  here*? 

Your  Committee  are  amongst  those  who  yet  believe  that  tfie  Indian  race 
may  be  prolonged  to  the  indefinite  future;  not  as  the  equal,  but  subordinate  to 
and  dependent  upon  the  dominant  race.  And,  for  this  object,  in  the  opinion  o( 
your  Committee,  a  system  of  industrial  education  should  be  fostered  by  the 
Government,  by  which  all  the  young  Indians,  of  both  sexes,  may  be  tanght 
agriculture  and  the  under  branches  of  the  mechanical  arts;  under  which,  proper 
incentives  to  emulation  should  be  given,  and  which  should  extend  to  all  the 
ramifications  of  their  rude  society,  so  that  by  the  next  generation  the  head  of 
each  family  upon  the  Keservation  shall  find  it  alike  his  ambition  and  his  interest 
to  support  himself  and  his  family. 

It  is  very  apparent  to  your  Committee,  that  no  rude  and  barbarous  race  can 
be  elevated  even  to  an  approximate  condition  of  equality  with  civilized  men; 
except,  perhaps,  after  long  years  of  labor,  either  in  personal  servitude  or  national 
pupilage;  and  as  we  consider  the  former,  rn  this  instance,  as  entirely  impracti- 
cable, we  would  urge  upon  the  attention  of  the  General  Government  the  pro- 
priety, nay,  the  high  moral  necessity,  of  speedily  adopting  the  latter  in  a  greater 
and  a  more  general  extent.  It  is  not  incumbent  upon  your  Committee  to  elabo- 
rate this  idea,  but  trust  that  those  charged  with  our  Indian  Affairs  at  Wash- 
ington, will  give  it  that  attention  its  great  importance  demands. 

Experience  has  shown,  that  all  attempts  by  the  Government,  or  by  others,  to 
elevate  the  Indian  by  mere  intellectual  or  religious  culture,  or  both  combined, 
have  either  failed  altogether,  or  resulted  in  positive  evil,  as  the  educated  savage 
is  almost  sure  to  become  an  avenger  of  the — to  him— enormous  wrongs  of  his 
doomed  race — too  surely  doomed  if  not  redeemed  by  labor. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  there  can  be  no  safety  to  the  settlers  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Reservations  until  the  Indians  are  made  to  feel  that  they  have 
left  their  lands  by  their  own  choice,  and  for  a  proper  consideration.  We  cannot 
expect  cheerful  obedience  to  the  will  of  our  Superintendent  and  local  Agents  is 
long  as  a  sense  of  wrong  and  injustice  is  rankling  in  their  hearts  against  us. 

It  is  the  deliberate  conviction  of  your  Committee  that  the  worst  feature,  and 
the  one  most  to  be  deprecated,  in  the  lame  and  impotent  policy  heretofore  main- 
tained by  the  Government  in  its  management  of  our  Indian  affairs,  is  its  failure 
to  extinguish  by  fair  purchase,  the  Indian  title  to  the  lands  from  which  they  bare 
been  sought  to  be  removed. 

Yonr  Committee  feel  it  their  duty  to  remark,  that  there  is  much  danger  to  be 
apprehended,  from  the  fact  that  the  fascinations  of  Indian  society  af^ar  to  have 
attracted  a  class  of  white  men  addicted  to  most  of  the  low  vices  to  which  bo- 
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manitj  is  heir;  who  ape  a  half  sav^e  life;  hang  aboat  the  villages,  or  seek  to  do 
so;  and  whose  contact  with  the  Indian  is  at  once  degrading  and  dangerous. 
The  agents  of  the  Grovernment  cannot  be  too  vigilant  in  guarding  their  charge, 
from  the  contaminating  inflnence  of  snch  pests  to  society  and  to  the  State. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  joat  Committee  there  should  be  efficient  military  forces 
stationed  in  convenient  positions  in  the  vicinity  of  all  the  Reservations,  and  that 
enlarged  power  should  be  given  to  the  local  agents  in  the  management  of  the 
latter,  in  the  employment  of  additional  attachees,  or  in  any  matters  which  would 
conduce  to  the  good  or  well  being  of  the  poor  proscribed  Indian. 

Your  Committee  feel  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  present  Legislature  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  General  Government  to  the  state  of  affairs  in  the  northeastern 
])art  of  the  State.  Since  the  first  settlement  by  the  whites  of  that  section, 
many  brutal  murders  have  been  committed  annually,  by  the  untamed  savage; 
and  during  the  last  year,  the  citizens  of  Siskiyou  county  alone,  have  expended 
more  than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  endeavoring  to  conquer  a  peace. 
There  should  be  immediately  an  Agency  or  Reservation  established  in  the  Pitt 
River  or  Modoc  Indian  country,  with  a  strong  military  force.  Until  this  be 
done,  it  may  be  expected  that  those  warlike  tribes  will  periodically  visit  the 
settlements  to  destroy  property  and  murder  the  inhabitants.

Resolved,  That  to  render  this  plan  effective,  it  is  of  the  first  importance  that 
the  lands  be  purchased  from  the  Indians  when  they  are  required  to  leave  their 
old  homes  and  live  upon  the  Reservations. 

Resolved,  That  the  Indian  Department  should  enoonrage  the  system  of  educa- 
tion at  labor,  as  the  best  and  surest  mode  of  elevating  the  Indian  character. 

Resolved,  That  there  should  be  an  increase  of  the  military  force  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Indian  Reservations,  and  in  the  remote  parts  of  this  State. 

Resolved,  That  there  should  be  a  Reservation  established  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  Pitt  River  and  Modoc  Indian  country,  accompanied  by  a  strong  military 
force.     Also,  a  Reservation  in  San  Bernardino  County. 

Resolved,  That  the  Governor  be  tequested  to  send  copies  of  the  foregoing  to 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  Commissioner 
of  Indian  Affairs,  and  to  each  of  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress.

Mr.  McEnne  made  the  following  report : 

Mr.  Speaker: 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  As- 
sembly bill  No.  312,  for  an  Act  to  fund  the  outstanding  Warrants  of  the  county 
of  Sacramento,  drawn  prior  to  the  1st  of  November,  1855,  beg  leave  to  report, 
that,  according  to  the  information  furnished  the  undersigned,  the  bill,  as  now 
drawn,  will  include  within  its  provisions  and  authorize  the  funding  of  two  classes 
of  warrants.  First.  Those  authorized  to  be  funded  by  the  various  funding  Acts 
of  the  county,  and  which  have  not  been  funded,  but  are  now  held  in  the  form  of 
warrants,  amounting  probably  to  about  $13,000.  Second.  Certain  warrants 
issued  to  one  John  M.  Rhodes,  in  the  summer  of  1855,  for  the  purchase  of  cer- 
tain plank  road  stock,  amounting  to  $26,000. 

The  undersigned  believes  that  a  bill  should  be  passed  embracing  those  war- 
rants included  in  the  first  class,  above  mentioned.  The  warrants  there  included 
are  meritorious,  and,  as  the  law  now  stands,  no  provision  is  made  for  their  pay- 
ment. Not  so  with  the  warrants  issued  to  Mr.  Rhodes.  That  gentleman  and 
others,  in  1853,  engaged  in  the  construction  of  a  plank  road  from  the  city  of 
Sacramento  to  the  Ten  Mile  House,  on  the  Coloma  road.  This  enterprise  did 
not  yield  the  profits  anticipated  by  the  projectors,  and  in  1853  the  company 
found  their  planks  worn  out,  without  a  sufficient  return  to  warrant  a  eontinnance 
of  the  enterprise. 

In  this  situation,  the  Company  (being  unable  to  collect  their  tolls,  because  the 
road  was  not  kept  in  repair,)  abandoned  the  idea  of  maintaining  the  road  as  a 
plank  road. 

Simultaneously  with  this,  Mr.  Rhodes,  who  had  become  a  large  stockholder 
in  the  concern,  transferred  his  stock  to  the  Connty  of  Sacriunento,  and  received 
$26,000  or  thereabouts,  in  warrants  drawn  on  the  County  Treasurer  by  order  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  undersigned  is  of  opinion  that  such  purchase  was  not  desired,  or  to  any 
extent  needed  by  the  citizens  of  this  County.  It  may  be  properly  considered  as 
a  transaction  to  relieve  one  stockholder  in  an  unprofitable  enterprise,  from  the 
consequences  of  a  bad  investment.  The  other  stockholders  have  never  been 
paid,  and  if  the  warrants  drawn  in  favor  of  Mr.  Rhodes  commend  themselves  to 
us  as  an  equity,  each  stockholder  ought  likewise  to  be  paid  for  his  stock,  and 
there  can  be  no  good  reason  why  we  should  single  out  the  case  of  Mr.  Rhodes 
and  pay  him,  while  we  withhold  payment  from  others,  simply  because  he  happen- 
ed to  have  sufficient  business  tact  to  get  his  stock  in  the  form  of  County  war- 
rants. 

But  there  is  another  reason  why  the  bill  should  not  pass.  The  legality  of  the 
warrants  issued  to  Mr.  Rhodes  is  contested  on  grounds  which  are  believed  to  be 
sufficient  to  defeat  his  claim.    The  County  of  Sacramento  had  no  authority  to 
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buy  stock  in  an  incorporated  company,  and  cannot  hold  any  sach  property.  As 
a  ciMiseqoent  on  this  proposition,  the  transaction  between  the  Board  of  Sapervi- 
sors  and  Mr.  Rhodes  was  void,  and  the  warrants  issued  were  void. 

The  legal  questions  connected  with  the  transactions  are  now  pending  in  the 
District  Court  of  the  Sixth  Judicial  District,  in  the  case  of  Lucas,  Turner  & 
Co.  vs.  the  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Sacramento,  and  I  submit  that  the 
Courts  are  the  proper  place  to  determine  these  questions,  and  the  Legislature 
ought  not  to  interfere  and  compel  the  County  of  Sacramento  to  pay  these  war- 
rants, when  she  is  now  resisting  such  payments  by  all  the  means  in  her  power. 

I  recommend  that  the  bill  be  so  ■  amended  as  to  exclude  all  warrants  issued 
for  Plaok  Road  Stock,  until  it  shall  be  finally  decided  by  the  Conrts  that  they  are 
a  legal  debt  of  the  County.

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  an  Act,  approved  April  18th,  1856,  *'to 
create  a  Board  of  Commissioners  to  examine  the  claims  of  the  citizens  of  the 
connties  of  Klamath,  Siskijoa  and  fiamholdt,  and  report  to  the  Qovemor  of 
this  State  the  amount  of  just  claims  held  by  the  citizens  of  those  connties,  for 
services  rendered  or  supplies  furnished  to  the  troops  and  the  volunteers  engaged 
in  the  suppression  of  Indian  hostilities  in  the  years  1852,  1853, 1854  and  ISbb," 
Walter  McDonald  and  A  M.  Jones,  were  appointed  by  me  Commissioners,  to 
examine  into  and  report  the  amount  of  such  claims  as  were  embraced  within  the 
provisions  of  said  Act. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  was  forwarded  by  them  as  early  as  last  No- 
vember, in  ample  time  to  have  been  laid  before  the  Legislature  at  the  commeoce- 
ment  of  the  present  session,  but  in  consequence  of  the  negligence  of  the  messen- 
ger, to  whom  was  entrusted  the  transmission  of  these  papers,  they  did  not  reach 
me  until  a  few  days  since. 

I  am  fully  convinced  that  the  Commissioners  are  in  nowise  chargeable  with 
this  neglect.  I  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  this  report,  with  the 
accompanying  documents.  It  is  also  made  my  duty,  to  recommend  to  the  Legis- 
lature such  means  as  they  may  think  proper,  to  secnre  the  amount  of  these  claims 
by  appropriation  from  the  General  Government.  The  purpose  and  intent  of  the 
Act  under  which  the  commission  was  created,  seemed  to  contemplate  no  direct 
assumption  of  any  part  of  this  indebtedness  by  the  State;  but  the  compensation 
to  be  received  was  left  wholly  dependent  on  future  appropriations  by  Congress. 
Such  being  the  fact,  independent  of  the  present  embarrassed  condition  of  oor 
State  finances,  we  must  look  solely  to  such  appropriations  as  may  be  made  by 
the  General  Government  for  the  specific  purpose  of  paying  these  claims,  and  by 
the  action  of  the  Legislature  should  be  called  the  attention  of  our  Senators  and 
Representatives  in  Congress  to  the  matter,  with  a  view  of  procuring  the  neces- 
sary appropriations. 

I  am  unapprised  of  any  more  efficient  mode  than  this,  for  securing  the  means 
of  liquidating  those  claims,  which  are  unquestionably  a  just  charge  against  the 
Federal  Government.

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  confided  the  investigation  concerning  the 
whereabouts  of  the  money  paid  by  the  late  Treasurer  to  E.  A.  Rowe,  having  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties,  had  before  them  E.  A.  Bo  we,  as  a  witness,  on  the 
2d  day  of  April  inst„»  sworn  to  testify  the  whole  truth,  before  and  by  the  Chair- 
man of  your  Committee,  refused  to  answer  certain  questions  propounded  to  him 
by  the  Committee,  as  follows: 

IThe  word  *''  company ''  in  the  questions  and  answers,  refers  to  the  Pacific 
Express  Company,  concerning  which  the  witness  was  then  under  examination.] 

1st  Question — Do  you  know  who  composed  said  Company  on  the  third  day  of 
January,  1857  ? 

Answer — That  is  a  question  of  law. 

2d  Question — Is  that  your  entire  answer  to  the  question  T 

Answer — If  you  ask  me  no  more  questions  to  that  point,  it  might  be. 

3d  Question — Do  you  now  decline  to  tell  whether  or  not  you  know  who  com* 
posed  said  Company  ? 

Answer — I  do  not  decline. 

4th  Question — Will  you  now  proceed  to  tell  whether  you  know  or  not  ? 

Answer — As  it  is  a  question  of  law,  I  can't  see  how  it  is  possible  for  me  to 
tell. 

5th  Question — Whom  were  you  associated  with,  at  that  time,  in  the  manage- 
ment of  said  Company? 

Answer — I  had  full  management  of  it  myself. 

6th  Question — Had  you  no  associates  ? 

Answer — No  one  associated  with  me  in  the  management  of  the  Company  at 
that  time. 

*Ith  Question — Did  you  receive  your  authority  to  marage  said  Company  in 
whole  or  in  part  from  any  other  person  or  persons? 

Answer — I  received  my  authority  from  my  proprietorship. 

8th  Question — Were  you  at  that  time  sole  proprietor? 

Answer — As  I  answered  before,  that  was  a  question  of  law. 

9th  Question — ^Did  you,  during  the  summer  of  1856,  let  J.  Neely  Johnson 
have  money  amounting  to  about  llO.OOO,  taking  from  him  therefor  two  promis- 
sory notes? 

Answer — No,  sir. 

10th  Question — Did  you  at  any  time  let  him  have  any  money? — ^if  yes,  when 
and  about  what  amount? 

Answer — ^I  decline  to  answer  that  question,  on  the  ground  I  do  not  deem  it 
pertinent  to  the  matter  of  inquiry  in  consideration  before  the  Committee. 

11th  Question — Did  you  ever  let  Mr.  Bowman  have  any  money  within  the 
year  last  past? — if  yes,  about  how  much? 

Answer — I  decHne  answering  the  question  for  the  same  reason. 

12th  Question— Did  yon,  within  the  year  last  past,  let  Mr.  Estell  have  any 
money?— 'if  yes,  what  amount  ? 

Answer — I  decline  answering  on  the  same  grounds. 

13th  Question — Did  yon,  within  the  past  year,  let  Solomon  Heydenfeldt  have 
any  money  ? — if  yes,  when  and  how  much  ? 

Answer — I  decline  to  answer  for  the  same  reason. 

14th  Question — When  you  went  into  the  oflSce  of  the  State  Treasurer,  as  a 
derk,  about  what  amount  of  mobey  were  you  worth  above  your  debts,  and  in 
whai  form  did  your  property  exist? 

Answer — I  decline  to  answer  for  the  same  reason.

Answer — I  decline  to  answer  the  qaestion  for  the  reason  it  will  have  a  ten- 
dency to  jeodardize  the  position  of  the  money  at  the  present  time,  and  to  pre- 
vent its  application  to  the  payment  of  the  next  Jaly  interest,  and  forther,  ioas- 
mnch  as  a  criminal  prosecution  is  threatened,  it  may  have  a  tendency  to  snhject 
me  to  presentment  for  felony. 

18th  Qaestion — To  what  place  did  yon  remove  said  $124,000  ? 

Answer — I  decline  to  answer  that  qaestion  for  the  same  reason. 

19th  Question — ^When  and  where  did  you  last  see  said  money  ? 

Answer — ^I  saw  it  last  in  January;  I  don't  recollect  the  time,  somewhere  near 
the  middle  of  the  month;  it  may  not  have  been  so  late.  I  decline  to  answer 
where  the  money  then  was,  for  the  reason  heretofore  given. 

20th  Question — Is  that  money  or  any  part  of  it  kept  in  any  banking  house  ? 
If  yes,  what  banking  house  ? 

Answer — I  decline  to  answer,  for  the  reasons  last  before  given. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  in  accordance  with  the  statute  in  such  cases 
made  and  provided,  an  order  be  entered  requiring  the  Speaker  to  certify  the 
facts  to  the  District  Attorney  of  Sacramento  County,  requiring  the  prosecution 
of  said  Rowe,  according  to  statute;  and  they  recommend  the  passage  of  the  pre- 
amble and  order  herewith  submitted.

each  claiming  the  right  to  assess  and  collect  the  same. 

Thirdly:  The  citizens  on  said  territory,  numbering  but  few,  are  exceediDglj 
uixious  to  be  returned  back  to  Sutter  County,  the  county  of  their  choice,  and 
to  which  they  properly  belong;  their  interests  being  similar  and  identified  witb 
that  of  Sutter  County — ^both  being  purely  agricultoraL 
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Fourthly:  Said  line,  as  proposed  by  the  ameDdment  to  the  bill,  would  be  a 
distinct  and  nnmistakeable  booDdary  line,  by  establisbiDg  which  yoa  would  pat 
at  rest  all  dispates  as  to  which  county  said  citizens  should  pay  their  taxes  in, 
and  at  the  same  time  deprive  Placer  County  of  but  a  mere  trifle  of  her  present 
reyenue.

Your  Committee  feel  much  regret  that  the  result  of  their  labors  has  proved 
80  little  satisfactory  to  themselves,  but  in  the  limited  time  allowed  them  within 
which  to  make  their  report,  they  have  used  all  diligence  to  ascertain  all  the  facts 
of  the  case. 

From  the  evidence,  your  Committee  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the  pa- 
per marked  A,  which  is  a  petition  for  the  division  of  El  Dorado  County^  and 
that  Greenwood  should  be  made  the  County  Seat,  has  been  most  shamefully  mu- 
tilated, and  that  thereby  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  render  nugatory  the  right 
of  petition. 

Many  of  the  names  which  were  originally  attached  to  the  petition  have  been 
removed  from  it,  and  have  been  fraudulently  attached  to  the  paper  marked  B, 
which  is  a  remonstrance  against  dividing  the  County  of  El  Dorado,  vrith  the 
sole  object  of  practising  a  fraud  upon  this  House  by  producing  the  impression 
that  those  persons  whose  names  appear  attached  to  said  remonstrance  opposed  a 
division,  wMle  in  fact  they  favored  a  division. 


Bj  whom  this  fraad  was  practised,  or  when  or  where  perpetrated,  your  Com- 
mittee have  been  unable  to  determine.  Those  papers  were  giren  to  the  Hon  J. 
Carpenter,  a  member  of  this  House,  at  Greenwood  Valley,  on  Sunday,  the  29th 
day  of  March  last,  to  be  by  him  presented  to  this  House  as  an  expression  of  the 
wishes  of  his  constituents.  Mr.  Carpenter  swears  that  when  he  received  thoee 
papers  the  one  marked  A  was  longer,  uid  had  more  names  attached  to  it ;  that 
he  brought  those  papers  from  Greenwood  to  Sacramento,  and  presented  them  to 
this  House,  and  that  when  so  presented  he  belieyes  them  to  have  been  in  the 
same  condition  as  when  he  received  them  at  Greenwood.  They  are  not  now  in 
the  same  condition  as  when  he  receiyed  them,  but  as  before  stated,  your  Com- 
mittee are  unable  to  determine  when,  where  or  by  whom  they  were  changed. 

Your  Committee  are  fully  satisfied  that  those  papers  were  not  changed  after 
Hon.  J  Turner,  a  member  of  this  House,  receiyed  them  from  Mr.  Scobey,  at 
the  Clerk's  -table,  but  had  been  changed  prior  to  that  time.  That  these  papers 
were  permitted  to  go  out  of  the  possession  of  a  member  of  this  House,  in  the 
hands  of  a  stranger,  was  highly  improper;  but  as  in  this  instance,  in  the  opinioD 
of  your  Committee,  no  eyirconsequences  resulted  from  it,  they  recommend  that 
no  further  action  be  had  upon  it.  From  the  testimony  of  Mr.  L.  B.  Myers,  and 
from  the  admission  of  Mr.  Carpenter,  it  appears  that  the  latter  receiyed  at  the 
house  of  the  former,  a  petition  signed  by  seven  men  in  favor  of  a  division,  and 
of  making  Greenwood  the  county  seat.  This  petition  was  never,  so  far  as  we 
can  ascertain,  presented  to  this  House,  but  the  seven  names  originally  attached  to 
that  petition  are  now  found  attached  to  the  remonstrance.  As  this  petition  was  in 
the  possession  of  Mr.  Carpenter  at  the  same  time  that  he  had  the  other  papers 
referred  to,  the  transfer  of  those  names  from  one  paper  to  another  must  have 
occurred  at  the  same  time  that  the  transfer  of  a  portion  of  the  names  originallj 
attached  to  the  petition  delivered  to  him  by  Jaques,  was  made. 

Your  Committee  having  failed  to  ascertain  by  whom  this  fraud  was  perpe- 
trated, ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

The  ''Father  of  oar  Goontoy/'  himself  a  practical  farmer,  saw  the  yast  benefits 
which  would  result  from  the  adoption  of  this  policy,  not  only  to  the  people  en- 
gaged Id  these  pnrsnits,  bat  from  the  fact  that  they  compose  the  substratum  upon 
which  all  other  pursuits  are  mainly  based,  that  the  advantages  would  be  equally 
distributed  to  all  classes  of  citizens.  » 

The  "  Sage  of  Monticello,"  one  of  the  great  foanders  of  our  political  system, 
whom  we  regard  as  good  authority  upou  all  questions  of  political  economy,  was 
equally  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  promoting  upon  scientific  principles  the 
adTsnoement  of  this  parsuit.  Had  the  advice  of  these  great  statesmen  received 
due  conaideration  and  action  by  the  legislators  of  former  days,  the  waste  fields 
and  deteriorated  lands  of  the  older  States  would  not  now  bear  witness  to  the 
actual  loss  of  national  wealth  which  may,  in  a  great  measure,  be  attributed  to  the 
indifference  and  disregard  of  these  wise  recommendations. 

But  while  all  other  int^ests  have  been  cared  for,  this,  the  greatest  of  all  inter- 
ests, has,  until  within  the  last  few  years,  been  strangely  neglected. 

This  indifference  arose,  perhaps,  from  two  re«sons:  One  was  the  great  quantity 
of  new  lands  without  inhabitants,  and  open  for  occopation  to  the  emigrant  dissat- 
isfied with  the  condition  of  his  ill  caltivated  and  impoverished  fields;  the  other,  a 
mistaken  belief  that  this  class  of  legislation  conferred  its  benefits  exclusively  apoa 
a  particular  class  of  citizens,  and  did  not  come  properly  within  the  legitimate 
duties  of  (Government. 

As  our  "  Star  of  Empire"  can  make  its  way  no  further  westward  on  this  con- 
tin  ent,  and  on  tiie  East,  mountains  and  deserts  intervene  to  separate  us  from  the 
(to  ns)  miscalled  Western  States,  we  are  thereby  admonidied  of  the  importance 
of  preserving,  andiminished,  our  agricultural  resources 

By  timely  legislation  in  procuring  reliable  statistical  information,  and  by  ac- 
quainting ourselves  with  the  character  of  our  soil  by  the  aid  of  science,  we  may 
do  much  to  avert  the  exhaustion  of  the  essential  elements  of  the  husbandman's 
product  contained  in  the  soil  of  our  now  fertile  valleys.  Everything  we  do  to 
ftwaken  attention  to  this  sntject,  even  though  theinstrnments  are  cheap  compared 
wiUi  the  objects  soi^ht  to  be  attained,  may  confer  histing  benefits  upon  the  future 
condition  of  the  State.  The  excess  of  production  in  this  State  in  the  year  1853, 
of  one  article  alone,  which  wasted ,  withont  a  market  or  consumption,  was,  by  loss 
of  labor,  and  by  extracting  from  the  soil  the  elements  which  oonstitnte  vegetable 
production,  destructive  of  as  much  wealth  as  one  of  the  grtat  fires  of  San  Fran* 
Cisco;  and  this  resulted  from  the  want  of  a  little  useful  information. 

One  great  want  in  this  State  is  agricultural  statistics  in  a  reliable  official  shape, 
placed  before  the  people  in  due  season,  showing  annually  the  quantity  of  each 
Iftrticle  produced,  as  well  as  other  information  wMch  is  not  necessary  to  detail  here. 
The  value  of  these  statistics  in  the  instance  above  stated,  is  beet  known  to  the 
Agrlcnlturist  and  the  regular  dealer  in  his  products,  but  the  benefits  extend 
equally  to  all — ^the  effect  produced  would  be  to  relieve  the  miner,  the  merchant 
and  the  mechanic,  as  well  as  the  farmer  to  some  extent,  firom  the  support  of  the 
.  intermediate  class  of  speculators  who  flourish  on  the  derang^ent  and  fluctnatiyoas 
of  trade. 

Your  Committee  will  not  extend  this  report  by  enumerating  the  many  advan- 
tages which  would  result  from  theostablishment  of  a  Department  at  Waahington  ez- 
dusiTely  devoted  to  agricultural  interests;  they  are  mo^y  snch  as  cannot  be  effeotn- 
ally  obtained  by  individual  effort  and  private  enteq>rise;  concert  of  action  between 
the  National  and  State  Ooyeroments,  iroold,  by  enUghened  legislation,  produce 
89a 
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all  the  desired  beneficial  resalts.  Congreesiooal  Committees  of  the  last  CoDgrea 
bare  recommended  the  measure  proposed  in  the  resotation.  The  increuing 
-  wealth  and  population  of  oor  country,  as  a  matter  of  course,  efibcts  a  correspcwd- 
ing  increase  in  the  business  of  the  Executive  Department  at  Washington.  Hesce 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  in  his  last  annual  report  says:  '^When  the  legiti* 
mate  objects  of  the  different  departments  are  duly  considered,  it  would  aeem  tbit 
a  re-organization  of  the  whole  had  become  necessary." 

The  following  further  extract  from  his  report,  will  show  some  facts  bearing  apon 
this  Subject     He  says: 

"  In  addition  to  ths»  business  at  the  Patent  Office  proper,  there  has  been  de- 
Tolred  upon  the  Commissioner  of  Patents,  the  supervision  of  the  National  Galleiy 
and  the  direction  of  the  fond  annually  appropriated  for  Agricultural  puipoaei. 
The  former  of  these  duties  is  comparatively  of  small  moment;  the  latter  of  greit 
and  increasing  importance.  There  seems  no  national  or  immediate  connecUoD  be- 
tween the  legitimate  business  of  the  Patent  Office  and  the  subject  of  Agricaltiue, 
except  in  their  mutual  relations  to  the  industrial  pursnite  of  the  people.  Bot  the 
revenues  of  the  office  being  somewhat  in  excess  in  1889,  the  Commissiooer  of 
Patents  was  authorized  to  apply  $1,000  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  Agricultani 
statistics.  These  were  increased  from  time  to  time,  until  they  reached  the  sum  of 
$5,000,  when  they  remained  nearly  stationary  for  several  years.  In  1854,  tiie 
appropriation  was  increased  to  $35,000,  and  made  payable  out  of  the  treasorj; 
and  the  appropriation  of  the  present  year  (1855)  has  been  increased  to  $100,000.^ 

From  these  facts,  we  see  that  the  advancement  of  Agricultural  interests  as  i 
science,  and  aided  by  a  national  system  for  its  promotion,  is  rapidly  growing  is 
favor  with  the  pe<^Ie;  and  at  the  re-organization  of  the  Departments  at  Wafib- 
ington,  which  must  nessarily  soon  take  place,  this  subject  will  occupy  a  promioent 
position,  and  receive  more  attenion  than  has  hitherto  been  awarded  to  it. 

The  Commissioner  of  Patents  is  presumed  to  be  a  person  distinguished  for  his 
qualifications  to  investigate  and  determine  questions  relating  to  Mechanical  Art 
and  Science.  Therefore  it  is  clear  that  the  supervision  of  the  Agricultani 
Bureau  is  misplaced. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts,  your  Committee  approve  the  first  proposition  ooo- 
tained  in  the  resolution,  which  recommends  the  establishment  of  a  Department 
at  Washington,  exclusively  devoted  to  the  interests  of  Agriculture.  In  regard 
to  the  second  proposition,  asking  for  a  donation  of  100,000  acres  of  land  for 
the  endowment  of  an  Agricultural  College,  to  be  esteblished  in  California,  your 
Committee  will  only  say,  that  donations  of  land  for  similar  purposes  have  been 
granted  by  Congress  to  other  States ;  and  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  National  Insti- 
tution, which  promises  soon  to  be  established,  from  our  peculiarly  favorable  »^ 
ation  to  collect  and  test  improvements  in  rural  science  and  introduce  the  cultirar 
tion  of  producte  now  foreign  to  our  country,  an  Agricultural  College  would  pro- 
bably be  the  means  of  conferring  great  and  lasting  benefits  upon  the  State. 
The  collection  and  increase  of  knowledge  in  this,  as  well  as  in  all  other  depart* 
ments  of  science,  is  much  faciliteted  in  this  State,  from  the  attraction  hith^  and 
intermingling  of  people  ftrom  all  parts  of  the  civilized  world. 

One  great  obstacle  to  the  successful  introduction  of  improvements  in  Agrical* 
ture,  as  a  science,  in  other  States,  has  been  the  predisposition  of  the  mral  popo- 
lation  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  their  predecessors,  and  to  oppose  innovatioB 
without  first  makmg  an  unprejudiced  investigation.  But  here  everything  is  n»Wt$ 
and  experiment  and  investigation  are  the  order  of  the  day.  Here,  onr  genial 
dime  has  stripped  agricultaral  pursuits  of  the  hardships  and  privations  which 
are  incident  to  them  in  regions  where  extremes  of  heat  and  cold  prevail.  HerSf 
the  life  of  the  practical  farmer  is  made  easy  and  agreeable  by  the  equable  aa- 
ture  of  our  climate  and  the  fertility  of  our  soil. 

What  we  want,  is,  a  general  difliision  tluroughout  our  State  and  the  wboto 
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Unioii  of  knowledge  relating  to  the  a^ricaltnral  Interest  of  California.  Then, 
increased  Immigration  wonid  come,  to  stimulate  all  branches  of  industry  and 
distribnte  itself  over  onr  broad  domain.  Then,  thousands  of  young  men  now 
here,  who,  not  being  accustomed  to  laborious  pursuits,  shrink  from  the  toils  of 
the  hardy  miner,  and  who  see  imaginary  hardships  in  the  life  of  the  farmer, 
would,  if  properly  informed,  turn  their  attention  to  agricultural  pursuits,  cease 
to  be  a  burden  to  themselves  and  society,  and  become  useful  citizens  to  the  State. 
Then,  the  miner,  the  merchant,  the  mechanic,  and  the  professional  man,  would 
not  repair  to  other  lands  to  enjoy  the  fruits  of  his  well-earned  treasure,  but 
would  remain,  to  enrich  and  beautify  the  land  of  his  adoption.  Then,  our  val- 
leys and  hill-sides  would  smile  with  neat  cottages,  blooming  orchards  and  happy 
homes,  and  then  society  would  be  purified  -  the  haunts  of  dissipation  would  be 
deserted,  order  would  come  out  of  chaos,  and  every  man  might  live  in  security, 
under  his  own  vine  and  fig-tree. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  this  is  the  true  object  of  legislation,  and  that 
an  Agricultural  College  established  in  this  State,  would  have  a  tendency  to  pro- 
mote the  realization  of  these  and  many  other  valuable  results  ;  therefore,  your 
Committee  approves  of  the  second  proposition,  and  recommends  the  passage  of 
the  joint  resolution.

Mr,  Speaker: 

The  undersigned,  Member  of  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  not  having  been 
present  at  the  session  of  the  Committee  when  Assembly  bill  No.  324,  was  under 
consideration,  begs  leave  now  to  submit  this  minority  report. 

The  bill  is  entitled,  an  Act  concerning  Certified  Copies  of  certain  InstmmeDU 
In  writing.  It  provides  that  copies  of  certain  papers  lately  belonging  to  the 
Laod  Commission  for  settling  land  titles  in  this  State,  with  certain  other  pa- 

ers,  shall  be  received  and  read  as  evidence  with  the  same  effect  as  originals. 

The  bill  further  provides  that  a  party  to  a  suit  desiring  to  introduce  such  a 
copy,  may  give  notice  to  the  opposite  party  that  he  intends  to  give  such  copy  on 
evidence,  and  the  party  served  must,  within  one  day  thereafter,  give  notice  that 
he  will  contest  the  execution  of  such  instrument,  or  the  copy  shall  be  read  in  evi- 
dence without  proof  of  its  execution. 

That  if  the  execution  is  contested,  and  the  proof  shall  establish  the  genuiness 
of  the  paper,  the  party  contesting  shall  pay  to  the  other  party  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, without  reference  to  the  final  result  of  the  case.  In  my  opinion  the  biD 
ought  not  to  become  a  law.  It  makes  so  material  a  change  in  the  law  of  evi- 
dence, such  a  distinction  in  favor  of  certain  papers  that  ought  to  be  scanned  care- 
fully before  they  shall  be  acted  on. 

There  are  a  large  number  of  forged  documents  on  file  in  the  Surveyor  General's 
office,  some  of  which  have  been  proved  such,  others  may  be  so  proved.  The  par- 
ties against  whom  the  documents  may  be  used  are  generally  ignorant  of  the  char- 
acter of  the  papers,  and  they  are  required  by  the  bill  to  determine  within  a  day 
whether  they  will  contest  the  same  or  not. 

It  is  submitted  that  the  main  benefits  which  can  accrue  by  the  passage  of  the 
bill,  would  be  to  enable  parties  to  avoid  a  contest  over  an  invalid  or  doubtfiol 
paper.

It  is  quite  apparent  that  attention  has  not  been  given  to  the  fact  that  the 
present  session  of  the  Legislature  had,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  March,  (the  time 
when  otherwise  those  not  making  payment  of  taxes  would  have  been  rendered 
delinquent  under  existing  laws,)  extended  the  time  for  the  collection  of  taxes  to 
a  period  beyond  the  present;  and  in  some  instances  beyond  that  designated  for 
the  action  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  to  wit.,  the  last  day  of  May  of  the  pre* 
sent  year.  Of  this  fact  I  may  cite  the  several  Acts  applicable  to  the  counties 
of  Contra  Costa  and  San  Mateo;  also  other  Acts  of  a  similar  character,  bat 
which  do  not  now  occur  to  me. 

Section  1st  of  this  Act  provides  as  follows.  **  On  or  before  the  last  day  of 
May,  1857,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  counties  of  this  State  shall  cause  a 
list  of  all  delinquent  taxes  remaining  due  and  unpaid  on  the  assessment  roils  of 
said  counties,  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Sheriff;  and  on  receiving  such  de- 
linquent list  the  Sheriff  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  seize  and  sell  the 
property  of  such  delinquent,  in  like  manner,  and  with  the  same  fees,  as  are  al- 
lowed for  advertisement  and  sale  on  collection  of  other  taxes;  but  the  Board 
may  allow  to  the  Sheriff  such  further  compensation  as  they  may  deem  just,  not 
exceeding  fifteen  per  cent,  on  the  amount  collected." 

Section  6th  furthermore  provides  that  the  "payment  of  other  legal  currency  for 
taxes,  as  herein  provided,  shall  extend  only  to  such  taxes  as  are  now,  or  may  be, 
on  the  first  day  of  March,  A.  D.,  1857,  delinquent ;  and  this  Act  shall  not 
extend  to  any  other  taxes  whatever.'* 

Here  it  will  be  perceived  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  last  day  of 
May  are  required  "  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  Sheriff  of  the  county  a  list  of  the 
property  on  which  taxes  have  not  been  paid  ;"  so  that  the  counties,  where  the 
payment  of  taxes  has  been  extended  nntil  the  first  of  June  and  July,  are  not  em- 
braced within  the  provisions  of  the  Aet^  and  will  necessarily  escape  its  operations; 
whilst  on  the  other  hand  the  advantages  resulting  from  the  payment  of  county 
taxes  in  scrip  is  extended  to  aU  the  counties  of  the  State,  with  the  exceptions 
enumerated  in  the  Act.  Yet  it  is  only  in  those  coonties  where  the  delinquency 
exists  at  the  present  date,  that  those  benefits  or  advantages  result ;  so  that  in 
those  counties  where  the  time  for  payment  of  taxes  has  been  extended  beyond 
this  date  (the  13th  of  April,)  although  ostensibly  entitled  to  pay  their  county 
taxes  in  scrip,  by  a  subsequent  provision  they  are  deprived  of  this  privilege,  be- 
cause they  were  not  earlier  declared,  by  the  law,  delinquents. 

This,  it  is  evident,  would,  in  its  operations,  make  such  invidious  distinctions  so 
as  to  enable  some  counties  to  escape  altogether  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  whilst ' 
in  other  counties,  where  it  was  manifestly  the  design  of  the  Legislature  that  the 
deltnqaent  tax  payer  should  have  the  benefit  of  making  payments  of  county  taxes 
in  the  legal  warrants  of  the  county,  (because  not  specially  excepted.)  Yet  by 
another  provision,  where  the  delinquency  occurs  but  a  short  time  after  the  present 
date,  they  are  wholly  precluded  from  the  enjoyment  of  those  benefits.  This  is 
80  obviously  contradictory  to  the  intention  of  the  Legislature,  that  no  doubt  can 
exist  but  that  the  error  should  be  corrected. 

It  will  also  be  observed  that  the  first  section  of  the  Act  requires  '*  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  shall  place  such  list  in  the  hands  of  the  Sheriff  of  the  county," 
and  constitutes  him  the  Collector  of  Taxes.  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  in  at  least  two  counties,  (Yuba  and  San  Francisco,)  the  office  of  Col- 
lector of  Taxes,  has  been  separated  from  that  of  Sheriff,  although  in  this  ktter 
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conntj  a  matter  of  legal  contest  as  to  which  of  those  officers  is  now  entitled  to 
the  performance  of  this  dntj,  bnt  in  the  other  instance  the  person  specially  elected 
to  the  office  of  Tax  Collector  has,  for  more  than  a  year  past,  been  discharging 
those  duties  ;  yet  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act  he  is  superseded  by  the  Sheriff, 
so  far  as  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes  is  concerned. 

Passing  by  the  eyident  impropriety  of  such  a  conrse,  it  is  to  my  mind  very 
questionable  whether  the  power  or  authority  of  collecting  taxes  can  be  conferred 
on  a  Sheriff  whilst  a  duly  elected  Tax  Collector  is  in  office.  If  these  impressioDS 
are  correct,  necessarily  no  act  of  a  Sheriff  in  the  collection  of  taxes  within  those 
counties,  would  be  valid. 

I  may  likewise  suggest  for  your  consideration,  whether  in  reference  to  the  col- 
lection  of  such  delinquent  taxes,  additional  bonds  should  not  be  required  from 
the  Collector,  so  as  to  obviate  the  legal  question  which  might  arise  as  to  the  lia- 
bility of  sureties  on  the  original  bond  of  such  officers  for  the  performance  of  this 
special  duty.  This  would  be  conformable  to  the  universal  action  of  the  Legisla* 
ture  in  all  cases  where  an  extension  of  time  has  been  given  to  the  collection  of 
taxes  in  certain  specified  counties,  and  would  be  the  means  of  removing  any  doubt 
on  the  subject,  and  render  more  effectually  secured  the  interest  of  both  State  and 
County. 

In  the  main  features  of  the  Act,  divested  of  the  objections  enumerated,  I  give 
the  most  decided  approval  ;  but  those  objections  are  so  flagrant,  and  in  their 
operation  so  manifestly  unequal  to  the  tax  payers  in  different  counties  of  the 
State,  that  I  cannot  hesitate  to  return  it  for  your  further  consideration.

This,  the  minority  of 
your  Committee,  deems  unwise  and  unjust^  when  it  is  considered  the  great  length 
of  time  the  bonds  have  to  run  before  their  redemption,  and  the  fact  that  much 
of  the  indebtedness  of  said  county  has  been  transferred  since  the  passage  of  the 
funding  law,  and  at  prices  having  reference  to  the  rate  of  interest  provided 
by  that  law.  Should  the  rate  of  interest  be  increased,  the  advantage  in  such 
oases  of  transfer  will  wholly  result  to  the  purchasers  of  such  county  indebtedness. 
In  consideration  of  these  facts,  the  minority  of  said  Committee  feel  bound  to 
report  against  the  passage  of  said  Act.

To  the  Assembly  of  Calif  ortiia : 

An  Act  granting  David  Sedey  and  others  the  right  to  collect  certain  Tolls  in 
San  Bernardino  County,  is  returned  to  your  honorable  body,  in  which  the  same 
originated,  without  approval. 

As  this  bill  contains  similar  features,  and  is  subject  chiefly  to  the  like  objec- 
tions as  are  contained  in  Senate  bill  entitled  an  Act  to  grant  the  right  to  con- 
struct a  Turnpike  Road  between  the  town  of  Columbia  and  city  of  Sonora,  in 
the  county  of  Tuolumne,  which  I  have  returned  to  that  body  without  approval, 
with  the  reasons  therefor,  I  beg  leave  to  quote  from  that  message  as  much  as 
may  be  pertinent  to  the  bill  now  under  consideration: 

"As  indicated  by  its  litle  this  Act  proposes  certain  privileges  and  rights  to 
the  parties  therein  named  by  special  enactment,  whilst  reference  being  had  to 
the  law  of  May  12th,  1853,  (contained  in  the  Codified  Statutes,  page  291,)  it 
will  be  perceived  that  ample  provision  has  been  made  for  the  formation  of  com- 
panies for  the  construction  of  plank  or  turnpike  roads,  and  under  the  operation 
of  that  law  many  hundred  miles  of  road  have  been  constructed  in  this  State,  a 
portion  of  which  has  involved  a  large  expenditure  of  capital ;  and  in  no  instance, 
I  believe,  has  a  road  in  this  State  been  so  constructed  by  the  aid  of  a  special 
Aclr-7-thus  fully  demonstrating  the  efficiency  of  the  general  law  regulating  such 
corporations  and  privileges — and  of  a  necessary  consequence  affording  the  most 
satisfactory  evidence  that  special  legislation  for  such  purposes  is  not  requisite. 

"  On  the  27th  day  of  the  last  month,  whilst  returning  an  Act  originating  in 
your  honorable  body  (the  Senate)  authorizing  the  establishment  of  a  ferry  by 
special  Act,  1  took  occasion  to  present  the  distinction  1  had,  in  the  discharge  of 
executive  duty,  observed,  in  reference  to  legislation  of  this  character.'' 

As  these  views  are  not  inapplicable  to  the  subject  now  under  consideration, 
I  quote  from  that  message: 
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"  The  cKstiDctioo  which  I  have  drawn  dnring  my  ezecntive  term  in  relation  to 
matters  of  this  nature  embracing  ferries,  bridges  and  roads,  is  simply  this:  vVhen 
the  uniform  policy  of  the  State  in  the  establishment  of  ferries  and  bridges  has 
conferred  upon  the  local  anthorities  the  exercise  of  this  power,  then  let  it  re- 
main. The  same  may  be  said  of  roads  and  highways  which  involve  private  rights 
and  the  expenditure  of  private  capital.  In  all  snch  instances  when  interrogated 
I  have  refused  to  give  them  my  approval.  There  are,  however,  instances 
wherein  those  general  laws  deny  the  exercise  of  this  power  by  the  local  author- 
ities, doubtless  for  wise  motives,  and  the  sanction  of  the  Legislature  becomes 
necessary.  Of  this  character  may  be  denominated  the  erection  of  bridges  span- 
ning the  navigable  waters  of  the  State.  The  obstruction  which  they  would  present 
to  navigation  and  commerce  is  most  usually  so  diffused  in  its  influence  and  widely 
spread  in  its  effects,  as  to  render  it  a  matter  not  of  mere  local  consideration,  bnt 
in  which  the  people  of  other  portions  of  the  State  have  the  right,  through  their 
chosen  representatives,  to  inquire  into  and  pass  judgment  upon." 

As  then  stated,  "  the  present  case  is  not  one  of  that  nature  *'  requiring  special 
legislation,  bnt  amply  provided  for  by  the  existing  general  law.  It  can,  there- 
fore, serve  but  to  absorb  the  time  of  the  Legislature  and  encumber  the  statutes 
with  unnecessary  and  unconstitutional  legislation. 

"  It  may  in  some  particulars  be  necessary  for  the  more  ample  protection  of 
capital  invested  in  such  enterprises  that  the  general  law  should  be  amended.  If 
it  shonld  be  so  discovered,  then  I  would  suggest,  as  I  have  before  urged  upon 
you,  am&nd  the  general  law^  by  which  all  persons  may  alike  be  governed ;  and 
give  no  further  heed  to  the  repeated  applications  which  are  made  for  special 
privileges  of  this  nature."

Mr,  Speaker : 

Senate  bill  No.  142,  entitled  an  Act  to  prohibit  noisy  and  barbarous  amuse- 
ments on  Sunday,  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education  with  in- 
structions to  report  this  day,  has  been  considered  by  your  Committee.  To  the 
same  committee  was  referred,  some  weeks  since,  sundry  petitions  having  refer- 
ence to  the  same  subject,  and  under  instructions  from  this  House  your  Commit- 
tee reported  a  bill,  which  in  their  judgment,  ought  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the 
petitioners,  which  was  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee,  who  after  giving 
that  deliberation  to  the  subject  which  its  importance  seemed  to  demand,  reported 
the  same  back  with  a  substitute,  and  recommended  the  passage  of  the  substitute. 
Both  bills  were  laid  on  the  table  and  made  the  special  order  for  a  subsequent 
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day.  The  committee,  believing  that  either  of  the  bills  herein  referred  to,  would 
be  more  acceptable  to'  the  people  of  the  State  than  the  one  onder  consideration, 
were  either  of  them  to  become  a  law,  respectfally  report  the  Senate  bill  back  to 
4he  Hoaso,  and  recommend  that  it  be  indefinitely  postponed.

Mr.  Speaker:  * 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  examine  and  ascertain  the  condition  of 
the  books  and  accounts  of  the  late  Treararer,  S.  A.  McMeans,  with  instraetions 
to  report  what  farther  action,  if  any,  is  necessary  to  adjust  and  close  said  ac- 
counts, would  respectfully  report : 

That  having  first  employed  a  competent  book-keeper,  they  caused  the  books 
of  S.  A.  McMeans  to  be  examined,  and  find  that  they  have  been  so  irregularly 
and  imperfectly  kept,  that  no  statement  made  from  them  could  give  a  correct 
view  of  the  accounts  of  said  McMeans  as  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  California. 

No  ledger  was  kept,  except  during  a  portion  of  his  term  of  office,  and  his  cash 
books  contain  indiscriminately  the  receipts  of  money  and  of  Controller's  warrants, 
so  that  even  the  cash  transactions  of  the  Treasurer  during  his  term  of  office  can* 
not  be  ascertained  from  his  cash  books.  There  are  also  discrepancies  between 
his  annual  reports  and  his  special  reports  in  answer  to  resolutions  of  the  Legis- 
latnre. 

No  regular  accounts  appear  to  have  been  kept  with  the  agents  of  the  State, 
to  whom  money  to  the  amount  of  several  hundred  thousand  dollars  has  been 
intrusted,  to  be  disbursed  on  State  account. 

The  imperfect  and  careless  manner  in  which  the  books  and  papers  of  the  Trea* 
Borer's  office  have  been  kept,  demands  that  a  new  set  of  books  should  be  written 
up  embracing  the  entire  term  of  office  of  S.  A.  McMeans,  and  a  revision  of  his 
accounts,  papers  and  vouchers.  As  they  now  stand  they  show  a  balance  against 
the  Treasurer,  the  correctness  of  which  he  most  strenuously  disputes.  Whether 
this  balance  is  correct,  or  whether  any  balance  is  due  from  the  Treasurer  to  the 
State,  can  only  be  satisfactorily  ascertained  by  having  a  new  set  of  books  writ- 
ten up. 

To  write  up  a  new  set  of  books  would  require  more  time  than  the  Committee 
have  had  at  tlieir  disposal,  or  can  have  during  the  remainder  of  the  Session,  and 
they  therefore  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  who  shall,  with 
an  accountant  to  be  appointed  by  themselves,  cause  to  be  written  up  a  new  set 
o!  books,  embracing  all  the  transactions  of  the  said  S.  A.  McMeans  as  Treasurer 
of  the  State  of  California. 

In  accordance  with  these  views,  the  Committee  report  a  bill  for  that  purpose, 
and  recommend  the  passage  of  the  same.

increase  Yety  rapidly  in  point  of  population,  yoar  Committee  ha?e  therefore  come 
to  the  conclusion,  that  inasmuch  as  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  has 
pro?ided  the  manner  in  which  the  Members  of  the  Legislature  and  Senate  shall 
be  apportioned,  yonr  Committee  have  examined  the  ConstituUon,  aod  find  in  Ar* 
tide  fourth,  Section  sixth,  "  The  number  of  Senators  shall  not  be  leas  than  one 
third,  nor  more  than  one  half  of  that  of  the  Members  of  the  AssemUy" — your 
Committe,  being  folly  satisfied  that  the  number  of  Senators  at  this  time  are  not 
one  half  as  many  in  number  as  there  are  Hepresentatives,  therefore  cannot  see 
^ny  good  reason  why  the  20th  Senatorial  District  should  not  hare  an  additional 
Senator. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  further  state  that  upon  examination  of  Section 
seyenth,  Article  fourth,  when  the  number  of  Senators  is  increased,  they  shall 
be  appointed  by  lot,  so  as  to  keep  the  two  classes  as  nearly  equal  in  number  as 
possible. 

Tour  Committee  therefore  have  examined  the  above  Act  cited  in  thfs  report, 
and  find  that  there  has  been  provision  made  in  the  Act  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  Constitution  in  Article  and  Section  above  named  ;  therefore,  your  Com- 
mittee believing  that  the  20th  Senatorial  District  is  justly  entitled  to  an  addi- 
tional Senator,  therefore  beg  leave  to  report  the  said  Act  back  to  the  House, 
and  recommend  its  passage  without  amendment.

Mr.  Speaker: 

The  Committee  on  Mines  and  Mining  Interests  to  whom  was  referred  Assem* 
biy  concurrent  resolution  relative  to  the  Mineral  Lands  in  this  State,  have  had 
the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  resolution  proposes  to  ask  Congress  to  provide  for  the  survey  of  the  Min* 
eral  Lands  into  subdivisions  of  not  more  than  forty  acres  each,  and  that  a  title 
in  fee  simple  shall  revert  to  any  person  who  spall  pay  the  amount  that  may  be 
fixed  by  the  Qeneral  Government. 

Your  Committee  are  unable  to  comprehend  the  object  of  such  a  policy,  or 
what  advantage  would  result  to  the  State  in  consequence  of  its  adoption.  The 
impracticability  of  such  a  measure  is  apparent  to  every  one  who  is  familliar  with 
the  condition  of  affairs  in  the  mineral  regions.  By  permission  of  the  General 
Government,  to  which  aH  the  minerals  in  the  soil  of  right  belong,  the  people  of 
the  United  States  have  the  right  to  work  the  Mineral  Lands  of  California  with- 
out any  other  restriction  than  their  own  rules  and  regulations  impose.  The  size 
of  a  claim,  the  number  of  claims  a  man  is  entitled  to  hold,  and  the  time  and  man- 
ner of  working  the  same  are  subjects  which  have  long  since  become  established 
and  settled  in  every  portion  of  the  mineral  region  of  the  State,  by  the  author- 
ized action  of  the  occupants  in  the  various  mining  districts. 

A  very  small  portion  of  the  land  in  the  mineral  region  is  susceptible  of  ealti- 
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vatiOD,  and  the  small  quantity  that  is  capable  of  being  used  for  agricaltaral  por- 
poses  is  nearly  all  occapied  under  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  prescribing  the  mode 
of  maintaining  and  defending  possessory  actions  on  pnblic  lands  in  this  State,, 
passed  April  20th  1852.  For  the  General  Government  to  now  interfere  and 
anrvey  these  lands  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  resolution,  and  grant  a 
title  in  fee  simple  to  any  one  who  may  choose  to  comply  with  the  law,  would 
seem  to  be  whoily  impracticable  without  doing  an  act  of  rank  injustice  to  those 
who  have  acquired  rights  by  the  tacit  consent  of  the  General  Goveroment. 

The  same  policy  was  once  attempted  to  be  carried  through  Congressfbut  it 
met  with  the  disapprobation  of  a  majority  and  was  defeated,  and  none  had  more 
cause  to  rejoice  at  its  defeat  than  the  occupants  of  the  mineral  lands  who  nniver- 
sally  condemn  such  a  policy,  with  the  exception,  perhaps,  of  a  few  capitalists,  who 
would  like  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  such  a  law,  in  order  to  specu- 
late in  and  monopolize  the  whole  of  the  mineral  lands. 

Therefore,  as  your  Oommittee  can  see  no  advantage  that  would  result,  either 
to  the  agriculturist  or  the  miner,  in  such  a  policy,  and  believing  that  it  is  im« 
practicable,  uncalled  for,  and  unnecessary,  we  recommend  the  indefinite  postpone- 
ment of  the  resolution.

Mr.  Speaker: 

The  Committee  on  Engrossment  have  examined  and  found  correctly  en- 
grossed, Assembly  bill  No.  802,  an  Act  to  reimburse  Peter  Freer,  Sheriff  of 
Butte  County,  for  moneys  overpaid  the  State  for  Foreign  Miners'  Licenses. 

Also,  Assembly  bill  No.  427,  an  Act  for  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  to 
adjust  ^nd  settle  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  late  Treasurers,  S.  A.  McMeaos 
and  H.  Bates. 

Also,  Assembly  bill  No.  353,  an  Act  to  repeal  an  Act  to  provide  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  State  Capitol  in  the  city  of  sacrameuto. 

Also,  Assembly  bill  No.  365,  an  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to 
regulate  Proceedings  in  Civil  Cases  in  the  Courts  of  Justice  in  this  State. 

Also,  Assembly  joint  resolution  No.  14,  an  Act  in  relation  to  the  Survey  of 
the  Eastern  Boundary  of  the  State  of  California.

Mr.  Patrick  made  the  following  report: 

Mr.  Speaker  : 

Yonr  committee,  raised  to  ssoertain  the  whereabouts  of  certain  moneys  illegally 
paid  out  and  abstracted  from  the  State  Treasury,  having  had  the  same  under  con- 
sideration, beg  leave  to  report: 

That  they  have  examined  as  witnesses,  Henry  Bates,  E.  A.  Rows,  A.  B.  Mo- 
Neill,  J.  M.  Rhodes,  F.  R.  Bunker,  J.  Neely  Johnson,  Solomon  Heydenfeidt, 
Samuel  Knight,  J.  0.  Palmer,  A.  G.  Richardson,  C.  C.  Bowman,  W.  L.  Mesick, 
Jas.  Haworth,  F.  A.  Lynch,  F.  A.  Cohen  and  James  M.  Estell.  Much  of  the 
testimony  has  been  elicited  from  the  same  witnesses  by  other  committees  of  the 
Legislature,  and  heretofore  published. 

Instead  of  recommending  the  publication  of  the  entire  testimony,  we  abstract 
saoh  portions  as  seem  to  hetn  upon  the  question  discussed  in  this  report,  and  re- 
oommend  that  the  report  be  printed; 

The  first  question  to  which  your  attention  is  directed,  is»  where  is  the  money  sud 
to  have  been  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  to  E.  A.  Rowe  to  pay  the  Jnly  Intersil 
for  1857. 
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^Tbe  direct  testimoDjon  that  point  is  derived  from  the  depositions  of  E.  A.  Rowe 
and  Henry  Bates.  They  testify  that  on  the  3d  day  of  January,  1857.  $124,000 
was  paid  to  Rowe  by  the  State  Treaanrer,  between  11  o'clock  A.  M.  and  1  P.  M. 
The  money  was  in  bags  and  was  not  counted,  except  by  reference  to  the  cash  tags 
attached  to  the  bags.  The  witnesses  do  not  recollect  the  circumstances  attending 
the  detivery,  which  would  seem  to  be  most  prominent  in  such  a  transaction.  That 
amount  of  money  could  hardly  be  paid  out,  and  removed  at  that  time,  while  the 
clerks  were  at  their  ordinary  business  in  office,  without  attracting  some  attention. 
James  M.  Rhodes  was  present,  as  Mr.  Rowe  testifies,  and  he  knew  nothing  of  the 
transaction.  Mr.  Rowe  don't  recollect  how  much  money  was  in  bags,  or  whether 
there  were  more  bags  than  one.  The  money  was  in  bags,  pans  and  trays,  and  was 
counted  in  the  vault.  Mr  Rowe  says  he  probably  counted  the  money,  but  does 
not  know  when.  There  may  have  been  four  or  five  bags  containing  the  money. 
Mr.  Rowe  does  not  recollect  what  time  in  the  day  they  finished  the  count;  he  does 
not  know  that  he  could  tell  within  two  hours,  but  thinks  it  was  before  noon;  he 
docs  not  know  when  Dr.'  Bates  left  the  office.  He  recollected  scarcely  any  of  the 
circumstances  attending  the  transfer  of  the  money  to  his  possession. 

Dr.  Bates  says  most  of  the  money  was  in  $10,000  bags;  according  to  this  state- 
ment there  must  have  been  twelve  bags.  Messrs.  Rowe  and  Bates  disagree  in  this; 
the  former  recollecting  there  were  only  four  or  five  bags.  No  entry  was  made  on 
the  books  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  payment  of  the  money  to  Rowe,  till  the  10th  of 
Jannary,  and  then  the  entry  was  first  made  as  paid  to  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co. 

We  find  that  B  A.  Rowe  opened  an  account  with  the  banking  firm  of  Wells, 
Fargo  &  Co ,  at  Sacramento,  on  the  1st  day  of  September,  1856,  as  "  Cashier," 
.  and  between  that  time  and  the  81st  of  December  following,  he  deposited  and  drew 
out  of  said  bank  $182,290  92. 

Your  committee  were  unable  to  ascertain  that  Mr.  Rowe  had  such  amount  of 
money  of  his  own.  He  refused  to  give  a  statement  of  his  business  afiairs  so  as  to 
enable  us  to  ascertain  if  these  deposits  were  of  his  own  money. 

On  the  5th  of  Jannary,  1857,  he  opened  an  account  veith  the  same  firm  as 
'*  President,"  and  between  that  time  and  the  17th  of  the  same  month,  be  deposited 
$10,744  23.  These  accounts  show  that  Mr.  Rowe  had  command  of  a  large  amount 
of  money,  and  as  he  was  Cashier  of  the  State  Treasury  and  has  refused  to  exhibit 
an  account  of  his  affairs,  your  committee  believe  that  the  moneys  thus  used  were 
at  least  in  part  moneys  of  the  State. 

On  the  23d  day  of  Jane,  1856,  that  being  Sunday,  Henry  Bates,  James  M. 
Rhodes  and  Samuel  Knight,  went  to  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer,  and  took 
away  all  the  money  in  the  State  Treasury  and  deposited  the  same  with  Wells, 
Fargo  &  Co.  At  that  time  there  was  found  in  the  State  Treasury  by  actual  count 
to  l^  $19,323.  According  to  the  books  of  the  Treasurer,  at  that  time  there  should 
have  been  $132,612  prior  to  that  date,  consequently,  there  must  have  been  illegally 
abstracted  from  the  Treasury  $113,289  10.  Where  was  this  money  ?  It  had 
been  taken  away  by  some  person  or  persons,  and  no  one,  except  Henry  Bates  or 
Mr.  Rowe,  could  have  taken  the  same  without  immediate  detection. 

In  accounting  for  the  money  deposited  with  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  on  the  23d 
day  of  June,  Mr.  Bates  says:  **  I  think  that  money  was  sent  to  New  York  to  meet 
the  payment  of  the  July  interest  not  paid  by  Palmer,  Cook  &  Co. "  Assuming 
this  to  be  the  fact,  we  have  data  for  drawing  some  conclusions  in  regard  to  the 
question,  Was  $124,000  paid  to  Rowe,  as  sworn  to  by  him  and  Bates  ?  If,  on  the 
28d  of  June,  the  vaults  of  the  Treasury  were  cleared  of  its  cash,  and  the  money 
was  not  returned  to  the  Treasury,  we  may  safely  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
money  in  the  Treasury  on  the  3d  of  January  was  not  more  than  the  amount  paid 
into  the  Treasury  after  the  23d  day  of  June,  less  the  amount  paid  out  during  that 
time. 

On  examination  of  the  books  of  the  Treasury,  we  find  that  after  the  23d  day 
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of  Jane,  1856,  and  before  tbe  8d  day  of  Janoary,  1857,  there  was  paid  into  tbe 
Treasury  $472,818  24,  and  during  the  same  dme  there  was  paid  ont  $388,957  55, 
leaving  a  balance  in  tbe  Trei&sury,  as  shown  by  the  books,  of  $83,860  69  of  money 
received  and  paid  out  between  Jane  23d  and  January  3d.  JS  committee  of  the 
Assembly  counted  the  money  in  the  Treasury  on  the  13th  of  January,  1857,  and 
found  therein  $130,167  02.  A  large  amount  of  this  money  had  been  transferred 
temporarily  from  certain  banks  in  the  city  of  Sacramento  to  the  vaults  of  the 
Treasury,  so  that  when  the  count  should  be  made  no  deficiency  should  appear. 
How  much  was  thus  used  does  not  appear.  But  there  has  evidently  been  carried 
on  by  the  State  Treasurer  and  Mr.  Rowe  a  system  of  taking  money  from  the  State 
Treasury  without  the  authority  of  law,  and  using  the  same  in  their  private  affairs. 
This  must  have  commenced  early  in  the  year  1856,  because  on  the  28d  of  June 
$113,289  10  had  been  taken  from  the  vaults  illegally.  We  can  get  no  evidence 
that  any  part  of  the  money  then  wrongfully  absent  from  the  Treasury  ever  found 
its  way  back,  but  we  believe  that  the  Treasurer,  used,  or  aided  by  Rowe  continued 
during  the  latter  half  of  1856,  and  to  the  time  he  was  relnoved  from  office,  to  use 
the  moneys  of  tbe  State,  but  in  what  particular  transaction  we  are  unable  to  ascer- 
tain. Some  of  the  money  is  probably  spent  in  riotous  living,  some  of  it  was  spent 
in  investments  which  have  not  proved  successful,  or,  if  successful,  the  returns  oould 
not  be  immediately  realized. 

We  find  that  in  one  instance  Mr  Rowe  had  a  judgment,  obUtined  by  him  on 
the  11th  day  of  February,  1857,  against  the  Table  Mountain  Water  Company  in 
Calaveras  County,  for  the  sum  of  $14,580,  with  interest  and  cost  There  is  also 
evidence  that  Mr.  Rowe  let  Wm.  Neely  Johnson  have  $6,200  some  time  in  June, 
1856,  and  at  different  times  smaller  amounts  to  James  M.  Estell.  These  transac- . 
tions  are  somewhat  large  for  a  clerk  in  the  Treasurer's  office  doing  business  of 
$ per  month. 

We  summoned  J.  C.  Palmer;  of  the  firm  of  Palmer,  Cook  &  Co.,  and  the 
Cashier  of  that  concern,  M.  G.  Head,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  whether  any  of  the 
public  funds  had  been  used  in  that  bank,  but  we  could  only  ascertain  that  the  books 
of  that  bauk  discloses  no  facts  throwing  any  light  on  the  matter. 

If  any  member  of  that  firm  has  used  any  part  of  the  money,  it  has  not  been  in 
the  usual  routine  of  business. 

By  the  Act  for  the  better  protection  of  the  State  Treasury,  it  was  made  the  duty 
of  the  Board  of  Examiners  to  count  tbe  money  in  the  State  Treasury  as  often  as 
once  in  each  month,  and  to  publish  a  statement  of  the  moneys  fpund  in  the  Treasuiy 
once  in  each  month,  under  oath,  in  two  daily  newspapers,  one  in  Sacramento  and 
one  in  San  Francisco. 

These  wise  provisions  have  been  wholly  disregarded  by  the  Board.  If  the 
amount  of  money  found  in  the  Treasury  on  the  23d  of  June,  1856,  had  been  pub- 
lished, this  would  have  called  public  attention  to  the  deficiency  of  money  in  the 
Treasury,  and  measures  would  have  been  taken  to  expose  peculations.  If  the 
Board  of  Examiners  had  performed  this  duty  each  month,  we  should  have  known 
the  exact  amount  in  the  Treasury  at  tbe  times  of  the  counts,  and  the  books  might 
be  subsequently  examined,  and  they  would,  or  at  least  should,  show  at  the  same 
time  what  ought  to  have  been  in  the  vault. 

The  pretext  that  the  Controller's  books  contain  the  only  means  of  ascertaining 
what  ought  to  be  in  the  Treasury,  is  of  little  force.  It  was  not  the  duty  of  the 
Board  to  merely  count  the  money  in  the  Treasury,  if  the  Controller  exhibited  bis 
accounts.  The  count  was  a  distinct  matter,  and  was  intended  to  furnish  a  hind- 
mark  by  which  we  might  judge  whether  money  had  been  improperly  taken  from 
the  State  Treasury. 

We  will  not  in  this  report  assign  motives  to  the  Board  in  thus  neglecting  a 
clear  duty;  but  we  cannot  forbear  the  remark,  that  much,  if  not  all,  tbe  injury 
resulting  to  the  State  Treasury  from  illegal  use  of  the  money  therein  might  have

been  averted,  and  the  ezonaea  aaaigned  by  the  Board  for  snob  neglect,  only  aggra- 
vates the  offense. 

Yonr  committee  regret  that  thistfiegleot  etill  oontinnes,  notwithstanding  the  law 
18  inoperative,  and  the  attention  of  the  Board  has  been  directed  to  the  subject.  No 
publication  of  any  count  has  yet  been  made  by  the  Board,  notwithstanding  for  two 
months  the  objectionable  Controller  has  been  suspended  and  the  office  has  been 
filled  by  another  officer.  If  this  course  shall  still  be  continued,  and  the  officers 
determine  to  disregard  the  Act,  they  should  be  removed  from  office,  and  others,  who 
will  comply  with  the  law,  be  substituted  in  their  stead. 

We  understand  the  Board  intend  to  comply  with  the  law  in  fntnre,  and  the 
session  of  the  Legislature  is  so  near  a  close  we  make  no  recommendation  as  to  the 
course  to  pursue. 

Yonr  committee  are  informed  that  a  suit  is  now  pending  against  E.  A.  Rowe,  to 
restrain  him  from  transferring  the  moneys  in  his  hands  to  New  York  and  paying 
out  the  same  on  coupons  of  State  bonds,  falling  due  in  July  next. 

If  our  view  be  correct,  and  the  money  has  been  invested  and  is  not  now  nndy 
control  of  Mr.  Rowe,  there  is  little  danger  that  he  would  or  could,  if  not  restrained, 
transfer  the  funds  to  New  York. 

How,  then,  should  the  State  authorities  act  in  the  premises?  If  the  injunction 
is  restrained  and  suit  is  brought  on  the  bond  on  non-payment,  according  to  the 
agreement  of  Rowe,  the  defendants  will  set  up  that  the  Pacific  Express  Company 
were  restrained  from  complying  with  their  agreement  by  a  suit  of  injunction  at  suit 
of  the  State,  and  their  answer  would  be  held  sufficient  and  his  bondsmeu  dis- 
charged. 

The  defendant  does  not  move  to  dissolve  the  injunction,  and  he  no  doubt  desires 
its  retention. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  a  joint  resolution  herewith  submitted, 
instructing  the  Attorney  General  to  dismiss  said  snit. 

K  the  money  shall  be  paid  in  New  York,  it  will  in  part  liquidate  a  debt  which 
sooner  or  later  will  be  assumed  and  paid.  If  the  money  shall  not  be  paid,  we  can 
pursue  our  remedy  on  the  bond,  and  against  Mr.  Rowe  personally.     * 

Yonr  Committee  having  thus  discharged  the  duties  assigned  them,  ask  to  be 
discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  matter.

So  the  Honse  indefinitely  postponed  the  bill. 

Mr.  McKane  made  the  following  report: 

Mr,  Speaker: 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  Assem- 
bly bill  No.  450,  for  an  Act  to  repeal  the  Act  for  the  protection  of  Actual  Set- 
tlers «nd  to  quiet  Land  Titles  in  this  State,  begs  leave  to  report  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Judiciary  have  never  considered  the  bill  at  any  regular  session  of 
the  Committee.  On  the  24th  instant,  it  was  reported  back  with  the  names  of 
Messrs.  Hall,  Brent,  Bnrcb,  Graves,  Shepard,  Irwin  and  Catlin  attached  to  the 
report,  recommending  the  passage  of  the  bill.  There  could  have  been  no  meet- 
ing of  the  Committee,  unless  a  called  one,  and  the  hurry  with  which  the  report 
-was  made,  the  immense  interests  involved,  the  exciting  nature  of  the  bill,  com- 
bine to  induce  the  remark  that  the  report  was  .made  without  due  deliberation. 
It  was  well  known  and  understood  that  one  member  of  the  Committee  wonid  be 
against  the  passage  of  the  Act.  The  Chairman  did  not  consnit  that  member, 
and  did  not  retain  the  bill  for  consideration  at  a  regular  session  of  the  Commit- 
tee, and  yet  he  makes  the  report  as  from  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

If  this  bill  had  been  of  an  ordinary  character,  no  attention  wonId  have  been 
called  to  the  circumstance,  and  the  report  might  be  passed  over.  I  will  not  now 
impugn  the  motives  of  the  Chairman,  in  thus  hurriedly  making  his  report  on 
such  a  subject,  knowing,  as  be  must,  that  it  would  affect  a  large  interest  in  the 
State,  and  in  neglecting  to  extend  the  ordinary  courtesy  of  submitting  the  bill 
and  report  to  a  member  known  to  be  adverse  to  the  bill,  before  he  reported  the 
same;  but  I  will  draw  the  vail  of  charity  over  the  act,  and  attribute  the  same  to 
inadvertance,  or  excusable  neglect,  hoping  at  the  same  time  a  sense  of  justice 
will  prevent  such  neglect  in  the  future. 

I  now  proceed  to  consider  the  question — "  Should  the  bill  pass  ?  "  It  pro- 
looses  to  repeal  a  law  containing  many  salutary  provisions.  The  first  section 
establishes  a  rale  as  to  what  shall  be  deemed  public  lands.  The  second  section 
establishes  the  rule,  that  possession  shall  be  prima  facte  evidence  of  a  right  to 
possess  the  land.  The  third  section  fixes  the  time  when  rights  under  a  patent 
shall  be  deemed  to  commence.  The  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  eighth  and 
ninth  sections  provide  for  the  protection  of  the  occupant  of  the  land  to  the  ex- 
tent of  the  value  of  his  improvements. 

These  sections  have  been  declared  nnconstitntional  by  a  majority  of  the  Su- 
preme Conrt — Justices  Murray  and  Burnett  holding  that  a  Settler  otinnot  be 
protected  in  his  improvements,  while  Justice  Terry  holds  a  contrary  doctrine. 
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With  all  due  respect  for  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the  Court,  I  think  the 
minority  opinion  entitled  to  the  most  consideration.  The  law  is  nnconstitational 
or  not.  If  unconstitntional,  it  must  yiolate  some  plain  provision  of  that  instra- 
ment.  Attorneys  interested  against  the  law  have  based  their  arguments  on  the 
clause  in  the  Constitution  prohibiting  the  passage  of  a  law  violating  the  obliga- 
tions of  contracts.  But  the  Supreme  Court  ignores  that  proposition,  and  estab- 
lishes the  rule  that  betterment  laws  do  not  violate  such  obligations.  Indeed, 
such  acts  do  not  trench  on  contracts,  because  no  contract  exists  between  the 
parties. 

But  the  majority  of  the  Supreme  Court  place  the  unconstitutionality  of  the  Act 
on  another  ground.  They  say  :  "  We  come  now  to  inquire  whether  the  laws  can 
be  upheld  under  the  Constitution  of  the  State.  Sec.  1st,  Art.  1st,  declares  that 
all  men  are  by  nature  free  and  independent,  and  have  certain  inalienable  rights, 
among  which  are  those  of  enjoying  and  defending  life  and  liberty,  acquiring  pos- 
session and  protecting  property,  and  preserving  and  obtainimg  safety  and  hap- 
piness.'' 

Now,  how  the  right  to  acquire  possession  of,  property  is  infringed  by  the  Act 
of  1856, 1  am  unable  to  see,  after  receiving  all  the  light  thrown  upon  that  sub- 
ject by  the  majority  of  the  Supreme  Court.  Does  the  Act  prevent  the  purchase 
of  land  or  personal  property  ?  No.  Does  it  prevent  its  acquisition  by  gift  or 
descent  ?  No.  Does  it  interfere  in  any  manner  with  the  right  to  acquire  prop- 
erty ?  Certainly  not.  How  then  does  it  infringe  on  the  Constitution  ?  Oei^ 
tainly  not  by  violating  any  express  provisions;  and  the  rule  is,  that  before  an 
Act  can  be  declared  unconstitutional,  it  must  be  held  to  be  directly  in  conflict 
with  the  letter  of  the  Constitution.  The  Act  of  1856  provides  that  when  a  man 
sows  in  peace,  he  shall  reap  in  peace ;  when  he  builds  a  house,  he  shall  dwell  there- 
in ;  and  if  it  is  erected  at  his  own  expense,  he  shall  not  be  dispossessed  there- 
from until  satisfaction  is  made  him  for  his  outlay.  This  principle  is  well  eatab- 
lished  in  law  as  well  as  in  equity. 

Lord  Chancellor  Elsmere,  in  the  Earl  of  Oxford's  case,  says:  The  law  of  God 
speaks  for  the  party  in  possession  of  improvments  made  by  him,  though  on  the 
lands  of  another,  and  equity  and  good  conscience  speak  wholly  for  him.  Nor 
does  the  law  of  the  land  speak  against  him,  but  that  and  equity  ought  to  join 
hand  i&  hand  in  moderating  and  restraining  all  extremities  and  hardships.  B  j 
the  law  of  God,  he  that  builds  a  house  ought  to  dwell  in  it,  and  he  that  plants  a 
vineyard,  ought  to  gather  the  grapes  thereof;  and  it  was  a  curse  upon  the  wicked 
that  they  should  build  houses  and  not  dwell  therein,  and  plant  vineyards  and  nol 
gather  the  grapes  thereof,  and  yet  in  this  case,  (the  Earl  of  Oxford's,)  such  is  the 
conscience  of  tne  Doctor,  that  he  would  have  the  houses,  gardens,  and  orchards 
which  he  neither  built  nor  planted.  But  Chancellors  have  always  corrected  such 
corrupt  consciences,  and  caused  them  to  render  a  quid  jtro  quo,  and  equity  must 
see  that  satisfaction  he  made  for  improvements. 

This  is  the  doctrine  of  the  English  law,  and  it  has  been  recognised  and  acted 
upon  in  most  of  the  new  States.  Indiana,  Illinois,  Kentucky,  Massachusetts 
and  Ohio  have  repeatedly  settled  the  law  in  their  courts  of  last  resort  to  be  in 
conformity  to  the  minority  opinion  of  our  court.  Mr.  Justice  Story,  in  the  cace 
of  Bright  vs.  Boyd,  reported  in  l&t  Story's  Reports,  p.  494,  holds  the  doctrine 
to  be,  that  a  party  owning  the  land  on  which  an  adverse  possessor  has  built,  does 
not  thereby  become  the  owner  of  the  building.  To  hold  such  doctrine  would  be 
to  state  a  technical  rule  of  law  by  which  the  owner  of  the  land  seeks  to  hold 
what,  in  a  just  sense,  he  never  had  the  slightest  title  to — that  is,  the  house. 

In  the  case  of  Fisher  vs.  Cocknell,  5  Monroe,  p.  130,  the  court  of  last  resort 
in  Kentucky,  said:  It  is  objected  that  the  Act  giving  to  the  occupant  the  Tslue 
of  lus  improvements,  and  allowing  him  to  remain  in  possession  until  the  value  is 
paid,'  is  unconstitutional.  The  constitutionality  of  this  Act  has  been  so  frequently 
decided  by  this  Court,  and  so  frequently  have  its  principles  been  carried  into 
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effect  without  questioo  as  to  its  validity,  that  it  is  Qonecessary  to  cite  cases  or 
repeat  their  reasoning,  'the  qoestioD  mast  remain  andistarbed  till  some  power 
is  found  adequate  to  reverse  oor  decision. 

In  the  ease  of  Armstrong  vs.  '  ,  Ist  Blackford  Rep.,  3T4»  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Indiana  held  the  same  doctrine  in  a  strong  case.  They  say:  It  can  not 
be  contended  that  it  is  unconstitutional  for  the  successful  claimant  to  be  com* 
pelled  to  pay  the  occupants  retaining  possession  of  the  land  be  has  improved 
until  such  payment  is  made.  The  Legislature  might  have  given  the  occupant 
an  action  against  the  successful  claimant  for  the  value  of  his  improvements,  and 
a  lien  on  the  premises  improved,  until  such  value  was  paid.  And  why  may  they 
not  give  this  mode  of  recovering  the  value  at  the  conclusion  of  this  action  of 
ejectment,  and  make  the  payment  thereof  a  condition  precedent  to  the  recovery 
of  possession  7  The  same  doctrine  is  held  in  Newhall  vs.  Saddler,  17  Mass. 
Bep.;  Bacon  vs.  Oallender,  6  Mass.,  363;  Mason  vs.  Richards,  15  Peck,  141; 
Graves  vs.  Bufen,  Ist  Dana;  Davis  vs.  Powell,  13  Ohio,  2  N.  H.,  5;  Pryor  vs. 
Irving,  14  Illinois,  173,  in  a  strong  case.  There  are  numerous  other  cases  hold- 
ing a  like  doctrine,  whilst  there  are  but  two  cases  in  any  of  the  States,  (one  in 
CaliforDia  and  an  old  one  in  Kentucky;)  and  no  case  in  the  Federal  Courts, 
holding  a  contrary  doctrine.  The  authority  is  cJeatly  in  favor  of  the  minority 
opinion  of  our  Supreme  Court.  The  argument  of  the  majority  of  the  Court  con- 
tains the  following  irrelevant  conclusion.  Instead  of  discussing  the  true  ques- 
tion at  issue  they  discuss  something  else,  and  having  set  up  a  man  of  straw,  pro- 
ceed to  demolish  it  as  though  it  were  a  real  being.  No  one  doubted  that  the 
right  to  acquire  property  exists.  No  one  doubts  that  you  cannot  take  the  pro- 
perty of  A  and  give  it  to  B  without  compensation;  and  yet,  strange  as  it  may 
seem,  while  admitting  that  doctrine,  they  actually  do  take  the  property  of  A 
and  give  it  to  B  without  compensation.  Instead  of  adjusting  the  rights  of  A 
and  B,  whose  property  has  become  intermingled,  they  take  the  property  of  A  and 

B've  to  B.  This  is  strange  doctrine,  bat  yet  it  is  held  by  a  majority  of  the  Court, 
ad  that  majority  considered  the  true  condition  of  the  country,  they  must  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  if  there  is  any  injustice,  it  is  to  the  occupant,  and 
they  would  see  the  necessity  of  just  such  a  law.  Take  an  instance.  The  Fre- 
mont claim  was  for  ten  leagues  of  land.  The  boundaries  within  which  that  land 
must  be  taken  contained  one  hundred  leagues,  any  ten  of  which  might  be  taken 
in  satisfaction  of  the  grant.  Before  these  ten  leagues  became  segregated  so  that 
persons  might  know  where  the  grant  was  situated,  large  towns  spring  up  within 
that  territory.  The  Settlers  could  not  avoid  the  grant,  because,  wherever  they 
located,  the  grantees  would  float  their  claim  with  a  view  to  get  the  improvements 
placed  thereon. 

The  city  of  Sacramento  having  survived  the  floods  of  1850,  and  the  fire  and 
flood  of  1852  and  1853,  having  incurred  a  large  debt  in  protecting  herself  from 
a  recurrence  of  these  disasters,  has  yet  another  curse  hanging  over  her.  Many 
of  her  citizens  have  purchased  what  they  supposed  to  be  good  titles.  They 
built  on  their  purchases  valuable  improvements,  and  supposed  they  had  perma- 
nent homes. 

In  consequence  of  defects  in  conveyances  made  in  1848,  '49  and  '50,  a  subse- 
quent purchaser  comes  in  and  sets  up  an  adverse  title  to  property  in  this  city 
worth  some  two  and  one-half  millions  of  dollars.  The  Supreme  Court,  in  the 
case  of  Mesick  vs.  Sunderland,  sustained  the  adverse  title,  and  if  no  redress  can 
be  had,  the  lands,  houses  and  other  improvements  of  our  citizens  acquired  at 
great  expense,  must  pass  into  the  hands  of  parties  who  have  no  equitable  right 
whatever.  No  other  country  ever  had  such  a  cufse  as  these  immense  floating 
grants  and  doubtful  titles;  and  to  intensify  the  wrong,  the  Legislature  now  is 
asked  to  repeal  an  Act  by  which  the  injured  parties  might  be  protected.  The 
decision  is  so  clearly  erroneous  that  the  Supreme  Court  must,  it  seems  to  me, 
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review  and  change  their  rating ;  at  least,  this  Democratic  Legislature  should  not 
take  away  this  last  hope. 

Again,  there  are  manj  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  salutary  in  their  opera- 
tion. Shall  tbBse  be  repealed  ?  Will  yon  repeal  the  Statute  of  Limitations? 
And  thus  set  these  titles  in  a  position  that  they  can  always  be  held  in  terrorm 
over  the  heads  of  those  who  have  been  so  unfortunate  as  to  be  included  within 
some  survey  of  a  grant. 

Tell  it  not  in  Gath,  nor  let  the  sOund  reach  Askelon,  that  a  Democratic  Le- 
gislature of  California,  under  the  dictation  of  a  tottering  majority  of  a  Supreme 
Court,  ever  repealed  an  Act  so  beneficial  and  necessary  as  the  "  Settler  Act"  of 
1856.

Assembly  bill  No.  449,  an  Act  to  create  a  Board  of  Swamp  and  Overflowed 
Land  Commissioners,  and  to  prescribe  their  duties,  was  considered  engrossed, 
read  third  time  and  passed. 

Mr.  WatkiDS  made  the  following  report : 

Mr,  Speaker  : 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Expenditures  having  had  under 
consideration  and  investigation  the  various  claims  of  the  several  departments  of 
government  presented  to  them  for  allowance,  preparatory  to  a  deficiency  appro- 

S nation  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  do  report  to  the  House  that  they  have 
uly  considered  and  examined  such  claims,  and  herewith  return  those  they  have 
allowed,  and  recommend  that  provisions  be  made  for  the  payment  and  liquida- 
tion thereof. 
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There  were  presested  to  your  Committee  claims  for  a  deficiency  appropriation 
to  the  amOQDt  of  $79,982  06,  many  of  which  were  for  pay  of  members  of  the 
Legislature,  expenses  and  services  rendered  in  the  years  1853,  1854  and  1855. 
Many  of  these  old  claims  were  rejected  by  your  Committee,  as  some  of  them 
were  found,  upon  investigation,  to  have  been  paid.  Others  too,  have  been  al- 
tered by  an  increase  of  the  amount,  whilst  the  greater  portion  thereof  were 
unaccompanied  with  any  vouchers  or  evidence  of  the  service  rendered,  or  proof 
that  the  same  were  due  and  unpaid,  or  any  reason  assigned  for  the  delay  in  the 
presentation  of  the  same.  In  all  such  cases  your  Committee  having  adopted  a 
rule  requiring  such  voucher,  evidence,  proof,  or  excuse  to  be  shown,  before 
allowing  any  such  claim,  were  compelled,  and  justly  they  think,  to  reject  the 
game. 

There  were  presented  to  your  Committee  several  claims  for  publication  of 
election  notices  and  proclamations,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of 
,  all  of  which  save  one  publication  of  each,  your  Committee  were  com- 
pelled  under  the  law  of  April  7,  1856,  to  reject,  as  by  that  law  (Section  one,) 
there  is  no  authority  requiring  such  publication  in  more  than  one  paper  at  the 
charge  of  the  State.  Indeed,  that  law  expressly  declares  that  the  State  shall 
not  be  liable,  and  that  every  officer  of  State  is  prohibited  from  paying  the  same 
out  of  any  money  of  the  State.  In  the  case  of  election  notices,  your  Commit- 
tee doubt  not  that  independent  of  the  law  referred  to,  the  publication  of  such 
notices  are  properly  a  county  charge,  and  should  be  audited  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors 

Many  of  the  claims  presented  for  the  year  1856  were  for  deficiencies  in  the 
contingent  expenses  of  the  various  offices  of  the  State.  In  these  cases,  unless 
your  Committee  have  been  fully  satisfied  that  the  expenses  incurred  beyond  the 
appropriation  for  contingency  has  been  necessarily  incurred,  they  have  rejected 
the^ame.  The  reason  for  thi^  action  on  the  part  of  your  Committee  is  that 
they  find  no  law  authorizing  any  of  the  officers  of  State  to  contract  liabilitiee 
or  incur  obligations  beyond  their  salaries  or  contingent  appropriation.  Tear 
Committee  are  aware  that  the  practice  has  been  heretofore  to  countenance  and 
make  appropriation  for  such  claims.  They  are  also  aware  that  much  of  the 
extravagance  in  office,  and  State  indebtedness,  has  be^n  owing  to  the  policy  that 
has  been  pursued  in  this  respect  by  previous  Legislatures.  With  the  exception 
of  the  Secretary  of  State,  every  State  officer  has  contracted  liabilities  or  incurred 
obligations  beyond  the  contingent  appropriation  made  for  his  office,  or  witbont 
the  scope  of  any  authority  of  law.  Your  Committee  feel  that  they  cannot 
commend  too  highly  the  economical  and  faithful  manner  in  which  that  officer  has 
expended  the  contingent  appropriation  placed  at  his  disposal.  The  appropria- 
tions for  that  office  were  much  less  than  were  allowed  to  his  predecessors,  and 
yet  he,  unlike  them,  has  not  transcended  his  appropriation. 

In  allowing  the  claims  herewith  reported,  your  Committee  have  been  carefiil 
to  ascertain'  and  determine  the  amount  of  such  claims  that  bad  accrued  prior  to 
the  first  day  of  January,  1857,  and  the  amount  subsequent  to  that  day  ;  which 
several  amounts  are  provided  for  in  the  two  bills  herewith  reported  by  yoor 
Committee.  For  such  portion  of  said  claims  as  accrued  prior  to  January  Ist, 
1857,  your  Committee  recemmend  that  the  same  shall  be  paid  in  the  manper 
provided  for  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  State,  and  that  for  such  portion 
thereof  as  accrued  after  that  date,  that  the  same  be  paid  by  a  deficiency  appro- 
priation therefor. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  recommend  that  the  accompanying  original 
roll,  containing  the  list  of  accounts  and  claims  acted  upon  by  your  Committee, 
and  showing  their  approval  or  rejection  of  the  same,  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  for  future  reference,  in  order  to  show  what  action  has  been 
had  upon  the  same. 
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This  recommendation  is  made  by  yoar  Committee  from  the  fact,  that  when 
oonsidering  old  and  suspicious  claims  presented  against  the  State,  they  have  been 
unable  to  find  any  eridence  of  the  action  of  previous  committees  of  the  Legisla- 
ture in  allowing  or  rejecting  claims.  Had  there  been  such  evidence  of  the  action 
of  former  Committees  deposited  in  any  of  the  offices  of  the  State,  to  which  yonr 
Committee  could  have  referred,  their  labors  would  have  been  greatly  facilitated, 
and  accomplished. much  more  satisfactorily  to  themselves  and  to  claimants.  In 
order  therefore  to  preserve  the  action  of  your  Committee,  they  herewith  submit 
a  resolution  therefor.

The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  to  which  was  referred  Assembly  bill  No. 
451,  entitled  an  Act  to  provide  for  the  Liqaidation  and  Payment  of  Claims 
against  the  State  for  Deficiencies  in  Appropriations  heretofore  made  to  defray 
the  Civil  Expenses  of  Government  prior  to  the  first  of  January,  A.  D.,  1857, 
having  had  the  same  under  consideration,  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report  the 
same  back  with  the  following  remarks  : 

The  ^11  was  reported  from  your  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Expenditures, 
which  Committee,  after  mature  deliberation,  and  the  strictest  and  most  rigid 
scrutiny,  found  the  items  and  claims  therein  mentioned  to  be  justly  due  and  ow- 
ing by  the  State,  and  recommend  their  acknowledgment.  The  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means  concur  in  the  view  of  that  Committee  relative  to  the  justice  and 
validity  of  the  claims  provided  for  in  said  bill,  and  think  that  the  same  should,  in 
honor  and  good  faith,  be  liquidated,  but  cannot  join  in  the  recommendation  for 
the  passage  of  the  bill  for  the  following  reasons:  These  claims  stand  on  the 
same  footing  as  other  past  indebtedness  of  the  State,  the  payment  of  the  interest 
on  which,  as  well  as  the  principal,  has  been  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  to  be 
unconstitQtional  until  allowed  by  a  direct  vote  of  the  people.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances, the  Legislature  has  just  passed  an  Act  entitl^  an  Act  to  provide 
for  Paying  certain  Equitable  Claims  against  the  State  of  California,  and  to  con- 
tract a  Funded  Debt  for  that  purpose,  in  which  Act  provision  is  made  for  aa- 
thorizing  the  Legislature  to  allow  and  audit  claims  of  the  nature  contained  in 
this  iMll. 

If  the  people  should  not  adopt  this  Act,  it  is  deemed  Inexpedient  to  issue  more 
repudiated  evidences  of  indebtedness,  to  the  increased  scandal  of  the  good  name 
of  the  States;  and  if  the  said  Act  should  be  ratified,  then  the  next  Legislature 
will  be  empowered  to  make  provision  for  the  bonding  and  payment  of  the^e 
claims. 

Wherefore  your  Committee  recommend  that  this  bill  do  not  pass,  but  that  for 
the  purpose  of  preserving  the  proofs  of  the  justice  and  equity  of  these  ciaimfl^ 
your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying  resolntion.

Mr.  McEane  made  the  following  report: 

Mr,  Speaker : 

Yonr  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  Assembly  bill  No.  219.  an  Act  in  rela- 
tion to  a  Sea- Wall  or  Bulkhead  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  introduced  by  Mr. 
O'Neill,  and  Assembly  bill  No.  329,  for  a  like  object,  haviog  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  bill  first  named  provides  that  the  right 
to  build  a  sea-wall  or  bnlkhead,  with  the  necessary  wharves,  piers  and  docks, 
together  with  the  right  of  charging  dockage,  wharfage  and  tolls  thereat,  wilhin 
the  limits  of  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  shall  be  granted  to  the  San  Francisco 
Dock  and  Wharf  Company,  subject  to  certain  conditions  and  restrictions.  The 
bill  establishes  the  line  of  the  sea-wall  on  the  water  line  established  by  the  Legis- 
lature, March  26th,  1851. 

The  work  is  required  to  be  done  according  to  plans  and  specifications  to  be 
furnished  by  a  Board  of  Engineers, — one  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  one 
by  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and  one  by  the  Company. 

The  bill  also  provides  for  the  transfer  of  the  franchise  and  works  to  the  City 
of  San  Francisco  on  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  constructing  the  works. 

Bill  No.  329,  introduced  by  Mr.  Shepard,  provides  for  the  construction  of  a 
bulkhead  in  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco,  the  inner  line  of  which  shall  be  as 
follows:  Commencing  at  a  point  where  the  easterly  line  of  East  street  intersects 
the  southerly  line  of  Harrison  street;  thence  in  a  northerly  line  to  the  intersec- 
tion of  the  northerly  line  of  Greenwich  street  by  the  easterly  line  of  Front 
street;  thence  curving  westwardly,  on  a  radius  of  4,950  feet,  to  the  intersection 
of  the  northerly  line  of  Beach  street  by  the  easterly  line  of  Dupont  street.  The 
bill  also  provides  for  varying  the  line  nearer  to  the  water  line  of  said  city,  but 
not  to  extend  further  into  the  Bay  than  as  described  above. 

It  is  proposed  to  establish  by  the  bill  a  Board  of  Bulkhead  Commissioners, 
and  Daniel  Gibb,  Charles  B.  Polhemus  and  E.  D.  Eeyes  are  named  as  such. 
Jacob  R.  Snyder  is  named  Treasurer. 

The  bill  also  provides  for  the  sale  of  the  land  within  the  line  of  the  bulkhead, 
and  the  details  of  the  sale  are  provided  for.  That  the  Commissioners  advertise 
for  proposals  for  the  construction  and  completion  of  the  bulkhead  on  the  line 
above  described,  withio  seven  years.  The  bid  to  be  awarded  to  the  bidder  as 
will  construct  the  same  for  the  net  proceeds  arising  from  the  sales  of  the  land 
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directed  to  be  sold,  and  for  the  wharfage*  tolls  and  dockage  for  the  least  namber 
of  years,  and  after  constmction  and  payment,  the  bolkhead  and  all  its  franchises 
and  appurtenances  nhall  belong  to,  and  be  vested  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  in  trust  for  the  support  of  common  schools  and  indigent  sick  of  said 
city.    The  bill  also  contains  certain  plans  for  the  construction  of  the  bulkhead. 

The  magnitnde  of  the  work  of  building  a  bulkhead  at  the  place  named— the 
large  interests  inyolved,  with  the  value  of  the  franchise  which  it  is  proposed  to 
grant,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  should  induce  the  Legislature  to  pro- 
ceed with  great  caution,  and  only  to  take  action  after  due  deliberation  with  a 
full  knowledge  of  the  facts. 

Your  Committee,  immediately  after  the  bills  were  referred  to  them,  addressed 
an  inquiry  to  Mr.  Dennis,  acting  agent  of  said  consolidated  wharf  companies,* 
mbking  certain  inquiries  and  desiring  certain  information,  among  which  inquiries 
were:  *'  What  were  the  terms  of  the  contract  under  which  said  consolidated 
company  were  acting  ?  What  were  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  each  wharf 
daring  the  year  1856  ?  The  terms  of  the  leases  by  which  the  wharves  are  now 
held  under  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  time  when  each  lease  would  ez- 
pure  ?    What  are  the  soundings  of  the  depth  of  water  at  the  different  wharves  ?  " 

In  reply  to  our  inquiries,  we  have  received  a  letter  from  E.  D.  Keyes,  ad- 
dressed to  Trustees  of  San  Francisco  Dock  and  Wharf  Company,  herewith  sub- 
mitted, marked  "A,"  with  an  accompanying  paper  phowing  the  soundings  at  the 
different  wharves,  marked  "  Exhibit  B.'*  This  exhibit  would  seem  to  indicate  a 
necessity  to  take  some  action  in  the  premises,  and  that  we  should  now  commence 
to  take  initiatory  steps  toward  the  construction  of  a  sea-wall  from  a  point  near 
Folsom  street  to  Vallejo  street  But  there  is  no  immediate  necessity  to  build  a 
sea-wall  beyond  those  points  toward  the  north-east  or  south-west. 

Bill  No.  279  provides  that  the  entire  water  front  shall  be  controlled  by  said 
Company,  and  this  too  from  the  passage  of  the  Act,  whilst  there  is  no  immediate 
necessity  to  expend  money  in  making  a  bulkhead  except  as  above  stated.  This 
would  transfer  them  a  valuable  franchise,  without  requiring  of  the  Company  to 
confer  a  corresponding  benefit  on  the  commerce  of  the  State. 

We  understand  that  most  of  the  wharves  are  held  under  leases  expiring  within 
the  next  four  years.  The  right  to  hold,  use,  occupy  and  enjoy  the  franchise  after 
that  time  must  revert  to  the  city  of  San  Francisco.  At  present  the  yearly  rent 
of  these  wharves  is  some  $60,000,  as  appears  by  a  paper  furnished  your  Commit- 
tee by  Mr.  Palmer,  of  San  Francisco,  herewith  submitted,  marked  "  0."  This 
paper  also  gives  the  only  information  we  have  «s  to  the  time  when  the  leases  of 
the  several  wharves  were  made,  and  the  time,  they  run.  We  also  submit  in  this 
connection  a  paper  exhibiting  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  different 
wharves,  marked  "  D."  We  gather  from  these  facts  that  the  right  to  occupy 
the  water  front,  and  to  collect  dockage,  wharfage  and  tolls,  will  in  a  short  time 
be  exclusively  the  property  of  San  Francisco.  As  this  time  shortens,  the  right 
of  the  city  is  the  more  valuable,  and  the  franchise  of  the  Wharf  Companies  di- 
minish in  value.  This  furnishes  no  doubt  an  additional  reason  why  the  Wharf 
Companies  now  desire  to  renew  their  terms,  and  if  possible  render  them  perpet- 
ual. But  for  the  same  reason  the  public  good  requires  that  the  franchise  should 
revert  to  the  city.  Private  good  should  always  yield  to  that  of  the  public,  and 
the  city  of  San  Francisco  in  her  embarrassments  should  not  be  required  to  sur- 
render any  of  her  prospective  rights.  Indeed,  these  rights  seem  to  us  to  be 
vestdd,  and  we  cannot  interfere  and  deprive  her  of  them.  But  if  we  could,  it 
would  be  very  bad  policy,  and  we  recommend  that  no  law  be  passed  which  will 
place  the  revenue  resulting  from  such  franchise  in  the  hands  of  private  parties, 
even  for  a  short  period  beyond  the  time  the  Wharf  Companies  can  now  hold  them 
nnder  existing  contract. 

Thus  in  a  few  years  will  revert  to  the  city  of  San  Francisco  a  patrimony,  the 
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revenae  of  which  will  be  a  rich  legacy  to  after  geDerations,  and  in  part  eompeo- 
sate  for  a  pablic  debt  entailed  upon  the  city  by  a  course  of  profligacy  in  the  for- 
mer administration  of  the  city  affairs. 

But  can  the  city  baild  the  necessary  sea-wall,  while  embarrassed  as  she  now 
IS  by  an  enormous  public  debt  ?  We  think  not.  What  then  can  be  done  ?  Our 
information  does  not  enable  us  to  judge  of  details,  but  we  can  suggest  the  general 
outline  of  a  course  which  will  accomplish  the  object.  The  Federal  Oorernment 
has  an  interest  in  preserving  uninjured  the  fine  harbor  of  our  Commercial  empo- 
rium, and  will  no  doubt,  by  proper  efforts  on  the  part  of  our  delegation  in  Con- 
gress, take  measures  to  assist  in  the  enterprise  of  building  a  bulkhead.  The 
State  has  an  interest  in  the  matter,  and  can  also  assist,  while  the  city  of  San 
Francisco  has  in  prospect  a  rich  franchise,, which  should  be  made  available  at  the 
earliest  time  practicable. 

The  sea-wall  may  be  built  on  the  line  recommended  in  bill  No.  829.  This 
will  extend  so  as  to  include  much  land  of  the  State,  which  will  be  rendered  in- 
valuable by  the  construction  of  a  sea-wall,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  such 
land  would  go  far  to  construct  the  wall.  In  the  meantime,  and  while  the  wall  is 
in  progress  of  construction,  the  wharves  will  revert  to  the  city,  and  the  tolls  col- 
looted  can  be  appropriated  to  the  construction. 

Ihese  improvements,  then,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  should  be  con- 
structed at  the  joint  expense  of  the  State  and  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  aided 
by  such  appropriation  from  the  General  Government  as  can  be  obtained  ;  and 
it  is  believed  that  the  water  front  indicated,  with  the  tolls  which  may  be  col- 
lected, will  be  sufficient,  if  judiciously  applied,  to  construct  the  wall. 

We  recommend  that  the  State  of  California  and  the  city  of  San  Francisco 
should  divide  the  net  proceeds  of  the  tolls,  dockage  and  wharfage,  and  that  the 
wall  should  be  constructed  on  the  lands  of  the  State,  and  that  the  city  of  San 
Francisco  should  not  be  allowed  to  have  such  an  interest  therein  as  can  be  sold 
on  execution,  but  that  the  work  should  be  and  remain  the  property  of  the  State, 
subject  to  a  render  of  one  half  of  the  net  proceeds  to  the  city  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. Thus,  in  a  few  years,  the  city  of  San  Francisco  and  the  State  of  Califor^ 
nia  will  be  the  owners  of  a  work  of  which  they  may  be  justly  proud,  and  which 
would  yield  them  a  large  revenue.    In  conclusion,  we  recommend  : 

1st. — That  our  Representatives  in  Congress  be  requested  to  obtain  such  aid 
from  the  General  Government  as  they  may  be  able,  in  making  an  accurate  sur- 
vey of  the  port  of  San  Francisco,  preparatory  to  locating, a  bulkhead. 

2d. — ^That  they  be  requested  to  obtain  an  appropriation,  if  possible,  to  aid  in 
constructing  such  wall,  and  that  the  annexed  concurrent  resolution  be  passed. 

3d. — That  no  action  be  taken  in  the  construction  of  a  sea-wall  at  the  port  of 
San  Francisco  till  there  shall  be  an  accurate  survey  of  the  port,  exhibiting  the 
soundings  and  currents. 

4th. — That  the  leases  by  which  the  different  wharf  companies  hold  their 
rights,  be  allowed  to  expire,  without  'renewal  ;  or,  if  the  construction  of  the 
bulkhead  shall  progress  so  far  as  to  obstruct  the  free  use  of  such  wharves,  that 
they  be  acquired  by  the  State  paying  the  companies  the  value  of  their  terms. 

5tn. — That  the  bulkhead  be  constructed  by  the  State  and  city  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, aided  by  the  General  Government. 

6th. — That  the  wall,  dock  and  wharves,  and  the  ri^ht  to  collect  tolls,  dock- 
age and  wharfage,  be  the  property  of  the  State. 

7  th  — That  the  State  divide  the  net  proceeds  with  the  city  of  San  Fran- 
cisco ;  and 

8th. — That  this  report,  together  with  all  papers  in  the  hands  of  your  Com- 
mittee touching  the  matter  of  this  report,  be  sealed  up  and  addressed  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Commerce  and  Navigation  of  the  Assembly  for 
1858.  J.  H.  MoKUNE,

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lUsolved,  the  Senate  conearring,  That  oar  Representatives  in  Congress  be 
and  they  are  hereby  requested,  to  ase  their  influence  with  .the  proper  department 
of  the  Federal  Oovernment  to  obtain  an  accurate  survey  of  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco*  with  a  view  to  build  a  bulkhead,  and  that  they  use  that  influence  to 
secure  an  appropriation  to  aid  in  constructing  such  sea-wall. 

Upon  the  above  resolution  no  action  was  taken. 
Mr.  Clark  made  this  report: 

Mr.  SpeaJjjer : 

The  undersigned,  of  the  Sacramento  Delegation,  to  whom  was  referred  As- 
sembly bill  No.  287,  an  Act  concerning  the  office  of  Attorney-General  of  this 
State,  with  special  instructions,  would  respectfully  report,  that  they  have  amend- 
ed said  bill  as  directed;  and  also  report  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  an  addi- 
tional amendment  conferring  upon  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Sacra- 
mento the  legislative  power  of  the  State. 

Your  Committee  have  been  induced  to  offer  this  amendment  from  the  fact, 
that  throughout  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature  an  evident  disposition  has 
been  shown  to  cnt  down,  for  the  purposes  of  '*  buncombe,"  the  expense  of  legis- 
lation, and  to  reduce  the  pay  of  members. 

The  proposed  amendment  would  reduce  the  number  of  legislators  to  nine; 
and  as  they  are  to  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services,  the  saving  to  the 
State  would  be  very  large.  Another  reason  which  should  prompt  the  majority 
of  this  Legislature  to  vote  for  the  proposed  amendments  is  this,  that  the  present 
City  Council  is  a  unit  in  politics,  and  the  city  itself  almost  entirely  Democratic. 
In  the  Council  there  is  no  element  of  Know  Nothingism  or  Republicanism;  and 
the  waitings  of  the  Democratic  State  Journal,  and  other  Democratic  papers  of 
the  State,  that  the  Know  Nothings  and  Republicans  have  hoodwinked  the  Dem- 
ocrats of  the  Legislature,  will  of  necessity  cease;  and  these  papers  will  be  en- 
abled to  devote  their  whole  time  and  talents,  first,  to  the  advancement  of  the 
interests  and  well-being  of  the  Democratic  party,  and  secondly,  to  the  interests 
and  well-being  of  the  State  of  California.

An  Act  to  authorize  the  infroduction  of  Water  into  the  city  of  San  Francis- 
co, orip^inating  in  your  body,  is  herewith  returned  without  approval. 

Section  one  of  this  Act  provides  that  John  Bensley,  A.  W.  Von  Schmidt,  A. 
Chabot,  and  their  successors  and  assigns,  under  the  name  of  the  "  San  Francisco 
City  Water  Works,"  shall  be  allowed  the  privilege,  etc. 
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Section  three  farthermore  provides :  "  The  said  Company  as  the  '  Sao  Fran* 
Cisco  Citj  Water  Works/  shall  have  the  same  right  to  purchase  or  take  posses- 
sion of  and  Qse  and  hold  such  lands  and  waters,  either  within  or  without  the  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of  this  Act, 
upon  mining  compensation  therefor  as  is  provided  in  section  two  of  the  Act  en- 
titled an  Act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  Water  Companies,  passed  May 
2d,  1852/' 

Section  four  yet  further  confers  privileges  peculiar  to  Corporations,  by  making 
so  much  of  sections  28  and  29  of  the  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  provide  for  the  in- 
oorporating  of  Railroad  Companies,  passed  April  22d,  1853,  as  relates  to  the 
mode  and  manner  of  entering  upon  lands  necessary  for  the  pnrposes  of  such  Com- 
pany, shall  apply  to  the  aforesaid  **  San  Francisco  City  Water  Works,''  which 
said  Company  shall  have  the  same  rights  and  powers  therennto  as  are  guarantied 
to  Railroad  Companies  in  this  State. 

Section  three  before  referred  to,  it  will  be  perceived^  confers  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  taking  and  holding  lands  and  waters  either  within  or  without  the 
city,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act,  provided  compensation  is  made  in  conformity 
with  the  Act  of  May  2d,  1852.  It  is  quite  sufficient  to  suggest  that  there  is  no 
Act  of  that  charabter  passed  on  the  2d  of  May.  consequently  this  Company 
would  be  enabled  to  enjoy  those  privileges,  without  being  compelled  to  make 
any  compensation,  and  in  that  would  most  palpably  violate  the  feature  of  the 
Constitucion  which  requires  "compensation  to  be  made  for  private  property 
►  when  taken  for  public  purposes."  Were  this  objection  not  conclusive  in  deter- 
mining the  proper  disposition  to  be  made  of  the  bill,  another  reason  might^be 
presented  of  equally  a  fatal  character. 

In  my  opinion,  this  Act,  within  the  intent  and  meaning  of  the  Constitution  of 
onr  State,  proposes  the  creation  of  an  association  possessing  the  powers  and 
privileges  of  a  corporation,  and  is  therefore  at  variance  with  Section  thirty  first, 
Article  4th  of  that  instrument,  in  which  is  *'  prohibited  the  formation  of  Corpo- 
rations, by  special  Act,  except  for  municipal  purposes."  But  having  on  former 
occasions,  to  both  branches  of  the  Legislative  department  of  the  Government, 
presented  my  views  of  the  construction  to  be  given  these  particular,  and  I  may 
add,  the  too  frequently  disregarded  features  of  the  Constitution,  I  shall  not  now 
trespass  npon  the  few  remaining  hours  of  the  present  legislative  session  bv  a 
repetition  of  those  views,  but  content  myself  with  returning  the  bill  for  your  fur- 
ther consideration,  at  the  same  time,  regretting  that  a  sense  of  duty  arising  from 
my  official  obligations,  prevents  me  from  giving  approval  to  an  Act,  I  am  con* 
Tinced,  in  its  purposes  and  designs,'  would  confer  incalculable  benefits  to  the 
community  in  which  this  projected  enterprise  is  to  be  located.

An  Act  making  Appropriations  to  meet  Deficiencies  in  Appropriations  here- 
tofore made,  to  defray  the  Civil  Expenses  of  Government,  from  the  1st  day  of 
January,  A.  D.  1857,  until  the  Ist  day  of  February,  1851.

The  last  three  of  the  foregoing  Acts  make  no  appropriationa  from  the  Treas^ 
ury,  but  simply  audit  and  allow  the  claims  as  equitable,  and  to  be  paid,  froviied 
the  people  ratify  them  at  the  next  General  Election,  and  then  to  be  cancelled 
by  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  of  the  State,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  State 
indebtedness  existing  prior  to  the  1st  January,  1851. 

I  r^ret,  however,  to  perceive  that  the  Legislature  has  iadaded  aome  tteaa  ia 
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the  last  named  Act,  which  possess  no  merit  either  legally  or  equitably  against 
the  State,  and  if  they  had  been  sabmitted  to  me  as  independent  propositions,  I 
should  most  nnqoestionably  have  withheld  my  approval;  bat,  as  they  are  claioiB 
which  can  only  be  paid,  if  ratified  by  the  popular  vote,  I  was  unwilling  to  ren- 
der such  an  act  of  injustice  as  refusing  my  sanction  to  those,  the  greater  amount 
of  wl^ich  were  just  and  meritorious. 

The  large  number  of  important  bills,  including  the  Keyenne  and  Oeneral  Ap- 
priation  Acts,  being  received  by  me,  and  requiring  examination  within  the  last 
few  hours  of  the  session,  has  left  au  insufficient  time  for  proper  examination,  and 
it  may  be,  that  wrongs  have  thereby  been  peiFmitted  which  could,  under  more 
auspicious  circumstances,  have  been  rectified  and  avoided.  This  however  was 
no  fault  of  my  own.

VALEDICTORY. 

Oentlemen  of  thb  Assemblt — 

The  hour  has  arrived  when  our  legislative  duties  are  to  cease.  It  is  whollj 
punecessary  for  me  at  this  time  to  review  the  many  Acts  that  have  passed  this  Leg- 
islature. Perhaps  there  may  be  some  Acts  which  we  have  passed  which  will  not 
be  approved,  but  many,  and  as  I  have  every  reason  to  believe,  the  great  majori^ 
of  them  will  receive  the  approbation  of,  and  promote  the  good  of  the  people  at 
large.  I  believe  that  when  the  people  come  to  review  the  Acts  of  this  Legisla- 
ture, they  will  compare  favorably  with  those  of  our  predecessors.  We  assembled 
at  a  time  when  there  was  a  general  gloom  spread  over  the  land.  Our  debt  had 
been  declared  uncoastitutional,  our  financial  department  was  completely  deranged, 
and  all  eyes  were  turned  upon  this  Legislature  for  relief.  The  people  looked 
to  us  to  accomplish  something  that  would  save  the  credit  and  honor  of  the  State, 
at  the  least  possible  hazard  and  expense.  How  well  we  have  discharged  the 
obligations  which  devolved  upon  us,  our  constituents  who  sent  us  here,  and  who 
instructed  us,  and  to  whom  we  are  about  to  surrender  up  our  commissions,  will 
decide.  The  conscience  of  every  gentleman  on  this  floor  must  inform  him  as  to 
whether  he  has  discharged  his  duties  faithfully  or  not.  The  people  will  jdoge, 
and  for  my  part,  I  have  no  fears  but  what  a  generous  and  noble  people  will  en- 
dorse the  acts  of  this  Legislature.  We  have  left  it  to  them  to  say,  whether  thcj 
will  repudiate  the  debt  of  the  State  or  not.  We  have  endeavored  to  maintain, 
so  far  as  laid  in  our  power,  the  honor  and  credit  of  the  State. 

And,  gentlemen,  I  may  say  with  truth  and  sincerity,  that  in  the  discharge  of 
my  duties  as  your  presiding  officer,  I  have  endeavored  to  discharge  my  duties 
without  partiality  to  any.  I  have  received  from  your  hands  many  indulgenciea, 
and  I  have  appreciated  them.  I  have  no  feeling  but  that  of  kindness  and  re- 
spect for  each  and  every  gentleman  upon  this  floor.  I  have  met  with  nothing 
but  courtesy  at  your  hands,  and  I  trust  that  for  any  errors  that  may  have  been 
comoaitted  on  my  part,  you  will  have  an  excuse.  If  I  have  been  hasty  at  any 
f^^^D'^any  decisions  or  remarks,  I  trust  you  will  overlook  it.  as  I  have  never 
intooded  to  do  otherwise  than  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  Speaker  without 
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partiality.  I  can  bat  retarn  my  thanks  to  the  reporters  of  the  press  for  their 
kind  compliment  contained  in  a  letter  addressed  to  me  by  them  this  morning. 
I  have  received  nothing  bat  kindness  at  their  bands..  Gentlemen  of  the  Assem- 
bly, in  conclasion,  allow  me  again  to  tender  to  yoa  my  sincere  and  heartfelt 
thanks  for  the  kindness  and  courtesy  which  yoa  have  exhibited  towards  me  as 
your  Speaker.
